ELIZABETH  MAYHEW  HENDREN 

Elizabeth  Mayhew  Hendren  entered  into  rest  February  2  5,  1929.  She  had 
lived  long  and  beautifully,  being  at  that  time  nearly  ninety-two  years  old,  having 
kept  her  faculties  remarkably  unto  the  end.  When  a  child  she  gave  her  heart  to 
God  and  she  served  him  gladly  and  faithfully  until  death.  For  many  years  she 
was  a  preacher's  wife  and  helper.  For  17  years  she  had  charge  of  the  children's 
work  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  For  thirty 
years  she  was  the  President  of  the  local  auxiliary  in  Centenary  Church,  New 
Bern,  which  society  now  bears  her  name.

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Executive  Meetings 


EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  OCTOBER  26,  1928 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  met  in  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Smithfield  on  Friday,  October  26,  1928.  The  meeting  was  called 
together  at  11:30  o'clock  by  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and 
was  opened  by  a  devotional  service  led  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb. 

Nineteen  of  the  twenty-two  members  of  the  body  were  present, 
and  two  visitors,  Miss  Lamb  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Treasurer,  read  her  report,  showing  that  a 
little  more  than  half  had  been  paid  on  the  pledge  so  far,  $30,130. 
The  Secretaries  of  the  Districts  also  reported  upon  the  financial  status 
at  present.  The  figures  showed  a  rather  large  deficit  and  caused  a 
serious  discussion  as  to  the  possibilities  and  means  of  bringing  the 
collections  up  in  full  before  the  end  of  December. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  reported  for  the  Children's  work  that  they 
would  probably  reach  the  $4,800  goal  of  last  year.  Upon  motion  of 
Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  it  was  voted  to  make  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  Emeritus. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch  reported  for  the  Young  People's  work  that 
they  also  were  somewhat  behind  financially  for  this  time  of  year. 
The  difficulty  of  getting  reports  on  time  from  local  auxiliaries  was 
keen  with  this  department  as  with  all  the  others. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  in  reporting  for  the  Social  Service  Department 
spoke  of  the  small  response  on  the  part  of  the  local  auxiliaries  to  the 
idea  of  the  special  projects  suggested  for  this  Jubilee  year.  It  was 
voted  to  send  Miss  Herring  as  our  representative  to  a  meeting  of  the 
Service  and  Home  Mission  Jubilee  Conference  to  be  held  in  Atlanta 
on  February  12th  to  14th. 

The  subject  of  the  questionnaire  on  Re-evaluation  was  discussed. 
Mrs.  Boney  expressed  the  desire  that  our  Conference  seize  this  oppor- 
tunity to  offer  some  constructive  suggestions  to  Council  through  these 
answers,  especially  as  to  reporting  local  affairs.  It  was  decided  that 
all  questionnaires  should  be  sent  from  the  District  Secretaries  to  the 
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chairman  of  the  Re-evaluation  Committee  by  November  20th  and 
that  a  meeting  of  that  committee  be  held  before  January  1st. 

Two  cordial  invitations  were  received  for  the  Conference  to  meet 
next  spring  from  Trinity  Church,  Durham,  and  from  Centenary 
Church,  New  Bern,  the  latter  delivered  in  person  by  Mrs.  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson.  After  discussion  it  was  voted  that  the  invitation  of  the  New 
Bern  ladies  be  accepted,  largely  because  "Aunt  Lizzie"  Hendren  lives 
in  New  Bern. 

After  a  short  discussion  of  the  study  book,  "Women  and  the 
Kingdom,"  a  thirty-minute  intermission  for  luncheon  was  enjoyed, 
at  which  Rev.  D.   H.  Tuttle  spoke  most  fittingly. 

At  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  offered 
prayer  and  Mrs.  Gates  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  best  method  of 
entertaining  the  Conference,  now  that  it  has  gotten  to  such  a  great 
size.  After  discussion  of  the  points  of  reducing  the  number  of  dele- 
gates, of  increasing  the  registration  fee,  and  of  having  a  separate  con- 
ference for  children  and  young  people,  it  was  voted  that  the  President 
appoint  a  committee  to  consider  this  matter  and  to  report  to  the  Janu- 
ary meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  reported  for  "Our  Missionary  News"  that 
about  2,100  were  sent  out  each  month,  and  that,  because  of  dissatis- 
faction with  the  present  work,  they  should  like  to  be  allowed  to  change 
printers.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Publication  Committee  to  make 
any  change  they  should  see  fit,  and  to  add  another  member,  Mrs. 
Harvey  Boney,  to  the  committee.  Mrs.  Everett  plead  for  support  from 
the  officers  by  sending  material  for  printing. 

It  was  voted  that  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ings be  included  in  the  Conference  Minutes.  Also  voted  that  these 
Executive  Committee  minutes  be  read  at  the  first  business  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Herring,  it  was  voted  to  support  a  reso- 
lution to  indorse  the  Multilateral  Treaty  offered  by  the  State  Confer- 
ence for  the  Outlawry  of  War. 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  recognizing  Jubilee  members,  the 
President  ruled  that  the  year  would  be  from  January  1st,  1928,  to 
January  1st,  1929. 

Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  reported  that  requests  to  her  for  literature  were 
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increasing,  and  asked  that  accurate  lists  of  new  officers  of  auxiliaries 
be  sent  her  as  promptly  as  possible. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Lillie  Duke  as  District  Secretary  for 
Durham  was  accepted  with  sincere  regrets,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write  her  to  that  effect,  and  the  President  was  authorized 
to  look  for  a  new  Secretary  for  that  District. 

Our  membership  in  the  Legislative  Council  of  North  Carolina 
Women  was  reported  upon  by  Miss  Herring  who  said  that  our  dues 
for  next  year  would  be  $18.75. 

Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  discussed  the  work  of  the  Publicity  Depart- 
ment and  offered  to  keep  on  the  Advocate  page  an  account  of  the 
finances  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  were  read  and  corrected,  and  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  was  taken  for  the  delightful  hospitality  of  the  ladies 
of  Smithfield.  The  session  adjourned  with  prayer.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  JANUARY  25,  1929 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  met  in  Trinity  Church,  Durham,  on  Friday,  January  25th, 
at  10:30  o'clock,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  presiding. 
The  President  opened  the  session  with  a  short  devotional,  stressing  the 
thought,  "He  took  it  upon  himself." 

The  following  members  answered  the  roll  call:  Mesdames  Gates, 
Faison,  Patten,  Branch,  Wooten,  Wilson,  Everett,  Plyler,  Scott,  Wren, 
Clark,  and  Thompson,  and  Misses  White  and  Graham,  with  Miss 
Lamb,  Chairman  of  the  Prayer  League. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  that  she  had  appointed  Miss  Florine  Robert- 
son as  District  Secretary  for  Durham  District,  and  she  was  unanimously 
elected. 

Mrs.  Clark,  as  chairman  of  a  committee  to  simplify  the  entertain- 
ment of  our  Conference,  reported  that  nothing  had  been  decided,  and 
the  committee  was  continued  to  report  at  the  April  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Re-evaluation 
was  read,  and  remarks  made  upon  it  by  Mrs.  Gates  as  to  the  needs 
revealed  in  these  questionnaires. 
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The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Boney,  was  dis- 
cussed. She  requested  that  the  District  Secretaries  have  their  annual 
reports  in  the  form  of  that  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District  on  page  76 
of  the  Annual  Report  for  1928.  It  was  voted  that  all  of  the  statistical 
and  departmental  reports  of  officers  be  presented  in  print  to  the  dele- 
gates when  they  come  to  the  Annual  Conference.  It  was  also  voted 
that  these  reports  be  sent  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary, who  should  have  them  prepared. 

It  was  voted  that  we  have  a  special  page  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Jubilee  Auxiliaries.  Also  voted  that  this  list  be  printed  and  included 
in  the  envelope  of  reports  at  the  Conference.  An  amendment  was  ac- 
cepted that  the  Jubilee  Zones  also  be  included. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  to  have  a  History  of  the  Confer- 
ence printed,  Mrs.  Everett  reported  that  she  was  still  working  on  the 
material.  Mrs.  Plyler  spoke  about  the  details  of  printing.  It  was  voted 
to  have  the  book  published  during  the  summer  of  1929,  instead  of  at 
once,  in  order  to  save  a  discount  of  10%  offered  by  The  Advocate. 
It  was  voted  to  allow  Mrs.  Everett  to  appoint  a  committee  to  assist 
her  in  this  project,  and  to  leave  the  business  details  to  this  committee. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  McKinne, 
which  showed  that  there  had  been  sent  to  the  Council  Treasurer  for 
1928  $53,376.61.  This,  with  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  of 
$2,792.62,  and  the  amount  used  for  Scarritt,  made  the  total  $56,- 
646.22.  The  local  work  was  reported  as  $55,540.01,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $125,187.23.  Many  items  were  discussed,  among  them  the 
fact  that  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  does  not  cover  the  necessary 
expenses. 

At  one  o'clock  the  committee  adjourned  to  enjoy  the  delicious  lun- 
cheon furnished  by  the  ladies  of  Trinity  Church. 

In  opening  the  afternoon  session,  Miss  Lamb  read  and  spoke  from 
John  9:7-11. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  further  discussed,  which  led  to  a  con- 
sideration of  how  expenses  might  be  saved  at  the  Annual  Conference. 
Mrs.  Branch  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens  saying  that 
she  would  be  glad  to  attend  our  Conference,  if  possible.  Mrs.  Gates 
reported  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  Mrs.  Fulton's  coming.  It  was 
voted  to  ask  both  of  these  ladies  to  come  to  our  Conference. 

It  was  moved  that  we  hold  our  Conference  in  New  Bern  on  April 
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9,  10,  and  11,  and  it  was  so  voted.  It  was  voted  that  the  Executive 
Meeting  be  held  on  Monday  night  and  that  the  Tuesday  morning 
session  open  with  the  communion.  It  was  also  voted  that  formal  session 
of  the  Conference  close  with  a  business  meeting  on  Thursday  after- 
noon, to  last  not  longer  than  3:30  o'clock. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  taken  for  the  ladies  of  Trinity  Church 
for  their  hospitality. 

As  a  result  of  a  rather  long  consideration  of  the  financial  matters, 
it  was  voted  to  allow  the  President  to  appoint  a  committee  to  budget 
the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

The  item  of  our  pledge  to  Council  was  next  considered.  Miss 
Lamb  moved  that  we  increase  our  pledge  by  10%,  making  the  amount 
$60,500.  The  motion  was  lost.  Miss  Graham  moved  that  we  make 
our  pledge  $55,000,  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  two  years,  and  it  was 
so  voted.  For  the  Young  People  Mrs.  Branch  pledged  $2,000,  and 
for  the  Children  Mrs.  Wooten  pledged  $5,000. 

Mrs.  Thompson,  as  agent  for  the  "Voice,"  asked  that  the  District 
Secretaries  send  her  the  number  of  renewals  and  of  new  subscriptions 
for  the  "Voice." 

Communications  about  the  railroad  rates  to  the  Council  meeting 
in  Washington  in  March,  and  one  from  the  Legislative  Council  of 
Women,  were  briefly  considered. 

Mrs.  Scott  made  a  report  of  the  Literature  Department  work, 
stressing  the  difficulty  she  has  in  getting  the  literature  to  the  proper 
persons  at  the  first  of  the  year. 

It  was  voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  to 
authorize  the  Secretary  to  have  them  printed  in  the  Advocate  and  the 
Missionary  News. 

The  session  closed  with  earnest  prayer  by  the  President.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  APRIL  8,  1929 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  met  in  the  Centenary  Methodist 
Church,  South,  Monday,  April  8,  1929,  at  8:30  o'clock,  with  the 
President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  in  the  chair.  There  were  present  one 
visitor,  Mrs.  Ina  D.  Fulton,  Council  Treasurer,  and  twenty-one  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Committee:  Mesdames  Gates,  Faison,  Boney,  Patten, 
McKinne,  Branch,  Wooten,  Everett,  Scott,  Willis,  Wren,  Kendall, 
Townsend,  Thompson,  Wilson,  Knight,  and  Misses  Herring,  Robert- 
son, White,  Harding,  and  Graham. 

Mrs.  Gates  opened  the  meeting  with  a  few  inspirational  words 
and  a  prayer. 

It  was  voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
last  Executive  Meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Literature  Headquarters  was 
read  and  it  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  report.  After  some 
discussion  it  was  so  voted. 

Mrs.  Everett  presented  a  resolution  proposing  that  a  fund  of 
$10,000,  to  be  called  the  Sue  D.  Swindell  Endowment  Fund,  be 
established  as  a  Jubilee  tribute  to  our  one  living  pioneer  officer.  It 
was  moved  to  adopt  this  resolution  and  was  so  voted. 

Mrs.  Boney  presented  the  idea  of  having  the  Conference  Treasurer 
handle  all  the  funds  instead  of  having  them  pass  through  the  hands 
of  District  Secretaries  and  Superintendents.  It  was  moved  and  second- 
ed that  the  matter  of  handling  Conference  funds  henceforth  be  done 
according  to  Council's  plan  of  having  the  Treasurer  do  it  all,  that 
she  be  bonded,  and  that  she  receive  a  stipend  of  $300  a  year  for  the 
work.  After  thorough  discussion,  it  was  so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  9  to  6. 

Mrs.  Gates  recommended  that  we  have  an  Executive  Meeting 
of  more  than  one  day,  when  it  would  be  possible  to  hold  a  retreat  and 
to  have  plenty  of  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  plans  for  work. 
It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  we  adopt  this  recommendation.  Dis- 
cussion brought  out  the  thought  that  the  fall  meeting  should  be  of 
this  type,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

It  was  voted  that  we  have  this  meeting  in  September,  in  the  week 
following  the  first  Monday,  the  day  on  which  most  of  the  auxiliary 
meetings  are  held. 

Mrs.  Kendall  requested  that  the  District  Secretaries  be  given  a 
time  in  Conference  for  the  consideration  of  their  problems. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  that  the  two  years  of  helping  Vance  Thomp- 
son in  her  studies  had  expired  and  asked  if  the  Conference  should 
continue  this  help.  A  letter  was  read  from  Miss  Thompson.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the 
President,  the   Superintendent  of  Young  People,   the   Treasurer,   and 
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Mrs.   Boney,  which   committee  should  confer   with   Miss  Thompson 
and  Miss  Louise  Young  as  to  this  matter.  It  was  so  voted. 

It   was   moved   and   seconded   that   we    limit   our   help   to   Vance 
Thompson,  if  she  signs  our  contract  for  a  term  of  five  years'  service 
under  the  Council,  to  $1,000  a  year  for  two  years.  This  was  so  voted. 
The  meeting  adjourned.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  APRIL   10,   1929 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  4  o'clock  on  Wednesday,  April

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that,  since  we  are  making 
re-adjustments  in  our  financial  plans  and  since  additional  equipment 
will  be  needed,  we  authorize  our  treasurer  to  purchase  her  bond  and 
such  equipment,  including  an  adding  machine,  as  shall  be  needed. 

The  matter  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  as  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  was  next  considered.  It  was  voted  that  we  urge 
Mrs.  Boney  to  continue  in  office  during  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal 
year,  with  the  understanding  that  she  do  no  field  work. 

The  resignations  of  Mrs.  Junius  Wren  and  of  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis 
as  District  Secretaries  were  accepted  with  sincere  regret,  to  take  effect 
when  successors  could  be  appointed.

TUESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  9,  1929 

The  seventeenth  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  opened  on  Tuesday  morning,  April 
9,  1929,  at  9  o'clock,  in  the  Centenary  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  New  Bern,  N.  C,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates, 
presiding. 

The  service  opened  by  singing  "The  King  of  Heaven  His  Table 
Spreads,"  followed  by  the  responsive  reading  of  the  19th  Psalm. 
Dr.  Walter  Patten,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  New  Bern  District,  then 
conducted  the  Holy  Communion.  He  was  assisted  by  seven  ministers 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

The  session  was  then  called  to  order,  and  the  visitors  were  wel- 
comed   to    New    Bern    by    Mrs.    N.    H.    D.    Wilson    and    by    Miss 
Marguerite  Wallace  Jones,  who  is  the  daughter  of  the  lady  who,  as 
a  small  girl,  eighteen  years  ago  welcomed  a  Conference  to  New  Bern. 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Smith,  of  Durham,  responded  fittingly  to  this  greeting. 
The  minutes  of  the  last  Executive  Meeting  were  read. 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  delivered  her  message  as  President. 
The  following  district  reports  were  read:

In  opening  the  Thursday  morning  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  at  nine  o'clock,  the  hymn,  "O  Zion, 
Haste,"  was  sung.  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  the  worship,  speaking  on 
the  thought  of  relying  on  God's  bountiful  spiritual  provisions,  and 
offering  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  Tuesday  evening  and  the  Wednesday  sessions 
were  read  and  corrected. 

Mrs.  Gates  called  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
asked  Miss  Lamb  to  take  the  chair  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  McClees,  of  Dur- 
ham, to  act  as  Secretary. 

Miss  Lamb  made  a  talk  on  the  extension  of  the  Jubilee  Prayer 
League,  stressing  especially  home  worship  among  our  children  and 
young  people.

The  report  of  the  Session's  Committee  on  Social  Service  was  read 
by  Miss  Herring,  and  it  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Miss  Lillie  E.  Mitchell,  Director  of  Child  Welfare  of  the  State 
Board  of  Welfare,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  on  "Broken  Homes." 
She  cited  cases  which  have  come  to  her  office,  showing  the  different 
types  of  people  which  come  to  her  for  help. 

The  election  of  alternates  to  the  Council  meeting  of  1930  was 
the  next  item  of  business.  Mrs.  Walter  Patten  was  elected  to  go  in 
place  of  the  President,  and  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  in  place  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Everett  read  a  resolution  that  we  create  a  Sue  D.  Swindell 
Endowment  Fund  of  $10,000,  the  purpose  for  which  it  shall  be  used 
to  be  decided  by  a  committee  named  in  the  resolution.  It  was  voted 
to  adopt  this  resolution. 

It  was  voted  that  we  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Boney  as  Corresponding 
Secretary,  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  December  31st, 
1929,  but  relieving  her  of  all  field  work.  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Gates, 
and  other  officers,  spoke  words  of  appreciation  of  the  effective  work 
of  Mrs.  Boney,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  send  her  a  note  of 
appreciation. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  resigna- 
tions of  Mrs.  Junius  Wren  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis,  District  Secretaries, 
were  accepted,  with  deep  regret.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Lentz,  of  St.  Pauls,  was 
appointed  to  act  as  an  assistant  to  Mrs.  Wren  for  the  remainder  of 
this  year. 

The  question  of  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  for 
next  year  was  brought  up.  Three  invitations  were  given,  from  Faison, 
Rocky  Mount,  and  Trinity  Church,  Durham.  By  a  standing  vote,  it 
was  decided  to  accept  the  invitation  from  Rocky  Mount.  It  was  voted 
to  make  the  decision  unanimous. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  ex- 
penses of  not  more  than  two  Conference  officers  to  each  District  meet- 
ing, and  of  one  to  each  Zone  meeting  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
Expense  Fund  was  discussed  and  adopted. 
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Another  recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committee  was  dis- 
cussed, that,  since  we  have  a  full  page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate  and  since  the  subscription  list  of  Our  Missionary  News  is 
not  adequate  to  meet  the  expense  of  publication,  this  publication  be 
discontinued  with  the  next  issue.  There  was  serious  discussion  of  this 
recommendation  with  speeches  by  Miss  Lamb,  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs. 
Faison,  Mrs.  Clark,  and  others,  and  the  recommendation  was  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  56  to  31. 

Mrs.  Wilson  spoke  in  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  of  Mrs. 
Everett  as  Editor  of  this  paper,  and  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  taken 
for  her.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  also  taken  for  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thomp- 
son, who  has  been  the  Circulation  Manager  of  the  paper. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight  made  her  report  as  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

Questions  for  the  Workers'  Council  were  read  by  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Willis,  and  answered  from  the  floor. 

Announcements  were  made. 

Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens  conducted  the  last  of  the  noon  Bible 
hours,  which  opened  by  a  solo  by  Mrs.  E.  D.  Weathers,  accompanied 
by  Prof.  J.  H.  Bourdelais  on  the  organ.  Miss  Stevens  spoke  eloquently 
on  "The  Great  Commission."  Rev.  Euclid  McWhorter  offered  prayer. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  11,  1929 

The  Thursday  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "My  Soul,  Be  on  Thy  Guard." 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Clark,  of  Wilmington,  conducted  the  worship,  reading 
the  37th  Psalm,  and  offering  prayer. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  made  her  report  as  Conference  Agent  for 
Periodicals.  She  gave  the  following  figures  for  the  "Voice":  subscrip- 
tions for  1928,  1,388,  and  for  1929,  2,033,  an  increase  of  645.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE   OF  PRESIDENT  TO  WOMAN'S 
MISSIONARY  SOCIETY,  N.  C.  CONFERENCE 

THE  JUBILEE 

The  Jubilee  is  too  close  to  us  for  its  constructive  value  to  be 
measured  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  We  believe  that  its  fruitage 
will  only  be  fully  garnered  as  the  years  come  and  go.  Some  results, 
however,  are  even  now  evident,  and  their  story  is  worth  telling. 

Every  officer  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  whether  in  the 
Council,  Conference  or  Auxiliary,  will  agree  with  Mrs.  B.  W. 
Lipscomb,  who  said  in  her  report  at  the  1929  Council  Meeting: 
"It  has  been  an  unique  and  enviable  experience  to  serve  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  during  the  Jubilee  Year,  and  I  am  profoundly 
grateful  for  the  privilege."  She  further  says  that  her  department  has 
been  "deeply  conscious  of  co-operation  and  initiative  on  the  part  of 
Council  officers,  Conference  leaders,  district  secretaries,  and  auxiliary 
women,  missionaries  and  nationals.  Never  has  an  organization  suc- 
ceeded more  fully  in  actively  enlisting  its  membership  in  working  out 
its  plans."  In  our  own  Conference  we  have  been  deeply  grateful  for 
the  loyal  support  and  earnest  endeavor  of  every  group,  officers  and 
members.  We  have  been  impressed  with  the  keen  interest,  increased 
enthusiasm,  and  enlarged  attendance  at  all  district  and  zone  meetings. 
We  believe  that  steady  growth  will  come  as  a  result  of  the  broader 
vision  and  deepened  purpose  received  by  our  membership  at  these 
group  gatherings. 

the  historical 

The  study  of  our  history  has  thrilled  our  hearts  and  has  led  us 
to  exclaim  with  Margaret  Preston: 

"Myrrh-bearers  still,  at  home,  abroad 
What  paths  have  holy  women  trod, 
Burdened  with  votive  gifts  to  God! 

"Rare  gifts  whose  chief  est  worth  was  priced 
By  this  one  thought,  that  all  sufficed; 
Their  spices  have  been   bruised   for  Christ." 
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THE  SPIRITUAL  CULTIVATION 

As  a  result  of  the  spiritual  cultivation  there  has  come  to  us  an 
overwhelming  realization  of  the  need  of  a  rediscovery  of  Jesus  Christ, 
both  in  our  own  lives  and  throughout  all  Protestantism.  If  it  is  true 
that  "our  religion  is  not  Christian  if  it  has  no  passion  to  give  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  world,"  how  great  is  our  need  for  a  continued  and  more 
widespread  spiritual  awakening!  Surely  this  deepening  of  our  spiritual 
lives  has  been  in  a  peculiar  way  a  preparation  for  this  present  year 
of  Church-wide  Evangelism  and  Stewardship.  As  conferences  and 
auxiliaries  we  are  asked  by  the  Council  to  co-operate  with  our  pastors 
in  the  period  of  intensive  Stewardship  cultivation  to  be  conducted  in 
every  congregation  during  April  and  May  of    1929. 

The  Council  recommends  that  "fellowship  groups"  be  continued 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit,  and  that  the  special  page  in  the 
Missionary  Voice  be  used  to  offer  suggestions  to  conference  and  auxili- 
ary leaders,  in  order  that  we  may  conserve  the  spiritual  values  which 
we  have  attained  through  the  Bennett  Prayer  League  and  the  Jubilee 
Prayer  League. 

May  we  not  one  and  all  say  with  our  own  Bishop  Mouzon,  "I 
am  resolved  that  I  will  attend  to  the  routine  of  my  work  as  best  I  can, 
but  I  have  also  determined  that  for  the  rest  of  my  life  I  will  dedicate 
myself  to  the  supreme  thing,  the  matter  of  things  spiritual."  Then 
may  we  not  reach  out  and  enlist  individuals  and  families  in  "fellow- 
ship groups"? 

PROGRAM   OF  WORK 

Since  the  Jubilee  plans  have  been  completed  and  since  there  are 
no  extra  objectives  for  the  current  year,  Council  recommends  "that 
the  year  1929-30  be  one  of  intensive  cultivation  along  all  lines  of 
our  organization  and  program  of  work,  and  that  by  every  possible 
means  we  strengthen  and  develop  the  Jubilee  organizations." 

The  questionnaires  on  the  "Re-evaluation  of  our  Task"  revealed 
the  crying  need  of  the  intensive  cultivation  of  women  and  auxiliaries 
all  over  our  Conference,  that  they  may  grasp  our  marvelous  resources, 
our  great  task,  our  unavoidable  responsibility  as  revealed  to  us  by 
Jesus  Christ  in  the  Great  Commission.  One  North  Carolina  auxiliary 
president  said  in  her  questionnaire:  "I  am  not  sure  but  our  women  are 
right  in  feeling  that  a  Ladies  Aid  is  better  than  a  Missionary  Society 
so  we  could  keep  all  of  our  money  at  home."  It  is  with  deep  humility 
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that  I  face  our  failure  to  help  those  women  to  feel  the  urge  and  to 
rejoice  in  the  opportunity  to  share  Jesus  Christ  with  the  world.  O, 
that  each  of  us  might  realize  that,  if  He  is  necessary  to  me,  then  He  is 
necessary  to  every  human  being.  May  we  not  this  year  cultivate  more 
diligently  our  unenlisted  women  and  churches? 

THE  YOUNG  PEOPLE 

Our  Candidate  Secretary  tells  us  that  "earnest  young  people  are 
loyal  to  Christ,  they  are  pledging  themselves  to  follow  Him,  but  in 
many  cases,  perhaps  in  the  largest  number,  they  are  not  thinking  of 
serving  their  day  and  generation  through  the  church."  This  statement 
brings  us  face  to  face  with  the  startling  fact  that  the  church  of  to- 
morrow will  be  without  Christian  leadership  and  support.  It  will  face 
an  unfinished  task  without  men  and  women  to  carry  a  program  to 
completion.  A  missionary  program  without  a  missionary!  In  1920 
there  were  reported  in  our  denomination  one  hundred  volunteers,  in 
1928  only  fourteen  names  of  young  women  were  forwarded  to  the 
office  of  our  secretary. 

The  Council  Commission  on  Re-evaluation  in  its  Findings  in  the 
Young  People's  work  states  that  in  443  churches  studied,  only  67% 
of  the  young  people  between  the  ages  of  13  and  25  are  in  the  Sunday 
school,  and  30%  in  the  Ep worth  League,  while  only  9%  are  in  our 
Young  People's  Missionary  Societies.  This  is  a  situation  which  chal- 
lenges our  serious  consideration  and  prayer.  What  shall  we  women  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  do  about  our  young  people:  Shall  we 
continue  to  be  indifferent?  Shall  we  continue  to  shirk  the  responsibility 
of  leadership  and  let  new  and  old  organizations  die?  Shall  we  let 
them  continue  to  drift  from  our  homes,  from  our  Sunday  schools, 
from  our  Epworth  Leagues  and  our  Young  People's  societies?  Or 
shall  we  awake  to- this  serious  situation  and  study  the  atmosphere  of 
our  homes,  the  program  of  our  churches,  and  do  our  best  to  evolve  a 
program  that  will  enlist  the  interest,  the  loyalty  and  the  support  of 
the  youth  of  our  communities?  If,  as  some  one  has  said,  "the  whole 
alphabet  of  human  hopes  lies  in  the  Christian  faith,"  then  no  part  of 
our  work  is  more  important  than  the  teaching  of  our  young  people  and 
our  children  the  Christian  way  of  life  and  motivating  them  for 
service  in  the  church  which  Christ   Himself  established. 
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children's  work 

No  department  of  work  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has 
shown  a  more  decided  and  immediate  result  of  the  Jubilee  than  has 
the  Children's  work.  The  careful  cultivation  by  the  Conference  Sup- 
erintendent and  the  intensive  study  in  June  and  July,  followed  by 
the  programs  for  the  year  yielded  new  divisions  and  members  until 
our  Superintendent  remarked:  "I  have  so  many  Jubilee  divisions  re- 
ported that  I  am  almost  afraid  to  list  them." 

Because  we  believe  that  it  is  still  true  that  "a  little  child  shall  lead 
them,"  we  are  looking  into  the  future  in  spite  of  all  its  problems, 
with  eager  eyes  and  glowing  hearts. 

Women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  may  we  not  write 
Livingston's  motto:  "Anywhere,  provided  it  be  forward"  upon  our 
hearts  this  year  of  1929?  Let  us  study  our  program  of  work  and 
organization,  as  we  have  never  done  before.  Let  us  face  facts,  rejoice 
in  successes,  and  use  our  failures  as  stepping  stones  to  greater  achieve- 
ments, so  that  we  may  come  to  the  close  of  the  year  with  every  financial 
obligation  met,  every  department  strengthened,  every  unenlisted  church 
and  woman  challenged  with  the  task  and  the  resources,  as  given  to  us 
in  the  Great  Commission:  "All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  disciple  all  nations — and,  lo,  I 
am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 

With  keen  interest  and  zeal  did  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
accept  the  call  made  by  the  Jubilee  to  take  on  new  opportunities  and  new 
responsibilities.  The  goals  were  attempted.  Special  prayer  for  deeper  realization 
of  the  presence  and  power  of  the  divine  in  the  individual  life  was  offered  in 
every  auxiliary.  Old  records  were  searched  and  new  records  written  showing  that 
women  of  today  are  grateful  to  those  who  laid  plans  so  well  a  half  a  century 
ago.  We  have  Jubilee  auxiliaries  that  prove  the  progress  made  in  extension  of 
the  organization.  A  higher  type  leadership  is  demanded  by  the  entire  church, 
and  the  re-evaluation  of  our  task  continues  to  be  made.  For  the  first  time  we 
had  two  hundred  auxiliaries  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  offering 
sent  to  the  Council  Treasurer  amounted  to  $4,034.02.  Much  of  this  thank 
offering  denoted  sacrificial  giving  which  was  an  appreciation  for  the  golden 
privilege  of  fifty  years  of  organized  work  in  our  Conference.  Weldon  District 
reports    forty    auxiliaries    and    Washington    District    twenty-five    to    observe    this 
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great  golden  occasion.  With  earnest  attempts  to  plant  and  cultivate  the  inter- 
cessory spirit  of  our  women  there  will  dawn  a  brighter  day  for  our  Conference. 
"Prayer  availeth  much."  With  nearly  four  thousand  women  enrolled  in  Study 
classes,  encouraging  social  service  activities  and  numerous  special  meetings  in 
the  interest  of  missions,  we  have  cause  for  great  expectations. 

EXTENSION  OF  WORK 

Efforts  for  new  organizations  and  members  have  been  carried  forward 
steadily  throughout  the  year.  The  names  of  2  8  presidents  of  Adult  Jubilee 
Auxiliaries  have  been  sent  in.  We  extend  to  the  Jubilee  auxiliaries  and  to  the 
members  a  most  cordial  welcome;  we  shall  be  greatly  benefited  by  their  presence 
in  our  Conference  and  we  rejoice  in  receiving  each  of  the  Jubilee  members 
reported. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE  AND  CHILDREN 

An  S.  O.  S.  call  was  made  by  our  Candidate  Secretary  at  Council  for  more 
missionary  volunteers.  Are  we,  as  auxiliary  women,  seeking  to  obtain  recruits 
for  our  fields:  Is  missionary  work  so  attractive  to  us  that  we  can  make  it  ap- 
pealing to  the  youth  of  our  church?  Are  we  willing  to  help  increase  the  scholar- 
ship fund  to  take  care  of  the  missionary  training  for  those  who  offer  themselves 
for  Christian  servicer  "In  1920  there  were  one  hundred  of  our  denomination 
who  volunteered  through  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  for  missionary  work. 
In  1928,  fourteen  names  of  young  women  were  forwarded  to  the  office"  of 
Candidate  Secretary.  Our  young  people  are  the  bank  accounts  from  which  we 
must  draw  later,  and  as  mothers  we  can  assume  the  obligations  of  teaching  our 
children  and  young  people  the  joy  of  missionary  service.  Mrs.  Steele  asked  if 
we,  as  Christians,  have  lost  our  passionate  conviction  of  uniqueness  of  Jesus 
Christ?  If  we  have  no  candidates  for  missionary  service  we  will  have  the  un- 
finished task  of  our  Lord  without  men  and  women  to  carry  on. 

Eight  of  our  young  people's  auxiliaries  are  on  the  Weldon  District.  The 
Young  People's  organization  stands  14th  in  the  Council  in  number  of  auxiliaries 
and    15th  in  amount  of  money  sent. 

Lillie  V.  Wood,  of  Haw  River,  on  the  Durham  District,  was  consecrated  at 
Council  and  will  go  out  for  deaconess  service  next  fall.  While  she  is  at  home 
this  summer  she  hopes  that  the  District  Secretaries  and  Presidents  of  county 
organizations  will  see  fit  to  use  her  in  their  meetings. 

The  various  departments  of  our  children's  work  are  functioning  along  the 
new  plans.  We  stand  4th  in  amount  of  money  sent  in  from  Junior  Division,  1st 
from  Baby  and    1st  from  Primary  Division. 

SUPPLIES 

The  Washington  District  reported  the  greatest  value  of  boxes  of  supplies 
sent  to  missionary  institutions  and  to  needy  ministers  and  their  families.  We  stand 
28th  among  the  Conferences  in  value  of  supplies  sent  out.  In  our  own  state  is 
Brevard,  which  like  other  institutions,   is  in   need  of  linens,  electric  bulbs,  books, 

magazines,  etc.  Virginia  K.  Johnson  Home  and  Scarritt  College  appreciate  gifts 

of  supplies.  Our  foreign  institutions  are  always  in  need. 
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FINANCES 

From  Mrs.  Fulton's  report  we  found  that  our  Conference  sent  in  $53,376.61, 
giving  us  fifth  place  among  the  Conferences  of  Southern  Methodism.  In  order 
to  hold  5th  place  we  shall  have  to  go  forth  with  renewed  energy  to  organize 
unorganized  churches,  to  obtain  new  members,  and  to  keep  our  organized  auxili- 
aries missionary. 

HONOR  ROLL 

The  Korean  Urn  returns  to  its  first  love.  Raleigh  District  was  the  first  Dis- 
trict to  obtain  the  award  for  greatest  number  of  Honor  Roll  auxiliaries  and 
held  this  record  for  three  years.  Then  Rockingham  led  out  in  greatest  number 
of  auxiliaries  attaining  this  standard  and  also  held  the  Urn  for  three  years. 
Now  Raleigh,  with  the  greatest  number  of  Adult  auxiliaries  on  Honor  Roll  ever 
held,  will  come  forward  for  the  Urn.

COUNCIL  REPORT 


The  nineteenth  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  held  in 
our  National  Capitol  March  13-18,  was  one  which  will  long  stand  forth  as 
the  Council  in  which  the  women  of  Southern  Methodism  rejoiced  and  gave 
thanks  for  the  success  of  the  Jubilee.  A  Council  which  was  not  too  crowded  and 
in  which  the  women  seemed  to  feel  free  to  express  themselves.  A  Council  which 
the  spirit  of  God  prevailed  in  more  than  ever  before.  The  women  from  the 
Baltimore  Conference  said  the  Jubilee  meeting  of  their  Conference  was  one  in 
which  the  women  met  their  "Savior  face  to  face."  This  statement  could  most 
aptly  fit  the  Council  meeting. 


36  Seventeenth  Annual  Meeting 

Every  report  emphasized  the  worth  while  results  of  the  Jubilee  year  which 
closed  with  the  present  annual  session. 

The  Council  session  opened  with  Prayer,  Retreat,  Holy  Communion  and 
Memorial  service.  First  on  the  memorial  roll  was  the  name  of  Mrs.  R.  W. 
McDonell,  the  author  of  the  Biography  of  Miss  Bennett.  Mrs.  McDonell  ser- 
ved in  the  Home  Department  of   the   Council  as  the  leader   for   eighteen  years. 

Last  year  we  pledged  support  for  the  Multilateral  Treaty  which  was  to  outlaw 
war  and  Mrs.  Stephens  said,  "we  have  helped  hold  state  conventions  to  that 
end.  Great  has  been  the  rejoicing  over  the  action  of  our  Senate  in  ratifying 
the  pact."  The  peace  sentiment  found  expression  in  some  form  in  almost  every 
session.  Resolutions  were  drawn  up  pledging  the  Council's  support  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Law  Enforcement  Policy.  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  personally  presented  a 
copy  of  the  resolutions  to  the  President. 

During  the  week  the  Council  was  received  by  Mrs.  Hoover  in  the  White 
House.  The  women  felt  that  she  was  most  gracious.  A  pilgrimage  was  made  to 
the  tomb  of  the  unknown  soldier.  Washington  City  compares  favorably  with  the 
other  cities  which  have  entertained  the  Council,  and  special  invitations  came 
from  committees  to  places  of  interest  in  the  city.  Other  attempts  were  made  to 
make  the  stay  in  Washington  pleasant,  but  the  program  of  the  church  demanded 
the  time  of  those  gathered  there. 

The  evening  given  to  hearing  reports  from  the  Jubilee  Messengers  to  Mexico, 
Cuba,  Brazil,  Europe  and  Africa  was  one  of  intense  interest.  Just  as  we  had  a 
Brazilian  Jubilee  Messenger  in  Wilmington  last  year,  they  had  Miss  Howell 
at  their  Conference  meeting.  Miss  Davis  brought  a  message  from  Cuba;  Miss 
Case  from  Europe  and  Africa;  Mrs.  Stephens  from  Mexico;  Miss  Mabel  White- 
head interpreted  the  talk  on  Japan  made  by  Miss  Koo  Oku  jo,  of  Hiroshima. 
These  thrilling  messages  made  the  foreign  work  very  real  and  near  to  us. 

On  all  sides  we  heard  the  need  of  maintenance.  For  past  few  years  the 
Council  has  not  appropriated  any  money  for  repairs  and  equipment,  the  money 
has  not  been  available  because  of  the  fact  that  the  attention  of  the  Conference 
societies  has  been  largely  centered  on  specials  such  as  Bennett  Memorial  and 
Jubilee  offering.  As  you  well  know,  our  own  Conference  came  to  the  rescue  of 
the  Lucy  Cuninggim  building  when  it  was  ruining  for  need  of  a  new  roof. 
It  seems  now  that  all  of  our  other  foreign  buildings  need  repairs  in  some  form, 
either  the  roof  is  caving  in,  sanitary  arrangements  must  be  supplied,  beds  need 
to  be  replenished,  or  furniture  is  necessary.  There  is  need  for  medicine,  surgical 
equipment  and  hospital  supplies.  Termites  have  entered  into  some  of  the  buildings 
in  Africa  and  Brazil  and  even  in  St.  Marks  Hall,  New  Orleans.  We  must  ex- 
terminate the  termites.  The  missionaries  wring  their  hands  over  the  need  for 
repairs  and  lack  of  equipment.  The  real  maintenance  which  can  come  only  from 
the  dues  and  pledges  to  the  regular  funds  is  the  reason  that  concentration  this 
year  is  on  the  increase  of  pledges. 

These  absolutely  essential  matters  must  be  attended  to.  Those  who  desire 
specials  for  their  auxiliaries  could  find  nothing  more  needful  than  to  help  furnish 
certain  mission  buildings.  Miss  Howell  made  a  plea  for  an  entrance  to  one  of 
our  schools  in  Brazil,  which  would  be  a  worthy  special,  as  would  any  definite 
repairs  on  our  buildings.  We  need  as  never  'before  to  make  a  generous  increase 
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in  membership  and  freewill  offering.  The  reports  from  the  home  field  were 
more  encouraging  in  regard  to   maintenance. 

The  three  great  commissions  reported:  these  are  Commissions  on  General 
Conference  Legislation,  the  Status  of  Women  in  the  Church,  and  the  Re-evalua- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Task.  These  commissions  will  continue  their  work  this 
year. 

The  total  amount  of  money  pledged  at  Council  was  $1,109,095,  an  increase 
of  more  than  $27,000  over  pledge  of  last  year.  Most  of  the  Conferences  have 
over-paid  their  pledges.  While  our  own  Conference  is  not  included  in  that  num- 
ber we  hope  to  at  least  pay  our  $55,000  pledge  this  year. 

There  was  rejoicing  that  the  total  amount  contributed  last  year  bv  the  Con- 
ference Societies,   including  the  Jubilee  Thank  Offering,   was   $1,2  72,643. 

It  was  voted  to  go  to  Amarillo,  Texas,  for  the  Council  next  year.  Their 
invitation  was  quite  interesting  and  unique.  Mrs.  Trameek  wore  a  ten  gallon 
cowboy  hat  which  she  explained  was  the  property  of  Bob  Crosby,  the  world's 
champion  cowboy,  who  loaned  it  to  her  for  the  express  purpose  of  tipping  it  to 
the  Council. 

Bishop  Edwin  D.  Mouzon  preached  the  annual  sermon;  his  theme  was  "Mak- 
ing America  Christian."  He  said:  "Not  until  every  Methodist  steward  and  every 
church  member  loves  the  law  and  keeps  it,  can  we  hope  to  make  America  Chris- 
tian." 

Miss  Helen  B.  Calder,  of  the  American  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  gave  a 
resume  of  the  scope  and  meaning  of  the  Jerusalem  Conference.  Miss  Calder  said 
that  the  240  men  and  women  delegates,  representing  fifty  different  nations  and 
many  more  religious  beliefs,  were  one  in  claiming  allegiance  to  Christ.  In  the 
discussions  their  similarities  were  emphasized,  but,  in  that  place  of  sacred  memories 
their  differences  were  also  discussed. 

It  took  forty  days  and  nights  for  Miss  Case  to  travel  to  Africa,  15  on  the 
river  steamboats  and  1 8  on  trains,  seven  days  in  automobiles  and  three  in  ham- 
mocks carried  on  the  shoulders  of  natives.  She  traveled  15,000  miles.  Miss  Case 
spoke  of  Spirit  of  Nationalism  abroad  in  the  world  and  reminded  the  missionary 
women  that  there  will  always  be  something  for  us  to  do.  She  told  of  her  ride 
in  the  hammocks  suspended  from  shoulders  of  two  men,  comparing  the  mission- 
aries to  the  hammock  bearers.  The  story  was  that  they  started  out  early  in  the 
morning,  the  hammock  suspended  from  the  shoulders  of  the  two  bearers;  there 
were  eight  followers  who  were  to  relieve  the  hammock  bearers.  The  natives 
were  fresh  and  as  they  walked  in  the  cool  of  the  early  morning  sang  joyously. 
Later  the  sun  gets  hot  and  the  singing  is  not  so  spirited.  Other  bearers  come 
forward,  but  the  burden  is  greater.  A  steep  declivity  is  reached.  They  come  to 
a  forest.  There  the  bearers  sing  loud  again,  but  this  time  to  frighten  away  the 
animals.  They  enter  a  swamp  and  walk  with  much  care  across  the  logs  placed 
there.  One  slips  off  the  log  and  mires  down  to  his  knees  while  the  other  bearer 
clings  with  toes  to  the  log  in  order  to  keep  the  precious  burden  from  being 
dropped  into  the  swamp. 

Sometimes  the  bearers  moan  because  the  burden  is  so  great  and  the  heat  so 
intense.  They  hold  hammock  with  hands.  When  the  village  is  in  sight  they  begin 
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to  sing  loud  again  and  no  longer  have  to  hold  with  hands.  I  shall  not  attempt 
to  give  the  adaptation  of  this  story  to  our  work. 

Another  story  heard  was  that  of  a  great  garden  which  was  unfortunate  in 
selecting  a  gardener  who  would  not  work  with  seedlings  and  new  plants  and 
finally,  because  the  garden  had  no  new  life,  it  was  abandoned.  So  a  church 
whose  leaders  will  not  train  children  and  young  people  to  become  missionary- 
minded  will  have  no  one  to  take  place  of  adults  and  the  church  will  be  abandoned. 
We  were  asked  to  teach  our  children  to  love  people  and  to  see  in  all  the  children 
of  the  world  children  of  the  one  God.  Teach  our  children  to  pray,  give  them 
the  book  on  "Children's  Prayers." 

Miss  Flora  Foreman,  registered  nurse  from  the  Congo  Mission,  said  Miss 
Ann  Parker,  of  that  mission,  was  laboring  under  difficulties  because  of  such 
scanty  supplies;  she  prays  before  she  takes  out  her  few  slate  pencils  and  breaks 
them  up,  prays  that  they  may  last  as  long  as  possible.  Since  hearing  that  I  never 
open  up  a  tin  box  of  chalk  and  pass  it  to  a  teacher  without  comparing  our  lot 
to  that  of  dear  Miss  Parker,  whom  we,  as  missionary  women,  have  failed  to 
provide  with  essential  equipment.  Miss  Foreman  mentioned  Dr.  Miller,  who  has 
to  do  his  sterilizing  in  big  wash  pot  and  double  boiler.  Only  one  sterilizer  at 
the  leper  colony.  She  said :  "Do  not  be  sorry  for  workers  because  they  are  sent  to 
Africa,  but  be  sorry  for  them  because  they  lack  equipment.  You  let  your  workers 
grind  their  hearts  out  without  equipment." 

It  was  a  joy  to  see  and  hear  Miss  Constance  Rumbough,  dressed  in  a  bright 
colored  Poland  peasant  costume,  as  she  told  of  her  work  in  Manchuria,  Siberia, 
and  of  her  transfer  to  Poland  to  work  with  white  Russians,  our  youngest  mission 
field. 

We  found  that  the  achievements  of  the  Jubilee,  with  200,000  women  work- 
ing, had  been  most  gratifying.  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  almost  doubled, 
it  amounted  to  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Memphis  Conference 
gave  five  thousand  dollars  in  honor  of  Miss  Lochie  Rankin,  who  is  at  home 
this  year  in  that  Conference.  Miss  Rankin  is  our  first  emeritus  missionary  and 
because  of  her  life's  work  and  historical  significance,  her  very  name  thrills  the 
women  of  Southern  Methodism.  The  spiritual  value  of  the  Jubilee  was  wonder- 
ful. A  bell  was  rung  every  morning  at  nine  o'clock  in  one  town  of  Texas  to  call 
the  women  to  prayer.  Women  have  read  more  missionary  books  and  studied  more 
missionary  biographies  than  ever  before.  Interesting  reports  from  China  as 
written  by  Chinese  women,  and  the  only  known  of  original  Jubilee  hymn  were 
shown,  a  unique  Mexican  program  was  mentioned.  We  have  truly  been  praying 
and    celebrating   the   Jubilee    with    women    around   the   world. 

One  valuable  lesson  learned  from  the  Jubilee  celebration  was  the  importance 
of  attaching  proper  values  to  the  phenomena  of  the  past;  of  rating  progress  at 
its  true  worth.  We  need  to  appraise  our  debt  to  the  past  and  to  identify  the 
links  which  bind  us  thereto;  we  need  to  hear  the  voice  of  the  past  in  order  to 
more   fully   understand  the  modern  trends. 

The  noon  hour  worship  and  meditation  was  given  by  Dean  Elbert  Russell, 
of  Duke  University.  His  interpretation  of  the  Beatitudes  brought  new  ideas  and 
ideals  to  those  who  heard.  The  first  message  was  on  "The  Poor  in  Spirit."  The 
text:    "Blessed   are   the    poor    in    spirit:    for    theirs    is   the    Kingdom    of    Heaven," 
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will  ever  mean  much  to  those  who  heard  Dr.  Russell.  He  said  that:  "The  Sermon 
on  the  Mount  is  fundamental  teaching  of  Jesus.  Basis  of  that  message,  Men  are 
to  go  out  and  proclaim,  first,  how  to  live;  we  must  qualify  for  living,  by 
living  the  greater  life." 

"Poverty  matter  of  attitude.  If  content  with  what  you  have,  you  are  rich. 
If  discontented,  one  is  poor  indeed.  Jesus  had  no  blessing  for  spiritual  paupers. 
The  gifts  of  life  are  for  those  who  have  eagerness,  humility,  teachableness, 
receptivity  of  a  little  child.  Enlarging  knowledge  and  capacity,  joy  and  love 
are  open  to  those  who  face  life  with  the  eager  curiosity  and  growing  energy  of 
the  child.  When  we  settle  in  the  ruts  of  custom  and  grow  content  with  our 
attainments  the  gates  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  do  not  open  so  readily  into 
the  realms  of  the  greater  life."  MRS.  HARVEY  BONEY. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 

WORK 

We  have  had  a  good  year  except  for  the  fact  that  we  did  not  make  our 
pledge,  which  we  regret  very,  very  much. 

More  and  better  reports  have  come  in  than  ever  before,  showing  that  more 
of  our  Superintendents  are  getting  acquainted  with  the  proper  kind  of  record 
books  to  be   used. 

We  have  had  a  large  part  in  the  Jubilee  at  District,  Zone  and  local  meetings, 
with  seven  of  our  auxiliaries  making  the  Jubilee  Standard :  Elizabeth  City,  War- 
renton,  Roseboro,  Fayetteville,  Rowland,  Farmville  and  Severn.  Many  took  part 
in  the  Prayer  League.  One  of  the  finest  results  came  about  when  so  many  of 
our  societies  took  part  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Jubilee   Offering. 

We  again  co-operated  with  the  Epworth  League  Assembly  and  gave  Con- 
ference credits  to  a  large  class  on  "The  History  of  Southern  Methodist  Missions," 
by  Cannon. 

There  were  about  twenty-five  members  of  the  Young  People's  Societies  at 
the  assembly,   with   whom   we   met  and   talked    on    problems. 

I  have  attended  a  great  many  meetings  of  all  kinds  during  the  year  in 
order  to  bring  the  young  people  nearer  to  the  heart  of  the  church. 

We  have  stressed  life  service  by  letter  and  wherever  we  have  been  in  touch 
with  them. 

It  was  my  happy  privilege  to  adopt  and  present  the  Jubilee  pageant,  aided 
by  the  young  people  of  Wilmington,  at  our  Conference  there  last  April,  and 
I  can  never  feel  grateful  enough  that  I  was  permitted  to  walk  upon  such  holy 
ground,  and  to  feel  the  impress  upon  my  life  of  those  pioneers  of  our  past 
history,  who  made  possible  fifty  years  of  achievement  beyond  our  comprehension. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  leader,  Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens,  for  her  letters 
of  inspiration  and  encouragement,  and  feel  sure  that  she  and  her  co-workers 
have  given  us  through  the  Bulletin  and  literature,  help  which  cannot  be  surpassed. 

We  are  delighted  to  have  her  with  us  at  this,  the  closing  of  our  Jubilee  year^ 
and  we  pray  that  her  spirit  shall  abide  with  us  for  a  long  time. 
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I  cannot  close  this  report  without  thanking  each  and  every  one  of  the  officers 
of  this  Conference  from  our  President  on  through,  and  especially  the  wonderful 
spirit  of  our  District  Secretaries,  who  have  made  it  possible  for  me  to  reach  the 
fields  and  have  made  this  year  of  Jubilee  a  specific  call  to  the  young  life  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

With  fear  and  trembling  I  took  up  the  Children's  work,  laid  down  last  year 
by  Mrs.  Wilson,  who  for  eighteen  years  had  carried  on  this  work  so  well  that 
it  had  grown  far  beyond  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine.  My  predecessors 
had  been  such  worthy  ones — Mrs.  Black,  Mrs.  Hendren,  and  Mrs.  Wilson — 
that  I  knew  my  work  would  never  measure  up  to  theirs.  Nor  has  it.  But  relying 
on  Him  who  said,  "Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,"  and  with  a  band 
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of  conscientious,  loyal,  faithful  workers,  I  have  been  able  to  push  the  work  along 
and  have  had  some  worthwhile  results.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

There  was  some  improvement  in  this  department  in  1928,  but  not  nearly  so 
much  as  there  should  have  been,  nor  so  much  as  it  was  hoped  there  would  be. 
The  usual  cultivation  was  done,  letters  and  literature  sent  out,  and  talks  made 
before  the  Orange  County  Zone  meeting  at  Carrboro,  the  Raleigh  District  meet- 
ing in  Raleigh,  the  Washington  District  meeting  in  Wilson,  the  Rockingham 
District  meeting  in  Aberdeen,  and  the  Richmond  County  Zone  meetings.  Promo- 
tion literature  was  sent  out  in  interest  of  the  Methodist  motorcade  to  Lake 
Junaluska  and  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University.  The  work  was  kept  before 
the  women,  in  addition  to  circulars  and  many  personal  letters,  by  almost  monthly 
articles  in  "Our  Missionary  News,"  and  on  the  "Woman's  Page"  of  the  Advocate, 
through  the  courtesy  of  its  editor,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  during  the  four  weeks  of 
September,  as  a  preparation  for  the  fall  campaign  for  study  classes. 

The  number  of  different  auxiliaries  reporting  classes  during  the  year  amount- 
ed to  163,  an  increase  of  32  over  1927,  as  follows:  Durham  District  21,  (16), 
increase  5;  Elizabeth  City  District  17,  (14),  increase  3;  Fayetteville  District  12, 
(6),  increase  6;  New  Bern  District  8,  (9),  decrease  1;  Raleigh  District  19, 
(16),  increase  3;  Rockingham  District  30,  (3l),  decrease  1;  Washington  Dis- 
trict 22,  (12),  increase  10;  Weldon  District  15,  (17),  decrease  2;  and  Wilming- 
ton District  19,  (10),  increase  9.  Only  72  of  the  163  reported  3  classes,  the 
other  91    reporting  from    1    to  2  classes. 

The  greatest  increase  in  number  of  classes  was  made  by  the  Children's  De- 
partment. They  more  than  doubled  the  number  of  their  reports,  and  almost 
trebled  the  number  of  new  classes,  while  they  reported  three  times  as  many 
Bible  classes,  all  new,  as  they  held  the  previous  year.  From  every  district  came 
these  reports  in  mission  study,   with  Durham  and   Wilmington   Districts  leading

and  Washington  District  coming  next,  but  only  4:  Durham,  Elizabeth  City, 
Fayetteville,   and   New    Bern,    Durham    leading,    reported   any    Bible   study. 

The  Young  People,  on  the  other  hand,  lost  about  half  in  number  of  new 
classes  in  both  mission  and  Bible  study.  Four  districts:  Durham,  New  Bern, 
Raleigh,  and  Wilmington,  reported  neither  mission  nor  Bible  study  among  the 
Young  People.  The  Weldon  District  led  in  number  of  quarterly  mission  study 
reports,  (5),  with  Rockingham  District  reporting  3  as  the  largest  number  of 
new  classes.  The  new  Bible  study  classes  were  reported  in  equal  numbers,  1  each 
by   the    5    districts    reporting    mission    study    classes. 

In  the  Adult  Department  there  was  an  increase  of  54  quarterly  reports,  but 
an  increase  of  only  3  new  classes  in  mission  study,  and  1  in  Bible  study,  with 
Rockingham  District  leading  in  number  of  new  classes  in  both  mission  and 
Bible  study,  Washington  District  following  next  in  both,  then  Wilmington 
District  in  new  mission  study  and  Elizabeth  City  District  in  new  Bible  study 
classes.  Rockingham  District  reported  the  largest  number  of  reading  circles, 
followed  next  by  Washington,  then  Elizabeth  City  Districts.  Washington  District 
has  accumulated  the  largest  number  of  missionary  libraries,  followed  by  Rock- 
ingham District,  then  Elizabeth  City  District,  Weldon  and  Wilmington  Districts 
reporting  the  same  number,  coming  next. 

There  was  an  increase  of  39  in  the  number  of  reading  circles,  and  of  29  in 
number  of  missionary  libraries.  The  Jubilee  Bookshelf,  either  wholly  or  in 
part,  was  reported  as  being  used  in  the  reading  circles,  and  then  added  to  the 
missionary  libraries  already  begun,  and  used  as  a  beginning  of  a  new  one,  by 
a;~-ost  all  reporting  reading  circles. 

The  district  reporting  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  conducting  three 
study  classes  (2  mission  and  1  Bible  study  class),  using  the  current  Council  and 
Conference  recommended  books,  is  the  Washington  District,  its  percentage  being 
48  8-29,  while  Rockingham  District,  with  one  more  auxiliary  having  the  three 
classes  than  the  Washington  District,  follows  with  a  percentage  of  40  20-3  7, 
and  Wilmington  District,  with  a  percentage  of  26  2-3,  comes  next. 

Reporting  has  improved.  A  larger  number  of  auxiliaries  each  year  use  the 
correct  report  blanks  from  the  corresponding  secretary's  Record  and  Report  Book, 
but  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  way  the  questions  on  these 
blanks  are  answered.  Very  few  report  blanks  have  all  the  questions  answered,  or 
answered  as  fully  as  they  should  be.  And  not  all  the  classes  send  back  the  question- 
naires which  I  mail  them  in  January.  The  Conference  questionnaire  is  a  last 
chance  to  the  auxiliary  to  report  its  study  work  for  the  year,  if  it  has  not  already 
been  done,  in  order  to  get  all  the  credit  due  it  and  which  it  expects  to  receive. 
My  fourth  quarter's  report  is  kept  open  till  the  last  minute  before  making  my 
yearly  report  for  Conference,  so  that  I.  may  include  in  it  and  in  the  yearly  report 
the  classes  not  previously  reported.  The  second  questionnaire  is  the  application 
for  the  Certificate  of  Special  Council  Recognition,  by  describing  their  two 
mission  study  classes,  and  is  the  only  way  by  which  this  credit  certificate  can 
be  secured. 

The  Conference  of  last  year  authorized  the  appointment  of  Zone  study  leaders 
to  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Study  superintendent  as  her  representatives  in 
the  different  Zones  of  the  districts.  This  was  attended  to  immediately  after  Con- 
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ference,  and  a  plan  of  work  prepared  and  sent  out  to  a  selected  woman  in  each 
Zone,  not  half  of  whom,  for  one  reason  or  another,  found  it  convenient  to  serve. 
Zone  organization  for  the  promotion  of  study  by  personal  contacts  was  effected 
to  the  following  extent:

T.  G.  Moore,  Washington,  leader;  Edgecombe  County  Zone,  Mrs.  L.  N.  Stephen- 
son, Rocky  Mount,  leader;  Nash  County  Zone,  Mrs.  Paul  Mallinson,  Spring 
Hope,  leader;  Wilson  County  Zone,  Mrs.  Leslie  D.  Tomlinson,  Black  Creek, 
leader;  Wilmington  District — Duplin  County  Zone,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Foley,  Jr.,  War- 
saw, leader;  New  Hanover  County  Zone,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Hale,  Wilmington,  leader; 
Onslow  County  Zone,  Mrs.  I.  M.  L.  Brock,  Richlands,  leader. 

These  women  all  did  very  good  work  in  the  zones,  some  of  which  bore  im- 
mediate and  visible  fruit  in  the  organization  of  new  classes,  and  in  increased 
interest  manifested  in  the  missionary  literature.  Most  of  them  attended  their 
Zone  meetings  and  presented  the  Conference  Plan  of  Study,  explained  the  course 
of  study,  urging  the  organization  of  classes  for  study  and  reading  circles,  and 
the  use  of  the  Jubilee  Bookshelf.  They  wrote  letters,  sent  out  literature,  visited 
auxiliaries  both  organized  and  unorganized  for  study,  organizing  classes  or 
reading  circles  wherever  practicable  and  possible,  sent  out  questionnaires  to  get 
information,  worked  up  and  held  Zone  Study  Class  Days,  some  of  which  were 
very  successful,  others  less  so,  encouraged,  stressed  and  urged  study  work  every- 
where. For  the  first  half  vear  of  organized  Zone  study  work,  which  was  quite 
new  to   them   all,   the   record   is  a   good   one,   and  the   results  encouraging. 

For  the  first  time,  and  as  a  Jubilee  project,  the  opportunity  was  gained  for 
the  Conference  to  participate  as  a  Conference  society  in  the  Pastors'  Summer 
School  at  Duke  University  and  in  the  Young  People's  Summer  Assembly,  Epworth 
League,  at  Louisburg,  under  Council  endorsement,  with  the  privilege  of  putting 
on  courses  of  our  own  under  our  own  teachers,  and  of  entering  any  of  the 
courses  of  both  schools.  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  taught  our  courses  at  Duke,  and  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Branch  at  Louisburg.  There  were  44  women  registered  at  Duke,  who  took 
80  credits,  while  at  Louisburg  there  was  a  goodly  number  of  splendid  young 
people  registered  and  taking  credits  in  the  courses  taught  by  Mrs.  Branch.  We 
have  the  privilege  of  undertaking  the  same  work  again  this  year,  with  Council 
endorsing  and  supporting  it  again  as  it  did  last  year. 

Another  Jubilee  project  was  the  offer  of  a  Jubilee  Study  Prize  to  be  given 
at  Conference  this  year,  to  the  woman  submitting  the  best  examination  paper 
following  a  standard  class  on  the  Council  Jubilee  history  of  our  work,  "Women 
and  the  Kingdom,"  by  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell.  Only  three  women  in  two  aux- 
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iliaries  entered  this  contest,  Miss  Athleene  Edwards  of  the  Greenville  auxiliary, 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Russ  and  Mrs.  Park  Pridgen  of  the  Warsaw  auxiliary.

There  were  reported  to  me  7  8  classes  in  mission  study,  which  Mrs.  Lipscomb 
considered  qualified  to  receive  Special  Council  Recognition  Certificates.  I  sent 
all  the  application  blanks  to  her,  just  as  they  were  made  out  and  sent  to  me. 
More  than  two  dozen  applications  she  did  not  grant.  In  some,  the  work  was  not 
standard,  either  from  number  of  class  sessions  held,  lack  of  adequate  prepara- 
tion for  and  participation  in  class  work  by  members,  or  improper  reporting: 
not  giving  the  name  of  book  studied,  or  uncertainty  about  the  work  being  de- 
scribed. In  several  of  these,  I  felt  sure  the  work  was  done  in  standard  form, 
from  my  previous  knowledge  of  the  work  of  those  classes,  but  recognition  must 
be  given  according  to  reports  actually  made  or  not  made.  There  is  an  increase 
of   1 9  classes  to  receive  this  Council  recognition  over  the  previous  year.

REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SOCIAL   SERVICE 

A  total  of  97  Adult,  10  Young  People's,  and  4  Juniors  reported  Social  Service 
work  for  192  8.  Most  of  these  auxiliaries  made  visits  in  home,  in  institutions, 
assisted  the  needy,  distributed  books  and  magazines,  worked  with  Parent-Teacher 
and  other  organizations  for  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  a  number  of 
them  sent  boxes  of  clothing  to  the  orphanage  and  to  the  flood  sufferers. 
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Projects  and  special  activities  were  reported  as  follows:  Minnie  P.  Gates 
auxiliary  befriended  an  unfortunate  girl — not  only  her,  but  her  family,  also. 
Conducted  a  community  Bible  study  class  for  Negro  women. 

Trinity  (Durham)  auxiliary  helped  a  girl  off  to  college.  Mary  Hambrick 
auxiliary  carried  two  white  children  and  one  colored  girl  to  specialists  for 
tonsil  operations;  also  one  child's  eyes  examined  and  glasses  fitted.  Helped  an 
ambitious  boy  off  to  college,  and  helped  with  the  expenses  of  a  girl  in  college. 
Shady  Grove  auxiliary  befriended  a  woman  whose  husband  deserted  her  and 
her  children.  Philadelphia  auxiliary  sent  letters  of  inquiry  to  congressmen  and 
representatives  relative  to  legislative  and  political  matters,  co-operating  with 
Gates  County  Federation  for  home  and  farm  demonstration.  Anderson  auxiliary 
improved  church  grounds.  Winfall  auxiliary  co-operated  in  closing  filling  stations 
on  Sunday.  Minnie  Wilson  auxiliary  (Hertford)  worked  for  better  and  cleaner 
moving  picture  shows,  especially  for  Fridav  nights  when  the  school  children 
would  attend.  They  also  sponsored  the  building  of  a  sidewalk  to  the  high  school 
which  is  in  the  suburbs  of  the  town,  for  the  safety  of  the  children  who  had  to 
walk  on  the  highway.  Belle  Bennett  (  Fayette  ville)  auxiliary  aided  in  having  a 
young  girl's  (who  works  at  Woolworths)  tonsils  removed  and  obtaining  a  two 
weeks  vacations — one  week  of  which  was  a  "rest  vacation"  in  the  country.  They 
also  aided  her  mother,  who  has  three  small  children,  while  she  was  away. 
Fayetteville  Young  People  gave  a  Mother's  Day  program  at  the  Confederate 
Widows'  Home.  They  held  a  vesper  service  at  Fort  Bragg.  Two  members  take 
charge  each  week  and  help  get  up  the  Hi-League  programs.  They  clothe  an 
orphan  and  have  a  Bible  study  class  taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb.  St.  Paul's 
auxiliary  co-operated  with  the  colored  social  service  worker  in  a  community 
project.  Mary  Pescud  auxiliary  showered  the  day  nursery  for  Negro  children 
with  needed  supplies.  Edenton  St.  auxiliarv  co-operated  with  Parent-Teacher 
organization  of  Pilot  Mills  school  during  the  school  months,  then  took  entire 
charge  of  community  activities  for  the  village  during  the  summer  months.  They 
fitted  up  play  grounds  and  supervised  them  two  afternoons  each  week;  opened 
library  two  afternoons;  had  story-telling  two  afternoons.  They  furnished  15  cots 
for  tubercular  suspects  to  rest  on  for  one  hour  per  day,  using  a  room  in  the 
school  building  for  the  rest  room.  They  took  many  children  to  the  clinics  for 
examination  and  treatment.  Rockingham  auxiliary  sponsored  having  streets  worked 
in  colored  section,  lights  put  on  dark  streets  and  for  sanitary  inspection.  Wash- 
ington auxiliary  helped  an  educated  colored  woman  take  a  course  in  public  wel- 
fare work.  Stantonsburg  auxiliary  organized  a  play  ground  and  partly  equipped 
it.  Play  was  supervised  by  ladies  from  the  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches. 
Betheny  auxiliary  (Weldon  District)  conducted  community  Bible  study,  beauti- 
fied church  grounds  and  secured  some  equipment  for  the  play  ground.  Hannah 
Koonce  auxiliary  (Richlands)  did  some  very  effective  social  service  work  for 
three  families:  Family  No.  1 — a  poor  woman  with  8  children  whose  husband 
had  deserted  her  was  suffering  with  cancer  on  neck.  Theyr  took  her  to  the  hospital 
for  an  operation  and  in  two  weeks  they  took  her  back  home  almost  well  and 
now  she  is  in  good  health.  They  succeeded  in  getting  $25.00  per  week  from 
the  deserted  husband  for  the  family;  Family  No.  2 — A  poor  woman  with  five 
children  and  a  drinking  husband;   the  husband  took  pneumonia  and  died.  They 
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took  care  of  the  family  during  his  illness  and  after  his  death  succeeded  in  getting 
two  of  the  smaller  children  in  the  orphanage;  Family  No.  3 — A  second  wife 
(young  girl)  with  6  of  her  husband's  children,  absolutely  poverty  stricken — not 
a  thing  in  the  house  except  one  bed,  a  small  table  and  cook  stove  in  the  kitchen. 
Help  was  given  them  and  the  children  were  going  to  Sunday  school  and  plans 
were  being  made  for  them  to  help  themselves  and  thus  become  good  citizens. 
Grace  auxiliary  (Wilmington)  studied  "We,  The  People."  Whiteville  auxiliary 
helped  an  orphan  through  hospital  training.  Ellerbe  Young  People  obtained  a 
"lodge"  for  their  meeting  place  and  also  for  a  public  library.  Fifth  St.  auxiliary- 
gave  an  outing  to  several  shut-ins  and  to  several   working   girls. 

I  am  sorry  I  have  not  space  enough  to  give  these  splendid  projects  in  full 
and  to  give  many  interesting  items  from  all  the  reports.  I  greatly  appreciate  the 
very  splendid  work  our  women  are  doing.  Below  is  the  statistical  report:

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   PUBLICITY 

Our  women  are  more  and  more  coming  to  appreciate  the  value  of  publicity 
as  a  department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

While  a  small  percentage  of  the  three  hundred  Adult  auxiliaries  make  quar- 
terly reports,  still  the  majority  of  those  reporting  indicate  that  they  are  using 
many  and  various  methods  of  getting  missionary  facts  and  information  before 
the  people  of  their  respective  communities. 

Many  of  the  newly  elected  Superintendents  of  Publicity — those  serving  in 
this  capacity  for  the  first  time — write  personal  letters  asking  for  advice  and 
make   requests   for   printed    leaflets   for   the   promotion    of   this    department. 

The  Conference  is  also  developing  discrimination  in  the  material  sent  for 
the  Advocate  page.  Most  of  our  women  realize  that  our  space  is  too  limited  to 
indulge  in  the  exploitation  of  personalities.  We  suggested  to  our  readers  that  we 
could  not  print  lists  of  officers;  that  we  were  not  so  much  interested  in  the  list 
of  officers  supposed  to  do  a  certain  work  as  we  are  in  the  accomplishment  of 
the  auxiliaries  that  are  doing  things  worth  while  in  the  establishment  of  God's 
Kingdom  on  earth. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  remind  the  Superintendents  of  Publicity  that  more  than 
any  other  officer  of  the  local  auxiliaries  have  they  an  opportunity  to  enlarge  the 
work.  It  is  an  opportunity  to  attract  those  on  the  outside  to  the  scope  of  work 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  organization.  It  is  an  opportunity  to  interest  the 
disinterested  in  missions,  to  inform  the  ignorant  concerning  the  needs  of  a 
heathen  world  and  to  make  known  the  spiritual  heroes  who  are  preaching  His 
name  unto  all  nations. 

Our  Publicity  Superintendents  generally  are  using  the  local  papers,  attractive 
posters  and  the  output  of  Literature  Headquarters  at  Nashville  for  the  spread 
of  missionary  news. 

We  would  acknowledge  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  many  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  Advocate  page.  Every  auxiliary  in  the  Conference  Society  should, 
at  some  time  during  the  year,  send  some  news  items  for  this  page.  This  goal 
has  not  yet  been  attained  but  the  number  sending  in  articles  is  increasing  rapidly 
each  year. 

More  than  three  hundred  Bulletins  have  been  mailed  out  each  month. 

Mrs.  H.  W.  Kueffner,  of  Durham,  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the 
distribution  of  these  Bulletins.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 

In  the  making  of  this  year's  report,  wish  that  I  might  tell  of  all  the  letters 
of  inquiry  that  I  have  received,  indicating  a  real  desire  for  information,  that 
the  work  of  the  auxiliary  might  be  carried  on  in  a  more  comprehensive  and' 
instructive  way;  that  our  women  may  have  the  proper  conception  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  and  the  great  need  for  the 
enlistment  of  all  our  women  in  the  cause  of  missions.  It  is  indeed  a  real  joy 
to  know  of  the  increased   interest. 
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As  you  know,  there  was  special  literature  prepared  for  the  Jubilee  Auxili- 
aries, which  was  sent  direct  to  them  from  Literature  Headquarters,  though 
frequently  the  organization  was  reported  to  me  with  a  request  for  the  literature. 
This,   of   course,   necessitated    correspondence   with    reference   to    Headquarters. 

The  program  literature  has  been  mailed  out  regularly  by  the  10th  of  the 
month  preceding-  the  next  quarter.  This  is  done  that  the  auxiliary  Presidents 
may  have  ample  time  to  prepare   programs  for  their   meetings. 

Year  books  are  sent   with  first  quarter  material. 

Conference  Minutes  were  mailed  to  every  auxiliary  President  and  Conference 
officer  and  District  Secretary  promptly  and  all  orders  for  extra  copies  sent 
without  charge. 

Pledge  cards  and  forms  for  the  installation  of  officers  have  been  sent  Presi- 
dents, and*  we  would  recommend  the  use  of  these  in  every  auxiliary  and  will 
gladly  fill  orders. 

Gibson  literature  has  been  mailed  to  the  members  for  the  first  year;  after- 
wards the  regular  program   literature  is  sent. 

Programs  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  were  mailed  to  eyery  auxiliary  President. 

We  send  Council  Reports  to  Conference  officers;  the  District  Secretaries  send 
them  to  the  auxiliary  Presidents.  Every  auxiliary  President  is  furnished  with  a 
year  book,  hand  book  and  a  copy  of  Council  Report  free.  Extra  copies  of  year 
books  are  ten  cents  each  and  of  hand  books  are  five  cents  each;  Council  Reports 
are  twenty-five  cents  per  copy. 

Heretofore  we  have  been  enclosing  blanks  for  report  of  Superintendent  of 
Publicity,  with  the  program  material,  each  quarter,  but  all  Superintendents' 
report  blanks  are  fount!  in  the  auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary's  report  book, 
which  are  supposed   to  be   distributed   to   the    respective   Superintendents. 

A  questionnaire  on  re-evaluation,  with  a  statement  from  the  chairman  of 
the  Conference  Committee,  was  enclosed  with  it  and  ^:enr  ro  every  auxiliary 
President  and   Conference   officer. 

A  circular  letter  from  Council  and  endorsed  by  our  Conference  President  was 
mailed  to  every  auxiliary  and  Conference  officer. 

We  regret  we  could  not  fill  orders  for  hand  books  for  Superintendents  of 
the  various  departments,  nor  for  the  auxiliary  Treasurer's  report  book,  neither 
for  the  auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary's  report  book,  nor  program  material 
for  circle  leaders;   nothing  special  has  been   prepared   for  the  circles. 

We  do  not  handle  hand  books  for  the  departments;  they  are  supposed  to  be 
supplied   by   their   respective   Superintendents 

The  problem  is  still  before  us  of  having  a  correct  mailing  list,  as  changes 
in  auxiliary  Presidents  will  occur  and  a  failure  to  receive  literature  is  the 
consequence. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  co-workers  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  in  helping 
in  straightening  out  our  mailing  iist  as  it  is  most  important  to  have  a  correct 
list. 

May  we  stand  together  as  a  unit  in  the  promotion  of  the  great  and  glorious 
work.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

It  has  been  good  to  be  alive  in  this  wonderful  Jubilee  year  and  be  able  to 
rejoice  with  and  for  all  those  who  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  see  and  be 
a  part  of  this  great  dav.  What  a  privilege  and  inspiration  it  has  been  to  us,  and 
especiallv  to  the  women  of  the  Durham  District  who  caught  the  vision  and  have 
gone  forward  with  a  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  can  only  be  expressed  in  part 
through  this  report,  which  I  bring  to  you  at  this  time. 

First,  I  want  to  thank  every  auxiliary  member  and  officer  from  the  smallest 
to  the  greatest  for  the  fine  spirit  of  love  and  co-operation  which  they  have 
shown  all  through  the  year.  It  was  great. 

There  are  five  counties  in  the  District.  Two,  Caswell  and  Person,  have  been 
organized  for  several  years.  Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Mildred  Connally 
and  Mrs.  K.  L.  Street  a  joint  meeting  was  held  during  the  year  at  Leasburg, 
in  an  all  day  session.  It  was  largely  attended  by  both  men  and  women  and  a 
very  profitable  day  was  spent. 

Early  in  the  year  Alamance  and  Orange  Counties  were  organized.  In  Alamance 
the  work  went  forward  with  leaps  and  bounds,  and  four  Jubilee  auxiliaries 
were  organized,  namely:  Bethel  (Burlington  Circuit),  Mebane,  Shiloh  and 
Swepsonville.  The  four  Zone  meetings  held  could  well  have  been  called  con- 
ferences, so  well  planned  and  attended  they  were. 

Our  new  leader  in  Orange  County,  Mrs.  L.  R.  Sturdivant,  did  a  splendid 
work  and  as  a  result  of  her  untiring  effort  one  church,  Orange,  was  organized. 
Four  Zone  meetings  were  also  held,  each  with  a  splendid  program  and  a  large 
attendance. 

For  lack  of  a  leader,  Durham  County  is  yet  unorganized. 
Our  District  meeting  was  held  at  West  Durham  M.  E.  Church  June  2  8th. 
The  auxiliaries  were  well  represented  and  a  large  number  of  visitors,  especially 
ministers,  were  in  attendance.  Four  Conference  officrs,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Wooten,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Boney,  and  Miss  Vara  Herring,  were  present  and 
gave  inspiring  information  regarding  the  work  of  their  department.  It  was  a 
great  day. 

The  outstanding  auxiliary  on  the  District  for  the  Jubilee  year  is  the  Mary

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

In  many  ways  the  Jubilee  year  was  a  great  year  on  the  Elizabeth  City  Dis- 
trict. It  is  not  for  us  to  say  what  spiritual  heights  were  reached,  but  reports 
indicate  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries  observing  Week  of  Prayer  in  the  history 
of  the  District. 

There  was  decided  improvement  in  the  number  of  Mission  Stud}'  classes 
and  in  the  interest  manifested.  The  number  of  auxiliaries  reporting  study  classes 
was  nearlv  double  that  of  any  previous  vear.  Dare  Countv  deserves  special 
mention  fur  a  most  interesting,  instructive  and  inspiring  study  class  session,  con- 
ducted  in   connection   with    its   county   meeting. 

Expressions  of  appreciation  of  our  pioneer  workers  and  their  splendid 
record  of  the  past  were  given  at  our  District  and   countv  meetings. 

At  our  District  meeting,  one  or  more  unorganized  churches  were  ass  led 
to  each  auxiliarv  for  cultivation.  As  a  result  one  hundred  and  nine  new  :  .em- 
bers were  enrolled,  eighty-nine  of  which  were  Jubilee  members,  and  one  new 
Adult  auxiliary  organized.  There  was  some  good  work  done  among  the  Children 
and  Young  People.  Several  new  societies  were  organized.  We  trust  the  good 
seed  sown  in  this,  our  Jubilee  year,  will  bear  fruit  in  abundance  as  the  cultivation 
is  continued,  and  the  work  we  do  in  the  future  may  prove  just  what  the  Jubile- 
has  meant  to  us. 

Eight  Adult  auxiliaries  attained  the  Standard  of  Excellence :  Anderson,  First 
Church,  Hertford,  Kittrells,  Minnie  Wilson,  Oak  Grove,  Winfall,  and  Willie 
Evans.  Anderson  and  Winfall  reached  100%  efficiency.  Anderson  also  had  the 
distinction   of   making   98%    attendance    upon    monthly   meetings. 

Our  record  shows  total  number  of  Juniors  on  roll,  six  hundred.  Their  con- 
tributions sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  amounted  to  a  little  over  $400.00. 
Five  babies  were  enrolled  as  lite  members  of  the  Baby   Division.   Many  children 
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received  a  real  joy  in  carrying  out  the  project  of  the  Friendship  School  Bags 
which  wer;  sent  to  Mexico. 

There  was  a  good  response  to  the  questionnaire — "The  Re-evaluation  of 
Our  Task." 

Harvest  Day  was  observed  by  a  number  of  auxiliaries.  This  was  a  day  of 
thanksgiving  for  the  things  that  had  been  accomplished  during  the  year.  A 
special  feature  was  the  welcoming  of  the  Jubilee  members.  Accounts  were 
balanced  and  a  general  summary  of  all  activities  made.  Fifteen  auxiliaries  re- 
ported an  increase  of  10%  in  finances.  The  District  sent  Conference  Treasurer 
$5,875.00.  Amount  contributed  for  supplies  and  local  work,  $6,182.96,  making 
a  grand  total  of  more  than  $12,000.00  raised  by  the  Adult  auxiliaries. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  brought  the  year's  program  to  its  climax.  Twenty- 
three  of  thirty-two  auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer.  The  love  gift  of 
$5  00.00  was  the  material  demonstration  of  what  the  Jubilee  Year  meant  to 
the  Elizabeth  City  District.  It  is  rather  hard  to  say  just  yet,  just  all  it  meant. 
The  wrork  we  do  hence  may  prove  just  what  spiritual  experiences  were  gained 
by  each  of  us  during  the  "Jubilee  Celebration."  MRS.  R.  H.  WILLIS. 


FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 

With  the  closing  of  this  Conference  session  our  Jubilee  year,  for  which  we 
have  planned  and  worked,  will  be  ended.  There  is  hardly  a  way  to  estimate  its 
value,  like  the  people  that  started  waves  in  motion  which  finally  found  their  way 
to  the  sea,  so  will  the  final  account  of  this  year's  work  be  made.  At  District, 
Zone,  and   auxiliary   meetings  the  five   objectives   have   been   faithfully  presented. 

The  Prayer  Leagues,  which  completely  girdled  our  District,  have  truly  set 
a  high  spiritual  standard,  and  a  deeper  missionarv  interest  is  felt. 

Fifty  years  ago  there  were  only  three  auxiliaries  within  the  boundaries  of 
what  is  now  the  Fayetteville  District.  We  have  not  made  spectacular  progress 
but  we  are  steadily  gaining;  we  now  claim  thirty-two  Adult  organizations. 
At  the  Centennial  we  expect  to  be  near  the  top  by  right  of  accomplishment,  as 
well  as  alphabetically. 

In  "looking  backward  and  thinking  forward,"  we  rind  much  unorganized 
territory,  and  combining  the  re-evaluation  and  extension  objectives,  we  report 
eight  Jubilee  auxiliaries  with  eighty  Jubilee  members.  We  have  had  no  loss  of 
numbers  in  our  older  auxiliaries;  when  a  loss  has  occurred  by  death  or  removal, 
new  names  have  been  added  which  kept  up  the  average  membership. 

Three  auxiliaries  met  the  requirements  for  the  Honor  Roll:  Barker's,  Rose- 
boro,  and  St.  Paul's.  Belle  Bennett  lacked  only  one  point. 

The  financial  report  for  the  year  is  most  encouraging.  The  total  amount 
sent  to  Conference  Treasurer  was  $+,10  7.7  3.  A  few  reports,  received  too  late  to 
be  included  in  District  Secretary's  report,  would  have  paid  our  pledge  of 
$4,000.00  in  full,  exclusive  of  the  Jubilee  offering.  In  view  of  unfavorable 
economic  conditions  throughout  a  large  portion  of  our  territory,  we  feel  that 
tli is  is  indeed  a  splendid  report. 
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Social  Service  reports  are  incomplete;  valuable  work,  however,  is  being  done, 
such  as  visits  to  prisons,  inter-racial  co-operation,  clothing  given  to  the  needy; 
also  tubercular  and  baby  clinics  have  been  held. 

It  has  been  a  joy  and  privilege  to  serve  as  District  Secretary.  We  wish  to 
thank  every  woman  in  the  District  for  their  splendid  assistance  and  ready  co- 
operation.

Nine  counties,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  are  included  in  the  New  Bern  Dis- 
trict. Some  of  this  territory  is  almost  inaccessible,  even  in  this  day  of  good 
roads,  because  it  can  be  reached  only  bv  water.  Consequently,  there  are  many, 
many  Methodist  women,  young  people  and  children  who  are  yet  to  catch  a 
vision  of  what  remains  to  be  done  in  the  home  land  and  across  the  seas. 

May  I  say  to  our  Methodist  Missionary  Society  women  that  the  challenge 
lies  before  you.  God  is  calling  you  and  me  to  help  make  every  church  a  mission- 
ary church.  Will  we  do  it?  MRS.  FLORA  M.  KENDALL.

In  the  Raleigh  District  for  the  year  1928  there  were  thirty  Adult  auxiliaries 
with  1,003  members,  30  new  members,  21  auxiliaries  observed  "Week  of  Prayer." 
Twenty  auxiliaries  on  the  Honor  Roll,  namely:  Benson,  Cary,  Central,  Creed- 
moor,  Edenton  Street,  Franklinton,  Fuquay  Springs,  Henrietta  Thomas,  Louis- 
burg,  Maria  Brown,  Mary  Pescud,  Oxford  Woman's  Plank  Chapel,  Sadie  Puckett 
Spiers,  Zebulon,  Selma,  Epworth,  Rolesville,  Oxford  Young  Woman's,  Sanders

Macedonia  and  the  Oxford  Young  Woman's  were  Jubilee  auxiliaries,  both 
organized  the  first  of  192  8.  A  new  auxiliary  has  been  organized  at  Mt.  Pleasant 
near  Bailey,  and  one  at   Bailey  this  year. 

The  District  meeting  was  held  at  Edenton  Street  Church  May  17th,  with  a 
full  attendance  and  the  Jubilee  program  was  carried  out.  The  Secretary  pre- 
sided at  this  meeting.  We  were  happy  to  have  with  us  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Plyler, 
Mrs.   Everett,   Mrs.   Branch,   and   Miss  Vara   Herring,   Conference   officers. 

Letters  have  been  written,  also  cards  sent  to  every  auxiliary  some  time 
during  the  year. 

The  Jubilee  offering  was  very  good.  You  hold  in  your  hand  the  statistical 
report  for  192  8  for  the  Raleigh  District  so  I  will  not  read  it.  It  is  not  what 
we  wished  for  the  District,  but  may  we  strive  more  earnestly  this  year  to  raise 
our  full  quota.

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ROCKINGHAM   DISTRICT 

I  bring  you  greetings  from  the  Rockingham  District. 

Having  been  appointed  to  succeed  such  splendid  officers  I  felt  the  great 
responsibility  and  on  entering  the  work  after  the  first  quarter  I  visited  some  of 
the  auxiliaries  and  attended  the  Zone  meetings  and  with  the  inspiration  from 
these  meetings  I  gradually  got  in  touch  with  the  work.  I  was  so  impressed  with 
the  fine  spirit  which  these  women  show  as  they  are  endeavoring  to  give  the 
gospel  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

In  looking  back  over  our  Jubilee  year,  are  we  thinking  of  our  failures  or 
of  the  success  that  we  have  had?

WASHINGTON  DISTRICT 

Since  my  study  of  the  District  work  began  almost  with  the  beginning  of  the 
Jubilee  program,  it  is  somewhat  difficult  for  me  to  judge  correctly  just  what 
results  are  due  to  our  Jubilee  activities. 

The  individual  auxiliary  research  inspired  interest  and  some  degree  of  pride 
as  each  auxiliary  historian  was  eager  to  have  her  own  auxiliary  numbered  among 
the   pioneers  and   all   delighted   in   doing  honor  to   the   pioneer  workers. 

As  the  work  of  the  Prayer  League  grew,  one  bv  one  the  auxiliaries  joined 
this  activity  of  the  program  until  the  District  was  100  per  cent,  at  least  to 
that  extent  that  each  auxiliary  had  a  dulv  appointed  and  properly  reported  Praver 
League   leader.   Many   auxiliaries   observed   the   opening   of   Council.    Twenty-five 
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observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  made  a  Jubilee  offering'.  There  is  no  way  to 
estimate  the  number  of  prayers  offered  in  private  devotion  nor  the  spiritual  bless- 
ings resulting  therefrom. 

Twenty-one  auxiliaries  had  Mission  Study  classes  and  sixteen  had  Bible 
Study  classes,  as  follows: 

7  auxiliaries  had  I  Mission  Study  class  10  auxiliaries  had  I  Bible  Study  class 

3  auxiliaries  had  2  Mission  Study  classes  2  auxiliaries  had  2  Bible  Study  classes 

8  auxiliaries  had  3  Mission  Study  classes  2  auxiliaries  had  3  Bible  Study  classes 
3  auxiliaries  had  4  Mission  Study  classes  2  auxiliaries  had  4  Bible  Study  classes 

The  four  auxiliaries  reporting-  at  the  close  of  the  year  sufficient  points  of 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  to  place  them  on  the  Honor  Roll  were:  Black  Creek, 
Farmville,  Belle  Bennett,  Rocky  Mount,  and  Stantonsburg.  Stantonsburg  made 
100  per  cent. 

Wilson,  Elm  City,  and  Spring  Hope  also  won  85  points  but  reported  after 
the  statistical  report  was  printed. 

Our  District  meeting  was  held  at  Wilson,  the  home  of  our  beloved  and 
honored  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell.  The  presence  of  Mrs.  Gates,  conducting  the  Bible 
hour;  Miss  Lamb,  explaining  the  work  of  the  Prayer  League;  Mrs.  Everett, 
making  clear  the  Plan  of  Study;  Mrs.  Wooten,  guiding  the  Superintendents  of 
Children's  work;  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch,  directing  the  Young  People's  work, 
inspired  all  to  greater  effort  in  these  departments  of  work. 

Early  in  the  year  1928,  inspired  by  the  meeting  of  the  Wayne  County 
Federation  at  Black,  a  group  of  Spring  Hope  women  returned  to  their  county, 
determined  to  take  the  initiative  in  organizing  Nash  County.  With  the  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Raper,  Mrs.  Kendall,  Mrs.  Faison,  and  Mrs.  McKinne,  the  organization 
was  perfected  and  Mrs.  P.  E.  Mallison,  the  County  Chairman,  is  successfully 
extending  the  work  throughout  the  county.  In  a  short  time  Edgecombe  was  or- 
ganized, and  later  in  the  summer,  Hyde  County. 

Some  extension  work  has  been  done,  but  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  There 
are  many  women  whom  we  have  not  reached;  the  Young  People  are  calling 
for  leaders;  the  little  children,  who  are  leaders  of  us  all,  need  to  be  guided 
in  their  work. 

Are  you  hungry  for  these  souls?  Are  there  not  yet  those  who  will  answer 
the  urgent  call  for  leadership  of  children  and  young  people  by  saying,  "Here 
am  I.  Send  me"? 

Let  us  keep  on  keeping  on  until  all  our  District  is  working  with  other 
Christian  workers,  and  all  working  together  may  make  the  whole  world  "all  for 
Christ."

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WELDON  DISTRICT 

The  work  on  the  Weldon  District  has  not  grown  during  our  Jubilee  year 
as  we  had  hoped,  though  all  agencies  were  at  work  from  the  close  of  the 
Conference  in  Wilmington  till  the  end  of  the  year.

I  prav  that  our  women  present  may  realize  that 
we  have  been  standing  still  and  will  they  take  the  message  home  to  their  auxili- 
aries that  this  is  the  last  vear  of  this  quadrennium  and  the  first  year  after  the 
Jubilee  when  wre  are  beginning  a  new  record,  and  Jehovah  speaks  to  your  leader 
as  He  did  unto  Moses  in  the  long  ago,  "Say  unto  the  people  that  they  go 
forward"?

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

Jubilee  year  brought  many  blessings  to  the  Wilmington  District,  the  greatest 
of  which  was  the  coming  of  our  Jubilee  Conference  in  Wilmington  last  year. 
The  inspiration  of  that  occasion  continues  and  the  results  can  not  be  estimated. 

Financially,  we  did  not  increase  as  much  as  we  had  hoped,  as  we  did  not 
attain  our  goal.  However,  the  total  amount  sent  Conference  Treasurer,  $4,2+8.0  8, 
was  an  increase  of  $176.00  over  the  previous  vear. 

Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $2  +  8.00.  The  amount  raised  for  local 
work  was  $6,329.02,  making  a  grand  total  of   $10,578.00. 

Five  attained  the  Honor  Roll :  Burgaw,  Fifth  Avenue,  Grace,  Wallace,  and 
Trinity.  Our  chief  gain  was  in  the  number  of  Jubilee  auxiliaries.  Five  were 
enrolled :  Zion,  Scotts  Hill,  Evergreen,  Hallsboro,  and  Haw  Branch.  Two  other 
groups  are  under  cultivation. 

Grace  Auxiliary  organized  and  sponsors  the  Zion  Auxiliary.  Chadbourn  the 
Evergreen  Auxiliary,  and  Richlands  is  responsible  for  Haw  Branch.  One  new 
Zone  has  been  organized,  the  Onslow-Jones  group. 

The  total  number  of  auxiliaries  reporting  last  year  is  31,  with  a  member- 
ship of  81+,  showing  an  increase  of   167  members. 

The  number  of  Voice  subscribers  reporting  is  167.  Interest  in  the  Voice 
campaign  is  increasing. 

The   many   revivals   in    the    Wilmington    District    this   year   we    believe    have 
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been  largely  influenced  by  the  prayers  of  the  women  in  the  various  prayer  groups. 
Spiritual  cultivation  has  been  silently  but  steadily  going  on. 

Through  the  study  of  its  history  each  auxiliary  has  come  into  a  deeper  ap- 
preciation of  its  heritage. 

Mission  Study  has  increased  in  degree  of  work  done  and  number  of  classes 
held.  Two  Zones  held  Mission  Study  Day  for  leaders,  Duplin  and  New  Hanover. 
Zone  and  District  meetings  have  been  well  attended. 

The  greatest  contribution  which  the  Wilmington  District  offers  this  Jubilee 
year  is  that  of  two  young  volunteers,  Elizabeth  Sneeden,  who  is  now  in  Scarritt 
as  one  of  our  scholarship  girls,  and  Ethel  Sugg,  who  will  enter  there  next  fall. 
Both  of  these  have  proven  real  missionary  timber.  "These  are  our  Jewels." 

The  work  in  the  Wilmington  District  is  growing.

REPORT  OF  SESSION'S  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION 
OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

Trusting  that  the  goals  of  the  Jubilee  vear  may  be  as  our  Council  President 
suggested:  "Progressive  goals  which  move  as  we  move,  growing  more  beautiful 
and  more  desirable  as  we  seek  to  reach  them.  That  like  Paul  we  may  reach 
forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before."  We,  vour  Committee  on  Extension  of 
Work  and   Finance,   submit   the  following  report: 

1 .  That  as  the  basis  of  the  year's  cultivation  the  following  schedule  of 
special  quarterly  events  be  emphasized : 

(a)  First   Quarter — Officer's  training  day   in   District   or  Zone   groups. 

(b)  Second  Quarter — Membership  and  Enlistment  Day. 

(c)  Third  Quarter — A  training  day  for   Mission   Study  Leadership. 

(d)  Fourth  Quarter — Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

2.  That  during  April  and  May  our  women  may  become  acquainted  with 
the  tremendous  need  of  maintenance  fund  and  that  increased  gifts  may  be 
secured  for  the  regular  funds. 

3.  That  we  regard  this  year  as  stewardship  year  and  stress  stewardship  in 
some  form  at  each  auxiliary  and  circle  meeting. 

4.  That  the  Adult  auxiliaries  assume  definite  and  active  responsibility  in 
fostering  the  work  of  the  Young  People's  and  Children's  Societies  in  their  re- 
spective churches. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  obtain  as  many  as  three  adult  Life  Members  on  each 
District,  realizing  that  Life  Membership  does  not  exempt  one  from  paying  dues, 
but,  is  an  honor  which  should  spur  one  on  to  greater  efforts  and  offerings  for 
the  Master's  work. 

6.  That  each  auxiliary  make  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  finances  over  that 
of  last  year. 

7.  That  each  auxiliary  pay  $5.00  per  year  toward  the  Scholarship  fund  and 
$4.00  for  Scarritt  Endowment  fund. 

8.  That  in  every  auxiliary  where  it  is  deemed  wise  that  a  Business  Women's 
Circle  be  organized. 

9.  That  our  auxiliaries  may  use  a  budget  system  in  reporting  dues  and 
pledges.  We  recommend  a  Conference  pledge  of  $5  5,000  to  be  apportioned  as 
follows:

2.  That  in  order  that  the  Young  People  may  have  a  wider  interest  in  mis- 
sionary work  that  their  specials  be  increased  from  two  to  several  so  as  to  give 
them  a  touch  with  every  field. 

3.  That  the  Young  People's  specials  for  the  new  quadrennium  be: 
Home — The    Social    Settlement    Centers    for    Foreign    Speaking   People. 
Foreign — The   Social   Evangelistic   Centers. 

4.  That  the  Young  People  have  a  part  in  the  church-wide  stewardship 
campaign  of  1929  and  that  they  be  urged  to  use  the  literature  prepared  for  this 
campaign. 

5.  That  the  Young  People  be  asked  to  present  the  stewardship  play,  "When 
Sleepers  Become  Pillars,"  in  their  local  church. 

6.  That  every  Sunday  morning  at  seven  o'clock,  wherever  it  is  possible, 
the  members  of  the  Young  People's  Missionary  Society  read  the  Love  Chapter 
(I  Cor.    13)    and  have  a   special   prayer   for  youth  all   over  the   world. 

7.  That  the  Mission  Study  books  for    1929-30  be: 
Seniors  and  Young  People — 

Home — "Blind  Spots,"  by  Henry  S.  Leiper. 
Foreign — "All  in  a  Day's  Work,"  by  Godfrey  Phillips. 
Intermediates —

8.  That  the  Bible  Study  books  for   1929-30  be: 
Young  People — 

"Jesus'  Teachings,"  by  Sidney  A.  Weston. 
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Seniors — 

"The  Story  of  the  Bible,"  by  Hunting. 
Intermediates — 

"Problems  in  Right  Living,"  by  May  K.   Cowles. 
9.     That  the  Young  People's  Bulletin  be  issued  monthly  during    1930   if  the 
necessary  funds  are  available. 

10.  That  every  Conference  continue  to  make  a  special  effort  to  have  the 
Young  People's  District  meetings  during  the  summer  or  fall  months. 

We  further  recommend : 

1.  That  since  there  are  6,937  Adult  auxiliaries  and  only  1,661  Young  Peo- 
ple's auxiliaries  under  the  Council,  that  the  women  of  the  Adult  Missionary 
Society  endeavor  to  organize  a  Young  People's  Missionary  Society  in  every 
society. 

2.  That  our  slogan  for  the  year  be,  "1929  the  Banner  Year  of  the  Quad- 
rennium." 

11.  Whereas,  the  Young  People's  Missionary  Societv  had  the  Hiroshima  Girls' 
School  as  their  foreign  special  for  four  years  and  have  come  to  feel  a  personal 
interest  in  the  school,  and 

Whereas,  in  the  askings  for  this  school  for  the  year  there  were  listed  a 
concert  grand  piano  and  sanitary  plumbing  which  could  not  be  granted  for  lack 
of  funds, 

We  recommend: 

1 .  That  the  young  people  be  given  the  privilege  of  expressing  their  interest 
in  their  foreign  special  by  a  beautiful  and  practical  gift,  namely  a  concert  grand 
piano  and  the  sanitary  plumbing. 

2.  That  any  society  having  a  surplus  after  paying  its  pledge  in  full  may 
have  a  part  in  making  these  gifts. 

We  further  recommend: 

1 .  That  any  Conference  desiring  to  assume  a  definite  special  be  granted 
the  privilege  of  doing  so. 

2.  That  each   auxiliary   include   in   their   program:

3.  That  we  again  unite  with  the  Epworth  League  Assembly  at  Louisburg 
in  conducting  classes  where  credit  from  our  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study 
shall  be  given.

BIBLE  STUDY 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  our  slogan  continue  to  be:  "A  study  circle  in  every  auxiliary,  and 
every  member  a  member  of  the  study  circle." 

2.  That  the  Superintendents  of  Young  People,  and  of  Children,  and  the 
District  Secretaries  be  urged  to  stress  the  organization  of  Mission  and  Bible 
Study  classes  in  accordance  with  our  Conference  Plan  of  Study,  in  their  corres- 
pondence with  their  auxiliaries  and  in  the  addresses  they  make  at  the  Conferences 
they  attend  and  conduct. 

3.  That  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  Chairmen  provide,  in  all  their  meet- 
ings, for  a  definite  place  and  person  on  their  programs  for  the  presentation  of 
our  Conference  Plan  of  Study  as  set  forth  in  the  Studv  Standard  of  Excellence. 

4.  That,  in  each  Zone,  a  Zone  study  leader  be  elected,  to  act,  with  the 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Study,  as  her  representative,  in  a  definite  plan 
of  cultivation  for  instruction  in  and  promotion  of  Council  and  Conference 
methods,  standards,  and  courses  of  studv,  this  plan  to  be  furnished  her  by  the 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Study  upon  notification  by  her  of  her  election 
to  that  office. 

5.  That  a  Superintendent  of  Study  be  elected  in  every  auxiliary,  however 
new  or  small  it  may  be. 

6.  That  every  auxiliary  President  stress  the  value  of  Mission  and  Bible 
Study,  and  co-operate  with  her  Study  Superintendent  in  organizing  and  con- 
ducting study  classes. 

7.  That,  in  order  to  become  better  citizens  and  more  intelligent  voters,  a 
definite  course  of  instruction  in  American  Citizenship  and  Welfare  Standards  be 
undertaken  in  each  auxiliary  by  the  Study  and  Social  Service  Superint  ndents, 
under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Conference  Study  and  Social  Service  Superin- 
tendents. That  the  booklet  by  Mary  Clark  Barnes,  "We  the  People  and  Our 
Constitution,"  be  used  to  initiate  the  course. 

8.  That  Adult  Auxiliary  Studv  Superintendents  encourage  and  foster  Mission 
and  Bible  Study  in  Young  People's  and  Children's  auxiliaries,  by  promoting  and 
teaching  classes,  holding  "Story  Hours,"  or  co-operating  in  any  way  desired 
with  the  Superintendents  of  these  departments. 

9.  That  October  and  January  be  set  as  definite  months  in  which  to  make 
campaigns  for  Mission  Study  classes  to  use  the  latest  Council  recommended  books 
on  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  subjects  respectively,  and  April  for  special 
Bible  Study  classes. 

10.  That  Reading  Circles  and  Prayer  Circles  be  organized  in  every  auxiliary, 
and  that  special  effort  be  made  to  accumulate  and  use  missionary  libraries. 

11.  That  standard  work  in  all  classes  be  urged:  that  "Our  class  shall  be  a 
Standard  class  and  our  goal  shall  be  the  Study  Honor  Roll,"  be  the  aim  of  every 
Study  Superintendent  and  her  class;  but  that,  if  a  Standard  class  be  impracticable, 
classes  be  conducted  in  the  way  best  suited  to  the  auxiliary  in  an  earnest  effort 
to  win  the  Honorable  Mention  for  Study  Certificate. 

12.  That  strong  classes  adopt  and  nurture  weaker  ones  nearby,  by  immediate-

ly  passing  on  their  used  current  books  and  helping  in  any  way  needed;  that 
they  try  to  organize  classes  in  auxiliaries  where  there  have  been  none  before, 
or  invite  such  auxiliaries  to  attend  their  classes  and  to  participate  in  the  study 
and  lesson  periods  with  them. 

13.  That  all  teachers  try  constantly  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  class 
study  work,  and  strive  to  win  the  Certificate  of  Special  Council  Recognition  by 
conducting   their   classes   according   to   the    directions   given    by    Council. 

14.  That  the  "Enlarged  Plan  of  Missionary  Education"  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  be  added  as  a  definite  objective,  to  the  yearly  program  of  the  Confer- 
ence in  the  Department  of  Study,  and  a  genuine  effort  be  made  by  such  auxili- 
aries as  can  do  so,  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  it  offers  for  higher 
missionary   and    religious   education    through    its   different    departments. 

15.  That,  in  order  to  furnish  a  larger  number  of  trained  leaders  in  each 
auxiliary,  their  departmental  Superintendents,  or  Presidents,  or  some  other  suitable 
woman,  be  sent  by  it  to  some  one  of  our  Leadership  Training  Schools,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  its  courses  for  credits. 

1  6.  That,  as  correct  and  uniform  reports  are  so  very  important  in  our  work 
that  record  and  report  books  containing  blank  forms  for  making  all  reports 
have  been  provided  for  our  convenience  and  help,  an  item  be  added  to  the 
Auxiliary  Standard  of  Excellence  for  the  Honor  Roll,  making  the  use  of  the 
record  and   report  books  obligatory   upon   the   auxiliary.

REPORT  OF  SESSION'S  COMMITTEE  ON 
SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Our  Committee  recommends: 

1 .  The  selection  of  a  woman  in  each  District  to  assist  the  Conference 
Superintendent  of  Social  Service  in  presenting  Social  Service  at  District,  group 
or  Zone  meetings;  selection  to  be  made  by  Conference  Superintendnt  in  con- 
sultation  with  the  District  Secretary. 

2.  The  continuance  of  Social  Service  Federations  in  towns  and  cities  and 
in  Districts,  counties  and  Zones.  Also  the  promotion  of  inter-denominational 
federations  for  the  study  of  local  conditions  and  the  carrying  out  of  larger 
programs  for  community  welfare. 

3.  That  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  the  local 
church,  shall,  as  a  member  of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  call  attention  to  Para- 
graph No.  512  of  the  Discipline,  which  provides  for  the  election  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance  and  Social  Service;  and  shall  see  that  a  representative 
from  the  auxiliary — preferably  the  Social  Service  Superintendent — be  nominated 
as  a   member   of   this  committee. 

4.  That  plans  for  the  education  of  the  constituency  of  the  local  church  in 
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Temperance    and    World    Peace    shall    be    suggested    to    this    committee    for    its 
consideration. 

5.  Legislation:  Whereas,  the  benefits  of  the  Maternity  and  Infancy  Act 
will  cease  with  its  expiration  in  June,  1929,  and,  Whereas,  a  bill  has  been  pre- 
sented in  Congress,  known  as  the  "Newton  House  Bill,  14,070,  To  provide  a 
child  welfare  extension  service,"  in  which  the  state  shares, 

We  recommend  that  auxiliaries  secure  copies  of  this  bill  and  after  studying 
its  admirable  provisions,  support  it  bv  communicating  with  their  representatives 
in  Congress. 

6.  We  recommend  that  auxiliary  Social  Service  Committees  study  the 
Mother's  Aid  law  of  our  state,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  amount  appro- 
priated to  their  own  countv,  whether  it  is  sufficient  to  the  need,  how  administered, 
and  how  to  secure  increased  appropriations  when  needed. 

7.  We  recommend  the  study  of  the  Juvenile  Court  law  of  the  state  and  its 
administration  in  each  countv,  and  co-operation  with  the  court  and  probation 
officer. 

8.  We  recommend  that  Social  Service  Superintendents  take  membership  in 
and  attend  the  State  Conference  for  Social  Service  and  that  where  no  provision 
is  made  for  the  membership  fee  of  $2.00,  a  sum  be  set  aside  by  vote  of  the 
auxiliary  from  the  local  funds  necessary  to  project  the  enterprise. 

9.  Inter-racial  co-operation:  We  recommend,  as  our  major  inter-racial  task 
for  this  and  succeeding  years,  the  study  of  negro  public  schools  through  personal 
visitation  and  comparison  with  educational  standards  and  that  this  be  done  in 
co-operation  with  the  most  responsible  Negro  citizens  in  each  community  with 
the  purpose  of  progressive  betterment  and  of  eventually  making  every  elementary 
school  what  any  school  for  any  child  ought  to  be,  and  further,  of  placing  a  high 
school  education  within  the  reach  of  all  Negro  boys  and  girls  who  aspire  to  a 
higher  efficiency  in  life. 

10.  We  recommend  that  Conference  recognition  for  efficiency  be  given  at 
the  Annual  Conference  meeting  next  year  to  those  auxiliaries  whose  Social 
Service  Committee  has: 

(a)  Enrolled   as   an   active   member   of   the    Home   Mission   Study   class. 

(b)  Met  for  the  study  of  the  three  Social  Service  hand  books  (Adult, 
Young  People's,  Inter-racial  and  Social  Service  section  in  the 
Children's  Manual). 

(c)  Studied  one  or  more  of  the  packets  of  literature  on  Recreation,  Sex 
Education,   Child   Labor,   Race   Relations,   and   Child   Care. 

(d)  Put  on  the  two  Social  Service  programs  and  sent  four  quarterly 
reports  to  the  Conference  Superintendent. 
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F         REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE 
HEADQUARTERS 

The  Committee  on  Literature  Headquarters  wishes  to  submit  the  following 
report : 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  continuous  confusion  in  the  minds  of  auxiliary 
officers  as  to  the  proper  source  from  which  to  get  literature  of  all  kinds — the 
Year  book,  hand  book,  record  and  report  books  for  auxiliary  Treasurers  and 
Corresponding  Secretaries,  the  Bulletin  and  helps  for  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  different  branches  of  the  society,  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  heavy  items  of  Conference  expense  is  postage  for  send- 
ing out  literature, 

We  recommend:  That  a  Literature  Headquarters  be  established  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  from  which  headquarters  all 
literature  shall  be  sent,  excepting  such  as  Superintendents  may  especially  wish 
to  send  out  themselves;  and  to  which  headquarters  all  requests  for  any  kind  of 
missionary  literature  and  report  material  may  be  sent;  and  which  headquarters 
will  keep  a  correct  and  up-to-date  mailing  list.

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REPORT  ON  "WHAT  THE  JUBILEE  MEANT  TO 
MARY  HAMBRICK  AUXILIARY" 

Madam  President: 

When  you  asked  me  to  make  a  short  talk  on  "What  the  Jubilee  Had  Meant 
to  the  Mary  Hambrick  Auxiliary,"  I  did  not  know  any  better  way  to  begin 
than  to  tell  the  Conference  a  little  of  our  history. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1928  we  read  in  our  society  the  minutes  of  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Person  County  Missionary  Society,  organized  September  25th, 
18  79,  with  fifteen  members.  This  society  is  now  known  as  the  Mary  Hambrick 
Auxiliary.  Early  in  the  year  we  became  interested  in  writing  our  history.  We 
found  that  we  had  2  3  daughters,  three  granddaughters  and  one  great  grand- 
daughter of  former  members. 

We  are  proud  to  claim  as  one  of  our  members  the  mother  of  Mary  Nichols, 
the  deaconess,  who  went  out  from  our  church. 

To  increase  the  attendance  at  our  meetings  we  had  an  honor  roll  for  the 
members  who  had  not  missed  a  meeting  during  the  year.  We  presented  as  a 
reward  at  the  end  of  the  year,  honor  badges  and  a  subscription  to  the  Missionary 
Voice. 

When  a  society  can  produce  a  vivid  record  of  its  service  in  the  upbuilding 
of  God's  work  through  a  period  of  half  a  century,  it  is  fitting  that  its  present 
members  set  aside  a  day  for  the  celebration  of  its  birth,  so  on  September  25th, 
the  exact  anniversary  of  its  organization  we  met  to  honor  those  pioneers  who 
by  their  faithfulness  had  made  the  day  possible.  Tributes  of  love  were  paid  to 
our  pioneers  of  1879  and  to  Miss  Anna  Webb,  the  only  surviving  charter  mem- 
ber, and  the  presentation  of  colonial  corsages  to  the  two  of  our  members  longest 
in  service. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  with  us  our  Conference  President,  Mrs.  Gates, 
and  our  District  Secretary,  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  to  bring  us  greetings  from  the 
Conference  and  District.  One  benefit  that  we  have  received  from  the  Jubilee  has 
been  an  appreciation  of  our  records  and  our  inheritance  and  a  determination  to 
keep  them  accurately  for  future  generations.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  we 
were  striving  to  make  not  only  the  Conference,  but  the  Jubilee  Honor  Roll. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  good  that  has  come  to  our  society  from  the  Jubilee  has  been 
an  enthusiasm  for  the  future.  The  spirit  of  the  "faithful  few"  of  18  79  and  the 
standard  they  set,  the  Mary  Hambrick  Auxiliary  will  strive  to  maintain,  and 
to  be  ever  ready  to  respond  to  the  Master's  call,  and  to  make  the  coming  years 
the  greatest  in  its  history.

Whereas,  This  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Missionary  Societv  concludes  the  celebration  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society  of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church  in  this  Conference, 
during  which  we  have  delighted  to  honor  our  pioneers  in  tributes  of  love  and 
appreciation,  and 

Whereas,  During  the  past  fifty  vears,  permanent  memorials  have  been  erected 
to  many  of  our  pioneer  women — Ellen  Morphis  Wood,  Frances  Moore  Bumpass, 
Mary  Fleming  Black,  Lucv  Armfield  Cuninggim,  Blanche  Fentress,  and  others 
of  later  days — which  have  served  in  helpful  ways  to  perpetuate  the  memory  and 
the  work  of  these  women  whose  names  we  revere,  whose  memories  we  cherish, 
whose  achievements  we  praise,  whose  lives  we  exalt,  and 
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Whereas,  There  remains  with  us  yet,  one  of  our  most  faithful  pioneer  Con-

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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  The 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  That  our  Conference  bodv  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  People's,  and  Superintendents  of  Chil- 
dren's Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  District  Secretaries  and  County  Chairmen,  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  two  days  of  the  Conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially,  the  election  to  follow  the  open- 
ing devotional  of  the  afternoon  session  of  the  second   day  of  Conference. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult,  Young  People's,  and  Children's  Societies  shall 
send  money  and  reports  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  quarterly. 

6.  That  all  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  Young  People's  and  Children's 
Work  report  to  District  Secretaries,  so  that  the  District  Secretaries  may  be  in  close 
touch  with  these  departments. 

7.  That  our  budget  be  twenty-five  cents  a  month  per  member,  covering 
dues,  Conference  Expense,  and  Retirement  and  Relief  Fund. 

8.  That  each  auxiliary  President  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
dues  and  funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on 
which  interest  must  be  paid. 

9.  That  during  the  first  week  of  Deceinber,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

10.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  President, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from   the  body. 

11.  That  a  Workers'  Council  be  held   during  Conference. 

12.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  4th  week  in  January,  at  the  Conference  meeting  in  April,  and  during 
the  4th  week  in  October. 

BY-LAWS 

1.     That  scholarships  be   granted   under  the   following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money   without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so.

5.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  on  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Con- 
ference Superintendent  of  Mission  Studv  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  mission  study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.

SUMMARY   BY    DISTRICTS— YOUNG    PEOPLE 
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Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Conference 

Societies,  Adult,  Young  People's  and 

Children's  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR   CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Confernece  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  District  Secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  manager  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

(4)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  Church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

(5)  Any  President  of  a  City  Mission  Board  located  within  the  Conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  Superintendents  of 
Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
licity, of  Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot  at  an 
annual  meeting.  The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quad- 
rennially, as  the  Conference  shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  President  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be  elected  to  Conference  offices.  If  after  election 
an  officer  moves  outside  the  Conference  bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered 
her  resignation  from  her  Conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Alternates  from  Missionary  Societies  in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among 
Council   missionaries  at  home   on   furlough. 

4.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer, 
and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The   President   shall    preside   at   all    meetings   of   the    Conference    Society 
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and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the 
work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Conference. 

7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian 
stewardship,  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult,  Young 
People's,  and  Children's  Auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  Conference,  and  shall 
report  each  new  organization  to  the  Secretary  of  Home  Cultivation  in  charge  of 
organization,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  of  the 
Conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.   She  shall  sign  all   orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  President  and 
the  Corresponding  Secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April, 
July,  October,  and  January,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury. 
She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary and  to  the  President. 

10.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the 
young  people's  work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  Superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

11.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  chil- 
dren's work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  Superintendent  of  Children's 
Work  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

12.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  mission  study  and  Bible  study. 
She  shall  report  quarterlv  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of  Mis- 
sionary Education. 

13.  The  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  literature  published  by  the  Woman's  Department,  Board  of  Missions, 
with  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  Conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  Conference,  shall  promote 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press,  and 
shall  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Cultiva- 
tion Secretary  in  Charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Home   Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the  study 
and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic  and 
social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the  Conference 
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into    relation    with    them.    She    shall    report    quarterly    to    the    Superintendent    of 
Social  Service. 

15.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of 
Organization. 

16.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  Adult,  Young  People's  and  Chil- 
dren's Auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of 
their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and  shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  dis- 
trict and  all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence with  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Cor- 
responding Secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — Adult,  Young  People's, 
and  Children's,  also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  mem- 
bers, and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be 
directed  by  the  Conference. 

19.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference  assessment, 
the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according  to  the  requirements. 
In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge  funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of.  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  some 
specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
in  annual  session. 

2 1 .  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

22.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session  of  the 
Conference  shall  be   devoted  to  Bible  study. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Societv  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary   to   Conference    Society   of    the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women,  young  people,  and  children 
in- a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising  funds 
for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the 
betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

The  auxiliary  shall  engage  in  definite  personal  missionary  work  in  its  own 
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community,  such  as  systematic  friendly  visiting,  Bible  teaching,  cottage  prayer 
meetings,  and  other  lines  of  missionary  effort  with  the  unchurched,  the  foreigners, 
and  the  negroes. 

3.  Anyone  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service, 
and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  auxiliary  budget. 

The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  payment  of  a  budget,  the 
total  amount  of  which  shall  include  annual  dues  of  $2.40  per  member,  a  contribu- 
tion to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  from  each  member,  and  to  the  Retirement 
and  Relief  Fund  from  each  member,  and  a  pledge  from  the  auxiliary.  The 
dues,  pledge,  and  any  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council, 
forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportuni- 
ties shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors  for  the  sup- 
port of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  individuals  shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Every  auxiliary  shall  appoint  one  or  more  committees  to  be  known  as 
extension  committees.  These  committees  shall  group  the  entire  church  member- 
ship so  that  every  member  may  be  reached  and  asked  to  take  a  part  in  the  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  church  by  giving  prayer,  service,  or  a  contribution  of  money 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  the  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in 
the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to 
the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered  an  honor  and  should  not 
release  the  holders  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  Relief  and  Retirement 
Fund  and  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of  the  care 
of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This  work  may  be  done 
through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  President,  one  Vice-President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, and  Superintendents  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of 
Study,  of  Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held. 
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BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  (l)  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  the  Vice-President  shall  assume  her 
duties. 

(2)  The  President,  by  virtue  of  her  office,  is  a  member  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference.  Where  there  is  more  than  one  adult  auxiliary  in  a  church  the 
President  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  spiritual  resources,  including  intercession,  family 
altars,  and  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  District  Secretary  full 
reports  by  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the 
District  Secretary  and  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the 
Conference  Superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  Aux- 
iliary Superintendents.  She  shall  send  her  books  to  the  district  meeting  for  ex- 
amination. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an  account 
of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She  shall 
remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same 
to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from 
the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  President  of  the  auxiliary 
and  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct 
its  work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  Conference  Superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  Auxiliary  two 
women  who,  with  herself,  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member 
•  of  which  shall  supervise  each  of  the  divisions — namely,  Baby,  Primary,  and 
Epworth  Junior.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be 
chairman  of  this  standing  committee. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  the 
activities  of  each  division  in  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult  Auxiliary, 
and  shall  send  a  written   report   quarterly   to   the   Conference   Superintendent   of 
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Children's  Work.  She  shall  turn  over  all  moneys,  properly  designated,  from  each 
division  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary.  These  funds  shall  be  included 
in  her  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  as  the  offering's  of  the 
Children's  Department. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of   Study. 

9.  The  Superintendent  of  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall  present 
the  "Missionary  Bulletin"  in  the  auxiliary  meetings,  send  items  to  the  church 
and  secular  press,  and  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Conference  Publicity  Superintendent.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to 
the   Conference  Superintendent  of  Literature   and   Publicity. 

In  small  auxiliaries  the  publicity  work  may  be  carried  on  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Mission  Study.  She  shall,  however,  send  the  report  of  her  publicity 
work  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the 
study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring  about  social 
reforms  by  securing  the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  the  civic  and 
social 'Welfare  movements  of  the  community.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  Social 
Service  studies  and  programs  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  Superintendents  of  Young  People's  and  Children's  Work  in  planning  for 
their  Superintendents.  She  shall  have  supervision  of  whatever  share  the  auxiliary 
may  have  in  the  constructive  relief  work  of  the  church.  She  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Social  Service. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  Social  Service  in  relief  work  or  in  social  reform 
may  be  drawn  from  the  local  fund  as  authorized  in  By-Law  5,  provided  the  use 
of  the  money  does  not  conflict  with  By-Law  5. 

11.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

12.  The  Superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage,  and  she  shall  give  special  atten- 
tion to  the  shut-in  and  the  unchurched.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 

13.  The  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendents  shall  make  written  reports 
at  the  regular  meetings. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 

1 .      This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of  


Church,    auxiliary   to  Conference    Society    of    the    Woman's    Mis- 
sionary Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.     The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
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God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young  people  in  active  missionary 
service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and 
abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  young  person  thirteen  years  old  and  over  may  become  a  member 
of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  monthly 
or  quarterly.  At  approximately  the  age  of  twenty-five,  members  shall  transfer 
to  the  adult  auxiliary.  Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the 
maintenance  or  extension  of  such  objects  of  the  work  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  as  are  assigned  to  the  young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council  Treasurer, 
forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  Retirement  and  Relief 
Fund  and  to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

4.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall 
not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that 
has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  the  Superin- 
tendents of  Study,  of  Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  and  of   Supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following 
meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers, 
and  consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 

1 .  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice-President 
shall  preside. 

2.  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  shall 
actively  promote  the  interests  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  be  agent  for  the  "Voice" 
and  the  "Young  Christian  Worker." 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  report  the  full 
scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Young  People's 
Work  and  to  the  District  Secretary,  to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  the  newly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a  ledger 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
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6.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  to  the  Conference 
Superintendent  of  Study. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall  present 
the  "Missionary  Bulletin"  in  the  auxiliary  meetings,  send  items  to  the  church 
and  secular  press,  and  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Conference  Publicity  Superintendent.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to 
the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

In  small  auxiliaries  the  publicity  work  may  be  carried  on  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Mission  Study.  She  shall,  however,  send  the  report  of  her  publicity 
work  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  have  charge  of  social  service 
studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  in  the  social  service  move- 
ments of  her  church  and  the  community.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of 
Social  Service. 

9.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing  and  send- 
ing of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

1.  This  department  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Department  of  the  Adult 
Missionary  Society  of  Church,  auxiliary  to  Con- 
ference Society  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  department  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the  church  missionary  edu- 
cation, training  them  for  Christian  service,  and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of 
liberal  and  systematic  giving  and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Baby  Division,  a  Primary 
Division,  and  the  Epworth  Junior  Society,  which  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society.  (The  responsibility  for  directing  the  Epworth  Junior  Society  shall  be 
shared  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Epworth  League.) 

BABY  DIVISION 

1.  (l)  Any  child  under  six  years  of  age  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Baby  Division.  There  shall  be  an  annual  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  mite 
boxes  shall  be  furnished   for  additional   voluntary   offerings. 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of 
membership  upon  its  first  enrollment;  at  subsequent  annual  enrollments  a  star 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  certificate. 

2.  Any    child    may    become    a    life    member    of    the    Baby    Division    of    the 
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Children's  Department  of  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  or  in  any 
special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Baby  Division 
of  the  Children's  Department. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  Quarterly  meetings  for  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Leader 
of  the  Babv  Division  in  consultation  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department  of  the  Adult  Missionary  Society;  at  those  meetings  an  inspirational 
program  shall  be  presented  and  the  mite  boxes  opened. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division  at  the  age  of  six  years  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Primary  Division. 

PRIMARY  DIVISION 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine  years  may  become  a  member 
of  the  Primary  Division  of  the  Children's  Department  by  giving  regularly  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  enrollment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Mite  boxes  furnished 
for  voluntary  offerings  shall  be  opened  quarterly,  and  the  contents,  with  all 
other  offerings,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary. 

2.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Primary  Division  of  the 
Children's  Department  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  or  in  any 
special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Primary  Division 
of  the  Children's  Department. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Primary  Division  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
annually. 

5.  There  shall  be  such  committees  as  are  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  division. 

6.  The  Primary  Division  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  transact  neces- 
sary business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  and  activity  provided  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council.  At  the  close  of  the  quarter  the  Primary  enrollment 
fees,  mite  box  offerings,  and  any  other  moneys  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department,  designating  that  those  moneys  are 
from  the  Primary  Division.  The  first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall 
be  devoted  to  making  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work.  At 
this  time  also  the  enrolling  of  members  and  the  paying  of  the  fee  for  the  new 
year  shall  take  place. 

7.  Members  of  the  Primary  Division  at  the  age  of  nine  years  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Epworth  Junior  Society. 
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CONSTITUTION  FOR  EPWORTH   JUNIOR   SOCIETY 

1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Epworth  Junior 

Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  of  

Pastoral  Charge  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  This  society  shall  be  under  the  authority  of  the  pastor,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary  (which  is  under  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council),  and 
auxiliary  to  the  Epworth  League  Board.  The  Senior  Epworth  League,  through 
its  Council,  shall  nominate  the  Junior  Superintendent  to  the  pastor  for  confirma- 
tion, and  a  nominee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary  shall  become  the 
Associate  Superintendent. 

3.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  advance  the  growth  of  its  members 
in  Christian  character  and  faith ;  to  prepare  them  for  full  membership  in  the 
church;  to  train  their  social  and  mental  capacities  in  harmony  with  the  teachings 
of  the  church ;  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  work  our  church  is  doing  and  to 
provide  them  with  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  the  work  of  spreading 
the  gospel  through  prayer,  study,  service,  and  gifts.  It  shall  further  assist  the 
pastor  in  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  his  charge. 

4.  ( 1 )  The  membership  shall  be  composed  of  boys  and  girls  from  nine  to 
twelve  years  of  age,  inclusive.  They  shall  become  members  after  subscribing  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  society. 

(2)  The  Pastor,  Superintendent,  and  Associate  Superintendent  shall  be 
advisory  members. 

(3)  Every  member  shall  make  a  monthly  offering  to  missions  and  con- 
tribute to  all  other  financial  needs  of  the  society. 

5.  (l)  The  officers  of  the  Epworth  Junior  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Agent  of  "Juniors"  and  other  peri- 
odicals, and  Chairmen  of  the  four  departments. 

(2)  The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  a  nominating  committee  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Asso- 
ciate Superintendent  and  elected  by  ballot  at  the  regular  business  meeting  in 
October.  The  four  department  Chairmen  and  the  Agent  of  "Juniors"  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Superintendent  and  Associate  Superintendent.  The  officers  shall 
assume  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  immediately  following  their  election 
and  installation. 

6.  The  work  of  the  society  shall  be  carried  on  under  the  general  plan  of 
the  four  departments — namely:  Worship,  Service,  Recreation  and  Study,  and 
Missions.  Each  department  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  chairman  and  committee. 
At  its  first  meeting  the  Epworth  Junior  Council  shall  appoint  each  member  of 
the  society  to  serve  on  one  of  the  departmental  committees.  During  the  months 
of  June  and  July  intensive  missionary  training  shall  be  carried  on  through  the 
weekly  meetings  and  through  a  vacation  missionary  school.  During  the  months 
of  August  and  September  the  regular  weekly  meetings  shall  be  held  on  all  Sun- 
days or  other  days  of  the  week  that  may  be  chosen,  and  programs  of  a  general 
kind  may  be  carried  out. 

(l)  (a)  This  department  shall  conduct  a  weekly  devotional  meeting, 
except  the  one  meeting  each  month  when  the  meeting  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
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Department  of  Missions  and  shall  endeavor  in  other  ways  to  cultivate  the  spirit 
of  worship. 

(b)  This  department  shall  give  special  attention  to  the  music  of  the  society. 
The  best  hymns  of  the  Methodist  Hymnal  shall  be  taught  and  good  music 
furnished  for  all  meetings. 

(c)  Part  of  the  hour  of  the  weekly  meeting  shall  be  used  for  the  work  of 
the  Bible  and   Church   Study  Course  and  the   Mission   Study   Course. 

(2)  (a)  This  department  shall  engage  in  practical  work  of  such  sorts  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  Associate  Superintendent,  such  as  providing 
flowers  for  the  church  and  the  sick,  visiting  and  aiding  the  sick  and  needy,  and 
soliciting  the  attendance  of  children  at  church  and  Sunday  school,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  help  the  pastor  in  every  way  possible. 

(b)  It  shall  be  a  part  of  the  work  of  this  department  to  forward  the  cause 
of  temperance  and  good  government  by  means  of  special  programs  and  meetings 
for  instruction. 

(c)  The  course  of  study  for  this  department  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

(3)  (a)  The  work  of  this  department  shall  be  carried  on  following  the 
weekly  devotional  meetings,  except  those  in  charge  of  the  fourth  department,  and 
by  special  meetings.  The  study  course  in  the  Bible,  Church  History  and  Doc- 
trines, and  the  benevolences  shall  be  used. 

(b)  This  department  shall  furnish  wholesome  entertainment  and  shall  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  social  life  of  the  Juniors. 

(c)  An  earnest  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  the  habit  of  reading 
good  books. 

(4)  (a)  This  department  shall  carry  out  a  missionary  program  once  a 
month  and  shall  provide  for  mission  study. 

(b)  This  department  shall  further  secure  pledges  and  collect  money  for 
missions,  which  shall  be  directed  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  The  De- 
partment shall  in  other  ways  aid  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  church  undei; 
the  direction  of  the  pastor  and  Associate  Superintendent. 

(c)  The  work  of  the  department  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Associ- 
ate Superintendent. 

(d)  The  course  of  study  for  the  department  shall  be  approved  by  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Council. 

7.  The  officers,  the  pastor,  Superintendent,  Associate  Superintendent,  and 
any  Assistant  Superintendents  shall  constitute  the  Council  of  the  Epworth  Junior 
Society,  and  shall  meet  monthly  for  consultation  on  the  interests  of  the  society, 
and  to  plan  for  the  business  meetings  for  general  work. 

8.  The  revenue  of  the  society  shall  be  derived  from  pledges  and  freewill 
offerings  of  the  members. 

9.  The  society  may  enact  such  additional  by-laws  as  may  be  required  in 
accordance  with  this  constitution,  provided  they  are  first  approved  by  the 
Epworth  Junior  Council. 

10.  Changes  in  this  constitution  may  be  made  only  by  the  Epworth  League 
Board  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  conference. 

11.  It  is  my  purpose  in  life  to  follow  Jesus,  who  as  a  boy  grew  in  wisdom 
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and  in  body  and  in  the  approval  of  God  and  men.  I  will  endeavor  to  learn  His 
will  and  do  it. 

12.  The  motto  for  the  Ep worth  Juniors  shall  be  love  and  service.  The 
badge  shall  be  a  Maltese  cross  with  the  letters  E.  J.  on  opposite  sides  of  the  cross, 
and  the  motto  encircling  the  Calvary  cross  in  the  center.  The  colors  shall  be 
blue  and  silver,  and  the  flower  shall  be  a  pansy. 

13.  Whenever  the  number  of  members  of  the  Epworth  Juniors  is  large  enough 
to  make  it  desirable,  the  society  shall  be  divided  into  groups  according  to  grade. 
Each  group  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent,  who  shall  give 
direction  to  the  work  of  the  Bible  and  Church  Study  Course  and  Mission  Courses. 

14.  (l)  The  Superintendent  and  Associate  Superintendent  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  program  of  work  and  shall  co-operate  for  the  larger  interests  of  the 
society. 

(2)  The  Assistant  Superintendents  shall  assist  in  planning  the  society  activi- 
ties and  shall  have  oversight  of  the  work  of  the  different  departments,  and  shall 
also  have  charge  of  the  study  classes  in  the  Bible  and  Church  Study  Course.  The 
Mission  Study  Course  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Associate  Superintendent. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  EPWORTH  JUNIOR  SOCIETY 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  business  meetings,  and  with  the  help 
of  the  Superintendents  shall  see  that  the  committees  do  the  work  planned. 

2.  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  membership  roll,  the  minutes  of  the  business 
meetings,  and  other  records  of  the  society,  and  shall  correspond  with  the  Central 
Office  of  the  Epworth  League  or  the  District  Secretary  and  the  Conference  Sup- 
erintendent of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds,  and  by  order  of  the 
society  she  shall  pay  out  the  budget  funds.  The  Treasurer  shall  remit  monthly 
or  quarterly  all  missionary  offerings  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment of  the  local  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

5.  The  Agent  of  "Juniors"  shall  solicit  subscriptions,  secure  renewals,  and 
shall  act  as  librarian  of  the  Society. 

6.  Chairmen  of  Departments  shall  have  charge  of  the  activities  of  their 
respective  departments.  Each  shall  be  assisted  by  a  committee  of  at  least  three 
Juniors. 

7.  A  monthly  business  meeting  shall  be  held,  at  which  the  children  shall 
be  trained  in  elementary  rules  of  order.

having  the  congregation  sing,  "What  a  Friend  We  Have  in  Jesus." 

Minutes  of  Wednesday's  sessions  were  read  and  corrected. 

The  bar  of  the  conference  was  fixed  for  voting. 

Tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  was  nominated  as  vice- 
president.  It  was  voted  to  instruct  the  secretary  to  cast  the  ballot  for 
Mrs.  Faison. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study 
was  read  by  Mrs.  M.  C.  Pleasants,  secretary  of  the  committee,  and 
accepted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Everett  presented  to  the  district  secretaries  the  credit  certifi- 
cates for  each  of  their  districts. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb  spoke  on  some  of  the  study  requirements. 

A  message  of  love  to  Miss  Ida  Hankins  was  authorized. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Broom,  the  only  male  voting  member  of  the  body, 
was  introduced. 

For  the  1931  annual  meeting,  cordial  invitations  were  received 
from  the  auxiliaries  of  Wilson  and  from  Front  St.  Church,  Burling- 
ton. A  standing  vote  showed  a  majority  for  Burlington. 

Mrs.  Earley  asked  that  the  body  stand  to  express  appreciation  for 
the  work  of  Mrs.  Branch  as  superintendent  of  Young  People,  whose 
resignation  had  been  regretfully  accepted. 

Miss  Mamie  Chandler,  deaconess  at  Edenton  St.  Church,  Raleigh, 
was  introduced  and  spoke  briefly. 

Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  spoke  about  McTyeire  School  in 
Shanghi,  China.  After  thirty-eight  years,  the  school  has  900  pupils,  a 
large  number  of  them  electing  courses  in  religion. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Social 
Service.  Mrs.  Mamie  Merritt,  secretary  of  the  committee,  read  the 
report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Social  Service,  which  was  adopted 
as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  another  conference  daughter,  Miss  Lillie  V. 
Wood,  deaconess  at  Duncan  Memorial  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  who 
spoke  of  her  work. 

At  this  time,  Mrs.  Mallison  spoke  words  of  appreciation  for  her 
election  as  superintendent  of  Young  People. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  visitors  were  introduced.

Mrs.  Lipscomb  gave  the  third  of  her  noonday  talks  on  "Barriers

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  MAY  1,  1930

the  worship  service.

Miss  Vara  Herring  read  the  pledge  of  acceptance  of  the  Peace 
Pact,  it  was  accepted,  and  the  conference  officers  were  instructed  to 
sign  the  paper. 

During  this  session,  the  following  officers  were  elected:  as  super- 
intendent of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight;  and  as  superintendent  of 
Literature  and  "Voice"  agent,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott. 

After  singing  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  that  Binds,"  the  conference  was 
dismissed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Branch.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  SEPTEMBER  4,  1929 
(Condensed  Report) 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  met  in  a  retreat  at  Camp  Hollow 
Rock  near  Durham  from  Wednesday  evening,  September  4th,  until 
Friday,  September  6th,  1929,  the  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  pre- 
siding over  the  sessions. 

The  leaders  of  the  devotional  services  were  as  follows:  Wednesday 
night,  Mrs.  Gates;  Thursday  morning,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison ;  Thursday 
noon,  Dr.  Walter  Stanbury;  Thursday  afternoon,  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney; 
Thursday  night,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch;  Friday  morning,  Mrs.  M.  T. 
Plyler. 

The  following  measures  were  decided: 

Mrs.  W.   C.   Chadwick  was  elected  corresponding  secretary. 
*That  the  Swindell   Memorial  should  take  the   form   of   a   home   at   Scarritt 
College  for  retired  missionaries  and   deaconesses. 

That  two  years,  through  the  annual  meeting  in  1932,  should  be  taken  to 
collect  the  $10,000. 

That  it  should  be  apportioned  by  districts. 

That  a  pamphlet  should  be  prepared  to  explain  this  endeavor. 
*That  we  co-operate  with  Council  in  placing  a  rural  worker  in  our  confernece. 
*That  we  again  sponsor  courses  at  the  Pastors'   School   at  Duke   University, 
and  send  to  it  the  zone  leader  of  each  district  who  has  done  the  most  constructive 
piece  of  work. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch  was  authorized  to  prepare  an  historical  pageant. 

Reports  were  made  upon  the  conference  history,  "Seven  Times 
Seven,"  compiled  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett;  by  the  different  super- 
intendents and  by  the  treasurer.  It  was  decided  to  have  the  stipend  for 
the  treasurer  begin  with  1929. 

At  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the  district  secretaries,  it  was  decided 
that  in  the  January  gathering  of  the  Executive  Committee,  only  the 
executive  officers  be  included.

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EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  JANUARY  24,  1930 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  met  on  January  24th,  1930,  in  Central 
Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  with  the  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  in  the 
chair. 

Rev.  F.  S.  Love  opened  the  session  with  a  short  devotional. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Mesdames  Gates,  Faison, 
Chadwick,  Patten,  McKinne,  Branch,  Wooten,  Plyler  and  Scott,  and 
Miss  Herring. 

It  was  voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting,  but  the  secretary  read  items  of  unfinished  business. 

A  letter  and  report  from  Mrs.  Everett  were  read,  and  a  lengthy 
discussion  as  to  the  feasability  of  offering  a  course  in  the  Duke  Pastors' 
School  next  June.  It  was  voted  that  such  a  course  should  not  be  offered 
this  year. 

The  matter  of  the  Swindell  Memorial  was  introduced,  and  it  was 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  publicity  campaign  at  once.  Mrs.  Faison's 
resignation,  because  of  other  duties,  as  chairman  of  the  campaign,  was 
accepted. 

Ladies  from  Rocky  Mount  were  introduced  and  the  time  of  the 
annual  conference  was  discussed  with  them.  It  was  voted  to  hold  the 
conference  in  Rocky  Mount  April  29th  to  May  1st.  Mrs.  Gates  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  J.  L.  Cuninggim,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  and 
Miss  Ida  Hankins  would  be  available,  and  it  was  voted  to  ask  Mrs. 
Lipscomb,  with  Miss  Mabel  Howell  as  alternate,  to  be  the  Council 
speaker. 

It  was  voted  to  have  the  statistical  reports  of  superintendents  and 
the  other  officers  and  also  of  the  district  secretaries  printed,  ready  to 
distribute  at  the  opening  session,  and  that,  in  order  to  do  this,  the 
material  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  recording  secretary  by  March 
1st.  It  was  also  voted  to  have  the  committee  recommendations  multi- 
graphed  and  ready  to  distribute  on  Wednesday  morning  of  the  con- 
ference. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  of  the  rural  worker  and  reported  that  nothing 
could  be  decided  until   after  Council   meeting. 

After  a  delicious  luncheon,  the  committee  convened  for  the  after- 
noon session,  at  which  time  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  led  in  prayer. 

A  report  upon  the  historical  pageant,  written  by  Mrs.  Branch,  was 
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made  by  Mrs.  Plyler  to  the  effect  that  the  pageant  was  ready  for 
printing,  which  would  cost  about  $50.  It  was  voted  to  have  this  print- 
ing done. 

Mrs.  Plyler  made  a  report  about  the  studv  book,  "Seven  Times 
Seven,"  showing  an  encouraging  sale  of  the  book  up  to  the  present 
time. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  Cuninggim  relative  to  a  scholarship 
fund  return  from  Miss  Olivia  Miller,  and  it  was  voted  to  release  her 
from  all  obligation. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  made  her  report  as  treasurer,  showing  that 
the  sum  of  $55,126  was  collected  as  a  total  by  the  conference  treasurer 
and  that  $50,390  was  sent  to  the  Council  treasurer  for  1929.  This 
was  $2,985  less  than  the  amount  sent  the  Council  treasurer  in  1928, 
and  $4,610  less  the  pledge  to  Council.  In  increases  the  Durham  Dis- 
trict led  with  $940. 

It  was  voted  to  make  the  pledge  to  Council  for   1930  $54,000. 

Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Literature, 
and  it  was  decided  to  allow  her  to  continue  to  send  the  Bulletin  to 
the  presidents  of  the  auxiliaries. 

Mrs.  Gates  explained  why  the  district  secretaries  were  not  present, 
and  announced  that  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  would  act  as  secretary  for 
the  Fayetteville  District  until  conference. 

By  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  the  corresponding  secretary,  the  ques- 
tion was  raised,  "Would  it  be  practicable  to  eliminate  from  the  district 
secretaries'  quarterly  reports  all  financial  statistics,  and  let  the  treasurer's 
report  show  those:"  It  was  decided  that  this  would  be  possible  and 
that  it  should  be  done. 

It  was  voted  to  have  the  corresponding  secretary  send  a  note  of 
condolence  to  Mrs.  Fulton  because  of  the  death  of  her  mother. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch  spoke  about  the  young  people's  work  and 
recommended  that  a  memorial  be  sent  to  Council  asking  for  some 
action  to  help  correlate  all  the  young  people's  work  of  the  church. 
It  was  voted  to  have  a  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Branch,  Mrs. 
Plyler  and  Miss  Herring  prepare  such  a  memorial. 

The  meeting  adjourned.

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EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  APRIL  28,  1930 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  7:45  p.  m.,  April  28,  1930,  in 
the  First  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  with  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  presiding. 
She  opened  the  meeting  with  a  brief  devotional  service.  There  were 
eighteen  members  present. 

Mrs.  Gates  explained  why  Council  was  not  willing  to  allow  our 
conference  to  use  our  $10,000  Swindell  Memorial  Fund  in  a  home  for 
missionaries  at  Scarritt  College,  and  read  the  resolution  as  it  was  passed 
at  Council.  It  was  voted  to  recommend  that  we  put  our  $10,000  in 
the  home  proposed  by  Council  for  retired  missionaries  and  deaconesses, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  chapel  will  be  named  the  Swindell 
Memorial.  It  was  also  voted  that  there  be  no  time  limit  to  the  raising 
of  this  fund. 

A  questionnaire  on  leadership  training  was  presented.  Mrs.  Everett 
suggested  that  the  district  secretary  who  won  out  in  the  inter-district 
contests  of  study  be  sent  to  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  or  to 
the  mission  conference  at  Lake  Junaluska.  It  was  voted  that  this  win- 
ning secretary  be  sent  to  the  Duke  Pastors'  School. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Medlin  Printing  Company  making  a 
proposition  for  re-establishing  the  "Missionary  News."  It  was  voted 
that  the  secretary  acknowledge  the  letter,  saying  that  the  offer  does  not 
hold  sufficient  inducement  for  us  to  reopen  the  question. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch  tendered  her  resignation  because  of  her  health. 
It  was  accepted  with  deep  regrets. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  retreat  for  the  Executive  Committee  in 
the  fall  of  1930,  the  length  to  be  the  same  as  that  of  last  year.  The 
time  and  place  were  left  to  the  decision  of  the  president. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Publicity  superintendent  send  to  the  Advocate 
a  general  report  of  the  Executive  Meetings,  and  that  the  secretary 
send  a  full  report  to  each  absent  member. 

After  discussion  of  details  of  work  of  several  of  the  officers,  the 
meeting  adjourned.

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Reports  of  Officers 


ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT 

We  Methodists  build  our  organization  programs  on  the  basis  of  the  quad- 
rennium,  from  General  Conference  to  General  Conference.  The  closing  year  of 
this  period  is,  consequently,  always  a  time  in  which  accomplishments  of  the 
recent  past  are  reviewed  and  plans  for  the  immediate  future  are  formulated  and 
promulgated.  The  closing  four  years  were  marked  by  several  distinctive  features. 
Some  of  these  have  affected  primarily  only  Council  organizations;  others  have 
reached  down  through  the  group  to  the  remotest  society. 

The  most  far-reaching  change  inaugurated  during  the  period  was  the  com- 
plete re-organization  of  the  Children's  work.  Unstinted  praise  and  appreciation 
are  due  the  leaders  of  this  group,  who  steadily  set  themselves  to  overcoming 
difficulties  and  solving  the  problems  which  are  involved  in  all  of  this  reorganiza- 
tion. In  our  own  conference  our  Children's  work  has  become  well  established 
under  the  new  order  and  is  growing  most  satisfactorily,  both  in  numbers  and 
efficiency.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  two  superintendents,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  who  have  piloted  us  so  skilfully  through  the 
troubled  waters  of  readjustment.  We  bespeak  for  the  Children's  work  your  most 
earnest,  intelligent,  and  sympathetic  co-operation  in  the  carrying  out  of  the 
present  organization  plans. 

The  other  outstanding  feature  of  the  quadrennium  was  the  Jubilee,  during 
which  we  studied  our  past  and  re-evaluated  our  present  and  began  to  prepare 
for  the  future.  As  a  result  of  all  of  this  study  we  find  ourselves  facing  the  new 
quadrennium  with  a  real  understanding  and  deep  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
work  which  our  mothers  did  in  building  the  foundations  upon  which  our 
organization  rests.  But  we  also  have  a  deep  conviction  that  just  as  they  built  a 
program  which  was  suited  to  their  generation  and  conditions  under  which  they 
lived,  so  must  wre  build  upon  a  platform  which  will  appeal  to  our  generation. 

Since  during  fifty  years  of  cultivation  only  16%  of  the  womanhood  of  the 
church  has  been  enlisted  in  the  missionarv  organization,  and  since  it  is  vearly 
becoming  more  difficult  to  find  women  of  leadership  and  vision  to  assume  re- 
sponsibility in  our  program  for  kingdom  building,  it  becomes  evident  that  there 
must  be  a  new  missionary  appeal  and  an  enlarged  program  and  a  type  of  organi- 
zation which  will  bind  these  women  to  the  church  and  inspire  them  to  function 
through  its  organizations  rather  than  through  some  outside  woman's  club,  how- 
ever worthy  and  powerful  it  may  be.  The  Christian  Century,  in  a  recent  editorial 
on  "The  Church-woman,"  says:  "Unless  the  church  of  Christ  saves  the  world,  it 
cannot  be  saved.  And  unless  the  womanhood  of  the  church  can  be  given  a  mode 
of  self-expression  within  the  church,  which  by  its  peculiar  gifts  may  function 
under  religious  sanctions  on  behalf  of  a  social  order  worthy  to  be  called  Chris- 
tian, the  church  itself  cannot  save  the  world." 
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AN  ENLARGED  PROGRAM 

The  most  challenging-  of  all  thoughts  running  through  messages,  reports  and 
discussions  alike  at  the  recent  Council  meeting  was  the  conception  that  "the  new 
interpretation  of  the  world  mission  of  Christianity"  required  its  application  to 
every   relationship   in   life,   and   every   condition   of   humanity. 

The  Findings  Committee  of  the  Council  says:  "To  appreciate  and  apply  the 
full  Christian  gospel  is  the  inspiring  task  of  Christianity  today;  all  persons  must 
work  together  to  realize  this  ideal  which  can  be  accomplished  only  by  co-operation 
and  mutual  appreciation,  leading  to  mutual  progress."  If  we  women  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  will  once  let  the  above  statement  sink  into  our 
thinking  we  will  never  again  be  bound  by  community-mindedness.  We  will  never 
again  feel,  as  some  people  still  do,  that  it  is  a  pity  to  send  money  away  to 
unknown  lands,  when  it  could  be  used  in  our  own  community.  Nor  will  we 
ever  again  be  bound  bv  organization-mindedness  appealing  to  women  solely  on 
the  ground  of  sustaining  our  organization  and  to  make  the  "honor  roll."  But 
we  shall  have  taken  "the  next  step  in  missions,"  which  is  "world-^nindedness." 
We  shall  be  convinced  that  just  as  transportation,  communication  and  all  scien- 
tific developments  are  eliminating  distances  and  are  making  of  all  mankind  one 
great  neighborhood,  so  the  church  must  make  of  all  mankind  one  great  brother- 
hood. 

If  the  church  is  to  succeed  in  this  great  enterprise  of  kingdom  building 
there  must  be  a  unity  of  purpose  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  organizations 
as  well.  Mrs.  Stephens,  in  her  message  to  Council,  expressed  this  thought  as 
follows:  "We  must  go  forward  toward  a  new  type  of  Christianity  in  friendly 
alliance   with   all   spiritual    and   intellectual    forces   of    our   time." 

Let  us  study  the  new  missionary  appeal  until  our  own  hearts  glow  with  the 
realization  that  in  Jesus  Christ  all  human  needs  can  be  met  and  in  Him  alone, 
and  that  therefore,  He  must  be  shared.  Then  will  we  be  able  to  make  the 
missionary  appeal  sufficiently  challenging  to  enlist  every  Christian  woman  in  the 
church.  Jesus  Himself  says:  "and  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw 
all  men  unto  me." 

MAINTENANCE 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has  established  a  vast  program  of  work 
among  the  women  and  children  of  eight  foreign  lands  and  many  areas  in  the 
United  States.  In  the  fifty  years  of  our  existence  we  have  invested  more  than 
$23,000,000.00  in  this  enterprise.  We  are  now  spending  a  million  dollars  a  year 
in  this  great  work  of  kingdom  building.  Yet  for  several  years  repairs  and  upkeep 
and  necessary  expansion  have  been  impossible  in  many  of  our  institutions  because 
of  the  lack  of  funds.  Our  work  has  remained  stationary  or  suffered  decline  in 
many  instances.  Our  missionaries,  after  giving  their  all  in  an  effort  to  share 
Jesus  Christ  with  the  world  have  become  discouraged,  seeing  all  possibility  of 
growth  shut  off  and  even  facing  retrenchment. 

If  the  church,  and  with  it  our  organization,  is  to  keep  pace  with  modern 
conditions  and  expand  its  program  to  meet  the   needs  of  humanity  by  carrying 
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Christ  into  every  phase  of  life's  relationships,  we  women  must  realize  the  pressing 
need,  not  only  for  maintaining  the  work  already  established,  but  also  of  expan- 
sion, as  new  opportunities  present  themselves  to  our  missionaries.  This  means 
that  we  must  stimulate  our  members  to  respond  with  funds  which  can  be  used 
in  the  regular  work :  namely,  dues,  pledges  and  life  memberships.  We  need  to 
recognize  for  ourselves,  and  keep  before  women  of  means,  the  privilege  and 
necessity  of  making  individual  gifts  to  the  regular  work  rather  than  directing 
funds  to  "specials,"  however  alluring  these  may  seem. 

Because  of  these  conditions  let  us  weigh  with  care  all  calls,  whether  local 
or  from  outside  sources,  guarding  lest  they  encroach  upon  the  support  of  the 
specific  program  to  which  our  organization  is  committed  and  which  is  of  far 
reaching  importance  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  We  should  consider  the  mainten- 
ance of  this  work  as  our  first  responsibility,  just  as  truly  as  the  care  and  nurture 
of  our  own  children  must  take  precedence  over  all  outside  interests,  however 
worthy  they  may  be.  Provision  is  made  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
missionary  society  for  local  work,  including  a  share  in  the  upkeep  of  the  parson- 
age and  the  local  church.  But  these  obligations  should  never  be  the  outstanding 
feature  of  the  missionary  societv  budget  and  activity. 

RURAL  WORK 

One  of  the  most  appealing  of  the  newer  interests  which  are  occupying  the 
thought  of  practically  all  church  and  social  organizations,  is  the  problem  of 
serving  adequately  our  rural  population.  Each  year  the  Council  increases  its 
number  of  rural  workers,  and  Scarritt  College  has  built  into  its  curriculum 
courses  on  rural  work,  but  not  yet  have  we  been  able  to  form  permanent  and 
active  Boards  of  Rural  Missions,  similar  to  those  in  cities.  Splendid  personal 
service  is  being  rendered  by  many  individuals  but  not  yet  have  we  developed  states- 
manlike policies  in  rural  work.  Not  only  is  this  lack  felt  in  our  own  land,  but 
the  same  condition  exists  on  the  foreign  fields  as  well.  The  main  missionary 
efforts  up  to  the  present  have  been  in  the  great  strategic  centers  of  population. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  Jerusalem  Conference  report,  there 
are  one  billion  persons  living  under  rural  conditions  yet  to  be  reached  by  the 
gospel,  our  Re-evaluation  Commission  agrees  that  rural  work  is  one  of  the 
present  unoccupied  fields.  In  accordance  with  this  conviction  the  Council,  through 
its  Committee  on  Findings,  is  asking  that  a  Standing  Committee  on  Rural  Life 
be  established  in  each  conference  for  the  study  of  country  life  problems  as 
revealed  in  their  own  territory.  This  committee  will  have  in  view  the  subsequent 
establishment  of  Boards  of  Rural  Missions  for  the  strengthening  of  Christian 
forces  in  rural  areas. 

THE    SWINDELL    MEMORIAL    FUND 

We,  as  a  conference,  are  looking  forward  with  joy  to  the  establishment  of 
our  "Swindell  Memorial  Fund,"  but  in  view  of  the  financial  depression  of  the 
present  time  and  also  because  of  a  change  in  the  placing  of  this  memorial, 
necessitated    by    Council    action,    we    shall   be    compelled    to    take    a    longer    time 
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for  raising  the  ten  thousand  dollars  than  we  planned  last  year.  In  no  case  should 
the  raising-  of  this  "special"  interfere  with  or  detract  from  the  amount  of  the 
pledge  money  raised  in  an  auxiliary.  Plans  for  the  establishment  of  this  memorial 
will  be  fully  discussed  during  this  session  of  conference. 

AN  APPRECIATION  OF    1929 

It  grieved  every  one  of  us  that  we  failed  to  meet  our  Council  pledge  for 
1929,  but  we  would  not  for  a  minute  censure  anyone.  We  believe  that  our 
women  worked  faithfully  and  conscientiously  to  meet  our  obligation,  but  failed 
because  of  the  financial  conditions  under  which  we  have  been  laboring  for  some 
time.  Never  was  there  so  much  intelligent  interest  in  the  work  of  our  organiza- 
tion as  is  evidenced  at  present.  Our  zone  and  district  meetings  are  well  attended 
by  enthusiastic  women.  The  officers  training  days  have  been  generally  observed 
and  many  groups  have  asked  that  more  time  be  allotted  in  future  programs  for 
departmental  conferences.  Our  Literature  superintendent  reports  an  increase  in 
requests  for  Handbooks  and  other  literature. 

Our  Children's  Department  is  becoming  well  established  under  the  new  or- 
ganization and  is  showing  steady  growth. 

Our  Study  Department  also  shows  advancement,  but  does  not  vet  reach  the 
standard  set  for  it  by  our  splendid  superintendent  of  Study. 

We  are  even  improving  in  reporting  our  Social  Service  projects  and  in  sending 
Publicity  material  to  our  Publicitv  superintendent. 

We  , therefore,  face  the  program  of  the  present  year  with  renewed  courage 
to  push  on  to  higher  standards  of  efficiency  in  all  departments,  and  with  the 
determination  not  to  let  "hard  times"  prove  a  stumbling  block  in  our  way. 
Because  of  existing  conditions  let  us  be  even  more  conscientious  in  our  giving  of 
service  and  of  our  means  than  we  have  ever  been  before.  And,  women,  while  we 
glory  in  the  band  of  a  Christian  sisterhood  300,000  strong  which  belts  the  globe, 
of  which  the  Jubilee  period  made  us  conscious,  let  us  cultivate  for  ourselves 
and  diligently  work  to  bring  every  woman  of  the  church  into  so  vital  a  relation- 
ship with  Jesus  Christ  that  the  entire  church  may  recover  the  spiritual  power 
which  it  is  seeking  this  Pentecostal  year.  And  may  we  go  forward  in  unity  and 
strength  to  lift  up  the  Christ,  and  to  carry  Him  into  "every  human  condition 
and  every  phase  of  life's  relationships."  We  can  do  it,  if  we  will.

REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT

year  has  been  the  privilege  of  visiting  our  auxiliaries  and  zone  meetings,  and 
there  has  been  much  for  which  we  have  need  to  rejoice. 

1.  These  meetings  are   usually  attended  by  throngs  of  interested  women. 

2.  We  are  making  great  strides  forward  in  the  method  and  interest  in 
mission  study. 
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3.  Gradually  our  Social  Service  Department  is  becoming  more  effective. 
From  the  old  idea  that  Social  Service  means  trays,  flowers,  etc.,  we  are  studying 
inter-racial   problems,  housing  conditions,  clean   movies,  etc. 

4.  We  rejoice  that  God  is  using  the  womanhood  of  the  church  for  the 
advancement  of  His  kingdom,  and  more  and  more  are  our  women  catching  a 
world  vision,  and  we  realize  that  this  vast  vision  will  expand  the  soul.  A  small 
vision  makes  a  small  man,  and  a  big  vision  will  call  out  the  latest  reserves  in  a 
life.  Let  us  hope  that  this  vast  enterprise  of  the  spirit  of  God  will  challenge  the 
last  atom  of  our  power. 

5.  The  world  needs  leadership  today,  especially  for  our  young  people  and 
children,  and  we  hope  that  the  day  will  soon  come  when  our  women  will  take 
the  same  interest  in  the  religious  life  of  our  children  as  we  do  in  their  physical 
and  mental  growth. 

6.  We  cannot  for  one  moment  slacken  our  zeal  for  the  1 8th  amendment. 
Let  us  by  ballot  and  petition,  in  speech  and  in  prayer,  use  our  influence  for 
righteousness  in  this  great  issue  now  before  our  American  people. 

7.  Conditions  are  changing.  There  is  an  upheaval  in  industry,  in  education, 
in  our  mode  of  living  and  in  transportation.  Even  our  churches  are  feeling  this 
upheaval,  and  religion  is  dressing  herself  up  to  meet  the  changes  that  are  coming, 
and  the  changes  that  have  already  come.  Let  us  not  forget  that  "Jesus  Christ  is 
the  same  yesterday  and  today  and  forever,"  and  let  us  not  forget  that  His  last 
command  to  us  was,  "Go  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost."  MRS.  H.  J.  FAISON. 


REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 

When  I  was  asked  by  the  Executive  Committee  last  September  to  take  the 
office  of  corresponding  secretary,  left  vacant  by  Mrs.  Boney's  resignation,  I  ac- 
cepted with  mingled  feelings  of  joy  and  trepidation.  Joy,  because  of  the  great 
opportunity  for  service  in  the  work  of  spreading  the  kingdom;  trepidation, 
because  of  the  feeling  of  my  inefficiency  for  the  great  task  that  lay  ahead  of  me. 
Howeyer,  in  the  seven  months  just  passed,  I  have  received  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  every  officer,  district  secretary,  zone  leader  or  local  worker  that  I  have 
appealed  to  or  come  in  contact  with  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  joy  and 
thankfulness  that  I  stand  before  you  today.  The  fellowship  is  indeed  wonderful 
and  while  I  have  just  touched  the  outer  fringes  of  the  work  of  extension  and 
cultivation,  it  has  been  a  wonderful  privilege  to  have  even  a  small  part  in  the 
"carrying  on"   or   development  of   the   work. 

I  find  that  we  stand,  of  all  the  conferences  in  Southern  Methodism,  third  in 
number  of  Adult  auxiliaries,  fourth  in  number  of  members,  fourth  in  number 
observing  the  Week  of  Prayer,  fifth  in  amount  of  money  sent  in  and  eighth  in 
number  of  auxiliaries  on   the  honor  roll. 

While  we  have  not  gained  in  numbers  in  the  Adult  and  Young  People's 
Departments,   in   the   Children's   divisions   the   number   of   members   has   increased 
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from  4,857  in  1928  to  6,463  in  1929 — which  makes  our  total  membership  go 
up  from  14,411  in  1928,  to  15,660  in  1929.  Mrs.  Lipscomb  told  us  at  Council 
that  one  reason  our  members  had  not  increased  was  that  a  good  many  Jubilee 
auxiliaries  that  were  organized  at  the  height  of  the  enthusiasm,  did  not  hold  out, 
but  soon  dropped  out  of  existence.  We  know  that  quite  often,  after  reaching  a 
pinnacle,  there  is  a  reaction,  but  we  are  so  thankful  that  a  great  number  of  our 
Jubilee  auxiliaries  did  "stick"  and  are  doing  a  fine  work. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  5  new  auxiliaries  this  year  with  a  membership  of  110. 
We  have  a  slight  increase  in  number  of  subscriptions  to  the  Voice — 89,  in  fact; 
also  a  good  increase  in  number  of  mission  and  Bible  study  classes.  Last  year  Mrs. 
Boney  reported  for  the  first  time  as  many  as  200  Adult  societies  observing  the 
Week  of  Prayer.  This  year  we  can  report  214  and  with  Young  People  and 
Children,   358. 

We  sent  to  the  Council  treasurer  $50,429.64,  which  was  nearly  $3,000  less 
than  the  amount  sent  in  1928  and  we  had  12  less  on  the  honor  roll.  Durham 
District  went  "over  the  top"  with   $900   increase. 

Women,  let  us  "bring  our  tithes  into  the  storehouse."  We  can't  afford  to  let 
our  work  suffer.  Having  put  our  hands  to  the  plough,  we  dare  not  look  back. 
I  feel  sure  that  when  our  women  know  the  real  need,  they  will  rise  to  the 
occasion  as  they  always  have.  Remember  Christ's  words,  "All  power  is  given 
unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth — and  lo  I  am  with  you  alwavs,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world."  It  is  not  only  the  missionaries  that  go  out  who  have  His 
abiding  presence,  but  we  who  are  working  here  at  home !  I  would  that  we  could 
see  how  important  our  work  is — we  who  are  sending  out  missionaries  and  sup- 
porting them.   We   cannot   fail  them   nor   our   Christ! 

I  have  attended  six  zone  meetings  in  the  last  few  months  and  most  of  them 
were  observing  Training  Day.  It  was  with  great  joy  that  I  saw  how  earnestly 
these  women  were  studying  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  I  don't  believe 
we  have  had  anything  come  into  our  work  for  a  long  time  that  will  help  us 
any  more  than  "Officers'  Training  Day."  I  hope  the  other  "special  events"  will 
be  observed  just  as  faithfully — Membership  Day,  Mission  Study  Leadership, 
Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

Raleigh  District  keeps  the  Korean  urn,  which  was  awarded  to  them  last  year 
for   the   largest   number   of   honor   roll   auxiliaries.

COUNCIL  REPORT 


Women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  I  can  never  tell  you  what  the 
Council  of   1930  meant  to  me! 

It  was  a  mountain-top  experience.  For  a  little  while  we  sat  together  in 
heavenlv  places.  It  was  indeed  a  period  of  inspiration — a  memory  to  take  back 
into  our  daily  work  that  should  put  more  joy,  more  radiance  into  it  than  has 
ever  been  there  before.  Dr.  Paul  Kern,  who  gave  us  such  a  wonderful  feast  of 
spiritual  truths  in  his  noon-day  talks,  said,  "There  ought  to  be  an  afterglow 
of  Council  down  into  the  remotest  auxiliary  and  on  into  foreign  lands."  I  wish 
that  it  might  be  so!  Then,  indeed,  should  we  have  new  life,  new  spiritual  power 
in  all  our  auxiliaries. 

The  twentieth  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  met  in  Amarillo, 
Texas,  March  12th  to  18th.  Those  big-hearted  westerners  took  us  to  their  hearts 
and  we  came  away  with  a  new  idea  of  the  word,  "Texas,"  meaning  "friend." 
There  were  two  days  -of  executive  session  before  the  meetings  were  open  to  the 
public. 

There  were  big  questions  and  world  problems  discussed  at  this  Council. 
Anyone  who  thinks  that  a  missionary  society  is  a  narrow,  provincial  organization 
should  have  heard  the  lectures  and  committee  reports  during  that  week.  We 
have  "commissions"  too,  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  as  well  as  in  the 
United  States  government. 

Mrs.  F.  F.  Stephens,  our  president,  stated  in  her  message  that  it  is  far  more 
important  to  motivate  the  thought-life  of  a  people  than  to  collect  dollars  and 
cents  from  them.  She  quoted  from  Dr.  Inge  of  St.  Paul's:  "Timidity  is  the  wrong 
policy  for  the  church  in  our  day.  We  must  go  forward  toward  a  new  type  of 
Christianity,  in  friendly  alliance  with  all  the  other  spiritual  and  intellectual  forces 
of  our  time." 

"There  was  a  time,"  she  said,  "when  the  sending  of  a  woman  missionary  to 
a    far-off  land,   the   raising  of   money   for  her   support   and   the   assistance   of   the 
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underprivileged  in  the  home-land  filled  the  entire  horizon  of  the  society.  That 
time  has  passed.  Now,  while  the  training,  supporting  and  sending  of  workers  is 
an  accepted  and  essential  duty,  the  program  has  enlarged  year  by  year  until  it 
has  a  breadth  and  scope  undreamed  of  in  the  early  days." 

There  are  two  great  needs  at  present,  she  stated.  One  is  the  need  of  enlisting 
great  groups  of  women.  Such  women  are  found  in  five  classes:  1.  The  uninter- 
ested portion  of  city  churches.  2.  The  women  in  rural  sections.  3.  Foreign  women 
in  city  areas.  4.  Women  in  the  Indian  mission,  and  5.  Women  of  the  church  in 
foreign  countries.  The  same  methods  will  not  work  in  all  these  cases.  What  will 
appeal  to  one  class,  probably  w-ill  not  to  another.  The  second  great  need  is  that 
of  a  new  appeal  to  women,  something  besides  institutions  and  their  maintenance. 
"The  ever  progressing  study  takes  in  all  unredeemed  areas — the  Christianization 
of  politics,  industry,  internationalism,  race  relations,  law-making  and  law-enforce- 
ment, the  welfare  and  happiness  of  humanity." 

Mrs.  Lipscomb,  in  her  report  on  Organization  and  Promotion,  told  us  that 
"a  missionary  society  was  no  hum-drum  piece  of  business."  She  spoke  of  mission- 
ary societies  in  the  thirtv-eight  conferences  of  the  United  States  and  in  eleven 
foreign  countries.  Southern  Methodism's  conferences  abroad,  represented  in  Mrs. 
Lipscomb's  report,  were  those  of  Central  Brazil,  South  Brazil,  China,  Congo 
Beige,  Cuba,  Czecho-Slovakia,  Japan,  Korea,  Mexico,  Poland  and  the  Siberian- 
Korean  Mission. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb  reviewed  the  progress  made  through  four  quadrenniums,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  fourth  period  of  four  years,  which  is  just  drawing  to  a 
close. 

The  "world  sisterhood,"  a  result  of  adding  the  young  foreign  societies  to 
the  older  ones  of  the  United  States  with  the  ideals  that  such  association  produces, 
was  pointed  out  as  the  outstanding  event  of  the  present  quadrennium. 

We  were  very  proud  of  our  newest  conference,  the  Indian  Mission  Society 
of  Oklahoma.  Mrs.  Johnson  Tiger,  the  president,  who  is  a  native  Indian,  reported 
that  there  were  six  Indian  tribes  in  the  conference,  each  speaking  a  different 
language.  She  translated  into  pure  English  the  warm  greetings  of  3  6  auxiliaries 
with   360   members,  who,  she  said,  were  eager  to  learn  and   do  their  best. 

An  increase  in  mission  and  Bible  study  classes  was  pointed  out.  The  Mission- 
ary Voice  speaks  to  70,000  people,  having  the  largest  circulation  of  any  denomi- 
national magazine  in  the  country.  However,  it  is  not  yet  in  all  our  Methodist 
homes. 

Young  people  in  our  societies  are  showing  more  interest  in  the  whole  question 
of  missions  than  ever  before,  said  Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens,  superintendent  of 
Young  People's  work.  She  declared  that  the  year  just  passed  was  the  best  of  the 
whole  quadrennium.  There  were  300  new  societies  organized  with  a  membership 
of  8,044.  Of  outstanding  importance  in  Young  People's  work  during  the  year 
was  the  church-wide  essay  contest,  limited  to  members  between  13  and  25  years 
of  age — the  subjects  to  be  centered  about  the  missionary  work  of  our  church. 
There  were  four  prizes  offered  and  the  first,  a  gold  medal  and  $100  in  gold, 
was  won  by  Miss  Jimmie  Woodward  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  This  was  presented 
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to  the  young  lady  at  Council  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Cram,  general  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

There  were  1,2  5  5  new  Baby,  Primary  and  Epworth  Junior  Divisions  organ- 
ized during  the  year,  Miss  Stevens  reported,  and  the  Children  sent  in  an  offering 
of  $51,725. 

As  Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele,  Candidate  secretary,  arose  to  give  her  report,  she 
called  for  the  Scarritt  graduates  to  come  to  the  platform.  As  they  came  forward, 
the  Council  arose  and  sang,  "I  Can  Hear  My  Saviour  Calling."  The  fresh  young 
voices  of  the  candidates  joined  in  the  song  and  there  was  hardly  a  dry  eye  in  the 
church.  Mrs.  Steele  considers  this  part  of  her  work  the  keystone  of  the  arch,  the 
winning  and  preparing  of  young  lives  to  go  out  and  bring  the  message  of 
abundant  life  to  all  who  need.  At  the  close  of  her  speech,  Mrs.  Stephens  welcomed 
the  young  candidates  into  the  fellowship  of  service  and  assured  them  of  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  the  women  of  the  Council.  The  service  closed  with  the 
beautiful  old  hymn,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds." 

Another  impressive  moment  during  the  Council  session  was  the  hour  when 
the  workers  already  on  the  field,  missionaries  and  deaconesses  who  were  present, 
were  asked  to  come  forward  for  introduction.  There  were  forty-eight  present 
on  that  particular  day.  Others  came  in  later,  among  them  our  own  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  McKinnon.  Miss  Layona  Glenn,  from  Brazil,  went  out  in  1894.  Many  of 
them  had  served  20,  2  5  and  3  0  years.  Their  years  on  the  field,  in  the  aggregate, 
amounted  to  640. 

If  church  members  generally  met  their  obligations  as  promptly  and  generously 
as  women  of  the  missionary  societies  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
a  deficit  in  the  church  treasury  would  be  an  unknown  quantity,  according  to 
Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  treasurer.  She  unfolded  a  story  of  sacrificial  giving,  as 
she  told  how  women,  individually  and  by  conferences,  had  overpaid  their  pledge 
of  one  year  ago  of  $1,109,000,  by  raising  $1,110,000  for  missionary  work  at 
home  and  abroad.  The  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  including  dues,  free  will 
gifts,  bequests  and  special  funds,  amounted  to  $1,265,000.  Of  this  sum,  $76,224 
was  raised  last  November  during  the  Week  of  Prayer.  This  will  be  added  to  the 
Maria  Layng  Gibson  Retirement  Fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  used  for  the  benefit 
of  aged  or  disabled  missionaries.  Praise  was  given  the  Florida  and  Louisiana 
conferences,  who  had  brought  up  their  funds  in  full  in  spite  of  economic  dis- 
asters. Florida  women,  in  order  to  pay  100  cents  on  the  dollar,  voluntarily  re- 
duced their  representation  at  the  Council  meeting  and  the  Louisiana  president 
telephoned  women  in  the  conference  who  were  able  to  increase  their  subscription, 
so  that  the  conference  might  go  to  Council  with  a  clean  slate. 

Louisiana  Conference  makes  the  highest  per  capita  pledge.  North  Georgia 
makes  the  largest  in  total  amount  of  all  the  conferences,  $66,700;  Western  North 
Carolina  comes  second  with  $65,000.  North  Carolina  stands  fifth  with  the  above- 
mentioned  and  South  Georgia  and  Virginia  ahead  of  her.  $1,118,726  was  the 
total  amount  of  pledge  of  all  the  conferences  to  Council  for  1930.  The  Week  of 
Prayer  offering  for  1930  will  go  to  Cienfuegas  School  in  Cuba  and  the  Wolf 
Settlement  in  Florida. 
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At  the  beginning  of  this  report  I  mentioned  Dr.  Paul  Kern.  His  noon-day 
devotional  addresses  on  "Pentecost — Then  and  Now"  were  a  source  of  great 
inspiration  to  all  who  heard  them.  Both  at  that  hour  and  at  the  early  morning 
worship  period,  led  by  Miss  Estelle  Haskin,  there  was  an  atmosphere  of  such 
quietness  and  holy  calm  as  to  bring  us  all  close  to  the  throne.  In  the  rush  and 
hurry  of  our  modern  life,  there  is  so  little  time  for  meditation,  that  a  period  of 
spiritual  refreshment  like  this  is  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  partake. 

The  early  communion  service  on  Sunday  morning,  conducted  by  Bishop  W.  N. 
Ainsworth,  who  also  preached  at  the  eleven  o'clock  hour,  was  of  this  type  also. 
Bishop  Ainsworth  has  the  oversight  of  our  work  in  the  Orient.  His  subject  was: 
"Responsibilities  of  Older  Churches  in  the  New  Dav,"  and  his  text — "Other 
sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  yet  folded;  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  there  shall 
be  one  fold  and  one  shepherd." — John   10:  16. 

At  the  consecration  service  on  Tuesday  night,  Bishop  John  W.  Moore  con- 
secrated 2  1   new  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  to  be  sent  out  to  a  life  of  service. 

Thus  came  to  a  close  a  most  harmonious  and  inspiring  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  MRS.  W.  C.  CHADWICK. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 
!  ,..  WORK 

Our  work  has  grown  in  spirit  and  enlargement  this  year,  even  though  in 
numbers  we  appear  somewhat  the  same.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  all  societies 
seemingly  dead  have  been  graduallv  dropped  and  as  our  roll  stands  we  are 
stronger  and  better  organized. 

The  district  work  is  now  getting  to  be  lined  up  and  we  have  secured  district 
superintendents  on  six  of  the  districts.  These  are  going  to  get  in  closer  touch, 
and  we  hope  to  have  district  meetings  on  all  of  them  this  next  year. 

Durham  District  and  New  Bern  District  had  splendid  young  people's  district 
meetings  this  year  where  the  work  was  presented  in  a  most  helpful  way. 

The  district  superintendents  from  the  districts  are  as  follows:  Durham  Dis- 
trict— Mrs.  H.  P.  McKay,  Burlington;  Fayetteville  District — Mrs.  W.  D.  Bizzell, 
Elizabethtown;  Elizabeth  City  District — Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum,  Old  Trap;  New- 
Bern  District — Mrs.  Fred  Scott,  New  Bern;  Washington  District — Mrs.  F.  E.

I  have  attended  three  district  meetings,  and  taught  a  splendid  mission  study 
class   at   the    Young   People's    Assembly    at    Louisburg. 

We  studied  "Roads  to  the  City  of  God,"  and  gave   3  9  Conference  credits. 

The  work  this  year  has  been  made  much  easier  since  I  have  been  relieved  of 
both  the  handling  of  money  and  literature.  I  want  to  express  to  both  our  Con- 
ference treasurer,  Mrs.  McKinne,  and  our  superintendent  of  Literature,  Mrs. 
Scott,    my   heartfelt   thanks   for    their   fine,    unselfish    assistance. 

Seven  new  auxiliaries  have  been  organized:  New  Hope;  Mt.  Hermon  on 
Elizabeth  City  District;  Trenton  on  New  Bern  District;  Rosemary,  Chapanoke, 
Parker's  Church   and  Winfall   on   the   Elizabeth   City   District. 
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We  lacked  just  about  ten  dollars  of  making  our  pledge  of  $1,000,  and  we 
were  so  sorry  not  to  have  shared  in  special  gifts  for  the  Hiroshima  Girls'  School 
in  Japan,  but  we  are  confident  that  with  better  financial  conditions  we  shall 
go  forward  this  year. 

I  have  had  the  Jubilee  pageant,  which  was  given  at  Wilmington,  printed, 
and  hope  that  it  may  be  used  to  glorify  His  name  and  to  honor  those  whose 
memory  we  cherish  and  love.  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  and 
her  splendid  husband  for  their  encouragement  and  the  actual  putting  it  over 
which   they   accomplished   in   such   a   splendid   way.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  work  of  this  department  has  advanced  during  the  year  1929.  I  think  I 
may  say  that  it  has  been  more  intensive  and  constructive  than  was  last  year's  work. 

We  made  appreciable  gains  in  number  of  members,  meetings,  mothers'  meet- 
ings, mission  study  classes  and  members,  social  service  activities,  societies  observing 
the  Week  of  Praver,  life  members,  and  Epworth  Junior  Societies.  There  was 
an  apparent  decrease  in  baby  and  primary  divisions  and  a  perceptible  shrinkage 
in  our  financial  report. 

The  shortage  in  baby  and  primary  divisions  was  due  partly  to  inaccuracies 
in  reporting  in  1928.  Quite  a  number  of  superintendents,  being  unfamiliar  with 
the  new  report  blanks,  reported  at  one  time  under  one  division  and  at  another 
time  under  another  division.  Thus  the  same  division  was  counted  more  than  once. 
Then,  too,  the  work  was  new  to  me  and  I  confused  names  of  churches  and  names 
of  places  and  again  divisions  were  counted  several  times.  I  think  this  year's  re- 
port of  number  of  divisions  is  much  more  accurate  than  the  report  of   1928. 

The  decrease  in  finances  is  due  partly,  but  certainly  not  wholly,  to  the  change 
in  manner  of  reporting.  Some  of  the  children's  money,  by  going  through  the 
Adult  society,  was  confused  with  the  Adult  money  and  thus  took  the  wrong 
route  to  our  conference  treasurer.  However,  Mrs.  McKinne  and  I  were  pleased 
with  the  way  in  which  the  superintendents  and  Adult  treasurers  handled  this 
situation  and  believe  that  few  officers,  under  similar  circumstances,  would  have 
made  less  mistakes  than  these  made. 

The  outstanding  features  of  our  year's  work  are  these: 

1.  A  net  gain  of    15  Epworth  Junior  Societies,  making  a  total  of    12  1. 

2.  A  net  gain  of  1,79  3  members  of  the  three  divisions,  making  a  total 
membership  of   6,463. 

3.  A  gain  of  48   mission  studv  classes,  making  a  total  of    165. 

4.  A  gain  of    1,370  mission  study  members,  making  a  total   of   3,073. 

5.  A  gain  of  59  social  service  activities,  making  a  total  of   195. 

6.  A  gain  of  6  societies  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer,  making  a  total  of 
126. 

7.  Primary  life  members,  3;  baby  life  members,  18;  total,  21;  five  more 
than  we  had  last  year. 

8.  Twenty-six  divisions  attained  the  standard  of  excellence  and  were  thus 
placed  on  the  honor  roll:

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

This  year  closes  my  tenth  year  of  service  as  your  superintendent  of  Study 
It  should  interest  us  to  review  the  work  we  have  done  during  the  decade.  In 
order  to  estimate  it  fairly,  it  must  be  seen  alongside  other  accomplishments, 
in  Council  as  well  as  in  conference,  and  so  I  am  making  my  report  to  you,  in 
a  series  of  comparisons,  in  answer  to  the  questions:  What  have  we  doner  Have 
we  advanced,  or  just  kept  the  pace,  or  lagged  behind? 

We  may  claim,  I  think,  commendable  improvement  in  the  quality  of  our 
work,  and  in  the  orderliness  of  its  routine.  Soon  after  my  election,  some  of  my 
principal  classes  began  to  ask  for  some  form  of  special  credit  for  real  study  in 
them.  Upon  inquiry,  I  found  that  there  was  no  provision  in  Council  at  that 
time  for  recognition  of  study  work  by  any  certificate  of  credit,  but  a  standard 
was  soon  adopted  and  a  leaflet  sent  out  definining  a  "standard  class."  Upon  this 
definition,  as  a  foundation,  I  built  a  system  of  conference  credits  for  study  to  be 
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awarded  to  classes  and  individual  members,  for  a  definite  quantity  and  quality 
of  study  work.  In  192  3  I  presented  this  system  to  our  conference  in  annual  session 
and  it  was  there  accepted  and  adopted  as  the  plan  by  which  our  work  in  this 
department  should  be  conducted.  The  center  of  this  system  is  the  "study  standard 
of  excellence,"  which  is  simply  the  tabulation  and  valuation  of  the  duties  of  the 
auxiliary  superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity.  It  provides  a  "study  honor  roll" 
certificate  and  a  certificate  of  "honorable  mention  for  study"  for  classes  which 
make  the  number  of  points  on  it,  required  by  it  for  each.  These  differ  only  in 
that  the  former  calls  for  standard  classes  and  the  latter  for  classes  conducted  as 
best  suits  local  conditions.  In  addition  to  these  two  standard  of  excellence  certifi- 
cates, there  are  provided,  also,  certificates  of  credit  for  classes  and  individual 
members  meeting  specified  requirements  in  their  studv  work,  which  were  de- 
signed to  be  thorough  and  strict  enough  to  dignifv  the  goal  set,  and  to  make  its 
attainment  a  worthy  and  prideful  accomplishment.  Under  this  system,  our  de- 
partmental work  is  improving.  The  number  of  study  superintendents  who  meet 
the  obligations  of  their  office,  other  than  that  only  of  having  classes,  who  make 
regular,  prompt,  and  correct  reports  in  the  manner  ordered  by  Council,  increases 
each  vear;  the  studv  of  a  Bible  subject,  and  of  both  the  home  and  foreign  mis- 
sions subjects  from  the  current  Council  recommended  text  books,  at  stated  times 
each  year,  has  become  an  established  custom,  so  that  all  those  who  study  at  all 
are  studving  the  same  current  subject  at  the  same  time;  and  the  quality  of  the 
study  work  done  bv  our  classes,  as  a  whole,  comes  nearer  each  year  to  reaching 
the  standard  set  for  it.  I  believe  I  may  confidently  claim,  from  the  reports 
made  to  me,  and  I  do  so  with  pride  in  my  co-workers,  that  there  is  little,  if  any, 
really  shoddy  work  done  by  my  superintendents  in  their  own  classes. 

In  1927  I  inaugurated  the  "district  study  class  day"  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
structing auxiliary  study  leaders  in  the  Council  and  conference  standards  and 
methods  of  our  study  department's  work.  No  other  conferenc,  I  was  told,  had 
undertaken  a  similar  project.  It  was  so  successful,  and  received  with  such  favor 
by  those  participating  in  it  that,  in  1928,  in  order  to  reach  a  larger  number  of 
auxiliary  studv  leaders,  the  "district  study  day"  was  changed  to  the  "zone  study 
day,"  and  our  conference  authorized  me  to  prepare  a  "zone  study  plan,"  by 
which  "zone  study  leaders"  could  act  officially  in  their  respective  zones,  in  co- 
operation with  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study,  to  carry  out  more  correctly 
and  completely  the  Council  and  conference  recommendations.  This  was  done,  and 
where  the  zone  studv  leaders  have  been  active  the  work  has  grown  materially  and 
become  much  better  understood.  In  1929  the  Council  adopted  this  idea  and 
began  to  promote  it  in  their  own  way,  to  which  it  is  our  pleasure  now  to  conform. 

The  number  of  different  auxiliaries  studving  was  not  increasing  as  I  so 
earnestly  desired,  so  in  192  7,  as  a  stimulus  towards  this  goal,  I  offered  a  special 
recognition  to  the  district  which  should  have  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
conducting  each  vear  the  three  study  classes  expected  bv  Counc'l  ana"  conference, 
for  home  and  foreign  mission  and  Bible  studv,  using  the  current  textbooks  recom- 
mended by  Council.  This  recognition  was  to  be  in  permanent  form,  in  commemo- 
ration of  the  Jubilee   year,  and  presented   from    year  to   year  to  the  secretary   of 
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the  winning  district,  and  held  by  her  until  another  district  should  win  it.  The 
"Jubilee  study  jewel"  has  a  twofold  influence  in  that  it  not  only  serves  to  increase 
the  number  of  classes  in  the  three  subjects,  but  the  number  also  of  different 
auxiliaries  engaging  in  study  work  and  will  act,  I  hope,  as  a  stimulus  to  yield 
much  greater  increase  as  the  years  pass. 

In  192  7  we  were  able,  through  this  department,  to  effect  an  affiliation  with 
the  Epworth  League  in  its  summer  assembly,  and  to  put  on,  in  it,  two  courses 
for  young  people,  taught  by  our  own  Young  People's  superintendent.  Again,  in 
1928,  as  a  result  of  efforts  made  bv  this  department,  aided  by  our  conference 
president,  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University  opened  it  doors  to  the 
women  of  both  North  Carolina  Confernece  societies.  We  were  permitted  not  only 
to  take  for  credits  the  courses  offered  to  preachers  and  laymen,  but  to  introduce 
two  courses  of  our  selection  to  be  taught  bv  a  woman  of  our  choice.  These 
ventures  were  endorsed  bv  Council,  both  courses  and  teachers  being  accredited 
by  that  body  in  the  192  7,  192  8  and  1929  summer  schools.  It  is  a  matter  of 
genuine  regret  that  our  participation  in  the  Pastors'  School  was  not  supported 
sufficiently  bv  our  conference  leaders  and  auxiliary  women  to  justify  us  in 
making  the  project  an  annual  event  in  our  program  as  we  had  hoped  to  do. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  the  doors  we  were  instrumental  in 
having  opened  to  our  women  will  remain  open,  as  we  have  been  assured,  to  our 
return  as  a  part  of  the  school  and,  in  the  meantime,  to  such  of  our  women  as 
may  desire  to  attend  the  Pastors'  School  and  take  any  of  its  courses  for  credit. 

What  is  our  status,  as  a  department,  in  Council?  With  3  24  mission  study 
classes  in  a  total  of  62  5  auxiliaries — adult,  young  people,  junior,  and  primaries — 
we  stand  15th  from  the  top  in  3  9  conferences,  North  Mississippi  leading  with 
760  classes  in  413  auxiliaries.  In  Bible  study,  with  132  classes  in  365  auxiliaries 
— adult  and  young  people,  the  Epworth  League  being  responsible  for  the 
children's  Bible  study — our  standing  is  2  0th  from  the  top,  North  Alabama 
leading   with    63  8    classes   in    3  62    auxiliaries.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   PUBLICITY 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  convince  our  women  that  a  standard  auxiliary  must 
have  a  department  of  Publicity  that  functions  regularly;  that  publicity  should 
have  a  large  place  in  any  auxiliary  whether  it  be  the  small  organization  of  a 
rural  community  or  that  of  a   city  church. 

It  is  a  fact  not  always  recognized  that  our  conference  has  not  appreciated 
the  full  scope  of  publicity  although  it  has  had  a  steady  growth  for  the  past  six 
years.  A  dearth  of  leaders  in  every  church  largely  arises  out  of  the  lack  of  a 
well-qualified  publicity  woman — a  woman  who  is  charged  with  information 
and  interest  in  the  growth  of  the  kingdom.  For  want  of  information,  a  whole 
auxiliary  is  often  handicapped.  Our  Publicity  superintendents  are  the  medium 
of  circulation  for  the  whole  organism  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 
Therefore  they  should  bring  all  the  matters  of  general  missionary  information 
to  their  auxiliaries  and  furnish  an  outlet  for  all  matters  of  local  interest.  Many 
of  our  publicity  superintendents  are  rendering  this  service,  using  the  local  and 
state  papers  as  well  as  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  supplying  them- 
selves with  the  present  day  output  of  missionary  literature.  A  large  majority  read 
our  Woman's  Page  and  send  in  news  items  from  week  to  week.  In  every  auxili- 
ary the  officers  should  watch  this  page  for  announcements  from  the  conference 
officers.  This  would  greatly  advance  every  department  of  the  work  since  it  is 
the  quickest  method  for  the  conference  officers  to  get  in  touch  with  the  auxiliary 
officers. 

The  Department  of  Publicity  should  continue  to  enlarge  until  it  strengthens 
and   helps  to   promote   every   interest   of   the   missionary  society.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

There  have  been  many  opportunities  for  helpfulness  this  year  and  our  women 
have  responded  nobly  to  the  calls  that  came  to  them.  Everywhere  the  poor  were 
cared  for.  Many  of  them  received  medical  trearment  in  clinics  and  hospitals  as 
well   as  food,  fuel   and   clothing.   Many   old   people   were   made   comfortable   and 
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happy  with  new  furnishings  and  renovated  rooms.  A  radio  was  installed  in  one 
county  home.  A  number  of  homeless  children  were  placed  in  child  caring  insti- 
tutions. Ever  so  many  other  splendid  things  were  done  that  are  too  numerous 
to  mention  in  this  limited  report. 

Our  study  programs  and  projects  for  the  year  centered  around  the  family — 
the  family  in  broken  homes,  the  family  in  industry.  Also  the  following  child 
welfare  measures  were  considered:  mother's  aid,  maternity  and  infancy  protec- 
tion, and  the  juvenile  court. 

The  Standard  of  Efficiency  program  was  a  new  venture  this  year  and  only 
a  few  of  the  auxiliaries  included  it  in  their  program  of  study.  The  purpose  of 
this  program  is  for  better  informed  and  equipped  Social  Service  Committees. 
Certainly  every  committee  should  feel  the  need  of  just  this  program  of  prepara- 
tion. It  is  hoped  that  every  Social  Service  Committee  will  make  the  Standard  of 
Efficiency  in   1930. 

The  following  Social  Service  Committees  will  receive  conference  recognition 
for  having  completed  the  course  leading  to  the  Standard  of  Efficiency:  Gatesville, 
Duke  Memorial,  Mary  Pescud  (Raleigh),  Maria  Brown  (Oxford),  Martha

Every  earnest  soul  in  this  fair  vineyard  of  our  Master  has  an  appointed  task 
and  to  us  of  the  Literature  Department  is  the  happv  one  of  sending  out  leaflets,, 
year  books,  bulletins,  and  helps  of  various  kinds  which  will  give  illumination,, 
inspiration,  education  and  assistance. 

A  live,  up-to-the-minute  secretary  of  Literature  in  every  auxiliary  would! 
lighten  the  meetings  with  some  bright,  spicy  bit  of  missionary  news  or  story. 
We  recommend  to  those  auxiliaries  not  having  one  to  try  it  out. 
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With  increased  responsibility  there  has  been  an  enlargement  of  vision,  and 
a  greater  joy  in  service  for  our  Lord. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  April  9-11,  1929,  it  was  decided  that  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Literature  should  handle  all  literature  and  material  for 
the  Intermediate  and  Senior  Young  People's  auxiliaries;  also,  to  keep  on  hand

They  are  untiring,  they  cease  not 
for  heat  or  cold,  for  indifference  or  denials,  for  chilling  silence  to  their  repeated 
appeals,  or  strong  protest  against  the  frequency  of  them."

CAUSE  TO  PROMOTE 

The  Voice  should  reach  all  homes  in  the  church.  The  influence  of  this  splen- 
did missionary  magazine  received  into  the  homes  of  our  church  would  mean 
the  permeation  of  those  homes  with  missionary  knowledge;  the  result,  a  church 
that  is  missionary  in  spirit  and  aim. 

Liabilities  are  not  so  pleasant  to  mention  but  we  must  recognize  them.  Candor 
compels  the  statement  that  there  has  not  been  the  increase  in  subscribers  that  was 
asked  and  confidently  expected.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

I  bring  to  you  as  my  first  report  a  brief  inventory  of  the  work  and  accom- 
plishments of  Durham  District  for  the  good  year  1929;  and,  viewing  it  in  per- 
spective, you  see  a  mingling  of  sunshine  and  shadow,  a  mixture  of  the  encourag- 
ing and  discouraging;  but,  I  bring  from  the  women  of  my  district  a  message 
that  we  are  growing  stronger  year  bv  year,  and  we  are  still  "carrying  on"  in  our 
Father's  business;   although   we  are  often   down,  we  are  never  "out." 

We  are  happv  to  report  one  new  adult  society  functioning  nicely,  Bethel- 
Hebron,  in  Caswell  County;  three  new  baby  divisions,  one  new  primary  division, 
and  four  new  Epworth  Junior  divisions,  making  eight  new  ones  in  Mrs.  Wooten's 
department;  and,  to  our  sorrow,  no  new  young  people's  society. 

We  have  eight  honor  roll  societies,  instead  of  six,  as  in  1928:  West  Burling- 
ton and  West  Durham  qualify  for  their  first  time,  in  addition  to  the  "steady  six": 
Trinitv  and  Duke  Memorial,  making  three  for  Durham  County;  Mary  Hambrick, 
the  100%  society  from  Roxboro,  Person  County;  and  Mebane,  a  Jubilee  auxili- 
ary, Minnie  P.  Gates,  of  Graham,  and  Front  Street,  making  four  from  Alamance. 
Watch  Caswell  and  Orange  in  next  year's  list! 

We  are  proud  to  have  had  a  Durham  District  girl,  Miss  Lillie  Wood,  finish 
the  course  at  Scarritt  last  vear  and  accept  work  as  secretary  of  religious  education 
at  Duncan  Memorial  Church,  Charlotte;  Miss  Ruth  Henderson,  of  Graham, 
entered  Scarritt  last  fall;  these  two,  with  Miss  Mary  Freeman,  superintendent 
of  the  Virginia  Johnson  Home,  at  Dallas,  Texas,  Miss  Mary  Nichols,  in  Shreve- 
port,  La.,  and  Miss  Blanche  O'Brient,  supported  bv  Trinity  auxiliary,  in  Mexico, 
make  a  tota  lof  five  young  women  from  the  district  in  Christian  service,  and 
show  that  our  young  people  are  alert  and  eager  to  serve  our  Master. 

Many  societies  observed  Harvest  Day,  and  twenty-three  observed  Week  of 
Prayer,  the  largest  ever  doing  this,  although  the  offering  was  less  than  in  1928. 
Most  of  them  did  good  social  service  and  publicity  work,  but  failed  to  report 
this,  and  missed  credit  for  it.  The  district  made  rapid  progress  in  mission  study, 
several  societies  taking  it  for  the  first  time.  Some  of  them  seem  afraid  of  the 
word  "study,"  but  they  are  beginning  to  learn  that  it  means  "service."  Those 
who  took  "Seven  Times  Seven"  were  delighted  with  it. 

We  had  a  wonderful  district  meeting  in  Mav,  which  was  attended  by  delegates 
from  almost  every  society,  and  enthusiastic  reports  of  work  done  were  given ; 
the  meeting  was  graced  by  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Wootn,  Mrs.  Branch  and  Mrs. 
Plyler;  a  good  pageant  was  given  by  the  Graham  Young  People's  society.  Strong, 
healthy  interest  and  growth  were  seen  in  the  reports  given. 

Our  effort  at  a  first  Young  People's  District  meeting  seemed  almost  a  failure 
in  point  of  attendance,  only  Durham  and  Alamance  counties  being  represented; 
but  the  program  contained  talks  bv  six  outstanding  speakers  among  whom  were 
Miss  Louise  Young,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  Mrs.  Branch.  The  75  to  100  present 
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were  profuse  in  their  praise  of  the  meeting;   and   the  one  to  be   held  this  year 
will  no  doubt  be  better  attended. 

The  year  was  featured  by  four  strong  zone  organizations  ready  to  start  the 
new  year  with  a  snap,  with  the  following  capable  leaders:  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks, 
who  has  been  going  strong  in  Person  three  years;  Mrs.  L.  R.  Sturdivant,  who 
has  two  splendid  years  of  work  to  her  credit  in  Orange;  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dim- 
mette,  in  Alamance,  and  Mrs.  J.  Ernest  Murphy,  in  Caswell,  both  new  leaders, 
starting  off  with  a  determination  to  place  their  zones  at  the  top.  These  zone 
meetings  are  the  backbone  of  the  district,  as  the  ladies  meet  in  sweet  communion 
and  good  fellowship,  and  bring  the  best  things  they  have  to  help  the  other  women. 
All-day  meetings,  outstanding  preachers,  missionaries  and  conference  officers  make 
these  meeting  full  of  help,  inspiration  and  entertainment. 

The  weak  link  in  the  district  is  the  young  people's  work;  realizing  this,  the 
secretary  has  made  repeated  efforts  to  secure  a  district  leader  to  handle  this,  but 
without  avail ;  this  work  is  being  stressed  at  every  possible  meeting,  and  a  solu- 
tion is  being  prayed  and  sought  for. 

The  district  reports  five  life  memberships — four  from  the  business  girls' 
circle  of  Front  Street  and  one  given  by  Cedar  Grove  to  their  retiring  president, 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Murphy. 

No  increase  was  made  in  the  financial  pledge  last  year;  but  the  district  came 
forward,  in  some  way,  with  an  increase  of  $940  over  1928,  leading  the  con- 
ference, and  paying  more  than  a  ten  per  cent  increase,  a  total  of  $6,72  1.  And 
this  is  where  Durham   District  shines  especially,   for   money   is  necessary. 

The  twenty-nine  societies  not  making  the  honor  roll  are  composed  of  women 
as  consecrated,  as  earnest,  as  eager,  and  as  willing  as  those  in  the  honor  roll 
societies;  and  without  them  the  district  would  be  desolate.  This  report  would 
not  be  complete  without  giving  to  them  due  honor  and  credit  for  the  splendid 
work,  wonderful  co-operation,  and  substantial  and  loving  aid  given  in  every 
phase  of  the  work.  To  them,  to  the  honor  roll  societies,  and  to  the  zone  organi- 
zations we  acknowledge  a  debt  of  gratitude,  and  we  extend  thanks,  for  the 
splendid  work  done   "in  His  name." 

We  still  hold  to  God's  promise,  made  to  Joshua  in  the  days  of  old,  and  claim 
it  as  our  stay:  "Be  strong  and  of  good  courage;  be  not  afraid,  neither  be  thou 
dismayed;  for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest."

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

It  is  with  real  gratitude  in  our  hearts  that  we  report  the  work  accomplished 
in  the  Elizabeth  City  District  during  the  year  1929.  Many  of  our  auxiliaries 
were  able  to  go  forward,  in  spite  of  seemingly  insurmountable   difficulties. 

The  year  closed  with  thirty-one  adult  auxiliaries,  eleven  young  people's 
societies,  and  forty-seven  baby,  primary  and  Epworth  Junior  divisions.  The  total 
membership  of  the  district  was  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-one. 

Two  babies  were  enrolled  as  life  members  of  the  baby  division. 

One   Epworth  Junior  division  and   four'  young  people's  societies  were   organ- 
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ized.  We  gained  three  adult  auxiliaries  during  the  year — Fuquay  Hurley  at  Roper 
by  organization,  Windsor  and  Williamston  by  transfer  from  the  Weldon  District. 
We  lost  Stumpy  Point  by  transfer  to  the  Washington   District. 

The  financial  report  was  good.  Our  pledge  of  $5,000  was  paid  in  full, 
with  a  small  surplus,  supplies  valued  at  about  $  +  0  were  sent,  and  very  nearly 
$5,000  was  raised  for  local  purposes.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $275.31. 

Twenty-two  auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer.  It  was  gratifying  to 
know  that   our  young  people   and  children   had  a   part   in    these   services. 

The  Hertford  young  people  and  the  young  people  of  First  Church,  Elizabeth 
City,  won  distinction  by  making  the  Honor  Roll.  The  Hertford  Epworth  Juniors 
made  the  honor  roll  also.  Much  credit  is  due  the  splendid  leadership  of  the  sup- 
erintendents of  these  groups. 

The  following  adult  auxiliaries  made  the  honor  roll:  Gatesville,  First  Church, 
Willie  Evans,  Winfall,  Minnie  Costen  White,  Kittrell,  Hertford  and  Minnie 
Wilson  at  Hertford. 

Of  outstanding  importance  in  Young  People's  Missionary  Societies  during 
the  year  was  the  church-wide  essay  contest.  Of  the  four  young  people  entering 
this  contest  from  our  own  North  Carolina  Conference,  we  are  happy  to  report 
three  were  from  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City.  These  were  Misses  Augusta  Walker, 
Margaret  Winder  and  Elizabeth  Munden.  The  young  people  of  First  Church 
deserve  special  mention  also  for  their  splendid  Social  Service  work. 

We  are  seeing  signs  of  progress  in  our  voung  people's  work  throughout  the 
district  under  the  leadership  and  cultivation  of  our  most  capable  district  superin- 
tendent of  Young  People,  Mrs.   H.  B.  Baum. 

We  were  glad  to  note  a  growing  consciousness  of  Christian  stewardship. 
More  and  more  our  women  are  learning  the  message  that  Jesus  taught  in  the 
Parable  of  the  Talents,  "That  our  natural  endowments  are  gifts  from  Him, 
and  must  be  used  for  Him." 

The  growth  in  the  number  of  classes  in  mission  and  Bible  study  was  encour- 
aging. Interest  manifested  by  auxiliary  superintendents  and  by  members  of  classes, 
together  with  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation,  was  gratifying.  Our  women  were 
greatly  interested  in  our  North  Carolina  history,  "Seven  Times  Seven."  We  wish 
to  express   our   deep   appreciation   to   the   author   for   this   splendid    work. 

A  goodly  number  co-operated  with  the  pastors  in  the  Church  School  of 
Missions. 

The  Missionary  Voice  campaign  was  stressed  and  a  number  of  new  subscrip- 
tions taken.  The  number  of  subscribers  reported  during  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year  was  317. 

We  believe  there  is  a  deepening  sense  of  the  meaning  of  Social  Service  in 
many  of  our  auxiliaries.  The  social  conscience  of  our  women  is  being  aroused 
and  they  are  seeking  to  bring  the  spirit  of  Christ  into  their  communities  through 
efforts  to  make  them  better  places  in  which  to  live.  Many  are  learning  to  be,  and 
helping  others  to  become,  more  efficient  citizens. 

A  circle  of  young  women  of  First  Church  are  doing  outstanding  work.  They 
made  possible  the   re-opening  of  their  city  day  nursery.  The  auxiliaries  of   First 
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Church  are  manifesting  great  interest  in  their  county  institutions.  They  are  also 
conducting  a  night  school  for  the  under-privileged. 

Funds  for  the  support  of  Ruth  Merritt — missionary  to  Brazil — the  Ellen 
Willis  and  Jesse  Cuninggim  scholarships  and  the  Malene  Harrell  Grant  Bible 
woman,  were  contributed  as  formerly. 

One  district  and  six  zone  meetings  were  held.  They  were  well  attended.  We 
were  happy  to  have  with  us  at  our  district  meeting  Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch  and  Miss 
Vara  Herring,  who  rendered  valuable  service  in  their  departments  of  work. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  keep  ever  before  our  women  those  words  which  have 
been  an  inspiration  to  many  Christian  workers,  "Attempt  great  things  for  God, 
expect  great  things  from  God."  MRS.  R.  H.  WILLIS. 


FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT

I  attended  district  conference  at  Elizabethtown  and  presented  our  work,  re- 
ceiving enthusiastic  encouragement  from  our  presiding  elder,  Mr.  Cade,  and  the 
pastors. 

Our  district  meeting  at  Lillington  was  well  attended.  It  was  an  inspiration 
to  have  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Wooten,  Miss  Lamb  and  Rev.  W.  A.  Cade  with  us. 
Officers'  training  classes  were  held  at  the  noon  hour. 

One  of  the  most  important  meetings  of  the  year  was  the  Mission  Study  Day 
which  was  held  in  Jonesboro  in  October,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Read. 

Seven  auxiliaries  made  the  honor  roll  requirements:  Bvnum,  Roseboro,  St.

Every  auxiliary  except  two  reported  observance  of  Week   of  Prayer. 

Three  new  auxiliaries  were  organized  during  the  year.  They  are  at  work 
and  will  be  duly  enrolled.

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NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  New  Bern  District  during 
1929,  I  find  it  difficult  to  express  in  words  the  progress,  I  feel  sure,  we  have  made. 
There  is  nothing  spectacular  to  our  credit — rather  a  steady  increase  of  interest 
in  all  the  auxiliaries  which  has  led  to  more  loyal  devotion  and  more  consecrated 
service.  That  this  is  true,  was  shown  in  the  first  quarter's  report  for  1930.  There 
was  100%  of  the  adults  reporting,  with  a  decided  financial  increase  over  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  192  9.  An  interesting  feature  of  Mt.  Olive's  report  this 
quarter  shows  "number  of  members,  87;  number  in  mission  class,  87;  number 
in  Bible  class,  87."  I  wonder  if,  in  all  our  conference,  these  items  can  be  dupli- 
cated? 

Our  only  outstanding  achievement  is  the  revival  of  interest  among  the  young 
people.  During  the  first  of  the  vear  I  asked  Mrs.  Fred  Scott,  of  New  Bern,  to 
act  as  superintendent;  and  it  is  due  to  her  zeal  and  enthusiasm  that  5  new 
societies  were  reported  at  the  very  enjoyable  all-day  meeting  she  held  in  Centen- 
ary Church  in  Nw  Bern  last  June. 

We  welcome  two  new  adult  auxiliaries,  one  at  Bethel  Church  on  the  Mt. 
Olive  Circuit,  and  the  other,  the  "Mavme  Webb"  of  Queen  Street,  Kinston.  The 
latter  is  not  new  in  one  respect — point  of  service.  For  several  vears,  since  organi- 
zation, their  activities  have  been  confined  to  the  needs  of  the  local  church  and 
while  that  was  great,  we  rejoice  that  its  65  members  have  caught  the  world-wide 
vision  and  are  ready  and  willing  to  help  in  sending  the  gospel  to  those  who 
have  never  heard. 

The  district  now  reports  four  zones  well  organized  and  functioning  under 
real  missionarv  leadership. 

To  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  is  due  the  honor  and  credit  of  organizing  Carteret 
Countv  and  adjacent  territorv  into  our  fourth  zone  a  few  months  ago.  As  an 
earnest  of  what  we  may  expect,  they  bring  forth  their  first  fruit,  Newport,  re- 
cently organized  with  1 2  members.  Each  of  the  older  zones  has  held  two  or 
more  meetings,  all  well  attended,  and  the  recommendations  of  conference  and 
Council  were  presented,  and  when  practicable  to  our  conditions,  were  inaugurated. 
The  Wayne  County  Federation  of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  presented  a 
certificate  of  life  membership  to  its  former  president,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Raper.  The 
district  meeting  in  LaGrange  was  a  great  success  in  point  of  interest  and  attend- 
ance. The  children's  pageant,  under  the  guidance  and  training  of  Mrs.  Bradley, 
was  very  enjoyable,  and  we  are  under  obligations  to  several  conference  officers 
for  helping  to  make  the  day  most  worth  while.  I  do  not  forget  to  mention  Mrs. 
Wilson,  for  so  long  our  superintendent  of  Children's  work.  Her  short,  informal, 
but  heart  to  heart  talk,  was  most  inspiring. 

xA.s  to  finances,  we  more  than  met  our  conference  pledge  of  $6,500,  and  to 
St.  Paul,  Flora  Jerome,  LaGrange,  Sue  D.  Swindell  and  Mt.  Olive  auxiliaries 
belong  the  distinction  of  being  on  the  honor  roll   for    1929.

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RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

I  bring  you  greetings  from  the  Raleigh  District.  In  the  Raleigh  District  for 
the  year  1929  there  were  thirty-two  adult  auxiliaries  with  1,001  members. 
Twenty-two  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  with  sixteen  auxiliaries  pre- 
senting stewardship.  There  were  ten  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll,  namely: 
Edenton  Street  Woman's,  Mary  Pescud,  Central,  Cary,  Clayton  (Henrietta 
Thomas),  Louisburg,  Smithfield,  Oxford  Woman's,  Oxford  Y.  W.  and  Maria 
Brown. 

The  district  meeting  was  held  at  Rolesville  Church  on  May  1st  with  a  full 
attendance.  The  secretary  presided  at  this  meeting.  We  were  happy  to  have  with 
us  Mrs.  Faison,  Mrs.  Wooten,  Mrs.  Plvler  and  Miss  Vara  Herring,  conference 
officers,  each  giving  us  inspirational  and  helpful  talks.  Mrs.  Faison  conducted 
the  noon  devotional.  This  was  her  first  visit  to  our  district  and  she  made  quite 
a  lasting  impression  on  her  hearers. 

Letters  have  been  written,  also  cards  sent  to  everv  auxiliary  sometime  during 
the  year. 

A  number  of  our  auxiliaries  have  reported  a  study  class,  most  of  the  classes 
using  the  book,  "Seven  Times  Seven,"  in  the  fall  and  co-operating  with  the 
Pastors'  School  in  February. 

In  October  Mrs.  M.  C.  Pleasants  conducted  a  training  day  for  mission  study 
leaders  at  Trinity  Church,  near  Louisburg.  This  was  well  attended. 

Two  new  auxiliaries  were  organized  in  1929,  one  at  Micro  and  one  at 
Lucama. 

For  some  reason  we  have  not  raised  our  full  pledge;  for  the  past  two  years 
we  have  pledged  $6,000  each  year;  in  1929  we  raised  $5,13  8.04;  our  Week  of 
Prayer  offering  was  $317.50,  local,  $9,174.87,  with  a  total  of   $14,362.91. 

We  want  to  thank  every  auxiliary  member  and  officer,  from  the  smallest  to 
the  greatest,  for  the  fine  spirit  of  love  and  co-operation  which  they  have  shown 
all  through  the  year. 

We  are  hoping  and  praying  for  greater  things  in  our  Master's  service  for 
this  year.

ROCKINGHAM  DISTRICT 

I  bring  to  you  the  report  of  the  woman's  work  of  the  Rockingham  District 
and  I  want  to  say  that  this  is  the  most  loyal  and  faithful  body  of  women  that 
I  have  the  privilege  of  working  with.  It  has  at  all  times  been  a  joy  and  pleasure 
for  these  women  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  We 
have  competent  officers  in  all  of  our  auxiliaries  and  at  the  head  of  our  zones. 

The  four  zones  in  the  district  have  held  two  meetings  each  for  the  year. 
Two  of  these  zones  have  been  100%  perfect  in  attendance.  Scotland  Zone  has 
been  100%  perfect  at  every  meeting  since  organization  two  years  ago.  Robeson- 
Hoke  reached  this  point  last  fall.  This  means  that  every  auxiliary  was  represented 
at  zone  meeting. 
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Our  district  meeting  included  the  largest  number  present  that  we  have  ever 
had.

WASHINGTON  DISTRICT 

Three  years  ago  the  district  secretary  of  the  Washington  District  announced 
that  the  women  of  the  district  had  selected  as  their  slogan,  "Make  Washington 
District  Grow."  In  making  this  report,  therefore,  statistics  of  192  8  and  1929 
have  been  compared  to  determine  the  progress  made  in  1929.  These  items  show 
that  there  has  been  growth  along  all  lines  except  finance  and  study  (Mrs. 
Everett  having  today  reported  that  our  percentage  this  year  is  lower  than  it  was 
last  year) . 

Twenty-seven  auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer;  three  new  auxiliaries 
were  organized:  Grimesland,  Engelhard  and  Bath;  and  one  new  county  federa- 
tion was  made. 

The  new  auxiliaries  are  all  growing.  Engelhard  early  grew  strong  enough 
to  invite  the  district  meeting  of  1930.  Since,  however,  the  road  was  under  con- 
struction and  Belhaven's  road  already  complete,  we  deemed  it  wise  to  hold  the 
district  meeting  at  Belhaven  this  year,  the  meeting  to  be  held  in  June. 

Bath  auxiliary  was  organized  in  December,  held  one  regular  monthly  meeting, 
conducted  the  Praver  Week  service,  and  had  a  standard  study  class,  using  "Seven 
Times  Seven,"  completing  the  work  January   1. 

During  the  lunch  hour  of  a  rally  and  study  day,  held  at  Pantego  in  Sep- 
tember, Mrs.  T.  G.  Moore,  the  studv  leader,  assisted  in  organizing  the  Beaufort 
County  Missionary  Federation.  This  federation  has  since  held  two  meetings  with 
very  inspiring  programs.  Mrs.  T.  G.  Moore  is  the  very  efficient  chairman. 

Our  district  meeting  was  beautifully  entertained  by  the  women  of  Bethel 
auxiliary,  assisted  handsomely  by  their  husbands.  Lending  inspiration  to  the 
program  were  Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch,  leading  the  Bible  hour  and  addressing  the 
young  people  and  grown-ups  in  the  afternoon,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  pleading 
for  enlarged  leadership  among  the  children. 

The  pageant  by  the  children   of   Bethel   and   the   play,   "When    Sleepers   Be- 
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come  Pillars,"  bv  the  Young-  People,  made  appeals  which  were  an  inspiration 
for  increased  service. 

We  hope  that  this  study  jewel  we  have  won  today  will  be  an  inspiration  for 
enlarged  study,  and  that  our  percentage  this  year  will  be  more  than  fifty  per  cent. 

We  need  to  grow  along  all  lines.  There  are  many  churches  in  which  the 
children  are  not  organized,  many  in  which  there  are  no  young  people's  organiza- 
tions, and  many,  many  women  who  are  not  yet  enlisted  in  this  work.  Let  us  work, 
let  us  grow  in  membership,  in  service,  in  knowledge,  in  spirit  and  in  favor  with 
God.

The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  for  the  district  was  far  ahead  of  any  other 
district  and  the  women  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  liberalitv. 

The  usual  zone  meetings  were  held  and  Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens  and  Dr. 
Hickman  make  the  meeting  at  Henderson  last  xApril  stand  out  as  one  long  to  be 
remembered.  All  phases  of  the  work  were  emphasized  and  the  early  fall  meeting 
gave  much  time  to  mission  study.  The  conference  history,  "Seven  Times  Seven," 
by  our  dear  Mrs.  Everett,  proved  profitable  and  interesting. 

Four  auxiliaries,  Katherine  Towe,  Norlina,  Weldon  and  Weldon  Y.  W., 
made  the  honor  roll  and  this  is  not  their  first  time.  Many  others  should  follow 
their  good  example. 

Miss  Dameron  is  doing  very  fine  work  in  Korea  and  the  voung  people  of 
Henderson  are  helping  her  with  some  specials.

May  our  women  ever  remember 
these  two  young  ladies  in  their  prayers  and  do  all  they  can  to  help  them  in 
their  work. 

The  loss  of  Windsor  and  Williamston  to  the  Elizabeth  City  District  is  a 
real  sorrow  and  was  a  great  surprise.  May  they  be  happy  in  their  new  connec- 
tion and  prove  an  asset  to  the  work  as  they  have  always  done. 

As  we  now  look  forward  to  a  new  quadrennium  with  its  new  and  enlarged 
program,  may  we  tarry,  as  it  were,  in  Jerusalem  until  we  be  imbued  with  power 
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from  on  high,  as  did  His  disciples  1900  years  ago.  "Then  shall  we  receive  power 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  us,  and  we  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Him 
both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Wilmington 
District.  A  report  of  the  secretary  would  involve  numbers  of  letters  written, 
visits  made,  conferences  held  and  auxiliaries  organized.  This  secretary  would 
not  feel  very  much  gratified  at  such  a  report.  The  results  would  not  be  very 
flattering.  But  it  is  with  genuine  pride  and  satisfaction  that  we  contemplate  the 
work  of  the  women  of  the  district. 

Four  zones  take  in  the  auxiliaries  of  the  district.  Brunswick  and  Pender  are 
included  in  the  New  Hanover  group;  the  few  we  have  in  Bladen  are  in  the 
Columbus  group.  Onslow  and  Jones  are  grouped  together  and  recently  Duplin 
has  been  re-organized  to  include  Sampson  auxiliaries.  Three  of  the  four  zone 
chairmen  are  doing  very  fine  work  and  looking  after  the  auxiliaries  under  their 
care.  The  fourth  zone,  while  not  just  now  with  a  chairman,  has  such  good 
auxiliary  presidents  that  the  work  has  not  suffered.  Several  pastor's  wives  are 
in  this  zone  and  they  are  looking  after  the  unorganized  churches  and  giving 
them  some  missionary  instruction. 

This  has  been  a  year  without  a  special  drive  and  though  we  did  not  reach 
our  goal  we  are  glad  we  came  so  near  it.  The  total  for  missions  was  $4,160.72. 

The  amount  raised  for  local  purposes  was  $6,168.18.  This  showed  the 
women  were  very  busy  and  helpful  in  the  local  church.  This  was  necessary  as 
several  building  projects  have  been  going  on  in  the  Wilmington  District;  new 
churches  at  Hapstead,  Burgaw,  Zion,  and  paying  off  debt  on  churches  at  Rose 
Hill,  Wallace,  Fifth  Avenue  and  Trinity  has  called  for  the  best  efforts  of 
women  as  well  as  men.  Let  us  hope  that  when  these  obligations  have  been  paid 
that  the  women  who  have  found  ways  of  raising  and  paying  large  sums  on 
the  local  debt  will  transfer  a  large  part  of  their  energies  toward  increasing 
and  paying  their  missionary  pledge.  It  is  rather  hard  for  the  district  secretary 
to  understand  why  women  will  refuse  to  accept  a  budget  or  pledge  of  $100  for 
missions,  saying  "We  will  do  what  we  can,"  when  if  they  are  called  on  to  pay 
$150  or  $200  even,  for  a  carpet  or  piano,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  commit  them- 
selves to  raise  and  pay  that  obligation.  There  seems  to  be  something  peculiarly 
different  about  making  a  pledge  to  the  Lord's  work  and  making  a  pledge  to  pay 
a  merchant.  But  our  women  are  learning  to  be  business-like  and  are  helping  the 
secretary   more   and   more  each   year  by   pledging  definitely   towards   our   budget. 
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Six  attained  the  honor  roll:  Burgaw,  Rose  Hill,  Grace,  Fifth  Avenue,  Trinity 
and  Whiteville. 

The  number  of  members  reported  for   1929  was  900. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-three  Voice  subscriptions  were  reported  but  I"  am 
sure  there  were  more.  Twenty-three  observed  Week  of  Prayer. 

The  Children's  work  is  not  strong  in  our  district.  An  assistant  to  Mrs.  Wooten 
on  this  district  this  year  we  hope  will  increase  the  number  and  enthusiam  of  the 
junior  work. 

Fifth  Avenue,  Grace,  Richlands,  Tabor  and  Whiteville  Children  made  the 
honor  roll  and  Garland,  in  Sampson,  and  Supply,  in  Brunswick  County,  are  our 
new  auxiliaries  for  1929.  A  preacher's  wife,  Mrs.  DuBose,  is  responsible  for 
Supply.  Mrs.   Hodges,  another  pastor's  wife,  organized  Garland. 

The  district  secretary  has  visited  and  encouraged  several  auxiliaries.  Zone 
meetings  in  Columbus  and  New  Hanover  have  been  very  interesting. 

Elizabeth  Sneeden,  a  product  of  Trinity,  Wilmington,  will  graduate  at 
Scarritt  in  June,  but  will  do  post  graduate  work  before  going  to  the  field. 
Ethel  Sugg  is  doing  special  work  as  a  missionary  nurse  in  Mexico.  Ida  Hankins, 
our  missionary  to  Korea,  is  at  home  on  furlough  and  visited  some  of  our  auxili- 
aries this  year. 

The  pastors  and  their  wives  are  encouraging  to  our  work. 

The  work  on  the  Wilmington  District  is  in  good  condition  and  more  and 
more  women  are  being  enlisted  in  the  study  and  support  of  missions.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON 
YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

Whereas,  young  people  in  high  schools  and  colleges  have  unlimited  ability 
and  are  assuming  more  important  places  of  leadership  in  many  organizations 
than  they  have  ever  done  before,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  definite  opportunities  be  given  the  members  of  the  Young  People's 
Missionary  Society  for  full  self-expression  and  for  leadership. 

2.  That  the  young  people  be  allowed  more  initiative  in  making  their  plans 
and  more   responsibility  in   directing  their   work. 

3.  That  the  young  people  in  the  districts  and  conference  be  encouraged  and 
assisted  in  developing  their  organizations  to  meet  their  needs. 

+.      That  auxiliary  and  the  conference  leaders  be  allowed  to  choose  a  definite 
special  within  the  list  of  specials  assigned  to  them  by  the  Council. 
We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  the  young  people's  educational  plans,  such  as  mission  and  Bible  study 
classes  and  leadership  training  work,  shall  permit  of  the  fullest  co-operation  with 
other  voung  people's  organizations,  such  as  the  voung  people's  departments  of 
the  Sunday  school   and   the   Epworth   League. 

2.  That  we  emphasize  the  free-will  offering  as  the  basis  of  the  young 
people's  giving  and  as  the  financial  condition  of  membership. 

3.  That  the  young  people  within  this  conference  be  allowed  to  state  how 
much   of  the  conference  budget  they  will   assume  each  vear. 

4.  That  the  voung  people  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the  conference 
expense  fund  and  that  an  amount  of  money  not  less  than  the  conference  expense 
money  given  by  the  young  people  be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the  young  people's 
work  within  the  conference. 

5.  That  the  study  books  for  the   voung  people  for    193  0-31    be: 
Bible  Study — 

Intermediate-Senior  Young  People:  Jesus  and   Youth,   Basil   Matthews. 
Mission  Study — 

Senior  Young  People — Foreign:  India  on  the  March,  Alden  H.  Clark. 

Home:  West  Indian  Treasures,  Winifred   Hulbert. 
Intermediates — Foreign :  The  Star  of  India,   Isabel   Brown  Rose. 

Home:  West   Indian   Treasures,   Winifred   Hulbert. 
Peace — 

Senior   Young  People — Between   War   and   Peace,    Mrs.    Boeckel. 

6.  That  special  effort  be  made  to  see  that  the  young  people  have  a  part  in 
the  observance  of  the  World  Day  of  Prayer. 

7.  That  the  social  service  project  for  the  young  people  for  June  and  July 
shall  be  to  assist  the  superintendent  of  children's  work  in  her  daily  vacation 
school  of  missions. 
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8.  (l)  That  the  young  people's  superintendents  and  conference  and  district 
officers  give  special  attention  this  year  to  the  intermediate  group  of  the  Young 
People's  Missionary  Society,  organizing  boys  and  girls  of  this  age  in  every  church 
wherever  it  is  possible. 

(2)  That  in  our  program  and  plans  of  work  we  try  to  find  a  more  definite 
interest  and  appeal  for  the  boys  of  the  intermediate  group. 

Whereas,  comparatively  few  young  people  are  able  to  attend  the  Woman's 
Annual  Conference  meetings  on  account  of  their  being  held  at  a  time  when  the 
young  people  are  in  school,  and 

Whereas,  two  successful  young  people's  annual  conference  meetings  have  been 
held,  we  recommend : 

That  separate  young  people's  annual  conferences  be  held  in  this  conference, 
should  the  young  people  desire  it. 

Whereas,  the  great  issue  before  us  today  is  that  of  World  Peace,  and 

Whereas,  World  Peace  can  never  be  realized  until  youth  catches  the  signifi- 
cance of  it  and  lends  its  voice  and  influence  toward  its  realization,  we  recommend : 

1.  That  peace  education  be  included  in  the  1930-31  programs  in  summer 
conferences,  camps  and  district  meetings. 

2.  That  the  young  people  be  encouraged  to  make  wide  use  of  Mrs.  Boeckel's 
book,  "Between  War  and  Peace." 

3.  That  the  following  activities  for  peace  education  be  included  in  the 
young  people's  program  this  year:  four-minute  speeches  at  each  monthly  meeting; 
peace  declaration  contests  between  young  people  of  the  missionary  society,  Ep- 
worth  League  and  Sunday  school;  Armistice  Day  parades  for  peace;  contact 
through  letters  with  youth  in  other  countries;  special  peace  articles  in  the  young 
people's  Bulletin;   peace  pageants;   discussion  group. 

4.  That  the  young  people  be  encouraged  to  communicate  to  President 
Hoover  and  to  the  senators  of  their  respective  states,  their  convictions  on  peace. 

5.  That  as  missionary  women  we  use  every  influence  to  prevent  military 
training  in  high  schools  and  colleges.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  Committee  on  Children's  work  recommend: 

1.  That  the  plan  of  organization  of  the  children's  department  be  continued 
for  another  quadrennium. 

2.  That  all  conference  and  auxiliary  officers  make  a  re-study  of  the  plans 
of  organization  and  programs  of  the  Epworth  Junior  Society  and  give  it  their 
loyal  support. 

3.  That  the  superintendents  of  Children's  work  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Children's  workers  in  other  departments  of  the  church  in  enlisting  every  child 
in  the  church  in  religious  and  missionary  education  and  service. 
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4.  That  the  Literature  Committee  give  immediate  attention  to  the  need  for 
special  pieces  of  literature  in  the  Children's  department,  such  as  leaflets  on  the 
babies,  primaries  and  junior  specials  and  material   for   mother's  meetings. 

5.  That  the  Literature  Committee  be  requested  to  provide  a  new  hand  book 
in  which  the  statement  of  the  plan  of  organization  and  reporting  shall  be 
simplified. 

We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  every  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Children's  work  shall  endeavor 
to  observe  the  intensive  mission  study  period  during  June  and  July  either  by 
means  of  a  daily  vacation  school  of  missions  or  co-operation  in  a  daily  vacation 
Bible  school  or  at  eight  weekly  meetings. 

2.  That  the  studv  books  for  the  intensive  mission  studv  period  shall  be: 
Juniors:  Jewels  the  Giant  Dropped,  Edith  Eberle  and  Grace  McGavron. 
Primaries:  Filipino  Playmates,  Jean  Moore  Cavell. 

3.  That  the  superintendents  shall  promote  during  this  period  the  World 
Friendship  project  among  children,  which  is  the  sending  of  Friendship  Treasure 
Chests  to  the  Filipino  children.        We  further  recommend: 

1 .  That   the   fall-winter-spring  mission   study   books  shall   be : 
Juniors:  The  Golden  Sparrow,  Irene  Mason  Harper. 
Primaries:  Bhaskar  and   His  Friends,  Clara  G.  Labaree. 

2.  That  definite  opportunities  for  leadership  training  be  made  available  for 
conference  and  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  That  in  every  district  where  it  is  practicable,  a  young  woman  be  selected 
to  assist  the  district  secretary  with  the  promotion  of  the  children's  work. 

We  further  recommend : 

1.      That  specials  for  the  children  for  this  year  shall  be: 
Babies:   Kindergarten   work. 

Primaries  and  Juniors:  The  Primary  department  of  our  schools  in  the  home 
and  foreign  fields. 

Whereas,  Miss  Armstrong  has  brought  before  us  the  need  of  a  piano  for  her 
work, 

We  recommend,  That  during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  1930,  every 
primary  and  junior  be  given  the  privilege  of  contributing  one  or  more  pennies 
toward  a  piano  fund,  thereby  making  possible  this  much  needed  piano  for  our 
children  and  young  people  in  Africa.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION  AND 

BIBLE   STUDY 

We  recommend : 

1.  That,  since   inspiration  comes  with   information,  our  goal  continue  to  be 
a  study  circle  in  every  auxiliary,  and  every  member  a  member  of  the  study  circle. 

2.  That  every  auxiliary  president  actively  promote  the  organization  of  classes 
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for  mission  and  Bible  study  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  study  standard 
of  excellent  of  our  conference. 

3.  That  a  superintendent  of  Scudy,  who  will  endeavor  to  meet  the  obliga- 
tions of  her  office  to  the  best  of  her  ability,  be  elected  in  every  auxiliary,  and 
that  she  write  promptly  for  information  to  the  conference  superintendent  of 
Study. 

4.  That  only  current  textbooks,  recommended  and  accredited  by  Council, 
be  used  in  auxiliary  mission  study  classes,  by  adults,  Voung  people,  and  children. 

5.  That  in  co-operation  with  Council  in  the  effort  to  re-organize  the  de- 
partment of  Bible  study,  only  the  subjects  selected  and  listed  as  accredited  by 
Council,  be  used  in  our  Bible  study  classes  under  conditions  prescribed  by  Council. 

6.  That  wherever  practicable,  mission  and  Bible  study  classes  be  conducted 
according  to  the  Council  requirements  for  standard  work. 

7.  That  the  Study  superintendents  co-operate  with  the  Social  Service  super- 
intendents in  organizing  classes  to  study  the  subjects  recommended  by  the  Council 
standard  of  efficiency  in  Social  Service  in  the  manner  prescribed. 

8.  That,  whereas  this  is  Pentecostal  year  and  it  is  believed  that  the  Young 
People's  work  can  go  forward  only  as  it  is  founded  upon  the  spirit  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  young  people  seek  a  knowledge  of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
through  a  closer  acquaintance  with  Jesus  in  their  Bible  study  classes,  using  the 
book,   "Jesus  and   Youth,"   by   Basil    Mathews,   as   widely   as   possible. 

9.  That  every  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Children's  work  make  an  effort 
to  observe  the  intensive  mission  study  period  during  June  and  July,  in  a  daily 
vacation  school  of  missions  or  co-operation  in  a  daily  vacation  Bible  school,  if 
possible,  and  that  the  adult  and  young  people's  auxiliary  members  assist  the 
children's  superintendent   in   her  program   at  that  time   in  any  way   desired. 

10.  That  the  district  secretaries  include  the  promotion  of  mission  and  Bible 
study  in  their  programs  of  their  year's  work  just  as  they  promote  the  other 
departments  of  the  conference  society. 

11.  That  on  that  day,  in  the  first  quarter,  appointed  to  be  observed  as 
"Officers'  Training  Day"  in  district  or  zone  groups,  provisions  be  made  by  the 
officers  in  charge  for  adequate  and  accurate  instructions  in  the  duties,  methods, 
and  standards  of  the  study  departmental   work. 

12.  That  a  zone  study  leader  be  elected  in  each  zone,  to  act  in  co-operation 
with  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study,  as  her  representative,  keeping  in 
close  touch  with  her  by  reports  and  correspondence,  in  a  definite  plan  to  promote 
mission  and  Bible  study  in  her  zone,  to  give  accurate  instruction  to  auxiliary 
study  leaders  in  the  Council  and  conference  methods,  standards  and  courses  of 
study  in  the  zone  meetings  and  to  hold  a  training  dav  for  study  leaders  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year. 

13.  That  a  place  and  person  be  appointed  on  the  programs  of  all  district 
and  zone  meetings  for  the  presentation  of  some  timely  phase  of  the  work  of  the 
department  of   Study. 

14.  That,  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  auxiliary  study  leaders  take  courses 
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for    credit    in    our    leadership    training    schools,    the    school    of    missions    at    Lake 
Junaluska,  or  in  the  correspondence  school  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

15.      That  the  blanks  from   the  Corresponding  Secretary's  Record  and   Report 
Book  be  used  always  by  all  classes  for  making  their  quarterly  reports.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL 
SERVICE 

Our  committee  recommends: 

1.  The  appointment  of  an  assistant  in  each  district  to  help  the  conference 
superintendent  in  explaining  general  plans,  handbooks,  and  to  stress  particular 
measures  for  the  year  at  district  and  zone  meetings,  selection  to  be  made  by  the 
conference  superintendent,   in   consultation   with   the   district  secretary. 

2.  That  where  the  circle  of  organization  is  used,  a  member  from  each 
circle  be  on  the  Social  Seryiee  Committee  to  aid  in  carrying  on  social  service 
through   the   circles  in   a   unified,  and   effective   way. 

3.  The  continuance  of  Social  Service  Federations  in  towns  and  cities  and  in 
districts,  counties  and  zones.  Also  the  promotion  of  inter-denominational  federa- 
tions for  the  study  of  local  conditions  and  the  carrying  out  of  larger  programs 
for  community   welfare. 

4-.  That  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  the  local  church 
shall,  as  a  member  of  the  quarterly  conference,  call  attention  to  Parag-raph  No. 
512  of  the  Discipline,  which  provides  for  the  election  of  the  Committee  on 
Temperance  and  Social  Service;  and  shall  see  that  a  representative  from  the 
auxiliary — preferably  the  Social  Service  superintendent — be  nominated  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  committee. 

5.  That  the  Council  standard  of  efficiency  in  Social  Service  be  continued, 
using: 

(a)  Current   home   mission   study   text    with    regular   class. 

(b)  Three  Social  Service  handbooks.  (Adult,  Young  People's,  Inter-racial). 
Handbooks  once  studied   not   repeated. 

(c )  One  of  the  packets  of  literature  on  Recreation,  Sex  Education,  Race 
Relations,  or  Child  Care.  Also  pamphlets  on  Child  Labor  and  Motion 
Pictures. 

(d)  The  two  Social  Service  programs  in  yearbook,  and  sending  four 
quarterly  reports  to   the   conference  superintendent. 

6.  Legislation:  A  study  of  the  "Menace  of  the  Movies,"  by  Fred  Eastman 
(order  from  the  Christian  Century,  440  S.  Dearborn  St.,  Chicago,  111.,  10c), 
and  support  of  the  Hudson  Bill  (House  Res.  9,  986).  It  provides  for  a  Federal 
Motion  Picture  Commission,  for  manufacture  of  wholesome  motion  pictures  at 
source  of  production,  protection  from  unfair  trade  practices  and  other  purposes. 
Write  to  your  representative  for  a  copy. 
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7.  Support  the  program  sponsored  by  the  Legislative  Council  of  North 
Carolina  Women,  viz.:  (a)  Remove  the  clause  in  the  child  labor  law  which 
limits  the  8-hour  day  and  48-hour  week  of  children  under  16  to  those  who  have 
not  completed  the  4th  grade,  (b)  Add  attainment  of  the  6th  grade  as  a  require- 
ment in  the  compulsory  education  law.  (c)  Have  the  state  take  over  the  Reform 
School  for  Colored  Girls  at  Efland. 

8.  That  we  pledge  ourselves  to  vote  only  for  those  candidates  for  office, 
local,  state,  and  national,  who  are  committed  by  precept  and  example  to  maintain 
and  uphold  the  constitution  of  our  country  and  enforce  its  laws. 

9.  That  Social  Service  superintendents  make  a  special  effort  to  attend  the 
state  conference  for  Social  Service  which  meets  in  Raleigh  next  year. 

10.  Inter-racial  Co-operation:  That  we  co-operate  with  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  in  promoting  leadership  training  schools  for  colored  women  at 
Paine  College,  Augusta,  Ga.;  Lane  College,  Jackson,  Tenn. ;  Mississippi  Industrial 
College,  Holly  Springs,  Miss.;  authorized  to  see  best  type  of  women  to  assist 
financially  to  extent  of  $10  for  room  and  board.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION 
OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

1.  That  we  continue  through  the  coming  quadrennium  the  plan  outlined  in 
the  last  Session's  Committee  report  regarding  the  schedule  of  special  quarterly 
events : 

(a)  First  Quarter — Officer's  training  day  in  district  or  zone  groups. 

(b)  Second  quarter — Membership  and  enlistment  day. 

(c)  Third  Quarter — A  training  day  for  mission  study  leadership. 

(d)  Fourth  Quarter — A  week  of  prayer  and  harvest  day. 

2.  That  during  May  and  June,  and  in  district  and  zone  meetings,  our 
women  become  acquainted  with  the  tremendous  need  of  maintenance  fund  and 
that  increased  gifts  may  be  secured  for  the  regular  funds. 

3.  As  this  year  is  known  as  Pentecostal  year,  we  stress  more  than  ever  the 
spiritual  cultivation  in  some  form  at  each  auxiliary  and  circle  meeting. 

4.  That  the  adult  auxiliaries  assume  definite  and  active  responsibility  in 
fostering  the  work  of  the  Young  People's  and  Children's  societies  in  their  re- 
spective churches. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  obtain  at  least  three  adult  life  members  on  each  district, 
realizing  that  life  membership  does  not  exempt  one  from  paying  dues,  but,  is 
an  honor  which  should  spur  one  on  to  greater  efforts  and  offerings  for  the 
Master's  work. 

6.  That  each  auxiliary  work  toward  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  finances  over 
that  of  last  year. 
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7.  That  each  auxiliary  pay  $5.00   per  year  toward  the  conference  scholar- 
ship fund  and  $4.00  for  Scarritt  Endowment  fund. 

8.  That   each    auxiliary    heartily    co-operate    with    the    plan    that    the    district 
secretaries  will  put  before  them   in  the  membership  campaign. 

9.  That    in    every    auxiliary    where    it    is    possible   a    business    women's    circle 
be  organized. 

10.      That    our    auxiliaries    may    use    a    budget    system    in    reporting    dues    and 

pledges.   We   recommend   a    conference    pledge    of    $54,000    to  be   apportioned   as 
follows:

The  Superintendent  of  local  work  should  make  a  quarterly  report  to  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  of  her  auxiliary. 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  The 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young-  People's,  and  superintendents  of  Chil- 
dren's Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  district  secretaries,  county  chairmen,  and  zone  leaders,  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  two  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult,  Young  People's,  and  Children's  Societies  shall 
send  money  and  reports  to  the  conference  treasurer  quarterly. 

6.  That  all  corresponding  secretaries  of  Young  People's  and  Children's  Work 
report  to  district  secretaries,  so  that  the  district  secretaries  may  be  in  close  touch 
with  these  departments. 

7.  That  our  budget  be  twenty-five  cents  a  month  per  member,  covering 
dues,  conference  expense,  and  retirement  and  relief  fund. 

8.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
dues  and  funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on 
which  interest  must  be  paid. 

9.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each   auxiliary. 

10.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding    secretary,    recording    secretary,    and    one    member    from    the    body. 

11.  That  a  workers'  council  be  held  during  conference. 

12.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  earlv 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

13.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the   following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission   work   or  refund   the  money   without   interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so.

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CONFERENCE    CREDIT    CERTIFICATE    REQUIREMENTS 

1.  For  completed  standard  work  in  subjects,  and  books,  recommended  by 
Council,  conference  credit  certificates  will  be  given  to  individuals  and  classes 
making  a  grade  of  70  or  more,  the  grade  to  be  determined  by  perfect  attendance, 
recitation,  and  final  tests,  or  examinations. 

2.  For  three  conference  credit  certificates  for  standard  work,  including  one 
home  mission  and  one  foreign  mission  book  recommended  by  Council,  and  one 
Bible  study  class,  all  completed  in  one  year,  conference  certificates  of  proficiency 
will  be  given  to  individuals  and  classes. 

3.  To  gain  class  credit  certificates,  and  class  certificates  of  proficiency,  every 
member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  make  a  grade  of  70,  or  more,  determined 
as  above  stated. 

"Section  A  class  certificates"  are  provided  for  classes  if  as  many  as  half  the 
members   successfully   stand   the   final   tests,    all   having   done   standard    work. 

4.  A  questionnaire  for  reporting  the  whole  year's  work  will  be  sent  to  each 
class  at  the  close  of  the  4th  quarter,  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  immediately 
to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

5.  All  certificates — for  study  honor  roll,  honorable  mention,  conference 
credit  certificates,  and  special  Council  recognition  certificates — will  be  awarded 
at  the  next  conference. 

COUNCIL'S  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 
For  Adults  and  Senior   Young  People 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — There  shall  be  not  fewer  than  four  class  sessions,  and 
the  study  must  be  completed  within  six  consecutive  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college  or 
special  teacher-training  courses  or  by  experience  in  teaching.  Assignments  for 
class  preparation  including  reading  outside  of  text,  written  papers,  research 
posters,  and  pageants  must  be  made  to  the  members  of  the  class  and  checked  up 
by  the  teacher. 

4.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  all  class  sessions. 
Students  must  make  outside  preparation  on  assignments  of  the  teacher  and  must 
participate  in  class  work  as  called  on  by  the  teacher. 

5.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the 
conference  superintendent  of  Mission  Study  who  will  issue  a  certificate  for  work 
meeting  the  required  standard. 

When  the  study  is  completed  the  class  desiring  the  certificate  should  apply  to 
the  conference  superintendent  of  Study  for  a  blank  on  which  to  make  a  report 
of  the  work  done.  If  the  report  is  satisfactory,  the  conference  superintendent  will 
send    the    blank    to    the    secretary    of    Missionary    Education,    who    will    make    the 
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final  decision  as  to  the  merits  of  the  work  done  and  issue  the  certificate  where  it 
is  deserved.  These  certificates  will  be  issued  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  con- 
ference society.  Any  applications  received  after  March  1  will  be  issued  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  following  year. 

A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  standard  mission  study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group,  with 
a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so  that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  anil  each  individual  may  feel  free  to 
express  her  impressions  and  opinions  anil  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from   ten   to   fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten 
sessions,  each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  anil  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting 
should  begin  and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skillful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
dicussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  mission  study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience   in   mission   study  should   endeavor   to    form    standard   classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  women  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  bv  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 
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Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.  Onlv  five  points  for  mission  studv  may  be  counted  on  the 
Honor  Roll.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 

Societies,  Adult,  Young  People's  and 

Children's  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

(1)  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  manager  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  residing 
within   the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(4)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  president  of  a  City  Mission  Board  located  within  the  conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  corresponding 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  Young 
People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Publicity,  of 
Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.   Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot  at  an 
annual  meeting.  The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quad- 
rennially, as  the  conference  shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary  shall  be  members 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds 
of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  election  an 
officer  moves  outside  the  conference  bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her 
resignation  from  her  conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from 
among  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  corresponding  secretary,  and  the  treasurer, 
and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the 
work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
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6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the   conference. 

7.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian 
stewardship,  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult,  Young 
People's,  and  Children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall 
report  each  new  organization  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of 
Organization,  to  whom  she  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  of  the 
conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  the  preceding  session 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Societv  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
handle  only  such  funds  as  are  to  be  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by 
the  Council.  She  shall  disburse  the  conference  expense  funds  on  the  written  order 
of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected 
for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  confer- 
ence corresponding  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the 
young  people's  work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

11.  The  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  chil- 
dren's work  and  shall  repo.rt  quarterly  to  the  Council  superintendent  of  Children's 
Work  and  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the  conference. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  mission  study  and  Bible  study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of  Mis- 
sionary Education. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  literature  published  by  the  Woman's  Department,  Board  of  Missions, 
with  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference,  shall  promote 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press,  and 
shall  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Cultiva- 
tion Secretary  in  Charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Voice.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Home 
Cultivation   Secretary   in   Charge   of   Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the  study 
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and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic  and 
social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  into  relation  with 
them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superintendent  of  Social  Service. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  Charge  of 
Organization. 

16.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult,  Young  People's  and  Chil- 
dren's auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of 
their  work  at  the  district  conference  and  shall  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  dis- 
trict and  all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable.  They  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence with  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  cor- 
responding secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid   unless  authorized  by  the   Woman's  Missionary   Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — Adult,  Young  People's, 
and  Children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  and  honorary  life 
patrons,  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the  con- 
ference. 

19.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  conference  assessment, 
the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  conference  according  to  the  requirements. 
In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge  funds  be  used  for  conference  expenses. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  some 
specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
in  annual  session. 

21.  The  Conference  Societv  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

22.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session  of  the 
conference  shall   be   devoted  to   Bible  study. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided : 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary   to   Conference    Society   of    the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council   of   the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church,   South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women,  young  people,  and  children 
in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  in  active  missionary  service;  by  raising  funds 
for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance 
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of  the   institutions  of  the  Woman's   Missionary   Council,   and   for   the   betterment 
of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

The  auxiliary  shall  engage  in  definite  personal  missionary  work  in  its  own 
community,  such  as  systematic,  friendly  visiting,  Bible  teaching,  cottage  prayer 
meetings,  and  other  lines  of  missionary  effort  with  the  unchurched,  the  foreigners, 
and  the  negroes. 

3.  Anyone  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service, 
and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  auxiliary  budget. 

The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  payment  of  a  budget,  the 
total  amount  of  which  shall  include  annual  dues  of  $2.40  per  member,  a  con- 
tribution to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  from  each  member,  and  a  pledge  from 
the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated 
by  the  Council,  forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  for  the  foreign 
work.  Opportunities  shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual 
donors  for  the  support  of  special  work.  These  special  offerings  by  individuals 
shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Every  auxiliary  shall  appoint  one  or  more  committees  to  be  known  as 
extension  committees.  These  committees  shall  group  the  entire  church  member- 
ship so  that  every  member  may  be  reached  and  asked  to  take  a  part  in  the  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  church  by  giving  prayer,  service,  or  a  contribution  of  money 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  the  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in 
the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to 
the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered  an  honor  and  should  not 
release  the  holders  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars   for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  Relief  and  Retirement 
Fund  and  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  the  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This  work  may  be 
done  through  a  committee,  the   funds  to  be   raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  one  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer, 
and  superintendents  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of 
Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held.

BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  (l)  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  the  vice-president  shall  assume  her 
duties. 

(2)  The  president,  by  virtue  of  her  office,  is  a  member  of  the  quarterly  con- 
ference. Where  there  is  more  than  one  adult  auxiliary  in  a  church,  the  president 
of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the  quarterly  conference. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  spiritual  resources,  including  intercession,  family 
altars,  and  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full 
reports  by  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the 
district  secretary  and  conference  corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  confer- 
ence superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  auxiliary 
superintendents.  She  shall  send  her  books  to  the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She 
shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same 
to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make 
a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  only  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and 
the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligation  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y  .W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  auxiliary  and  shall  develop  and  direct 
its  work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  conference  superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  two 
women  who,  with  herself,  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member  of 
which  shall  supervise  the  work  of  each  of  the  divisions,  namely,  Baby,  Primary, 
and  Epworth  Junior.  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  standing  committee. 

(2)  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  the 
activities  of  each  division  in  her  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult 
auxiliary,  and   shall  send  a  written   report   quarterly   to   the   conference  superin- 
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tendent  of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  turn  over  all  money,  properly  designated, 
from  each  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Adult  auxiliary.  These  funds  shall 
be  included  in  her  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  treasurer  as  the  offerings 
from  the  Children's  Department. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall  present 
the  "Missionary  Bulletin"  in  the  auxiliary  meetings,  send  items  to  the  church 
and  secular  press,  and  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  conference  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity.  In  small  auxiliaries 
the  publicity  work  may  be  carried  on  bv  the  superintendent  of  Mission  Study. 
She  shall,  however,  send  the  report  of  her  publicity  work  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  stimulate  and  direct  the 
study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring  about  social 
reforms  by  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  the  civic  and  social  welfare 
movements  of  the  community.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  service  studies 
and  programs  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  superintendent 
of  Young  People's  and  Children's  Work  in  planning  social  service  for  their 
superintendents.  She  shall  have  supervision  of  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  constructive  relief  work  of  the  church.  She  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the   conference  superintendent   of   Social   Service. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  in  relief  work  or  in 
social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  funds  as  authorized  in  By-Law  5,  pro- 
vided the  use  of  money  does  not  conflict  with  By-Law  5. 

11.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  the  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage,  and  she  shall  give  special  atten- 
tion to  the  shut-in  and  the  unchurched.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 

13.  The  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents  shall  make  written  reports 
at  the  regular  meetings. 
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CONSTITUTION  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 

1.     This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of  


Church,    auxiliary    to    Conference    Society    of    the    Woman's    Mis- 
sionary Council,  Methodist  Episcopal   Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young  people  in  active  missionary 
service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and 
abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,   and  for  the  betterment  of   civic  and  social   conditions. 

3.  Any  young  person  thirteen  years  old  and  over  may  become  a  member 
of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  monthly 
or  quarterly.  At  approximately  the  age  of  twenty-five,  members  shall  transfer 
to  the  Adult  auxiliary.  Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the 
maintenance  or  extension  of  such  objects  of  the  work  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  as  are  assigned  to  the  young  people  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary. 

Membership  funds  and  pledges  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council  treasurer, 
forty  per  cent  for  the  home  and  sixty  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work. 

Each  member  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  Retirement  and  Relief 
Fund  and  to  the  Conference  Expense  Fund. 

4.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
fifteen  dollars,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall 
not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that 
has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  the  superin- 
tendents of  Study,  of  Publicity,  of  Social  Service,  and  of  Supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following 
meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers, 
and  consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 

1 .  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  the  vice-president 
shall  preside. 

2.  The  vice-president  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  president  and  shall 
actively  promote  the  interests  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  be  agent  for  the  Voice 
and  the   Young  Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary    and    shall    promote    Christian    stewardship.    She    shall    report    the    full 
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scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Young  People's 
Work  and  to  the  district  secretary,  to  whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  newly  elected  officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting   is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a  ledger 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary, April,  July,  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  for  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report 
quarterly  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall  present 
the  "Missionary  Bulletin"  in  the  auxiliary  meetings,  send  items  to  the  church 
and  secular  press,  and  collect  clippings  of  missionary  news  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  conference  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity.  In  small  auxiliaries 
the  publicity  work  may  be  carried  on  by  the  superintendent  of  Mission  Study. 
She  shall,  however,  send  the  report  of  her  publicity  work  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Social  Service  shall  have  charge  of  social  service 
studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  in  the  social  service  move- 
ments of  her  church  and  the  community.  She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  to  the  conference  superintendent  of 
Social  Service. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing  and  send- 
ing of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the 
conference  superintendent  of  Supplies. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

1.  This  department  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Department  of  the  Adult 
Missionary  Society  of  Church,  auxiliary  to  Confer- 
ence Society  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  department  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the  church  missionary- 
education,  training  them  for  Christian  service,  and  by  cultivating  in  them  habits 
of  liberal  and  systematic  giving  and  of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Baby  Division,  a  Primary 
Division,  and  the  Epworth  Junior  Society,  which  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society.  (The  responsibility  for  directing  the  Epworth  Junior  Society  shall  be 
shared  with  the  superintendent  of  the  Epworth  League) . 
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Baby  Division 

1 .  ( 1 )  Any  child  under  six  years  of  age  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Baby  Division.  There  shall  be  an  annual  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  mite  boxes 
shall   be   furnished   for  additional   voluntary   offerings. 

(2)  Each  member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of 
membership  upon  its  first  enrollment;  at  subsequent  annual  enrollments  a  star 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  certificate. 

2.  Any  child  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Department  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  or  in  any 
special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Baby  Division  of 
the  Children's  Department. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  Quarterly  meetings  for  the  Baby  division  shall  be  arranged  by  the  leader 
of  the  Baby  Division  in  consultation  with  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department  of  the  Adult  Missionary  Society;  at  those  meetings  an  inspirational 
program  shall  be  presented  and  the   mite  boxes  opened. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division  at  the  age  of  six  years  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Primary  Division. 

Primary  Division 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine  years  may  become  a  member 
of  the  Primary  Division  of  the  Children's  Department  by  giving  regularly  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  enrollment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Mite  boxes  furnished 
for  voluntary  offerings  shall  be  opened  quarterly,  and  the  contents,  with  all 
other  offerings,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment of  the  Adult  auxiliary. 

2.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Primary  Division  of  the 
Children's  Department  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  provided  the  money  be 
paid  for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  or  in  any 
special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Primary  Division 
of  the  Children's  Department. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of 
ten  dollars. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Primary  Division  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  recording  secretary,   and  a   treasurer.   These   officers  shall  be   elected   annually. 

5.  There  shall  be  such  committees  as  are  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  division. 

6.  The  Primary  Division  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  transact 
necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  and  activity  provided  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council.  At  the  close  of  the  quarter  the  Primary  enrollment 
fees,  mite  box  offerings,  and  any  other  moneys  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department,  designating  that  those  moneys  are 
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from  the  Primary  Division.  The  first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall 
be  devoted  to  making  plans  and  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year's  work.  At 
this  time  also  the  enrolling  of  members  and  the  paying  of  the  fee  for  the  new 
year  shall  take  place. 

7.  Members  of  the  Primary  Division  at  the  age  of  nine  years  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Epworth  Junior  Society. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  EPWORTH  JUNIOR  SOCIETY 

1.  This   organization    shall   be   known    as   the   Epworth    Junior 

Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,   of  

Pastoral  Charge  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  This  society  shall  be  under  the  authority  of  the  pastor,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary  (which  is  under  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council),  and 
auxiliary  to  the  Epworth  League  Board.  The  Senior  Epworth  League,  through 
its  Council,  shall  nominate  the  Junior  superintendent  to  the  pastor  for  confirma- 
tion, and  a  nominee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary  shall  become  the 
associate  superintendent. 

3.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  advance  the  growth  of  its  members 
in  Christian  character  and  faith;  to  prepare  them  for  full  membership  in  the 
church,  to  train  their  mental  capacities  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the 
church,  to  instruct  them  in  the  work  our  church  is  doing,  and  to  provide  them 
with  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  this  work  of  spreading  the  gospel  story 
through  prayer,  study,  service,  and  gifts.  It  shall  further  assist  the  pastor  in 
the  instruction  of  the  children  of  his  charge. 

4.  (l)  The  membership  shall  be  composed  of  boys  and  girls  from  nine  to 
twelve  years  of  age,  inclusive.  They  shall  become  members  after  subscribing  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  society. 

(2)  The  pastor,  superintendent,  and  associate  superintendent  shall  be  ad- 
vistory  members. 

(3)  Every  member  shall  make  a  monthly  offering  to  missions  and  con- 
tribute to  all  other  financial  needs  of  the  society. 

5.  (l)  The  officers  of  the  Epworth  Junior  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a 
vice-president,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  an  agent  of  Juniors  and  other  periodicals, 
and  chairmen  of  the  four  departments. 

(2)  The  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  shall  be  nominated 
by  a  nominating  committee  appointed  by  the  superintendents  and  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  regular  business  meeting  in  October.  The  four  department  chairmen  and 
the  agent  of  Juniors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  superintendent  and  associate 
superintendent.  The  officers  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
immediately  following  their  election  and  installation. 

6.  The  work  of  the  society  shall  be  carried  on  under  the  general  plan  of  the 
four  departments — namely:  Worship,  Service,  Recreation  and  Study,  and  Missions. 
Each  department  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  chairman  and  committee.  At  its  first 
meeting  the  Epworth  Junior   Council   shall   appoint   each    member   of   the   society 
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to  serve  on  one  of  the  departmental  committees.  During  the  months  of  June  and 
July  intensive  missionary  training  shall  be  carried  on  through  the  weekly  meet- 
ings and  through  a  vacation  missionary  school.  During  the  months  of  August  and 
September  the  regular  weekly  meetings  shall  be  held  on  all  Sundays  or  other  days 
of  the  week  that  may  be  chosen,  and  programs  of  a  general  kind  may  be  carried 
out. 

(1)  (a)  This  department  shall  conduct  a  weekly  devotional  meeting,  except 
the  one  meeting  each  month  when  the  meeting  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  and  shall  endeavor  in  other  ways  to  cultivate  the  spirit  of 
worship. 

(b)  This  department  shall  give  special  attention  to  the  music  of  the  society. 
The  best  hymns  of  the  Methodist  Hymnal  shall  be  taught  and  good  music  fur- 
nished for  all  meetings. 

(c)  Part  of  the  hour  of  the  weekly  meeting  shall  be  used  for  the  work  of 
the  Bible  and  Church  Study  Course  and  the  Mission  Study  Course. 

(2)  (a)  This  department  shall  engage  in  practical  work  of  such  sorts  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  by  the  associate  superintendent,  such  as  providing  flowers 
for  the  church  and  the  sick,  visiting  and  aiding  the  sick  and  needy,  and  soliciting 
the  attendance  of  children  at  church  and  Sunday  school,  and  shall  endeavor  to 
help  the  pastor  in  every  way  possible. 

(b)  It  shall  be  a  part  of  the  work  of  this  department  to  forward  the  cause 
of  temperance  and  good  government  by  means  of  special  programs  and  meetings 
for  instruction. 

(c)  The  course  of  study  for  this  department  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

(3)  (a)  The  work  of  this  department  shall  be  carried  on  following  the 
weekly  devotional  meetings,  except  those  in  charge  of  the  fourth  department,  and 
by  special  meetings.  The  study  course  in  the  Bible,  Church  History  and  Doctrines, 
and  the  benevolences  shall  be  used. 

(b)  This  department  shall  furnish  wholesome  entertainment  and  shall  plan 
for  the  development  of  the  social  life  of  the  Juniors. 

(c)  An  earnest  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  the  habit  of  reading 
good  books. 

(4)  (a)  This  department  shall  carry  out  a  missionary  program  once  a 
month  and  shall  provide  for  mission  study. 

(b)  This  department  shall  further  secure  pledges  and  collect  money  for 
missions,  which  shall  be  directed  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  The  De- 
partment shall  in  other  ways  aid  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  church  under  the 
direction  of  the  pastor  and  associate  superintendent. 

(c)  The  work  of  the  department  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  associ- 
ate superintendent. 

(d)  The  course  of  study  for  the  department  shall  be  approved  by  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Council. 

7.  The  officers,  the  pastor,  superintendent,  associate  superintendent,  and  any 
assistant    superintendents    shall    constitute    the    Council    of    the    Epworth    Junior 
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Society,  and  shall  meet  monthly  for  consultation  on  the  interests  of  the  society, 
and  to  plan  for  the  business  meeting's  for  general  work. 

8.  The  revenue  of  the  society  shall  be  derived  from  pledges  and  freewill 
offerings  of  the  members. 

9.  The  society  may  enact  such  additional  by-laws  as  may  be  required  in 
accordance  with  this  constitution,  provided  they  are  first  approved  by  the 
Epworth  Junior  Council. 

10.  Chances  in  this  constitution  may  be  made  only  by  the  Epworth  League 
Board  and  the  Woman's  Missionary   Council   in   conference. 

11.  It  is  my  purpose  in  life  to  follow  Jesus,  who  as  a  boy  grew  in  wisdom 
and  in  body  and  in  the  approval  of  God  and  men.  I  will  endeavor  to  learn  His 
will  and  do  it. 

12.  The  motto  for  the  Epworth  Juniors  shall  be  love  and  service.  The  badge 
shall  be  a  Maltese  cross  with  the  letters  E.  J.  on  opposite  sides  of  the  crsos,  and 
the  motto  encircling  the  Calvary  cross  in  the  center.  The  colors  shall  be  blue 
and  silver,  and  the  flower  shall  be  a  pansy. 

13.  Whenever  the  number  of  members  of  the  Epworth  Juniors  is  large  enough 
to  make  it  desirable,  the  society  shall  be  divided  into  groups  according  to  grade. 
Each  group  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  assistant  superintendent,  who  shall  give 
direction  to  the  work  of  the  Bible  and  Church  Study  Course  and  Mission  Courses. 

1+.  (l)  The  superintendent  and  associate  superintendent  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  program  of  work  and  shall  co-operate  for  the  larger  interests  of  the 
society. 

(2)  The  assistant  superintendents  shall  assist  in  planning  the  societv  activities 
and  have  oversight  of  the  work  of  the  different  departments  and  shall  also  have 
charge  of  the  study  classes  in  the  Bible  and  Church  Study  Course.  The  Mission 
Study  Course  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  associate  superintendent. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  EPWORTH  JUNIOR  SOCIETY 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  business  meetings,  and  with  the  help  of 
the  superintendents  shall  see  that  the  committees  do  the  work  planned. 

2.  The   vice-president  shall   preside   in   the   absence   of   the   president. 

3.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  membership  roll,  the  minutes  of  the  business 
meetings,  and  other  records  of  the  society,  and  shall  correspond  with  the  central 
office  of  the  Epworth  League  or  the  district  secretary  and  the  conference  super- 
intendent of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds,  and  by  order  of  the  society 
she  shall  pay  out  the  budget  funds.  The  treasurer  shall  remit  monthly  or  quarterly 
all  missionary  offerings  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the 
local  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

5.  The  agent  of  Juniors  shall  solicit  subscriptions,  secure  renewals,  and  shall 
act  as  librarian  of  the  society. 

6.  Chairmen  of  departments  shall  have  charge  of  the  activities  of  their  re- 
spective departments.  Each  shall  be  assisted  by  a  committee  of  at  least  three 
Juniors. 

7.  A  monthly  business  meeting  shall  be  held,  at  which  the  children  shall 
be  trained   in   elementary   rules   of   order.

THE  WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

On  Tuesday  morning;,  May  22nd,  1878,  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church,  authorized  the  organization  of  the 
"Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,"  to 
"enlist  and  unite  the  efforts  of  women  in  the  work  of  sending  the  gospel  to 
women  in  heathen  lands,  through  the  agency  of  female  missionaries,  teachers, 
and  Bible  readers."  It  was  announced  that  a  meeting  of  women,  visitors,  and 
residents  would  be  held  the  next  morning  at  1  0  o'clock  in  First  Church,  to  create 
this  new  body  within  the  church  under  the  simple  constitution  prepared  for  it. 
"This  constitution  provided  for  "The  General  Executive  Association,"  as  a  central 
legislative  organization,  and  for  conference  societies,  with  authoritv  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  operation  of  the  affairs  of  the  societv  in  connection  with  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  subject  to  its  advice  and  approval.  The  General  Execu- 
tive Association  was  composed  of  its  officers  and  twenty-three  managers  appointed, 
in  the  first  instance  only,  by  the  Bishops  and  Missionary  Secretaries,  the  cor- 
responding secretary  from  each  conference  society,  and  two  delegates  from 
each  conference  society  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  just 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Conference  Society  was  composed 
of  delegates  from  its  auxiliary  societies.  In  1882,  by  constitution  changes,  "The 
General  Executive  Association  "became  the  'Woman's  Board  of  Missions',"  the 
managers  were  reduced  to  five,  the  two  delegates  from  conference  societies  were 
dropped  from  its  membership,  and  children's  work  authorized.  In  1894  the 
Board's  name  was  changed   to  the   "Woman's  Board   of   Foreign   Missions." 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  attended  the  organization 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  and  with  5  3  other  women  from  various  Annual  Conferences, 
enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societv.  Between  that  time 
and  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  in  Charlotte  the  last 
few  days  of  November,  187  8,  some  effort  was  made  to  prepare  the  way  for 
the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  within  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  Letters  were  received  by  women  in  Charlotte,  members  of  old  Tryon 
Street  Church,  in  which  the  Annual  Conference  was  to  meet,  urging  them  to 
organize  a  woman's  missionary  society.  They  did  so.  The  Annual  Conference, 
which  included  Sunday,  the  1st  of  December,  was  presided  over  by  Bishop  George 
F.  Pierce,  and  Dr.  A.  W.  Wilson,  Missionary  Secretarv,  later  becoming  one  of 
our  saintliest  and  most  beloved  bishops,  was  an  honored  visitor.  There  were 
present,  also,  the  wives  of  some  of  our  most  prominent  preachers,  cultured, 
capable,  consecrated  women.  Among  them  were  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Mrs. 
Jesse  Cuninggim,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  and  Mrs.  R.  F.  Bumpass.  At  their  re- 
quest, Dr.  Wilson  announced  that  a  woman's  meeting  would  be  held  in  the 
church  on  Sunday  afternoon,  to  discuss  the  organization  of  a  Conference  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society.  At  that  meeting  Rev.  R.  C.  Oliver,  of  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  led  the  opening  devotions,  after  which  missionarv  addresses  were  made  by 
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Dr.  Wilson  explaining  the  new  society,  the  great  need  for  it,  and  its  manner  of 
functioning,  and  bv  Rev.  M.  L.  Wood  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  who, 
a  retired  missionary  to  China,  was  able  to  speak  with  authority  of  China's  con- 
dition without  the  gospel,  and  her  need  of  woman's  work  for  women.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Annual  Conference  Journal,  "about  a  dozen"  enrolled  for  member- 
ship when  the  opportunity  was  given.  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  was  then  called  to 
preside  over  the  meeting,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell  to  act  as  secretarv,  and  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  organized 
by  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  and  the  election  of  these  officers:  President, 
Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Greensboro;  vice-president,  Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Cuninggim, 
Wilson;  corresponding  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpass,  Greensboro;  recording 
secretary,  Miss  Blanche  Fentress,  Raleigh;  and  treasurer,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Lillv,  Fay- 
etteville.  By  Mav,  when  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Asso- 
ciation was  held,  9  auxiliaries  had  been  organized,  and  in  December,  at  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Societv,  20  were  reported,  with  450  members 
who  had  contributed  $453.55  to  missions,  the  results  of  the  efforts  of  those  5 
widely  separated  women.  All  the  officers  were  re-elected.  As  vice-presidents,  these 
women,  also,  were  elected:  Mrs.  T.  Caldwell  of  Morganton;  Mrs.  R.  O.  Burton, 
Halifax;  Mrs.  W.  S.  Black,  Raleigh;  Miss  H.  G.  Cole,  Chapel  Hill;  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Kornegay,  Goldsboro;  Mrs.  Robert  Gray,  Winston;  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Kins- 
ton;  Mrs.  J.  S.  Carr,  Durham;  Mrs.  Julia  Barrow,  Louisburg;  and  Miss  Alice 
Wallace,  Wilmington.  In  1886  a  change  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  substi- 
tuted secretaries  with  definite  duties,  one  for  each  presiding  elder's  district,  for 
all  the  vice-presidents  except  one. 

In  1881  a  constitution  for  Juvenile  Societies  was  provided  by  the  General 
Executive  Association.  As  early  as  1870,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpass  had  organized  a 
children's  society  in  Greensboro.  In  1877  Mrs.  J.  B.  Martin  had  a  flourishing 
one  in  Chapel  Hill.  By  18  82  there  were  at  least  5  others.  In  March,  18  82,  Mrs. 
W.  S.  Black  organized  the  children  into  a  Conference  Society  which  she  called 
"The  Bright  Jewels."  Bearing  that  name,  there  appeared  for  several  vears 
(1890-92),  a  paper  which  she  edited  and  published  for  them,  till,  at  her  request, 
it  was  sold  to  the  Woman's  Board  after  that  body  had  launched  its  own  juvenile 
periodical.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  December,  1882,  she  reported  18  new  organ- 
izations with  608  members  and  $128.51  contributed  by  them.  All  who  were  not 
adults  were  organized  under  the  constitution  for  juveniles,  all  ages  working 
together.  Many  young  people,  however,  were  not  being  reached  and  enlisted. 
They  did  not  fit  in  either  society.  In  1888,  the  gap  between  them  had  become 
so  wide  that  our  Conference  president,  Mrs.  Lucv  A.  Cuninggim,  recommended 
a  separate  organization  for  young  people  as  a  bridge  over  it.  Though  no  sepa- 
rate constitution  was  provided  for  them  till  1910,  the  Woman's  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  allowed  the  conference  societies  much  liberty  in  dealing  with  this 
problem.  This  Conference  Societv,  in  1897,  adopted  a  resolution  "to  organize 
young  people's  societies  wherever  practicable,  that  Bright  Jewel  Bands  at  the  age 
of  1 8  become  Young  People's  Societies,  and  that  a  voung  lady  be  appointed 
counsellor."  Thus,  our  Young  People's  Society  was  a  gradual  development  as 
the   need  for  it  grew. 
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Miss  Lizzie  Reid  Martin,  our  first  foreign  missionary,  sailed  in  August,  1896, 
for  China,  and  by  1913  we  had  sent  out  6  missionaries:  2  to  China,  3  to  Brazil, 
and  1  to  Korea.  There  were  then  118  active  adult  auxiliaries  with  3,000  mem- 
bers; 30  young  people's  societies  with  602  members;  77  Bright  Jewel  Bands 
with  2,563  members;  Baby  enrollment  60;  and  during  the  35  years  since  its 
organization,  $182,355.31  had  been  raised  by  this  Conference  Society  for  mis- 
sions in  foreign  lands.

THE   WOMAN'S   HOME   MISSION   SOCIETY 

Authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  1886,  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission 
Society"  began  that  year,  as  a  "Woman's  Department  of  the  General  and  Annual 
Conference  Boards  of  Church  Extension,"  to  raise  funds  for  purchasing  or 
securing  parsonages.  The  constitution  provided  a  General  Secretary,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Board,  to  conduct  the  correspondence  for  that  part  of 
the  work  and  furnish  reports  of  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board;  a 
Secretary  of  this  Department  for  each  Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Annual  Conference  Board  to  organize  parsonage  societies  in  the  various 
charges  and  make  reports  of  the  work  in  the  conference  to  both  General  and 
Conference  Secretaries  of  the  Church  Extension  Boards;  a  Treasurer  in  each 
Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board  to  receive  the  funds 
of  the  parsonage  societies,  turning  over  half  to  the  General  and  half  to  the 
Conference  Board;  and  a  district  secretary  for  each  presiding  elder's  district, 
also  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board,  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  organizing 
parsonage  societies  and  to  keep  her  informed  of  the  work  and  the  needs  within 
her  district.  In  1890- the  General  Conference  gave  a  new  constitution  to  this 
enterprise,  which  made  of  the  "Woman's  Department  of  Church  Extension,"  a 
connectional  organization,  to  be  called  the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mis- 
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sion  Society,"  the  object  of  which  should  be  "to  unite  the  efforts  of  Christian 
women  and  children  in  collecting  funds  for  procuring  homes  for  itinerant  preach- 
ers and  otherwise  aiding  the  cause  of  Christ."  It  was  still  a  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  but  with  increased  power  and  a  larger  field  of 
service.  A  "Central  Committee,"  to  be  appointed  quadrennially  by  the  General 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  composed  of  a  president,  general  secretary,  general 
treasurer,  and  9  managers,  was  provided  with  power  to  appropriate  the  funds 
collected  by  the  women  of  the  Conference  Societies,  and  to  use  such  means  and 
make  such  by-laws  as  it  might  deem  necessary  for  the  progress  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board.  Conference  and  auxiliary  societies 
were  authorized.  In  189  8  this  work  was  again  completely  reorganized  and  its 
field  of  service  again  greatly  enlarged.  Another  constitution  was  granted,  and 
the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  Society"  became  the  "Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society."  The  "Central  Committee"  became  the  "Woman's  Board 
of  Home  Missions,"  consisting  of  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  General 
Secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  General  Treasurer,  and  the  corresponding 
secetary  of  each  Conference  Society. 

The  Woman's  Department  of  Church  Extension  was  organized  in  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  at  Reidsville  in  1886,  by  Dr.  David  Morton,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Miss  Bettie  Carter  and  Mrs. 
A.  G.  Carr,  both  of  Durham,  were  appointed  to  serve,  respectively,  as  secretary 
and  treasurer,  supported  by  these  district  secretaries:  Raleigh  District,  Miss  Lillian 
Branson  of  Raleigh;  Durham,  Mrs.  A.  G.  Headen  of  Pittsboro;  Greensboro, 
Mrs.  D.  A.  Robinson  of  Greensboro;  Salisbury,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Odell  of  Concord; 
Statesville,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Connelly  of  Statesville;  Charlotte,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Winchester 
of  Monroe;  Shelby,  Miss  Amanda  Lee  of  Shelby;  Fayetteville,  Miss  Belle 
Worthy  of  Jonesboro;  Wilmington,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Hodges  of  Wilmington;  New 
Bern,  Miss  Sarah  Davis  of  Beaufort;  Washington,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Gatlin  of  Tar- 
boro;  Trinity  College,  Miss  Laura  Clements  of  Lexington;  and  Warrenton, 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Thorn  of  Littleton.  During  the  year  Miss  Carter,  Miss  Davis,  and 
Mrs.  Winchester  resigned,  and  Mrs.  John  R.  Brooks,  Mrs.  C.  P.  Dey  of  Beau- 
fort, and  Mrs.  Walter  Brem  of  Charlotte,  were  appointed  in  1887  to  succeed 
them.  The  General  Conference  of  1890  divided  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
and  Mrs.  Brooks  became  a  member  of  the  Western  Conference.  Mrs.  Sue  D. 
Swindell,  being  appointed  to  succeed  her,  reorganized  the  work,  under  the  new 
constitution,  into  a  Conference  Society,  with  the  election  of  the  officers  called  for 
by  the  constitution:  president,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell;  corresponding  secretary, 
Mrs.  S.  L.  H.  Clark,  Raleigh;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Roger  Moore,  Wilmington.  In 
1894,  Mrs.  Swindell  resigned  when  elected  to  the  office  of  corresponding  secretary 
in  the  Foreign  Missionary  Conference  Society,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Shaw  of  Wilmington.  In  1898,  there  was  another  reorganization  under  a  new 
constitution,  upon  the  resignation  of  the  old  officers  and  the  election  of  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Spiers  of  Weldon  as  president,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  of  New  Bern  as  treasurer, 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Simpson  as  corresponding  secretary.  The  Society  took  on  new 
life,  and  the  work  moved  onward  with  gratifying  success. 

The  first  juvenile  society  was  reported  in    1895   with   7   members,  and  in    1896 
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it  was  reported  that  the  Baby  Roll  had  been  organized  with  8  members.  The 
separation  of  young  people  from  children  into  societies  of  their  own  was  a 
gradual  development  as  it  was  in  the  Foreign  Society.  Report  was  made  in  1906 
of  "5  young  people's  and  juvenile  societies  with  122  members,"  and  in  1908 
there  was  reported  "1    young  people's  society  with    14   members." 

The  General  Conference  of  1902  authorized  the  office  of  deaconess  in  the 
church,  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Davis,  Areola,  N.  C,  was  a  member,  in  1903,  of  the  first  class  of  deaconesses 
to  be  graduated  from  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  opened  in  September, 
1892,  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  by  1913  this  Conference  Society  had  two  other 
deaconesses  in  service*  At  that  time  there  were  90  adult  auxiliaries  with  2,400 
members;  22  young  people's  societies  with  466  members;  45  junior  divisions 
with  1,087  members;  a  baby  enrollment  of  40;  and  $53,758.78  for  connectional 
work  and  $75,785.02  for  local  work,  had  been  raised  in  26  years  by  our  Home 
Mission  Conference  Society.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

The  General  Conference  of  1910  placed  all  the  missionary  work  of  the 
church  under  the  direction  of  one  board.  The  Parent  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
were  united  to  form  the  General  Board  of  Missions  with  Foreign  and  Home 
Departments.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  an  organization  of  women, 
with  Foreign  and  Home  Departments,  was  provided  to  carry  on  the  work  previ- 
ously done  by  the  two  Woman's  Boards.  Union  between  the  conference  and 
auxiliary  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Societies  was  not  forced,  but  urgently 
recommended. 

The  two  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  Societies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  united  in  1913,  when  they  met  in  joint  session  in  Wilson,  adopted 
the  constitution  for  united  societies,  and  elected  the  officers  called  for  by  it: 
president,  Miss  Emma  C.  Page,  Aberdeen;  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  vice-presidents, 
Mrs.  N.   H.  D.  Wilson,  II,  Goldsboro,   Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Durham,  Mrs.  W.   B. 
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North,  Jackson,  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Speight,  Raleigh,  in  charge  respectively  of 
Children's  Work,  Young  People's  Work,  Christian  Stewardship  and  Mission 
Study,  and  Social  Service  and  Local  Work;  corresponding  secretaries:  Foreign 
Department,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Wilson,  and  Home  Department,  Mrs.  R.  B. 
John,  Fayetteville;  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Stanbury,  Clinton;  treasurers: 
Foreign  Department,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams,  Four  Oaks,  and  Home  Department, 
Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton,  Selma;  president  emeritus,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis,  Elizabeth 
City;  supplies,  Mrs.  Ida  T.  Wilkins,  Weldon ;  press  work,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan, 
Raleigh;  field  secretary,  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Durham.  District  Secretaries:  Durham 
District,  Mrs.  B.  N.  Mann  of  Durham;  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Winslow  of 
Elizabeth  City;  Fayetteville,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Muse  of  Carthage;  New  Bern,  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison  of  Faison;  Raleigh,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  of  Louisburg;  Rocking- 
ham, Mrs.  J.  F.  Ray  of  Laurinburg;  Warrenton,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Shaw  of  Weldon; 
Washington,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Baugham  of  Washington;  and  Wilmington,  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Murphy  of  Wallace. 

The  General  Conference  of  1914  made  further  changes  in  the  constitutions 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  These  necessitated 
corresponding  changes  in  the  Council  bv-laws  and  the  constitutions  and  by-laws 
of  all  conference  and  auxiliary  societies.  They  became  effective  in  1915  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Society.  The  principal  changes  unified  the  Foreign 
and  Home  Departments  of  all  societies,  reduced  the  number  of  officers  by  pro- 
viding only  one  corresponding  secretary  and  one  treasurer,  placed  the  Studv  and 
the  Social  Service  Departments  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-president, 
and  provided  that  both  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society  should  be  members  of  the  Council,  instead  of  onlv  the  latter, 
as  had  been  the  provision  from  the  beginning  in  both  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Woman's  Boards.  In  1918  the  Young  People's  and  the  Children's  Departments 
also  were  placed  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-presidents,  and  onlv  one 
vice-president  provided. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Societv  formed  bv  the  unification  of  the  "Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society"  and  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,"  em- 
braced all  the  work  of  both  societies  with  impartial,  equal  love,  and  with  earnest 
zeal  has  been  faithful  to  the  larger  task,  endeavoring  to  carrv  on  all  the  work 
towards  final  success.  This  Conference  Society  has  adopted  each  new  feature  as 
it  has  been  presented,  and  has  cheerfully  adapted  itself  to  each  change  as  it  has 
been  made  by  General  Conference,  Mission  Board,  or  Council,  in  true  Methodist 
spirit. 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  has  sent  12  of  her  daugh- 
ters as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China,  4  to  Brazil,  4  to  Korea,  1  to 
Mexico,  and  another  is  appointed  this  year  (  19  31)  to  Brazil,  with  9  others  who 
went  as  missionary  wives  with  their  husbands:  1  to  China,  2  to  Korea,  2  to 
Japan,  3  to  Brazil,  and  1  to  Africa;  and  9  others  have  been  consecrated  and 
served  as  deaconess  or  city  missionary  in  our  own  country.  This  vear,  1931,  there 
are  reported  326  adult  auxiliaries  with  8,602  members;  40  young  people's 
societies    with    667    members;    a    total    of    3  54    children's    divisions    with     6,406 
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members.  Since  1878  the  auxiliaries  of  the  Conference  Societies  have  raised 
$1,158,625.55  for  missions  in  foreign  and  home  lands,  and  $702,038.11  for 
local  work.

Mrs.  Plyler,  superintendent  of  Publicity,  made  her  report  and 
stressed  the  use  of  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  page  in  the  Advocate. 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  presented  the  Children's  magazine,  World 
Friends. 
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It  was  found  by  count  that  81  women  in  the  room  had  never 
before  attended  an  annual  meeting. 

Miss  Vara  L.  Herring  presented  a  paper  expressing  approval  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  having  enacted  legislation  providing  a  55-hour 
week  for  women,  and  asking  that  House  Bill  287  be  concurred  in, 
and  Senate  Bill  69  be  reconsidered.  It  was  voted  to  adopt  this  paper, 
and  hav^  a  copy  sent  at  once  to  the  legislature. 

It  was  voted  to  send  telegrams  to  the  absent  officers,  Mrs.  Kendall 
and  Mrs.  Mallison,  who  are  prevented  by  illness  from  attendance. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  her  challenging  message  as  president  of  the  con- 
ference society. 

Conference  guests,  as  follows,  were  introduced  and  brought  greet- 
ings: Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele,  Council  Candidate  Secretary;  Miss  Euline 
Smith,  missionary  on  furlough  from  Korea;  Miss  Mamie  Chandler, 
deaconess  in  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Gates  made  announcements  about  the  program. 

Other  announcements  were  made  about  the  Book  Room  and  the 
Prayer  Room. 

A  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  appointed:  Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep, 
Miss  Bessie  Harding,  Mrs.  G.  F.  Smith. 

Several  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  were  intro- 
duced. 

Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  and  of  books  published  by  the  Advocate  Printing  House. 

Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele  led  the  noon  devotional,  offering  prayer  and 
using  as  a  text  for  her  remarks  John  1 1 :28.  She  spoke  upon  the  unique 
and  distinct  contribution  which  Christian  womanhood  must  make  to 
the  world  today. 

The  session  adjourned  to  enjoy  a  delicious  luncheon  at  the  Chris- 
tian Church.

Mrs.  Branch  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Sessions  Committee 
on  Young  People's  work.  These,  after  explanations  by  Mrs.  Branch 
and  Mrs.  Steele,  were  adopted. 

A  message  from  Council  was  brought  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick, 
conference  secretary,  who  comprehensively  reviewed  the  doings  of  the 
days  spent  at  Council  at  Memphis  in  March. 

Miss  Euline  Smith  told  of  what  Council  mean  to  her,  especially 
in  her  consecration. 

Miss  Mamie  Chandler  told  of  her  impression  of  the  Council  meet- 
ing, telling  particularly  about  the   Deaconesses'  Conference. 

Mrs.  Steele  expressed  appreciation  and  approval  of  these  reports 
from  C.iuncil. 

The  hymn,  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life,"  was  sung. 

Counts  were  taken  of  the  ministers'  wives  present,  51  ;  and  of  the 

ladies   present   who   never   before    have    attended   an    annual    meeting, 

which  numbered  56.  These  added  to  the  81  reported  on  Tuesday  made 

137. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Christian 
Social  Relations.  The  report  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

Mrs.  T.  B.  Dameron,  of  Goldsboro,  read  the  recommendations  of 
the  Sessions  Committee  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations.  The  report 
was  adopted,  item  by  item. 

Item  7  was  accepted  after  being  amended. 

The  Study  Jewel  for  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  in  the 
district  reporting  three  study  classes  was  awarded  by  Mrs.  Everett  to 
Mrs.  L.  T.  Townsend,  of  the  Rockingham  District.  It  was  presented 
by  Miss  Harding,  secretary  of  the  Washington  District,  who  had  held 
it  for  two  years. 

Mrs.  Lula  Hester  Rhodes  had  sent  a  picture  of  the  Bok  Singing

Mrs.  Everett  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Stud}'.  This 
was  adopted  and  placed  on  file. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Study  was  read  by  Mrs.

John  Lasley  Dameron  and  Mrs.  Dameron,  of  Burlington,  and 
Miss  Mattie  Pulliam,  were  introduced. 

Marv  E.  Moore,  doing  mountain  work  among  her  own  (the 
colored)   people,  was  introduced  and  told  of  her  work. 

Little   Hamilton  Bass  Moore  was  presented. 

Mrs.  Everett  spoke  words  of  appreciation  for  Mrs.  Steele's  pres- 
ence and  help,  which  were  seconded  by  a  rising  vote,  and  responded  to 
by  Mrs.  Steele  with  gracious  words  of  thanks. 

At  the  opening  of  the  noontide  worship,  a  duet  was  beautifully 
rendered  by  Mrs.  Lawson  Dick  and  Mrs.  Homer  Andrews,  after 
which  hymn,  "Lord,  for  Tomorrow  and  Its  Deeds,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Steele  led  into  the  presence  of  God  in  prayer  and  in  speaking 
from  the  thought  in  the  4th  chapter  of  John,  verses  7-11,  "God  is 
love,"  as  a  basis  for  our  faith  and  as  a  reason  for  our  hope  in  perfect- 
ing our  Christian  living. 

Rev.  L.  D.   Hayman  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  23,  1931 

The  Thursday  afternoon  session  opened  by  singing,  "Jesus  Calls

Life  and  Message.  The  names  of  two  ladies  were  added  to  the  com- 
mittee, Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis  and  Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep. 

Mrs.  Gates  made  a  most  interesting  report  of  her  attendance  at 
the  meeting  last  December  in  Washington  of  the  North  American 
Home  Missions  Congress. 

Mrs.  Richard  Seymour,  of  Burlington,  was  presented  as  the  only 
holder  of  an  Annuity  Bond  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

The  minutes  of  the  Thursday  sessions  were  read,  corrected,  and 
placed  on  file. 

A  note  was  read  from  Mary  E.  Moore,  thanking  the  ladies  of  the 
conference  for  the  $17.00  which  they  gave  her. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Dimmette  closed  this  nineteenth  annual  meeting  with 
the  benediction.

EXECUTIVE  RETREAT,  ROCKINGHAM,  OCT.  16-17,  1930 

The  first  session  of  the  retreat  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  was  held  at 
Old  Carolina  Club,  near  Rockingham,  at  5:50  o'clock  on  Thursday, 
October  16,  1930,  with  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  president,  presiding.  The 
following  members  responded  to  the  roll  call:  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Faison, 
Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  Patten,  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Mallison,  Mrs. 
Wooten,  Mrs.  Everett,  Miss  Herring,  Mrs.  Knight,  Mrs.  Scott,  Miss 
Robertson,  Mrs.  Willis,  Mrs.  Whitehead,  Mrs.  Kendall,  Miss  White, 
Miss  Graham  and  Mrs.  Clarke. 

The  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Scott. 

It  was  voted  to  send  a  letter  of  love  and  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Town- 
send  because  of  her  bereavement  in  the  loss  of  her  brother. 

Mrs.  McKinne  made  her  report  as  treasurer,  stating  that  we  were 
$3,000  behind  last  year  at  the  same  date,  that  $27,000  had  been  sent 
to  Council  so  far  this  year,  and  that  $26,000  still  was  due. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  explained  the  special  membership  campaign  under- 
taken this  fall. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Boney,  thanking  the  committee  for 
dedicating  the  "Minutes"  of  last  year  to  her.  It  was  voted  to  send  a 
note  to  Mrs.  Boney. 

The  committee  decided  to  draw  up  resolutions  to  be  published  in 
the  Advocate,  upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell.  Mrs.  Scott 
was  appointed  chairman  of  this  committee,  the  other  members  being 
Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Kendall  and  Mrs.  Plyler. 

Miss  Herring  brought  a  message  from  Mrs.  H.  B.  Branch,  and 
Mrs.  McKinne  one  from  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  after  supper. 

Thursday  Evening 

The  Executive  Committee  reassembled  at  7:15  on  Thursday  even- 
ing, at  which  time  Mrs.  Kendall  led  a  devotional  stressing  the  need 
for  wings  of  courage  and  faith. 

The  question  of  a  scholarship  at  Scarritt  for  Ola  Morris  was 
discussed.  It  was  voted  to  wire  Mrs.  Steele  that  we  allow  Ola  Morris 
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to  have  this  scholarship  for  this  year,  provided  she  meets  the   further 
requirements  suggested  by  Mrs.  Steele. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  read  a  letter  from  Vance  Thompson. 

Departmental  discussions  were  started;  first  by  Mrs.  Scott  on  liter- 
ature. 

Mrs.  Gates  said  that  the  Voice  cultivation  was  in  an  uncertain  con- 
dition. After  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  since  it  seemed  to  agree  with 
Council  plans  and  since  the  superintendent  of  Literature  has  so  much 
work  in  connection  with  her  headquarters,  that  we  have  our  conference 
superintendent  of  Publicity  attend  to  the   Voice  cultivation. 

For  the  department  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  Knight  requested  that  more 
reports  from  auxiliaries  be  urged. 

Mrs.  Kendall  requested  that  the  amount  of  $25.50  be  loaned  from 
the  conference  expense  fund  to  the  New  Bern  District  to  complete  its 
gift  of  $57.50  to  Miss  Dora  Armstrong,  this  said  $25.50  to  be  re- 
funded when  it  could  be  gotten  from  the  Eastern  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  of  New  Bern.  It  was  so  voted. 

Mrs.  Everett  ma  Jc  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Committee,  before 
the  next  General  Conference,  prepare  a  slate  suggesting  a  group  of 
women  to  represent  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  as  delegates  to 
General  Conference.  It  was  so  voted.  It  was  voted  that  the  chair  appoint 
a  committer  to  arrange  the  proper  procedure  for  this. 
The  meeting  adjourned. 

Friday  Morning 

The  Friday  morning  session  of  the  retreat  opened  at  10  o'clock 
with  a  devotional  led  by  Mrs.  Knight,  who  read  the   121st  Psalm. 

Mrs.  Gates  explained  that  there  is  not  provided  a  place  for  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  on  the  Conference  Board 
of  Christian  Education,  and  after  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  we  ask 
our  bishop  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  have  official  represen- 
tation in  the  person  of  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  prefer- 
ably the  superintendent  of  Study,  on  the  Conference  Board  of  Christian 
Education. 

It  was.  also  voted  to  ask  the  presiding  elders  to  nominate  a  pro- 
portionate number  of  missionary  women  on  the  Conference  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

Departmental  discussion   was  resumed,  with   Miss  Herring  report- 
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in°:  op  Social  Service  work.  She  read  recommendations  from  an  Inter- 
racial Conference  held  recently  in  Raleigh. 

Suggestions  were  made  about  publicity  to  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Plyler, 
who  was  absent. 

Mrc.  Everett  moved,  it  was  seconded  and  so  voted  that  the  record- 
ing secretary  have  an  annual  report  as  do  the  other  officers,  this  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  the  conference. 

Mrs  Scott  led  the  noon  devotional,  reading  the  42nd  Psalm.  Mrs. 
Wocten  led  in  prayer  and  several  heart  testimonies  were  given. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  dinner. 

Friday  Afternoon 

The  worship  period  for  Friday  afternoon  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Herr'pg,  who  read  I.  Cor.  3  and  spoke  about  being  fellow-workers 
with  God. 

The  matter  of  sending  our  president  as  an  associate  delegate  to  the 
Nortfi  American  Home  Missions  Congress,  to  be  held  in  Washington 
December  1  -5th,  was  discussed.  It  was  voted  to  do  this. 

Pnns  for  the  annual  missionary  conference  were  made.  It  was 
decided  to  have  the  dates  from  April  21 -23rd,  1931.  The  president 
was  authorized  to  ask  Mrs.  Stephens  to  be  the  Council  officer  at  the 
annual  meeting.  As  an  alternate,  Mrs.  Steele  was  suggested. 

Mrs.  Faison  moved,  it  was  seconded  and  so  voted  that  the  pledge 
to  Council  for  1931  be  $53,000. 

Tne  district  secretaries  recommended  that  the  "Zone  Standard  of 
Excellence"  be  eliminated,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

It  was  voted  that  we  ask  the  bishop  for  the  privilege  of  having  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  presented  at  the  annual  con- 
ference. The  president  was  decided  upon  as  the  person  to  make  this 
presentation. 

It  was  voted  that  each  auxiliary  check  itself  on  an  honor  roll  slip 
and  return  it  to  the  district  secretary  or  Mrs.  Wooten  before  that 
auxiliaiy  can  be  considered  on  the  honor  roll. 

It  was  decided  that  the  minutes  be  dedicated  each  year  to  an  out- 
stand:ng  conference   worker. 

The  date  for  the  annual  retreat  was  discussed  and  it  was  decided 
to  have  it  in  the  middle  of  the  week  following  the  15th  of  October, 
1931 

The  department  report  on  Study  was  made  by  Mrs.  Everett.  She

The  meeting  adjourned  until  evening. 

Friday  Night

Mrs.  Everett  spoke  about  the  Historical  Committee  and  suggested 
ways  of  preserving  historical  data  about  early  Methodism. 

Departmental  discussion  was  resumed  with  Mrs.  Wooten  report- 
ing on  Children's  work. 

The  Young  People's  work  was  reported  on  by  the  superintendent, 
Mrs.  Mallison. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  of  the  possibility  of  Miss  Amma  Graham  having 
to  give  up  her  work  temporarily. 

Mrs.  Knight  offered  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Everett  and 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Green  for  providing  for  our  comfort  while  at  camp, 
which  were  passed  by  a  rising  vote. 

Mrs.  Kendall  reported  for  the  district  secretaries  about  the  dis- 
cussions they  had  had  in  their  separate  sessions. 

The  minutes  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

The  retreat  adjourned,  after  a  few  remarks  and  prayer  bv  Mrs. 
Gates.

EXECUTIVE  MEETING,  FEBRUARY  20,  1931 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  .Society  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  met  on  February  20,  1931,  at  Duke 
Memorial  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  the  session  opening  at  11:30  o'clock 
with  a  devotional  led  by  Dr.  Walter  Stanbury. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Mesdames  Gates,  Chad- 
wick,  Scott,  Wooten,  Plyler,  Everett,  Mallison,  Faison,  McKinne, 
Kendall,  Patten  and  Miss  Herring. 

After  the  reading  of  a  letter  telling  of  the  death  of  the  Council 
president,  Mrs.  F.  F.  Stephens,  it  was  voted  to  have  the  corresponding 
secretary  send  our  loving  sympathy  in  a  telegram  to  Dr.  Stephens.  It 
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was  also  voted  to  have  resolutions  of  respect  arranged  for  by  Mrs. 
Plyler  and  Mrs.  Everett. 

It  was  decided  to  send  a  wire  of  approval  of  the  House  bill  287, 
which  was  before  the  legislature. 

Mrs.  Gates  named  a  committee  from  the  executive  body  who 
shall  prepare  a  list  of  names  of  a  group  of  women  who  would  be 
acceptable  as  delegates  to  the  next  General  Conference.  This  com- 
mittee is  Mrs.  Everett,  Mrs.  Wooten,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  Faison 
and  Miss  Herring. 

For  Mrs.  Swindell  it  was  decided  to  have  a  memoir  read  at  the 
annual  meeting  and  printed  in  our  minutes. 

At  Mrs.  Everett's  suggestion,  it  was  voted  to  dedicate  the  minutes 
for  1931  to  Mrs.  Ida  T.  Wilkins,  and  that  the  secretary  send  a  mes- 
sage to  this  effect  at  once  to  Mrs.  Wilkins. 

The  matter  of  the  expense  of  printing  the  minutes  was  discussed. 
An  estimate  of  $350  for  this  year  was  offered  by  the  Owen  Dunn 
Printing  firm  of  New  Bern. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  enjoy  a  delicious  dinner,  served  at  the 
home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Stanbury. 

At  the  resumption  of  business,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter 
of  printing  the  minutes  to  the  judgment  of  the  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  who  live  in  New  Bern,  together  with  the  president 
and  the  treasurer,  after  consulting  the  Advocate  and  other  printing 
houses. 

The  mimeographing  of  the  reports  of  committees  for  the  annual 
meeting  was  taken  up.  It  was  voted  to  have  these  reports,  provided  they 
cost  $25  or  less. 

Mrs.  McKinne  read  a  letter  from  Council  officers  about  finances 
and,  after  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  we  take  no  new  action  on  our 
pledge. 

A  letter  relative  to  the  support  of  Elizabeth  Sneeden  in  Brazil 
next  year  was  read.  It  was  decided  to  allow  Mrs.  Gates  to  arrange  to 
pay  the  necessary  $750,  provided  that  this  could  be  included  in  our 
pledge  of  $53,000. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  that  Mrs.  Hume  Steele  will  be  the  Council 
officer  at  our  conference,  with  Dr.  Hickman  to  preach  the  conference 
sermon  and  several  missionaries  in  attendance. 
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Mrs.  Gates  reported  upon  the  World  Missions  Conference  which 
she  attended  in  Washington  in  December  last. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Scott.

EXECUTIVE   MEETING,  APRIL  20,    1931,   BURLINGTON 

On  the  evening  of  April  20th,  1931,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
met  at  8  o'clock  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  H.  P.  McKay,  in  Burlington. 

Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele,  Council  Candidate  secretary,  opened  the 
session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  the  president,  was  in  the  chair,  with  all  mem- 
bers present  except  Mrs.  Kendall,  Mrs.  Mallison,  Mrs.  Knight  and 
Miss  Harding.  As  guests,  there  were  Mrs.  Steele,  Mrs.  Boney,  and 
Mrs.  Gertie   Matthews,  who  substituted  for  Mrs.   Kendall. 

Mrs.  Gates  first  went  over  the  program  of  the  annual  meeting, 
explaining  details.

Mrs.  Chadwick  read  material  about  a  change  in  the  basis  of  mem- 
bership (Article  3,  Constitution  for  Adult  Societies).  Mrs.  Steele  ex- 
plained and  spoke  in  favor  of  this  idea  of  using  the  free  will  offering 
method  with  a  budget  basis. 

The  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  was  enlarged  by 
adding  Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT 

ENLARGED  PROGRAM 

Last  year,  as  a  result  of  the  re-evaluation  of  our  task,  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  launched  an  enlarged  program  of  study  and  activity.  Our  own 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  decided  to  co- 
operate in  this  movement.  The  year's  trial  has  proved  that  it  is  a  fitting  instru- 
ment for  the  service  of  Christ  in  the  present  generation  and  should  enlist  the 
interest  of  the  entire  womanhood  of  the  church,  since  it  links  us  with  every 
Christian  movement  for  uplift  in  our  country  today.  Its  complete  attainment 
can  only  be  realized  through  the  consecrated  effort  of  every  member  of  the 
Missionary  Society.  We  must  not,  therefore,  falter  at  this  time,  when  the  way 
of  duty  is  clear  and  human  needs  are  calling  loud  and  long.  It  sometimes  seems 
that  before  us  lies  the  Red  Sea  of  difficulty  and  financial  depression,  while 
discouragement,  like  the  army  of  the  Egyptians,  follows  upon  our  heels.  But  let 
us  obey  the  command  to  "Go  forward,"  remembering  that  our  God  can  part 
the  waters  of  difficulty  for  us  only  when  we  advance.  No  pathway  will  open 
for  us  until  our  feet  touch  the  edge  of  the  waters.  As  Dean  Inge  has  so  strikingly 
said,  "Timidity  is  the  wrong  policy  for  the  church  in  our  day.  We  must  go  for- 
ward toward  a  new  type  of  Christianity  in  friendly  alliance  with  all  the  other 
spiritual  and  intellectual  forces  of  our  time,  learning  from  them  and  directing 
them  to  higher  aims." 

NEW  LEGISLATION 

The  creation  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  has  given  rise  to  changes 
which  are  destined  to  have  far-reaching  effect  on  woman's  work  in  the  church. 
Provision  is  made  for  twenty  lay  members  on  the  new  board,  "half  of  whom 
shall  be  women."  Thus  women  are  privileged  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  fram- 
ing of  plans  and  policies  of  an  important  board  of  the  church,  the  activities  of 
which  are  not  confined  to  women.  In  our  own  conference,  of  eighteen  lay  mem- 
bers named  by  the  presiding  elders,  five  are  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  two  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 
The  president  of  the  local  auxiliary  is  by  General  Conference  provision  a  member 
of  her  local  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

WOMAN'S  LARGER  SPHERE 

The  duties  of  the  local  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education,  as  outlined  in 
the  Discipline,  are  vital  and  comprehensive.  Every  woman  who  becomes  president 
of  a  missionary  society  can  be  of  invaluable  service  to  her  church  by  becoming 
familiar  with  the  duties  of  the  board  and  by  entering  heartily  into  its  activities. 
This  change  places  an  increased  responsibility  upon  the  president  of  the  auxiliary 
and  gives  her  the  opportunity  to  render  a  large  service  in  her  church.  It  is  to  be 
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hoped  that  every  woman  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  will  co-operate  in 
every  plan  of  the  church  to  meet  more  effectively  the  challenge  of  the  world 
today. 
CHANGE  MOST  VITAL  TO  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 
The  change  most  vitally  affecting  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  involves 
the  removal  of  the  Department  of  Young  People's  Work  from  our  organization. 
The  young  people  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  years  of  age  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education.  The  present  period,  during  which 
the  young  people  are  being  transferred  to  the  new  board,  calls  for  patient  and 
sympathetic  co-operation.  Through  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  a  unified 
program  of  religious  and  missionary  education  is  to  be  provided  for  the  young 
people  of  the  church.  The  deep  concern  of  all  should  be  for  a  program  that 
will  challenge  the  youth  of  our  day  and  win  them  for  Christ  and  His  church. 
By  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  president  of  the  missionary  society  is  a  member 
of  the  local  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education,  she  is  privileged  to  share  in 
the  promotion  of  the  program  of  Christian  and  missionary  education  for  all 
the  young  people  of  her  church. 

YOUNG  WOMEN'S   CIRCLES 

No  more  important  or  imperative  responsibility  rests  upon  us  at  this  time 
than  the  formulation  of  plans  for  reaching  the  young  womanhood  of  the  church 
with  an  appealing  challenge  for  service  through  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 
Any  woman  twenty-four  years  of  age  is  eligible  for  membership  in  our  mis- 
sionary society.  It  is  incumbent  upon  us,  therefore,  to  see  to  it  that  all  such 
young  women  are  invited  to  join  and  that  their  services  be  enlisted  in  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Young  Women's  Circles.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  already  these 
circles  have  been  organized  and  that  they  are  growing  in  membership,  interest 
and  enthusiasm.  Let  us  work  earnestly  and  lovingly  to  win  every  young  woman 
in   the  church  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

THE  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  plans  for  the  children,  as  outlined  by  the  Council,  remain  practically 
unchanged.  Disciplinary  recognition  is  given  to  the  Children's  Missionary  So- 
cieties, as  organized  groups  in  the  local  church  program.  In  our  own  conference, 
work  with  the  children  up  to  twelve  years  of  age  is  an  important  and  growing 
department  of  our  organization.  The  reports  for  the  year  1930  show  that  our 
Primary  Division  ranks  second  in  Southern  Methodism  in  number  of  members 
and  first  in  offerings,  while  our  Juniors  and  Babies  stand   well   up  on  the  list. 

A  YEAR  OF  TESTING 

To  many  of  our  women  the  year  1930  was  one  of  testing.  Never  in  recent 
times  has  our  state  suffered  greater  financial  depression.  As  was  to  be  expected, 
this  condition  affected  the  offerings  in  the  local  societies  to  a  serious  degree.  We 
bitterly  regret  that  we  were  responsible,  as  a  conference,  for  almost  six  thousand 
dollars  of  the  seventy  thousand  dollar  decrease  in  the  Council  receipts  for  the 
last   calendar  year.   This  is  the   first   decrease   that   has  ever  been   recorded   in   the 
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history  of  the  Council.  Yet  we  voice  today  no  word  of  discouragement  or  blame. 
All  honor  to  our  women,  many  of  whom  have  made  heroic  sacrifices  in  order 
to  meet  their  own  personal  obligations  and  those   of   their  societies. 

We  are  convinced,  however,  that  we  must  throw  off  the  pall  of  timidity  and 
uncertainty  and  go  forwrard  realizing  the  truth  of  the  words  of  Miss  Belle  H. 
Bennett,  when  she  said,  "The  task  committed  to  us  is  one  that  the  angels  in 
heaven  might  covet,  and  our  divine  Leader  is  saying  as  He  did  to  His  chosen 
people  of  old:  'Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  thev  go  forward'."  We 
must  advance  on  our  knees,  meeting  the  conditions  that  assure  the  fulfillment 
of  the  promise,  "Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the 
Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son." 

THE  TASK  AHEAD 

The  Executive  Committee  made  your  pledge  to  Council  believing  that  the 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  will  keep  faith  with  the  needy  multi- 
tudes whose  challenging  appeal  to  the  church  Bishop  Kern  has  voiced  in  these 
unforgetable  words:  "If  you  could  stand  where  I  am  standing  in  the  midst  of 
this  swirling  multitude  of  the  Far  East  and  feel  the  tug  of  their  pathetic  spiritual 
hunger,  vou  would  pause  a  long  time  before  you  turned  away  with  mild  in- 
difference from  this  challenge  laid  at  the  door  of  your  church The  mis- 
sionaries are  doing  their  part  noblv.  Will  the  church  at  home  match  their  heroism 
with  confidence  underwritten  with  generous  support?  You  have  had  a  financial 
depression :  they  have  never  known  anything  except  the  bare  margin  of  resources. 
You  have  many  calls  upon  your  generosity:  they  stand  every  day  in  the  last 
measure  of  resources  both  physical  and  financial.  You  face  diminishing  crowds: 
they  see  multitudes  pressing  into  the  doorway  of  the  kingdom. 

"They  can  hold  the  line  out  here  only  so  long  as  the  church  at  home  loves, 
prays,  and  gives.  Match  their  opportunity  with  your  freely  given  resources  and 
see  the  kingdom  come  in  these  new-old  lands. 

"Across  the  sea  a  million  hands  are  reaching  out  to  you  today.  You  will  not 
turn  aivay  from  them  in  the  hour  of  their  desperate  need." 

By  the  side  of  this  ringing  appeal  from  the  Far  East  let  us  place  the  mission- 
ary task  in  our  own  land,  which  is  no  less  clear  and  urgent.  We  have  here  one 
of  the  most  complex  pieces  of  missionary  work  in  the  world,  says  one  authority. 
We  have  a  continent  filled  with  representatives  from  all  lands.  Fifty-four  millions 
of  these  people  are  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  only  twenty-one  millions 
are  receiving  systematic  religious  training  through  some  organized  church.  This 
leaves  thirty-three  millions  of  children  and  young  people  in  this  country  without 
religious  training.  If  the  church  fails  to  reach  this  very  large  number  of  citizens 
of  tomorrow,  we  have  little  hope  that  the  Americans  of  the  future  will  be  either 
Christian  or  religious.  We  have  no  data  as  to  how  many  of  these  untrained  mil- 
lions are  within  the  bounds  of  our  territory,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  we 
have  our  proportionate  share.  What  do  we,  as  missionary  women,  propose  to  do 
about  this  challenge  which  concerns  the  future  of  our  nation  and  our  children? 
Shall  we  not  turn  this  depression  into  a  blessing,  our  seeming  defeat  into  victory? 

Until   recently   money   in   America   has  been  comparatively  easy.   Out   of   our 
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abundance  we  have  given  only  sparingly.  Today  there  is  a  clarion  call  to  faith 
and  sacrifice,  such  as  this  generation  has  never  before  faced.  All  over  the  world 
more  desperate  needs  exist  than  have  ever  existed  before.  Not  only  are  there 
needs  of  a  physical  nature,  but  even  more  keenly  does  the  world  suffer  from  a 
lack  of  spiritual  power — a  power  which  only  an  omnipotent  God  can  give.  The 
world  needs  that  more  abundant  life  which  Jesus  Christ  made  possible  by  His 
supreme  sacrifice.  It  is  time  for  us  to  renew  our  consecration,  so  that  we,  too, 
may  make  a  sacrificial  offering  for  the  highest  that  we  know. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL  LIFE  AND  MESSAGE 

Because  of  the  evident  need  of  spiritual  power  in  the  Christian  world  as  a 
whole  and  in  our  own  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  particular,  an  effort  is 
being  made  to  build  up  a  new  consciousness  of  God  in  the  personal  life  of  our 
constituency  and  a  new  manifestation  of  the  power  of  God  in  our  organized 
life.  As  an  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  the  Council  has  created 
the  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Message.  This  committee  desires  to  work  with 
the  minimum  of  machinery,  realizing  the  danger  that  the  spirit  may  be  lost  in 
the  organization.  Since  the  spirit  must  express  Himself  through  some  human  form, 
a  simple  organization  must  be  maintained.  It  is  hoped  that  as  rapidly  as  possible 
there  will  be  found  in  every  auxiliary  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  one  or 
more  groups  to  be  known  as  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  These  groups  will  co-operate 
with  the  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life,  whose  report  we  shall  have  at 
this  conference. 

There  may  have  been  a  time  in  the  past,  as  some  one  has  said,  when  money  or 
a  missionary  was  a  sufficient  substitute  for  ourselves  and  we  were  lost  sight  of. 
Today,  at  home  and  abroad,  we  are  known  for  what  we  are,  and  there  rests  upon 
each  of  us  individually  and  collectively  a  demand  for  an  exhibition  of  the  Christ 
spirit  and  way  of  life  that  will  be  convincing  evidence  in  this  day  of  spiritual 
hunger  and  unrest. 

KEYWORDS 

Realizing  that  "we  cannot  go  further  until  we  have  gone  deeper,"  let  us  take 
as  our  keywords  for  the  year  1931,  "A  new  spiritual  power  in  myself  and  in 
my  church ;  every  woman  in  the  church  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over 
enlisted  in  this  great  program  of  kingdom  building;  our  financial  obligations 
met  in  full,  even  though  it  costs  real  sacrifice  and  labor,  such  as  our  pioneers 
gave  in  the  early  days,"  while  we  recognize  with  joy  that,  although  we  live  in 
a  day  that  is  not  without  its  own  perplexing  problems,  yet  it  is  a  good  day,  for 
it  is  a  day  in  which  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ  may  be  put  to  the  test.  "He  ift 
faithful  that  promised."

40  Nineteenth  Annual  Meeting 

REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 

Since  our  Executive  Meeting  in  Rockingham  when  we  learned  that  so  many 
of  our  own  daughters  would  meet  with  us  at  Burlington,  the  very  thought  of 
going  has  given  me  a  great  thrill. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  trying  one,  and  yet  I  have  been  much  im.- 
pressed  with  the  loyalty  of  our  women.  Due  to  the  economic  situation,  collections 
have  suffered.  Then,  too,  many  congregations  are  struggling  with  a  tremendous 
church  debt.  Often  said  debt  is  not  in  accord  with  the  financial  ability  of  the 
membership,  but  has  been  encouraged  by  an  ambitious  pastor  or  bv  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  members  to  excel  some  other  congregation. 

Several  times  recently  I  have  had  letters  from  our  missionary  women  telling 
me  that  their  church  would  be  closed  unless  funds  were  raised  by  a  certain 
time.  In  some  instances,  money  is  being  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
interest  on  borrowed  money.  This  is  a  serious  situation,  and  I  believe  our  collec- 
tions have  suffered  more  on  this  account  than  for  any  other  cause,  but  while  we 
are  troubled,  we  must  not  be  distressed ;  and  while  we  are  perplexed,  we  must 
not  despair. 

•  On  my  desk  in  my  office  there  lies  The  Missionary  Voice,  containing  Bishop 
Kern's  letter  and  cablegram  from  Shanghai,  and  I  would  that  every  woman 
could  read  both  every  day.  The  cablegram   is  as  follows: 

"Cram  leaders,  missionary  and  native,  in  Orient  plead  with  home  church 
stand  by  them  in  this  hour.  Needs  heartbreaking.  Fields  white." 

One  section  of  his  letter  reads: 

"You  have  had  financial  depression.  They  have  never  known  anything  except 
the  bare  margin  of  resources.  You  have  many  calls  upon  your  generosity.  They 
stand  every  day  in  the  last  measure  of  resources,  both  financial  and  physical. 
You  face  diminishing  crowds.  They  see  multitudes  pressing  into  the  doorway  of 
the  Kingdom.  They  can  hold  the  line  out  here  only  so  long  as  the  church  at 
home  loves,  prays  and  gives.  Across  the  sea  a  million  hands  are  reaching  out 
to  you  today.  You  will  not  turn  away  from  them  in  the  hour  of  their  desperate 
nee'd."

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

As  I  come  to  a  report  of  the  work  of  our  conference  for  1930,  I  come  with 
a  thankful  heart.  Truly  God  has  been  with  us  in  our  work  and  has  blessed  it. 
There  is  nothing  mechanical  about  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society — 
even  when  we  are  dealing  with  facts  and  figures,  because  we  are  not  working 
for  ourselves  or  by  ourselves.  It  is  God's  work  and  He  is  with  us.  Someone  has 
said  that  missionaries  go  in  "two's" — Christ  and  themselves — and  so  with  us,  as 
we  carry  on  the  work  at  horn:.  Paul  may  plant  Apollos  water,  but  "God  giveth 
the  increase." 

Some  may  say  19  30  was  a  hard  year,  may  even  say  we  failed  in  our  work 
because  our  finances  did  not  come  up  in  full,  but  when  I  think  of  the  thousands 
of    women    in    Southern    Methodism    who    made    sacrifices    that    they    might    pay 
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their  pledges— of  others  who  could  not  and  whose  hearts  were  sore  because  they 
could  not — of  the  thousands  who  "Put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel"  and  worked 
with  might  and  main — I  feel  like  singing,  "Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings 
flow."  While  we  have  such  women,  our  work  will  go  on.  We  cannot  fail. 

North  Carolina  Conference,  as  you  see  from  your  statistical  report,  in  1930 
had  326  auxiliaries — a  net  gain  of  7  over  1929,  when  we  had  3  19.  We  stand 
third  in  the  Council  (41  conferences)  in  number  of  adult  auxiliaries  and  fifth 
in  number  of  adult  members.  Last  year  we  were  fifth  also  in  finances,  but  this 
year  ( 1930)  North  Alabama  stepped  in  ahead  of  us  and  we  are  now  sixth.  Our 
sister  conference,  Western  North  Carolina,  is  first  this  year — coming  out  ahead 
of  North  Georgia,  who  has  been  in  the  lead  so  long.  Being  true  North  Caro- 
linians, we  are  proud  of  this  and  only  wish  that  <we  might  be  second.  North 
Georgia,  South  Georgia,  Virginia,  and  North  Alabama  are  ahead  of  us,  however. 
(Let  me  say  here,  though,  that  if  our  adults  couldn't  make  first  place,  our  chil- 
dren could,  and  did,  for  our  Primary  Divisions  came  out  first  in  all  the  Council 
in  finances  and  our  Beginners  second.  Primaries  were  also  second  in  number  of 
divisions  and   in   members). 

We  tied  with  North  Alabama  for  third  place  in  number  of  auxiliaries  on 
the  honor  roll  and  were  second  in  the  observance   of  the  Week  of   Praver. 

All  in  all  our  standing  in  Council  is  very  good,  but  as  Mrs.  Lipscomb  said 
in  her  report,  "Like  Alice  we  shall  have  to  run  to  keep  from  standing  still." 
To  keep  our  standing  with  all  these  lively  voung  conferences  around  us,  we  must 
work  very  hard. 

Our  reports  are  encouraging  in  a  good  many  ways.  There  is  new  life  in 
some;  in  fact,  in  most  of  our  districts.  New  auxiliaries  are  being  formed.  Young 
Women's  Circles  are  starting  off  well.  As  we  get  these  groups  of  young  life  into 
our  work,  it  should  mean  a  new  enthusiasm  and  vigor  for  all  of  us  and  I 
believe  it  will.  Our  zone  work  is  coming  on  splendidly  and  as  small  groups 
(not  always  so  small,  either)  come  together  to  study  the  work,  to  observe 
"Officers'  Training  Day"  and  "Mission  Study  Leadership,"  it  is  already  begin- 
ning to  tell  in  the  conference  work.  The  zone  leaders,  an  earnest,  consecrated 
group  of  women,  are  helping  in  a  wonderful  way  to  deepen  and  enlarge  our 
scope   of   missions. 

As  our  treasurer  has  told  you,  Durham  and  Elizabeth  City  were  the  only 
districts  to  make  their  pledge  last  year,  although  Fayetteville  made  an  increase 
over  1929  payments.  This  is  a  source  of  sorrow  to  us,  but  we  hope  it  will  not 
happen  again.  Nineteen-thirty  was  not  a  normal  year,  financially.  We  must  work 
hard  this  year  to  make  up  our  deficit  so  that  our  work  on  the  field  will  not 
suffer.  Let  us  begin  now  and  not  wait  until  the  last  quarter  to  work  on  our 
finances.  Are  wre  spending  too  much  on  ourselves,  while  the  rest  of  the  world 
is  suffering  and  in  some  cases  starving?  That  is  a  serious  question  for  us  to  studv. 
While  we  build  magnificent  church  plants  here  in  America,  the  missionaries 
cannot  get  money  enough  to  repair  the  buildings  we  have  put  up  or  pay  taxes 
on  them.  Is  that  fair  to  the  men  and  women  we  have  sent  out?  Is  it  fair  to  God's 
work?  We  need  large  groups  to  studv  missions — to  increase  our  knowledge  of 
what  is  ffoing-  on  in  the  world.   "To  know   is  to   grow."  Above  all   we   want  to 
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"Major  in  spirituality,"  as  Mrs.  Downs  said  at  Council,  and  then  we  will  have 
"A  message"  for  all  humanity.  Without  this  power  all  our  world  will  be  in 
vain — with  it  we  cannot  fail  because  it  will  be  a  dynamo  which  will  make  all 
our  work   "Thrill  with   life — ves,  the  "More   abundant  life."

COUNCIL  REPORT 


The  1931  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  was  saddened  by 
the  death  of  its  beloved  leader,  Mrs.  F.  F.  Stephens,  for  eight  years  president 
of  this  organization.  About  three  weeks  before  the  twenty-first  session,  which 
was  held  March  11th  to  17th  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  Mrs.  Stephens  died,  after  a 
few  days  illness,  at  her  home  in  Columbia,   Missouri. 

Mrs.  Stephens  was  an  unusual  woman,  endowed  with  keen  intellect  and 
strong  personalitv.  Her  wide  sympathies  and  deep  consecration  were  devoted 
with  great  enthusiasm  to  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Movement  for 
twenty-one  years.  From  1909-1912  she  was  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Missouri  Conference.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  in  1909-10  and  served  as  second  vice-president  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  from  1912  through  1916  at  which  time  she  also  served  as 
Council  superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work.  The  following  eight  years  she 
served  as  vice-president  of  the  Council.  Upon  the  death  of  Miss  Belle  H.  Bennett 
she  assumed  the  responsibilities  as  leader  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
The  following  March  she  was  elected  president  and  held  this  office  until  the 
time  of  her  death.  She  was  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  from 
1914  to  the  end  of  her  life  and  was  one  of  the  first  women  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference.  She  was  a  leader  not  only  in  the  woman's  work  but  in 
other  activities  of  the  church,  being  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  many 
mission  schools  and  colleges  in  foreign  fields,  of  Scarritt  College  in  our  own 
land  and  taking  a  leading  part  in  federations  and  union  and  interdenominational 
work  in  all  lands.  During  her  administration  the  Belle  H.  Bennett  Memorial 
was  launched  and  carried  through  and  the  Jubilee  of  woman's  organized  work 
for  missions  was  celebrated.  To  both  of  these  great  enterprises,  as  well  as  many 
other  smaller  projects,  she  gave  wise  leadership.  She  was  an  untiring  worker, 
of  unsurpassed  executive  ability  and  was  respected,  admired  and  loved  by  all 
of  the  members  of  the  wonderful  organization  to  which  she  gave  freely  of 
her  store  of  knowledge  and  zeal. 

In  the  beautiful  informal  memorial  service,  held  on  that  first  morning  of  the 
Council  in  First  Methodist  Church,  Memphis,  friends  who  were  close  to  her 
and  with  her  during  her  last  days,  spoke  out  of  their  hearts  to  other  members 
of  the  Council  who  had  so  often  sat  and  listened  to  her  voice — "now  stilled" — 
calling  the  Council  session  to  order.  They  told  of  her  last  hours;  how  she  worked 
up  until  the  last  few  days,  attending  conferences,  committee  meetings,  and  how 
loving  hands  and  hearts  ministered  to  her  on  her  journey  home  and  friends  and 
co-workers  went  to  pay  loving  tributes,   for   the   Council   after  her   death.   Tears 
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flowed  freely  and  hearts  were  tender  and  even  as  we  wondered  how  we  could 
go  on  without  her  leadership,  God's  spirit  whispered  comforting-  words  to  our 
hearts,  and  we  felt  that  she  was  with  us  still  and  we  had  courage  to   go  on. 

"Deep   in  the  heart  of   God  they   dwell, 
Those   our  beloved,   the   blessed  souls, 
Who  in  this  life  showed  Christ  abroad, 
Who  strove  through  weary  years 
To  lighten  grief  and  to  bring  in  His  kingdom. 

"In  Him,  in  Him  alone, 
Who  now  is  all  their  life 
The  silent  adoration  of  our  souls, 

Through    Godward    aspiration,    deep    and    living    prayer, 
May  we  know  them  still." 

Early  in  the  sessions,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  who  had  been 
vice-president  for  years,  was  elected  president  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Handv,  of  Texas, 
was  elected  vice-president.  Mrs.  Perry  is  thoroughly  alive  to  the  great  mission 
work,  is  enthusiastic,  warm-hearted  and  loyal  and  she  and  Mrs.  Handyr  will 
lead  us  with  capable  and  consecrated  hands  and  hearts,  we  feel  sure. 

Mrs.  Perrv,  in  her  message,  stated  that  events  had  moved  swiftly  since  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  met  a  year  ago.  The  General  Conference  met  a 
few  weeks  later.  She  told  of  the  new  legislation  of  that  body  which  affected  the 
woman's  work,  especially  of  the  creation  of  the  Christian  Board  of  Education. 
She  spoke  of  the  passing  of  the  Young  People's  Department  and  the  importance 
of  Young  Women's  Circles  in  our  societies.  Authorization  is  continued  for  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  to  organize  children  and  the  plans  outlined  by  the 
Council  remain  unchanged.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  testing  year.  She 
said,  "We  must  not  falter  at  this  time  when  the  way  of  duty  seems  clear  and 
human  needs  are  calling  loud  and  long." 

An  interesting  event  of  the  Council  was  the  presence  of  the  first  bishop  of 
the  new  national  M.  E.  Church  of  Brazil.  Bishop  Tarboux,  who  served  as  a 
missionary  for  +2  years,  is  a  living  example  of  the  high  regard  in  which  the 
native  Christian  churches  hold  the  missionarv.  Instead  of  electing  a  native  Brazil- 
ian, they  turned  to  this  South  Carolina  missionary  who  brought  them  the  gospel 
fifty  years  ago.  Bishop  Tarboux  said,  "The  heart  of  the  new  church  of  Brazil 
beats  in  perfect  sympathy  with  yours — the  mother  church." 

Mrs.  Lipscomb,  in  her  report  on  organization,  said  that  the  activities  of  the 
year  had  been  unusuallv  varied,  interesting  and  significant.  First  she  spoke  of 
the  membership  extension  effort  or  campaign  planned  at  the  last  Council  meeting. 
This  extended  through  most  of  the  remaining  months  of  the  year.  All  of  the 
conferences  except  three  sent  in  lists  of  names,  numbering  from  a  few  hundred 
to  more  than  a  thousand.  The  names  sent  to  the  office  totalled  more  than  twenty- 
one  thousand.  To  each  of  these  women,  four  letters  have  been  sent  extending  the 
privilege  of  membership  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  conference,   district  and  auxiliary.   The   co-operation   on   the   part  of  the 
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participating  conferences  was  thorough  and  there  is  every  evidence  that  the  plan 
was  thoroughly  carried  out.  Whether  our  hopes  for  a  great  increase  in  member- 
ship have  materialized  or  not  (it  is  not  in  her  printed  report — but  if  I  am  not 
mistaken,  Mrs.  Lipscomb  stated  that  our  net  gain  in  membership  was  3,000), 
the  effort  was  a  vital  piece  of  cultivation  and  furnishes  material  for  future 
efforts.  Slowly  the  list  of  names  of  those  who  have  responded  are  coming  back 
to  the  office  and  a  welcome  is  being  sent  to  each. 

Second,  she  spoke  of  the  educational  program  through  mission  and  Bible 
study.  I  will  not  give  statistics  (as  they  can  be  found  elsewhere)  except  total 
number  of  mission  study  classes,  which  was  10,950 — a  gain  of  5  1  3  over  1929. 
Bible  study  classes  total  6,730.  The  Missionary  Education  Movement  has  com- 
mented most  enthusiastically  on  the  large  sale  of  their  books  we  are  making. 
In  their  statistics  of  sales,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  is  only 
exceeded  by  two  denominations — namely,  Northern  Baptist  and  Northern  Presby- 
terian. 

Third,  one  of  the  noteworthy  features  of  the  year's  work  is  the  change 
brought  about  in  our  work  from  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. The  Adult  society  remains  intact  with  all  privileges  and  obligations  to  its 
overhead  bodies  but  the  Young  People's  Department  passes  into  the  Young 
People's  Department  of  the  New  Board  and  the  Children's  Work  must  be  carried 
forward  under  definite  conditions. 

The  passing  of  the  Young  People's  Department  raised  for  the  Adult  section 
a  new  responsibility  for  the  young  women  of  the  church.  If  the  adult  organiza- 
tion is  to'  remain  an  entity  it  must  depend  upon  the  young  women  as  its  source 
of  supply  and  must  cultivate  them  with  a  zeal  and  ardor  we  have  never  shown 
before.  This  should  mean  a  new  enthusiasm  and  life  in  our  whole  work  and 
we  should  make  no  delay  in  getting  them  into  the  organization.  They  should 
have  a  part  in  making  plans  for  the  work  and  given  every  opportunity  to  share 
in  its  promotion. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb  said  that  to  her  the  most  thrilling  event  of  the  year  was  her 
attendance  at  the  Mexican  Conferences  and  she  heads  that  part  of  her  report  as 
"The  Extension  of  Our  Sisterhood."  At  the  Texas-Mexican  Annual  Conference  a 
sympathetic  hearing  was  given  her  and  while  the  conditions  for  forming  a 
Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  were  not  favorable  at  that  time,  she  said 
we  could  confidently  look  forward  to  the  organization  in  the  present  year.  At 
the  Western  Mexican  Conference,  conditions  for  organization  were  propitious; 
the  woman's  work  was  presented  and  a  Conference  Missionary  Society  organized 
with  four  officers.  Mrs.  Hernandez,  who  was  a  Jubilee  guest  from  Mexico  at 
that  Council,  is  president  of  the  conference.  She  now  lives  at  El  Paso  and  is 
active  in  the  work  among  Mexicans  on  this  side  of  the  border.  A  simplified 
constitution  has  been  translated  into  Spanish  for  the  Mexican  auxiliaries  and 
other   literature   will   be   prepared    for   them. 

The  life  membership  pin,  which  was  designed  by  the  Virginia  Conference 
and  so  graciously  presented  to  the  Council  in  1930,  has  been  widely  used  by 
the  women  of  the  missionary  society  and  has  given  much  pleasure.  A  life  mem- 
bership is  a  greatly  appreciated  honor  and  not  only  makes  the  recipient  happy, 
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but  builds  up  the  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work.  This  is  an  extra  which 
every  society  can  easily  add  to  its  funds  for  the  year. 

In  closing  her  report,  Mrs.  Lipscomb  has  a  paragraph  on  "The  Missionary 
Society  of  Today."  She  says,  "As  a  whole,  we  have  an  organization  that  is  a 
fit  instrument  for  the  service  of  Christ  today.  However,  we  need  to  closely 
scrutinize  our  organization  to  find  whether  it  contains  the  spiritual  power  neces- 
sary for  the  task.  Never  has  the  need  of  such  power  been  so  evident.  There 
may  have  seemed  to  be  times  when  the  monv  raised,  the  missionary  sent,  was  a 
sufficient  substitute  for  ourselves  and  we  were  lost  sight  of.  Today,  at  home  and 
abroad,  we  are  known  for  what  we  are  and  there  comes  to  each  of  us  indi- 
vidually and  to  the  organization  a  demand  for  an  exhibit  of  the  Christ  spirit 
and  way  of  life,  a  demonstration  of  our  professed  motive  that  will  convince 
those  whom  we  seek  to  help  by  our  ministry.  Because  this  is  true,  the  spiritual 
life  is  a  subject  of  great  concern  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  build  up  a  new 
consciousness  of  God  in  the  personal  life  of  our  constituency  and  a  new  power 
of  God  in  our  organized  life." 

Miss  Daisy  Davies  emphasized  this  same  thought  in  her  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message.  She  said  she  wished  that  her  committee 
might  be  the  "hydro-electric  plant"  that  furnished  power  for  all  our  work.  It 
is  her  wish  that  in  every  single  church  in  Southern  Methodism  there  might  be  a 
small  group  working  and  praying  for  spiritual  life.  This  committee  is  sponsoring 
the  first  Council-wide  retreat  at  Scarritt  College  in  September.  Each  conference 
is  asked  to  send  two  representatives.  Then  we  are  asked  to  have  in  each  auxiliary 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer  a  day  or  two  days  in  the  form  of  a  retreat  (a  time 
for  meditation  and  prayer). 

The  worship  periods  in  the  morning  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Cunning- 
gim  and  were  times  of  spiritual   refreshment. 

Dr.  Henry  T.  Hodgkin,  former  head  of  the  Christian  Council  of  China,  led 
the  noon-time  devotionals.  His  theme  was  "Drawing  Upon  Our  Spiritual  Re- 
sources." The  first  day  he  spoke  on  "Faith";  the  second  "Hope";  the  third 
"Discipline  and  Joy";  and  the  fourth  "Love."  On  Sunday  night  his  address 
was  on  the  subject  of  "Leadership  in  the  New  Day."  His  personality  was  very 
fine  and  his  exposition  of  his  subject  appealing. 

Miss  Constance  Rumbough  is  the  new  Council  superintendent  of  Children's 
Work,  or  was  elected  at  last  Council.  Miss  Haskin  said  Miss  Rumbough  "came 
sweeping  into  the  office  like  she  had  come  from  the  Panhandle,  with  a  great 
breeze  and  trooping  behind  her  a  great  band  of  children."  She  gave  her  report 
with  something  of  that  same  "breeziness"  and  vitality.  She  said  there  was  more 
color  and  more  thrill  to  the  children's  work  than  any  other.  She  said  she  noticed 
that  parents  always  love  to  talk  about  their  children  and  since  she  had  over  a 
thousand,  she  had  a  lot  to  talk  about.  There  were  29,000  treasure  chests  sent  to 
the  Philippine  Islands  by  the  children  of  America  and  more  than  300  of  them 
were  sent  by  our  Southern  Methodist  children,  and  the  government  loaned 
battleships  to  carry  them.  We  have  all  heard  of  the  ant-proof  piano  that  was 
to  go  to  Africa.  Soon  after  Council  last  year,  pennies  began  to  pour  into  the 
office.    By    hundreds,   by    thousands   and    by    ten    thousands    they    came.    When    the 
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final  count  was  made  there  were  93,107  or  $931.07.  A  piano  was  bought  and 
treated  with  chemicals  to  make  it  ant-proof  and  sent  with  out-going  missionaries 
to  Africa  in  January.  In  the  meantime,  hearing  of  the  gift  that  was  being  sent 
to  them,  the  children  of  Africa  at  once  began  writing  their  thanks.  Some  of  the 
letters  were  beautifully  and  painstakingly  written.  Translations  of  these  letters 
will  be  in  "World  Friends"  but  the  letters  themselves  will  be  passed  around  from 
auxiliary  to  auxiliary  that  the  children  may  see  them.  When  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  made  out  the  budget  of  expenses  for  1931,  they  felt  that 
they  must  cut  somewhere.  They  decided  to  leave  out  the  amount  asked  for  by 
Korean  missionaries  to  heat  their  grade  schools.  This  so  distressed  the  mission- 
aries that  the  committee  decided  to  leave  the  item  in  the  budget,  hoping  that  it 
would  be  provided  for  in  some  way.  Hearing  of  this,  the  children  accepted  this 
amount  to  take  care  of  themselves.  In  some  auxiliaries  money  is  being  collected 
in  small  bags  marked  "Coal  for  Korea."  There  were  36,000  new  children 
enrolled  last  year  and  thev  paid  a  larger  proportion  on  their  pledge  than  the 
adults. 

Mrs.  Boone  Bowen,  the  former  Miss  Julia  Lake  Stevens,  with  whom  our 
conference  fell  deeply  in  love  two  years  ago  in  New  Bern,  gave  the  last  report 
of  the  Young  People's  Work.  She  said  in  spite  of  difficulties  and  change — caused 
by  the  transfer  of  the  young  people  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
the  voung  people  and  their  superintendents  had  carried  on  in  a  splendid  way. 
The  young  people  paid  $40,000  of  their  pledge  and  reported  29,796  members. 
A  grand  concert  piano  was  recently  sent  to  Hiroshima  Girls'  School  in  Japan. 
This  was  the  Y.  P's.  "special"  for  the  past  four  years.  Mrs.  Bowen  was  elected 
as  a  member  at  large  of  the  Council  and  we  are  so  glad  that  while  we  are  losing 
her  as  a  Council  secretary,  she  will  still  be  a  member  of  that  body. 

Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton  said  it  was  a  very  "thrilling"  task  that  she  had,  as 
treasurer  of  the  women's  work.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  did  not  have  its  collections  paid  in 
full,  there  was  no  note  of  discouragement  sounded.  Mrs.  Fulton  said  that  we 
must  just  forget  1930,  or  the  financial  part  of  it  and  go  forward  joyously  to 
do  our  best  in  1931.  She  said  we  must  overpay  our  pledge  for  this  year  or  we 
should  have  to  retrench  in  our  work.  The  conferences  pledged  to  the  Council 
$1,061,05  5.  The  moment  that  brings  the  subject  of  "Estimates"  to  the  Council 
floor  as  our  Bulletin  says,  is  always  a  tense  time.  It  gives  the  women  an  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  at  first  hand  just  where  their  sacrificial  gifts  have  been  busy: 
sometimes  providing  a  new  roof,  installing  a  new  bathtub,  opening  a  clinic  or 
church.  There  is  always  a  bit  of  "heartbreak"  in  its,  too,  because  of  the  long 
lists  of  requests  not  granted  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  This  year  the  com- 
mittee, after  scaling  the  amount  asked  for  to  the  minimum,  found  that  the 
amount  still  exceeded  funds  available  for  appropriation  by  $10,326.  There  was 
nothing  left  for  taxes,  insurance  and  repairs.  They  recommended  that  this  deficit 
be  shared  by  the  six  older  mission  fields  on  a  percentage  basis  and  that  these 
fields  be  instructed  to  study  their  sources  of  income  and  make  such  adjustments 
as  they  could  to  take  care  of  this  deficit. 

It  was   decided  that  the   percentage   basis   of   our   "Week   of    Prayer"   offering 
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was  not  yielding  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  home  work  and  so  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  offering  be  divided  equally  between  the  foreign  and 
home  work.  The  Week  of  Prayer  specials  for  193  1  will  go  to  Spofford  Home, 
in  Kansas  City,  for  the  home  section.  And  for  insurance,  taxes  and  general  up- 
keep of  buildings  and  properties  in  foreign  fields,  which  are  in  dire  need  of 
help  and  in  so  many  cases  had  to  be  left  out  of  the  estimates.  We  hope  that  it 
will  be  a  large  offering. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some  mention  of  the  "Sectional 
Meetings"  held  on  Saturday  and  Monday  afternoons.  For  the  last  few  vears  the 
Council  has  been  branching  out  into  "Commissions"  and  "Committees"  on  sub- 
jects of  world  concern.  We  feel  that  the  Christianizing  of  all  relations  of  life 
is  very  necessary  and  that  Christian  women  cannot,  but  be  interested  in  all  fields 
that  will  help  in  the  bringing  of  the  world  to  Christ.  So  such  subjects  as  "Inter- 
national Relations  and  World  Peace,"  "Inter-Racial  Relations,"  Industrial  Re- 
lations," "Christian  Citizenship  and  Law  Observance,"  "Status  of  Women"  and 
"Rural  Development"  all  engaged  our  attention.  The  membership  divided  on 
those  two  afternoons  into  groups  for  a  discussion  of  the  subjects.  Each  woman 
went  to  the  section  in  which  she  was  most  interested.  Being  a  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Inter-racial  Relations,  I  went  into  that  group  and  found  it  a 
most  instructive  and  interesting  hour.  A  young  Negro  woman,  Miss  Captolia 
Dent,  a  teacher  in  Paine  College,  Georgia,  brought  greetings  from  the  Woman's 
Council  of  the  Colored  Methodist  Church.  Mrs.  Jessie  Daniel  Ames,  of  the 
Inter-racial   Commission   of   Atlanta,   spoke    on    better   schools. 

The  final  objective  of  all  missionary  endeavor,  as  viewed  by  our  leaders,  is 
to  create  a  self-governing,  self-propagating  and  self-supporting  church  in  the 
fields  in  which  we  labor.  At  the  last  General  Conference  permission  was  granted 
for  autonomous  churches  in  Brazil,  Mexico  and  Korea.  On  Friday  night  of  the 
Council,  representatives  who  had  been  sent  to  assist  in  setting  up  these  churches, 
related  the  romantic  storv  of  this  great  event  in  our  historv.  Miss  Esther  Cast* 
brought  news  from  Brazil,  where  Brazilian  and  American  Methodists  in  official 
meeting  at  Sao  Paulo  last  August,  nationalized  the  Methodist  Church  of  Brazil. 
Dr.  O.  E.  Goddard,  foreign  missions  secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions, 
told  of  the  setting  up  of  the  Church  of  Mexico,  and  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell, 
who  has  recently  come  from  Korea,  described  the  official  organization  of  the 
church  in  that  land.  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  report  of  the  candidate  work 
because  Mrs.  Steele,  Council  secretary,  is  present  with  us  and  I  am  sure  will  tell 
us  of  that  important  office  and  its  interesting  work — the  source  of  our  supply 
of  missionaries — we  might  call  it  the  "heart"  of  our  organization.  However, 
I  must  tell  you  something  of  the  wonderful  consecration  service  at  Memphis. 
Long  before  the  hour  for  the  service,  the  historic  old  church  was  thronged  with 
people.  White  lillies  and  pear  blossoms  filled  the  edifice  with  spring  fragrance 
and  the  organ  played  softly,  "Something  for  Thee."  To  the  strains  of,  "Lead 
On,  O  King  Eternal,"  those  to  be  consecrated  marched  in  and  took  their  places 
on  the  platform.  They  were  followed  by  forty-six  deaconesses  and  missionaries 
who  were  seated,  facing  the  candidates.  Dr.  J.  L.  Cunninggim,  president  of 
Scarritt    College,    read    the    Scripture.    In    an    impressive    ceremony,    Miss    Martha 
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Pvle  was  awarded  the  certificate  of  "Emeritus  Missionary"  for  3  8  consecutive 
years  of  service  in  China.  An  inspirational  message  was  given  by  Miss  Eloise 
Bradshaw,  home  on  furlough  from  China.  The  candidates  for  foreign  work 
told  why  they  had  decided  for  foreign  service.  Then  Miss  Margaret  Young,  a 
deaconess  representing  home  work,  welcomed  the  candidates  for  service  in  Amer- 
ica. Miss  Mary  Floyd,  leading  the  group,  expressed  their  reasons  for  the  choice 
of  work  here.  Bishop  Hoyt  M.  Dobbs,  of  Shreveport,  La.,  conducted  the  Con- 
secration Service.  The  candidates,  all  in  white,  knelt  around  the  altar  for  his 
prayer  of  consecration.  As  they  arose  they  sang: 

"Lord,   in   the  strength   of   grace, 
With  a   glad  heart  and  free, 
Myself,   my  residue  of  days, 
I  consecrate  to  Thee." 

After  the  bishop  charged  the  candidates  with  their  duties  and  responsibilities, 
he  took  each  by  the  right  hand  and  commissioned  her,  saying,  "I  commission 
you  to  take  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  into  all  the  world  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit.  Amen."  Friends,  at  every  consecration  service 
I  have  attended,  I  feel  that  God  is  saying  to  those  of  us  at  home,  "I  commission 
you  to  send  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  into  all  the  world."  These  young 
people  are  ready  to  go.  Will  we  send  them: 

On  Sunday  morning  there  was  an  early  communion  service  at  7  o'clock  and 
at  1  1  o'clock.  Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith,  one  of  our  newest  bishops,  preached  the 
Council  sermon.  His  text  was  taken  from  Matthew  16:3  and  Matthew  16:18: 
"Can  ye  not  discern  the  signs  of  the  times?"  and  "I  will  build  my  church  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it."  He  said,  "This  is  a  good  day  to 
prove  the  enduring  worth  of  Christianity  because  it  is  a  cynical  day  that  accepts 
nothing  as  true  simply  because  it  used  to  be  so  accepted.  And  Christianity  wel- 
comes that  spirit  because  it  only  wants  a  chance  to  prove  it  can  do  today  what 
was  done  in  Jesus'  day."  He  expressed  the  opportunity  of  the  church  today  in  his 
final  words:  "The  sun  is  rising;   let  us  go." 

"The  welcome  of  Memphis  was  hearty  and  sincere,"  as  Mrs.  Copeland,  of 
the  Baltimore  Conference,  says  in  the  Bulletin,  "And  the  enthusiasm  of  the  first 
greeting  burned  throughout  with  a  steady  light,  whose  flame  increased  in  warmth 
and  found  expression  in  many  and  varied  ways.  The  drives,  the  luncheons,  the 
musical  programs,  the  courtesy  of  the  newspapers,  of  the  radio  broadcasting 
stations,  of  the  hotels  and  the  open-hearted  hospitality  of  the  private  homes  were 
incidental  accompaniments  that  did  honor  to  the  event  and  to  the  traditions  of 
the   Memphis  stronghold  of  Methodism." 

I  have  only  "hit  some  of  the  high  places"  of  the  1931  Council.  Miss  Smith 
and  Miss  Chandler  will  tell  you  of  some  other  great  moments  or  of  their  im- 
pressions. In  closing  ray  report,  I  want  to  quote  from  the  "Expressions  of  Ap- 
preciation" written  by  our  own  president  who  was  on  the  Resolutions  Committee. 
May  we  take  this  thought  with  us  as  we  work  together  for  the  Kingdom  this 
year.  "We  are  told  of  a  great  flock  of  birds  that  filled  the  trees  in  a  grove. 
Suddenly  they  all  faced  in  one  direction  and  that  direction  was  straight  into  the 
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wind,  which  was  blowing  strongly.  A  few  minutes  later  they  flew  away  with  a 
group  movement,  which  birds  have  somehow  learned  to  follow.  May  we,  as 
officers,  missionaries  and  conference  women,  be  as  courageous  as  the  birds,  as  we 
face  the  winds  of  difficulty  together  and  move  in  unison  on  the  long  flight  which 
we  are  making."

in  the  Lenoir-Green  Zone,  in  October;  and  of  the  Carteret  Zone  at  Bethlehem 
Church,  near  Newport,  in  October,  speaking  of  the  same  mission  book. 

Study  of  this  mission  book  of  the  Carribean  carried  me  to  auxiliaries  in 
Kinston,  where  the  two  societies  joined  in  the  study  for  half  a  day;  in  Morehead 
City,  where  that  society  and  the  one  of  Beaufort  joined  for  an  all-day  study; 
in  Oriental,  for  an  afternoon  study;  besides  into  sessions  for  the  two  auxiliaries 
of  my  own  church. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  going  to  Goldsboro  for  a  meeting  in  February  and 
of  talking  to  the  members  there. 

This  prosaic  account  does  not  tell  at  all  of  the  satisfactory  and  happy  con- 
tacts which  have  come  to  me  from  these  opportunities  to  serve  in  my  small  way,

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 

WORK 

With  fear  and  trembling  I  took  my  place  as  Mrs.  Branch's  successor  among 
the  officers  of  the  conference,  and  it  is  in  almost  the  same  manner  that  I  make 
my  first  report  for  the  splendid  group  of  young  people   in  our  conference. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  knew  that  our  time  for  working  in  the 
capacity  of  a  young  people's  missionary  society  was  limited.  This  could  have  been 
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a  handicap,  and  possibly  was  in  a  few  instances,  yet  we  feel  that  the  work  has 
grown  in  a  number  of  ways.  We,  wrho  have  acted  as  leaders,  have  labored  dili- 
gently to  keep  alive  the  real  missionary  spirit,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  succeeded 
to  a  great  extent.  The  fact  that  one  of  our  own  girls,  Ola  Morris,  has  begun  her 
preparation  for  life  service,  convinces  us  that  some  of  our  seeds  are  already 
bearing  fruit. 

I  wish  to  express  here  my  deepest  appreciation  for  the  wonderful  co-opera- 
tion which  the  district  and  local  superintendents  have  given.  They  have  worked 
faithfully. 

We  have  had  three  district  meetings  in  the  following  districts:  Elizabeth  City, 
at  Old  Trap,  with  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum;  Washington,  at  Greenville,  with  Mrs. 
F.  E.  Howard;  Weldon,  at  Warrenton,  with  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell.  All  of  these 
meetings  wrere  well  attended  and  were  most  gratifying  in  visible  results.  I 
advocate  meetings  of  this  kind  for  all  the  districts.  Include  all  the  young  people 
of  the  district,  whether  Leaguers  or  Society  members.  Meetings  of  this  kind 
afford   opportunities  both   social   and  educational  as  well   as  spiritual. 

I  have  attended  two  district  meetings,  four  zone  meetings,  have  met  with 
several  societies  individually  and  taught  a  mission  study  class  at  the  Louisburg 
Assemblv.  We  had  1 6  members  and  gave  1 4  certificates  on  "All  in  the  Day's 
Work." 

Our  offerings  have  come  below  our  pledge  of  $1,000.00,  but  we  have  had 
a  hard  pull  with  "hard  times"  in  the  air,  and  the  new  organization  on  our 
mind.  We  know,  however,  that  there  has  been  some  sacrificial  giving. 

In  June,  when  our  young  people  will  be  transferred  into  the  new  organiza- 
tion, "The  Board  of  Christian  Education,"  we  trust  that  you  will  follow  arid 
support  them  with  your  kindly  suggestions  and  your  ardent  prayers.  We  are 
assured  that  the  emphasis  we  have  laid  on  missions  is  not  to  be  ignored,  for 
missionary  training  is  one  of  the  paramount  aims  of  the  unified  organization. 
We  do  not  know  yet  by  what  plans  the  work  will  be  carried  on,  but  we  do 
know  that  they  will  tend  to  promote  even  a  greater  and  more  active  interest  in 
the  missionary  enterprise  of  our  church. 

I  urge  all  members  of  the  societies,  and  the  leaders,  to  attend  the  summer 
assembly  for  young  people.  The  date  and  place  will  be  announced  later.  There 
is  where  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  will  explain  in  detail  the  purpose, 
aim,  and  all  plans  for  carrying  on  the  work  in  this  new  capacity. 

There  are  a  few  figures  that  may  interest  you.  We  have  45  societies  on  roll, 
giving  us  14  new  ones,  and  a  membership  of  647.  Nineteen  societies  have  done 
mission  study  work,  while  only  5  had  Bible  study.  Fifty  per  cent  observed  Week 
of  Prayer. 

There  are  two  honor  roll  societies,  Hertford  and  Rowland,  with  Mt.  Gilead 
for  honorable   mention. 

For  other  statistics,  I  refer  you  to  the  statistical  report  in  the  minutes  of 
this  conference.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  department  has  done  better  work  this  year 
than  it  has  done,  in  general,  in  preceding  years.  While  we  failed  in  reaching  our 
financial  goal,  which  was  a  great  disappointment  to  us,  we  made  advances  along 
other  lines. 

There  were  gains  in  baby  divisions  and  members,  primary  members,  junior 
divisions,  mission  study  classes  and  members,  social  service  activities,  number 
of  meetings  and  mothers'  meetings.  In  Miss  Rumbough's  report  to  Council  we 
have  the  distinction  of  ranking  second  in  number  of  new  divisions  and  new 
members  and  first  in  number  of  new  primary  members. 

Our  "Intensive  Mission  Study"  was  one  of  our  outstanding  features  this  year. 
In  connection  with  this  study  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  we  had  a  part  in  a 
nation-wide  friendship  project.  This  was  the  sending  of  "Treasure  Chests"  to 
the  boys  and  girls  of  our  great  island  possessions.  Beside  this  project,  many  posters 
and  scrap-books  were  made  and  one  enterprising  society  constructed  a  Philippine 
village  from  material  at  hand. 

We  contributed  to  the  "Ant-proof  piano"  which  was  the  children's  gift  to 
our  African  mission. 

Our  social  service  work  was  of  a  high  order.  Many  boxes  of  clothing  were 
sent  to  our  orphanage,  several  quilts  were  made  and  sent  to  the  same  place, 
sunshine  boxes  and  scrap-books  were  sent  to  sick  children,  flowers  and  shrubs 
were  planted  around  churches,  and  clothing  and  food  were  distributed  during 
the  winter  months.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

Movement  in  the  Study  Department  is  forward.  Encouraging  increase  ap- 
pears in  the  amount  of  work  done  last  year.  A  larger  number  of  different  auxili- 
aries conducted  classes  and  a  larger  number  of  new  books  on  both  Mission  and 
Bible  Study  subjects  were  studied  last  year  by  a  larger  number  of  women  and 
children  than  ever  before.  The  apparent  decrease  in  number  of  members  in 
Bible  Study  classes  is  not  real,  but  appears  because  the  number  of  members  in 
some  classes  was  not  included  in  the  reports.  The  decrease  appearing  in  the 
number  of  children's  classes  would  not  be  there  if  all  their  classes  had  been 
reported  to  me  as  well  as  to  their  own  superintendent.  Her  report  shows  a  good 
increase    over    the    previous    year.    The    quality    of    work    continues    to    improve, 
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being;  more  noticeable  in  classes  not  rated  as  standard  than  in  the  number  of 
strictly   standard   classes. 

This  improvement  is  due,  to  an  exceedingly  gratifying-  extent,  to  an  increas- 
ing interest  in  study  and  emphasis  upon  its  value  to  the  whole  work,  manifested 
by  the  district  secretaries,  and  to  the  work  done  by  zone  study  leaders  in  those 
districts  which  have  been  able  to  secure  such  officers.  Fine  reports  have  come 
from  them,  of  instruction  given  to  auxiliary  study  leaders  on  "Officers'  Training 
Days,"  of  Zone  and  District  Study  days  held  when  model  classes  were  conducted 
and  the  standards  and  methods  of  study  explained,  of  individual  classes  taught  or 
given  some  special  personal  help  needed,  and  of  addresses  on  study  made  at 
meetings.  The  spirit  of  co-operation  with  me  has  been  cordial  and  of  genuine 
help  to  me  as  I  have  tried  from  my  desk  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of 
Council  and  Conference.  Notable  work  has  been  done  in  this  way  on  the  Durham 
District  by  Miss  Florine  Robertson  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Huffman;  on  the  Fayetteville 
District  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Whitehead  and  Mrs.  M.  D.  Foister,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Horton 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb;  on  the  New  Bern  District  bv  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall 
and  Mrs.  E.  N.  Harrison,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  Mrs.  B.  Whiteside  and  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Simkins;  on  the  Washington  District  by  Miss  Bessie  Harding  and  Mrs. 
J.  H.  McCracken  and  Mrs.  Paul  Mallison;  on  the  Weldon  District  by  Mrs. 
J.  L.  Midgette  and  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson;  and  on  the  Wilmington  District  by 
Mrs.  George  Clendenin.  There  were  others,  without  doubt,  whose  work  of  pro- 
moting study  was  worthy  of  special  mention,  but  their  reports  have  not  come 
to  me.  This  part  of  our  organization  should  be  strengthened  on  every  district 
and  the  work  of  this  department  emphasized    in   every  way  possible. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  award  the  credit  cards  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
89  members  of  12  classes  taught  according  to  the  Local  Church  Department 
requirements,  7  7  to  women  members  of  9  pastors'  classes  conducted  during  the 
January-February  cultivation  period,  and  12  to  members  of  3  regular  auxiliary 
classes.  The  classes  at  West  Durham,  Kenlv,  Stantonsburg,  Woodland  and  Rich 
Square,  and  Chadbourn  were  taught  by  the  pastors,  R.  E.  Brown,  J.  H.  Frizelle, 
J.  Vincent  Knight,  O.  P.  Fitzgerald  and  Freeman  Heath.  Those  at  Zion  (Rock- 
ingham), Rehoboth,  Jackson,  2  at  Norlina,  and  Warsaw  were  taught  by  women, 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Ellerbe,  Miss  Verona  Topping,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Burnett,  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Midgette,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Russ.  In  addition  to  these,  2  1  women  in  Standard 
Training  Schools  conducted  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  at  New  Bern  and 
Rockingham  received  that  Board's  credits  for  Bible  Study,  and  reported  to  me 
with  request  that  their  auxiliaries  might  have  credit  for  them  as  their  Bible 
Study  classes.  Their  request  was  granted,  and  they  receive  the  conference  credits 
also  for  their  work. 

In  an  unusual  way  my  conference  work  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  me  the 
past  year,  and  I  am  profoundly  grateful  for  it.  It  has  kept  me  busy  most  of 
the  time.  My  correspondence  has  been  conducted  as  promptly  as  possible,  with 
the  earnest  desire  to  furnish  my  superintendents  with  whatever  help  they  have 
needed  from  me.  It  was  my  privilege  to  assist  the  secretary  of  the  Durham 
District  in  holding  a  District  Study  Day,  when  one  session  of  a  standard  mission 
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study  class  was  conducted  to  serve  as  a  suggestive  model  for  the  average  auxiliary 
class,  and  instruction  given   in  the  methods  and  standards  of   this  department. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  revised  the  Conference  Stand- 
ard of  Excellence  for  Study  and  mailed  it  to  the  Adult  auxiliaries  in  January 
along  with  my  winter  study  letter  and  the  departmental  literature  sent  out  from 
Nashville.  "Sev#n  Times  Seven"  was  accredited  as  the  thesis  towards  the  Gradu- 
ate Diploma  in  Missionary  Education,  by  Dr.  Elmer  T.  Clark,  dean  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Enlarged  Plan  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
and  through  its  correspondence  school  I  have  begun  to  take  the  courses  leading 
to  that  goal — may  I  live  long  enough  to  reach   it! 

Reporting  is  still  far  from  being  all  it  should  be,  in  manner,  promptness, 
or  fullness,  though  there  has  been  decided  improvement  in  that  most  important 
item  of  our  organization.  It  is  sure  that  all  classes  conducted  were  not  reported 
to  me.  Some  came  embodied  in  letters  with  no  information  other  than  that  a 
Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  was  held.  Many  of  the  questionnaires  sent  to  the 
auxiliaries  in  January  with  design  to  call  forth  full  reports  on  the  year's  work 
from  all  classes,  especially  those  not  previously  reported,  were  not  returned  at 
all.  Several  came,  after  my  statistical  report  had  been  sent  to  the  secretary  for 
the  minutes.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   PUBLICITY 
AND  "VOICE" 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  great  diligence  in  using  both  the  secular 
press  and  our  own  page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  to  give  in- 
formation concerning  the  activities  of  the  auxiliaries;  possibly  the  amount  of 
material  sent  for  publication  on  the  Woman's  Page  has  doubled  any  previous  year. 

Our  women  are  recognizing  the  value  of  publicity  in  promoting  their  work 
and  they  are  employing  various  methods  to  bring  information  before  the  people. 

Many  are  using  posters  and  they  are  effective   when   properly  handled. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Voice  campaign,  the  1st  of  last  November,  a  letter 
was  sent  to  each  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Publicity  urging  a  renewed  interest 
in  Voice  subscriptions.  As  a  result,  1,181  Voice  subscriptions  were  sent  in  during 
the  campaign  which  closed  March    1 . 

Many  new  superintendents  ask  to  know  where  to  begin  in  taking  up  their 
duties.   I  would  like  to  make  the  following  suggestions: 

1st.  Get  familiar  with  the  organization  by  a  careful  study  of  conference 
and  Council  minutes.  It  is  essential  that  one  must  familiarize  herself  with  the 
machinery  used  in   doing  our  work. 

2nd.  Study  such  literature  as  will  give  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
women  who  have  made  the  woman's  work  what  it  is:  "History  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society"  bv  Mrs.  F.  A.  Butler,  "Missionary  Heroes"  by  Mrs. 
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L.   H.   Hammond,   and   the   life  story   of   Belle   H.   Bennett   are   excellent   for   this 
purpose. 

3rd.  Read  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  activities  of  your  conference  and  read  the  Missionary, 
Voice  to  widen  your  horizon  and  get  a  view  of  world  missions. 

4th.  Be  lavish  with  vour  missionarv  information.  Know  your  groups  of 
women  and  see   that  they  become   missionary   minded. 

5th.  Make  a  distinction  between  missionary  information  and  news;  send 
the  missionary  news  of  your  auxiliary  to  your  local  papers  and  to  the  North 
Carolina    Christian   Advocate   for   publication.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  1930,  two  factors  stand  out  more  prominently 
than  in  other  years.  First,  the  public  affairs  of  the  state  and  nation  have  awakened 
an  increased  interest  in  legislation  and  in  Christian  Citizenship.  Not  only  have 
our  auxiliary  women  worked  for  the  enactment  into  law  of  the  bills  sponsored 
by  the  Legislative  Council  of  North  Carolina  Women,  but  they  have  voluntarily 
written  and  wired  to  their  representatives  to  vote  against  the  Buncombe  Countv 
gambling  bill,  and  the  drug  store  liquor  bill.  Other  bills  which  received  their 
attention  were  for  Federal  control  of  the  production  and  distribution  of  motion 
pictures,  and  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  World  Court.  Their 
interest  in  these  measures,  as  shown  bv  sending  resolutions,  letters  and  wires  to 
their  senators  and  representatives,  is  an  indication  of  the  realization  of  respon- 
sibility, as  well  as  opportunity,  to  serve  their  state  and  nation. 

The  second  factor  of  special  significance  for  this  year  was  the  privilege  given 
to  the  Church  Social  Service  workers  to  attend  the  State  Social  Service  Confer- 
ence, which  met  in  Goldsboro  April  7th  and  8th,  1931.  Your  superintendent  was 
asked  to  arrange  the  program,  with  subject,  speakers,  etc.,  for  the  separate 
meeting  of  church  workers  from  10  to  11  o'clock  on  Tuesday,  April  7th.  She 
was  also  asked  to  communicate  with  a  representative  from  each  denomination, 
who  would  issue  an  invitation  to  their  social  service  workers  to  attend  the  con- 
ference and  to  take  part  in  the  church  group  meeting.  There  were  twenty-five 
or  more  women  from  the  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  churches 
in  Eastern   Carolina  at  the  group   meeting. 

A  very  practicable  program  with  "Christian  Social  Service"  as  the  theme 
was  presented  on  the  order  of  an  open  forum.  Deaconess  Mamie  J.  Chandler, 
director  of  Religious  Education  of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  spoke  on 
"Co-operation  with  Other  Agencies"  and  gave  as  a  concrete  example  of  co-opera- 
tion the  plan  the  Raleigh  churches  and  welfare  agencies  were  using,  with  a 
confidential  exchange,  in  helping  those  in  need  in  the  city.  Mrs.  T.  W.  Bickett, 
superintendent  of  Public  Welfare  of  Wake  County,  spoke  on  "The  Rural  Church 
and  Social  Service."  She  told  of  the  plan  the  churches  and  county  organizations,

working  together,  were  using  and  how  very  helpful  they  had  been  in  supplying 
the  needy  and  looking  after  those  in  trouble  in  the  county.  As  was  brought  out 
in  the  open  forum,  these  federations  of  churches  and  social  agencies  were  easily 
set  up  and  were  very  practicable  and  efficient. 

It  was  indeed  a  privilege  to  attend  other  group  meetings  of  the  conference 
and  hear  experts  discuss  various  problems  in  North  Carolina,  thus  giving  us  the 
advantage  of  hearing  those  who  have  spent  much  time  in  research,  investigation, 
experimentation  and  other  efforts  in  trying  to  find  a  solution  to  them. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  that  our  auxiliary  women  are  no  longer 
satisfied  to  give  flowers  and  trays  and  make  a  few  visits,  but  are  anxious  to 
render  real  Christian  service.  As  evidence  of  this,  the  following  has  been  under- 
taken by  the  several  auxiliaries:  serving  meals  to  the  children  in  a  day  nursery; 
serving  breakfast  to  underfed  school  children ;  opened  a  milk  station  for  negro 
children;  diseased  children  of  both  races  given  clinic  and  hospital  treatment; 
caring  for  the  needy  of  a  mill  village;  helping  to  defray  the  expenses  of  patients 
in  the  Sanitorium;  participating  in  the  opening  of  a  moonlight  school  for  mill 
people,  etc. 

Judging  from  the  small  number  of  committees  that  have  made  the  Standard 
of  Efficiency  this  year,  our  women  do  not  realize  the  benefit  derived  from  the 
study  prescribed,  and  the  work  outlined  in  the  Standard  of  Efficiency.  It  is  the 
desire  of  your  superintendent  that  each  committee  make  this  Standard  a  part  of 
their  work  this  year,  thereby  helping  to  make  our  aim — "Every  auxiliary  with 
a  Social  Service  Committee  and  Every  Committee  making  the  Standard  of 
Efficiency" — a  reality.  The  following  committees  will  be  awarded  the  Certificate 
of  Efficiency  from  Council  as  a  recognition  for  work  well  done:  First  Church 
(Elizabeth   City),   Martha   Culbreth    (Johns),   Richlands,   and   Whiteville.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 

As  the  years  go  by  we  note  with  gratitude  to  God  the  increase  of  interest  in 
the  work  manifested  by  the  women  of  the  auxiliaries  in  our  conference  society. 
Nowhere  is  this  more  evident  than  in  the  department  of  literature,  judging  from 
the  letters  of  inquiry  for  information  and  orders  for  the  various  kinds  of  litera- 
ture that  come  to  the  office.  As  new  auxiliaries  and  zone  leaders  are  added,  our 
mailing  list  continues  to  grow.  Beside  the  regular  monthly  program  leaflets 
mailed  out  quarterly,  Year  Books,  Handbooks,  Week  of  Prayer  literature,  Bulle- 
tin distributed  monthly,  and  literature  for  new  auxiliaries,  we  have  filled  orders 
for  Handbooks  for  all  departments  except  the  children,  literature  for  social 
service,  interracial,  and  stewardship,  and  various  kinds  of  leaflets  relating  to 
the  work;  also  pledge  cards,  form  for  the  installation  of  officers,  circular  letters 
sent  out  from  headquarters,  and  from  Council  superintendent  of  Social  Service, 
and  leaflets,  "Suggestions  for  the  Young  Women's  Circle." 

Since  there  is  to  be  a  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Work, 
there  has  been  some  confusion  as  to  the  program  material.  This  has  caused  much 
correspondence,  and  I  fear  retarded  the  work  some.  However,  we  have  done  the 
best  we  could  in  supplying  the  literature  ordered.  Last  year  we  were  advised 
that  the  conference  superintendent  of  Literature  should  promote  the  circulation 
of  the  Missionary  Voice.  We  wrote  cards  to  all  auxiliary  presidents,  asking  for 
the  addresses  of  the  auxiliary  agents  of  the  Voice,  that  we  might  serve  through 
them.  There  were  178  responses  to  the  cards,  which  we  thought  encouraging. 
At  the  retreat,  in  October,  this  work  was  transferred  to  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler, 
superintendent  of  Publicity.  Numbers  of  auxiliaries  have  sent  the  names  of 
subscribers  and  price  of  subscription  to  me.  These  I  have  forwarded  to  the 
business  manager  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

We  regret  that  any  auxiliary  fails  to  receive  program  literature  before  the 
first  of  each  quarter.  Where  the  fault  lies  I  cannot  say,  since  all  the  literature  is 
posted  at  the  same  time.  Again,  there  is  a  change  in  the  auxiliary  president,  and 
I  am  not  notified.  Consequently,  I  continue  sending  to  the  same  address.  We  do 
wish  you  could  realize  how  important  it  is  for  us  to  have  a  correct  mailing  list 
by  the  first  of  December  each  year.  We  most  heartily  thank  our  co-laborers  who 
have  given  us  their  assistance.  Indeed  we  are  most  grateful.  Without  their  aid 
more  auxiliaries  might  have  been  without  literature.

DURHAM   DISTRICT 

What  surprises!  What  disappointments!  Results  in  most  unexpected  places, 
and  no  results  in  some  expected  places;  But,  all  in  all,  a  most  pleasant  year,  with 
much  effort  put  forth;  much  co-operation  received;  much  lack  of  co-operation 
in  critical  times  and  places;  much  joy  in  meeting  and  mingling-  with  the  good 
women;  much  sorrow  to  realize  that  we  are  not  always  meeting  our  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities  as  He  would  have  us  do;  much  accomplished,  and  still 
much  to  be  done! 

We  have  a  total  of  1,1  +  1  members  in  45  adult  societies,  an  increase  of  138 
members  and  eight  new  societies:  Haw  River  in  Alamance;  Semora  and  Purley 
in  Caswell;  McMannen  Chapel,  Bethany,  and  Mount  Sylvan  in  Durham;  Hills- 
boro  in  Orange;  and  Jalong  in  Person.  Two  of  these  have  not  functioned  very 
well,  but  we  hold  to  them,  and  hope  to  help  them  get  on  their  feet. 

Many  societies  observed  Harvest  Day;  31  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  giving 
a  total  of  $244.31,  a  decrease  of  $39.18  from  1929,  although  eight  more  so- 
cieties observed  it  than  for  1929;  29  took  mission  study,  some  for  the  first  time, 
and  all  are  pleased  with  it.  Only  322  Voice  subscribers,  an  increase  of  5  3  over 
last  year.  But  we  are  happy  to  have  six  life  memberships  for  1930:  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Murphy,  by  Cedar  Grove  auxiliary;  Mrs.  Minnie  P.  Gates,  by  the  district;  Mrs. 
Norman  H.  Street,  by  her  husband;  Mrs.  John  H.  Harris,  by  Calvary  auxiliary; 
Mrs.  C.  G.  Nicholson,  by  Roxboro  (Mary  Hambrick)  auxiliary;  Mrs.  Norman 
Wood,  by  Mebane  auxiliary. 

Nine  societies  made  honor  roll:  Front  Street,  West  Burlington,  Minnie  P. 
Gates  (Graham),  and  Mebane,  four  for  Alamance;  Chapel  Hill,  for  the  first 
time;  Calvary,  Durham,  for  the  first  time,  Duke  Memorial  and  West  Durham, 
three  for  Durham;  and  the  old  reliable,  Mary  Hambrick,  Roxboro.  Several 
others  are  working  for  that  goal  this  year;  for  some  reason  one  of  the  steady 
societies  dropped  out,  but  the  ladies  expect  to  put  it  back. 

The  year  showed  very  little,  if  any,  activity  among  the  young  people.  Since 
the  change,  most  of  them  have  switched  over  to  the  other  organizations.  Not  so 
with  the  children's  work;  that  is  moving  on  with  a  total  of  41  divisions,  four 
of  which  are  new:  Semora,  Swepsonville,  and  babies  and  primary  at  Bahama; 
756  members,  a  decrease  of  1 1  ;  three  on  the  honor  roll:  Duke  Memorial,  Gra- 
ham, and  Burlington;  and  five  treasure  chests  were  sent  in.  A  total  of  $499.3  1 
for  children  was  sent  in,  a  decrease  of  $9.18   from  last  year. 

The  adult  societies  sent  in  $6,923.12  to  conference  treasurer,  an  increase  of 
$201.29  over  1929;  spent  $7,97  8.19  for  local  work;  and  boxes  and  other  ex- 
penditures bring  the  grand  total  to  $15,178.66.  In  addition,  $100  was  sent  in 
for  annuity  bond,  although   this  is  not  credited  to  the   district. 

There  are  five  active  zone  organizations,  each  functioning  splendidly  under 
a    live,    consecrated    leader:    Mrs.    J.    W.    Dimmette,    Alamance;    Mrs.    J.    Ernest 
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Murphy,  Caswell;  Mrs.  John  C.  Dailey,  Durham;  Mrs.  L.  R.  Sturdivant,  Orange; 
and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  Person.  Thev  hold  zone  meetings  three  or  four  times 
yearly,  and  are  helping  put  the  district  across. 

A  meeting  of  all  presidents  and  zone  and  study  leaders  was  held  at  West 
Durham  in  February,  with  good  results;  all-day  training  for  mission  study  was 
held  in  Durham  in  September,  with  Mrs.  Everett  in  charge,  and  many  societies 
represented;  a  splendid  district  meeting  in  Roxboro  in  May,  attended  by  about 
300,  at  which  time  the  district  presented  Mrs.  Gates  a  life  membership;  and  the 
secretary  has  attended  at  least  20  society  and  group  meetings,  10  of  them  zone 
meetings,  throughout  the  district,  aggregating  more  than    1,000  miles  traveled. 

Summing  it  all  up,  it  has  been  a  great  year,  although  it  might  have  been 
greater,  and  we  hope  to  make  this,  1931,  so.  This  year  is  to  witness  more  of 
cultivation  than  of  organization ;  and  it  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  secretary 
that  young  women's  and  children's  work  may  show  better  results  than  for  last 
year.  We  are  pressing  forward  "about  our  Father's  business,"  and  we  are  relying 
upon   Him   for  grace   and  strength   to  achieve.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

Another  year  has  passed  and  again  we  are  grateful  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  been  ours. 

Following  the  Council  program,  very  early  in  the  year  we  observed  Officers' 
Training  Day.  Our  aim  was  to  prepare  the  membership  throughout  the  district 
for  more  effective  service.  The  attendance  was  good,  and  those  present  reported 
this  meeting  as  helpful,   instructive  and  inspirational. 

During  the  membership  campaign,  letters  followed  those  of  Council  and 
conference  officers  to  nearly  three  hundred  uninlisted  women  in  the  district.  The 
harvest  from  this  seed  sowing  was  not  ours  to  garner  but  the  future  may  reveal 
its  untold  good. 

Reports  for  the  year  showed  an  increase  in  membership,  subscribers  to  the 
Missionary  Voice,  number  of  auxiliaries  presenting  Christian  Stewardship,  num- 
ber of  committees  on  Social  Service  Relations  participating  in  social  service  ac- 
tivities, and  number  of  auxiliaries  observing  Week  of  Prayer.  While  this  increase 
is  small,  it  is  encouraging  to  know  there  is  a  gradual  development  in  missionary 
activities.  There  has  been  more  intensive  mission  study  than  heretofore.  Reading 
circles  have  been  organized. 

Our  pledge  of  $5,000.00  was  again  paid  in  full.  The  raising  of  $5,000.00 
during  this  year  of  financial  depression  was  due  largely  to  the  self-sacrificing 
efforts  on  the  part  of  our  women.  Mrs.  McKinne  spoke  so  earnestly  of  the  great 
financial  needs  of  our  mission  fields  at  our  district  meeting  that  no  doubt  there 
were  many  who  made  real  sacrifices  of  which  we  shall  never  know. 

The  following  adult  and  young  people's  societies  won  distinction  by  making 
the  honor  roll:  Anderson,  First  Church,  City  Road,  Hertford  Woman's,  Minnie 
Costen  White,  Oak  Grove,  Winfall,  Willie  Evans,  and  Hertford  Young  People, 
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Those  making  honor  roll  in  the  Children's  Department  were:  Anderson, 
First  Church,  Gatesville,  and  Winfall. 

To  our  honored  roll  of  life  members  were  added  the  names  of  Mrs.  Lee 
Morg-an,  Mrs.  Mary  Davis  Towe  and  the  secretary  of  the  district,  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Willis. 

Of  all  auxiliaries  observing'  Harvest  Day,  not  one  reported  a  richer,  fuller 
harvest  than  did  that  of  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City.  For  the  seventh  consecutive 
year  the  honor  roll  was  attained  by  this  auxiliary.  But  especially  do  we  honor 
the  faithful  little  bands  of  rural  workers  who,  in  spite  of  discouragements, 
weather  and  distance,  meet  regularly  and  add  their  contributions  to  our  great 
missionary  cause. 

One  new  zone  organization  was  effected,  one  was  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  auxiliaries  from  adjoining  counties.  Four  adult  auxiliaries,  six  children's  di- 
visions and  two  young  people's  societies  were   organized. 

Our  woman's  work  was  presented  by  the  district  secretary  at  the  missionary 
institute  and  district  conference.  Help  and  encouragement  were  received  from 
the  presiding  elder  and  the  pastors. 

Two  Gates  County  institutes,  six  zone  and  two  district  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year.  The  most  outstanding  of  all  these  meetings  was  that  of  our 
young  people,  when  one  hundred  or  more,  under  the  leadership  of  their  district 
superintendent,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum,  assembled  at  Old  Trap,  July  1st,  for  their 
first  district  meeting.  Very  interesting  reports  of  the  year's  work  were  given 
by  all  groups  present.  A  good  program  was  rendered.  Mrs.  Mallison,  our  new 
conference  superintendent,  was  present  and  quickly  won  her  way  into  the  hearts 
of  our  young  people  by  her  most  timely  and  inspirational  message. 

You  have  heard  it  said  there  is  no  other  possibility  quite  so  great  in  reaching 
the  unorganized  or  to  make  the  church  of  tomorrow  missionary  as  the  best  de- 
velopment of  our  children's  work.  So  it  is  with  some  degree  of  pride  that  we 
report  fifty-three  Baby,  Primary  and  Junior  Divisions.  This  is  the  largest  num- 
ber reported  by  any  district  in  our  conference.  Of  these,  four  made  the  honor 
roll,  thirty  were  active  in  social  service  work,  twenty  reported  mission  study 
classes  and  many  had  a  part  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  services.  Two  treasure  chests 
were  sent  to  the  Philippines.  We  hope  and  pray  that  these  children  of  our  dis- 
trict will  continue  to  live  and  grow  in  missionary  zeal  and  that  soon  every 
church  will  have  an  active,  enthusiastic  children's  organization.  Can  a  more 
wonderful  privilege  come  to  any  woman  in  the  great  realm  of  God's  service 
than  to  have  a  part  in  leading  His  little  ones: 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  giving  due  honor  and  credit  to 
our  conference  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  who  spent  three  days  in  our  midst 
attending  zone  meetings.  Her  wise  counsel,  inspirational  messages,  and  delightful 
fellowship   added   greatly   to   the   success  of  these   meetings. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  so  kindly  co-operated  and  helped  us  in  this 
work.

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FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  real  gratitude  in  our  hearts  that  we  bring  vou  this 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Fayetteville  District  for   1930. 

As  we  compare  our  record  for  1930  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  we  see 
that  in  spite  of  many  unfavorable  conditions,  we  have  gone  forward  along 
many  lines. 

We  had  seven  new  adult  auxiliaries  added  to  our  roll  during  the  year, 
namely:  Ebenezer  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  on  the  Haw  River  Circuit;  Newton  Grove 
and  Maple  Grove,  on  the  Newton  Grove  Circuit;  Deem's  Chapel,  on  the  Bladen 
Circuit;  Black's  Chapel,  on  the  Erwin  Circuit;  and  Moncure,  on  the  Pittsboro 
Circuit.  Am  sorry  to  say  that  we  lost  two  of  our  old  auxiliaries  so  the  close  of 
the  year  found  us  with  only  thirty-five,  a  net  increase  of  five  over  the  previous 
year. 

We  had  an  increase  of  fifty-six  members  reported.  We  are  indeed  grateful 
for  these  new  members  and  gladly  welcome  them  into  our  ranks,  but  do  not  con- 
sider this  increase  what  it  should  have  been,  had  each  one  fully  co-operated  in 
the  membership  campaign  put  on  by  our  Council. 

We  sent  our  conference  treasurer  $4,105.00,  our  pledge  being  $4,400.00. 
As  you  see,  we  failed  to  pay  our  pledge  bv  $294.00,  but  made  an  increase  over 
previous  year  of  $15  1.00.  For  local  work  last  year  we  spent  $2,524.00,  which 
was  less  than  the  amount  spent  for  local   work  the  previous  vear. 

There  has  been  quite  a  bit  of  sickness,  especially  pellagra,  among  the  poorer 
people  of  the  Fayetteville  District  and  our  women  have  co-operated  with  other 
agencies  in  their  local  communities  in  supplying  necessary  food  and  clothing  to 
the  sick  and  unfortunate. 

Our  district  has  always  lagged  in  its  work  with  the  children,  but  there  are 
indications  that  we  are  realizing  more  and  more  the  importance  of  this  work. 
While  we  have  some  splendid  societies  with  capable  leaders  ,we  have  too  few 
of  them.  Last  year  we  had  reported  twenty-five  children's  divisions  with  an 
enrollment  of  420,  sending  our  conference  treasurer  $286.41,  which  was  a  net 
increase   of   five    divisions   and    $44.5  0    over   the   previous   vear. 

Am  sorry  to  report  only  twenty-three  of  our  adult  auxiliaries  observing  the 
"Week  of  Prayer."  The  thank  offering  for  this  occasion  was  $170.31.  I  am  urging 
every  auxiliary  in  the  district  to  begin  now  to  plan  for  the  observance  of  the 
"Week  of  Prayer"  and  to  begin  to  lay  aside  their  offering. 

We  are  encouraged  to  see  our  district  waking  up  to  the  importance  of 
both  mission  and  Bible  study.  We  have  twenty-one  auxiliaries  (a  larger  number 
than  ever  before)  reporting  study  classes.  This  is  indeed  gratifying,  as  we 
believe  the  information  and  inspiration  gained  from  the  study  of  books  selected 
by  our  Council  will  mean  much  to  our  missionary  work. 

Our  Missionary  Voice  subscriptions  seem  to  have  fallen  off.  We  had  only  156 
reported  for  1930,  a  decrease  of  37  from  the  previous  year.  At  every  oppor- 
tunity, as  district  secretary,  I  present  the  Voice  and  urge  our  women  to  subscribe 
to  and  read  this  valuable  periodical. 

Seven   adult   auxiliaries   made   the   honor   roll,   as    follows:    Bynum,    Roseboro, 
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Sanford    Woman's,    Alice    Green     (Sanford),     Hay     Street    Woman's,     Lambuth 
Memorial   (Fayetteville),  and  Belle  Bennett   (Fayetteville) . 

Two  children's  societies,  Elizabethtown  and  Camp  Ground,  also  achieved 
this  distinction.  We  have  quite  a  number  of  other  splendid  adult  societies  with 
good   records,  lacking'  perhaps  onlv   five   points   of   making'  the   honor   roll. 

At  the  recommendation  of  our  former  district  secretary,  Fayetteville  District 
was,  at  the  beginning  of  last  year,  consolidated  into  four  zones,  instead  of  five, 
as  was  at  first  planned.  We  find  this  division  better  for  our  work.  Last  year  as 
many  as  seven  or  eight  meetings  were  held  in  the  different  zones.  I  attended 
one  meeting  in  the  Chatham  zone,  two  in  the  Fayetteville  zone  and  one  in  the 
Cape  Fear  zone.  These  meetings  were  all  well  attended,  programs  helpful  and 
inspiring,  and  the  fellowship  fine.  Am  glad  to  report  that  each  zone  has  a  fine, 
capable  leader.  One  meeting  has  already  been  held  in  each  zone  this  spring.  We 
feel  that  zone   organization   is   going  to   mean   much   to  the   work   in   our  district. 

Last  fall  a  "training  dav"  for  mission  study  leaders  was  planned  for  each 
zone.  Am  sorrv  to  sav  that  the  plans  did  not  prove  very  successful  in  every  zone. 
However,  the  one  conducted  in  the  Fayetteville  zone,  and  taught  bv  Miss  Eliza- 
beth  Lamb,  proved  most  helpful. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  Sanford  last  June.  It  was  our  pleasure  to 
have  with  us  at  this  time  our  conference  treasurer,  Mrs.  McKinne.  She  made  a 
most  inspiring  missionary  address.  We  are  also  indebted  to  our  beloved  Miss 
Lamb,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton  for  making  this  meeting 
a  most  delightful  and  helpful  one. 

As  we  look  over  our  district,  we  find  so  much  to  be  done.  Over  fifty  per  cent 
of  our  churches,  mostly  rural  churches,  have  no  missionary  organization.  Our 
goal  is  a  society  in  every  church  able  to  maintain  one,  and  a  circuit  society  on 
every  circuit  where  the  individual  churches  are  not  strong  enough  for  a  full- 
fledged  society. 

We  are  striving  to  help  our  women  realize  what  a  wonderful  privilege  is 
ours  in  offering  Jesus  to  a  needy  world.  May  we  take  advantage  of  the  glorious 
opportunity  that  is  ours.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


The  year  through  which  we  have  just  passed  has  been  a  very  trying  one,  a 
year  of  testing,  as  it  were,  to  our  women  of  the  district.

Then  came  a  severe  hail  storm,  sweeping  down  over  a 
part  of  Wayne  County,  and  we  thought  surely  our  women  at  Daniel's  Chapel 
will  be  more  discouraged  than  ever — they'll  never  come  up  to  their  usual 
standard  of  meeting  all  obligations — but  they  did — and  even  sent  in  a  larger 
Week  of  Prayer  offering  than  usual.  At  Maury,  the  Helen  Harrison  Auxiliary 
actually  went  out  and  worked,  "tied  tobacco"  that  they  might  raise  the  money 
promised.    I    am    sure    there    were    many    more    individual    instances    of    sacrifices, 
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bordering  on  the  heroic,  and  instead  of  being  discouraged  because  we  did  not 
come  up  with  the  pledge  made  at  Rocky  Mount,  rather  do  we  rejoice  in  the 
loyalty  and  love  of  our  women  for  the  great  love  that  constrained  them. 

The  district  meeting,  held  at  Beaufort,  was  largely  attended  and  we  went 
away  with  new  visions,  after  listening  to  the  soul-stirring  talk  of  our  conference 
president,  Mrs.  Gates,  and  hearing  Rev.  Glen  Barden  tell  of  his  work  in  Africa 
and  of  work  being  done  bv  our  women  missionaries.  The  conference  sent  $5  6.5  0 
to  Miss  Dora  Jane  Armstrong  for  hospital  supplies.  At  the  noon  hour,  while 
Miss  Lamb  was  "expounding  unto  us  the  Scriptures,"  we  were  made  to  rejoice 
because  of  the  wonderful  privilege  that  was  ours  in  being  co-laborers  with  God. 

Our  district  is  to  be  congratulated  that  we  have  so  many  conference  officers 
within  its  borders.  Among  the  oldest  in  service,  and  most  loved,  is  our  superin- 
tendent of  Literature,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott.  We  honored  ourselves  in  making  her 
a  life  member.  The  certificate  was  presented  by  our  own  Mrs.  McKinne,  con- 
ference treasurer.  There  were  four  life  certificates  and  one  memorial  certificate 
given  last  year. 

Following  the  district  meeting,  I  made  a  "missionary  tour"  and  two  weeks 
were  spent  in  June  in  visiting  the  auxiliaries,  checking  up  the  standard  of 
excellence  records,  pointing  out  weak  spots  and  trying  to  strengthen  bv  appoint- 
ing superintendents  of  Mission  Study,  Children,  agents  of  Voice,  etc.  We  had  one 
goal  in  view — "The  Korean  Urn."

Thirteen  societies  on  the  honor  roll  gave  us  this 
much  coveted  urn.  Another  honor  came  also — a  surprise,  but  greatly  valued — 
we  reported  the  greatest  increase  in  mission  study  classes,  giving  us  second  prize. 
Believing  ourselves  capable,  we'll  aim  still  higher  this  vear,  for  first  prize  in 
mission  study.  Again  we  rejoice  that  the  children,  under  the  efficient  guidance 
of  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  superintendent  of  the  New  Bern  District,  is  leading 
the  conference — both   as  to   numbers  and   finances. 

This  meager  report  of  what  I  consider  the  best  year  we've  ever  had  of  real 
down  constructive  work,  is  written  after  the  annual  meeting — delay  being  caused 
by  my  sickness,  which  also  prevented  my  attendance  at  Burlington.  Looking 
back  over  the  vear,  I  ask  vou  to  forget  the  discouragements  and  failures,  but 
plead  that  we  take  God  more  at  His  word.  I  am  convinced  that  what  we  women 
need  todav  is  a  greater  realization  of  God.  "Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  God" — 
only  bv  quiet  communion  will  we  have  grace  to  press  onward.

We  are  also  entertaining  the  district  meeting  by  zones,  thereby  giving 
every  auxiliary  a  part  in  this  work.  Robeson-Hoke  entertained  the  district  meet- 
ing at  Maxton  last  October  and  we  had  the  largest  number  present  that  we 
have  ever  had. 

We  are  sorry  not  to  report  any  new  auxiliaries.  One,  disbanded  for  six  months 
on  account  of  the  mill  business,  is  now  active  and  going  forward.  Two  have 
merged,  making  a  stronger  and  more  active  auxiliary.  We  think  this  is  for 
the  better  for  the  work. 

Laurinburg  has  done  fine  work  with  the  children  and  we  hope  all  our  auxili- 
aries will  give  special  stress  to  the  work  of  our  children.

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WASHINGTON  DISTRICT 

During  the  year  1930,  although  affected  sufficiently  by  the  financial  depression 
to  prevent  raising  the  district  pledge — $6,500,  the  funds  collected  showed  a 
slight  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  Much  of  these  funds,  however,  were 
caught  in  the  bank  failures  and  our  total  for  the  woman's  work  showed  a 
decrease  in  finances. 

The  number  of  auxiliaries  presenting  stewardship  is  23,  the  same  as  in    1929. 

According  to  the  reports  sent  in,  there  has  been  a  loss  in  membership  and  a 
loss   in    Voice  subscriptions. 

Four  auxiliaries,  only,  measured  up  fully  to  the  standard  of  excellence  and 
made  the  honor  roll. 

The  children's  work  has  increased   in    membership  and   in   finances. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  thirty-four  auxiliaries  have  been  visited  by  the  district 
secretary  during  the  year.  The  remaining  seven  will  be  visited  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  school   duties  of   the  secretary  are   completed. 

Along  the  lines  of  study,  the  district  seems  to  have  made  considerable  growth, 
thirty  of  the  thirty-four  auxiliaries  having  had  at  least  one  study  class,  sixteen 
having  held  the  three  classes.  This  increase  in  study  interests  makes  us  hope  that 
this  88%  of  auxiliaries  studying  will  find  so  much  pleasure  in  the  work  already 
begun  that  they  will  be  inspired  and  encouraged  to  complete  the  three  classes 
and  bring  our  percentage  of  efficiency  so  high  that  we  may  be  ranked  as  an 
"A"  grade  district. 

The  district  meeting  at  Belhaven  was  a  blessing  to  us.  All  enjoyed  Mrs.  Paul 
Mallison,  conducting  the  noon  Bible  hour,  and  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  missionary 
to  Korea,  making  the  missionary  address  and  conducting  the  consecration  service 
at  the  close  of  the.  day's  program. 

As  we  consider  our  task  for  the  remaining  part  of  193  1,  we  find  a  large 
number  of  Voice  subscribers  must  be  obtained  in  order  to  have  every  member 
reading  this  literature. 

Manv  of  our  Women  are  not  vet  working  in  our  missionary  organizations, 
and  the  children   in   many  churches  are  not   receiving  missionary  cultivation. 

This  is  the  time  when  we  must  go  forward.  Let  us,  therefore,  increase  our 
work,  service  and  offerings,  and  enlarge  our  prayer  life  for  the  sake  of  our 
own  advancement  and  for  the  success  of  our  Master's  work.

so  you  will  be  interested  in  the  following  figures  :1 9 1 5-1 918,  $8,253.82;  1919- 
1922,  $14,889.70;  1923-1926,  $22,478.34;  1927-1930,  $19,403.70;  making  a 
total  for  the  period  of  $65,025.56.  The  specials,  Bennett  Memorial  and  Lucy 
Cuninggim,  came  during  the   3rd  quadrennium. 

This  brings  us  to  our  report  for  19  30  when  we  failed,  for  the  first  time 
during  the  quadrennium,  to  raise  our  pledge  of  $5,000.00.  In  the  face  of  con- 
ditions, no  explanation  is  needed.  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  liberal  on 
the  part  of  many  but  all  did  not  observe  it,  causing  a  greater  loss  to  those 
auxiliaries  spiritually  than  to  the  work  financially.  Make  the  observance  100% 
in    1931. 

All  zone  meetings  on  the  district  were  attended  except  the  fourth  meeting 
of  the  Northampton  Federation,  which  was  held  at  the  time  of  the  retreat.  That 
federation  is  to  be  congratulated  for  making  Mrs.  J.  B.  Stephenson,  their  first 
president,  a  life  member,  an  honor  which  she  richly  deserved;  also  for  making 
the  Zone  Standard  of  Excellence. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  held  the  district  meeting  for  young  people  in  Warrenton. 
It  was  well  attended   and  a   most  enthusiastic   meeting. 

Four  auxiliaries,  Katherine  Towe,  Norlina,  Rosemary,  and  Weldon  Y.  W., 
made  the  honor  roll.  This  number  should  increase. 

We  are  sorry  to  lose  Union  auxiliary,  Norlina  Circuit,  to  the  Virginia  Confer- 
ence. We  shall  miss  them  and  trust  they  may  be  happy  in  their  new  associations. 

Miss  Dameron's  work  has  grown  in  favor  over  the  conference  and  there  are 
other  districts  helping  her  in  her  educational  work  and  in  Christmas  gifts,  which 
we  appreciate.  She  will  be  coming  home  in   1932  for  her  first  furlough. 

We  feel  that  the  whole  conference  is  saddened  with  us  in  the  passing  of 
dear  Mrs.  Wilkins.  We  shall  always  miss  her.   May  her  God  be  our  God !

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


In  reviewing  the  record  of  1930  in  the  Wilmington  District,  we  refuse  to 
be  discouraged  by  figures.  Comparisons  by  a  too  close  up  view  are  not  always 
fair.  So  we  take  a  longer  range. 

Five  years  ago  the  present  district  made  her  first  report  to  an  annual  con- 
ference. Then  we  had  25  auxiliaries  reporting,  one  of  which  has  since  dropped 
off.  Today  we  have  3  2,  eight  additional.  Then  we  reported  amount  sent  to  con- 
ference treasurer,  including  $245.00  for  the  Belle  Bennett  fund,  $3,197.09. 
Today  we   report,  with   no  extra   call,    $3,688.00. 

However,  we  are  more  vitally  interested  in  the  comparison  with  the  preceding 
year.  While  the  district  as  a  whole  showed  a  decrease  of  $471.82,  the  amount 
sent    conference    treasurer,    yet    I    would    like    to    give    honor    to    the    following 
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auxiliaries,  who  were  not  responsible  for  the  deficit,  and  if  every  one  of  the 
other  auxiliaries  in  the  district  could  have  made  the  same  record,  we  would 
have  quite  a  different  story  to  tell  today.  These  made  an  increase  in  amount  sent 
conference  treasurer:  Charity,  Faison,  Hallsboro,  Jacksonville,  Maysville,  South- 
port,  Wesley  Memorial,  Whiteville,  and  Trinity. 

The  following  showed  an  increase  in  amounts  given  locally:  Burgaw,  Mays- 
ville,  Richlands,   Southport,   Warsaw,   Whiteville,   Grace,   Trinity,   and   Epworth. 

We  have  five  who  made  the  honor  roll :  Richlands,  Whiteville,  Grace,  Fifth 
Avenue,  and  Trinity. 

The  auxiliaries  of  the  district  took  great  pleasure  in  sending  a  substantial 
gift  in  money  to  Elizabeth  Sneeden  when  she  was  consecrated  at  Scarritt  at  the 
recent  Council   meeting.   She   will  be   our  representative  in   Brazil. 

One  of  our  missionaries  at  home  on  furlough,  Miss  Hankins,  has  contributed 
much  to  our  zone  and  group  meetings  during  the  summer.  On  account  of  work 
on  her  degrees  taken  at  Peabody,  Nashville,  and  at  Columbia  University,  New 
York,  she  was  not  available  for  the  fall  and  winter  meetings. 

The  district  meeting,  held  in  Southport,  was  inspirational  spiritually  and 
physically.  The  boat  trip  out  to  sea  helped  wonderfully  to  drive  all  care  away. 

Mrs.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  were  with  us  and  helped  in  our  "Officers' 
Training  Groups." 

We  have  three  zones  functioning. 

Our  interest  in  study  has  increased. 

Social  service  work  is  very  intelligently  carried  on  by  nearly  all  our  auxili- 
aries. 

Whenever  I  have  presented  our  work  before  the  pastors,  I  have  found  them 
very  sympathetic.  At  the  missionary  institute,  in  January,  several  asked  me  to 
aid  them  in  organizing  missionary  societies  on  their  charges.  This  is  indeed 
encouraging. 

One  auxiliary  was  cultivated  during  1930  which  has  reported  the  first  quarter 
of  this  year. 

So  we  refuse  to  be  discouraged  or  to  admit  that  progress  has  not  been  made 
in  1930.  Our  women  are  still  active  and  interested  in  the  Lord's  work  and  we 
are  moving  forward.

Reports  of  Committees 

REPORT  OF  SESSION  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION 
OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  enlist  every  woman  in  the  church  as  a 
member  of  the  missionary  society  and  that  names  of  new  members  be  sent  to  the 
district  secretary. 

2.  That  we  commit  ourselves  to  the  plans  for  cultivation  of  the  young 
women   and,   wherever   practicable,   a   circle   be   formed. 

3.  That  spiritual  life  be  emphasized  during  1931  and  that  if  possible  a 
"retreat"   of  one   day  or  part  of  a   day  be  held   during  the  Week  of   Prayer. 

4.  Realizing  the  importance  of  an  informed  membership  we  recommend 
that  a  special  effort  be  made  to  increase  subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Voice. 

5.  That  all  Adult  auxiliaries  make  a  study  of  the  Children's  work,  empha- 
size its  importance  and  give  it   their  loval  support. 

6.  That  we  continue  through  the  quadrennium  the  plan  followed  in  1930, 
regarding   the   special   quarterly  events. 

(a)  First   Quarter — An    Officers'    Training   Day    in    district   or   zone    groups. 

(b)  Second   Quarter — A   membership   and   enlistment  campaign. 

(c)  Third  Quarter — A  Training  Day  for  Mission  Study  leadership. 
,  (d)      Fourth   Quarter — Week   of  Prayer  and    Harvest   Dav. 

7.  That  life  memberships  be  kept  constantly  before  the  societies,  taking 
as  our' slogan  for   1931,  "A  New  Life  Membership  in  Each  Auxiliary." 

8.  We  further  recommend  that  each  auxiliary  make  a  substantial  increase 
in  finances  over  last  year's  payments  and   that  the   budget   plan   be   used. 

9.  That  since  fifty  per  cent  of  the  offering  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  will 
go  for  taxes,  insurance,  repairs,  and  general  upkeep  of  buildings  in  the  foreign 
fields,  that  we  emphasize  its  importance  to  our  work  and  make  every  effort 
possible  to  have  a  large  offering. 

10.  That  each  auxiliary  contribute  five  dollars  a  year  toward  the  conference 
scholarship  fund  and  four  dollars  for  the  Scarritt  maintenance  fund. 

11.  That  our  conference  pledge   for    193  1    be    $53,200,   to   be   apportioned  as

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REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE   ON 
YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

Whereas,  the  sub-committe,  young  people's  division,  of  the  joint  committee 
on  Missionary  Education  of  the  General  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  of 
the  General  Board  of  Missions  has  agreed  that  the  young  people's  work  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  shall  continue  until  the  1931  summer  assemblies  for  young 
people,  and, 

Whereas,  the  summer  assemblies  for  young  people  begin  in  May  and  con- 
tinue into  August, 

We  recommend: 

1 .  That  in  those  conferences  where  the  young  people's  assembly  is  held  in 
May  that  the  young  people's  work  shall  continue  through  the  June  meeting. 

2.  That  the  second  quarter's  report  of  the  conference  superintendent  of 
young  people  to  the  Council  superintendent  shall  be  the  closing  report  for  the 
year    1931. 

3.  That  in  those  conferences  where  the  assembly  is  not  held  until  July  or 
August,  that  the  young  people's  work  shall  continue  in  those  conferences  until 
the  assembly. 

4.  That  in  every  conference  the  superintendent  and  young  people  shall 
attend  the  assembly,  and  actively  participate  in  the  set  up  of  the  new  organization 
and  program.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

We  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  authorization  granted  by  the  General  Conference  of 
1930  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  to  organize  children  in  the  annual 
conferences  and  in  the  churches  in  order  to  promote  missionary  intelligence  and 
activity  and  to  secure  missionary  funds  that  all  conference  and  auxiliary  officers 
emphasize  the  Children's  work  as  never  before,  making  a  study  of  the  new  plans 
and  programs  of  this  division  and  giving  them  their  loyal  and  enthusiastic  support. 

2.  That  since  the  legislation  of  General  Conference  provides  that  children's 
organizations  under  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  work  in  co-operation 
with  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  with  the  consent  of  the  pastor,  that 
wherever  the  women  organize  children  it  shall  always  be  done  with  due  con- 
sideration to  this  legislation. 

3.  That  superintendents  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  for  study 
and  training  for  their  work  with  children  and  that  they  take  advantage  of 
opportunities  presented   by   Leadership   and   Standard   Training   Schools. 

+.  That  the  splendid  work  done  during  the  intensive  mission  study  period  of 
the  summer  quarter  be  continued  this  year,  and  that  a  selection  from  the  fol- 
lowing books  be  made  for  vacation  study: 
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Cuba — Boys  and  Girls  World  Club:  "Sugar  Is  Sweet"  by  Dorothy  McConnell; 
World  Children's  Circle:  "Children  of  Sea  and  Sun"  by  Mabel  C.  Wagner. 

5.  That  because  of  the  unusual  need  this  year  the  friendship  projects  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  the  summer  quarter  be  taken  from  the  Council 
budget,  and  that  the  project  be:  Council   work  at   Mantanzas,   Cuba. 

6.  That  publicity  be  given  at  conference,  district  and  zone  meetings  to  the 
junior  magazine,  World  Friends,  and  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sub- 
scriptions be  urged. 

7.  That  the  Children's  specials  be  clearly  presented  as  follows: 

World  Clubs  and  Circles — Grade  schools  under  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  in  the  United  States  and  on  seven  mission  fields.  Babies — Kindergartens 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  at  home  and  abroad. 

8.  That  the  women  of  the  Missionary  Societies  be  encouraged  to  enroll  the 
babies  as  a  means  of  cultivating  the  interest  of  the  women  of  the  church  in  the 
missionary  education   of  children.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION 
AND  BIBLE  STUDY 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  explain  the  value  of  Mission  and 
Bible  Study,  urge  the  organization  of  the  department  of  study  in  her  auxiliary, 
and  insist  that  its  program  for  the  year  be  planned  to  follow  the  directions  of 
the  Conference   Standard   of   Excellence   for   Study. 

2.  That  our  pastors,  with  whom  our  auxiliary  women  are  expected  to 
co-operate  in  their  schools  and  classes  during  the  January-February  cultivation 
period,  shall  be  respectfully  urged  to  direct  the  study  of  their  textbooks  and  the 
conduct  of  their  classes  according  to  Council  and  Conference  requirements  for 
auxiliary  classes,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  win  Council  recognition  for  their  work. 

3.  That,  in  each  zone,  there  shall  be  elected  a  study  leader,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  promote  Mission  and  Bible  Study  in  her  zone;  to  give  full  and 
correct  instruction  in  Council  and  Conference  methods,  standards,  and  courses  of 
study,  to  her  auxiliary  study  leaders  at  zone  meetings;  to  hold  a  "Training  Day 
for  Study  Leaders"  in  the  3rd  quarter;  and  to  correspond  with  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  study  in  order  to  gain  the  information  she,  herself,  needs  and 
to  report  the  work  she  is  doing. 

4.  That  a  place  and  person  be  appointed  on  the  programs  of  district 
and  zone  meetings  for  the  presentation  of  some  phase  of  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment of  study. 

5.  That  each  officer  charged  with  holding  an  "Officers'  Training  Day" 
in  the  1st  quarter,  provide  for  adequate  and  accurate  instruction  of  auxiliary 
study  leaders  in   the   duties  of   their   office. 

6.  That  each  auxiliary  earnestly  endeavor  to  induce  its  study  leader  to 
attend   the   School   of   Missions  at   Junaluska,   July    15-29,   or   the   Pastors'   School 
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at  Duke  University,  June    15-27,  for  the  purpose  of  study  for  credit  the  leader- 
ship courses  offered  there. 

7.  That  as  many  auxiliary  members  as  possible,  especially  study  leaders, 
attend  the  nearest  standard  training  schools  and  take  for  credit  the  courses  of- 
fered in  leadership  training. 

8.  "That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  co-operate  with  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  study  of  elective  courses  offered  in  Sunday  schools  and 
in  standard  training  schools,  the  auxiliary  to  receive  credit  for  such  study  when 
the  necessary  requirements  have  been  met. 

9.  "That  for  193  1  we  co-operate  with  the  Commission  on  Spiritual  Life 
and   Message   by  selecting   Bible   Study  texts   of   a   devotional   character." 

10.  That  the  blanks  from  the  latest  "Corresponding  Secretary's  Record  and 
Report  Book"  be  used  always  by  all  classes  for  making  their  quarterly  reports, 
and  that  those  reports  be  mailed  certainly  by  the  1st  of  January,  of  April,  of 
July,  and  of  October,  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE   ON 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Council  Standard  of  Efficiency  for  auxiliary  committees  on 
Christian  Social  Relations  be  continued. 

2.  That  the  Standard  shall  include:  The  sending  of  four  quarterly  reports 
to  the  conference  superintendent;  a  study  of  the  two  handbooks  (Interracial  and 
Social  Service);  definite  service  performed;  a  regular  representation  from  the 
committee  in  a  mission  study  class;  and  the  study  of  one  of  the  special  packets 
of  literature  recommended  by  the  bureau:  (Child  Labor,  Play  and  Playgrounds, 
Social  Hygiene,  Race  Relations,  World  Peace,  Industrial  Relations,  Rural  Life, 
Rural  Schools  and  Surveys,  and  Christian  Citizenship). 

3.  That  these  packets  be  suggested  to  groups  and  zone  leaders  as  supple- 
mentary material  for  their  programs. 

4.  That  where  the  circle  of  organization  is  used,  a  member  from  each 
circle  be  on  the  Social  Service  Committee  to  aid  in  carrying  on  social  service 
through  the  circles  in  a  unified  and  effective  way. 

5.  The  continuance  of  Social  Service  Federations  in  towns  and  cities  and 
in  districts,  counties  and  zones.  Also  the  promotion  of  inter-denominational 
federations  for  the  study  of  local  conditions  and  the  carrying  out  -of  larger  pro- 
grams for  community  welfare. 

6.  That  the  Social  Service  Committee  make  a  special  effort  to  attend  the 
annual  State  Social  Service  Conference,  and  the  District  welfare  Institutes  which 
are  sponsored  by  the  State  Welfare  Department. 

7.  That   we   pledge   ourselves   to   vote   only   for   those   candidates   for   office, 
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local,  state,  and  national,  who  are,  as  far  as  we  know,  committed  by  precept  and 
example  to  maintain  and  uphold  the  constitution  of  our  country  and  enforce  its 
laws. 

8.  We  call  attention  to  the  aggressive  methods  outlined  by  the  Anti-Lynch- 
ing  Conference  sponsored  by  the  General  Commission  on  Interracial  Co-operation 
and  call  on  all  missionary  women  to  lend  their  influence  to  the  eradication  of 
lynching. 

9.  We  urge  the  women  of  the  conference,  district  and  auxiliary  to  seek 
more  energetically  contacts  with  the  Colored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  groups 
and  other  Negro  church  groups  and  to  co-operate  with  them  in  their  projects. 
We  call  attention  to  the  packets  of  programs  and  studies  prepared  for  use  of 
women  seeking  to  help  Negro  women  in  the  program  of  their  societies.  We  also 
call  attention  to  the  possibility  of  making  known  to  colored  auxiliaries  the 
program  material  to  be  found  monthly  in  the  Christian  Index  prepared  jointly  by 
the  women   of  the  M.  E.   Church,  South,  and  the  Colored  M.  E.   Church.

A  TRIBUTE  TO  MRS.  SUE  D.  SWINDELL 


Of  the  many  gifts  of  heaven,  none  is  more  beneficent  than  the  gift  of  lead- 
ers. In  every  age,  the  divine  Father  has  shown  His  love  and  compassion  unto 
the  children  of  men  by  choosing  certain  men  and  women  to  lead  His  children 
forward  in  the  advancement  of  civilization.  A  priestess  in  God's  hands  fills  as 
large  a  place  as  a  prophet. 

In  that  period  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  when  there  was  an 
awakening  of  the  womanhood  to  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  unredeemed 
woman  of  many  lands,  there  came  from  our  midst  a  woman  who  was  qualified 
by  endowment  and  dedication  to  bring  into  existence  an  organization  through 
which  the  women  of  our  church  might  minister  to  their  sisters  who  were  living 
in  the  shadows  of  ignorance  and  degradation.  This  woman  was  Sue  D.  Swindell, 
who  was  born  on  the  island  of  Portsmouth,  N.  C,  but  whose  ancestry  reached 
back  to  the  Puritan  stock  of  Massachusetts  and  also  to  the  Cavalier  stock  of 
Virginia,  combining  in  her  personalitv  decided  traits  which  are  characteristic  of 
these  early  settlers  of  our  country. 

In  personal  appearance  and  manners,  she  reflected  the  Cavalier;  in  pursuing 
an    ideal,    she    possessed    the    courage,    the    hardihood,    the    determination    of    the 
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Puritan.  Her  name  was  the  first  recorded  on  the  roll  of  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and,  from  that  hour,  she 
gave  all  her  resources  to  perfecting  the  conference  society  as  well  as  the  Woman's 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  Though  she  filled  several  different  offices  of  the 
conference  society  during  the  first  decade  of  its  history,  she  felt  a  sense  of 
responsibility  for  the  whole  organization  and,  in  a  measure,  directed  the  develop- 
ment of  every  phase  of  the  work. 

She  was  an  invaluable  member  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
usually  serving  as  chairman  of  the  committees  of  Revisals  and  Constitutions 
and  By-laws,  and,  possessing  poise  and  a  virile  mind,  she  was  regarded  as  the 
standard    in   parliamentary   law   during   the   sessions   of   this  board. 

Mrs.  Swindell  was  none  the  less  interested  in  home  missions  and  made  a 
distinct  contribution  to  the  development  of  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home 
Mission  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Looking  back  over  the  early  history  of  the  woman's  work,  it  appears  that 
the  personality  of  Sue  D.  Swindell  was  brought  to  the  church  for  such  a  time 
and  for  such  a  purpose  that  our  women  might  know  the  better  way  to  serve 
world  womanhood.

IN  MEMORY  OF  MRS.  IDA  T.  WLLKINS 

One  of  the  tenderest  memories  I  cherish  of  the  meetings  of  the  home  mission 
conference  and  later  of  the  united  conference  is  the  face  of  my  beloved  friend 
and  co-worker,  Mrs.  Ida  T.  Wilkins,  whose  passing  from  our  midst  leaves  a 
shadow  on  our  hearts  today.  But  there  is  no  shadow  without  the  sun  and  those 
of  us  who  knew  her  intimately,  recalling  her  full  and  bountiful  life  among  us, 
will  rejoice  in  the  assurance  that,  resting  now  from  her  labors,  she  has  entered 
unto  the  "life  more  abundant"  with  the  Master  whom  it  was  her  delight  to  serve. 

Mrs.  Wilkins  led  a  busy  life.  She  was  both  Martha  and  Mary,  carrying 
always  a  burden  of  material  things,  yet  having  chosen  the  better  part,  finding 
time  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  the  Master  and  learn  of  him;  and  this  oneness  with 
her  Lord  characterized  a  long  and  consecrated  life. 

She  was  a  pioneer  in  the  missionary  society.  Prominent  among  those  who 
revived  and  set  upon  its  feet  the  home  mission  society  when  its  spark  of  life 
was  well  nigh  gone,  she  served  that  body  as  corresponding  secretary  and  later 
as  superintendent  of  supplies,  an  office  which  she  continued  to  fill  when  the 
work  was  united. 

Nothing  made  her  happier  than  to  supply  the  wants  of  needy  preachers  and 
their  families,  and  many  a  box  sent  by  her  loving  hand  has  brought  chter  and 
comfort  to  the  preacher's  home   on  a  hard  field. 

There  are  two  tests  of  the  Christian  life.  One  is  found  in  the  Epistle  of 
James:  "Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit 
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the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from 
the  world";  and  the  other  is  found  in  the  lofty  theme  of  the  prophet  Micah, 
"What  dotli  the  Lord  require  of  thee  but  to  do  justly  and  to  love  mercy  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God?" 

Mrs.  Wilkins  measured  up  to  both  these  standards  and  it  pleased  her  heavenly 
Father  to  use  her  abundantly  through  a  long  life. 

Then  the  was  not,  for  God  took  her.  He  giveth  his  beloved  rest.

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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group,  and  superintendents  of 
Children's  Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  district  secretaries,  county  chairmen,  and  zone  leaders, 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  two  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult  and  Children's  Societies  shall  send  money  and 
reports  to  the  conference   treasurer   quarterly. 

6.  That  all  corresponding  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  report  to  district 
secretaries,  so  that  the   district  secretaries  may  be   in  close  touch   with   the   work. 

7.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

8.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

9.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding   secretary,    recording   secretary,    and    one    member    from    the    body. 

10.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

11.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to   mission   work   or   refund   the   money    without   interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so. 

12.  That  our  goal  shall  be  the  organization  in  every  auxiliary  of  classes  for 
mission  and  Bible  study,  whose  aims  shall  be  steady  improvement  in  quality  of 
preparation  and  recitation  till  the  standard  set  for  our  studv  work  shall  be 
reached. 

13.  That  the  district  secretaries  urge  the  organization  of  mission  and  Bible 
studv  classes  in   their  auxiliaries    just   as   they   promote   other   departmental   work.

CONFERENCE    CREDIT    CERTIFICATES    REQUIREMENTS 

The  following  requirements,  combined  from  those  made  for  individual 
and  class  credit  certificates  by  our  Board  of  Missions  and  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  in  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  board,  must  be  met  by  individual 
members  and  classes  desiring  to  win  our  conference  credit  certificates: 

1 .  Textbooks — Each  book  used  must  be  one  of  those  recommended  by 
Council  for  the  current  year,  studied  in  the  order  prescribed  by  our  conference 
— Home  Mission  subject  in  the  spring;  Foreign  Mission  subject  in  the  fall;  and 
Bible  subject  when  most  convenient. 

2.  Textbook  Secured — Each  member  desiring  to  work  for  individual  con- 
ference credit  certificate  must  secure  the  textbook  to  be  studied. 

3.  Class  Sessions — There  must  be  at  least  six  class  sessions  of  one  hour  each, 
and  the  study  completed  within  six  weeks. 

4.  Attendance — Each  member  working  for  individual  credit  must  attend  all 
sessions  of  the  class,   and  prepare  all   lessons  and  assignments. 

5.  Class  Work — The  teacher  must  require  at  least  one  written  lesson,  paper, 
or  written  examination,  which  must  be  satisfactorily  prepared  by  each  member 
working  for  credit.  (For  class  credit  certificate,  assignments  for  class  prepara- 
tion, including  reading,  outside,  of  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters,  and 
pageants,  must  be  made  to  the  members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the 
teacher.  Student  must  make  outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  the  teacher, 
must  participate  in  class  work  as  called  on  by  the  teacher,  50%  working  for 
credit,  and  the  attendance  at  all  class  sessions  must  average  75%  of  the  members 
of  the  class.) 

6.  The  Teacher  Qualified — The  teacher  must  be  qualified  for  the  work, 
either  by  college  or  special  teacher-training  courses  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

7.  Who  May  Teach — An  active  preacher  of  our  conference  in  full  con- 
nection ;  a  preacher  on  trial  who  is  meeting  requirements  for  admission ;  a  person 
holding  a  teachers'  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  a  director  of  religious 
education  employed  by  the  local  church ;  a  Christian  person  engaged  in  teaching 
as  a  profession ;  Sunday  school  teachers  who  have  completed  not  less  than  four 
units  of  courses  in  Standard  or  Cokesbury  Training  School ;  or  any  specially 
qualified  person  approved  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  pastor,  the  auxiliary 
Study  superintendent,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

When  three  confernece  credit  certificates  have  been  won  bv  individual  mem- 
bers or  classes  for  completed  courses,  including  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  and 
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Bible  Study,  in  one  year,  conference  certificates  of  proficiency  in  the  year's  work 
will  also  be  awarded   them. 

A  questionnaire  for  reporting  the  whole  year's  work  will  be  sent  to  each 
class  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  quarter,  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  immediately 
to  the  conference   superintendent  of   Study. 

All  certificates  are  awarded  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society. 

COUNCIL'S  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

1 .  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary   Council  for  the   current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — There  shall  be  not  fewer  than  four  class  sessions,  and 
the  study  must   be   completed   within   six   consecutive   weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college  or 
special  teacher-training  courses  or  by  experience  in  teaching.  Assignments  for 
class  preparation,  including  reading  outside  of  text,  written  papers,  research 
posters,  and  pageants  must  be  made  to  the  members  of  the  class  and  checked  up 
by  the  teacher. 

4.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  all  class  sessions. 
Students  must  make  outside  preparation  on  assignments  of  the  teacher  and  must 
participate  in  class  work  as  called  on  by  the  teacher. 

5.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the 
conference  superintendent  of  Mission  Study  who  will  issue  a  certificate  for  work 
meeting  the  required  standard. 

When  the  study  is  completed,  the  class  desiring  the  certificate  should  apply  to 
the  conference  superintendent  of  Study  for  a  blank  on  which  to  make  a  report 
of  the  work  done.  If  the  report  is  satisfactory,  the  conference  superintendent  will 
send  the  blank  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  who  will  make  the 
final  decision  as  to  the  merits  of  the  work  done  and  issue  the  certificate  where 
it  is  deserved.  These  certificates  will  be  issued  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  con- 
ference society.  Any  application  received  after  March  1  will  be  issued  at  the 
annual   meeting  of   the   following  year. 

A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  standard  mission  study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group,  with 
a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so  that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to 
express  her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from   ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten 
sessions,  each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting 
should  begin  and  close  on  time. 
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There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skillful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  mission  study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience  in  mission  study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.  Only  five  points  for  mission  study  may  be  counted  on  the 
Honor  Roll.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 
Societies,  Adult  and  Children's  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION   FOR   CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES 

1 .  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's   Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A   district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  located  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian   Social   Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.   A  majority  shall  constitute   a   quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  con- 
ference shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  con- 
ference bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her 
conference  office. 

3.  Two  officers  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as 
alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  socie- 
ties in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary 
society  at  that  time   in  the  United   States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The    vice-president    shall    perform    the    duties    of    the    president    in    her 
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absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the   interests  of  the   conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  and  Children's 
auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January  to  the  Organization  Secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the 
preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
handle  only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the 
Council.  She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the 
conference  secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society, 
and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July, 
October,  ;;nd  January,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She 
shall  also  send  an-  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the 
president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups  shall,  through  the  auxiliary 
presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young  Women's  Groups,  actively  cultivate 
young  women  in  the  conference  for  membership  in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of  the  work  to  the  Organization 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

1 1.  The  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and 
to  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  mission  study  and  Bible  study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge 
of  Organization  and  Study. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Home 
Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the 
disserhinat'on  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  Missionary  Voice.  She  shall  make 
quarterly  leports  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Litera- 
ture. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  civic  and  social  agencies  for  reform,  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the   women   of 
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the  conference  into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of   Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

1 6.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliaries 
and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district 
conference  and  may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided 
into  zones  according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The 
district  secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

1 7.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliary  societies, 
funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary 
life  patrons  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the 
conference 

19.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  each  conference  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  confertnee. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  spe- 
cific objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in 
annual  session.  This  offering  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  conference  pledge  to  the 
Council. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR   ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,    auxilitrv    to   Conference    Society    of    the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council   of   the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church,   South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  and  over,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings  (covering 
retirement  and  relief  and  conference  expense  funds),  a   freewill   offering  from 
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the  auxiliary,  Scarritt  Maintenance  and  scholarship.  An  offering  shall  be  taken 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Op- 
portunity shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  indi- 
viduals for  the  support  of  special  work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  money  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has 
been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  is  an  honor  and  does  not  release 
the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  Tlie  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  one  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer, 
and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Publicity, 
of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member* 
of  the  quarterly  conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church,  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of 
the  quarterly  conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  district 
secretary  and  conference  secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected 
officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the 
names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep 
an  account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  lemit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  Jul\r, 
and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the 
treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 
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5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treaosury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the 
chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  two 
women  who  with  herself  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member  of 
which  shall  supervise  each  of  the  divisions — namely,  Baby,  Primary,  and  Junior. 
The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be  the  chairman  of  this 
standing  committee. 

(2)  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  of 
the  activities  of  each  division  in  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult 
auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  conference  superin- 
tendent of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  send  all  moneys  properly  designated  from 
each  division  to  the  conference  treasurer.  These  funds  shall  be  included  in  her 
quarterly  report  to  the  conference  treasurer  as  the  offering  of  the  Children's 
Department. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization 
of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community. 
She  shall  present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send 
items  to  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion 
of  the  Missionary  Voice  in  co-operation  with  an  agent  to  be  elected  by  the 
auxiliary  whenever  desirable.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

9.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by  secur- 
ing the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare  movements 
of  community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and  programs  com- 
mitted to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  By- 
Law  5. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and   to   institutions  in  the   home   and   foreign   fields,    under   the    direction   of   the 
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Council.  She  shall   report  each  box  sent  and  its   value  to   the  conference   superin- 
tendent of  Supplies 

1  1.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  features 
of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may  have  in 
the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

1.  Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  division  is  to  train  children  in  the  co- 
operative task  of  building  a  Christian  world  order  by  developing  in  them  right 
attitudes  of  friendliness  toward  children  of  all  races  and  classes;  by  training 
them    in    Christian    service   and   cultivating   in   them    habits   of    intelligent    giving. 

2.  Departments — The  Children's  Division  shall  consist  of  three  departments, 
a  Beginner,  a  Primary  and  a  Junior  Department  which  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society. 

3.  Names — The  Junior  Department  shall  be  called  the  Boys  and  Girls 
World  Club  and  the  Primary  Department,  World  Children's  Circle.  An  effort 
shall  be  made  to  organize  such  clubs  and  circles  in  every  country  where  our 
church  is  found  that  they  might  be  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  name,  world  organiza- 
tions. 

4.  The  Children's  Committee — The  superintendent  who  is  elected  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  choose  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  her 
auxiliary  two  women  to  serve  with  her  on  the  Standing  Committee  on  Children's 
Work.  Members  of  the  committee  should  be  chosen  because  of  their  special 
qualifications  for  its  work,  and  because  of  their  willingness  to  study  the  purpose 
and  problems  of  missionary  education  of  children. 

The  superintendent  should  organize  her  Standing  Committee,  assigning  to 
each  of  its  members  the  leadership  of  one  of  the  main  departments  of  work  in 
this  division,  viz:  Beginner  Department,  Primary  Department,  and  Junior  Depart- 
ment. 

The  superintendent  is  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee.  She  has  super- 
vision of  the  whole  division  and  should  be  ever  ready  to  render  assistance  to  the 
members  of  the  committee.  She  should  help  them  plan  and  carry  out  their  work 
as  well  as  direct  the  special  department  which  is  her  sole  responsibility.  She 
should  hold  a  meeting  with  her  Standing  Committee  at  least  every  quarter  and 
oftener  if  she  deems  it  necessary. 

5.  Reporting — The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  shall  report 
all  of  the  work  of  the  division  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Children. 
She  shall  send  the  financial  report  of  the  division  with  all  moneys  collected 
directly  to  the  conference  treasurer,  properly  designating  all  items.  She  shall 
report  the  number  of  members  in  each  department  to  the  auxiliary  corresponding 
secretary.  Information  for  these  reports  shall  be  secured  by  her  from  the  mem- 
bers of  her  Standing  Committee  at  their  quarterly  meeting.  Reports  shall  be 
mailed  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October, 
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BEGINNER  DEPARTMENT 

1.  Ages — The  work  of  this  department  shall  be  with  children  up  to  six 
years  of  age  and  for  parents. 

2.  The  Leader — The  leader  of  the  Beginner  Department  has  the  chief  re- 
)onsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department;  she  is  a  member  of  the  Standing 
.ommittee  on  Children's  Work. 

3.  Parent  Study  Classes — Parents  should  take  advantage  of  courses  on  child 
psychology  and  missionary  and  religious  education  offered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

4.  Offerings — Parents  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  an  offering  in 
the  name  of  a  child  at  birth  or  later  with  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
the  fact  that  this  gift  will  be  used  in  kindergartens  in  home  and  foreign  fields. 
Certificate  will  be  provided  in  recognition  of  this  offering. 

Children  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars 
and  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

5.  Reporting — The  superintendent  of  the  Beginner  Department  should  re- 
mit quarterly  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  all  the  moneys  of 
the  department,  making  a  complete  report  of  the  number  of  certificates  issued 
for  the  quarter  and   other  items  of   interest   concerning  the   department. 

WORLD  CHILDREN'S  CIRCLE 

(The  Primary  Department) 

1.  Ages — Any  child,  6,  7,  or  8  years  of  age,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
World  Children's  Circle. 

2.  Enrollment — An   annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October. 

3.  The  Leader — The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  have  the 
chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on   Children's  Work.' 

4.  Meetings — The  World  Children's  Circle  may  meet  weekly.  Studies  shall 
be  provided  by  the  department  of  Education  and  Promotion   for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study — During  the  summer  quarter,  a  mission  study 
book  is  recommended  for  special  study.  The  superintendent  is  urged  to  use  one 
of  the  following  plans: 

Plan    1. — Co-operation  with  the  local  church  school  in  a  vacation  school. 
Plan  2. — A  vacation  school  of  missions  organized  by  the  leader  of  the  World 
Children's  Circle. 

6.  Parents'  Meetings — Parents  of  children  of  this  department  may  unite  in 
study  classes  with  the  parents  of  the  Beginner  Department. 

7.  Offering — The  Primary  children  should  be  trained  in  intelligent  giving. 
They  money  from  this  department  shall  be  used  for  work  with  children  of  this 
age  at  home  and  abroad. 

A  parent  may  enroll  his  child  as  a  life  member  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars 
or  place  the  child's  name  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

8.  Reporting — The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Crrcle  shall  remit  quar- 
terly  to   the    superintendent   of    the    Children's   Division    all    the   moneys   of    the 
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department  and  make  a  complete   report  of  the   number  enrolled,  new  members 
and  any  other  items  of  interest  concerning  the  department. 

9.  Promotion — Members  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  the  first  of  October.  Certificates  of  promotion 
may  be  had   from   Literature   Headquarters,   Doctors   Building,   Nashville,  Tenn. 

BOYS   AND   GIRLS   WORLD   CLUB 

(Junior   Department) 

1 .  Ages — Any  boy  or  girl  from  9  through  1 1  years  of  age  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club. 

2.  Enrollment — An  annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October,  immediately 
following  promotion  day. 

3.  The  Leader — The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  have 
the  chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Children's  Work. 

4.  Meetings — The  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  may  meet  weekly.  Programs 
for  these  meetings  shall  be  published  in  the  magazine,  World  Friends  (Juniors), 
for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study — During  the  summer  quarter  a  mission  study 
book  is  recommended  for  special  study.  The  superintendent  is  urged  to  use  one 
of  the  following  plans: 

Plan    1. — Co-operation  with  the  local  church  school  in  a  vacation  school. 
Plan  2. — A  vacation  school  of  missions  organized  by  the  leader  of  the  World 
Children's  Circle. 

6.  Offering — Every  member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  should  make 
a  regular  offering  to  the  childrens'  specials  of  the  year.  Juniors  may  be  enrolled 
as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  and  be  placed  on  the  memorial 
roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

7.  Reporting — The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  remit 
quarterly  to  the  superintendent  of  Children's  Division  all  the  moneys  of  the 
department  and  make  a  complete  report  of  the  number  enrolled  in  the  depart- 
ment, new  members  for  the  quarter  and  any  other  items  of  interest  concerning 
the  department.

THE  WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

On  Tuesday  morning,  May  22nd,  1878,  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church,  authorized  the  organization  of  the 
"Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,"  to 
•"enlist  and  unite  the  efforts  of  women  in  the  work  of  sending  the  gospel  to 
women  in  heathen  lands,  through  the  agency  of  female  missionaries,  teachers, 
and  Bible  readers."  It  was  announced  that  a  meeting  of  women,  visitors,  and 
resident  would  be  held  the  next  morning  at  1 0  o'clock  in  First  Church,  to  create 
this  new  body  within  the  church  under  the  simple  constitution  prepared  for  it. 
This  constitution  provided  for  "The  General  Executive  Association,"  as  a  central 
legislative  organization,  and  for  conference  societies,  with  authority  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  operation  of  the  affairs  of  the  society  in  connection  with  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  subject  to  its  advice  and  approval.  The  General  Execu- 
tive Association  was  composed  of  its  officers  and  twenty-three  managers  appointed, 
in  the  first  instance  only,  by  the  Bishops  and  Missionary  Secretaries,  the  cor- 
responding secretary  from  each  conference  society,  and  two  delegates  from 
■each  conference  society  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  just 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Conference  Society  was  composed 
of  delegates  from  its  auxiliary  societies.  In  18  82,  by  constitution  changes,  "The 
General  Executive  Association  became  the  'Woman's  Board  of  Missions',"  the 
managers  were  reduced  to  five,  the  two  delegates  from  conference  societies  were 
dropped  from  its  membership,  and  children's  work  authorized.  In  1894  the 
Board's  name  was  changed  to  the  "Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions." 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  attended  the  organization 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  and  with  5  3  other  women  from  various  Annual  Conferences, 
enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Between  that  time 
and  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  in  Charlotte  the  last 
few  days  of  November,  1878,  some  effort  was  made  to  prepare  the  way  for 
the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  within  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  Letters  were  received  by  women  in  Charlotte,  members  of  old  Tryon 
Street  Church,  in  which  the  Annual  Conference  was  to  meet,  urging  them  to 
organize  a  woman's  missionary  society.  They  did  so.  The  Annual  Conference, 
which  included  Sunday,  the  1st  of  December,  was  presided  over  by  Bishop  George 
F.  Pierce,  and  Dr.  A.  W.  Wilson,  Missionary  Secretary,  later  becoming  one  of 
•our  saintliest  and  most  beloved  bishops,  was  an  honored  visitor.  There  were 
present,  also,  the  wives  of  some  of  our  most  prominent  preachers,  cultured, 
capable,  consecrated  women.  Among  them  were  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Mrs. 
Jesse  Cuninggim,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  and  Mrs.  R.  F.  Bumpass.  At  their  re- 
quest, Dr.  Wilson  announced  that  a  woman's  meeting  would  be  held  in  the 
church  on  Sunday  afternoon,  to  discuss  the  organization  of  a  Conference  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society.  At  that  meeting  Rev.  R.  C.  Oliver,  of  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  led  the  opening  devotions,  after  which  missionary  addresses  were  made  by 
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Dr.  Wilson  explaining  the  new  society,  the  great  need  for  it,  and  its  manner  of 
functioning,  and  Rev.  M.  L.  Wood  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  who, 
a  retired  missionary  to  China,  was  able  to  speak  with  authority  of  China's  con- 
dition without  the  gospel,  and  her  need  of  woman's  work  for  women.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Annual  Conference  Journal,  "about  a  dozen"  enrolled  for  member- 
ship when  the  opportunity  was  given.  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  was  then  called  to 
preside  over  the  meeting,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  organized 
by  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  and  the  election  of  these  officers:  President, 
Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Greensboro;  vice-president,  Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Cuninggim, 
Wilson;  corresponding  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpass,  Greensboro;  recording 
secretary,  Miss  Blanche  Fentress,  Raleigh;  and  treasurer,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Lilly,  Fay- 
etteville.  By  May,  when  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Asso- 
ciation was  held,  9  auxiliaries  had  been  organized,  and  in  December,  at  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society,  20  were  reported,  with  450  members 
who  had  contributed  $45  3.5  5  to  missions,  the  results  of  the  efforts  of  those  5 
widely  separated  women.  All  the  officers  were  re-elected.  As  vice-presidents,  these 
women,  also,  were  elected:  Mrs.  T.  Caldwell,  of  Morganton;  Mrs.  R.  O.  Burton, 
Halifax;  Mrs.  W.  S.  Black,  Raleigh;  Miss  H.  G.  Cole,  Chapel  Hill;  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Kornegay,  Goldsboro;  Mrs.  Robert  Gray,  Winston;  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Kins- 
ton;  Mrs.  J.  S.  Carr,  Durham;  Mrs.  Julia  Barrow,  Louisburg;  and  Miss  Alice 
Wallace,  Wilmington.  In  188  6  a  change  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  substi- 
tuted secretaries  with  definite  duties,  one  for  each  presiding  elder's  district,  for 
all  the  vice-presidents  except  one. 

In  1881  a  constitution  for  Juvenile  Societies  was  provided  by  the  General 
Executive  Association.  As  early  as  1870,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpass  had  organized  a 
children's  society  in  Greensboro.  In  1877  Mrs.  J.  B.  Martin  had  a  flourishing 
one  in  Chapel  Hill.  By  1882  there  were  at  least  5  others.  In  March,  1882,  Mrs. 
W.  S.  Black  organized  the  children  into  a  Conference  Society  which  she  called 
"The  Bright  Jewels."  Bearing  that  name,  there  appeared  for  several  years 
(1890-92),  a  paper  which  she  edited  and  published  for  them,  till,  at  her  request, 
it  was  sold  to  the  Woman's  Board  after  that  body  had  launched  its  own  juvenile 
periodical.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  December,  1882,  she  reported  18  new  organ- 
izations with  608  members  and  $128.51  contributed  by  them.  All  who  were  not 
adults  were  organized  under  the  constitution  for  juveniles,  all  ages  working 
together.  Many  young  people,  however,  were  not  being  reached  and  enlisted. 
They  did  not  jit  in  either  society.  In  1888,  the  gap  between  them  had  become 
so  wide  that  our  Conference  president,  Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Cuninggim,  recommended 
a  separate  organization  for  young  people  as  a  bridge  over  it.  Though  no  sepa- 
rate constitution  was  provided  for  them  till  1910,  the  Woman's  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  allowed  the  conference  societies  much  liberty  in  dealing  with  this 
problem.  This  Conference  Society,  in  1897,  adopted  a  resolution  "to  organize 
young  people's  societies  wherever  practicable,  that  Bright  Jewel  Bands  at  the  age 
of  1 8  become  Young  People's  Societies,  and  that  a  young  lady  be  appointed 
counsellor."  Thus,  our  Young  People's  Society  was  a  gradual  development  as 
the  need  for  it  grew. 
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Miss  Lizzie  Reid  Martin,  our  first  foreign  missionary,  sailed  in  August,  1896, 
for  China,  and  by  1913  we  had  sent  out  6  missionaries:  2  to  China,  3  to  Brazil, 
and  1  to  Korea.  There  were  then  118  active  adult  auxiliaries  with  3,000  mem- 
bers; 30  young  people's  societies  with  602  members;  11  Bright  Jewel  Bands 
with  2,563  members;  Baby  enrollment  60;  and  during  the  35  years  since  its 
organization,  $182,355.31  had  been  raised  by  this  Conference  Society  for  mis- 
sions in  foreign  lands.

THE  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSION  SOCIETY 


Authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  18  86,  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission 
Society"  began  that  year,  as  a  "Woman's  Department  of  the  General  and  Annual 
Conference  Boards  of  Church  Extension,"  to  raise  funds  for  purchasing  or 
securing  parsonages.  The  constitution  provided  a  General  Secretary,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Board,  to  conduct  the  correspondence  for  that  part  of 
the  work  and  furnish  reports  of  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board;  a 
Secretary  of  this  Department  for  Each  Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Annual  Conerence  Board  to  organize  parsonage  societies  in  the  various 
charges  and  make  reports  of  the  work  in  the  conference  to  both  General  and 
Conference  Secretaries  of  the  Church  Extension  Boards;  a  Treasurer  in  each 
Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board  to  receive  the  funds 
of  the  parsonage  societies,  turning  over  half  to  the  General  and  half  to  the 
Conference  Board;  and  a  district  secretary  for  each  presiding  elder's  district, 
also  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board,  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  organizing 
parsonage  societies  and  to  keep  her  informed  of  the  work  and  the  needs  within 
her  district.  In  1890  the  General  Conference  gave  a  new  constitution  to  this 
enterprise,  which  made  of  the  "Woman's  Department  of   Church  Extension,"  a 
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connectional  organization,  to  be  called  the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mis- 
sion Society,"  the  object  of  which  should  be  "to  unite  the  efforts  of  Christian 
women  and  children  in  collecting  funds  for  procuring  homes  for  itinerant  preach- 
ers and  otherwise  aiding  the  cause  of  Christ."  It  was  still  a  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  but  with  increased  power  and  a  larger  field  of 
service.  A  "Central  Committee,"  to  be  appointed  quadrennially  by  the  General 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  composed  of  a  president,  general  secretary,  general 
treasurer,  and  9  managers,  was  provided  with  power  to  appropriate  the  funds 
collected  by  the  women  of  the  Conference  Societies,  and  to  use  such  means  and 
make  such  by-laws  as  it  might  deem  necessary  for  the  progress  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board.  Conference  and  auxiliary  societies 
were  authorized.  In  189  8  this  work  was  again  completely  reorganized  and  its 
field  of  service  again  greatly  enlarged.  Another  constitution  was  granted,  and 
the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  Society"  became  the  "Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society."  The  "Central  Committee"  became  the  "Woman's  Board 
of  Home  Missions,"  consisting  of  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  General 
Secretary,  a  recording  Secretary,  a  General  Treasurer,  and  the  corresponding 
secretary  of  each  Conference  Society. 

The  Woman's  Department  of  Church  Extension  was  organized  in  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  at  Reidsville  in  18  86,  by  Dr.  David  Morton,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Miss  Bettie  Carter  and  Mrs. 
A.  G.  Carr,  both  of  Durham,  were  appointed  to  serve,  respectively,  as  secretary 
and  treasurer,  supported  by  these  district  secretaries:  Raleigh  District,  Miss  Lillian 
Branson  of  Raleigh;  Durham,  Mrs.  A.  G.  Headen  of  Pittsboro;  Greensboro, 
Mrs.  D.  A.  Robinson  of  Greensboro;  Salisbury,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Odell  of  Concord; 
Statesville,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Connelly  of  Statesville;  Charlotte,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Winchester 
of  Monroe;  Shelby,  Miss  Amanda  Lee  of  Shelby;  Fayetteville,  Miss  Belle 
Worthy  of  Jonesboro;  Wilmington,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Hodges  of  Wilmington;  New 
Bern,  Miss  Sarah  Davis  of  Beaufort;  Washington,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Gatlin  of  Tar- 
boro;  Trinity  College,  Miss  Laura  Clements  of  Lexington;  and  Warrenton, 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Thorn  of  Littleton.  During  the  year  Miss  Carter,  Miss  Davis,  and 
Mrs.  Winchester  resigned,  and  Mrs.  John  R.  Brooks,  Mrs.  C.  P.  Dey  of  Beau- 
fort, and  Mrs.  Walter  Brem  of  Charlotte,  were  appointed  in  18  87  to  succeed 
them.  The  General  Conference  of  1890  divided  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
and  Mrs.  Brooks  became  a  member  of  the  Western  Conference.  Mrs.  Sue  D. 
Swindell,  being  appointed  to  succeed  her,  reorganized  the  work,  under  the  new 
constitution,  into  a  Conference  Society,  with  the  election  of  the  officers  called  for 
by  the  constitution:  President,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell;  corresponding  secretary, 
Mrs.  S.  L.  H.  Clark,  Raleigh;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Roger  Moore,  Wilmington.  In 
1894,  Mrs.  Swindell  resigned  when  elected  to  the  office  of  corresponding  secretary 
in  the  Foreign  Missionary  Conference  Society,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Shaw  of  Wilmington.  In  1898,  there  was  another  reorganization  under  a  new 
constitution,  upon  the  resignation  of  the  old  officers  and  the  election  of  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Spiers  of  Weldon  as  president,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  of  New  Bern  as  treasurer, 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Simpson  as  corresponding  secretary.  The  Society  took  on  new 
life,  and  the  worked  moved  onward  with  gratifying  success. 

The  first  juvenile  society  was  reported  in  1895  with  7  members,  and  in  1896 
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it  was  reported  that  the  Baby  Roll  had  been  organized  with  8  members.  The 
separation  of  young  people  from  children  into  societies  of  their  own  was  a 
gradual  development  as  it  was  in  the  Foreign  Society?  Report  was  made  in  1906 
of  "5  young  people's  and  juvenile  societies  with  122  members,"  and  in  1908 
there  was  reported  "1  young  people's  society  with   14  members." 

The  General  Conference  of  1902  authorized  the  office  of  deaconess  in  the 
church,  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Davis,  Areola,  N.  C,  was  a  member,  in  1903,  of  the  first  class  of  deaconesses 
to  be  graduated  from  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  opened  in  September, 
1892,  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  by  1913  this  Conference  Society  had  two  other 
deaconesses  in  service.  At  that  time  there  were  90  adult  auxiliaries  with  2,400 
members;  22  young  people's  societies  with  466  members;  45  junior  divisions 
with  1,087  members;  a  baby  enrollment  of  40;  and  $53,758.78  for  connectional 
work  and  $75,785.02  for  local  work,  had  been  raised  in  26  years  by  our  Home 
Mission  Conference  Society.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONAY  SOCIETY 

The  General  Conference  of  1910  placed  all  the  missionary  work  of  the 
church  under  the  direction  of  one  board.  The  Parent  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
were  united  to  form  the  General  Board  of  Missions  with  Foreign  and  Home 
Departments.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  an  organization  of  women, 
with  Foreign  and  Home  Departments,  was  provided  to  carry  on  the  work  previ- 
ously done  by  the  two  Woman's  Boards.  Union  between  the  conference  and 
auxiliary  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Societies  was  not  forced,  but  urgently 
recommended. 

The  two  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  Societies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  united  in  1913,  when  they  met  in  joint  session  in  Wilson,  adopted 
the  constitution  for  united  societies,  and  elected  the  officers  called  for  by  it: 
President,  Miss  Emma  C.  Page,  Aberdeen;  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  vice-presidents, 
Mrs.   N.   H.   D.   Wilson,   Goldsboro;    Miss   Lillie   Duke,   Durham;    Mrs.   W.    B. 
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North,  Jackson;  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Speight,  Raleigh,  in  charge  respectively  of 
Children's  Work,  Young  People's  Work,  Christian  Stewardship  and  Mission 
Study,  and  Social  Service  and  Local  Work;  corresponding  secretaries:  Foreign 
Department,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Wilson,  and  Home  Departments,  Mrs.  R.  B. 
John,  Fayetteville ;  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Stanbury,  Clinton;  treasurers: 
Foreign  Department,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams,  Four  Oaks,  and  Home  Department, 
Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton,  Selma;  president  emeritus,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis,  Elizabeth 
City;  supplies,  Mrs.  Ida  T.  Wilkins,  Weldon;  press  work,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan, 
Raleigh;  field  secretary,  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Durham.  District  Secretaries:  Durham 
District,  Mrs.  B.  N.  Mann  of  Durham;  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Winslow  of 
Elizabeth  City;  Fayetteville,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Muse  of  Carthage;  New  Bern,  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison  of  Faison;  Raleigh,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  of  Louisburg;  Rocking- 
ham, Mrs.  J.  F.  Ray  of  Laurinburg;  Warrenton,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Shaw  of  Weldon; 
Washington,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Baugham  of  Washington;  and  Wilmington,  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Murphy  of  Wallace. 

The  General  Conference  of  1914  made  further  changes  in  the  constitutions 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  These  necessitated 
corresponding  changes  in  the  Council  by-laws  and  the  constitutions  and  by-laws 
of  all  conference  and  auxiliary  societies.  They  became  effective  in  1915  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Society.  The  principal  changes  unified  the  Foreign 
and  Home  Departments  of  all  societies,  reduced  the  number  of  officers  by  pro- 
viding only  one  corresponding  secretary  and  one  treasurer,  placed  the  Study  and 
the  Social  Service  Departments  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-president, 
and  provided  that  both  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society  should  be  members  of  the  Council,  instead  of  only  the  latter, 
as  had  been  the  provision  from  the  beginning  in  both  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Woman's  Boards.  In  1918  the  Young  People's  and  the  Children's  Departments 
also  were  placed  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-president,  and  only  one 
vice-president  provided.  The  General  Conference  of  1930  united  the  General 
Boards  of  Education,  Sunday  School,  and  Epworth  League,  created  the  General 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  provided  for  Conference  and  Local  Church 
Boards  of  Christian  Education.  To  these  boards  was  committed  all  the  work 
of  the  church  with  young  people  from  12  to  2  3  years  inclusive,  and,  with  1931, 
the  Department  of  Young  People's  Work  passed  from  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  as  a  result  of  that  action. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  formed  by  the  unification  of  the  "Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society"  and  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,"  em- 
braced all  the  work  of  both  societies  with  impartial,  equal  love,  and  with  earnest 
zeal  has  been  faithful  to  the  larger  task  endeavoring  to  carry  on  all  the  work 
towards  final  success.  This  Conference  Society  has  adopted  each  new  feature  as 
it  has  been  presented,  and  has  cheerfully  adapted  itself  to  each  change  as  it  has 
been  made  by  General  Conference,  Mission  Board,  or  Council,  in  true  Methodist 
spirit. 

Since  18  78,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  has  sent  13  of  her  daugh- 
ters as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil;  4  to  Korea;  and 
1  to  Mexico.

.  There  have  been  9  others  who  went  as  missionary  wives  with  their

2  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  1  to  Africa.  In  our  owfn  country  9  others  havte 
been  consecrated  and  served  as  deaconess  or  city  missionary.  This  year  ( 1 932) 
there  are  reported  327  adult  auxiliaries  with  8,294  members;  and  a  total  of 
328  children's  divisions  with  6,402  members.  Since  18  78,  all  the  auxiliaries  of 
the  Conference  Societies  have  raised  $1,210,540.70  for  missions  in  foreign  and 
home  lands;  and  $738,342.23  for  local  work.

TUESDAY,  APRIL  19,  1932 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  opened  with  a  service  at  the  First 
Church,  Wilson,  N.  C,  at  8  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  April 
19,  1932.

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  made  her  report  as  conference  treasurer,  and 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  certain  important  facts.  Appre- 
ciation was  expressed  for  the  help  rendered  by  Mr.  McKinne. 

The  superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  made  her 
report. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  superintendent  of  Literature,  was 
read  in  her  absence  bv  Mrs.  Faison,  who  spoke  feelingly  of  Mrs. 
Scott's  long  years  of  service. 

It  was  voted  to  send  telegrams  of  love  both  to  Mrs.  Scott  and  Mrs. 
N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

The  conference  hymn,  "Fight  the  Good  Fight,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of 
Study.  She  presented  the  representatives  of  the  auxiliaries  which  had 
met  the  requirements  for  honors. 

Mrs.  Everett  requested  that  the  Rockingham  District  present  to 
Mrs.  Flora  Kendall  the  study  jewel,  since  the  New  Bern  District  had 
won  the  jewel  by  having  the  largest  percentage'  of  auxiliaries  reporting 
three  study  classes.

B.  Brian.  Mr.  Gobbel  brought  greetings  from  the  board  and  spoke 
of  the  desired  co-operation  in  the  organization  of  Young  People's 
groups. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  conference  secretary,  brought  a  compre- 
hensive report  from  the  Council  in  Atlanta. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry  supplemented  the  report,  telling  especially  about 
Miss  Case's  illness,  and  of  the  proposed  appointment  of  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  McKinnon  as  secretary  of  Foreign  Fields. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Tucker,  president  of  Henderson  Auxiliary,  who  attend- 
ed Council  in  Atlanta,  told  of  her  impression  of  the  meeting. 

Miss  Lillie  V.  Wood,  Deaconess  at  Duncan  Memorial  Church, 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  spoke  of  the  experiences  of  a  deaconess  in  a  city 
church. 

It  was  voted  to  send  a  telegram  of  love  to  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon. 

Announcements  were  made  and  visitors  were  introduced,  among 
them  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler. 

Noontime  worship  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Perry,  who  spoke  on 
the  bearing  and  sharing  of  burdens. 

Miss  Virginia  Hufty  sweetly  sang,  "One  Sweetly  Solemn  Thought," 
and  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Vickers  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  21,  1932 

In  opening  the  Thursday  afternoon  session,  the  Rev.  Carlos  Wo- 
mack  led  in  prayer  and  Mr.  Paul  Arline  sang,  "The  Silent  Voice."

Walter  Patten;  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne;  superintendent  of 
Children's  Work,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten;  superintendent  of  Study,  Mrs. 
J.  LeGrand  Everett;  superintendent  of  Publicity,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler; 
superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Miss  Vara  L.  Herring; 
superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight;  superintendent  of 
Literature,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton.

Mrs.  Boney  introduced  Dr.  Marvin  Ormond,  who  spoke  on  the 
necessity  of  reconstructing  the  rural  church  and  of  basic  needs  of  the 
country  church. 

Mrs.  Perry  next  spoke  of  the  way  in  which  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  has  tried  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  rural  institutions. 

Mr.  N.  C.  Newbold,  superintendent  of  Negro  Schools  of  North 
Carolina,  spoke  on  the  Negro  schools  of  the  state. 

Questions  were  asked  and  answered  by  the  three  speakers. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Children's 
Work. 

She  announced  that  St.  Paul's,  Goldsboro,  won  two  banners,  for 
the  largest  amount,  and  the  largest  amount  per  capita,  and  that  Kinston 
won  one  for  the  best  Baby  division. 

Baby  life  members  were  named  as  follows:  Lydia  Kathryn  Ward, 
William  Ray  Yelverton,  Elizabeth  Outlaw,  John  Wesley  Brock,  June 
Dodd  Johnson,  Mary  Howland  Johnson,  Berta  White  Brewer,  Eva 
Rozelle  Jones,  Penn  Thomas  Watson,  Dorothy  Whitehead  Woodard.

THURSDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  21,  1932

FRIDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  22,   1932 

The  Friday  morning  session  convened  with  a  few  moments  of 
meditation,  which  closed  with  a  solo,  "Have  Thine  Own  Way,  Lord," 
sung  by  Miss  Hufty. 
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Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  then  spoke  on  the  responsibility  of  Christian 
women  in  their  homes  and  with  their  children. 

As  the  first  item  of  business,  the  Sessions  Committee's  report  on 
Christian  Social  Relations  was  read  by  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee.  This  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Extension  of  Work  and 
Finance  was  read  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  explained  about  the  "guest  month"  and  the  plan 
of  increasing  the  life  expectancy  of  the  auxiliaries.  Mrs.  Perry  also 
spoke  of  the  necessity  of  enlisting  the  young  women.  Mrs.  Teague  also 
made  some  remarks. 

Fourteen  auxiliaries  reported  having  organized  Young  Women's 
Circles  this  year. 

Mrs.  McKinne  spoke  about  the  pledge  made  on  this  Session  Com- 
mittee's report. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  made  the  report  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Com- 
mittee, urging  each  auxiliary  to  use  the  material  provided  to  encourage 
the  members  in  their  spiritual  development. 

Little  Rebecca  Chester,  daughter  of  Rev.  H.  A.  Chester,  of  Matta- 
muskeet  Circuit,  was  presented  to  the  conference. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Young  Women's  Circles 
was  read  by  Mrs.  T.  W.  Smithson,  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Sessions  Committee's  report  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study  was 
read  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Midgette,  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  after  Mrs.  Ever- 
ett had  spoken  to  it. 

Mrs.  Plyler  made  an  announcement  about  the  posters  in  the  pub- 
licity room. 

Miss  Ruth  Merritt  spoke  on  her  work  with  the  children  of  the 
school  with  which  she  has  been  connected  in  Brazil. 

Deaconess  Ruth  Bartholomew,  Dean  of  Women  at  Paine  College, 
Augusta,  Ga.,  spoke.  She  explained  about  the  connection  of  the  South- 
ern M.  E.  Church  with  the  C.  M.  E.  Church.  Paine  College  is  a  college 
of  arts  and  sciences,  not  industrial,  trying  to  fit  the  Negroes  for  lead- 
ership. 

Mrs.  Perry  told  that  there  is  a  pastor's  school  for  the  Negro  preach- 
ers. 

Invitations  for  the  conference  meeting  in  1933  were  given  from 
Edenton  Street  Church,  in  Raleigh,  by  Mrs.  G.  P.  Hood;  from  Queen

Street  Church,  Kinston,  by  Mrs.  Heath.  A  majority  vote  accepted  the 
invitation  of  Raleigh. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Barnes  spoke  words  of  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
the  women  in  helping  the   Raleigh   Orphanage. 

Alternates  to  the  Council  were  elected:  for  the  president,  Miss 
Vara  Herring;   for  the  conference  secretary,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten. 

Mrs.  Plyler  displayed  a  poster  made  in  Dare  County  Zone. 

The  Historical  Committee  report  was  made  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand 
Everett,  chairman,  which  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  was  read  by  Miss 
Lamb. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions'  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Wray 
White,  and  unanimously  accepted  by  a  rising  vote. 

A  solo,  "All  Ye  That  Labor,"  sung  by  Mrs.  Swinson,  began  the 
noon  worship  service. 

Mrs.  Perry  chose  as  her  closing  message,  "Go  Forward." 

At  the  conclusion  of  her  talk,  she  called  to  the  altar  the  officers, 
the  district  secretaries,  and  the  zone  leaders,  and  gave  them  a  charge 
and  offered  a  prayer  of  consecration.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT 

"THIS  HAS  BEEN  A  GOOD  YEAR" 

was  the  arresting  statement  with  which  all  reports,  except  the  financial,  thrilled  the 
Council  body.  Not  a  note  of  discouragement  was  heard  anywhere.  Everywhere 
there  were  discussions  and  plans  for  development  and  meeting  our  great  oppor- 
tunity in  this  new  day. 

The  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  are  not  different  from  those 
of  the  rest  of  Southern  Methodism.  We  would  say,  like  Paul,  as  Waymouth 
translates  his  words:  "We  are  hard  pressed,  yet  never  in  absolute  distress;  per- 
plexed, yet  never  utterly  baffled ;  pursued,  yet  never  left  unsuccored ;  struck  to 
the  ground,  yet  never  slain."  (II  Cor.  +,  8-9.)  Our  leaders,  recognizing  a  period 
in  which  the  collection  of  money  was  difficult,  as  a  most  opportune  time  to 
strengthen  other  phases  of  our  program  of  work,  grasped  their  opportunity, 
and  a  splendid  gain  was  recorded  in  our  Study  Department  and  elsewhere.  No 
backward  step  has  even  been  considered  in  our  plans  for  193  2,  but,  together  with 
our  sisters,  we  have  adopted  the  motto,  which  Mrs.  Lipscomb  assures  us  has 
helped  to  "push  back  the  depression"  all  over  Southern  Methodism,  namely: 
"Press  On — Pass  On."  We  are  pressing  on  toward  the  goal  of  a  successfully 
carried  out  missionary  program,  even  in  this  time  of  crisis,  because  we  know 
that  we  are  co-laborers  with  Him  who  can  accomplish  the  impossible. 

NEW  BASIS  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

The  new  basis  of  membership,  which  was  adopted  at  the  1931  Council  meet- 
ing, was  not  generally  launched  throughout  the  North  Carolina  Conference  last 
year.  However,  some  societies  and  more  individuals  were  conserved  by  this  new 
requirement  of  "prayer,  service  and  a  gift  of  money,"  who  would  have  found 
it  impossible,  in  the  midst  of  this  period  of  economic  stress,  to  have  met  a  fixed 
membership  fee. 

We  agree  with  Mrs.  Lipscomb  that  "we  should  launch  this  year  the  greatest 
enlistment  effort  we  have  ever  made."  In  a  very  particular  way  the  North  Caro- 
line Conference  needs  to  add  to  the  enrollment  in  its  auxiliaries.  There  are  few 
women  in  the  church  who  cannot  in  some  way  meet  the  membership  requirements 
and  become  a  part  of  this  great  sisterhood  of  the  church. 

Stanley  Jones  has  said,  "When  I  think  of  this  Christian  missionary  enterprise, 
I  feel  it  offers  to  the  women  of  the  world  the  highest  and  most  unselfish  type 
of  service  I  know  of  in  any  branch  of  endeavor." 

Whenever  you  and  I  realize  the  scope  and  power  of  this  movement  we  shall 
be  so  thrilled  by  the  bigness  and  imperativeness  of  it  that  the  women  of  the 
church  will  not  be  able  to  resist  our  appeal. 

I  covet  for  every  woman  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  such  a  thrill  over 
its  importance  as  that  which  prompted  our  own  beloved  Sallie  Lou   McKinnon 
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to  say  to  me  at  Council,  a  few  weeks  ago:  "I  do  not  know  of  anything  in  the 
world  that  I  would  rather  be  connected  with  than  this  enterprise."  When  you 
and  I  can  sav  that  with  a  like  sparkle  in  our  eyes  and  an  equal  radiance  in  our 
faces,  we  shall  register  a  great  influx  of  members.  No  warm  hearted  woman  will 
be  able  to  resist  the  appeal  which  will  come  to  her  when  we,  as  individuals  and 
groups,   really  become  afire  with   intelligent   enthusiasm   for   our   undertaking. 

OUR  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

In  spite  of  a  new  plan  of  organization,  our  leaders  "Pressed  on"  until  our 
Children's  Divisions  took  high  places  in  the  roll  of  conferences.  We  congratulate 
their  faithful  leaders  and  we  bespeak  for  them  the  co-operation  and  interest  of 
every  woman.  We  must  see  to  it  that  our  duty  to  the  missionary  education  of 
our  children  is  not  neglected. 

YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CIRCLES 

The  past  year  marked  only  a  beginning  in  our  conference  for  the  cultivation 
of  the  younger  women  of  the  church,  under  the  new  organization  plans  adopted 
by  the  1930  General  Conference.  The  new  plans  provided  for  the  merging  of 
the  various  young  people's  organizations  into  the  Young  People's  Division  of 
the  local  church,  although  provision  was  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  work 
of  the  Young  People's  Missionarv  Societies  until  the  meeting  of  the  summer 
assemblies  of  1931,  at  which  time  they  become  the  wards  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education.  Since  the  latter  group  includes  all  voung  people  between 
twelve  and  twenty-four  years  of  age,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  making 
an  effort  to  conserve  all  young  women  over  twenty-four  for  the  woman's  work. 

Because  some  confusion  has  existed  in  the  conference  regarding  the  age 
limits  of  these  groups,  may  I  urge  that  every  leader  be  intelligent  and  judicious, 
as  well  as  enthusiastic,  in  the  cultivation  of  her  field,  in  order  that  we  may  not 
overlap  or  handicap  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  local 
church?  We  wuold  also  bespeak  the  same  consideration  from  that  board  for 
our  fields  of  responsibility.  We  all  recognize  that  the  present  period  of  transition, 
from  the  old  plan  of  organization  to  the  new,  calls  for  patient  co-operation 
between  auxiliary  leaders,  pastors  and  Boards  of  Christian  Education  in  every 
church.  We  are  representatives  of  a  great  unified  program  in  the  church,  and 
each  of  us  has  a  specific  piece  of  work  to  do,  in  order  that  there  may  result  a 
complete  whole.  Let  us  study  not  only  our  organization  plans,  but  also  the 
unified  program  of  the  church,  so  that  we  may  be  thoroughly  equipped  for 
this  most  important  phase  of  kingdom  building. 

Our  plan  of  organization  provides  that  young  women  of  twenty-four  and 
over  may  be  formed  into  circles  of  the  Adult  auxiliary,  to  be  known  as  "Young 
Women's  Circles."  These  groups  are  integral  units  of  the  Adult  auxiliaries,  and 
all  reports  of  their  activities  go  through  the  officers  of  the  Adult  society. 

Wherever  the  young  women  have  been  organized,  they  have  proven  the 
livest  element  in  the  entire  society. 

Mrs.  Perry,  our  Council  president,  has  called  our  attention  to  the  challenge 
which  "comes  to  Christian  women  to  win  this  young,  buoyant  life  for  Christ." 
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No    greater   responsibility,    no    greater    opportunity    confronts    us    today    than   to 
capture  the  young  womanhood  of  our  land  for  Christian  service. 

"May  we  not  take,"  as  Mrs.  Perry  suggests,  "for  our  outstanding  objective 
in  the  promotion  of  our  missionary  societies  the  organization  of  Young  Women's 
circles?  We  need  their  fresh  enthusiasm  and  initiative.  They  need  the  rich, 
satisfying  influence  of  Christian  service,  which  the  missionary  societies  afford. 
Christ's  Kingdom  needs  their  loyalty  and  love.  He  is  calling  to  you  and  me  to 
win  them  for  Him." 

CITIZENSHIP  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Whether  or  not  we  would  have  it  so,  every  last  individual  of  us  is  a  po- 
tential citizen  of  our  state  and  nation.  Citizenship  carries  with  it  certain  duties 
and  responsibilities  which  cannot  be  avoided.  For  example,  there  is  not  simply 
the  question  .  of  our  individual  responsibility  toward  the  whole  matter  of  law 
observance,  but  there  is  also  our  responsibility  as  regards  the  moulding  of 
public  opinion  and  promoting  efforts  looking  towards  law  observance  and  law 
enforcement,  as  it  affects  the  community  as  a  whole. 

In  these  days,  when  every  conceivable  effort  is  being  made  to  tear  down  our 
nation's  laws,  in  order  that  a  small  and  noisy  minority  may  profit  in  dollars  and 
cents,  at  the  expense  of  home,  health,  comfort,  happiness  and  morality  of  the 
great  masses  of  our  men,  women  and  children,  we  need  to  stop,  look  and  listen, 
as  the  voice  of  the  greatest  of  our  martyred  presidents,  Abraham  Lincoln,  comes 
ringing  down  the  highway  of  national  safety  and  patriotism :  "Let  every  Ameri- 
can, every  lover  of  liberty,  every  well  wisher  to  his  posterity  swear  by  the  blood 
of  the  Revolution  never  to  violate  in  the  least  the  particular  laws  of  the  country, 
and  never  to  tolerate  their  violation  by  others.  As  the  patriots  of  y76  rallied  to 
the  support  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  so — to  support  the  Constitution 
and  laws  let  every  American  pledge  his  life,  his  property,  and  his  sacred  honor — 
let  every  man  remember  that  to  violate  the  law  is  to  trample  on  the  blood  of 
his  father,  and  to  tear  the  charter  of  his  own  and  his  children's  liberty.  Let  every 
reverence  for  the  laws  be  breathed  by  every  American  mother  to  the  lisping  babe 
that  prattles  on  her  lap;  let  it  be  taught  in  the  schools,  in  seminaries  and  colleges; 
let  it  be  written  in  primers  and  spelling  books,  and  in  almanacs;  let  it  be  preached 
from  the  pulpit,  proclaimed  in  legislative  halls,  and  enforced  in  courts  of  justice. 
And  in  short,  let  it  become  the  political  religion  of  the  nation;  and  let  the 
young  and  old,  the  rich  and  poor,  the  grave  and  gay  of  all  sexes  and  tongues 
and  colors  and  conditions,  sacrifice  unceasingly  upon  its  altar." 

Let  us  look  this  question  squarely  in  the  face.  It  has  recently  been  pointed  out 
that  there  is  no  brief  for  the  liquor  traffic.  It  always  has  been  lawless.  Again, 
"the  wets"  have  no  new  plan  to  offer  for  liquor  control  that  has  not  already 
been  tried  and  found  to  be  a  failure,  and,  finally,  they  are  now  straining  every 
last  ounce  of  strength  to  capture  the  present  generation  of  youth,  realizing  that, 
if  they  fail,  their  cause  is  irrevocably  lost.  I  appeal  to  you  mothers.  Whose  boy 
shall  be  sacrificed  on  this  altar  of  mammon?  Shall  yours  or  mine?  I  know  your 
answer  and  you  know  mine.  But  if  not  our  child,  whose?  It  must  be  some 
mother's  son,  or  possibly  daughter;   perhaps  both. 
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Some  of  the  practical  ways  in  which  we  women  are  urged  to  help  are  to 
keep  in  touch  with  legislators;  to  secure  their  votes  on  the  right  side  of  questions, 
where  moral  issues  are  involved,  and  protest  whenever  they  vote  with  the  destruc- 
tive side;  by  banding  ourselves  together  to  stamp  out  the  crime  of  lynching; 
by  urging  and  working  for  uniform  divorce  laws;  by  upholding  the  Christian 
home  as  the  foundation  of  a  Christian  nation;  and  by  working  to  improve  the 
"movies"  as  a  protection  of  our  youth.  These  are  a  few  of  the  many  ways  which 
are  open  to  us  to  build  a  reverence  for  law  in  our  good  land. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

On  every  hand  we  hear  complaints  about  the  alleged  lack  of  spirituality  in 
the  church  and  among  individual  Christians.  Our  touch  with  God  and  our 
assurance  of  salvation  is  not  so  vital  as  we  desire  it.  Often  we  feel  like  crying, 
"Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salvation." 

What  is  supremely  needed  just  now  is  a  multitude  of  "living  epistles,"  of 
men  and  women,  transformed  in  their  own  lives  by  the  gospel  of  Christ,  on  fire 
for  His  work,  and  brimming  over  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  purpose, 
needs  and  accomplishments  of  Christianity  today.  We  must  have  one  or  two 
"living  epistles"  in  each  church !  "A  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump." 
But  they  cannot  be  selected  and  appointed.  These  individuals  must  be  volunteers, 
who  are  impelled  by  the  love  of  Christ,  and  who  have  come  to  a  deep  under- 
standing of  what  the  Christian  life  really  means.  We  need  hundreds  of  such 
volunteers  in  every  district  of  this  conference  and  throughout  the  church. 

Because  of  this  great  need  there  have  sprung  up  many  Spiritual  Life  groups, 
banded  together  to  pray  for  an  outpouring  of  the  spirit  and  power  of  God  upon 
the  Christian  church  as  a  whole  and  upon  the  individual  membership  in  par- 
ticular. If  your  church  does  not  have  a  Spiritual  Life  group,  will  you  not 
volunteer  to  promote  one,  so  that  our  conference  may  move  as  a  unit  in  a  great 
undertaking  of  Christian  statesmanship  that  shall  take  hold  of  whole  nations 
and  bring  them  into  subjection  to  the  King  of  kings?  There  never  was  such  an 
opportunity  to  bring  joy  to  the  heart  of  God  as  at  this  moment.  If  you  and 
I  want  it  badly  enough  to  make  sufficient  personal  sacrifices,  it  can  and  will  be 
done. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITIONS 

In  spite  of  a  distressing  decrease  in  funds,  it  is  strikingly  apparent  that  the 
depression  can  not  depress  missionary  women.  1931  will,  we  believe,  be  recorded 
as  one  of  the  most  difficult  years  in  the  history  of  our  state  and  nation.  All  boards 
and  organizations  dealing  with  welfare  and  uplift  movements  have  suffered 
acutely,  our  own  missionary  society  having  been  no  exception.  However,  as  Mrs. 
Fulton,  our  Council  treasurer,  says:  "It  is  a  most  encouraging  report  to  give 
to  the  world  that  in  the  face  of  many  bank  failures  and  other  depressing  con- 
ditions, 92  per  cent  of  the  Council  pledge  was  paid.  15  conferences  paid  their 
pledges  in  full,  5  overpaid,  and   6  paid  more  than  90  per  cent." 

We  regret  that  North  Carolina  Conference  fell  below  this  90  per  cent  group, 
yet  we  voice  no  word  of  blame,  but  rather  would  we  express  deepest  appreciation 
of  loyalty  and   of  sacrificial   giving  on   the   part   of   many   of   our  members.   We 
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are  convinced  that  many  women  gave  most  generously,  and,  even  until  it  hurt, 
to  bring  up  the  quota  of  their  society.  Stories  of  checks,  caught  in  closed  banks, 
being  replaced  from  personal  funds,  nuts  and  vegetables  being  sold  to  pay  pledges 
and  Week  of  Prayer  offerings,  speak  eloquently  of  devotion  and  sacrifice.  Words 
are  inadequate  to  express  our  gratitude  for  this  splendid  loyalty. 

It  is  equally  evident  that  if  we  are  to  move  out  of  the  70  per  cent  section 
up  into  the  100  per  cent  group  in  19  32,  a  very  special  and  systematic  effort 
will  to  be  put  forth  by  every  officer,  every  district  secretary  and  every  member, 
to  see  that  each  auxiliary  goes  forward,  and  not  back,  in  its  offerings.  Shall  we 
do  it?   We  can  if  we  will. 

Our  conference  pledge  to  Council  for  1932,  which  was  authorized  by  your 
Executive  Committee,  was  based  on  the  amount  actually  collected  last  year.  This 
is  seven  thousand  dollars  less  than  we  pledged  last  year.  Let  us  not  acknowledge 
defeat,  but  rather  let  us  push  aside  hesitation,  fear  and  indifference,  and  let  us 
"Press  On,"  with  determination  and  confidence,  to  take  our  place  among  the 
conferences  which  will  close  the  year  with  all  pledges  paid  in  full.  This  victory 
is  impossible  of  accomplishment  by  your  conference  officers,  your  district  secre- 
taries, or  your  auxiliary  president,  but,  if  each  woman  will  do  her  part,  through- 
out this  splendid  conference,  we  can  make  19  32  one  of  great  blessing  and  victory, 
because  we  shall  have  united  in  service  for  a  great  cause. 

KEY  WORDS 

May  I  suggest  the  same  key  words  for  1932  as  those  chosen  for  1931:  "A 
new  spiritual  power  in  myself  and  in  my  church;  every  woman  in  the  church 
twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over  enlisted  in  this  great  movement  for  kingdom 
building;  our  financial  obligations  met  in  full,  even  though  it  costs  real  sacri- 
fice and  labor,  such  as  was  given  by  our  pioneers?"  For  we  recognize  with  joy 
that  while  we  are  living  in  a  day  that  is  filled  with  perplexing  problems,  yet 
it  is  a  good  day,  because  it  is  a  day  in  which  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ  may  be 
put  to  the  test.  He  said  long  ago,  "I  have  overcome  the  world,"  and  He  is  the 
same  yesterday,  today  and  forever."  We  can  count  on  Him.  Can  He  count  on  us?

REPORT  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT 

During  the  year  that  has  passed  I  have  been  wonderfully  impressed  with  the 
loyalty  of  our  women.  The  zone  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  our 
leaders  are  filled  with  interest  and  enthusiasm.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that 
the  great  need  of  our  women's  organizations  is  a  fresh  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
We  are  face  to  face  with  great  opportunities  for  service.  "Behold  I  have  set 
before  them  an  open  door,  and  no  man  can  shut  it."  An  open  door  of  oppor- 
tunity— "A  great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  us,  and  there  are  many  adver- 
saries." This  is  not  merely  an  opportunity,  but  an  emergency.  It  is  an  emergency 
because  of  the  awful  need  of  lost  humanity.  You  and  I  are  not  dealing  with 
simple  questions  of  temporal  or  material  need,  we  are   dealing  with  questions  of 
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life  and  death — that  question  of  which  the  Master  has  said,  "What  shall  it  profit 
a  man  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul?" 

It  is  also  an  emergency  because  of  the  vast  extent  of  the  need.  It  concerns 
myriads  of  the  human  family,  who,  if  they  passed  in  single  file  would  take  the 
life  time  of  the  oldest  living  person  to  complete  that  progression  and  hear  just 
once  the  message  of  salvation  which  has  been  given  to  us  in  trust  for  them.  From 
age  to  age  the  Master  has  cried,  "The  harvest  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few." 

It  is  an  emergency  because  multitudes  are  swiftly  passing  beyond  our  reach, 
and  if  we  would  save  our  portion  of  it  we  must  save  the  present  generation. 

The  extraordinary  opening  which  the  providence  of  God  has  brought  about 
in  the  last  half  century  created  an  unequaled  opportunity  and  a  real  emergency. 
Not  only  are  the  doors  of  all  open  but  the  hinges 'are  off,  and  the  walls  are  down, 
and  our  Lord  is  marching  on  through  every  land  and  opening  the  way  for  the 
gospel. 

But  this  is  a  crisis  as  well  as  an  emergency.  The  open  doors  may  close.  The 
awakened  mind  of  the  heathen  may  be  cheated  with  a  serpent,  and  I  believe  that 
if  we  do  not  give  them  the  Christ,  they  will  be  found  accepting  agnosticism, 
higher  criticism,  and  cold   materialism. 

The  present  day  rebellion  against  law  enforcement  must  be  met  by  prompt, 
positive,  aggressive  action  on  the  part  of  the  moral  forces  of  the  nation,  and  every 
Christian  woman  should  assert  her  power  as  a  citizen  of  this  great  commonwealth, 
and  should  endeavor  to  counteract  the  false  propaganda  which  the  wret  newspapers 
scatter  broadcast  throughout  the  countrv. 

Sometimes  I  fear  that  we  forget  that  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given 
us  that  we  might  be  witnesses  in  Jerusalem  and  Judea  and  Samaria  and  in  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  and  that  material  schools,  medical  missions,  industrial 
teaching,  and  a  thousand  other  things  can  never  take  the  place  of  the  baptism 
of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

My  earnest  prayer  for  us,  therefore,  is  that  we  may  be  filled  with  His  Holy 
Spirit.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

Another  year  has  passed  into  history  and  once  again  we  gather  to  hear  some 
of  the  results  of  our  labors  and  to  make  plans  for  the  future. 

As  I  make  my  report  I  hope  that  you  will  listen  thoughtfully  and  that 
together  we  may  re-evaluate  our  task  and  resolve  to  go  forward  during  another 
year. 

I  wish  that  only  the  good  things  might  be  told  and  the  points  on  which  we 
have  failed  to  score  might  be  erased.  We  cannot  shut  our  eyes  and  go  blindly  on, 
ignoring  our  weak  places,  though,  if  we  would  move  on  in  the  Master's  work. 
May  we  face  the  future  with  clear  eyes  and  joyful  hearts — asking  God's  for- 
giveness for  our  failures  and  resolve  that  we  may  not  make  the  same  mistakes 
twice. 

There  was  no  note  of  discouragement  at  Council  this  vear  though  there  were 
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anxious  hearts  as  together  officers,  secretaries  and  conference  women  sought  to 
make  plans  to  carry  on  the  work  with  depleted  resources.  Mrs.  Lipscomb  sug- 
gested that  we  substitute  for  the  word  "depression"  the  phrase  "press  on."  This 
motto  springs  from  hearts  that  refuse  to  be  dismayed  and  again  and  again  the 
loyalty  and  courage  of  our  missionary  women  was  praised  and  emphasized. 

This  is  indeed  a  time  of  testing — a  trying  time.  Although  we  reached  the 
end  of  the  year  with  a  serious  financial  deficit — some  of  our  hard-earned  money 
tied  up  in  closed  banks — we  are  not  disheartened.  It  is  not  the  first  time  the  women 
of  Southern  Methodism  have  been  tried.  Do  we  dare  to  complain  when  we 
think  of  the  faith  and  courage  of  our  mothers*  and  grandmothers  who,  by 
patient  work  and  steadfast  hope,  built  up  this  wonderful  mission  work  of  ours? 

Some  of  us  find  ourselves  in  the  same  plight  as  the  woman  who  wrote  in  to 
Nashville,  when  making  her  report,  "We  are  long  on  activities,  but  short  on  cash." 
I  am  hoping  that  through  the  coming  year  we  may  also  say  that  we  are  "long  on 
prayer."  It  is  going  to  take  a  great  deal  of  praying,  "with  our  rain-shoes  on," 
to  bring  us  through.  (Those  of  you  who  haven't  read  this  little  book,  "With 
Our  Rain-Shoes  On,"  bv  Margueritte  Harmon  Bro,  should  get  it  for  your  Spiri- 
tual Life  Committee) . 

Many  of  our  auxiliaries  have  turned  back  to  such  tasks  as  the  long  honored 
quilt-making,  sewing  bees,  etc.  One  of  our  conference  officers  generously  offered 
all  the  pecans  in  her  orchard  for  the  work  and  one  of  the  district  secretaries  took 
her  up  on  this  offer  and  made  a  neat  sum  to  add  to  her  Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

Though  some  have  doubted  the  wisdom  of  the  new  financial  plan — that  does 
not  require  a  stated  amount  of  money  as  a  requisite  of  membership — many  of 
our  leaders  are  convinced  that  it  is  a  forward  move.  I,  personally,  know  of  one 
new  auxiliary  that  has  been  organized  recently  as  a  result  of  the  Council  ruling. 
It  was  an  "Aid  Society"  or  local  auxiliary  and  although  the  members  were  study- 
ing missions  and  wanted  to  be  a  missionary  societv,  they  hesitated  because  of  the 
demands  made  upon  them  by  the  struggling  young  church.  Now  they  have 
entered  our  "Sisterhood  of  Service"  with  joy  and  enthusiasm  and  we  welcome 
them  with  all  of  our  hearts.  There  must  be  many  more  like  them.  Let's  organize 
missionary  societies  in  every  church  in  our  conference !    I  believe  it  can  be  done. 

Then  we  want  to  enlist  every  woman  in  the  church  in  our  great  missionary 
movement.  "Money  may  be  less  but  time  and  opportunity  and  educational  agen- 
cies are  as  abundant  as  ever."  Can  we  not  make  this  year  our  great  harvest  year 
for  members? 

We  only  had  six  months  of  the  past  year  in  working  with  our  Young  Wo- 
men's Circles,  but  a  splendid  beginning  has  been  made.  Although  the  plan  has 
been  very  indefinite  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  way  of  singling  out  these  young 
women  members  from  other  new  members,  as  we  wanted  them  to  be  a  part  of 
the  adult  auxiliaries,  there  are  many  such  circles  in  our  conference  and  they  are 
bringing  us  new  life.  We  are  asked  to  continue  the  plan  for  another  vear  until 
something  more  satisfactory  can  be  worked  out. 

From  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Promotion  of  the  recent  Council 
meeting,  we  get  the  slogan,  "Lengthen  the  Life  Expectancy  of  Your  Missionary 
Society  by  reducing  the  Average  Age  of  Its  Membership."  This  slogan  is  to  be 
used   as   the   basis   of    a   contest — details    of    which    will   be    given    to   you   later. 
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A  "Guest  Month"  is  also  to  be  recommended  with  a  membership  campaign  to 
follow. 

Now  for  a  few  facts  and  figures.  Durham  and  Elizabeth  City  Districts  were 
the  only  districts  that  made  their  pledges  in  1931,  although  Fayetteville  made 
an  increase  over  payments  of  1930.  Fayetteville  and  Durham  were  the  only  ones 
to  show  an  increase.  Raleigh's  decrease  was  less  than  $100,  though,  and  Weldon 
and  Wilmington  paid  just  a  little  over  a  hundred  dollars  less. 

Our  life  memberships  helped  greatly  in  bringing  up  our  finances  during 
1931.  We  had  74,  while  in  1930  there  were  27.  In  Council  the  income  from 
this  source  was  double  what  it  was  in  1930,  bringing  in  $12,733.89.  Knowing 
what  a  joy  it  is  to  receive  this  honor,  we  hope  there  will  be  many  more  women 
wearing  the  beautiful  life  membership  pin  in    1932. 

Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  over  $400  less  than  in  1930.  The  literature 
was  the  most  beautiful  I  think  I  have  ever  seen  and  the  services  were  a  real 
blessing  to  all  who  participated  in  them.  Let  us  make  our  plans  now  to  observe 
the  Week  of  Prayer  in  November,   1932,  in  every  auxiliary. 

Our  women  are  interested  in  reaching  the  Standard  of  Excellence  and  that 
is  a  sign  of  vitality  and  healthy  growth.  While  we  do  not  wish  merely  to  "make 
points"  and  get  "credits,"  we  do  want  an  informed  and  intelligent  membership — 
so  we  are  glad  to  report  63  Adult  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll.  Durham  District 
wins  the  Korean  urn,  New  Bern  failing  to  keep  it  by  just  one  point.  Durham 
District  had  15  societies  reaching  the  Standard  of  Excellence;  Elizabeth  City,  5; 
Fayetteville,  4;  New  Bern,  14;  Raleigh,  5;  Rockingham,  5;  Washington,  3; 
Weldon,  8 ;  and  Wilmington,  4.

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COUNCIL  MESSAGE 

"Heralds  of  Christ  who  bear  the  King's  commands, 
Immortal  tidings  in  your  mortal  hands, 
Pass  on  and  carry  swift  the  news  ye  bring 

Make  straight,  make  straight,  the  highway  of  the   King." 

With  the  stirring  words  of  this  hymn,  chosen  as  the  Council  hymn  for  1932, 
the  first  service  of  the  twenty-second  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  opened  in  Atlanta  on  March  9th. 

Back  home  again,  to  a  place  of  sacred  and  hallowed  memories  came  the 
women  of  Southern  Methodism — for  it  was  in  Atlanta  in  187  8  that  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  came  into  existence. 

As  the  Bulletin  says,  it  was  like  "a  happy  birthday  and  joyous  Old  Home 
Week"  rolled  into  one.  The  pastor  and  people  of  Saint  Mark's  Church  were 
most  cordial  and  everything  possible  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  Council 
women  was  provided  by  these  thoughtful  hosts. 

The  opening  program  on  the  evening  of  March  9th  was  dedicated  to  the 
pioneer  mothers  of  the  missionary  movement  and  the  modern  emissaries  of 
world-friendship  and  thus  an   international  spirit  was  manifested. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  president  of  the  Council  and  our  honored  guest  at  this 
conference  meeting,  in  her  address  on  "The  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Its 
Work  and  Workers,"  reviewed  the  history  of  the  woman's  missionary  movement 
and  traced  the  development  from  the  first  timid  efforts,  fifty-four  years  ag'o, 
to  the  larger  conception  of  missions  today.  "Today  missions  are  concerned  not 
only  with  geographical  areas  beyond  the  law  of  Christ,"  she  said,  "but  with 
human  need  everywhere  and  with  right  relationships  in  every  phase  of  life  and 
in  Christian  mental  attitudes."  Outstanding  dates  in  the  history  of  the  woman's 
missionary  movement,  noted  by  Mrs.  Perry  w-ere  the  birth  of  the  Woman's  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  in  Atlanta,  1878;  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society 
in  Louisville,  18  86;  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  formed  the  merging 
of  the  two  in  Asheville,   1910. 

"Missionary  Opportunities  in  the  New  Day"  was  the  subject  of  the  mission- 
aries on  the  program  and  Miss  Helen  Hodgson  of  Saltillo,  Mexico,  and  Miss 
Floyd,  teacher  in  Brevard  Institute,  North  Carolina,  representing  the  foreign 
and  home  aspects  of  the  missionary  program  told  in  an  interesting  way  of  the 
important  factors  that  promote  good  will  and  friendliness. 

"To  put  on  a  constructive  program  that  will  inspire  confidence  and  hope; 
to  build  up  Christianity  in  a  practical  way  without  seeking  to  undermine  old 
beliefs,  is  the  major  task  of  the  foreign  missionary  in  the  new  day,"  Miss  Hodg- 
son declared.  Opportunity  will  come  through  the  missionary  "Who  will  so  live 
the  Christ-like  life  that  others  will  sympathize  with  her  aspirations  and  want  to 
be  Christians  also." 

From  the  standpoint  of  a  young  deaconess,  Miss  Floyd  said  that  the  great 
opportunity  in  the  home  land  was  the  task  of  deepening  the  spiritual  life  of 
America.  There  remain  areas  of  life,  she  said,  untouched  by  the  life  and  teaching 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

After    the    missionaries    had    spoken    of    the    opportunities    of    workers,    two 
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Christian  nationals,  one  a  Chinese  girl  and  the  other  a  Mexican,  and  both  students 
of  Scarritt  College,  painted  the  other  side  of  the  picture  and  spoke  from  the 
receiving'  end  of  the  missionary  movement. 

Miss  Chi  Yi  Chen,  a  product  of  the  Council's  McTyeire  School  at  Shanghai, 
made  a  plea  for  more  and  yet  more  missionaries.  The  four  hundred  thousand 
Chinese  Christians,  she  said,  are  insufficient  for  the  task  of  evangelizing  China's 
four  hundred  million  people. 

From  the  immigrant  living  in  America,  Miss  Felicidad  Mendez  came  with  a 
plea  for  education  and  for  an  economic  square  deal.  She  spoke  with  authority 
for  she  is  a  Mexican  girl  living  in  Texas  and  has  suffered  from  misunderstand- 
ing and  prejudice  and  other  ills  which  arise  when  the  weak  and  strong  live  side 
by  side.  However,  she  has  also  known  of  the  kindness  and  understanding  which 
the  missionaries  have  brought.  Appreciation  and  gratitude  have  made  her  resolve 
that  she  will  seek  to  interpret  Christ  to  her  own  people.  "If  I  had  three  or  a 
dozen  lives,  I  would  give  them  all  gladly  to  tell  other  Mexican  youth  what  I 
have  learned,"  she  declared.  Miss  Mendez  was  consecrated  at  this  Council  meet- 
ing and   is   going  back   to  teach   among  the   Mexican   people   in   Texas. 

At  the  close  of  the  program  a  processional  depicting  the  march  of  the  nations, 
under  their  respective  flags,  emphasized  the  supremacy  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  only 
hope  of  the  world.  Those  of  you  who  were  here  last  night  saw  a  similar  service, 
so  I  need  not  describe  it  further.  Truly  "the  banner  of  the  Lord  floats  high 
above  all  nations,  who  serve  him  in  purity  and  truth." 

At  the  first  business  session  Thursday  morning  the  president  delivered  her 
message  to  the  body,  after  the  communion  service,  conducted  by  Dr.  Franklin  N. 
Parker,  dean  of  the  Candler  School  of   Theology  of   Emory  University. 

"Launch  out  into  the  deep"  was  the  theme  of  Mrs.  Perry's  message.  After  a 
night  of  toil  which  brought  nothing,  this  command  was  given  by  the  Master 
to  his  disciples.  They  were  disappointed  but  not  despairing  for  at  His  command 
they  were  quite  ready  to  steer  out  into  deeper  waters.  "Had  their  failure  been 
the  result  of  staying  too  near  the  shore  line?" 

"The  past  year,"  said  Mrs.  Perry,  "was  one  of  which  many  are  saying,  'We 
have  toiled  all  night  and  caught  nothing.'  Famine  and  pestilence  have  stalked 
the  earth.  World-wide  depression  has  been  upon  us.  Crime  and  lawlessness  have 
been  abroad  in  the  land  and  men,  in  their  selfishness  and  greed,  have  grown 
indifferent  to  spiritual  values.  War  clouds  have  gathered  again  and  the  night  of 
gloom  has  been  all  about  us. 

"Because  of  these  conditions,  men  and  women  are  eager  for  a  voice  of  hope 
and  authority.  'The  world  is  ripe  for  the  buoyancy  of  that  brotherhood  and 
faith  which  is  in  Jesus.'  With  the  consciousness  of  the  sins  of  the  world  and  of 
its  own  sins  of  disobedience  and  neglect  the  church  is  hearing  anew  His  voice, 
saying,  'Launch  out  into  the  deep.'  The  hour  is  ripe  for  the  reply,  'At  thy  word 
we  will  let  down  the  nets'." 

Mrs.  Perry  said  that  the  church  cannot  truly  represent  Christ  unless  its  mem- 
bers are  living  Christ-like  lives.  It  cannot  move  forward  on  its  world  mission 
until  it  gives  evidence  of  vitality  enough  to  transform  life  and  social  relation- 
ships at  home. 

As  Dr.  C.  Ryder  Smith  said  at  the  Ecumenical  Conference,  "We  are  passing 
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through  a  great  period  for  womankind."  Dr.  Helen  Kim,  dean  of  Ewha  College 
in  Korea,  pleaded  earnestly  for  the  opportunity  to  be  given  to  woman  to  use 
her  gifts  of  emotion  and  spirituality  in  the  bringing  in  of  a  new  and  better  day. 
All  around  us  in  our  own  country  we  see  women  who  are  indifferent  and  heed- 
less of  the  power  within  themselves  and  of  the  obligation  those  peculiar  gifts 
place  upon  them. 

We  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  enlisting  the  young  women  of 
our  church  in  the  missionary  enterprise.  The  future  of  our  work  depends  on 
how  we  meet  this  responsibilitv.  "We  need  their  fresh  enthusiasm  and  initiative," 
said  Mrs.  Perry.  "They  need  the  rich,  satisfying  influence  of  Christian  service 
which  the  missionary  societies  afford.  Christ's  kingdom  needs  their  loyalty  and 
love.  He  is  calling  to  you  and  me  to  win  them  for  Him." 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy,  vice-president,  said  the  text  or  law  for  vice-presidents 
should  be,  "Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might."  She  said 
she  felt,  in  giving  her  report,  as  she  did  when  a  little  girl  by  the  side  of  her 
mother  in  prayer  meeting,  she  gave  her  first  religious  experience.  Conference 
visitation,  correspondence  with  auxiliary  officers,  and  many  other  duties  made 
for  her  a  busy  and  useful  year. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb,  secretary  of  Education  and  Promotion,  said,  "it  had  been  a 
great  experience  to  stand  at  the  center  with  the  promotion  staff  this  last  year. 
There  has  been  no  year  like  it  for  two  reasons.  ( 1 )  Because  of  the  financial  un- 
certainties, and  (2)  because  of  the  steadiness  and  loyalty  with  which  every  item 
of  the  cultivation  program  has  been  carried  out.  She  said  as  she  looked  at  the 
cumulative  efforts  of  thirty-nine  sets  of  conference  leaders  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
gram, she  was  moved  beyond  expression.  "Something  very  precious  and  necessary 
to  the  morale  of  any  great  organization  has  been  brought  into  bold  relief"  by 
the  trying  financial  situation  of  the  last  year.  "The  brightest  ray  that  has  been 
shone  on  our  darkened  economic  pathway  is  the  demonstration  of  how  the 
missionary  women  function  in  a  depression." 

As  we  listened  to  these  words  and  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  Mrs.  Fulton, 
I  am  sure  that  every  member  of  the  Council  body  was  very  thankful  for  what 
her  conference  had  done  and  made  a  deep  resolution  in  her  own  heart  that  in 
1932,  if  it  lay  in  her  power,  she  would  bring  in  an  even  better  report.  Sacrifices, 
difficulties,  will  seem  as  nothing  and  are  soon  forgotten  when  we  view  the 
results  of  our  efforts  and  when  we  bear  just  one  worker  from  the  field  tell  of 
what  our  money  has  helped  to  do,  we  wonder  why  we  ever  lose  heart  and 
become  discouraged.  Christ,  our  Master,  has  given  the  command,  "Launch  out 
into  the  deep."  Shall  we  obey  His  command  today? 

Ninety-two  per  cent  of  the  Council  pledge  was  paid — 15  conferences  paid 
theirs  in  full,  5  overpaid,  and  6  paid  more  than  90  per  cent.  A  decrease  of 
$58,000  over  the  preceding  year  was  announced — income  from  the  conference 
societies  being  $981,591.98.  This  amount  was  swelled  by  gifts  and  special  funds 
to  $1,118,437.34.  When  it  became  apparent  that  there  would  be  a  shortage  of 
funds,  Mrs.  Fulton  said  in  many  conferences  the  women  induced  officers  and 
members  to  take  out  life  memberships,  raising  by  this  means  $12,73  3. 

There  were  many  stories  of  sacrificial  gifts  that  stirred  the  heart  and  among 
them  one  that  I  am  sure  is  of  especial  interest  to  us.  From  Hiroshima  School  in 
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Japan,  came  $120,  a  gift  made  up  of  small  amounts  from  the  teachers  and 
pupils,  and  sent,  Mr.  Hinohara,  the  president,  explained,  because  "the  women 
had  done  so  much  for  them."  Mr.  Hinohara  is  one  of  the  saintliest  of  our 
leaders  and  is  known  to  many  North  Carolinians,  as  he  was  educated  at  Trinity 
College,  now  Duke  University,  by  a  leading  layman  of  our  conference,  now 
gone  to  his  reward.  This  gift,  to  me,  is  all  the  more  touching  because  Hiroshima 
School  stands  badly  in  need  of  repair  or  of  new  buildings.  There  was  no  thought 
of  self  when  these,  our  Japanese  daughters,  heard  of  the  need  of  their  missionary 
mothers. 

Following  closelv  these  reports  came  the  report  of  Miss  Esther  Case  and 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs,  Foreign  and  Home  secretaries,  respectively.  Miss  Case  stated 
that  there  was  a  particular  reason  why  she  wished  to  attend  this  Council  meeting. 
It  was  in  Atlanta  in  1894  that  she  was  consecrated  under  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  for  service  in  Mexico.  Mrs.  M. 'D.  Wightman,  the  gracious 
vice-president,  presided.  During  that  session  Mrs.  Juliana  Hayes,  the  pioneer 
president,  detained  at  home  by  illness,  resigned,  was  made  honorary  president,  and 
Mrs.  Wightman  was  elected  president.  Mrs.  D.  H.  McGavock  was  still  serving 
as  the  first  corresponding  secretary.  Dr.  W.  R.  Lambeth,  later  bishop,  but  then 
secretarv  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  consecrated  the  missionaries.  Because  we  love 
and  honor  Miss  Case  so  much,  I  want  to  quote  some  of  her  words:  "In  my 
estimation  there  is  no  greater  privilege  than  that  of  missionary  service  and  I 
count  my  service  under  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  as  the  greatest  blessing  of  my 
life.  Although  my  service  has  been  divided  between  that  of  a  missionary  to 
Mexico  and  a  Foreign  secretarv,  to  me  it  has  been  one  line  of  continuous  mis- 
sionary service  for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  my  Heavenly  Father  and  to 
the  authorities  of  our  church  who  have  determined  my  appointments  and  places 
of  service  under  God's  guidance." 

Miss  Case  gave  the  latest  news  from  the  field  and  said  the  people  are  adjust- 
ing themselves  to  the  prolonged  depression  and  from  them  comes  an  encouraging 
note.  The  evangelistic  workers  report  great  revival  services  and  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  who  have  hitherto  been  indifferent  to  hear  the  gospel  message. 
Miss  Nannie  B.  Gaines  a  short  time  before  her  death,  wrote,  "From  all  sides 
come  reports  that  Japan  was  never  more  open  to  the  gospel  message." 

We  heard  that  Japanese  Christians  are  praying  for  peace.  Bishop  Kern  has 
cabled  frequently  that  the  missionaries  in  the  war  zone  are  safe  and  the  comfort- 
ing message  is  sent  on  to  their  families  here  in  America.  "In  spite  of  our  difficult 
financial  situation,  we  expect  to  send  out  the  eleven  new  foreign  missionaries 
who  are  to  be  consecrated  at  this  Council  session,"  Miss  Case  said.  "In  my 
opinion  the  world  situation  presents  the  greatest  challenge  of  human  need  that 
has  ever  confronted  Christendom.  Young  people,  aware  of  this  crisis,  are  offering 
themselves  to  meet  it.  Manv  of  them  are  denied  the  opportunity  because  the 
Christian  Church  is  hampered  bv  the  material  things  of  this  world." 

Mrs.  Downs  said  in  her  report  of  the  Home  work  that  "Statistics,  at  best, 
represent  poorly  the  values  of  service.  Sometimes,  however,  we  comfort  ourselves 
with  the  message  they  bring  us."  "We  are  reminded,"  she  said,  "that  the  children 
of  Israel  were  warned  not  to  number  their  people,  perhaps  because  they  needed 
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the  lesson  that  would  teach  them  not  to  rely  on  numbers.  Do  we,  too,  need  that 
lesson?"  The  women  of  the  Council  have  invested  their  love,  their  prayers  and 
their  money  in  preparing  deaconesses  and  home  workers  for  Christian  service 
and  Mrs.  Downs  reported  they  have,  in  this  hard  year,  given  of  the  best  that 
is  in  them  to  the  tasks  assigned  to  them. 

The  workers  have  rendered  service  in  twenty  distinctive  types  of  home  mission 
work,  viz :  teachers  of  Bible  in  state  and  private  schools,  student  counsellors, 
church  deaconesses  in  co-operative  homes,  cotton  mill  sections,  port  mission  work, 
coal  mines,  with  our  Mexican  people,  with  our  Negroes,  with  Cubans,  French, 
Italians,  with  distinctive  English-speaking  groups  with  whom  we  need  to  share 
our  lives,  in  school  dormitories,  in  mixed  groups,  in  rural  work,  through  hospital 
service  to  tuberculars,  to  delinquent  girls,  to  difficult  or  problem  children,  to 
dependent  girls,  and  to  orphans. 

"This  has  been  a  good  year  in  dealing  with  the  work,"  Mrs.  Downs  said. 
"We  have  not  done  building  with  wood  and  stone,  but  we  have  contributed  to 
the  building  of   human  personality  and  character." 

Miss  Constance  Rumbough  stated  that  "World  Friendship"  is  the  guiding 
principle  in  all  our  work  with  the  children.  The  contacts  that  are  being  made 
between  our  children  and  children  of  other  nations  are  indicated  by  the  letters, 
pictures,  scrapbooks  and  gifts  that  daily  pass  through  the  Nashville  office.  Some 
of  the  letters  from  children  and  missionaries,  thanking  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Southern  Methodism  for  the  ant-proof  piano  that  the  African  mission  received 
last  June  were  read  in  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Work.  There  was  one  from 
John  Glenn  Barden  and  Mrs.  Imogene  Barrett  Barden  from  our  own  conference 
and  one  from  Miss  Dora  Jane  Armstrong  from  the  Virginia  Conference.  They 
told  something  of  what  the  piano  meant  to  them  there  in  the  heart  of  the  Congo. 

Miss  Rumbough  reported  a  large  increase  in  both  auxiliaries  and  members 
last  year.  The  only  decrease  was  in  the  beginner  department. 

"The  new  and  enlarged  program  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  keeps 
the  literature  department  on  the  run,"  said  Miss  Estelle  Haskin.  There  has  never 
been  a  year  in  which  the  workers  in  the  department  have  felt  a  greater  sense  of 
responsibility  for  the  tasks  falling  to  them.  There  are  the  Week  of  Prayer  pro- 
grams, books  and  pamphlets  used  by  the  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Committee, 
Adult  Yearbooks  and  leaflets  for  the  monthly  meetings,  programs  for  Young 
Women's  Circles,  Children's  programs,  besides  the  Quarterly  Bulletins,  Council 
Minutes,  Council  Bulletins,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  Missionary  Voice  and 
World  Friends. 

The  high  value  of  the  Missionary  Voice  is  attested  to  by  leaders  of  all  de- 
nominations. Again  and  again  it  has  been  classed  at  the  top  and  by  itself  in  the 
realm  of  missionary  literature.  The  name  will  soon  be  changed  to  World  Outlook 
but  it  will  remain  of  the  same  high  character  as  heretofore. 

Mrs.  Steele,  secretary  of  Candidate  Work,  began  her  report  in  a  beautiful 
way.  She  said  that  2000  years  ago  a  young  man  forsook  the  making  of  tables 
and  oxen-yokes  to  tell  people  of  God.  Today  He  spreads  a  table  before  us  and 
says  to  us,  "Take  my  yoke  upon  you."  Should  not  our  young  people  follow 
Him  and  forsake  business  to  tell  the  world  of  Him?  "What  does  it  matter,"  she 
asked,  "whether  tables  or  yokes  are  made — just  so  people  are  told  about  God?" 
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Not  more  applicants  are  needed  today  but  men  and  women  better  qualified 
from  a  physical,  educational,  personal  and  spiritual  standpoint — workers  fitted 
for  the  particular  vocations  open  and  most  in  demand.  As  the  Council  does  not 
commission  deaconesses  under  2  3,  a  girl  under  twenty-one  should  not  apply  for 
a  scholarship.  Foreign  missionaries  must  be  24  before  they  are  sent  out  and  so 
should  be  22  when  they  enter  Scarritt  College.  "We  are  urged  not  to  send  to 
the  field  any  girl  who  has  not  demonstrated  her  ability  to  do  the  thing  she 
undertakes  to  do,"  said  Mrs.  Steele.  "We  urge  young  girls,  even  if  they  have 
finished  a  four-year  college  course,  to  get  experience  before  coming  to  Scarritt." 

If  you  could  have  seen  the  lovely  Consecration  Service,  when  thirty-two 
young  women  were  commissioned  to  "take  the  Gospel  into  all  the  world"  by 
Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  I  know  that  your  hearts  would  have  been  stirred.  These 
girls  spoke  so  earnestly  when  they  told  why  they  were  giving  their  lives  in  service 
to  the  King.  Among  these  young  women  were  Felicidad  Mendez,  going  back  to 
the  Mexican  people  to  tell  them  the  "good  news"  and  lovely  Margaret  Pilley, 
born  of  missionary  parents  in  China,  who  now  goes  back  "to  the  land  of  her 
birth"  to  help  bring  the  Orient  to  Christ. 

I  have  said  little  of  the  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  the  visiting  speakers 
at  the  Council  meeting.  Dr.  Forney  Hutchinson,  pastor  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Oklahoma  City,  for  14  years  (yes,  it  is  a  Methodist  Church),  led  the  noon-day 
worship  periods.  His  theme  was  "Promoting  Spiritual  Life."  His  messages  were 
fresh  and  vital  and  deeply  spiritual.  On  the  first  day  his  subject  was  Prayer,  on 
the  second,  the  Bible,  the  third,  a  "Personal  Pentecost  or  the  Holy  Spirit,"  and 
on  the  fourth,  Christ  and  the  Church. 

On  Sunday,  Bishop  John  M.  Moore  preached  a  most  appropriate  sermon. 
He  must  have  studied  our  theme  and  the  Council  hymn  as  his  text  was,  "Prepare 
ye  the  way  of  the  Lord;  make  straight  in  the  deserts  a  highway  for  the  Lord." 
(Isaiah  40:3). 

"The  trouble  with  the  world  today,"  he  said,  "is  not  that  religion  is  discount- 
ed or  combatted  but  that  it  is  ignored.  Only  the  sovereignty  of  the  Almighty  can 
insure  to  us  the  realms  and  revelations  of  eternal  light  and  glory.  Whenever  the 
highways  of  our  lives  are  cleared  for  God  to  pass  over,  work  will  begin  that 
will  transform  the  earth." 

Dean  Weigle  of  Yale  University,  spoke  on  Sunday  night  on  "The  Coming 
Revival." 

"A  generation  with  morals  devoid  of  conscience  education,  indifferent  to 
content,  and  religion  without  God,  has  not  much  farther  to  go,"  he  said.  "It  is 
time  to  turn  around  and  there  are  evidences  that  we  are  beginning  to  turn.  I 
believe  we  are  standing  upon  the  threshold  of  a  great  awakening  of  moral 
conviction  and  religious  faith." 

One  of  the  most  interesting  night  services  was  the  one  on  which  three  Chris- 
tian Nationals  spoke  following  a  splendid  address  by  Dr.  Fletcher  Brockman 
on  "Missions  and  the  World  Today."  Miss  Maria  Pak  represented  Korea,  Miss 
Tomeko   Unno,  Japan,  and  Miss  Bao  Yu  Yang,  China. 

I  shall  only  have  time  to  touch  lightly  the  report  of  Mrs.  Newell  on  Christian 
Social  Relations,  on  Monday.  Reports  of  the  different  divisions  of  the  bureau 
were   presented,    namely :    Inter-racial    Co-operation,    International    Relations   and 
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World  Peace,  Industrial  Relations,  Christian  Citizenship,  and  Law  Observance 
and  Rurual  Development. 

Miss  Bess  Combs,  superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Co-operation  and  Exten- 
sion, reported  the  interesting  fact  that  in  eight  of  our  mission  fields  there  are 
missionary  societies,  organized  like  the  mother  societies  in  the  United  States: 
Africa,  Belgium,  Brazil,  China,  Cuba,  Japan,  Mexico  and  Poland.  American 
Indians  in  Oklahoma  have  their  own  Indian  Mission  organizations.  The  China 
Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has  done  outstanding  work  during  the 
year.  More  than  $1,000  was  paid  in  for  life  memberships  and  memorial  roll 
certificates  and  membership  dues  were  in  advance  of  the  preceding  year.  Almost 
three  times  as  much  money  was  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer  as  was  used  for 
local  work. 

"It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  no  organization  has  contributed  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  women  of  our  church  in  the  mission  fields  as  has  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,"  Miss  Combs  said. 

Dr.  O.  E.  Goddard,  Foreign  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  says,  "The 
best  organization  for  the  development  of  the  Southern  Methodist  woman  is  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  the  local  church.  There  is  no  literary  club,  social 
club,  or  any  other  society  that  develops  a  woman  in  heart  and  mind  as  does  this 
society." 

The  Council  again  had  "Sectional  Meetings"  on  two  different  afternoons 
during  the  session.  "Spiritual  Life  and  Message,"  Industrial  Relations,  Rural 
Development,  International  Relations,  Status  of  Women,  Christian  Citizenship, 
Co-operation  and  Extension,  Inter-racial  Relations  and  Unoccupied  Mission  Areas 
were  the  divisions  and  interesting  programs  and  findings  were  reported  from 
each  one. 

Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  for  1932  will  go  to  Ewha  College  in  Seoul, 
Korea,  and  to  the  MacDonnell  School  at  Houma,  Louisiana.  The  foreign  special 
will  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  building  on  the  campus  of  Ewha  to  be  called 
"Esther  Case  Hall,"  in  honor  of  our  beloved  Foreign  secretary,  who,  at  this 
Council,  completed  thirty-eight  years  of  active  service. 

Mrs.  Perry's  closing  words  to  the  Council  body  were  a  prayer  that  the 
inspiration  of  the  meeting  would  be  carried  back  to  the  auxiliaries  and  that  the 
thought  of  their  sisterhood  and  fellowship  during  the  days  of  the  meeting  would 
linger  with  them. 

"Heralds  of  Christ  who  bear  the  King's  commands, 
Immortal  tidings  in  your  mortal  hands, 
Pass  on  and  carry  swift  the  news  ye  bring, 

Make   straight,   make  straight,   the   highway   of   the   King. 

"Lord,  give  us  faith  and  strength  the  road  to  build, 
To  see  the  promise  of  the  day  fulfilled, 
When  war  shall  be  no  more,  and  strife  shall  cease, 
Upon  the  highway  of  the  Prince  of  Peace." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY 

During  the  year  1931,  your  recording-  secretary  was  called  upon  to  represent 
the  official  members  of  the  Conference  Society  at  several  different  times.  Of 
these,  five  were  at  zone  meetings.  On  March  4th,  2  7th  and  29th  I  spoke  on 
"How  to  Conduct  a  Model  Missionary  Society"  at  the  zone  meetings  of  Lenoir- 
Green  at  La  Grange,  of  the  Tri-County  Zone  at  Asbury  Church,  and  of  Carteret 
County  Zone  at  Beaufort.  The  other  two  were  fall  zone  meetings,  on  October 
18th  and  29th  in  the  Carteret  County  Zone  at  Straits  and  in  the  Tri-County  Zone 
at  Centenary  Church,  New  Bern.  Mission  study,  emphasizing  the  book,  "Korea, 
Land  of  Dawn,"  was  the  topic  of  my  discussions  in  these  two  meetings. 

Besides  attending  the  district  meeting  in  Trenton  on  May  21st,  in  which 
Study  was  again  the  subject  of  my  remarks,  I  went  to  auxiliary  meetings  in 
Bayboro,   in   Kinston    (Mamie   Webb),   and   Vandemere. 

I  was  able  in  1931  to  attend  and  act  as  secretary  for  all  of  the  Executive 
Committee  meetings  and  the  Annual  Conference,  and  to  have  printed  the  minutes 
of  the  same. 

For  having  been  allowed  to  contribute  this  small  service  for  the  Master's 
work,  I  am  humbly  grateful.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 
AND  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CIRCLE   WORK 

There  is  always  some  confusion  when  a  great  change  is  about  to  be  made. 
This  is  true  even  in  our  conference  work.  During  the  last  six  months  of  our 
Young  People's  Work  there  were  some  very  decided  changes  taking  place.  There- 
fore, our  work  was  not  what  it  would  have  been  otherwise.  However,  some  of 
our  societies  kept  on  working  in  a  most  satisfactory  way  unto  the  very  end. 

It  was  with  reluctance  that  we  gave  up  our  Young  People,  but  we  recognized 
the  broad  scope  and  the  great  possibilities  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education; 
therefore,  we  not  only  placed  the  youth  of  our  conference  in  other  very  capable 
hands,  but  we  have  followed  them  ourselves  with  our  prayers  and  with  our 
support  in  whatever  way  it  may  be  needed. 

Since  the  Young  People  have  left  us,  we  have  undertaken  to  enlist  the  young 
women  into  our  conference.  We  have  helped  to  organize  Young  Women's  Circles 
where  this  has  been  possible  and  the  possibilities  of  such  an  organization  continue. 
We  find  the  young  women  not  only  willing,  but  eager  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 
In  this  work  they  are  finding  joy  and  happiness  that  they  never  before  realized. 
The  Master  is  using  them  in  a  wonderful  way  and  they  are  serving  so  willingly! 

Some  of  our  circles  are  going  forward  speedily.  I  have  attended  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Snow  Hill  and  Hookerton  Circles  and  have  been  present  at 
several  individual  circle  meetings  and  in  all  of  these  I  have  seen  the  very  finest 
kind   of  work   in   progress.    I   spent   a  week   in   the   Durham   District  with    Miss 
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Robertson,  helping  in  whatever  way  I  could  to  promote  the  missionary  spirit 
among  the  young  women.  We  helped  to  organize  three  new  circles  and  tried  to 
encourage  and  inspire  others. 

We  have  thirty  or  more  Young  Women's  Circles  within  our  conference.  They 
are  a  great  asset  to  us  in  every  way.  We  need  their  alertness,  their  eneregy,  and 
their  ability. 

May  we,  who  are  members  of  the  Adult  auxiliary,  and  we,  who  have  been  in 
the  service  longer,  keep  so  close  to  the  Master  that  by  our  daily  living  and  by 
our  personal  contact  with  these  young  women,  we  shall  be  able  to  lead  them 
into  paths  of  greater  service  and  of  righteousness!

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  marked  by  earnestness  and  zeal.  It 
has  been  a  hard  year,  yet  the  children  and  superintendents  have  shown  the  finest 
kind  of  spirit.  The  amount  of  our  collections  was  most  disappointing,  but  the 
quality  of  the  training  given  to  our  children  was  most  encouraging. 

Beginning  with  the  names  of  divisions  of  the  Children's  organization,  Council 
provided  for  changes  throughout  the  entire  system,  but  in  the  adjustment  neces- 
sitated by  these  changes,  there  was  the  minimum  amount  of  confusion  and  no 
friction.  With  the  program  of  work  as  it  is  now,  I  think  more  intelligent  work 
is  being  done  than  ever  before  and  that  the  training  the  leaders  are  getting  is 
excelled  only  by  what  they  are  passing  on  to  the  children.  In  many  societies 
the  work  is  of  a  high  grade. 

In  Miss  Rumbough's  report  to  Council,  we  ranked  second  in  number  of  .new 
World  Circles  and  new  members  of  this  division.  At  the  end  of  the  second 
quarter,  we  carried  off  the  honor  of  having  the  greatest  number  of  new  mem- 
bers of  the  Children's  organization,  but  at  the  final  report,  several  conferences 
went  ahead  of  us.  I  think  this  was  due  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  superintendents 
to  report. 

Probably  the  outstanding  feature  of  this  year's  work  is  our  life  membership 
roll.  On  this  we  had  placed  two  Juniors,  four  Primaries,  and  forty-three  Babies. 
One  name  was  placed  on  our  memorial  roll. 

There  have  been  enrolled  thirty-one  new  societies  this  year,  distributed  among 
the  districts  as  follows: 

Durham  District — Mount  Sylvan  and  Webb  Avenue. 

Elizabeth  City  District — Collington,  Duck,  East  Lake,  Edenton,  Mann's 
Harbor,  Newland,  Poplar  Branch,  and  Williamston. 

Fayetteville  District — Brown's  Chapel,  Cedar  Grove,  Erwin,  Pittsboro,  Mount 
Zion,  and  Stedman. 

New  Bern  District — Asbury,  Calypso,  Sharon,  Snow  Hill. 

Rockingham  District — East  Laurinburg,  and  Maxton. 

Washington  District — Asbury,  Nashville,  Pantego,  Robersonville,  and  Rocky 
Mount   (First  Church). 

Weldon  District — Hebron,  Rosemary,  and  Woodland. 

Wilmington  District — Pollocksville. 
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The  local  social  service  was  varied  and  of  a  high  order.  Supplies  were  sent 
to  our  Orphanage  at  Raleigh.  The  sick  and  shut-ins  were  remembered,  scrap- 
books  were  made  and  sent  to  hospitals,  shrubs  and  flowers  were  planted  around 
churches,  church  ground  were  kept  in  order,  magazines  were  distributed,  a  small 
library  established,  and  much  food  and  clothing  given  to  the  needy. 

The  "supply"  work  was  above  the  average  this  year.  Boxes  were  sent  to 
China,  Africa,  Cuba,  Korea,  McDonnell  School,  Brazil,  and  a  gold  piece  was 
given  to  a  superannuate  preacher. 

The  report  from  the  "Intensive  Mission  Study"  was  very  encouraging.  Both 
children  and  leaders  are  enjoying  this  extra  work  during  the  summer. 

Twenty-three  societies  attained  the  standard  of  excellence  and  were  thus 
placed  on  the  honor  roll.  They  are  the  following:

The  banners  are  awarded  to  St.  Paul's  (Goldsboro),  for  the  largest  amount 
of  money  sent  to  treasurer  and  the  largest  amount  per  capita,  and  to  Kinston 
for  the  best  Baby  division. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendents,  who  have  carried  on  the 
work  with  patience  and  zeal;  the  district  secretaries,  who  have  been  most  helpful, 
never  failing  to  co-operate  with  me  in  every  undertaking;  and  all  who  have 
had  this  work  on  their  hearts.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

When  I  was  a  child  in  school  many  years  ago,  we  used  to  have  what  we 
called  "cutting  down"  in  some  of  our  classes.  This  was  a  popular  feature  of  our 
Friday  afternoon  entertainments  for  parents  and  children  and  visitors.  In  our 
spelling  classes  it  was  the  every-day  custom.  A  word,  misspelled,  was  passed  on 
to  the  one  standing  next  in  line,  and  on  to  one  after  another,  till  it  was  correctly 
spelled,  when  the  successful  child  then  went  up,  past  all  who  had  missed  it,  to 
the  place  where  it  was  given  out,  each  loser  moving  down  one  place.  And  what 
a  thrill  it  gave  that  happy  child  and  the  proud  parent! 

Well,  that  is  just  the  thrill  I  am  having  now,  when  I  tell  you  that,  on  the 
list  of  3  8  conferences  reporting  study  classes  last  year,  you  cut  down  5  in  mission

study,  going  up  from  the  12th  to  7th  place,  and  2  in  Bible  study,  going  up  from 
20th  to  18th  place.  We  are  yet  a  good  distance  from  the  top,  however,  especially 
in  Bible  study,  but  we  are  moving,  and  upward,  which  is  encouraging.  Our 
North  Carolina  sister  is  still  ahead  of  us,  standing  4th  in  mission  and  7th  in 
Bible  study,  her  places  the  preceding  year  having  been  3rd  in  mission  and  7th 
in  Bible  study.  Comparisons  are  not  always  odious.  Often  they  are  helpful,  in 
that  the  comparative  measure  of  advance  or  lagging  back  shown,  serves  to 
encourage  or  to  stimulate  us  to  greater  zeal  in  our  efforts  to  reach  the  goal 
before  us. 

Here  is  a  riddle  for  you:  When  is  an  advance  a  retreat?  In  spite  of  the 
splendid  progress  you  made  in  number  of  classes,  which  pleased  me  so  much  I 
was  about  to  begin  to  be  puffed  up  over  it,  I  found,  to  my  dismay,  when  I 
counted  up  the  number  of  different  auxiliaries  studying,  that  we  had  just 
exactly  the  same  number  of  Adult  auxiliaries  enrolled  in  study  classes  that  we 
had  the  year  before — some  new  auxiliaries  had  enrolled,  but  some  old  ones  had 
dropped  out — so  we  did  not  advance  a  single  step  toward  our  goal  of  a  study 
circle  in  every  auxiliary. 

However,  there  is  real  cause  for  gratification  in  the  following  facts:  1.  Prac- 
tically all  the  1 7 1  auxiliaries  which  reported  classes,  made  their  reports  promptly 
and  properly  on  the  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  a  larger  number  of 
annual  repors  on  the  forms  I  mailed  in  January,  were  returned  to  me  properly 
filled  out  than  ever  before.  2.  The  current  study  books  were  used  at  the  correct 
times  by  all  but  two  classes.  3.  The  quality  of  the  work  done  in  the  women's 
classes,  especially  in  those  which  do  not  attempt  standard  work  in  every  particu- 
lar, shows  marked  improvement,  except  in  the  majority  of  the  Kingdom  Extension 
classes.  These,  in  most  instances,  are  in  form  of  lectures  by  the  pastor,  in  which 
the  women  seem  merely  to  listen  in.  There  is  little  of  abiding  benefit  derived 
from  such  classes,  unless  the  women  really  study  the  book  and  the  course  is 
finished  by  some  form  of  written  work  covering  the  whole  subject.  My  sympathy 
is  with  the  pastor,  for  he  must  try  to  reach  his  whole  congregation  with  these 
annual  Kingdom  Extension  books,  and  I  know  it  isn't  an  easy  task.  Yet  we 
women  have  a  standard  to  reach  and  should  do  our  best  to  measure  up  to  it. 
4.  The  support  given  the  study  department  by  district  secretaries  and  zone  chair- 
men grows  stronger  and  more  active  each  year.  There  is  interesting  psychology 
at  this  point:  The  auxiliary  which  has  a  sort  of  feeling  that  its  district  secretary 
and  zone  chairman  are  not  much  concerned  as  to  whether  or  not  it  holds  classes 
for  mission  and  Bible  study,  is  not  likely  to  organize  them,  no  matter  how  many 
letters  and  copies  of  study  literature  it  receives  from  the  conference  superintendent 
of  Study.  I  am  gratified  and  encouraged  by  the  ever  strengthening  support  this 
department  is  receiving  from  these  key  women.  Splendid  work  was  done  by  them 
on  several  districts.  5.  There  is  in  consequence  of  this  co-operation,  a  decided 
quickening  of  the  study  pulse  throughout  the  conference.  I  can  feel  it  in  the 
many  letters  I  receive  with  requests  for  full  information  about  this  department's 
work,  in  order  that  it  may  be  done  more  intelligently,  and  according  to  Council 
and  conference  requirements.  It  impresses  me  strongly  that  now  is  the  opportune 
time  for  a  concerted  movement  to  reach  our  goal  this  year. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  award  the  credit  cards  of  the  Board  of   Missions  to

97  members  of  15  classes  taught  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Local 
Church  Department  of  that  board,  in  9  auxiliaries  with  1  representative  from 
another:  to  3  7  women  of  3  pastors'  classes  conducted  during  the  January- 
February  cultivation  period,  and  60  to  members  of  12  regular  auxiliary  classes. 
This  shows  a  small  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  Kingdom  Extension 
classes  at  Carr  Church  (Durham),  Black  Creek,  Stantonburg-Lebanon,  Norlina, 
and  Rich  Square  were  taught,  respectively,  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Russell,  Mrs.  A.  Jones 
Smith,  Rev.  J.  Vincent  Knight,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Midgette,  and  Rev.  O.  P.  Fitzgerald. 
The  regular  auxiliary  classes  at  West  Durham,  Carr  Church  (Durham),  Gates- 
ville,  Zion  (Rockingham  District),  Norlina,  and  Warsaw,  were  taught  by  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Brown,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Russell,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Costen,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Ellerbe,  Mrs.

foreign  mission  subject — and  one  Bible  Study  class  using  a  textbook  accredited 
by  Council,  or  some  part  of  the  Bible  itself  for  a  text  book  studied  in  a  systematic 
manner.  For  its  work  in  1931,  the  study  jewel  is  awarded  to  the  New  Bern 
District.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

My  report  from  your  department  of  Publicity  is  a  note  of  good  cheer.  From 
every  section  of  the  conference,  from  the  smallest  auxiliaries  as  well  as  the  larger 
ones,  from  urban  organizations  as  well  as  rural  communities,  from  zone  groups 
as  well  as  district  groups,  there  has  been  a  continuous  stream  of  messages  bearing 
the  tiding  that  our  women  are  yielding  themselves  to  be  built  up  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God  which  is  the  goal  towards  which  the  church  should  advance  as  stated  in 
an  utterance  of  the  late  Bishop  Walter  Russell  Lambuth. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  methods  of  the  work,  judging  from  the 
many  excellent  comments  on  the  program  literature,  and  the  eager  questionings 
from  auxiliary  superintendents  of  publicity  as  to  how  they  may  better  promote 
their  departments. 

It  is  not  possible  to  report  the  exact  number  of  subscribers  to  the  World 
Outlook  since  all  superintendents  do  not  report  regularly  and  some  who  send  in 
reports  use  old  report  blanks  that  make  no  provision  for  this  new  task  assigned. 

The  majority  of  our  membership  uses  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Christian  Advocate.  Yet,  there  should  be  a  strenuous  effort  made  to  increase 
the  subscription  list  of  both  these  papers;  and  the  auxiliary  superintendents  of 
Publicity  should  consider  it  an  all-the-year-job  to   secure   a    general   reading   of 
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these  papers,  among'  the  church  membership,  since  an  interest  in  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  is  bound  to  grow  when  once  there  is  intelligence  gained  con- 
cerning the  scope  of  the  work  and  the  opportunity  it  affords  in  a  varied  program 
of  world  service.  It  might  be  said  that  a  systematic  reading  of  these  two  papers 
is  essential  to  the  proper  functioning  of  any  auxiliary;  for  nowhere  else  except 
on  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  can  one  find  the 
announcements  of  conference  officers  and  also  the  entire  working  program  of  the 
conference  body  which  is  necessary  to  keep  step  in  the  inarch  of  progress.  Then, 
too,  the  World  Outlook  is  needed  to  secure  a  vision  of  the  world,  to  get  rid  of 
prejudice  which  is  but  a  form  of  stupidity  that  dwarfs  the  soul. 

The  use  of  posters  has  been  an  effective  method  of  fastening  facts  on  the 
minds  of  the  public.  The  variations  in  the  use  of  posters  is  unlimited  and  their 
influence  is  far-reaching. 

Need  I  remind  this  conference  that  publicity  is  a  limitless  field.  In  its  larger 
aspect  it  is  simply  carrying  the  gospel  message  to  one  who  has  it  not;  in  closer 
confines,  it  is  thinking  on  redemption  and  being  concerned  for  another,  so  much 
concerned  that  it  seeks  out  another  to  carry  the  gospel  message  on  and  on  until 
it  girdles  the  globe.  Thus  our  Publicity  superintendents  are  in  close  fellowship 
with  those  women  who,  on  the  first  Easter  morning,  were  bidden  to  go  tell  the 
disciples  that  their  Lord  had  risen.  MRS.  M.  T.  PLYLER. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Our  first  work  for  1931  was  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  our  new  name — 
Christian  Social  Relations.  We  learned  from  Building  the  Kingdom,  a  demon- 
stration of  Christian  Social  Relations,  that  the  work  called  Social  Service  has 
been  taking  in  more  and  more  phases  of  reform  and  welfare  until  it  was  more 
than  one  Council  superintendent  and  a  Standing  Committee  could  handle.  There 
was  need  of  more  of  the  gifted  and  experienced  Council  women  to  work  on 
these  problems.  So  we  now  have  six  commissions:  International  Relations  and 
World  Peace,  Christian  Citizenship,  Inter-racial  Co-operation,  Industrial  Rela- 
tions, Rural  Development,  and  Co-operation  with  Civic  and  Welfare  Agencies. 
The  chairmen  of  these  commissions,  with  the  Council  superintendent,  make  the 
Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  As  evidence  that  these  commissions  are 
really  functioning  in  a  definite  way,  we  were  given  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  a  world-wide  movement  for  peace,  through  promoting  interest  in  the  Dis- 
armament Conference  now  in  session  in  Geneva.  More  than  six  hundred  signa- 
tures were  sent  to  President  Hoover,  thereby  signifying  our  belief  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  armaments  as  a  means  toward  world  peace.  And  other  evidence  is  our 
studies  and  projects  in  Citizenship  and  Law  Enforcement  as  outlined  in  the 
Yearbook  and  in  the  quarterly  messages  of  the  Council  superintendent.  I  want 
to  urge  the  Christian  Social  Relations  superintendents  to  make  a  special  effort 
this  year  to  carry  out  the  projects  and  suggestions  given  by  the  Bureau  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  through  the  Council  superintendent.  These  suggestions 
strive  to  enlist  all  auxiliaries  in  some  important  work.  Please  see  that  each 
quarterly   message    is   given    to    the    auxiliary.    Mrs.    Newell    says,    "Not    all    the 
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printers'  ink  in  the  world  or  the  grey  matter  used  in  their  preparation  mean  one 
iota  of  good  without  your  co-operation.  It  costs  in  thought,  time  and  money  to 
send  out  these  7,000  letters  every  quarter.  We  are  an  army  of  power  if  we 
march  together." 

The  reports  of  the  superintendents  reveal  many  deeds  of  real  helpfulness 
and  cheer  and  much  constructive  welfare  work.  Space  forbids  me  telling  of  the 
splendid  things  that  were  done  to  relieve  want,  suffering  and  heart-aches.  The 
district  secretaries'  reports  show  that  2 1 8  auxiliaries  were  engaged  in  social 
service  activities,  whereas  only  116  superintendents  reported  to  me.  This  is  the 
largest  number  of  social  service  reports  ever  sent  to  the  district  secretaries  or  to 
me.  I  believe  this  is  due  to  the  district  secretaries  and  zone  leaders  giving  the 
social  service  work  a  place  on  the  programs  of  their  various  meetings.  I  greatly 
appreciate  their  help  and  co-operation  in  this  work.  I  especially  want  to  thank 
Mrs.  W.  T.  Costen,  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  of  the  Elizabeth 
City  District,  for  her  presentment  of  the  work  at  the  zone  and  district  meetings 
and  wherever  an  opportunity  arose.  This  advancement  in  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions work  is  most  heartening.  For  several  years  the  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
reporting  Social  Service  work  was  3  3  1/3  per  cent.  This  past  year  we  advanced 
to  68  per  cent.  Next  year  we  hope  to  reach  our  goal:  Every  auxiliary  with  a 
Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  and  every  Committee  making  the  Standard 
of  Efficiency.  I  here  want  to  urge  the  corresponding  secretaries  to  see  that  their 
superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  gets  her  report  blank  and  to  insist 
that  she  send  me  a  report  every  quarter. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  work  of  my  department  at  the  Weldon, 
Raleigh  and  Fayetteville  District  meetings  and  at  the  Richmond  County  Zone 
meeting  last  spring.  In  August,  while  in  Elizabeth  City,  the  guest  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Fearing,  a  former  conference  officer,  I  visited  the  State  Normal  School  for 
Negroes  and  talked  to  the  Summer  School  students  on  Social  Service  work  they 
could  promote  as  teachers.  In  January  of  this  year  I  attended  the  North  Carolina 
Association  of  Women  for  the  Prevention  of  Lynching  which  was  held  at 
Greensboro.  Mrs.  Jesse  Daniel  Ames  of  Atlanta,  president  of  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Women  for  the  Prevention  of  Lynching,  addressed  the  meeting,  giving 
the  purpose  of  this  association  and  some  of  its  accomplishments.  She  also  gave 
us  the  plans  for  enlisting  the  women  of  our  conference  in  this  work.  In  February 
I  accompanied  Mrs.  W.  T.  Bost,  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  to 
Elizabeth  City  and  Washington  where  we  met  the  women  of  all  denominations 
who  were  assembled  in  the  Methodist  Church  of  each  place  to  hear  Mrs.  Bost 
speak  on  Citizenship  responsibilities.  Both  of  these  meetings  were  well  attended, 
not  only  by  the  church  women  of  each  city,  but  also  by  the  women  of  nearby 
churches.  I  talked  on  the  program  of  Social  Service  work  of  the  Methodist 
Missionary  Societies.  These  meetings  were  most  encouraging  and  were  an  inspira- 
tion to  all  who  were  present.  In  March  I  attended  the  State  Inter-racial  Com- 
mission meeting  in  Raleigh.  At  this  meeting  Mrs.  Newell  told  of  the  plan  for 
Inter-racial  work  for  the  women  of  Southern  Methodism  this  year. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I  want  to  say  that  seven  committees  made  the  Standard 
of  Efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations.  I  want  to  congratulate  these  commit- 
tees for  the  efforts  thev  made  in  the  attainment  of  this  standard.  These  are  our 
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banner  auxiliaries  for  1931:  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Fearing, 
superintendent;  Gatesville,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Costen,  superintendent;  Minnie  P.  Gates, 
Graham,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  superintendent;  Mary  Hambrick,  Roxboro,  Mrs.  Mamie 
Merritt,  superintendent;  Weldon  Woman's,  Mrs.  S.  B.  Pierce,  superintendent; 
Weldon  Young  Women's,  Mrs.  Pierce  Johnson,  superintendent;  Whiteville,  Mrs. 
L.  Baggett,  superintendent.  I  truly  hope  a  larger  number  of  committees  will 
make  the  standard  this  year. 

Let  us  make  a  bigger,  more  determined  effort  to  bring  our  customs,  our 
social  habits,  our  ways  of  thinking  of  people,  our  social  relations  in  every  sphere 
and  walk  of  life,  under  the  domination  of  Christ's  law  of  love.  Let  us  march 
to  the  goal  of  Christian  Citizenship.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 

This  year  marks  the  close  of  the  eighth  year  of  service  as  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Literature.  These  have,  indeed,  been  years  fraught  with  much 
happiness  and  pleasure,  though  at  times  shadows  of  regret  have  come  when 
auxiliaries  have  failed  to  get  their  program  literature,  as  it  is  important  that 
they  have  it. 

Yearbooks  have  been  sent  with  the  first  quarter's  literature.  The  Program 
Leaflets,  Bulletins,  Week  of  Prayer  Literature,  Christian  Social  Relations  Circular 
Letter,  and  literature  to  new  auxiliaries  have  been  mailed  out  regularly  and 
promptly.  Orders  have  been  filled  for  Social  Service,  Inter-racial,  Stewardship, 
and  various  other  leaflets,  also  the  Form  for  Installation  of  Officers,  Pledge  Cards, 
the  Auxiliary  Treasurer's  Record  and  Report  Books,  and  the  Auxiliary  Corres- 
ponding Secretary's  Record  and  Report  Books.  Literature  for  the  Young  People's 
auxiliary  was  distributed  only  for  the  first  six  months.  The  change  in  the  plan 
of  the  Young  People's  work  necessitated  much  correspondence. 

Since  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  which  I  considered  a  sacred  task,  it 
has  been  a  joy  to  note  the  deepening  interest  and  the  increase  in  the  work  at 
large  in  our  conference.  In  1924  the  mailing  list  contained  271  addresses.  Today 
it  is  to  411   addresses  that  literature   is  sent. 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  and  thanks  to  my  constituency  for 
the  aid  and  support  they  have  given  me  and  to  the  conference  society  for  the 
great  honor  they  conferred  in  giving  me  the  privilege  of  having  a  part  in  this 
grand  and  glorious  work  which  has  been  a  blessing  and  a  joy,  enriching  my 
Christian  experience. 

For  my  successor  I  pray  Heaven's  richest  blessings  upon  her,  and  may  she 
find  all  the  fullness  of  joy  and  pleasure  that  has  been  mine  in  this  service.  Yea, 
even  more,  if  possible.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

Durham  District  does  not  come  with  a  fanfare  of  trumpets  to  announce  any 
great  outstanding  achievements  for  1931  accomplished  by  personal  efforts;  but 
the  secretary  is  glad  to  state  there  was  a  steady,  healthy  growth  throughout  the 
whole  year,  in  all  departments;  and  acknowledgment  is  made  to  the  King  of 
kings  and  Lord  of  lords  for  this  steady  progress. 

One  new  society  was  organized,  Fletcher's  Chapel,  and  it  elected  to  disband 
by  the  end  of  the  year;  the  eight  organized  the  previous  year  caught  the  gleam 
and  forged  rapidly  to  the  front,  doing  fine  work,  and  leading  the  older  societies 
in  many  ways;  notably,  Hillsboro,  with  seven  members,  has  twelve  Voice  sub- 
scribers, and  led  the  district  in  per  capita  Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

The  five  zones  did  much  constructive  work,  each  holding  as  many  as  three 
meetings,  and  the  programs  were  well  planned  to  bring  helpful  and  inspirational 
messages.  The  district  realizes  the  great  value  of  zone  work,  and  hearty  co- 
operation is  being  given  the  capable  leaders:  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey,  Durham;  Mrs. 
J.  Ernest  Murphy,  Caswell;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dimmette,  Alamance;  Mrs.  L.  R. 
Sturdivant,  Orange;  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  Person.  All  due  credit  is  accorded 
these  consecrated  women,  and  they  were  honored  at  the  district  meeting  at  Chapel 
Hill  by  being  presented  life  memberships  by  their  respective  zones. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  of  West  Durham,  had  charge  of  study  for  the  district, 
and  had  a  great  day  of  study  training  at  Durham  in  September,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence, much  improvement  was  seen  in  the  study  reports  for  the  year.  Mrs. 
E.  G.  Overton,  Voice  agent,  appeared  in  many  meetings  and  urged  the  women  to 
read   the  magazine,  and  an  increase  of   34  subscribers  for  the  year  was  shown. 

The  district  had  the  honor  of  entertaining  the  annual  meeting  of  the  con- 
ference, at  Burlington,  and  many  saw  the  entire  body  in  session  for  the  first  time, 
and  caught  a  new  vision  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  and  their  part  in  it. 
The  sessions  were  well  attended,  and  much  information  and  inspiration  were 
brought  all  who  could  attend. 

The  annual  district  meeting  at  Chapel  Hill  was  a  great  day  for  the  delegates 
and  visitors.  Reports  were  given  and  heard,  good  fellowship  permeated  the 
entire  day,  and  all  felt  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.  Dr.  Frank  Graham  was  the 
speaker,  bringing  a  vital  message  on  "Christian  Missions  and  World  Peace." 
Mrs.  Gates  and  Miss  Euline  Smith  were  among  the  speakers,  also. 

The  Children's  work  has  39  divisions,  with  906  members,  ten  new  divisions, 
and  new  societies  at  Mount  Sylvan  and  Webb  Avenue.  This  department  had  ten 
life  memberships,  and  collected  a  total  of  $481.30,  which  is  not  as  much  as  it 
should  be. 

Several  societies  have  Young  Women's  Circles,  and  amazing  results  are  seen 
in  these  circles;  unless  the  older  women  bestir  themselves,  they  are  going  to  find 
that  these  new-comers  are  going  to  be  able  to  show  them  how  to  get  results. 

Net  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  is  but  21.  The  district  had  ten  life 
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memberships:  five  given  by  zones  to  their  leaders — Mary  Hambrick  Auxiliary, 
two;  Trinity,  one  to  its  president;  West  Durham,  one  to  its  president;  and 
Cedar  Grove,  one  to  Mrs.  Mattie  Wells  Stewart.  Fifteen  societies  made  honor 
roll,  an  increase  of  six  over  the  previous  year:  Cedar  Grove,  Swepsonville,  Webb 
Avenue,  Oak  Grove,  Branson,  and  Carr  making  it  for  the  first  time;  Mary 
Hambrick,  Chapel  Hill,  Trinity,  Duke  Memorial,  Calvary,  West  Durham,  Front 
Street,  Mebane,  and  Graham  completing  the  list. 

Our  greatest  achievement  for  the  year  is  possibly  our  financial  gain.  In  a 
year  when  most  districts  failed  to  make  their  pledges,  Durham  District  went  over 
the  top  with  a  margin  of  $440  beyond  the  pledge.  The  1930  pledges  was  over- 
paid considerably,  and  the  secretary  raised  it  $500,  from  $6,750  to  $7,250  for 
1931.  And  when  the  moneys  were  all  in  and  counted,  lo,  a  total  of  $7,690.32! 
Some  of  this  was  in  closed  banks,  but  many  of  the  treasurers  have  busied  them- 
selves and  paid  off  this  balance. 

All  honor  is  accorded  God  on  High,  the  zone  leaders,  society  officers,  and  the 
women  in  the  ranks,  all  of  whom  have  worked  with  one  accord  to  attain  a 
higher  spiritual  standard,  to  grow  in  grace,  and  to  help  send  this  message  of 
a  risen  Christ  to  those  who  know  Him  not. 

In  Biblical  days,  Nehemiah,  who  was  a  captive  in  Babylon,  asked  permis- 
sion of  his  king  to  return  to  Jerusalem  and  rebuild  the  walls  of  the  city,  which 
the  vandals  had  torn  down.  This  was  granted,  and  Nehemiah's  account  of  his 
work  constitutes  one  of  the  books  of  Holy  Writ.  He  says:  "So  built  we  the 
wall ;  for  the  people  had  a  mind  to  work."  While  the  work  was  going  on, 
enemies  sent  to  him  and  begged  him  to  come  to  a  meeting  with  them  in  the  plains; 
and  his  reply  was:  "I  am  doing  a  greatwork,  so  that  I  cannot  come  down;  why 
should  the  work  cease  whilst  I  leave  it,  and  come  down  to  your"  Even  so, 
depression,  indifference,  antagonism,  disbelief,  and  worldliness  beckon  us  to  stop 
in  our  work,  or  to  lag;  may  we  be  endued  with  grace  sufficient  to  reply:  "We 
are  doing  a  great  work  so  that  we  cannot  come  down."

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

I  am  glad  to  give  you  this  report,  but  sorry  that  it  is  the  last  one  that  I 
will  bring  to  vou. 

This  work  and  the  resulting  association  with  the  women  of  the  district  and 
conference  has  been  both  a  joy  and  a  blessing  to  me.  It  is  with  a  sad  heart  that 
I  sever  my  connection  with  both  groups.  There  is  sadness  because  of  hallowed 
associations  of  the  past,  because  of  sweet  and  sacred  memories,  and  because  as 
I  look  back  over  my  five  years  of  service  I  fail  to  note  the  progress  on  the 
district  for  which  I  had  hoped. 

However,  I  do  believe  that  there  has  been  manifested  a  steady  spiritual 
growth,  an  increased  faith  and  a  finer  missionary  vision  among  our  women. 

I  think  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum,  who  has  already 
been  doing  a  great  work  on  the  district,  to  carry  on  our  women's  work  which 
I  love  and  wish  to  see  prosper.  I  bespeak  for  her  the  same  loyalty  and  spirit  of 
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co-operation  that  you  have  always  given  me  and  which  I  appreciate  most  deeply. 

The  year  closed  with  thirty-four  Adult  auxiliaries  and  fifty-two  Children's 
divisions.  There  was  an  increase  in  membership  in  both  Adult  and  Children's 
auxiliaries.  The  district  again  leads  in  the  number  of  Children's  divisions.  Eighteen 
new  divisions  were  organized  during  the  year.  The  life  memberships  of  one 
Adult  and  of  four  Children  were  reported. 

An  increase  in  finances,  over  preceding  year,  from  twelve  auxiliaries  was 
encouraging.  While  this  does  not  mean  an  increase  in  total  amount  raised  by 
the  district,  it  does  mean  that  our  women  were  faithful,  sacrifices  were  made 
and  our  district  pledge  was  again  paid  in  full. 

I  find  it  somewhat  difficult  to  express  in  words  the  progress,  I  feel  sure 
was  made  during  the  year. 

One  president  writes  that  she  can  see  a  marked  growth  in  the  spiritual  life 
of  her  women.  Some  are  able  to  make  a  public  prayer  who  could  not  do  this 
a  year  ago,  and  despite  the  financial  depression,  more  money  was  contributed 
and  more  interest  manifested  than  ever  before. 

Another  president  says,  "I  think  1932  will  go  down  in  history  as  a  unique 
year.  Faith  will  be  strengthened  and  new  heights  scaled.  I  am  convinced  that 
my  women  will  not  fail.  I  have  seen  a  beautiful  love  and  faith  that  is  very  encour- 
aging. The  women  that  dominate  such  a  faith  will  carry  the  work  forward 
despite  handicaps." 

A  zone  leader  in  her  report  for  the  year  states  that  the  spiritual  life  of  her 
women  has  been  deepened  and  the  prayer  life  is  growing. 

It  was  our  pleasure  and  good  fortune  to  have  Mrs.  Garfield  Evans  and  Mrs. 
F.  B.  McKinne  with  us  at  several  of  our  spring  and  fall  zone  meetings.  Both 
brought  messages  of  interest  and  lasting  value. 

Were  we  to  claim  a  project  for  the  year  it  would  be  the  full  development 
and  enlargement  of  our  zones.  Progress  was  made  and  encouragement  noted  along 
these  lines. 

Our  Young  People's  district  meeting,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Baum,  and  fourteen  zone  meetings,  were  held  during  the  year.  The  district 
secretary  attended  and  had  a  part  in  most  of  these  meetings. 

At  the  district  conference  in  Williamston  enthusiastic  encouragement  was 
received  from  the  presiding  elder  and  pastors  when  our  woman's  work  was 
presented.  Several  young  pastors  and  their  wives  reported  cultivation  of  soil 
preparatory  for  new  organizations.  A  circuit  auxiliary  with  a  membership  of 
fifty-one  was  organized  at  Poplar  Branch. 

A  number  of  auxiliaries  were  visited  by  the  district  secretary  during  the 
year  when  the  study  of  Council  and  Conference  Minutes  was  stressed  and  sug- 
gested working  plans  were  brought  before  each  group. 

Harvest  Day  was  observed  by  a  number  of  auxiliaries.  Thirty-two  reported 
observance  of  Week  of  Prayer.  First  Church,  City  Road,  Hertford  Woman's, 
Winfall  and  Willie  Evans  made  the  honor  roll  requirements.  Much  good  work 
was  done  by  the  committees  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  Twenty-six  auxiliaries 
presented  Christian  Stewardship. 

We  believe  there  has  been  an  increase  in  study  interest  which  makes  us  hope 
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that  soon  our  women  will  be  inspired  to  bring  our  percentage  of  efficiency  to  a 
higher  standard. 

The  value  of  publicity  in  promoting  their  work  is  being  recognized  by  our 
women  more  fully  each  year.  Various  methods  to  bring  information  before  the 
people  are  being  employed.  Charts  and  posters  have  been  effectively  used. 

It  is  with  regret  that  our  report  shows  a  decrease  in  Voice  subscribers.  Under 
the  new  name,  The  World  Outlook,  I  trust  a  copy  may  be  placed  in  every  Meth- 
odist home  in  the  Elizabeth  City  District. 

The  district  scrap  book  for  the  preservation  of  items  of  missionary  news 
from  the  district  has  been  a  feature  of  special  interest  to  the  district  secretary. 
Many  items  have  been  collected. 

We  welcome  you  who  have  been  transferred  to  us  through  rearrangement  of 
districts,  and  we  hope  you  will  be  happy  in  your  new  associations  .No  finer  group 
of  women  can  be  found  anywhere  than  those  with  whom  you  have  come  to  work. 
May  you  be  richly  blessed  and  may  193  2  be  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Elizabeth  City  District.

FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 


I  am  most  happy  to  bring  to  you  what  I  consider  a  splendid  report  from 
Fayetteville  District;  for  in  spite  of  many  handicaps,  our  work  has  gone  forward 
along  almost  every  line. 

It  has  been  a  blessing  and  a  real  joy  to  me  to  work,  as  secretary,  with  the 
fine  women  of  Fayetteville  District  for  the  past  two  years,  and  to  see  the  mis- 
sionary interest  deepening  and  the  work  growing. 

We  are  reporting  only  thirty-six  auxiliaries  for  the  district,  which  is  not  a 
net  increase  over  1930,  although  three  of  these  are  new  organizations.  Two 
other  auxiliaries  were  organized,  but  failed  to  send  in  any  report,  so  could  not 
be  counted  this  year. 

Our  reports  show  an  increase  in  membership  of  eighty-five  over  the  previous 
year.  We  also  have  a  greater  number  of  societies  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer, 
and  a  larger  thank  offering  than  in  1930,  our  thank  offering  being  $187.31, 
$75.00  of  which  was  caught  in  closed  banks. 

Our  women  have  responded  to  the  calls  of  need  in  their  respective  communi- 
ties in  a  splendid  way,  and  our  reports  show  nearly  every  auxiliary  engaged  in 
some  form  of  Social  Service. 

Although  I  regret  exceedingly  that  we  did  not  quite  make  our  pledge  of 
$4,500.00,  we  sent  our  conference  treasurer  $4,236.81,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$131.57  over  the  previous  year — being  one  of  the  two  districts  in  the  conference 
to  make  an  increase  over    1930.  Our  Alice  Green  special  was  paid  in   full. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  we  do  not  have  an  increase  in  number  of  subscribers 
to  the  Missionary  Voice,  the  number  reported  being  practically  the  same  as  in  1930 

We  have  only  four  auxiliaries  making  the  honor  roll,  namely:  Hay  Street 
and  Lambuth  Memorial  in  Fayetteville,  Roseboro,  and  Dunn. 
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There  are  a  number  of  other  auxiliaries  doing  splendid  work  and  lacking 
only  a  few  points  of  winning  this  distinction. 

We  are  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  study  classes;  also  an 
increase  in  membership  in  these  classes.  It  is  always  a  hopeful  sign  to  see  our 
women  studying.  We  shall  certainly  be  more  interested  and  more  desirous  of 
having  a  part  in  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  when  we  know  the  conditions 
existing  and  have  a  knowledge  of  what  is  being  done  to  better  these  conditions. 

Although  our  Children's  work  does  not  seem  to  be  quite  up  to  that  of  other 
districts,  we  are  glad  to  see  it  growing  in  number  of  divisions,  in  membership 
and  in  contributions.  Our  children  contributed  this  year  $295.5  5,  a  slight  increase 
over  last  year.  We  are  glad  to  report  eight  baby  life  members,  namely:  Mary 
Elizabeth  Stutts  and  Jerome  Parker,  of  Erwin;  Nash  LeGrande  Tatum,  Jr.,.  of 
Elizabethtown;  Ann  Elliott  Ashmore,  of  Stedman;  Betsy  Cade,  of  Fayetteville; 
Evelyn  Connelly  Pool,  of  Jonesboro;  Helen  Culbreth,  of  Dunn;  and  Hazel 
Eugenia  Mann,  of  Cedar  Grove. 

We  feel  that  much  of  the  growth  of  our  work  in  recent  years  has  been  due 
to  your  organization.  We  have  been  especially  fortunate  in  having  splendid, 
consecrated  women  as  zone  leaders.  In  each  of  our  four  zones  a  spring  and  a 
fall  meeting  was  held.  At  each  spring  meeting  officers'  training  classes  were  held. 
The  zone  meetings  were  well  attended;  the  programs  were  both  instructive  and 
inspiring. 

In  June  we  had  a  splendid  district  meeting  in  Dunn.  It  was  our  pleasure  to 
have  with  us  at  this  meeting  Miss  Vara  Herring,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon, 
and  Miss  Lamb,  of  Fayetteville.  Miss  Herring  gave  a  very  helpful,  practical 
talk  on  various  forms  of  Social  Service.  Miss  McKinnon  talked  interestingly  of 
her  work  in  China,  giving  concrete  examples  of  changes  brought  about  by 
Christianity  in  the  lives  of  Chinese  whom  she  had  known.  Miss  Lamb  was,  as 
usual,  most  inspiring  in  her  message  on  "Spiritual  Life." 

In  the  early  fall  Miss  Lamb  conducted  a  training  class  for  mission  study 
leaders  at  Fayetteville  for  the  southern  end  of  the  district  and  one  in  Sanford 
for  the  northern  part  of  the  district.  We  women  of  the  Fayetteville  District  are 
especially  indebted  to  Miss  Lamb.  She  is  always  willing  and  glad  to  render  any 
service  possible  and  her  deep  spirituality  is  an  inspiration  and  a  benediction  to 
each  of  us  who  know  her. 

The  woman's  missionary  work  in  Fayetteville  District  has  been  steadily 
growing  for  a  number  of  years  and  I'm  sure  that  those  of  us  who  love  the 
work  and  who  have  made  our  contribution  to  it  are  grateful  for  its  growth. 
Because  of  the  redistricting  of  our  territory  last  fall,  a  number  of  us  will  no 
longer  be  a  part  of  Fayetteville  District,  but  we  shall  always  love  her  and  glory 
in  her  achievements.  I  trust  that  those  of  us  who  have  been  assigned  to  other 
districts  will  be  happy  in  our  new  fields  and  that  we  shall  continue  to  give 
our  loyal  support  to  the  work  in  those  districts  of  which  we  become  a  part.

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NEW  BERN  DISTRICT

The  Sue  D.  Swindell,  of  Queen  Street,  auxiliary  sent  a  box  to  a 
needy  preacher's  family.

ROCKINGHAM  DISTRICT 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  I  bring  to  you  the  last  report  for  dear 
•old  Rockingham  District. 

The  women  of  this  district  have  done  exceedingly  well  in  this  last  year's 
work,  the  year  of  most  distressing  circumstances,  financially,  that  we  have  ever 
known.  We  almost  paid  our  pledge  in  full  and  that  means  that  our  women  have 
made  many  sacrifices  to  do  this,  and  I  deeply  appreciate  this  work  of  love  by 
them  for  the  Master's  cause. 

Rockingham  has  been  an  outstanding  district.  At  present  it  has  the  honor 
of  having  two  missionaries,  one  in  the  foreign  field,  Miss  Euline  Smith,  and 
Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  who  is  at  home  now,  has  spent  many  years  in  China 
in  the  missionary  service.  Miss  Vance  Thompson,  who  is  also  preparing  for 
foreign  work,  is  now  at  Duke  University. 

For  many  years  we  led  the  district  in  finances,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
our  people  are  largely  dependent  on  agriculture  and  textile  interest  we  have 
been  forced  by  circumstances  beyond  our  control  to  relinquish  our  first  place. 

When  the  mission  study  jewel  was  presented  to  conference  by  Mrs.  J. 
LeGrand  Everett,  the  beloved  member  of  our  own  district,  it  was  our  privilege 
for  the  first  two  years  to  win  the  jewel  for  outstanding  work  in  mission  study. 

Although  we  lost  it  for  two  years,  we  were  quite  happy  to  win  it  again  for 
1931.  For  several  years  we  kept  the  Korean  urn  for  outstanding  work. 

Being  among  the  first  to  organize  our  district  into  zones,  we  had  four  zones 
all  doing  splendid  work  under  capable  zone  leaders. 
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We  must  press  on  the  Master's  service  by  doing  our  best  wherever  we  are 
placed,  and  may  God's  richest  blessings  be  upon  every  woman  of  this  district  as 
she  goes  into  new  fields  of  service.  MRS.  L.  T.  TOWNSEND. 


WASHINGTON  DISTRICT 

Early  in  1931  came  the  glad  news  that  the  aid  society  of  Asbury  Church, 
Bath  Circuit,  under  the  influence  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Sneeden,  had  reorganized  under 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  and  when  the  opportunity  came  to  visit  them 
we  found  not  only  the  women,  but  the  men,  also,  were  enlisted.  This  group  of 
workers  responded  in  some  way  to  every  call  of  the  work  during  the  year,  enter- 
taining the  Beaufort  County  Federation  in  the  early  fall. 

Then  again  at  the  close  of  the  year  Rev.  Adrian  Brown  gave  out  the  good 
news  that  his  cultivation  of  the  missionary  idea  at  Stokes  had  progressed  to  the 
organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  He  invited  me  to  be  present 
on  organization  day  and  added,  "We  want  you,  but  we  are  going  to  organize 
whether  you  are  there  or  not."  It  was,  of  course,  a  joy  to  be  there  and  see  those 
people  begin  their  work,  December  6th,  which  will  no  doubt  succeed,  since  the 
officers  and  other  members  seem  to  possess  a  spirit  similar  to  that  of  the  young 
minister. 

The  year  showed  growth  in  interest  in  all  lines  of  work. 

There  are  even  some  very  encouraging  facts  about  our  finances  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  we  did  have  a  decrease  in  finances.  There  were  thirteen  auxiliaries 
having  an  increase  over  last  year,  the  percentages  ranging  from  4  per  cent  to 
72,  the  last  won  by  Stumpy  Point. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  auxiliary  won  its  ten  per  cent  increase  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  it  lost  the  usual  ten  per  cent  of  local  funds  usually  donated 
to  connectional  funds.  The  women  managed  to  meet  their  individual  pledges  in 
a  way  to  make  the  ten  per  cent  increase,  thus  meeting  the  last  requirement  for 
100  per  cent  honor  roll  credits. 

It  is  probable  that  the  other  two  honor  roll  auxiliaries,  Black  Creek  and 
Stumpy  Point,  made  their  financial  increase  in  the  same  way  that  Washington 
auxiliary  did.  Black  Creek's  percentage  was  27. 

All  but  four  auxiliaries  used  the  Week  of  Prayer  program  and  made  an 
offering.  Some  of  these,  however,  had  their  donations  caught  in  the  bank  failures 
at  home  or  at  Goldsboro. 

It  is  encouraging  that  some  auxiliaries  that  have  heretofore  felt  unable,  on 
account  of  lack  of  leaders,  to  hold  mission  and  Bible  study  classes,  did  in  1931 
have  three  classes,  using  the  required  text.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  state  the 
increase  in  study  in  the  whole  district,  since  all  the  work  is  not  reported  to  me. 
According  to  the  reports  which  have  come  in,  20  auxiliaries  had  two  mission 
study  classes  and   17  had  a  Bible  class  and   14  had  both. 

The  district,  although  somewhat  late  on  account  of  an  accident  to  the  sec- 
retary at  the  district  meeting,  did,  when  the  message  finally  reached  them,  respond 
enthusiastically  to  the  need  for  Elizabeth  Sneeden  and  led  the  conference  in  that 
donation. 

The  district  meeting  at  Swan   Quarter  must  have  been   the  best  of  my  five 
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years'  experience.  Those  writing  to  me  about  it  praised  Swan  Quarter's  hospitality, 
the  topical  reports  of  the  auxiliaries,  the  helpful  service  of  Mrs.  Everett  and 
Miss  Euline  Smith,  who  gave  themselves  in  their  inspirational  messages. 

Now  that  Washington  District,  like  ancient  Gaul,  is  divided  into  three  parts, 
I  most  heartily  commend  to  the  secretaries  of  Elizabeth  City,  Rocky  Mount,  and 
New  Bern  Districts  the  loyal  hearts  of  the  Washington  District  women  and  to 
the  women  of  Washington  the  helpful  Christian  leadership  of  these  district 
secretaries  and  wish  for  all  a  most  successful  year  in  the  service  of  our  Master.

WELDON  DISTRICT 


We  closed  the  year  in  the  Weldon  District  with  forty-three  Adult  auxiliaries 
and  8  77  members;  thirty-six  Children's  divisions  with  3  60   members. 

Although  we  are  reporting  fewer  Adult  auxiliaries,  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  membership   over    193  0. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  finances  and  also  in   Voice  subscriptions. 

Some  phases  of  the  work  showing  growth  in  1931  are: 

More  auxiliaries  reported  Social  Service  Committees  doing  much  more  effec- 
tive work  than  in  former  years. 

Two  auxiliaries  made  honor  roll  in  this  department. 

Gratifying  improvement  has  been  made  in  Bible  and  mission  study. 

Twenty-eight  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  an  increase  of  six  over 
1930. 

Eight  auxiliaries  made  honor  roll,  an   increase   of   four   over   previous  year. 

Four  zones  under  efficient  leaders  are  doing  effective  work. 

We  rejoice  that  life  membership  was  given  to  five  adults  and  three  children. 

The  name  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ellerbee  Wood,  vice-president  of  Northampton 
Zone,  was  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  Northampton  Zone. 

We  regret  that  Children's  work  shows  decrease  in  number  of  divisions,  mem- 
bership, and  finances. 

There  has  been  a  breaking  up  of  loyalties  in  this  section  by  the  redisricting 
of  our  conference  in  that  the  Weldon  District  was  absorbed  by  other  districts. 
About  nine  years  ago  the  name  of  the  district  was  changed  from  Warrenton  to 
Weldon,  so  we  are  more  accustomed  to  change,  perhaps,  than  some  other  groups 
who  had  to  change. 

We  are  not  yet  adjusted  to  our  new  situation,  but  a  fine  spirit  has  been 
manifested  through  it  all  and  we  trust  that  the  different  groups  will  be  able  to 
do  better  work  in   1932. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  measure  of  success  we  have  had  and  we  believe  that 
under  favorable  conditions  our  women  will  give  their  support  to  the  work  of 
missions  as  they  have  done  through  the  years  of  the  past.

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WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

The  Wilmington  District  weathered  the  year  1931  with  a  slight  loss  in 
auxiliaries  and  finances  but  with  strong  courage  and  bright  faith  in  the  future. 

Two  new  auxiliaries,  Hamstead  and  French's  Creek,  were  added  but  because 
of  the  failure  of  three  others  to  report  on  time,  a  deficit  of  one  is  recorded. 
These  three  are  not  lost,  we  are  sure,  but  for  various  local  reasons  overlooked 
their  missionary  obligations  and  will  only  need  to  be  reminded  and  helped  a 
little  to  come  back  into  the  fold. 

These  thirty  auxiliaries  reported  sent  to  conference  treasurer  $3,5  60.44, 
which  is  $128.00  less  than  in  1930.  For  local  work,  $7,830.85  was  reported. 
The  women  of  our  district  have  assumed  and  are  paying  certain  definite  amounts 
on  their  church  debts. 

An  increase  in  amount  sent  conference  treasurer  was  made  by  Chadbourn, 
Hamstead,  Kings,  Maysville,  Southport,  Tabor,  Warsaw,  Grace,  Fifth  Avenue, 
Trinity,  and  French's  Creek. 

Splendid  Social  Service  work  was  done  in  many  auxiliaries.  Much  help  has 
been  given  needy  families  during  these  days  of  widespread  unemployment. 

Twenty-one  observed  Week  of  Prayer  with  an  offering  of  $151.72. 

Honor  Roll  auxiliaries  are  Whiteville,  Grace,  Fifth  Avenue,  and  Trinity. 

Better  quality  of  mission  study  has  been  undertaken. 

The  Children's  work  is  weak  in  this  district  but  some  good  work  has  been 
done.  Trinity  children  shared  with  the  kindergarten  children  of  Songdo,  Korea, 
with  toys  and  gifts  made  during  their  summer  mission  study  school.  Fifth  Avenue 
children  sent  a  gift  box  to  Elizabeth  Sneeden,  our  missionary  to  Brazil.  $270.81 
was  contributed  by  the  children. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  June  at  Richlands.  We  were  especially 
favored  by  having  on  our  program  and  as  our  guests,  two  missionaries,  Miss 
Ida  Hankins  and  Miss  Euline  Smith;  a  Scarritt  student,  Fannie  Burnett;  and 
conference  officers,  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Scott,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  Kendall, 
and  Mrs.  Wooten.  We  also  had  as  guests,  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney,  and  a  pioneer, 
Mrs.  Ferguson,  of  Southport. 

Zone  meetings  in  the  New  Hanover  group  met  four  times  a  year  and  were 
well  attended.  Columbus  is  a  large  zone  and  meetings  are  held  twice  a  year 
with  fine  spirit  and  interest. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  unoccupied  territory'  in  Columbus  and  so  much 
work  to  be  done. 

Two  zones,  for  lack  of  chairmen,  dropped  back.  These  were  Duplin  and 
Onslow. 

Conference  has  added  to  the  Wilmington  District  a  large  group  from  the 
Cape  Fear  section  and  the  Lumberton  section.  These  have  been  organized  into 
two  zones  with  splendid  leaders  and  will  bring  much  strength  and  inspiration  into 
the  Wilmington  District.  They  have  been  given  a  hearty  welcome  and  a  fine 
spirit  of  adaptation  and  willingness  to  be  used  in  this  district  as  in  their  old 
domains  in  the  Master's  service  has  been  shown. 
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The  Wilmington  District  has  been  much  enlarged,  extending  fan-shaped  from 
Wilmington  ninety  miles  or  more  in  three  directions.  The  zone  leaders  will  have 
to  undertake  a  large  share  of  the  responsibility  for  organizing  and  cultivating 
this  rich  field.  The  district  secretary  is  depending  on  them,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Heavenly  Father,  to  develop  women  in  spiritual  growth,  in  the  grace 
of  giving,  and  in  renewed  missionary  zeal.  MRS.  E.  R.  CLARKE.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION  OF 
WORK  AND  FINANCE 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  on  our  Quarterly  Events  and  that  the 
four  point  program,  which   follows,  be  continued  intensively  through   the   year. 

(a)  First  Quarter — An   Officers'   Training  Day  in   district  or  zone   groups. 

(b)  Second  Quarter — A  Membership   and  Enlistment   Campaign. 

(c)  Third  Quarter — A  Training  Day  for  Mission  Study  Leadership. 

(d)  Fourth  Quarter — Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

2.  That  the  month  of  June  be  designated  as  "Guest  Month"  in  the  Woman's 
Missionary  auxiliaries  and  that  the  regular  June  meeting  be  a  "Guest  Meeting," 
to  which  all  church  women  shall  be  invited  as  guests  of  the  society. 

The  program  shall  have  as  its  special  feature  a  guest  speaker  who  is  able  to 
make  an  attractive  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

The  guest  meeting  shall  be  followed  by  an  intensive  effort  to  enlist  new 
members. 

3.  That  we  adopt  as  a  slogan  for  the  year:  "Increase  the  Life  Expectancy 
of  Missionary  Society  by  Decreasing  Average  Age  of  the  Membership."  This 
can  be  done  by  an  intensive  and  extensive  campaign  for  enlisting  the  young 
women  of  twenty-four  years  and  over  as  members. 

This  effort  shall  be  begun  in  June  by  ascertaining  and  imparting  to  the 
district  secretary  the  average  age  of  each  society  which  enters  the  contest.  The 
contest  shall  close  January  1,  193  3,  by  reporting  to  the  district  secretary  the 
average  age  at  that  date.  Winning  contestants  in  districts  and  conferences  shall 
be  reported  at  the  Council  and  Conference  meetings. 

4.  That  Spiritual  Life  Groups  be  formed  in  every  auxiliary  and  that  the 
booklet,  "Suggestions  for  Spiritual  Life  Groups,"  be  studied  by  the  group  as  a 
basis  for  their  work. 

5.  That  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  November  be  observed  by  every  auxiliary 
as  a  time  of  special  spiritual  refreshing  and  that  offering  envelopes  which  are 
to  be  provided  by  Literature  Headquarters,  called  "Blessing  Envelopes,"  be 
ordered  by  September   1st. 

6.  That  the  Children's  work  receive  the  hearty  support  of  the  adult  societies 
and  that  the  vacation  period  intensive  study  be  emphasized  and  participated  in 
as  far  as  possible  in  every  church. 

7.  That  a  Missionary  Voice  (or  World  Outlook)  Committee  of  interested, 
alert  women  be  appointed  in  each  auxiliary  to  present  the  value  of  this  splendid 
magazine  to  the  entire  church  membership. 

8.  Realizing  that  life  memberships  not  only  honored  many  of  our  fine 
workers  during  1931,  but  helped  to  a  great  extent  in  raising  our  finances,  we 
recommend  that  they  be  emphasized  again  during  1932. 

9.  That  our  conference  use  the  same  plan  for  the  "Elizabeth  Sneeden 
Special"  followed  last  year. 
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10.  That  each   auxiliary  contribute   five   dollars  a   year   toward   the   Confer- 
ence Scholarship  Fund  and  four  dollars  for  the  Scarritt  Maintenance  Fund. 

11.  That  our  conference  pledge   for    1932   be   $45,000   to  be  apportioned  as 
follows :

Since  the  cultivation  of  the  Young  Women's  Circles  is  only  just  begun,  we 
recommend  that  the  special  literature  prepared  in  1931  be  kept  at  headquarters 
for  newly  organized  Young  Women's  Circles.  We  recommend  that,  after  the 
first  year,  the  young  women  shall  use  the  regular  Adult  fro  grams  with  supple- 
mentary material  as  needed. 

We  recommend  that  we  adopt  as  a  slogan  for  the  year:  "Increase  the  Life 
Expectancy  of  Missionary  Society  by  Decreasing  Average  Age  of  Membership." 
This  effort  shall  be  begun  in  June  by  ascertaining  and  reporting  to  the  district 
secretary  the  average  age  of  each  society  which  enters  the  contest.  The1  contest 
shall  close  December  31,  1932,  by  reporting  to  the  district  secretaries  the  average 
age  at  that  date.  Winning  contestants  in  districts  and  conferences  shall  be  reported 
at  the  Council  and  conference  meetings.

REPORT   OF   SESSIONS   COMMITTEE   ON   CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  committee  submits  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  In  view  of  the  authorization  granted  by  the  General  Conference  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  to  organize  children  in  the  annual  conferences  and 
in  the  churches  in  order  to  promote  missionary  intelligence  and  activity,  we  rec- 
ommend that  all  conference  and  auxiliary  officers  promote  the   Children's  work 
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of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  with  greater  emphasis,  making  a  study  of 
the  plans  and  programs  provided  for  them  and  giving  them  their  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  support. 

2.  That  superintendents  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  for  study  and 
training  for  their  work  with  children  and  that  they  take  advantage  of  opportu- 
nities presented  by  Leadership  and  Standard  Training  Schools;  that  this  year 
special  emphasis  be  put  on  this  work. 

3.  That  due  to  the  unusual  value  of  the  study  and  projects  for  the  vacation 
period  that  extra  effort  be  made  to  give  as  many  children  as  possible  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  in  the  vacation  intensive  period  of  mission  study,  and  that  a 
selection  from  the  following  books  be  made  for  the  study :

4.  That  publicity  be  given  also  through  our  Children's  auxiliaries  to  the 
books  provided  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  for  vacation  study,  and  that 
those  auxiliaries  preferring  to  use  this  material  be  given  the  usual  credit  for 
vacation  study. 

5.  That  our  children  be  given  an  opportunity  to  participate  this  year  in  the 
project  sponsored  by  the  Committee  on  World  Friendship  Among  Children. 

6.  That  the  Children's  specials  which  for  primaries  and  juniors  are  grade 
schools  under  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  the  United  States  and  on  seven 
mission  fields,  be  enlarged  to  include  Wesley  Houses  and  Bethlehem  Centers  in 
the  United  States  in  order  that  from  time  to  time  studies  and  projects  may  be 
centered  around  Children's  work  in  these   institutions. 

7.  That  special  effort  be  made  this  year  to  organize  the  Baby  Department 
of  the  Children's  Division  in  every  missionary  society.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION  AND 

BIBLE  STUDY 

Believing  that  information  creates  interest,  incites  action,  intensifies  zeal,  evokes 
contributions,  and  is  therefore  a  valuable  factor  in  the  successful  carrying  on  of 
the  great  business  of  world  evangelization,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  this  year  shall  be  definitely  set  apart  as  "Study  Year." 

2.  That  district  secretaries,  zone  chairmen,  and  auxiliary  presidents  unite 
with  the  conference  superintendent  of  study,  the  district,  zone,  and  auxiliary- 
study  leaders,  in  a  supreme  effort  to  organize  our  conference    100%   strong  for 
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mission  and  Bible  study,  that  our  goal  of  a  study  circle  in  every  auxiliary  may 
be  reached  this  year. 

3.  That,  on  circuits  where  a  competent  teacher  is  not  available  in  each 
church  for  a  genuine  study  class,  a  Circuit  Class  be  organized,  drawing  its  mem- 
bers from  every  church,  each  participating  group  to  be  given  recognition  as  an 
individual  class  when  it  is  properly  reported  to  the  conference  superintendent  of 
study. 

4.  That,  wherever  practicable,  the  classes  be  organized  and  conducted  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Church  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

5.  That  as  many  study  leaders  as  can  possibly  do  so,  attend  for  credit  work 
the  Leadership  Training  School  at  Junaluska — July  28-August  11  ;  August  13-15; 
or  August  16-3  0 — or  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  in  June;  but  cer- 
tainly the  Training  School  or  Institute  nearest  each. 

6.  That  Item  3  in  this  Sessions  Committee  Report  of  last  year,  be  made 
Standing  Rule  Number  14.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Council  Standard  for  Efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
be  continued. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  be  requested  to  purchase  the  packets  of  literature  as 
needed  for  such  lines  of  work  and  study  as  International  Relations  and  World 
Peace,  Christian  Citizenship,  Interracial  Co-operation,  Industrial  Relations,  and 
Rural  Development. 

3.  That  posters,  charts,  and  various  "eye-gate"  displays  be  secured  to  add 
to  the  effectiveness  of  programs  in  conference,  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

4.  Interracial  Co-operation:  That  missionary  women,  wherever  possible, 
promote  better  Christian  race  relations  in  their  home  communities  through  the 
following  procedure,  which  has  proved  successful  in  a  number  of  communities: 

(a)  By  seeking  the  co-operation  of  missionary  women  of  other  denomina- 
tions in  making  a  study  of  Negro  life  in  their  own  community. 

(b)  By  using  the  outline  prepared  by  the  Interracial  Commission,  Women's 
Division,  copies  of  which,  with  full  directions  for  use,  may  be  obtained  from 
Mrs.  Jessie  Daniel  Ames,  70  3  Standard  Building,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

(c)  By  organizing  a  Bible  Study  Class  for  Negro  women  to  be  conducted 
by  a  small  committee  of  white  women  drawn  from  several  denominations,  the 
class  to  study  the  International  Sunday  School  Lessons,  and  by  helping  the  Negro 
women  to  organize  in  connection  with  the  Bible  class  a  Community  Club  which 
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shall  meet  immediately  following  the  Bible  class,  the  white  women  remaining 
for  .the  meeting  and  helping  whenever  their  help  is  needed  and  desired. 

(d)  By  the  white  women  of  the  several  denominations  passing  on  to  their 
missionary  societies  the  information  and  insight  gained  from  weekly  meetings 
with  Negro  women. 

5.  Christian  Citizenship  and  Law  Observance:  (l)  That  addresses  on  Chris- 
tian Citizenship  be  made  at  conference,  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings. 
Local  speakers  may  be  secured,  discussions  conducted,  institute  of  citizenship  be 
held  and  literature  of  other  organizations  promoting  similar  lines  of  work  used, 
such  as  W.  C.  T.  U.,  League  of  Women  Voters,  Federated  Women's  Clubs,  etc. 

(2)  That  the  following  Creed  of  Good  Citizenship  as  presented  at  the 
Emory  University  School  of  Citizenship  be  used  in  connection  with  citizenship 
programs  for  1932,  in  zone  meetings,  and  in  various  ways: 

CREED  OF  GOOD  CITIZENSHIP 

I  believe  in  a  government  of,  by,  and  for  the  people. 

I  believe  that  I  have  a  personal  responsibility  to  my  government  in  assisting 
to  maintain  the  high  standards  and  ideals. 

I  believe  that  I  should  strive  to  understand  and  to  honor  my  government. 

I  believe  that  I  should  inform  myself  on  public  questions,  on  principals  and 
issues,  and  on  the  qualifications  of  candidates  for  office. 

I  believe  that  I  should  look  upon  the  right  to  suffrage  as  a  responsibility  as 
well  as  a  privilege  and  record  my  opinion  by  voting  whenever  I  am  entitled  to 
vote,  and  that  I  should  encourage  others  to  do  the  same. 

I  believe  that  I  should  be  loyal  to  my  government,  obey  all  laws,  and  co- 
operate with  law  enforcement  officials,  and  should  be  respectful  to  duly  con- 
stituted authority. 

I  believe  in  tolerance  toward  those  who  differ  from  me  on  political  subjects. 

I  believe  that  I  should  seek  to  have  my  country  so  conduct  its  international 
affairs  as  to  avoid  occasions  for  friction  or  suspicion. 

I  believe  that  persons  of  outstanding  ability  and  good  character  should  be 
encouraged  to  seek  public  office  and  should  regard  it  as  a  public  trust.

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  THE  EIGHTEENTH 
AMENDMENT 

We,  the  women  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
M.  E.  Church,  South,  assembled  at  Wilson  this  21st  day  of  April,  1932,  aware 
of  the  various  government  plans  in  other  countries  to  control  the  liquor  traffic 
and  being  fully  convinced  that  the  18th  Amendment  in  our  Federal  Constitution 
is  the  best  plan  yet  devised  for  its  control,  convinced  also  that  the  opposition  to 
the  amendment  and  the  demands  for  its  repeal  or  modification  arise  solely  from 
those  who,  having  their  own  personal  financial  interest  at  heart,  hope  to  profit 
personally  by  its  repeal  or  annulment,  and  from  those  who,  without  scruple,  would 
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raise  revenue  for  the  government  by  traffic  in  the  souls  and  bodies  of  our  youth, 
in  wrecked  homes  and  in  broken  lives,  do  here  and  now  resolve 

First:  That  we  oppose  with  all  our  power  any  movement  to  weaken  the  said 
18th  Amendment  and  the  laws  enacted  for  its  enforcement,  by  repeal,  modifica- 
tion, referendum  or  any  other  measure. 

Second :  Further,  believing  that  the  non-enforcement  of  prohibition  laws  is 
due  not  so  much  to  the  impossibility  of  the  task  as  to  the  laxity  of  those  officers 
to  whom  enforcement  has  been  intrusted;  we,  therefore,  call  earnestly  upon  our 
Governor,  our  Judges,  Federal,  State  and  Municipal,  and  upon  all  officials  having 
to  do  with  enforcement,  to  use  their  utmost  endeavor  to  have  such  violators 
brought  to  the  bar  of  justice,  and  to  have  them,  when  convicted,  receive  punish- 
ment adequate  to  deter  them  from  again  committing  the  same  or  similar  offence. 

Third :  That  we  favor  the  enactment  of  a  law  making  the  buyer  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  equally  guilty  with  the  manufacturer  and  the  seller. 

Fourth :  That  we  call  upon  men  and  women  all  over  our  land  to  inculcate 
respect  for  laws  of  our  country  and  our  state  by  being  themselves  respectful, 
obedient  and  law  abiding. 

Fifth :  That  we  urge  the  teaching  of  the  evils  of  strong  drink  in  our  schools. 

Sixth:  Further,  that  prohibition  is  not  a  political,  but  a  moral  question,  and 
we  protest,  regardless  of  party  affiliation,  the  making  of  this  subject  a  political 
issue. 

Seventh:  Finally,  that  it  is  our  purpose  and  intention  to  vote  in  National, 
State  and  Local  Elections  for  those  men  only  who  are  loyal,  in  precept  and 
practice,  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  including  the   18th  Amendment. 


REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

The  goal  towards  which  your  committee  has  worked  since  conference  last 
year,  has  been  the  completion  of  the  files  of  the  minutes  of  both  the  Woman's 
Mission  Boards,  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  of  the  three  Conference 
Missionary  Societies,  and  the  arrangement  of  them  for  binding,  for  the  historical 
library  of  our  conference.  Seven  volumes  are  completed:  five,  which  contain  the 
minutes  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  1911-1931,  inclusive;  and  two, 
which  contain  the  minutes  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference,  191+-1931,  inclusive.  Several  copies  of  minutes  of  the  Woman's 
Boards  were  contributed,  but  the  files  of  both  still  lack  many  numbers.  For  the 
Foreign  Board,  however,  a  volume  of  "Woman's  Missionary  Advocates"  is 
ready,  containing  the  numbers  of  each  year's  edition  which  carry  the  proceedings 
of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Mission  Board,  written  by  Mrs. 
F.  A.  Butler,  author  of  the  "History  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety," for  the  years  1897  to  1910,  inclusive.  There  are  ready  also,  seven  volumes 
of  the  "Woman's  Missionary  Advocate,"  1897-1910,  and  one  of  "Our  Homes." 
The  file  of  minutes  of  our  Conference  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  still 
need  fifteen  numbers  to  be  complete,  from  the  earliest  printed  number,  1891, 
through  1_913;  but  that  of  our  Home  Mission  Conference  Society  needs  only 
four  to  be  complete  from  its  earliest  printed  number,    1902,  through   1913,  when 
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the  two  conference  societies  met  in  joint  session  to  complete  their  unification. 
Your  historian  is  copying  from  Miss  Fentress's  Journal,  into  pamphlets  of 
regulation  size  of  our  annual  reports,  her  records,  from  187  8  through  18  88, 
of  each  of  those  annual  meetings.  These  will  form  the  first  volume  of  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. Many  personal  letters  and  a  general  one  in  the  Advocate,  have  been 
written  in  the  effort  to  secure  these  precious  missing  numbers,  several  of  which 
came  in  answer  to  our  appeal. 

Through  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  thirteen  copies  of  our  Conference  Minutes,  dupli- 
cates of  those  held  for  the  conference  by  your  Historical  Committee,  were  do- 
nated to  the  library  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  The 
contribution  Mrs.  Scott  has  made  to  our  Conference  Society's  historical  library 
has  been  invaluable,  and  it  is  with  sincere  and  deep  appreciation  it  is  recorded  here. 

At  the  direction  of  our  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  your  historian  asked 
permission  of  our  Bishop  E.  D.  Mouzon  to  put  before  the  Annual  Conference 
in  Greenville,  the  matter  of  nominating  names  to  the  Senate  of  the  Room  of 
Remembrance  in  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  inscription  upon  its  walls 
during  this  quadrennium.  Permission  to  do  so  was  graciously  granted.  A  paper 
was  prepared  describing  this  method  of  honoring  our  great  ones  for  distinctive 
and  constructive  service,  and  its  contents  presented  to  the  conference.  It  was  sent 
to  the  Advocate]  for  publication,  and  in  due  time  appeared  in  honorable  place 
on  its  pages. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  our  conference  in  session  in  Fayetteville  in 
January,  voted  unanimously  to  nominate  the  name  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fleming  Black 
for  inscription  upon  those  sacred  walls,  devoted  to  stand  forever  as  monuments 
to  bear  the  names  of  those  members  of  our  church  whose  memory  shall  be  held 
in  honor  for  the  distinctive  and  constructive  service  they  gave  to  it.  Your  historian 
was  directed  to  write  the  nomination  paper  setting  forth  our  claims  for  such  a 
place  of  honor  for  the  name  so  loved  and  so  highly  honored  by  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference,  and  to  mail  it  to  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  before  the  1st 
of  June,  when  the  time  for  making  nominations  for  this  quadrennium  closes. 
This  has  been  done  according  to  directions. 

The  "Historical"  in  the  Conference  Minutes  has  been  brought  up  to  date,  and 
a  new  item  added  to  it  giving  Southern  Methodism's  Foreign  Mission  Fields, 
with  the  year  each  mission  was  established,  the  year  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety entered,  and  the  number  of  missionaries,  who  in  1931,  served  each  under 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.

CONFERENCE   CREDIT  CERTIFICATES   REJUIREMENTS 

The  following  requirements,  combined  from  those  made  for  individual 
and  class  credit  certificates  by  our  Board  of  Missions  and  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  in  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  board,  must  be  met  by  individual 
members  and  classes  desiring  to  win  our  conference  credit  certificates: 

1.  Textbooks — Each  book  used  must  be  one  of  those  recommended  by 
Council  for  the  current  year,  studied  in  the  order  prescribed  by  our  conference 
— Home  Mission  subject  in  the  spring;  Foreign  Mission  subject  in  the  fall;  and 
Bible  subject  when  most  convenient. 

2.  Textbook  Secured — Each  member  desiring  to  work  for  individual  con- 
ference credit  certificate  must  secure  the  textbook  to  be  studied. 

3.  Class  Sessions — There  must  be  at  least  six  class  sessions  of  one  hour  each, 
and  the  study  completed  within  six  weeks. 

4.  Attendance — Each  member  working  for  individual  credit  must  attend  all 
sessions  of  the  class,  and  prepare  all  lessons  and  assignments. 

5.  Class  Work — The  teacher  must  require  at  least  one  written  lesson,  paper, 
or  written  examination,  which  must  be  satisfactorily  prepared  by  each  member 
working  for  credit.  (For  class  credit  certificate,  assignments  for  class  prepara- 
tion, including  reading  outside  of  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters,  and 
pageants,  must  be  made  to  the  members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the 
teacher.  Student  must  make  outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  the  teacher, 
must  participate  in  class  work  as  called  on  by  the  teacher,  50%  working  for 
credit,  and  the  attendance  at  all  class  sessions  must  average  75%  of  the  members 
of  the  class.) 

6.  The  Teacher  Qualified — The  teacher  must  be  qualified  for  the  work, 
either  by  college  or  special  teacher-training  courses  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

7.  Who  May  Teach — An  active  preacher  of  our  conference  in  full  con- 
nection; a  preacher  on  trial  who  is  meeting  requirements  for  admission;  a  person 
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holding  a  teachers'  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  a  director  of  religious 
education  employed  bv  the  local  church ;  a  Christian  person  engaged  in  teaching 
as  a  profession ;  Sunday  school  teachers  who  haye  completed  not  less  than  four 
units  of  courses  in  Standard  or  Cokesbury  Training  School;  or  any  specially 
qualified  person  approyed  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  pastor,  the  auxiliary 
Study  superintendent,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

When  three  conference  credit  certificates  haye  been  won  by  indiyidual  mem- 
bers or  classes  for  completed  courses,  including  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  and 
Bible  Study,  in  one  year,  conference  certificates  of  proficiency  in  the  year's  work 
will  also  be  awarded  them. 

A  questionnaire  for  reporting  the  whole  year's  work  will  be  sent  to  each 
class  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  quarter,  to  be  filled  out  and  returned  immediately 
to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

All  certificates  are  awarded  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES  RECEIVING  CERTIFI- 
CATES  FROM    WOMAN'S    MISSIONARY    COUNCIL— FOR   ADULTS 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group, 
with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so    that   the    discussion    may   be    informal    and    each    individual    may    feel    free    to

express  her  impressions  and  opinion  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten 
sessions,  each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting 
should  begin  and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience  in  Mission  Study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  women  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.  Only  five  points  for  Mission  Study  may  be  counted  on  the 
Honor  Roll.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CLASSES 

The  following  requirements  must  all  be  met  before  individual  credits  will 
be  issued. 

1.     The  teacher  must  be  qualified   under  the  section   of   this  catalog  headed 
"Teachers." 
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2.  The  course  must  be  one  selected  from  this  catalog  of  one  of  the  current 
Mission  Study  courses  approved  for  missionary  societies  or  Epworth  Leagues. 
If  another  course  is  desired  it  must  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  Dean  of  the 
Enlarged  Plan  of  Missionary  Education. 

3.  Each  member  of  the  class  must  acquire  the  necessary  textbook. 

4.  The  class  must  have  at  least  six  sessions  of  one  hour  each. 

5.  Each  student  must  attend  all  sessions  of  the  class  and  prepare  all  lessons 
and  assignments. 

6.  The  teacher  must  require  at  least  one  written  lesson,  paper,  or  written 
examination,  which  must  be  satisfactorily  prepared  by  each  student  claiming  credit. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  TEACHERS 

Courses  in  the  Local  Church  Department  may  be  taught  by  the  following 
persons: 

(a)  Active  preachers  in  full  connection  in  an  Annual   Conference. 

(b)  Preachers  on  trial  who  meet  the  Disciplinary  requirements  for  admis- 
sion. 

(c)  Persons  holding  teachers'   certificates   of   the   Board   of   Missions. 

(d)  Deaconesses,  employed  workers,  or  returned  missionaries  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

(e)  Directors  of  religious  education  employed  by  local  churches. 

(f)  Christian  persons  engaged  in  teaching  as  a  profession. 

(g)  Sunday  school  teachers  who  have  completed  not  less  than  four  units  of 
courses  in  Standard  or  Cokesbury  Training  Schools. 

(h)  Other  persons  have  special  qualifications  must  be  approved  by  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  pastor,  superintendent  of  Mission  Study  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Missionary  Committee.

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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group,  and  superintendents  of 
Children's  Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  district  secretaries,  and  zone  leaders,  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  three  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee ;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult  and  Children's  Societies  shall  send  money  and 
reports  to  the  conference  treasurer  quarterly. 

6.  That  all  corresponding  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  report  to  district 
secretaries,  so  that  the  district  secretaries  may  be  in  close  touch  with  the  work. 

7.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

8.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

9.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

10.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

11.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so. 

12.  That  our  goal  shall  be  the  organization  in  every  auxiliary  of  classes  for 
mission  and  Bible  study,  whose  aims  shall  be  steady  improvement  in  quality  of 
preparation  and  recitation  till  the  standard  set  for  our  study  work  shall  be 
reached. 

13.  That  the  district  secretaries  urge   the  organization   of  mission  and   Bible 
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study  classes  in  their  auxiliaries  just  as  they  promote  other  departmental  work. 
14.  That,  in  each  zone,  there  shall  be  elected  a  study  leader,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  promote  mission  and  Bible  study  in  her  zone;  to  give  full  and 
correct  instruction  in  Council  and  conference  methods,  standards,  and  courses  of 
study,  to  her  auxiliary  study  leaders  at  zone  meetings;  to  hold  a  "Training  Day 
for  Study  Leaders"  in  the  3rd  quarter;  and  to  correspond  with  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study  in  order  to  gain  the  information  she,  herself,  needs  and 
to  report  the  work  she  is  doing.

Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 
Societies,  Adult  and  Children's  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  located  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  a  president,  a  yice-president,  a  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1 .  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  con- 
ference shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  con- 
ference bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her 
conference  office. 

3.  Two  officers  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as 
alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  socie- 
ties in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary 
society  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The    vice-president    shall    perform    the    duties    of    the    president    in    her 
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absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  and  Children's 
auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January  to  the  Organization  Secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the 
preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
handle  only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the 
Council.  She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the 
conference  secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society, 
and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July, 
October,  and  Januarv,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She 
shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the 
president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups  shall,  through  the  auxiliary 
presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young  Women's  Groups,  actively  cultivate 
young  women  in  the  conference  for  membership  in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of  the  work  to  the  Organization 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

11.  The  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterlv  to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and 
to  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge 
of  Organization  and  Study. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Home 
Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  Missionary  Voice.  She  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Litrea- 
ture. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  civic  and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of 
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the  conference  into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

1 6.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliaries 
and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district 
conference  and  may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided 
into  zones  according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The 
district  secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliary  societies, 
funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary 
life  patrons  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the 
conference. 

19.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  each  conference  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  conference. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  spe- 
cific objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woinan's  Missionary  Council  in 
annual  session.  This  offering  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  conference  pledge  to  the 
Council. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the   officers  herein   provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary   to  Conference    Society   of   the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal   Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  and  over,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings  (covering 
retirement  and  relief  and  conference  expense  funds),  a  freewill  offering  from 
the  auxiliary,  Scarritt  Maintenance  and  scholarships.  An  offering  shall  be  taken 
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during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Op- 
portunity shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  indi- 
viduals for  the  support  of  special  work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is  an  honor 
and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  one  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer, 
and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Publicity, 
of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

9.  The  auxiliarv  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  President  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The  Vice-President  shall  assume   the   duties  of  the   President  in   her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  district 
secretary  and  conference  secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected 
officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the 
names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep 
an  account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from 
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the  local  treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  and 
the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  two 
women  who  with  herself  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member  of 
which  shall  supervise  each  of  the  divisions — namely,  Baby,  Primary,  and  Junior. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be  the  chairman  of  this 
standing  committee. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  of 
the  activities  of  each  division  in  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult 
auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  send  all  moneys  properly  designated  from 
each  division  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  These  funds  shall  be  included  in  her 
quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  as  the  offering  of  the  Children's 
Department. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community. 
She  shall  present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items 
to  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the 
Missionary  Voice  in  co-operation  with  an  agent  to  be  elected  by  the  auxiliary 
wherever  desirable.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

9.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate 
and  direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by 
securing  the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare 
movements  of  community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and 
programs  committed  to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  Local 
Treasury,  provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  By-Law  5. 

10.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 
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11.  The  Superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  CHILDREN'S  DIVISION 

1.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  Children's  organizations  is  to  train  them  in  the 
co-operative  task  of  building  a  Christian  world  order  by  developing  in  them 
right  attitudes  of  friendliness  toward  children  of  all  races  and  classes;  by  training 
them  in  Christian  service,  and  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  intelligent  giving. 

2.  Organizations:  The  Children's  Work  shall  consist  of  three  parts,  the 
Babies,  World  Children's  Circle,  and  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club,  which  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

3.  The  Children's  Committee :  The  superintendent,  who  is  elected  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  choose,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  her 
auxiliary,  two  women  to  serve  with  her  on  the  standing  committee  on  Children's 
Work.  Members  of  the  committee  should  be  chosen  because  of  their  special 
qualifications  for  its  work,  and  because  of  their  willingness  to  study  the  purpose 
and  problems  of  missionary  work  with  children. 

The  superintendent  should  organize  her  standing  committee,  assigning  to 
each  of  its  members  the  leadership  of  one  of  the  main  departments  of  work. 

The  superintendent  is  chairman  of  the  standing  committee.  She  has  super- 
vision of  the  whole  division  and  should  be  ever  ready  to  render  assistance  to  the 
members  of  the  committee.  She  should  help  them  plan  and  carry  out  their  work 
as  well  as  direct  the  special  department  which  is  her  sole  responsibility.  She  should 
hold  a  meeting  with  her  standing  committee  at  least  every  quarter  and  oftener 
if  she  deems  it  necessary. 

5.  Reporting:  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  shall  report  all 
of  the  work  of  the  children  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Children.  She 
shall  send  the  financial  report  with  all  moneys  collected  directly  to  the  confer- 
ence treasurer,  properly  designating  all  items.  She  shall  report  the  number  of 
members  in  each  organization  to  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  Informa- 
tion for  these  reports  shall  be  secured  by  her  from  the  members  of  her  standing 
committee  at  their  quarterly  meeting.  Reports  shall  be  mailed  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

THE   BABIES 

1.  Ages:  The  work  of  this  department  shall  be  with  children  up  to  six 
years  of  age  and  for  parents. 

2.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  Babies  has  the  chief  responsibility  of  the 
work  of  this  department ;  she  is  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  Chil- 
dren's Work. 

3.  Parent  Study  Classes:  Parents  should  take  advantage  of  courses  on  child 
psychology  and  missionary  and  religious  education  offered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 
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4.  Offerings:  Parents  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  an  offering  in 
the  name  of  a  child  at  birth  or  later  with  an  understanding  and  appreciation 
of  the  fact  that  this  gift  will  be  used  in  kindergartens  in  home  and  foreign 
fields.  Certificates  will  be  provided  in  recognition  of  this  offering. 

Children  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars  and 
be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

5.  Reporting:  The  superintendent  of  Babies  should  remit  quarterly  to  the 
superintendent  of  Children's  Work  all  the  moneys  of  the  department,  making  a 
complete  report  of  the  number  of  certificate  issued  for  the  quarter  and  other 
items  of  interest  concerning  the  department. 

WORLD  CHILDREN'S  CIRCLE 

1.  Ages:  Any  child,  6,  7,  or  8  years  of  age,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
World  Children's  Circle. 

2.  Enrollment:  An  annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October. 

3.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  have  the 
chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  standing  committee  on  Children's  Work. 

4.  Meetings:  The  World  Children's  Circle  may  meet  weekly.  Studies  shall 
be  provided  by  the  department  of  Education  and  Promotion  for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study:  During  the  summer  quarter  an  intensive  period 
of  missionary  cultivation  is  recommended  to  take  the  place  of  regular  weekly 
or  monthly  meetings.  For  this  work  a  mission  study  book  is  recommended. 

6.  Offering:  The  Primary  children  should  be  trained  in  intelligent  giving. 
The  money  from  this  department  shall  be  used  for  work  with  children  of  this 
age  at  home  and  abroad. 

A  parent  may  enroll  his  child  as  a  life  member  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars 
or  place  the  child's  name  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

7.  Reporting:  The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  remit  quar- 
terly to  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  all  the  moneys  of  the 
department  and  make  a  complete  report  of  the  number  enrolled,  new  members 
and  any  other  items  of  interest  concerning  the  department. 

8.  Promotion:  Members  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  the  first  of  October.  Certificates  of  promotion 
may  be  had   from   Literature   Headquarters,   Doctors   Building,   Nashville,   Tenn. 

BOYS  AND  GIRLS  WORLD  CLUB 

1.  Ages:  Any  boy  or  girl  from  9  through  1  1  years  of  age  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club. 

2.  Enrollment:  An  annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October  immediately 
following  promotion  day. 

3.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  have 
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the  chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  standing  committee  on  Children's  Work. 

4.  Meetings:  The  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  may  meet  weekly.  Programs 
for  these  meetings  shall  be  published  in  the  magazine,  World  Friends  (Juniors), 
for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study:  During  the  summer  quarter  an  intensive  period 
of  missionary  cultivation  is  recommended  to  take  the  place  of  regular  weekly 
or  monthly  meetings.   For  this  work  a   Mission   Study  book   is   recommended. 

6.  Offering:  Every  member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  should  make 
a  regular  offering  to  the  children's  specials  of  the  year.  Juniors  may  be  enrolled 
as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  and  be  placed  on  the  Memorial 
Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

7.  Reporting:  The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  remit 
quarterly  to  the  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  all  the  moneys  collected  and 
make  a  complete  report  of  the  number  enrolled,  new  members  for  the  quarter, 
and  any  other  items  of  interest.

A  Call  to  the  Church 


The  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual  session  at  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  March  22-26,  has  faced  prayerfully  and  fearlessly  the 
present  deplorable  world  situation  and  its  implications  and  opportuni- 
ties for  the  missionary  enterprise  and  we  are  convinced: 

1.  That  there  was  never  so  great  an  urgency  that  the  missionary 
message  be  proclaimed  at  home  and  abroad  as  that  which  faces  us  today. 
Individuals  and  nations  are  in  desperate  need  of  spiritual  help  and  they 
are  ready  to  listen  to  the  claims  of  Christianity  as  a  solution  to  their 
problems. 

2.  That  this  need  offers  an  unprecedented  opportunity  in  the  face 
of  which  it  is  a  betrayal  of  a  trust  to  drastically  reduce  missionary 
budgets,  to  recall  or  detain  at  home  effective  and  tried  missionaries  or 
to  close  needed  institutions. 

3.  While  we  are  fully  aware  of  the  economic  situation  that  makes 
giving  difficult,  yet  we  are  convinced  that  the  end  of  the  available 
financial  resources  of  the  church  has  not  been  reached  nor  have  we 
yet  begun  to  test  the  possibilities  of  sacrificial  living  and  giving.  Neither 
have  we  availed  ourselves  of  the  infinite  resources  of  prayer.  We, 
therefore,  pledge  ourselves  here  and  now  to  sacrificial  living  and  giving. 
We  seek  to  impose  upon  ourselves  the  same  heroic  service  as  that  of 
our  missionaries. 

4.  We  call  upon  the  entire  church  to  give  a  new  witness  to  the 
world  of  faith  in  God  and  His  power  to  work  through  human  lives 
for  the  triumphant  coming  of  His  Kingdom.

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THE  WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

On  Tuesday  morning-,  May  22nd,  1878,  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church,  authorized  the  organization  of  the 
"Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,"  to 
"enlist  and  unite  the  efforts  of  women  in  the  work  of  sending  the  gospel  to 
women  in  heathen  lands,  through  the  agency  of  female  missionaries,  teachers, 
and  Bible  readers."  It  was  announced  that  a  meeting  of  women,  visitors  and 
resident,  would  be  held  the  next  morning  at  10  o'clock  in  First  Church,  to  create 
this  new  body  within  the  church  under  the  simple  constitution  prepared  for  it. 
This  constitution  provided  for  "The  General  Executive  Association,"  as  a  central 
legislative  organization,  and  for  conference  societies,  with  authority  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  operation  of  the  affairs  of  the  society  in  connection  with  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  subject  to  its  advice  and  approval.  The  General  Execu- 
tive Association  was  composed  of  its  officers  and  twenty-three  managers  appointed, 
in  the  first  instance  only,  by  the  Bishops  and  Missionary  Secretaries,  the  cor- 
responding secretary  from  each  conference  society,  and  two  delegates  from 
each  conference  society  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  just 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Conference  Society  was  composed 
of  delegates  from  its  auxiliary  societies.  In  1882,  by  constitution  changes,  "The 
General  Executive  Association  became  the  'Woman's  Board  of  Missions',"  the 
managers  were  reduced  to  five,  the  two  delegates  from  conference  societies  were 
dropped  from  its  membership,  and  children's  work  authorized.  In  1894  the 
Board's  name  was  changed  to  the  "Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions." 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  attended  the  organization 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  and  with  5  3  other  women  from  various  Annual  Conferences, 
enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Between  that  time 
and  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  in  Charlotte  the  last 
few  days  of  November,  1878,  some  effort  was  made  to  prepare  the  way  for 
the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  within  the  North  Carolina 
Conference.  Letters  were  received  by  women  in  Charlotte,  members  of  old  Tryon 
Street  Church,  in  which  the  Annual  Conference  was  to  meet,  urging  them  to 
organize  a  woman's  missionary  society.  They  did  so.  The  Annual  Conference, 
which  included  Sunday,  the  1st  of  December,  was  presided  over  by  Bishop  George 
F.  Pierce,  and  Dr.  A.  W.  Wilson,  Missionary  Secretary,  later  becoming  one  of 
our  saintliest  and  most  beloved  bishops,  was  an  honored  visitor.  There  were 
present,  also,  the  wives  of  some  of  our  most  prominent  preachers,  cultured, 
capable,  consecrated  women.  Among  them  were  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Mrs. 
Jesse  Cuninggim,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  and  Mrs.  R.  F.  Bumpas.  At  their  re- 
quest, Dr.  Wilson  announced  that  a  woman's  meeting  would  be  held  in  the 
church  on  Sunday  afternoon,  to  discuss  the  organization  of  a  Conference  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society.  At  that  meeting  Rev.  R.  C.  Oliver,  of  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  led  the  opening  devotions,  after  which  missionary  addresses  were  made  by 
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Dr.  Wilson  explaining  the  new  society,  the  great  need  for  it,  and  its  manner  of 
functioning,  and  Rev.  M.  L.  Wood  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  a  retired 
missionary  to  China,  who  was  able  to  speak  with  authority  of  China's  con- 
dition without  the  gospel,  and  her  need  of  woman's  work  for  women.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Annual  Conference  Journal,  "about  a  dozen"  enrolled  for  member- 
ship when  the  opportunity  was  given.  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  was  then  called  to 
preside  over  the  meeting,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell  to  act  as  secretary,  and  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  organized 
by  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  and  the  election  of  these  officers:  President, 
Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Greensboro;  vice-president,  Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Cuninggim, 
Wilson;  corresponding  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpas,  Greensboro;  recording 
secretary,  Miss  Blanche  Fentress,  Raleigh;  and  treasurer,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Lilly,  Fay- 
etteville.  By  May,  when  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Asso- 
ciation was  held,  9  auxiliaries  had  been  organized,  and  in  December,  at  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society,  20  were  reported,  with  450  members 
who  had  contributed  $453.55  to  missions,  the  results  of  the  efforts  of  those  5 
widely  separated  women.  All  the  officers  were  re-elected.  As  vice-presidents,  these 
women,  also,  were  elected:  Mrs.  T.  Caldwell,  of  Morganton;  Mrs.  R.  O.  Burton, 
Halifax;  Mrs.  W.  S.  Black,  Raleigh;  Miss  H.  G.  Cole,  Chapel  Hill;  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Kornegay,  Goldsboro;  Mrs.  Robert  Gray,  Winston;  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Kins- 
ton;  Mrs.  J.  S.  Carr,  Durham;  Mrs.  Julia  Barrow,  Louisburg;  and  Miss  Alice 
Wallace,  Wilmington.  In  1886  a  change  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  substi- 
tuted secretaries  with  definite  duties,  one  for  each  presiding  elder's  district,  for 
all  the  vice-presidents  except  one. 

In  1881  a  constitution  for  Juvenile  Societies  was  provided  by  the  General 
Executive  Association.  As  early  as  1870,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Bumpas  had  organized  a 
children's  society  in  Greensboro.  In  18  77  Mrs.  J.  B.  Martin  had  a  flourishing 
one  in  Chapel  Hill.  By  1882  there  were  at  least  5  others.  In  March,  1882,  Mrs. 
W.  S.  Black  organized  the  children  into  a  Conference  Society  which  she  called 
"The  Bright  Jewels."  Bearing  that  name,  there  appeared  for  several  years 
(1890-92),  a  paper  which  she  edited  and  published  for  them,  till,  at  her  request, 
it  was  sold  to  the  Woman's  Board  after  that  body  had  launched  its  own  juvenile 
periodical.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  December,  18  82,  she  reported  18  new  organ- 
izations with  608  members  and  $128.51  contributed  by  them.  All  who  were  not 
adults  were  organized  under  the  constitution  for  juveniles,  all  ages  working 
together.  Many  young  people,  however,  were  not  being  reached  and  enlisted. 
They  did  not  jit  in  either  society.  In  1888,  the  gap  between  them  had  become 
so  wide  that  our  Conference  president,  Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Cuninggim,  recommended 
a  separate  organization  for  young  people  as  a  bridge  over  it.  Though  no  sepa- 
rate constitution  was  provided  for  them  till  1910,  the  Woman's  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  allowed  the  conference  societies  much  liberty  in  dealing  with  this 
problem.  This  Conference  Society,  in  1897,  adopted  a  resolution  "to  organize 
young  people's  societies  wherever  practicable,  that  Bright  Jewel  Bands  at  the  age 
of  1 8  become  Young  People's  Societies,  and  that  a  young  lady  be  appointed 
counsellor."  Thus,  our  Young  People's  Society  was  a  gradual  development  as 
the  need  for  it  grew. 
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Miss  Lizzie  Reid  Martin,  our  first  foreign  missionary,  sailed  in  August,  1896, 
for  China,  and  by  1913  we  had  sent  out  6  missionaries:  2  to  China,  3  to  Brazil, 
and  1  to  Korea.  There  were  then  118  active  adult  auxiliaries  with  3,000  mem- 
bers; 3  0  young  people's  societies  with  602  members;  77  Bright  Jewel  Bands 
with  2,563  members;  Baby  enrollment  60;  and  during  the  35  years  since  its 
organization,  $182,355.31  had  been  raised  by  this  Conference  Society  for  mis- 
sions in  foreign  lands.

THE  WOMAN'S  HOME   MISSION  SOCIETY 

Authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  1886,  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission 
Society"  began  that  year,  as  a  "Woman's  Department  of  the  General  and  Annual 
Conference  Boards  of  Church  Extension,"  to  raise  funds  for  purchasing  or 
securing  parsonages.  The  constitution  provided  a  General  Secretary,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Board,  to  conduct  the  correspondence  for  that  part  of 
the  work  and  furnish  reports  of  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board;  a 
Secretary  of  this  Department  for  each  Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Annual  Conference  Board  to  organize  parsonage  societies  in  the  various 
charges  and  make  reports  of  the  work  in  the  conference  to  both  General  and 
Conference  Secretaries  of  the  Church  Extension  Boards;  a  Treasurer  in  each 
Annual  Conference  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board  to  receive  the  funds 
of  the  parsonage  societies,  turning  over  half  to  the  General  and  half  to  the 
Conference  Board;  and  a  district  secretary  for  each  presiding  elder's  district, 
also  to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Board,  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  organizing 
parsonage  societies  and  to  keep  her  informed  of  the  work  and  the  needs  within 
her  district.  In  1890  the  General  Conference  gave  a  new  constitution  to  this 
enterprise,  which  made  of  the  "Woman's  Department  of  Church  Extension,"  a 
connectional  organization,  to  be  called  the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mis- 
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sion  Society,"  the  object  of  which  should  be  "to  unite  the  efforts  of  Christian 
women  and  children  in  collecting  funds  for  procuring  homes  for  itinerant  preach- 
ers and  otherwise  aiding  the  cause  of  Christ."  It  was  still  a  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  but  with  increased  power  and  a  larger  field  of 
service.  A  "Central  Committee,"  to  be  appointed  quadrennially  by  the  General 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  composed  of  a  president,  general  secretary,  general 
treasurer,  and  9  managers,  was  provided  with  power  to  appropriate  the  funds 
collected  by  the  women  of  the  Conference  Societies,  and  to  use  such  means  and 
make  such  by-laws  as  it  might  deem  necessary  for  the  progress  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board.  Conference  and  auxiliary  societies 
were  authorized.  In  1898  this  work  was  again  completely  reorganized  and  its 
field  of  service  again  greatly  enlarged.  Another  constitution  was  granted,  and 
the  "Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  Society"  became  the  "Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society."  The  "Central  Committee"  became  the  "Woman's  Board 
of  Home  Missions,"  consisting  of  a  president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  General 
Secretary,  a  recording  Secretary,  a  General  Treasurer,  and  the  corresponding 
secretary  of  each  Conference  Society. 

The  Woman's  Department  of  Church  Extension  was  organized  in  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  at  Reidsville  in  18  86,  by  Dr.  David  Morton,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Miss  Bettie  Carter  and  Mrs. 
A.  G.  Carr,  both  of  Durham,  were  appointed  to  serve,  respectively,  as  secretary 
and  treasurer,  supported  by  these  district  secretaries:  Raleigh  District,  Miss  Lillian 
Branson  of  Raleigh;  Durham,  Mrs.  A.  G.  Headen  of  Pittsboro;  Greensboro, 
Mrs.  D.  A.  Robinson  of  Greensboro;  Salisbury,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Odell  of  Concord; 
Statesville,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Connelly  of  Statesville;  Charlotte,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Winchester 
of  Monroe;  Shelby,  Miss  Amanda  Lee  of  Shelby;  Fayetteville,  Miss  Belle 
Worthy  of  Jonesboro;  Wilmington,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Hodges  of  Wilmington;  New 
Bern,  Miss  Sarah  Davis  of  Beaufort;  Washington,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Gatlin  of  Tar- 
boro;  Trinity  College,  Miss  Laura  Clements  of  Lexington;  and  Warrenton, 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Thorn  of  Littleton.  During  the  year  Miss  Carter,  Miss  Davis,  and 
Mrs.  Winchester  resigned,  and  Mrs.  John  R.  Brooks,  Mrs.  C.  P.  Dey  of  Beau- 
fort, and  Mrs.  Walter  Brem  of  Charlotte,  were  appointed  in  1887  to  succeed 
them.  The  General  Conference  of  1890  divided  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
and  Mrs.  Brooks  became  a  member  of  the  Western  Conference.  Mrs.  Sue  D. 
Swindell,  being  appointed  to  succeed  her,  reorganized  the  work,  under  the  new 
constitution,  into  a  Conference  Society,  with  the  election  of  the  officers  called  for 
by  the  constitution:  President,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell;  corresponding  secretary, 
Mrs.  S.  L.  H.  Clark,  Raleigh;  treasurer,  Mrs.  Roger  Moore,  Wilmington.  In 
1894,  Mrs.  Swindell  resigned  when  elected  to  the  office  of  corresponding  secretary 
in  the  Foreign  Missionary  Conference  Society,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Shaw  of  Wilmington.  In  1898,  there  was  another  reorganization  under  a  new 
constitution,  upon  the  resignation  of  the  old  officers  and  the  election  of  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Spiers  of  Weldon  as  president,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  of  New  Bern  as  treasurer, 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Simpson  as  corresponding  secretary.  The  Society  took  on  new 
life,  and  the  work  moved  onward  with  gratifying  success. 

The  first  juvenile  society  was  reported  in  1895  with  7  members,  and  in  1896 
it  was  reported  that  the  Baby  Roll  had  been  organized  with   8   members.  The 
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separation  of  young  people  from  children  into  societies  of  their  own  was  a 
gradual  development  as  it  was  in  the  Foreign  Society.  Report  was  made  in  1906 
of  "5  young  people's  and  juvenile  societies  with  122  members,"  and  in  190  8 
there  was  reported  "1   young  people's  society  with    14  members." 

The  General  Conference  of  1902  authorized  the  office  of  deaconess  in  the 
church,  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Davis,  Areola,  N.  C,  was  a  member,  in  1903,  of  the  first  class  of  deaconesses 
to  be  graduated  from  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  opened  in  September, 
1892,  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  by  1913  this  Conference  Society  had  two  other 
deaconesses  in  service.  At  that  time  there  were  90  adult  auxiliaries  with  2,400 
members;  22  young  people's  societies  with  466  members;  45  junior  divisions 
with  1,087  members;  a  baby  enrollment  of  40;  and  $53,758.78  for  connectional 
work  and  $75,785.02  for  local  work,  had  been  raised  in  26  years  by  our  Home 
Mission  Conference  Society.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

The  General  Conference  of  1910  placed  all  the  missionary  work  of  the 
church  under  the  direction  of  one  board.  The  Parent  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
were  united  to  form  the  General  Board  of  Missions  with  Foreign  and  Home 
Departments.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  an  organization  of  women, 
with  Foreign  and  Home  Departments,  was  provided  to  carry  on  the  work  previ- 
ously done  by  the  two  Woman's  Boards.  Union  between  the  conference  and 
auxiliary  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Societies  was  not  forced,  but  urgently 
recommended. 

The  two  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  Societies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  united  in  1913,  when  they  met  in  joint  session  in  Wilson,  adopted 
the  constitution  for  united  societies,  and  elected  the  officers  called  for  by  it: 
President,  Miss  Emma  C.  Page,  Aberdeen;  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  vice-presidents, 
Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Goldsboro;  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Durham;  Mrs.  W.  B. 
North,  Jackson;  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Speight,  Raleigh,  in  charge  respectively  of 
Children's  Work,  Young  People's  Work,  Christian  Stewardship  and  Mission 
Study,  and  Social  Service  and   Local   Work;    corresponding  secretaries:    Foreign 
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Department,  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Wilson,  and  Home  Departments,  Mrs.  R.  B. 
John,  Fayetteville ;  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Stanbury,  Clinton;  treasurers: 
Foreign  Department,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams,  Four  Oaks,  and  Home  Department, 
Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton,  Selma;  president  emeritus,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis,  Elizabeth 
City;  supplies,  Mrs.  Ida  T.  Wilkins,  Weldon;  press  work,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan, 
Raleigh;  field  secretary,  Miss  Lillie  Duke,  Durham.  District  Secretaries:  Durham 
District,  Mrs.  B.  N.  Mann  of  Durham;  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Winslow  of 
Elizabeth  City;  Fayetteville,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Muse  of  Carthage;  New  Bern,  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison  of  Faison;  Raleigh,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  of  Louisburg;  Rocking- 
ham, Mrs.  J.  F.  Ray  of  Laurinburg;  Warrenton,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Shaw  of  Weldon; 
Washington,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Baugham  of  Washington;  and  Wilmington,  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Murphy  of  Wallace. 

The  General  Conference  of  1914  made  further  changes  in  the  constitutions 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  These  necessitated 
corresponding  changes  in  the  Council  by-laws  and  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
of  all  conference  and  auxiliary  societies.  They  became  effective  in  1915  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Society.  The  principal  changes  unified  the  Foreign 
and  Home  Departments  of  all  societies,  reduced  the  number  of  officers  by  pro- 
viding only  one  corresponding  secretary  and  one  treasurer,  placed  the  Study  and 
the  Social  Service  Departments  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-president, 
and  provided  that  both  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society  should  be  members  of  the  Council,  instead  of  only  the  latter, 
as  had  been  the  provision  from  the  beginning  in  both  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Woman's  Boards.  In  1918  the  Young  People's  and  the  Children's  Departments 
also  were  placed  under  superintendents  instead  of  vice-president,  and  only  one 
vice-president  provided.  The  General  Conference  of  1930  united  the  General 
Boards  of  Education,  Sunday  School,  and  Epworth  League,  created  the  General 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  provided  for  Conference  and  Local  Church 
Boards  of  Christian  Education.  To  these  boards  was  committed  all  the  work 
of  the  church  with  young  people  from  12  to  23  years  inclusive,  and,  with  1931, 
the  Department  of  Young  People's  Work  passed  from  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  as  a  result  of  that  action. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  formed  by  the  unification  of  the  "Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society"  and  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,"  em- 
braced all  the  work  of  both  societies  with  impartial,  equal  love,  and  with  earnest 
zeal  has  been  faithful  to  the  larger  task  endeavoring  to  carry  on  all  the  work 
towards  final  success.  This  Conference  Society  has  adopted  each  new  feature  as 
it  has  been  presented,  and  has  cheerfully  adapted  itself  to  each  change  as  it  has 
been  made  by  General  Conference,  Mission  Board,  or  Council,  in  true  Methodist 
spirit. 

Since  187  8,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  has  sent  13  of  her  daugh- 
ters as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil;  4  to  Korea;  and 
1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  the  missionary's  wife,  have 
gone  with  their  husbands  sent  out  under  the  General  Board  of  Missions:  1  to 
China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa.  In  our  own 
country,  1 1  others,  after  the  required  training  at  Scarritt,  have  served  as  deaconess 
or  city  missionary   or  contract  workers.   In  January  of  this  year,    1933,  another 
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entered  Scarritt  for  training.  This  year,  1933,  there  are  reported  315  adult 
auxiliaries  with  8,846  members;  and  a  total  of  313  children's  divisions  with 
5,815  members.  Since  1878,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  the  Conference  Societies  have 
raised  $1,250,537.53  for  missions  in  home  and  foreign  lands;  and  $768,379.08 
for  local  work.

FOREWORD 

Cold  winds  and  dripping  skies  only  served  to  accentuate  the  warmth 
of  the  welcome  and  hospitality  of  the  people  of  Raleigh  as  they  opened 
their  hearts  and  homes  for  the  twenty-first  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

The  entire  session  was  dominated  by  the  note  of  courage  and  con- 
secration that  seemed  to  grip  the  assembly,  which  tested  the  capacity  of 
great  Edenton  Street  Church,  and  in  which  the  large  percentage  of 
young  women  were  noticeable. 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  18,   1933 

The  twenty-first  annual  conference  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  opened  in  Edenton  Street 
Church,  Raleigh,  at  8  o'clock  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  18,  1933, 
with  a  devotional  service,  at  which  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Few  read  the  scrip- 
ture and  led  in  prayer  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Peele,  of  Charlotte,  preached 
a  most  thought-provoking  sermon  from  Hebrews  12:26,  27  on  ultimate 
values  and  abiding  things. 

The  music  of  the  evening  was  most  beautifully  rendered  by  the 
choir,  "List,  the  Cherubic  Host,"  and  by  Mrs.  Barrett  Wilson  and  Mrs. 
LeRoy  Thiem  singing  as  a  duet,  "Jesus,  Lover  of  My  Soul." 

The  service  closed  with  the  Holy  Communion  service,  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Love  and  the  ministers  of  the  city  of  Raleigh. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  19,  1933 

The  sessions  of  Wednesday  opened  with  a  few  moments  of  medi- 
tation, after  which  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown  led  the  devotional  service,  speak- 
ing on  "Joyous  Service  in  the  Way  of  Following  Christ"  and  setting 
a  note  of  spiritual  advance  for  the  conference.  Mrs.  Thiem  then  sang 
"I  Will  Lift  up  Mine  Eyes." 

Sincere  words  of  greeting  were  spoken  by  Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton, 
president  of  the  Edenton  Street  Church  auxiliary,  and  responded  to 
most  fittingly  by  Mrs.  Herman  Baum,  secretary  of  the  Elizabeth  City 
district. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  called  the  conference  into  business  session,  and  had 
the  delegates  seated  by  districts,  and  called  for  reports  from  the  officers 
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as  follows:  that  of  the  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison;  the  recording 
secretary,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten;  the  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne; 
the  superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight;  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  Literature,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton. 

Mrs.  McKinne  showed  a  graph,  demonstrating  the  changes  in 
finances  and  membership  for  the  past  five  years. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Miss  Alice  Green,  missionary  on  furlough 
from  China,  who  told  a  little  of  a  missionary  conference  in  China, 
particularly  of  the  special  offering  brought  in  annually. 

Miss  Marian  Needham,  deaconess  at  Brevard  Institute,  was  intro- 
duced and  spoke  about  some  needed  supplies. 

Miss  Young,  of  the  Methodist  Publishing  House  in  Richmond,  was 
introduced  and  spoke  about  her  supplies  in  the  book  room.  Mrs.  Everett 
spoke  of  the  study  books  in  the  room. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  committees  as  follows: 
Courtesy  Committee — Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton,  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood,  Mrs. 

B.  C.  Thompson,  and  Miss  Vara  Herring. 
Resolutions  Committee — Mrs.  Lee  Johnson,  Miss  Bessie  Harding,  and 

Mrs.  John  Covington. 

The  hymn,  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  Everett  moved,  and  it  was  voted,  that  we  send  telegrams  of 
love  to  members  necessarily  absent:  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Wooten,  and  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall. 

The  count  of  women  who  had  never  attended  an  annual  meeting 
before  showed  that  there  were  115  present. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  read  her  message  as  president  to  the  conference. 

Announcements  were  made  and  an  invitation  given  by  the  orphan- 
age for  the  late  afternoon  and  dinner. 

Several  preachers  were  introduced  to  the  body. 

A  publicity  demonstration  was  put  on  by  ladies  of  Edenton  Street 
Church,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  superintendent  of 
Publicity,  with  solos  by  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love. 

Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell,  professor  of  missions  at  Scarritt  and  repre- 
sentative of  Council,  was  introduced  and  conducted  the  noontime 
devotions.  The  hymn,  "O,  For  a  Faith  That  Will  Not  Shrink,"  opened 
the  service,  followed  by  a  beautiful  solo,  "Tomorrow  Comes  the 
Song,"  by  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love. 
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Miss  Howell  took  as  her  theme,  "The  Challenge  to  Courage  and 
Faith,"  and  chose  Matthew  17:20,  21,  Mark  11:23,  24,  and  the  11th 
chapter  of  Hebrews  as  a  basis  for  her  remarks.  She  stressed  the  thought 
that  this  time,  with  its  insecurity,  is  calling  Christians  to  a  renewed 
faith  by  which  they  will  change  wrong  conditions. 

After  a  prayer  by  Miss  Howell,  the  meeting  adjourned  for 
luncheon. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  19,  1933 

The  singing  of  the  conference  hymn,  "Christ  for  the  World," 
opened  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday,  led  by  the  Rev.  A.  S. 
Parker. 

For  the  brief  opening  devotional,  the  Rev.  O.  L.  Hathaway,  of 
Epworth  Church,  Raleigh,  read  from  the  25th  chaper  of  Matthew 
and  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  conference  secretary,  took  charge  of  the 
meeting  and  called  the  district  secretaries  to  the  choir  loft.  She  then 
read  her  annual  report  and  the  district  secretaries  made  theirs  as  follows: 
Miss  Florine  Robertson  as  Durham  district  secretary;  Mrs.  Herman 
Baum  as  Elizabeth  City  district  secretary;  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  as  Fay- 
etteville  district  secretary;  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  as  the  representative 
of  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall,  New  Bern  district  secretary;  Mrs.  Gurney  P. 
Hood  as  Raleigh  district  secretary;  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  as  Rocky 
Mount  district  secretary;  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clarke  as  Wilmington  district 
secretary. 

The  honor  roll  badges  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Chadwick  to  the 
delegates  of  auxiliaries  which  had  earned  them. 

The  Korean  urn  was  presented  by  Miss  Mabel  Howell  to  the  dis- 
trict secretaries  of  the  Durham  and  New  Bern  districts  jointly,  since 
each  district  had  1  8  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll. 

Miss  Marian  Needham,  deaconess  at  Brevard  Institute,  spoke  of 
the  privileges  of  a  worker  in  such  a  school. 

The  official  registration  showed  223  officers,  district  secretaries, 
zone  leaders,  and  delegates  present. 

After  announcements,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Ses- 
sions Committee  meetings  in  various  rooms. 

The  Rev.  E.  C.  Few  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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WEDNESDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  19,  1933 

After  the  conference  had.  enjoyed  a  pageant  by  children  at  the 
Raleigh  Orphanage  on  the  theme,  "Choosing  the  better  part,"  and  had 
eaten  a  delicious  dinner  in  the  orphanage  dining  room,  the  evening 
session  was  held  in  the  Edenton  Street  Church. 

In  opening,  the  hymn,  "Fling  Out  the  Banner,"  was  sung.  An 
anthem,  "Open  Mine  Eyes,"  was  beautifully  rendered  by  the  Edenton 
Street  choir. 

The  scripture  was  read  and  prayer  offered  by  the  Rev.  Robert 
Bradshaw,  of  Jenkins  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Barrett  Wilson  impressively  sang  "The  Lord  Is  My  Helper." 

Miss  Mabel  Howell  then  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Is  there  a  case  for 
foreign  missions?"  She  proved  that  foreign  missions  is  still  an  incom- 
pleted and  most  necessary  task  since  its  eternal  source  is  the  character 
of  God. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Stanbury  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  20,  1933 

The  Thursday  morning  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  opened  with  a  short  period  of  meditation, 
followed  by  a  most  inspiring  talk  by  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  continuing 
the  theme  of  "Following  Christ,"  and  stressing  particularly  "Lives 
that  lift,"  giving  many  helpful  suggestions  as  to  ways  in  which  the 
leaven  of  a  Christ-like  life  may  lift. 

Mrs.  L.  D.  Pender  sweetly  sang  "Let  Not  Your  Heart  Be 
Troubled." 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Mrs.  Bettie 
Bass  Moore,  of  Guilford  College,  who  spoking  loving  words  of  greet- 
ing to  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Gates  and  Miss  Herring  made  some  announcements. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

Mrs.  H.  L.  Pippin,  of  Fremont,  told  how  her  auxiliary  made  the 
standard  for  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations.  Miss  Herring 
told  of  other  fine  pieces  of  work  done  by  other  societies,  and  called 
on  Mrs.  Baum  to  tell  of  rural  work  being  done  in  Elizabeth  City 
district. 
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The  recommendations  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Christian 
Social  Relations  were  read  by  Miss  Herring  and  adopted  as  a  whole 
after  explanation  by  Miss  Herring  and  Miss  Howell,  who  discussed 
the  section  on  rural  work.  She  explained  how  great  committees  planned 
the  important  suggestions  given  to  auxiliaries.  The  motivation  behind 
these  suggestions  is  that  wherever  there  is  a  situation  in  which  a  person 
cannot  reach  the  greatest  personality  in  Christ  to  which  he  should  come, 
there  is  a  spot  for  missionary  work.  Miss  Howell  also  told  of  the 
prospective  investigations  to  be  made  in  the  next  two  years  by  the  de- 
partment of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  stressed  that  prohibition  to 
a  Christian  is  a  moral  and  not  a  political  question. 

Miss  Herring  read  a  resolution  against  lynching  and  had  it  passed 
for  signatures. 

The  hymn,  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  read  the  message  which  she  brought  to  the 
conference  from  the  Council  meeting.  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones,  the  only 
conference  district  secretary  who  attended  the  Council,  spoke  of  items 
especially  interesting  to  her  at  the  Council  meetings. 

Messages  and  telegrams  were  read  and  a  reply  to  one  from  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  session  at  the  same  time,  was 
ordered  sent. 

Miss  Ruth  Merritt,  missionary  to  Brazil,  was  introduced  to  the 
body. 

Announcements  were  made  by  Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton  and  Mrs. 
Wyatt. 

For  the  noontime  worship,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Hall  sang  a  beautiful  solo, 
"O  Love  Divine."  Miss  Howell  then  spoke  upon  the  theme,  "The 
challenge  to  Christian  living  at  its  best,"  pointing  out  that  all  non- 
Christians  are  looking  to  Christians  for  a  demonstration  of  this  highest 
type  of  religion.  She  said  that  missionary  women  should  live  as  high  a 
type  of  life  as  they  require  from  the  missionaries  whom  they  send  to 
the  field. 

The  session  was  closed  by  a  benediction  by  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Few. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  20,  1933 

The  singing  of  "Christ  for  the  World  We  Sing,"  opened  the 
Thursday  afternoon  session.  Then  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Parker  led  the  de- 
votional and  offered  prayer. 
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It  was  voted  to  send  a  telegram  to  Mrs.  Billy  Balthis,  with  sym- 
pathy, in  the  death  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Dixon,  who  was  for 
many  years  an  officer  in  our  conference  society. 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  read  the  report  of  the  Children's  Work,  in 
the  absence  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  superintendent  of  Children's  Work. 

The  awards  for  special  work  went  as  follows:  to  St.  Pauls,  Golds- 
boro,  for  the  greatest  amount  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer;  to 
Daniel's  Chapel,  for  the  greatest  amount  per  capita;  and  to  Kinston, 
for  the  best  baby  division. 

A  new  banner  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  Glenn  Barden,  from 
Africa,  was  displayed,  and  Mrs.  Wilson  announced  that  it  was  to  be 
awarded  to  the  primary  division  which  had  had  the  best  average  attend- 
ance for  the  year   1933. 

Baby  life  members  were  announced:  John  Francis  Few,  of  Raleigh, 
and  Lawrence  Edgerton  Barden,  of  Africa. 

Miss  Alice  Green,  from  China,  addressed  the  conference,  telling 
of  the  difficulties  and  joys  of  a  missionary  in  China.  She  assured  us 
that  the  sun  is  shining  through  the  clouds  in  China,  and  that  the 
nationalistic  government  in  Nanking  is  sympathetic  to  the  Christian  idea. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Extension  of 
Work  and  Finance  were  read  by  Mrs.  H.  B.  Armentrout,  of  Golds- 
boro.  Explanations  of  items  of  the  report  were  made  by  Mrs.  McKinne, 
Mrs.  Gates,  Miss  Howell,  and  Mrs.  Chadwick.  The  report  was  accepted 
as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Gates  brought  a  message  from  Miss  Bessie  Oliver,  in  Korea, 
telling  of  the  advance  in  work  at  Lucy  Cuninggim  School. 

Mrs.  Edwards,  senior  chairman  of  the  Young  Women's  Circles  of 
the  Mary  Hamrick  Society  of  Roxboro,  spoke  of  "what  the  young 
women's  circles  are  doing,"  and  presented  representatives  of  the  circles 
to  the  conference.  Mrs.  Kittrell,  of  Greenville,  told  of  how  the  work 
of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  Greenville,  has  been  co-ordinated.  Mrs. 
Mallison,  of  Rocky  Mount,  told  of  her  circle's  work. 

An  invitation  for  the  conference  next  year  was  received  from  the 
societies  of  Queen  Street  Church,  Kinston,  and  was  gladly  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Committee  was  read 
by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  chairman.  She  also  read  recommendations 
from  Council. 

Mrs.  Gurney  Hood,  of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Mrs. 
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Hibbs,  of  Grace  Church,  Wilmington,  told  of  prayer  groups  in  their 
churches.  The  report  was  adopted  by  a  standing  vote. 

A  telegram  of  love  and  greetings  was  read  from  two  North  Caro- 
lina daughters  at  Scarritt,  Mary  Nichols  and  Sarah  McCracken. 

The  Rev.  E.  C.  Few  dismissed  the  session  with  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  20,  1933 

The  Thursday  night  session  took  the  form  of  a  missionary  pageant, 
"Since  Yesterday,"  in  the  Hugh  Morson  School.  This  vividly  portrayed, 
in  several  scenes,  the  progress  of  missions  from  the  time  of  Melville 
B.  Cox,  once  the  pastor  of  what  is  now  Edenton  Street  Church, 
Raleigh,  and  the  first  Methodist  foreign  missionary  in  1832. 

Much  credit  should  be  given  to  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  and  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Read  for  directing  the  pageant  and  to  all  the  young  actors. 

Music  by  the  orchestra  of  Edenton  Street  Sunday  School  and  the 
Trinity  Jubilee  Singers  was  most  enjoyable. 

FRIDAY,  APRIL  21,  1933 

The  Friday  morning  session  opened  with  the  last  morning  worship 
meditation  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown.  After  Mrs. 
Milton  Howell  had  sung,  "Beside  Still  Waters,"  Mrs.  Brown  brought 
a  most  inspiring  message,  pointing  out  that  the  secret  behind  joyous 
service  and  the  effort  of  lifting  lives  is  that  a  follower  "abide  in 
Christ,"  in  love,  trust,  prayer  and  work. 

The  recording  secretary's  minutes  for  the  sessions  of  Tuesday 
night,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  were  read  and  approved. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  that  we  are  forced  to  accept  the  resignation 
of  two  district  secretaries,  Mrs.  Kendall  and  Mrs.  Clarke.  Mrs. 
Chadwick  nominated,  to  supply  these  vacancies,  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews 
for  the  New  Bern  district  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  of  Whiteville,  for 
the  Wilmington  district,  and  the  conference  voted  to  accept  these 
nominations. 

Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  read  her  report  as  superintendent  of 
Study. 

Mrs.  Everett  asked  Mrs.  Baum  to  tell  of  the  study  work  on  her 
four  point  circuit.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Russell  told  how  her  Carr  Church  study 
classes  became  standard  classes. 

Mrs.  Everett  then  presented  the  study  certificates  to  the   district 
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secretaries.  She  then  presented  the  jubilee  study  jewel  to  Mrs.  Baum, 
Eliabeth  City  district,  since  that  district  had  the  greatest  percentage 
of  auxiliaries  reporting  three  study  classes  for  the  year. 

Mrs.  Everett  then  read  the  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on 
Mission  and  Bible  Study,  and  spoke  on  several  points.  The  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

At  this  time  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  the  local  hostesses. 

Mrs.  Plyler  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  M.  Rhodes,  in  Florida, 
and  announced  that  orange  juice  from  oranges  sent  by  Mrs.  Rhodes 
would  be  served  at  the  noon  hour. 

It  was  voted  to  send  a  message  of  love  and  appreciation  to  Mrs. 
Rhodes. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Children's  Work  was 
read  by  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  after  explana- 
tion by  several  delegates. 

The  banner  for  the  best  all  round  baby  division  was  presented  to 
Mrs.  Webb,  of  Kinston,  and  recognition  was  given  to  Daniel's  Chapel 
and  to  St.  Pauls,  Goldsboro,  where  awards  are  due. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  a  few  words  of  tribute  for  the  work  of  the 
retiring  district  secretaries,  Mrs.  Clarke  and  Mrs.  Kendall.  Mrs.  Gates 
also  spoke  words  of  appreciation  for  other  workers  in  the  mission  field 
who  are  in  our  midst. 

The  alternates  to  Council  were  elected  as  follows:  for  president, 
Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  and  for  conference  secretary,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler. 

Miss  Lamb  made  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules, 
saying  that  there  were  no  changes  except  such  as  automatically  occur 
because  of  having  passed  a  third  reading.  She  recommended  that  the 
committee  be  allowed  to  check  the  rules  by  those  of  Council  and  make 
changes  if  necessary.  This  report  and  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Everett  made  a  verbal  report  for  the   Historical  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Miss 
Bessie  Harding,  and  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

A  charter  member  and  co-organizer  with  Frances  Burkhead  of  the 
Mary  Pescud  auxiliary,  Mrs.  Z.  B.  Judd,  now  of  Alabama,  was  intro- 
duced. 

Mrs.  George  T.  Hawkins  was  called  to  the  platform  and  con- 
ducted a  memorial  service  of  great  beauty.  As  a  fitting  conclusion,  Mrs. 
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Barrett  Wilson  sang  "And  God  Shall  Wipe  Away  All  Tears  from 
Their  Eyes." 

Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  and  Miss  Louise  Young  were  intro- 
duced and  spoke  a  few  words  of  appreciation  to  the  conference.  Miss 
McKinnon  gave  a  word  of  encouragement  about  the  good  work  being 
done  by  the  Southern  Methodist  middle  schools  for  girls  in  China. 

Miss  Louise  Young,  of  Scarritt  College,  spoke  briefly  of  Paine 
College  and  its  place  in  our  work. 

The  minutes  of  the  Friday  morning  session  were  read  and  accepted. 

Miss  Howell,  for  her  last  noontime  message,  presented  the  thought 
of  "The  challenge  to  become  interpreters,"  and  stressed  the  need  for 
the  ambassadors  of  God  to  get  and  keep  a  great  vision  of  His  truth 
and  kingdom. 

The  twenty-first  session  of  this  conference  was  closed  by  prayer  by 
Miss  Howell.

RALEIGH,  OCTOBER  25,   1932 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  met  in  Raleigh,  Tuesday,  October  25th,  1932,  with 
sessions  that  lasted  through  the  day  and  evening.  Almost  all  of  the 
officers  and  superintendents,  as  well  as  six  of  the  district  secretaries, 
were  present. 

Although  Mrs.  McKinne,  the  treasurer,  reported  that  as  yet  only 
a  little  more  than  half  of  the  conference  pledge  to  Council  had  been 
paid,  the  tone  of  the  meeting  was  one  of  optimism  and  of  encourage- 
ment because  of  the  splendid  work  being  done.  Ideas  for  promotion  of 
the  work  were  exchanged  by  officers  and  secretaries,  and  details  of 
proposed  plans  discussed.  Considerable  time  was  taken  up  with  con- 
sideration of  the  annual  meeting  which  will  be  held  next  April  in 
Raleigh. 

Altogether,  these  officials  were  heartened  and  inspired  in  their 
leadership  of  the  women  of  the  conference,  as  they  near  the  close  of 
the  year's  work.

,      ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

THE  COX  CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 

While  all  the  world  may  claim  Melville  B.  Cox  as  one  of  its  great  apostolic 
sons,  it  is  peculiarly  fitting-  that  in  Edenton  St.  Church,  on  the  opening  day  of 
our  conference  session,  we  should  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  him,  who  one  hundred 
years  ago  last  November  resigned  his  pastorate  here  and  sailed  for  Liberia,  as 
the  first  Methodist  Episcopal  missionary  of  America. 

To  him  difficulties  were  a  challenge,  sacrifice  an  inspiration,  and  death  an 
incident.  "He  set  himself  unremittingly  to  'follow  the  gleam'  of  life's  vision 
splendid,  and  lost  himself  in  its  expanding  glory." 

Although  he  lived  to  serve  only  four  short  months,  after  his  arrival  on  the 
mission  field,  yet  it  was  by  his  dauntless  example  that  Methodism  flamed  into  a 
fiery  passion  for  the  redemption,  not  only  of  a  race,  but  of  all  the  races  of  the 
wide,  wide  world.  Not  the  least  among  the  high  meanings  of  the  Cox  Centennial 
Celebration,  which  has  been  an  event  of  widest  religious  significance,  is  the  fact, 
to  which  Bishop  Clair  has  called  the  attention  of  America,  namely:  that  "It  is 
not  the  number  of  days  we  work,  but  the  motive  back  of  what  we  do  that  gives 
significance  and  importance  to  the  doing." 

EXAMINATION  TIME 

That  the  world  is  passing  through  a  period  of  almost  unparalleled  difficulties 
no  one  doubts.  Individuals  and  nations  are  being  put  to  the  test.  Old  standards 
have  been  swept  away.  Old  religions  have  broken  down.  Every  phase  of  our 
civilization  is  being  held  up  for  scrutiny  and  questioning.  Has  Christianity  a 
message  for  such  an  hour?  Where  shall  a  guarantee  against  disaster  be  found? 
Oriental  leaders  are  saying:  "If  Christianity  has  an  answer  to  the  uncertainty 
of  the  present  day,  we  are  ready  for  it."  Surely  this  challenge,  which  the  church 
faces,  is  one  of  the  most  momentous  since  the  days  of  the  early  Christians. 

Do  we  believe  that  Christianity  does  have  an  answer?  Do  we  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  can  save?  What  we  believe  will  affect  what  we  do.  Our  convictions 
measure  our  moral  stamina  for  the  conflict. 

The  early  Christians  believed  in  the  efficacy  of  Christianity  to  meet  world 
needs.  Because  they  believed  that  they  were  set  to  "proclaim  a  gospel"  that 
brought  "redemption  and  release,"  they  dared  to  take  risks  and  live  dangerously. 
They  lacked  everything  that  we  count  necessary  for  success — culture,  social  posi- 
tion, eloquence,  prestige,  splendid  temples,  impressive  rites  and  ceremonies — 
and  yet  they  "turned  the  world  upside  down"  and  witnessed  such  a  spread  of 
Christianity  as  has  never  been  repeated  in  any  generation. 

If  the  church  is  to  come  into  its  own  in  this  world  of  ours,  this  world  that 
needs  Christ  so  sorely,  we  must  begin    where  the   early   Christians  began,   with 
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Jesus  Christ's  own  creed,  the  second  article  of  which  was,  "I  believe  in  men," 
as  the  first  was,  "I  believe  in  God." 

This  is  the  time  when  each  individual  Christian  must  face  the  issues  of  our 
day,  so  tersely  put  in  the  lines  of  Charles  Sumner  Hoyt: 

"Is  this  the  time  to  halt,  when  all  around 
Horizons  lift,  new  destinies  confront, 
Stern  duties  wait  our  church,  never  wont 
To  play  the  laggard,  when  God's  will  was  found? 
No!   Rather,  strengthen  stake  and  lengthen  cords, 
Enlarge  thy  plans  and  gifts,  O  thou  elect, 
And  to  thy  kingdom  come  for  such  a  time!" 

Probably  at  no  time  has  the  Christian  enterprise  been  given  a  more  careful 
study  than  at  the  present.  Its  motive,  its  message,  its  ministry  to  others  and  its 
methods  of  operation  and  administration  are  undergoing  a  most  careful  exami- 
nation. 

Various  denominational  and  interdenominational  groups  have  faced  seriously 
and  fearlessly  the  present  day  trends  and  are  unanimous  in  the  conclusion  that 
the  "missionary  nerve"  is  not  cut.  They  agree  that  the  enterprise  must  go  forward 
on  an  enlarged  scale  and  that  the  future  holds  promise  of  splendid  achievement. 

TURN  DEPRESSION  INTO  EXALTATION 

Not  doubt  and  fear,  but  faith  and  venture  must  be  the  motto  of  the  church, 
as  we  face  the  mountainous  difficulties  and  challenging  opportunities  of  our 
generation.  Let  our  women  of  North  Carolina  say,  with  Paul : 

"We  are  hard  pressed,  yet  never  in  absolute  distress;  perplexed,  yet  never 
utterly  baffled;  pursued,  yet  never  left  unsuccored;  struck  to  the  ground,  yet 
never  slain;  always,  wherever  we  go,  carrying  with  us  in  our  bodies  the  putting 
to  death  of  Jesus,  so  that  in  our  bodies  it  may  also  be  clearly  shown  that  Jesus 
lives."  II  Cor.  4:8-10. 

Jesus  turned  the  depression  of  Gethsemane  into  the  exaltation  of  Easter,  by 
facing  it,  and  only  so  may  we  turn  the  depression,  which  has  gripped  us,  by 
facing  it. 

Churches  must  study  together  community  needs  and  perfect  plans  whereby 
their  combined  force  may  be  expressed  for  righteousness,  justice,  sobriety  and 
good  will. 

The  vast  numbers  of  unemployed  constitute  a  challenge.  The  churches  of  our 
towns  and  cities  have  never  had  a  more  serious  problem  to  face,  nor  a  more 
sacred  duty  to  perform,  than  to  minister  to  these  disappointed,  broken-hearted 
men,  women  and  children,  who  find  themselves  dependent  when  they  most  desire 
independence.  While  food  and  clothing  are  important,  our  most  vital  concern 
must  be  the  saving  of  the  children  from  being  handicapped  for  life  by  the 
consequences  of  the  breakdown  of  our  economic  system.  We  must  make  it  possible 
for  them  to  grow  into   industrious,  self-supporting  citizens. 

The  return  of  many  families  to  the  farms  challenges  the  country  churches 
to  careful  planning  and  wise  study.  It  calls  for  Christian  leaders  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  health,  the  recreation,  the  cultural  programs  for  community  better- 
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ment,  and,  above  all,  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  the  people.  It  calls  for 
united  effort  on  the  part  of  the  community,  the  civic  and  welfare  agencies,  the 
schools  and  the  churches,  all  working-  together  to  make  life  full  and  rich. 

Just  at  this  time,  when  "the  doors  of  opportunity  are  not  only  wide  open 
but  off  their  hinges,"  churches  are  finding  it  necessary  to  curtail  expenses.  Com- 
munity centers  are  compelled  to  dismiss  employed  workers.  How,  then,  shall  the 
church  meet  this  emergency?  How  shall  it  find  ways  for  enlarging  its  program 
to  meet  these  urgent  needs?  We  are  convinced  that  a  larger  number  of  volunteer 
workers  must  be  enlisted.  More  people  must  be  ready  to  exchange  lives  of  ease 
and  pleasure  for  sacrificial  service  in  a  great  cause  for  God  and  humanity. 
If  "God  so  loved — that  He  gave,"  then  we,  too,  must  so  love  that  we  will  give 
— our  time,  our  personality  and  our  love — that  the  Christian  enterprise  may  move 
forward  with  greater  zeal  and  effectiveness. 

Recently  much  criticism  has  been  heard  of  those  people  who  selfishly  hoarded 
gold  and  thereby  threw  the  world  into  a  serious  financial  panic.  Bad  as  this  is, 
it  is  not  to  be  compared  with  the  responsibility  for  the  world-wide  moral  sag, 
which  is,  without  a  doubt,  largely  due  to  men  and  women  who  have  selfishly 
"hoarded  the  gold  of  personality."  Never  has  it  been  so  difficult,  as  now,  to  enlist 
leadership  in  Christian  or  social  and  welfare  activities.  Our  men  and  women 
are  busy  about  trivial  and  minor  matters,  while  great  issues  go  begging  for 
leadership.  It  is  seemingly  as  true  today  as  it  was  the  night  that  the  Saviour 
was  born  that  there  is  "no  room  for  Him  in  the  inn."  As  some  one  has  wisely 
said :  "We  are  loyal  to  our  loyalties,  but  we  have  chosen  such  little  things  to 
which  to  be  loyal." 

A  DOUBLE  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  fact  that  there  is  a  waning  of  missionary  interest  and  vision  in  many 
churches,  due  to  heavy  church  debts  and  restricted  funds,  makes  it  doubly  im- 
perative that  the  members  of  our  missionary  societies  give  loyal  support  and 
hearty  co-operation  to  the  pastor  in  his  effort  to  lead  the  congregation  to  main- 
tain the  entire  program  of  the  church  and  to  increase  the  missionary-mindedness 
of  the  membership  as  a  whole.  As  individual  members  we  should  feel  the  same 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  benevolent  causes  of  the  church 
that  we  feel  for  the  collection  of  our  missionary  society  funds.  As  an  organiza- 
tion, however,  we  must  not  subscribe  to  nor  take  the  responsibility  for  funds 
that  should  be  assumed  by  the  whole  congregation,  for  by  so  doing  we  hinder 
the  growth  of  missionary-mindedness  among  the  entire  membership. 

We  are  responsible  for  the  support  and  promotion  of  the  work  which  has 
been  delegated  by  the  General  Conference  to  the  section  of  woman's  work,  and 
there  is  no  other  provision  for  its  maintenance  and  cultivation.  We  must  safe- 
guard the  funds  raised  for  this  purpose  and  support  our  missionaries  and  insti- 
tutions or  forfeit  the  right  to  be  a  missionary  society,  call  home  our  workers 
and  close  our  hospitals,  schools  and  evangelistic  centers. 

Let  us  keep  clearly  in  mind  the  difference  between  the  financial  obligation 
of  the  missionary  society  and  that  of  the  entire  congregation.  And  let  us  definitely 
set  as  our  goal  for  1933:  Every  church  in  North  Carolina  Conference  a  mission- 
ary church  and  every  member  a  member  with  a   world  vision.   I  am  convinced 
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that  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Society  must  carry 
the  spirit  of  fellowship  not  only  into  our  auxiliaries,  but  into  the  whole  church, 
so  that  we  may  move  forward  in  kingdom  building  as  a  unit.  It  is  the  "we" 
spirit  in  every  aspect  of  life  that  ennobles  and  renders  the  bitterest  and  most 
difficult  experiences  not  only  endurable,  but  also  fruitfully  rewarding. 

CITIZENSHIP 

In  this  day  of  many  challenges,  one  of  the  most  compelling  is  that  of  Christian 
citizenship.  It  is  necessary  for  a  citizen  to  vote,  but  that  is  not  sufficient.  It  Is 
time  to  do  some  independent  thinking.  It  is  easier  to  accept  blanket  statements 
of  the  press,  the  radio,  and  the  movies  than  it  is  to  investigate  facts,  but,  since 
it  is  no  secret  that  all  of  these  agencies  for  shaping  public  opinion  are  controlled 
by  the  "wets,"  it  is  time  for  the  women  of  America  to  know  that  prohibition  is 
not  a  failure  and  become  a  positive  force  in  reorganizing  public   opinion. 

Welfare  workers  report  that  liquor  is  no  longer  an  important  factor  in  child 
delinquency,  crime,  poverty,  insanity  and  immorality.  The  Salvation  Army 
reports  that  before  prohibition  they  used  to  haul  in  hundreds  of  drunks  every 
night,  while  now  they  find  scarcely  one  truck-load  of  such  cases  in  any  city  of 
our  country.  Before  the  days  of  prohibition  there  were  200  institutions  in  the 
United  States  for  the  cure  of  drunkenness,  while  now  there  are  only  2 1  such 
institutions. 

In  spite  of  the  repeated  accusation  that  our  young  people  are  drinking  more 
heavily  than  before  the  1 8th  amendment  went  into  effect,  high  school  principals 
and  college  presidents  persistently  say  that  this  is  false.  The  brewers  themselves 
recognize  this  fact  by  making  definite  plans  for  alluring  advertising  in  school  and 
college  magazines,  "in  order,"  they  say,  "to  educate  young  people  to  drink." 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  men  of  North  Carolina,  with  a  50,000  majority, 
voted  the  liquor  business  out  of  the  state  because  it  drank  up  the  family  income, 
killed  thrift,  brought  poverty,  shame,  tears  and  often  took  life  itself.  It  cost  the 
state  and  the  nation  more  to  care  for  its  victims  and  crimes  than  it  paid  in 
licenses  and  taxes.  The  liquor  business  always  has  been  lawless  and  it  always  will 
be,  in  spite  of  promises  to  the  contrary.  Let  the  women  of  North  Carolina  now 
rise  up  en  masse  and  keep  it  out  of  our  state  and  nation. 

We  must  protect  ourselves  and  our  children,  our  state  and  our  nation,  by 
knowing  and  facing  facts.  We  must  serve  notice  on  every  candidate,  whether 
city,  county,  state  or  national,  that  they  will  not  get  our  votes  unless  they  will 
safeguard  the  1 8th  amendment.  And  we  should  commend  and  encourage  those 
who  do  stand  true. 

In  the  words  of  Kathleen  Norris,  I  ask  the  women  of  North  Carolina  to 
use  the  strongest  weapon,  one  which  the  "wets"  never  use — "Prayer."  "For  this 
is  a  spiritual  thing — our  campaign." 

Will  each  one  of  you  pledge  with  me  to  pray  at  least  once  every  day  that 
the  God  of  our  nation  will  frustrate  the  plans  of  the  "wets"  to  repeal  the  1 8th 
amendment?  Will  you  also  pledge  with  me  to  vote  when  the  time  comes,  and  to 
vote  against  "repeal"?  And  may  God  help  us  to  dare  and  to  do. 
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"Move  to  the  fore, 
Men  whom  God  hath  made  fit  for  the  fray; 
Not  yours  to  shrink,  as  the  feeble  ones  may; 
Not  yours  to  parley  and  quibble  and  shirk! 
Ill  for  the  world  if  ye  do  not  God's  work. 
Move  to  the  fore. 

"Move  to  the  fore; 
Say  not  another  is  fitter  than  thou, 
Shame  to  the  manhood  that  sets  on  thy  brow! 
Own  thyself  equal  to  all  that  man  may, 
Cease  thine  evading;  God  needs  thee  today! 
Move  to  the  fore. 

"Move  to  the  fore. 
God  Himself  waits,  and  must  wait,  till  thou  come, 
Men  are  God's  prophets,  though  ages  lie  dumb, 
Halts  the  Christ-kingdom,  with  conquest  so  near? 
Thou  art  the  cause,  then,  thou  man  at  the  rear! 
Move  to  the  fore."

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

"The  critical  problem  for  the  missionary  enterprise  today  is  at  the  home 
base.  The  important  question  is,  'What  is  happening  here'?"  This  statement  was 
made  recently.  Why?  Because  doors  are  open  wide  in  the  mission  fields.  Some- 
one has  said,  "They  are  not  only  open,  they  are  off  their  hinges."  The  thing 
that  is  hindering  mission  work  today  is  the  indifference  of  the  church  here  at 
home.   No   lack   of  workers  is  apparent.    Numbers  of   trained  young  people  are 
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ready  and  eager  to  carry  on  the  work.  Are  we  going  to  send  them  out,  or  close 
our  hearts  to  the  missionary  appeal? 

With  this  question  ringing  in  our  hearts,  let  us  review  the  work  of  1932  in 
our  own  North  Carolina  Conference. 

We  started  off  the  year  1932  with  seven  districts  instead  of  nine.  In  spite 
of  heavier  work  and  enlarged  fields,  our  faithful  district  secretaries  took  up  the 
work  cheerfully  and  the  program  has  gone  forward  without  a  break.  The  loyalty 
and  love  of  our  women  fills  us  with  thankfulness. 

Three  new  district  secretaries  joined  our  ranks  and  with  regret  we  bade  fare- 
well to  five  who  had  done  splendid  work.  Two,  Mrs.  L.  T.  Townsend  and 
Miss  Bessie  Harding,  automatically  went  out  of  service  with  their  districts,  the 
old  Rockingham  and  Washington  districts.  The  other  three,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Whitehead  and  Miss  Helen  White,  resigned.  We  were  glad  to 
welcome  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum  to 
take  their  places.  Our  districts  all  had  splendid  meetings  in  May  and  June,  with 
a  good  attendance  and  much  enthusiasm  shown.  The  zone  meetings  also  were 
well  attended  and  now  that  our  districts  are  larger  and  the  work  growing  we 
find  the  zones  doing  a  very  helpful  work.  The  district  meetings  are  becoming 
more  inspirational  and  it  is  in  the  smaller  group  meetings  that  our  women  get 
the  practical  features  and  training  that  is  necessary  in  our  program  of  work. 

"Guest  Day"  was  observed  by  nearly  all  of  the  auxiliaries  and  proved  very 
popular.  While  we  did  not  have  the  influx  of  new  members  we  had  hoped  for, 
there  was  an  increase  and  our  own  members  were  strengthened  by  the  fellowship 
of  these  meetings. 

Our  Young  Women's  Circles  have  proven  a  great  blessing  and  have  given  us 
a  new  life  and  enthusiasm.  The  contest  to  "decrease  the  average  age  of  each 
auxiliary"  did  not  prove  as  popular  as  "guest  day,"  but  several  districts  and 
auxiliaries  entered  into  the  plan  heartily.  Of  these,  Stantonsburg  auxiliary,  of 
Rocky  Mount  district,  came  out  ahead. 

As  you  already  know,  our  conference  only  paid  85%  of  the  pledge  we  made 
to  Council.  This  was  a  disappointment  and  source  of  great  sorrow  to  us  all. 
Our  women,  many  of  them,  toiled  faithfully  and  did  their  best.  If  we  reach  our 
goal  this  year,  it  is  going  to  take  not  only  toil,  but  real  sacrifice.  Do  we  love 
enough  to  do  this?  Shall  we  not  take  as  our  motto,  "I  will  not  offer  unto  the 
Lord  that  which  cost  me  nothing"?  Our  week  of  prayer  offering  was  a  little 
over  $100.00  more  than  last  year,  and  53  people  were  made  life  members.  Our 
conference  "stepped  up"  from  ninth  place  to  sixth  in  the  Council  in  amount  of 
money  sent  in  last  year.  We  are  still  not  up  to  the  mark  made  in  1929,  though, 
when  we  were  fifth. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  word  about  my  "itineraries."  Last  sum- 
mer, a  week  was  spent  with  Mrs.  Baum  on  the  Elizabeth  City  district,  attending 
zone  and  "guest  meetings,"  and  in  October  and  November  several  trips  were  made 
with  Mrs.  Kendall,  visiting  auxiliaries  in  the  New  Bern  district.  In  August  I 
had  the  great  privilege  of  being  with  Mrs.  C.  M.  Earley  and  the  Gates  County 
Institute  in  the  celebration  of  their  25th  anniversary.  How  inspiring  it  was  to 
hear   the   history   of    that   organization   which    "pioneered"    in   zone   work   many 
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years  before  we  realized  its  importance.  To  see  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Gates 
County  and  the  ministers  and  their  wives,  who  had  labored  there  together  with 
the  splendid  missionary  women,  was  an  experience  that  will  linger  long  in  the 
memory.  There,  too,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  be  with  Mrs.  Lee  Britt,  president 
of  the  Virginia  Conference,  who  is  greatly  beloved  in  that  section  of  our  state. 

All  through  the  year  there  have  been  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings  attended 
and  our  women  are  showing  a  fine,  loyal  spirit.  May  this  year  of  193  3  be  the 
best  of  our  history  and  may  we  not  fail  our  Master  in  this  crucial  day  when 
so  much  depends  on  our  faithfulness!  May  there  be  no  slackening  of  purpose 
at  the  home  base,  but  may  we  be  true  to  our  trust!

COUNCIL  MESSAGE 


At  the  193  3  Council  meeting  it  was  proven  again  that  a  depression  cannot 
depress  missionary  women. 

In  spite  of  bank  moratoriums,  earthquakes,  fire  and  floods,  they  came  from 
all  over  our  beloved  Southland,  Middlewest  and  border  states,  with  happy  faces 
to  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  that  annual  meeting  which  means  so  much  to  women  of 
the  Southern  Methodist  Church — the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

"And  Are  We  Yet  Alive  and  See  Each  Other's  Face,"  was  announced  as  the 
first  hymn  and  as  these  words  used  at  so  many  Methodist  Conferences  of  our 
fathers  rolled  through  the  stately  auditorium  of  the  Fourth  Avenue  M.  E. 
Church  of  Louisville,  they  were  sung  by  a  joyous  band  of  women  who  had  come 
there  to  attend  to  the  King's  business. 
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All  but  two  or  three  conferences  were  represented,  it  was  found  after  the 
roll  call. 

Thanksgiving  was  the  theme  of  the  first  day  of  Council.  Beginning  with 
the  morning  devotional  hour,  led  by  Mrs.  Helen  Bourne,  and  on  through  the 
day  it  was  a  note  of  thankfulness  which  ran  through  reports  and  discussions. 
Thankfulness  for  the  spirit  of  our  women  which  would  not  be  dismayed;  for  a 
missionary  work  that  is  in  accord  with  the  will  of  God  and  organized  to  achieve 
His  purpose  in  the  world;  thanks  for  our  great  church,  for  its  past  and  the 
promise  of  the  future;  above  all  for  Jesus  Christ  and  for  the  privilege  of 
working  with   Him   to  promote  His  kingdom  in  the  world. 

The  first  day's  program,  besides  the  President's  Message,  included  reports  of 
the  departmental  secretaries  of  Education  and  Promotion,  of  the  Bureau  of  Co- 
operation and  Extension,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message, 
and  reports  of  Sessions  committees  and  recommendations  of  these  departments. 
It  was  designated  as  "Education  and  Promotion  Day." 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  president,  stated  in  her  message  that  the  period  in  which 
we  are  living  is  fraught  with  many  difficulties.  Out  of  this  testing-time,  there  are 
some  facts  which  may  be  set  down  with  a  degree  of  certainty.  One  of  these 
facts  is  that  great  material  prosperity  cannot  be  relied  upon  for  safety.  "Guaran- 
tees of  security  that  are  built  upon  the  material,  whether  of  nations  against 
nations,  or  of  individuals  against  the  crisis  of  general  disaster,  are  as  insecure 
as  the  house  that  is  built  upon  the  sand.  There  is  no  security  for  a  nation  that 
disregards  the  security  of  other  nations  or  for  an  individual  who  disregards  the 
security  of  his  neighbor.  Selfish  safety  is  a  delusion."  People  are  beginning  to 
realize  this  and  are  turning  elsewhere,  often  they  know  not  where,  for  some 
source  of  security  and  safety.  The  question  comes  with  potent  force,  "Has 
Christianity  a  message  for  an  hour  like  this?  If  not,  if  there  is  no  note  of 
assurance,  no  confident  faith,  then  as  Dr.  Rufus  Jones  has  said,  we  are  'spiritually 
bankrupt'." 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  the  church  faces  one  of  the  most  mo- 
mentous tasks  of  its  history.  But  all  through  the  ages  Christianity  has  been 
facing  "the  impossible"  and  overcoming,  in  Christ's  name.  It  can  be  done  again. 
"It  is  Christianity's  supreme  opportunity." 

The  church  must  meet  world  issues;  it  cannot  evade  them.  Dr.  McAfee  has 
said  that  like  other  great  world  enterprises  the  Christian  religion  as  it  grows 
greater  calls  for  more  and  more  searching  and  severe  examination.  "It  should 
be  self-examination;  if  that  does  not  come,  it  must  come  from  without."  The 
process  of  searching  has  been  going  on  both  from  within  and  from  without 
recently;  and  because  of  this  the  church  should  come  into  a  new,  richer  experi- 
ence. The  weaknesses  which  have  been  pointed  out  have  been  those  of  which  the 
church  was  keenly  aware  and  has  been  striving  to  overcome.  The  unanimous 
conclusion  that  the  missionary  enterprise  must  go  forward  on  an  enlarged  scale 
gives  promise  of  a  brigher  future. 

Mrs.  Perry  told  of  the  occasions  during  the  last  year  when  the  Christian 
enterprise  was  brought  under  review  with  the  purpose  of  discovering  and  re- 
affirming those  abiding  things  upon  which  it  rests  and  upon  which  the  world 
must  be  rebuilt. 
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In  the  little  town  of  Herrnhut,  where  two  hundred  years  before  the  modern 
missionary  movement  was  born,  the  International  Missionary  Council  met,  in  the 
very  "upper  room"  from  which  the  Moravian  Brethren  sent  out  their  first  mis- 
sionaries. This  council  set  it  down  as  their  profound  conviction  that  "the  en- 
couraging factors  and  trends  far  transcend  in  potency  and  promise  those  of  an 
unfavorable  character." 

The  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America  held  in  December,  in  Indianapolis,  gave  opportunity  for  a  review  of 
the  interests  and  activities  in  which  the  twenty-six  participating  denominations 
are  engaged.  This  great  body  of  church  leaders  stated:  "In  our  extremity,  arising 
out  of  harrowing  social  conditions  throughout  the  world  we  turn  anew  to 
Christ;  for  the  faith  of  a  great  endeavor,  for  an  overwhelming  disclosure  of 
God  in  the  life  of  humanity,  for  the  dedication  of  innumerable  individuals  to 
the  creation  of  a  more  Christian  social  order  and  for  the  assurance  that  what 
needs  to  be  done,  with  God's  help,  can  be  done." 

The  Home  Missions  Council  reaffirmed  its  conviction  that  the  Christian 
forces  of  North  America  must  clasp  hands  in  Christian  fellowship,  that  divided 
Protestantism  may  be  brought  into  "closer  unity  of  thought  as  well  as  into  wider 
harmony  of  action." 

It  is  generally  agreed,  Mrs.  Perry  stated,  that  co-operation  must  be  the  basis 
upon  which  a  large  proportion  of  the  foreign  missionary  work  shall  be  carried 
on  in  the  future. 

In  the  production  and  publication  of  Christian  literature,  in  our  educational 
work  and  in  other  phases  of  missionary  work,  there  are  abundant  opportunities 
for  denominations  to  work  together  and  thereby  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
service.  "Whether  it  be  in  our  schools  and  colleges,  at  the  social  center,  in  the 
hospital  ward,  in  the  countryside  village,  or  out  in  the  open  country,  helping 
men  to  a  higher  standard  of  living  through  personal  visitation  or  through 
evangelistic  services,  the  purpose  is  not  to  win  converts  for  a  denomination  but 
to  win  men  for  Christ." 

What  has  been  said  about  co-operation  in  foreign  missions  is  also  true  of 
home  missions.  Denominational  lines  are  not  so  sharply  drawn  now  as  in  the 
past.  Churches  are  making  plans  to  work  together  and  their  combined  forces 
will  make  them  much  stronger  and  more  effective. 

The  rural  church  has  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  service  on  account  of  the 
return  of  numbers  of  families  to  the  farm.  It  calls  for  Christian  leaders  who  are 
willing  to  give  time  and  thought  to  a  program  for  these  churches  and  com- 
munities. 

The  large  numbers  of  unemployed  persons  everywhere  now  present  another 
challenge  to  the  churches.  "The  churches  of  our  cities  have  never  had  a  more 
serious  problem  to  face  nor  a  more  important  duty  to  perform  than  to  minister 
to  discouraged,  broken-hearted  men  and  women  as  they  face  conditions  that 
baffle  and  perplex,"  said  Mrs.  Perry. 

The  need  of  the  church  today  is  an  enlarged  vision.  As  a  missionary  group 
in  the  church,  it  is  our  task  to  see  that  our  people  do  not  become  "locally-minded." 
With  heavy  church  debts  and  current  expenses  there  is  a  danger  of  a  waning  of 
interest    in    connectional    enterprises.    This    situation    reveals    the    fact    that    past 
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methods  of  missionary  education  and  promotion  are  not  sufficient.  It  is  causing 
greater  emphasis  to  be  placed  on  home  base  cultivation. 

The  missionary  society  should  and  does  stand  ready  to  help  our  pastors  and 
to  co-operate  with  other  organizations  in  the  church  "to  change  from  a  minority 
to  a  majority  the  membership  interested  in  and  sustaining  the  missionary  program 
of  the  church." 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy,  vice-president  of  the  Council,  said  in  her  report,  "The 
women  of  our  church  know  what  they  are  about."  She  said  that  she  had  found 
in  her  visits  to  conferences,  districts  and  zone  meetings  that  no  matter  how  small 
the  group,  the  women  are  using  the  plans  and  materials  sent  out  by  the  Council. 
The  names  of  secretaries  and  officers,  as  well  as  all  special  helps  in  the  way  of 
literature  are  by  no  means  strange  to  the  women  of  the  church. 

Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb,  secretary  of  Education  and  Promotion,  said  that  it 
occurred  to  her  while  she  was  making  out  her  report  that  from  year  to  year 
her  reports  were  very  much  alike.  Finally,  after  pondering  over  this  fact  for 
some  time,  she  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  never  much  change  in 
enduring,  permanent  things;  so  she  didn't  want  us  to  say,  "Mrs.  Lipscomb's 
reports  are  monotonous"  but  instead,  "They  are  steadfast,  enduring."  That  is  a 
thought  that  we  may  well  take  home  with  us.  When  we  feel,  as  we  do  sometimes, 
that  our  meetings,  our  plans,  our  reports  are  monotonous,  may  we  remember 
that  "there  is  nothing  monotonous  about  work  well  done." 

The  figures  for  the  year  1932  show  a  splendid  increase  in  auxiliaries  and 
membership  throughout  the  Council.  A  net  gain  of  286  auxiliaries  and  16,700 
members  was  noted.  Through  three  ways,  or  means,  this  increase  was  made : 

1.  The  enthusiasm  with  which  the  Guest  Day  plans  were  carried  out. 

2.  The  cultivation  of  the  young  women.  The  "average  age  contest"  was 
not  very  satisfactory,  but  as  far  as  it  was  carried  out,  was  most  illuminating. 
Thirty-one  conferences,  94  districts  and  1,2  32  auxiliaries  entered  the  contest 
and  from  the  figures,  it  was  found  that  the  average  age  for  this  cross-section 
of  the  church  was  43.4  years  at  the  time  the  contest  began.  (It  will  be  interest- 
ing to  find  out  how  much  it  was  "reduced".) 

3.  The  changed  membership  requirement.  There  has  been  some  adverse 
criticism  but  Mrs.  Lipscomb  is  convinced  that  when  we  have  made  the  re- 
adjustments that  the  times  demand,  we  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  cultivating 
an  increased  membership. 

During  the  past  year  9,236  adult  mission  study  classes  have  been  conducted 
with  a  membership  of  170,489  women,  with  North  Georgia,  North  Mississippi 
and  Virginia  leading. 

There  have  been  7,288  Bible  study  classes  with  a  membership  of  150,714. 
North  Georgia,  South  Georgia  and  Virginia  lead  in  number  of  classes.  There  is 
a  growing  interest  among  the  mission  study  superintendents  in  raising  the  standard 
of  the  classes  and  they  are  co-operating  loyally  in  all  conferences.  1,860  applica- 
tion blanks  for  Council  certificates  were  sent  in.  The  "special  event"  of  the 
third  quarter,  Coaching  Day  for  auxiliary  mission  study  leaders,  is  proving  very 
helpful. 

The   office   of  the   Children's  Division   of  the   Board  of   Missions  must  be  a 
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very  "exciting"  place,  to  hear  Miss  Constance  Rumbough,  our  secretary  of 
Children  of  the  Council.  There  is  a  "thrill"  in  Miss  Rumbough's  voice,  as  she 
talks  of  her  work  and  somehow  she  causes  one  to  feel  that  her  work  is  the  most 
interesting  in  all  the  world. 

"One  of  the  most  colorful  projects  of  the  year,"  she  said,  "proved  to  be 
the  sending  of  Christmas  gifts  to  the  children  of  Japan."  In  the  fall,  Miss 
Manie  Towson,  on  furlough,  had  written  a  letter  in  World  Friends  asking  the 
children  to  send  Christmas  presents  to  the  children  of  her  five  rural  Sunday 
schools  in  Japan.  She  promised  that  each  child  sending  a  gift  would  receive  a 
letter  in  return. 

Mrs.  Jessie  Daniel  Ames,  of  Atlanta,  spoke  on  the  prevention  of  lynching, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Citizenship  and  Law  Enforce- 
ment. Dr.  W.  G.  Cram  also  gave  a  report  on  "The  Committee  of  One  Thousand," 
setting  forth  the  plans  and  aims  of  a  National  Prohibition  Emergency  Conference 
of    1,000   members,  which  met  in  Washington,  March   7th. 

The  children  had  several  other  activities  at  that  time,  but  it  was  thought 
they  might  send  a  hundred  or  two  gifts,  anyhow.  Toward  the  first  of  December 
the  boxes  began  to  pour  in.  They  filled  the  office.  When  a  count  was  made,  in- 
stead of  one  or  two  hundred,  there  were  more  than  two  thousand  gifts. 

Miss  Rumbough  was  a  little  uneasy  about  the  duty  that  might  be  charged 
and  somewhat  dubious  about  two  thousand  children  receiving  letters,  but  they 
were  sent  off.  Word  has  come  from  Miss  Sallie  Carroll,  who  received  the  boxes, 
that  great  excitement  prevailed  in  the  Japanese  customs  house  when  it  was  found 
that  the  thirty  big  boxes,  which  arrived  December  twenty-fourth,  contained 
good  will  Christmas  gifts  from  the  United  States  and  without  a  cent  of  duty, 
the  officials  gave  them  entrance. 

As  there  were  more  than  enough  gifts  for  the  five  rural  Sunday  schools,  it 
was  decided  to  pass  some  on  to  children  in  the  public  schools.  Japanese  educa- 
tional officials  became  interested  and  offered  to  have  children  in  their  govern- 
ment schools  write  the  letters,  stating  that  they  would  pay  the  postage  for  those 
who  could  not  do  it  themselves. 

One  of  the  boxes  included  forty  presents  from  Creek  Indian  children.  Of 
all  those  who  sent  gifts,  none  are  waiting  more  eagerly  than  these  Indian  girls 
and  boys  in  Oklahoma  for  letters  from  the  "Japaneses"  children.  Truly,  world 
friendship  is  the  guiding  principle  in  all  work  with  the  children,  as  Miss  Rum- 
bough said  last  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  99,876  members  were  reported  in  the  Children's 
societies  and  $25,844.97  was  raised  in   1932. 

Miss  Haskin,  in  her  report  on  literature,  stated  that  there  was  general  approval 
over  the  change  in  the  name  of  the  World  Outlook.  The  opinion  seems  to  be  that 
the  name  exactly  expresses  the  achievements  of  the  magazine.  In  spite  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  approval  that  its  readers  show,  however,  its  financial  situation  is 
giving  much  concern.  The  number  of  subscribers  on  January  first  for  the  past 
three  years  is  as  follows:  January  1,  1931,  66,798;  January  1,  1932,  44,231; 
January  1,  1933,  36,597.  It  is  believed  that  the  decrease  in  subscriptions  is  caused 
by  the  scarcity  of  money.  If  the  World  Outlook  is  to  continue  serving  our  mis- 
sionary  program   by   keeping  before   our   readers   up-to-date   and   vital    material 
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presented  in  an  attractive  manner,  the  subscription  list  must  be  retrieved.  This 
task  depends  largely  on  ■  our  women. 

"It  is  said  that  selection  and  training-  of  missionaries  is  the  most  critical  point 
of  the  missionary  enterprise  today,"  said  Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele,  Candidate  sec- 
retary, in  her  report.  The  demand  today  is  for  well-trained  missionaries,  for 
front-line  men  and  women  for  each  of  the  mission  fields. 

In  the  light  of  changing  field  conditions,  especially  in  the  transfer  of  respon- 
sibility from  missionaries  to  nationals,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  first  term 
of  service  shall  be  tentative.  We  are  living  in  a  world  that  is  changing  rapidly 
and  as  our  work  is  now  organized,  it  is  not  practical  to  promise  or  even  to 
assure  a  missionary  work  on  the  basis  of  life-service.  If  after  the  first  term,  a 
period  of  five  years,  the  worker  wishes  to  go  to  the  field  for  the  second  term 
and  there  is  an  opportunity  for  service,  this  may  be  done. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  problems  differ  from  year  to  year.  Just  recently 
the  greatest  problem  was  with  youth  and  immaturity.  This  year  there  has  been 
no  trouble  with  that  phase  of  the  work.  The  emphasis  that  has  been  put  upon 
experience  and  maturity  has  resulted  in  applications  from  young  people  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-five  and  thirty. 

The  acute  problem  in  the  office  at  present  is  financial.  Girls  who  volunteered 
several  years  ago,  who  have  finished  college,  probably  with  a  debt  and  have 
had  several  years'  teaching  experience,  are  ready  to  enter  Scarritt  College  for 
specialized  training,  but  have  no  money  for  personal  expenses  nor  for  travel. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  teachers  are  not  being  paid.  They  might  get  a 
scholarship  at  Scarritt,  but  that  would  only  cover  necessary  school  expenses  and 
would  not  help  meet  their  personal  needs.  Some  solution  to  this  problem,  a  very 
vital  one  in  the  lives  of  our  young  volunteers,  must  be  worked  out. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  in  foreign  fields  for  teachers  of  English,  music 
teachers,  kindergartners  and  nurses.  After  visiting  several  hospitals,  Mrs.  Steele 
secured  the  number  of  nurses  needed.  Some  will  be  ready  to  go  out  in  two  years, 
others  in  a  longer  time.  In  regard  to  the  music  teachers,  she  says,  "We  hope  to 
be  able  to  send  out  two  this  year." 

Nineteen  candidates  were  accepted  by  the  Candidates'  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  were  consecrated  at  this  Council.  Of  this  number,  twelve  were 
commissioned  deaconesses  and  five  for  foreign  missionary  work.  Of  the  last- 
named,  two  are  to  go  to  Brazil  and  one  each  to  China,  Korea  and  Mexico. 

In  the  afternoon  of  that  first  day  of  Council,  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  gave  her  report.  As  the  story 
unfolded,  of  spiritual  life  retreats,  of  rooms  set  apart  as  "prayer  rooms,"  of 
definite  prayer  for  the  unemployed,  of  a  greater  reverence  in  the  church  services, 
our  hearts  were  filled  with  joy  that  such  a  movement  as  the  spiritual  life  groups 
sponsor  is  being  developed  in  our  church.  One  group  met  at  sunrise  to  pray  for 
the  success  of  the  week  of  prayer.  In  one  conference,  it  was  reported,  retreats 
were  held  in  the  fourth  quarter  in  each  zone. 

Following  Miss  Davies'  report  there  was  an  informal  discussion  in  which 
were  considered  these  questions:  "What  are  the  objectives  of  the  spiritual  life 
groups?"  "Are  these  objectives  realized?"  and   "How  may  they  be  promoted?" 

On  Thursday  night  a  program  was  given  on  foreign  missions,  conducted  by 
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Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  our  Foreign  secretary,  and  a  number  of  missionaries 
from  the  different  fields.  This  took  the  form  of  a  "round  table  discussion,"  with 
the  privilege  of  questions  from  the  audience  and  proved  very  instructive  and 
entertaining.  Miss  Alice  Green  and  Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  our  own  North 
Carolina  missionaries  who  are  at  home  on  furlough,  took  part  on  this  program. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  figures  at  the  Council  session  was  Miss  Kwe  Yuin 
Kiang,  principal  of  Laura  Haygood  School,  Soochow,  China.  A  bright,  alert 
little  person,  she  possesses  a  charming  personality.  Speaking  for  her  people,  she 
said,  "We  feel  that  missionaries  are  needed  more  than  ever.  We  need  them  to 
share  with  us  their  rich  experiences  and  specialized  training,  and  to  learn  from 
them  the  Christ  way  of  living,  which  young  people  are  eager  to  learn  during 
this  difficult  time.  I  could  not  have  gone  through  the  past  year  if  missionaries 
had  not  been  there  to  encourage  and  strengthen  me."  Miss  Kiang  is  now  studying 
at  Columbia  University,  before  going  back  to  China  to  take  up  her  educational 
work. 

Miss  McKinnon,  in  her  report,  said,  "The  past  year  has  been  one  of  un- 
certainty and  of  difficulty  in  foreign  missions;  a  year  when  wars  and  rumors 
of  wars  or  changes  in  government  have  affected  life  in  almost  every  country  in 
which  the  Council  has  missionaries  at  work."  Having  spent  twelve  years  as  a 
missionary  in  China,  Miss  McKinnon  is  familiar  with  the  situation  in  the  Orient, 
so  has  given  a  good  deal  of  her  time  this  first  year  in  a  study  of  the  Latin- 
American  countries.  She  has  made  two  visits  to  Mexico  and  one  to  Cuba.  She 
thinks  the  immediate  need  in  Mexico  is  the  development  of  a  strong,  spiritual 
church,  with  trained  leaders.  She  mentioned  each  field  and  its  special  need  and 
problems  and  closed  with  these  words,  "Last  year  ten  young  women  were  sent 
to  the  fields.  It  would  be  difficult  to  tell  how  much  the  arrival  of  these  new 
workers  encouraged  and  heartened  the  Christian  forces  in  the  churches  to  which 
they  went.  This  year  five  women  are  ready  for  consecration  for  foreign  service 
by  the  Council  and  will  plan  to  go  to  their  fields  in  the  late  summer.  Nearly  twice 
this  number  will,  for  various  reasons,  retire  from  the  work  this  year.  We  are 
not  holding  our  own  in  the  number  of  missionaries.  It  is  encouraging  to  know 
that  national  Christians  in  many  places  are  accepting  leadership  and  are  working 
in  finest  co-operation  with  the  missionaries.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  great  need  for 
more  missionaries  and  for  more  national  Christians.  To  bear  our  part  in  meeting 
the  need  demands  of  us  a  fellowship  with  God  so  real  that  we  shall  be  endued 
with  the  courage,  power  and  love  to  give  our  best." 

The  second  day  of  Council  was  "Christian  Social  Relations  Day"  and  the 
report  of  the  bureau  was  given  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Newell,  superintendent,  and  then 
the  reports  of  the  commissions  and  committees  working  under  the  bureau  were 
heard. 

During  the  Inter-racial  hour,  Dr.  Channing  H.  Tobias,  national  secretary  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  a  graduate  of  Paine  College,  spoke  on  "Fifty  Years  of 
Co-operative  Effort."  He  said  Paine  College  was  not  a  place  where  white  people 
are  handing  down  something  to  people  of  an  inferior  race,  but  a  place  where 
sons  and  daughters  of  God  of  one  color  are  studying  with  sons  and  daughters 
of  God  of  another  color.  He  said,  also,  that  he  thought  the  reason  negro  spirituals

were  loved  the  world  over  was  because  although  they  were  sung  by  a  people  in 
slavery,  they  breathed  no  note  of  hate,  but  rather  the  spirit  of  the  Master. 

The  Committee  on  International  Relations  and  World  Peace  had  as  its 
principal  speaker  Mr.  Paul  Harris,  the  Southern  secretary  of  the  Council  for 
Prevention  of  War.  Mr.  Harris  was  a  very  interesting  speaker.  His  subject  was, 
"Where  Are  We  Now  in  World  Peace?" 

Miss  Lucy  Mason,  executive  secretary  of  the  National  Consumer's  League, 
spoke  on  "Dangers  in  Our  Economic  System,"  for  the  Commission  on  Industrial 
Relations. 

The  Commission  on  Rural  Development,  Miss  Howell,  chairman,  had  as  its 
subject,  "The  New  Rural  Emphasis."  Two  rural  projects  were  set  forth,  "In 
Korea,"  by  Miss  Margaret  Billing-sly,  a  missionary,  and  "In  Caledonia,  Texas," 
by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Quinn.  Then  there  was  a  discussion,  "The  Best  Things  Done  by 
Auxiliaries  to  Aid  in   Rural  Development." 

The  women  of  Southern  Methodism  are  in  a  "big  business."  When  we  con- 
sider the  great  program  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Council  we  realize  that 
indeed  it  is  "the  broad  field  of  seeking  to  Christianize  all  human  relationships," 
as  Mrs.  Newell  has  said. 

On  Friday  night  "Home  Fields"  was  the  subject  of  the  program,  with  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Downs,  Home  secretary,  in  charge  and  several  deaconesses  as  speakers. 

More  than  twenty  distinctive  types  of  work  and  sixty-nine  institutions  are 
fostered  by  the  Council's  home  department,  we  found  from  Mrs.  Downs'  report. 
There  are  on  our  active  list  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  deaconesses  and  thirty- 
five  employed  workers.  This  does  not  include  the  teachers  in  our  schools  who 
are  employed. 

"There  has  been  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  we  are  able 
to  go  on  with  our  work,  not  having  had  to  close  institutions  or  to  release  workers 
on  account  of  the  financial  strain  through  which  we  have  been  passing.  By  way 
of  expressing  appreciation  for  this,  almost  every  group  of  deaconesses  have 
voluntarily  contributed   of  their  salaries  to  the   work." 

Deaconess  Mary  Ora  Durham,  of  Scarritt  College,  Miss  Carmen  Blessing,  of 
Holding  Institute,  Deaconess  Daisy  Ritter,  of  Brevard,  and  Deaconess  Ethel 
Jackson,  of  San  Francisco,  spoke  on  "Co-operation,"  "Seeing  Further  into  Ser- 
vice," "Not  an  Organization  but  a  Kingdom,"  and  "Going  Deeper." 

Saturday  morning  was  taken  up  with  the  report  on  Scarritt  College,  by  Dr. 
J.  L.  Cuninggim,  president,  and  reports  of  two  committees,  Status  of  Women  and 
Commission  on  Unoccupied  Mission  Areas.  A  demonstration,  "As  We  Were,"  in 
the  form  of  a  playlet,  was  a  very  attractive  presentation  of  the  Status  of  Women. 

In  the  afternoon  the  pledge  service  was  the  order  of  the  day.  In  her  report, 
given  the  first  day,  Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  treasurer,  told  us  that  we  were  no 
longer  in  the  million  dollar  class.  During  the  past  depression  year  we  only  paid 
eighty-five  percent  of  our  pledge.  Income  from  the  conferences  was  $831,000, 
which,  with  gifts,  bequests,  and  funds  from  other  sources,  brought  the  total  for 
the  year  to  $959,000,  or  85%  of  the  amount  pledged.  While  that  was  a  good 
record,  Mrs.  Fulton  said,  under  the  circumstances,  the  fifteen  per  cent  decrease 
represented  a  shortage  of  $150,000.  Failure  to  get  this  amount  necessitated 
drastic  cuts  in  all  lines  of  work. 
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Five  conferences  paid  their  pledges  in  full,  namely:  the  Florida,  Holston, 
Memphis,  Missouri  and  St.  Louis. 

When  the  time  came  for  the  pledge  service,  Mrs.  Fulton  went  to  the  platform 
and  made  a  few  remarks  and  as  Mrs.  Turpin  says  in  the  Council  Bulletin, 
"What  started  out  to  be  a  money-taking  proposition  changed  its  mind  and  turned 
into  a  prayer  meeting;  and  the  prayer  meeting  became  a  Pentecost."  Somehow 
the  tremble  in  Mrs.  Fulton's  voice,  the  heartbreak  in  her  eyes,  opened  the  flood- 
gates for  the  women  and  one  by  one  they  began  to  talk.  They  said  they  would 
like  to  take  the  message  back  to  their  conferences — to  tell  something,  if  they 
could,  of  the  vision  that  had  come  to  them  while  they  sat  together  planning  the 
work  of  the  King.  Bishop  Lambuth  once  said,  "The  impossible  must  be  under- 
taken if  we  would  take  the  world  for  Christ."  Southern  Methodist  missionary 
women  have  "undertaken  the  impossible"  before  and  have  overcome  through 
faith.  It  can  be  done  again.  One  Chinese  woman  said,  when  told  of  the  depression 
in  America,  "Oh,  yes,  I  understand.  It  means  that  every  dollar  that  comes  to  us 
this  year  will  be  freighted  with  love."  Many  of  us  are  joining  Mrs.  Fulton  in 
her  early  morning  prayer  that  we  may  not  fall  down  this  year  through  lack  of 
faith  and  sacrifice. 

There  were  two  representatives  from  missionary  societies  in  the  foreign 
field  at  the  193  3  Council,  Miss  Mary  Culler  White,  from  China,  and  Miss  Julia 
Reid,  from  Cuba.  Both  are  missionaries  home  on  furlough,  but  what  inspiring 
stories  they  told  of  our  sisters  in  those  two  countries;  Miss  White  wore  Chinese 
costumes  all  during  the  session  and  a  more  alert,  active  woman  I  have  never  seen. 
With  her  snowy  white  hair  and  sparkling  eyes,  she  was  an  inspiration  herself! 
There  are  now  128  auxiliaries  with  4,965  members  in  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  China  and  last  year  they  raised  $5,024.  The  China  Conference  has  a 
share  in  work  in  four  fields,  in  the  province  in  Yunnan  in  Southwest  China; 
in  Africa,  which  receives  two  or  three  hundred  dollars  in  Chinese  money 
annually;  in  Manchuria;  and  in  Poh  So  on  the  Yangtze  River. 

Miss  Julia  Reid  brought  a  message  of  love  and  of  information  from  Cuba 
and  pretty  little  Julia  Quirch,  a  Cuban  girl,  who  is  a  student  at  Scarritt,  told 
the  Council  in  Cuban-English  how  glad  she  was  to  be  there.  The  Cuban  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  has  thirty-one  auxiliaries,  with  a  membership  of  seven  hundred. 

One  of  the  most  inspiring  features  of  the  Council  was  the  presence  of  Bishop 
Paul  B.  Kern,  who  has  charge  of  all  Southern  Methodist  work  in  the  Orient. 
His  messages  at  noon  each  day  and  on  Sunday  were  earnest  and  deeply  spiritual. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "What  is  the  future  of  the  missionary  enterprise?" 
Bishop  says  the  future  is  full  of  hope.  It  is  one  of  the  livest  questions  in  the  world 
today,  he  said.  We  are  being  "inquired  into"  and  appraised  and  this  makes  him 
believe  that  there  is  a  keener  interest  in  missions  than  ever  before.  Neglect  and 
indifference  are  the  only  things  he  is  afraid  of.  "Missions,"  he  said,  "is  an  in- 
escapable part  of  the  whole  Christian  movement.  We  cannot  keep  a  Christ  whom 
we  will  not  share  with  the  world." 

Thus  we  women  came  away  from  Louisville  with  the  conviction  deep  in 
our  hearts  that  there  was  never  a  more  hopeful  day  for  missions  than  our 
present    time;    that   the    doors   are    wide    open   in    foreign    fields   and   people    are 
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hungry  for  the  Christian  message,  which  we  alone  can  give  them.  It  is  a  great 
challenge  to  our  great  cause!  Are  we  going  to  be  true  to  the  trust  which  He  has 
given  us?  Pray  God  that  we  shall.

The  Cumberland-Lee  zone  meeting,  at  Person  Street  Church,  Fayetteville, 
on  April  8th,  speaking  on  "Tools";  and  again  at  the  fall  meeting  on  September 
21st,  at  Sanford,  where  I  endeavored  to  lead  a  discussion  on  points  that  every 
missionary  worker  should  know.

The  Guest  Day  meeting,  at  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  on  May  30th. 

The  Lumberton  zone  meeting,  at  Fairmont,  on  October  19th,  where  we  had 
a  discussion  of  practical  questions  of  work  and  methods. 

The  Roberson-Hoke  zone  meeting,  at  Parker's  Chapel,  on  November  30th. 

These  occasions  were  of  great  interest  and  inspiration  to  me,  and  I  trust  of 
some  value  to  those  attending.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  work  of  this  department  is  steadily  developing  in  quality.  Many  of  the 
superintendents  have  done  work  this  year  of  a  very  high  order  and,  not  only 
have  a  great  number  of  children  been  trained  in  world  friendship,  but  the  leaders, 
I  believe,  have  been  greatly  benefited  and  blessed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  some  emphasis  was  put  on  concrete  gifts,  the 
results  of  which  have  been  rather  gratifying.  When  studying  the  negro,  the 
children  became  very  much  interested  in  this  subject  and  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter,  seventeen  boxes  were  sent  to  our  Bethlehem  House  at  Winston-Salem. 
Many  of  the  articles  contained  in  these  boxes  were  made  by  the  children  them- 
selves and  I  am  told  that  they  took  great  pleasure  in  doing  this.  When  the  Child 
in  Industry  was  studied,  several  boxes  were  sent  to  Brevard.  Our  foreign  field 
received  a  few  gifts  as  did  our  Indian  mission.  In  all,  thirty  boxes  were  sent. 
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We  have  five  exhibits  now  traveling  in  the  conference.  These  have  meant 
much  to  the  work,  making  the  places  studied  more  real  to  the  children.  Letters, 
too,  have  passed  between  our  children  and  those  of  other  countries.  These 
devices  are  helping-  wonderfully  in  the  work. 

Although  our  life  membership  roll  was  not  quite  as  full  as  was  last  year's, 
yet  we  are  not  ashamed  to  report  one  junior,  six  primaries,  and  thirty-one  babies, 
a  total  of  thirty-eight. 

We  gained  in  Boys'  and  Girls'  World  Clubs,  having  this  year  129,  eleven 
more  than  last  year.  However,  we  lost  a  few  divisions  in  World  Circles  and 
Baby  department. 

There  was  a  handicap  in  intensive  mission  study  this  year,  because  the  books 
were  not  off  the  press  in  time.  My  superintendents,  always  ready  to  meet  any 
emergency,  went  ahead  with  the  work,  using  whatever  books  obtainable,  and 
forty-eight  classes  with  635  members  were  reported  to  me. 

There  is  another  feature  of  which  I  am  proud  and  that  is  the  number  of 
credits  taken  bv  mv  superintendents  in  Standard  and  Cokesbury  schools.  Seventeen 
were  reported. 

The  Circulating  Library,  with  headquarters  at  Nashville,  has  made  its  con- 
tribution to  the  success  of  our  work,  a  number  of  leaders  having  taken  advantage 
of  these  helpful  books. 

Thirteen  Boys'  and  Girls'  World  Clubs  and  sixteen  World  Children's  Circles 
were  placed  on  the  honor  roll.  They  are  as  follows: 

Durham  District — Branson,  Burlington    (Primary),  Graham,  Oak  Grove. 

Elizabeth  City  District — Winfall. 

Fayetteville  District — Hay  Street  (Primary),  Laurinburg,  Rowland. 

New  Bern  District — Mount  Olive,  St.  Paul. 

Rocky  Mount  District — Elm  City,  Stantonsburg,  Swan  Quarter  (Primary) , 
Weldon. 

Wilmington   District — Grace,  Whiteville. 

The  Durham  District  excelled  in  amount  of  money  sent  to  the  treasurer, 
number  members  of  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs,  number  of  boxes  of  supplies,  and 
number  of  mission  study  classes. 

Elizabeth  City  District  excelled  in  number  of  divisions,  having  sixty-four. 

New  Bern  District  excelled  in  number  of  members  and  number  of  life  mem- 
bers. 

Rocky  Mount  District  excelled  in  number  of  credits  taken  in  Standard  or 
Cokesbury  schools  and  tied  with  Durham  for  number  on  the  honor  roll. 

The  banners  are  awarded  to  the  New  Bern  District  and  go  to  these  societies:

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

From  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  radiate  avenues  of  service  which  make 
highways  for  the  interested  woman  through  practically  any  field  of  usefulness 
she  may  desire  to  enter,  leading  to  the  ultimate  objective  common  to  all  altruistic 
occupations,  that  of  world  redemption.  Controlling  the  direction  each  takes, 
as  it  emerges,  is  intelligence,  knowledge,  wisdom,  and  all  along  the  way  there 
are  many  guiding  helps  placed,  providing  information,  training,  education,  with- 
out which  no  line  of  service  can  be  really  efficient  or  adequately  productive. 
Therefore,  the  Department  of  Education  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
directing  the  preparation  of  its  members  for  effective  service,  is  perhaps  its  most 
essential  department. 

The  dissemination  of  missionary  information  became  an  established  principle 
of  our  society,  being  considered  necessary  to  its  life  and  growth  by  its  leaders, 
from  the  time  of  its  organization.  And  each  year,  this  principle  is  receiving 
more  general  acknowledgment,  as  a  necessity,  by  the  membership  of  it.  As  an 
evidence  that  our  own  conference  women  so  regard  it,  is  the  fact  that  each  annual 
report  of  mission  and  Bible  study  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  groups 
studying  and  the  number  of  women  composing  them,  and  in  the  number  of 
different  auxiliaries  reporting  study.  Last  year,  1932,  while  there  was  a  decrease 
of  12  in  number  of  auxiliaries  in  our  conference,  there  was  an  increase  of  16 
different  auxiliaries  studying,  or  an  increase  of  9.35  +  %  in  number  of  different 
auxiliaries  studying  against  a  decrease  of  3.66  +  %  in  number  of  auxiliaries  in 
the  conference  society.  There  was  an  increase  of  24  classes  altogether,  or  4.89  +  % 
increase  in  total  number  of  mission  and  Bible  study  classes.  These  increases  are 
not  spectacular,  it  is  true,  but  being  gradual  and  substantial  are  more  likely  to 
continue,  as  they  have  been  doing  each  year  for  some  time.  I  have  observed 
that  the  increases  of  nature  in  growth  and  development  for  permanence  under 
God's  direction,  are  never  spectacular,  but  are  gradual,  and  often  very  small, 
and,  except  for  outside  interference,  continuous  and  abiding.  Therefore,  I  am 
satisfied  with  our  increases  for  this  year,  but  not  that  we  should  stop  here  as  if 
we  had  attained.  We  cannot  remain  static.  We  must  grow  each  year,  or  lose 
what  we  have  gained. 

The  District  or  Zone  Study  Day  was  observed  by  every  district,  in  either 
district  wide  or  zone  study  classes.  This  function  has  gained  much  prestige  since 
it  was  inaugurated  in  1927  in  our  conference.  It  has  been  adopted  by  Council, 
and  for  several  years  has  been  placed  on  its  calendar  of  annual  quarterly  events. 
This  year  it  was  rechristened  by  Council,  and  is  to  be  known  henceforth,  for  a 
time  at  least,  as  "Coaching  Day."  I  should  like  to  express  here,  if  I  could,  my 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  support  which  has  been  given  me  by  the  district  sec- 
retaries and  the  district  and  zone  study  leaders.  Their  spirit  of  co-operation  has 
been  fine.  They  have  helped  me  greatly,  and  I  heartily  thank  each  one  of  them. 
There  is  no  provision  made  for  regular  or  formal  reports  from  district  and 
zone  study  leaders,  other  than  such  as  they  may  care  to  make  in  personal  letters. 
A  goodly  number  wrote  me  for  information  they  could  use  in  cultivation  of 
their  zones,  and  I  sent  literature  to  others  whose  names  were  sent  to  me  as  study 
leaders.   Some  reported  their  work,  but  a  majority  did  not,  so   I  am  quite  sure 
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that  my  knowledge  of  what  was  done  by  them  to  promote  study  is  not  full. 
I  did  receive  reports  from  the  following:  Mrs.  B.  H.  Black  with  Miss  Florine 
Robertson  on  the  Durham  District;  Miss  Bessie  Harding  on  the  Elizabeth  City 
District  with  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum;  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  with  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones 
on  the  Fayetteville  District;  Mrs.  E.  A.  Simkins  with  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall  on  the 
New  Bern  District;  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Midgette,  and  Mrs.  C.  L.  Read 
on  the  Raleigh  District  with  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood;  Mrs.  W.  A.  Delbridge  with 
Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  on  the  Rocky  Mount  District. 

Has  the  faithfulness  of  the  preacher's  wife  in  promoting  the  program  of  the 
woman's  missionary  society  ever  impressed  you?  More  than  a  third  of  my  study 
leaders  are  wives  of  our  preachers.  During  the  1 3  years  I  have  held  this  office, 
I  have  come  to  know  many  of  them  through  their  letters,  to  rely  upon  their 
support,  to  find  comfort  in  their  sympathy,  and  encouragement  in  their  prayers. 
I  follow  them  as  they  move  from  one  charge  to  another,  and  I  know  that  if 
one  of  them  goes  to  an  auxiliary  which  has  not  been  accustomed  to  studying, 
there  will  soon  begin  to  come  those  letters  and  quarterly  reports  which  I  have 
learned  to  expect  from  them.  I  imagine  the  other  conference  superintendents 
could  tell  the  same  story  as  to  their  departments.  She  is  usually  the  busiest 
woman  in  the  church,  having  to  carry  on  not  only  her  own  individual  work, 
but  to  lend  sympathetic  aid  to  the  pastor  in  his  daily  routine  of  pastoral  duties 
as  well;  and  so  with  all  my  heart  I  lift  my  voice  in  acclaim  of  the  preacher's 
wife,  and  to  express  my  value  of  her  co-operation. 

Last  year  we  recommended  the  circuit  class,  to  be  conducted  on  charges 
where  a  teacher  was  not  available  for  a  class  in  each  church.  Circuit  classes  were 
reported  to  me  by  Mrs.  B.  H.  Black  on  the  Durham  Circuit,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum 
on  the  Currituck-Kitty  Hawk  Circuit,  and  Mrs.  I.  J.  Strawbridge  on  the 
Grimesland  Circuit.  I  hope  a  larger  number  will  be  reported  next  year. 

In  the  list  of  60  honor  auxiliaries  which  attained  the  study  standard  of 
excellence,  there  are  1 3  which  are  entitled  to  very  special  recognition  for  having 
made  every  point  on  that  standard  of  excellence:  5,  whose  classes  were  all 
standard  and  entitled  them  to  study  honor  roll  certificates,  are  Carr  Church 
(Durham),  First  Church  (Elizabeth  City),  Saint  Paul's  (Goldsboro),  Wilson 
Woman's,  and  Elizabeth  Lamb  (Wilson)  ;  and  8,  whose  classes  were  not  all  three 
standard  and  entitled  them  to  honorable  mention  certificates,  are  Mary  Barringer 
(Moncure),  Mary  Hambrick  (Roxboro),  Washington,  Hertford  Woman's,  Susan 
Sawyer  (Poplar  Branch),  Bettie  Bass  (Black  Creek),  Catherine  Towe,  and  First 
Church  (Rocky  Mount). 

But  leading  them  all  is  Carr  Church,  in  whose  three  standard  classes,  con- 
ducted according  to  the  Mission  Board's  Local  Church  Department  requirements 
for  individual  credits,  examinations  were  given  and  successfully  passed  by  large 
majorities  of  their  members,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  Russell.

1  in  the  spring  on  the  home  mission  subject  and  1  in  the  fall  on  the  foreign 
mission  subject — and  1  Bible  study  class  using  a  book  accredited  by  the  Council, 
or  some  part  of  the  Bible  itself  for  the  text,  studied  and  conducted  according  to 
requirements  for  class  work.  For  its  work  in  1932  the  study  jewel  is  awarded 
this  year  to  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum  for  the  Elizabeth  City  District.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

Considering  the  scope  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  its  various 
activities  and  the  human  need  to  be  met,  the  work  of  Publicity  offers  a  task  that 
challenges  the  most  zealous  followers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  superintendent  of  Publicity  stands  with  a  consciousness  of  the  world's 
need  and  an  earnest  desire  to  meet  this  need  through  consecrated  effort;  more 
than  this,  it  is  the  privilege  of  women  dedicated  to  this  task  to  pray  for  a  holy 
vision  that  enables  them  to  discover  workers  who  shall  use  their  resources  in  the 
scheme  of  world  redemption. 
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The  world  has  millions  who  need  Christ;  on  the  other  hand,  there  are 
millions  who  have  a  Savior  whom  they  are  not  sharing.  It  is  a  divine  task  to 
allure  women  into  an  organization  that  includes  the  needs  of  humanity  in  its 
daily  program.  The  prayer  of  our  Lord  that  "they  all  may  be  one"  is  the  ultimate 
goal  of  our  organization  and  this  department  seeks  to  show  women  how  they 
may  find  a  line  of  endeavor  that  is  best  suited  to  their  talents  and  ability  and 
in  doing  this  lives  are  uplifted  and  the  kingdom  is  extended  unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth. 

With  the  present  output  of  literature,  Publicity  superintendents  should  be 
able  to  bring  to  auxiliary  meetings,  as  well  as  zone  and  district  meetings,  stimu- 
lating facts  that  should  arouse  these  groups  to  noblest  action.  The  facts  may  be 
presented  in  story  form  or  through  posters,  pageants,  or  plays. 

The  responsibility  of  the  Publicity  superintendents  is  to  win  women  for 
missions.  There  are  many  ways  and  methods  which  may  be  used. 

The  World  Outlook  is  appreciated  and  used  by  the  majority  of  the  auxiliaries, 
though  the  subscription  list  doesn't,  by  any  means,  include  the  total  conference 
membership.  However,  my  quarterly  reports  show  a  large  increase  in  the  sub- 
scription list  during  the  last  campaign. 

The  literature  is  studied  systematically;  most  of  the  larger  auxiliaries  use  it 
through  the  circles,  others  have  assignments  made  weeks  ahead,  and  some  use  a 
dramatization.  The  comments  on  the  program  literature  are  more  favorable 
than  they  have  been  for  the  past  few  years  and  show  excellent  judgment. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  who  have  contributed 
to  make  our  Woman's  Page  reflect  the  activities  of  the  conference  society,  and 
urge  our  entire  membership  to  make  effective  use  of  the  local  papers  as  well  as 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  in  promoting  all  departments.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

During  the  past  year  emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  enlarged  program  of 
Christian  Social  Relations.  At  the  Rocky  Mount  district  meeting,  last  May,  the 
afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  an  institute  on  this  work.  Letters  have  been 
written  and  talks  made  at  several  district  and  zone  meetings  urging  the  superin- 
tendents to  take  up  the  work  as  recommended  by  the  Sessions  Committee  of  con- 
ference and  to  follow  the  suggestions  given  by  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  in  the  quarterly  messages. 

Increased  activities  have  been  given  to  citizenship  duties  and  privileges  this 
year.  Letters,  petitions  and  resolutions  of  protest  against  the  return  of  beer  and 
the  repeal  of  the  1 8th  amendment,  the  curtailment  of  the  schools  and  the  State 
Welfare  Board,  were  sent  to  the  state  legislators. 

In  inter-racial  co-operation  a  number  of  welfare  clubs,  Bible  classes  and 
missionary  societies  have  been  organized.  Several  canning  clubs  were  organized, 
also,  and  much  surplus  foods  were  preserved  for  winter  use.  Many  negro  children 
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have  been   taken   to   clinics,   many  given   school  lunches  and  school  books.    Two 
negro  women  were  given  financial  aid  to  attend  leadership  schools  last  summer. 

Relief  work  has  occupied  a  large  place  in  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions. Garments,  food  and  fuel  have  been  distributed  to  the  needy;  jobs  hunted  for 
the  jobless  and  homes  for  the  homeless;  a  large  proportion  of  the  relief  work 
has  been  through  co-operation  with  other  agencies. 

Here  and  there  good  work  has  been  done  in  rural  development.  One  superin- 
tendent writes,  "Our  work  has  consisted  mainly  of  bringing  to  life  a  community 
spirituallv  dead,  and  opening  up  and  helping  to  repair  the  church  which  has 
been  almost  closed." 

Reports  were  received  from  142  auxiliaries,  an  increase  of  26  over  last  year. 
Onlv  one  committee  made  the  standard  of  efficiency  in  Social  Service,  viz :  Fre- 
mont, Mrs.  H.  S.  Pippin.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 

In  the  years  of  service  which  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  gave  to  this  conference,  she 
set  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  fidelity,  a  standard  which  I  am  praying 
that  we  shall  be  able  to  maintain,  and  I  wish,  in  this  public  way,  to  express  my 
heartfelt  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Scott  for  her  patient  and  careful 
instructions  and  help  to  me  in  getting  started  in  the  work. 

The  year  has  shown  a  steady  increase  in  interest  in  the  work  of  missions. 
This  is  indicated  by  the  ever  increasing  demands  for  literature  of  the  various 
kinds  handled  by  this  office. 

The  district  secretaries  will  report  in  detail  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
auxiliaries  but  the  increase  in  the  desire,  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the 
auxiliaries,  to  render  intelligent  service,  is  shown  in  the  letters  which  come, 
asking  for  help — for  information  which  will  enable  them  to  render  the  very 
best  service. 

The  monthly  bulletins  and  quarterly  literature  have  been  mailed  regularly 
to  the  addresses  furnished  me  and  I  regret  that  there  has  ever  been  a  package 
that  failed  to  reach  the  proper  person — but  such  is  true — and  I  am  appealing 
to  the  district  secretaries  and  the  corresponding  secretaries  of  the  auxiliaries  to 
notify  me  in  case  of  a  change  in  presidents,  so  that  no  president  shall  have  to 
write  for  her  literature.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  have  been  mistakes  and 
failures,  you  all  have  been  most  patient  and  I   do  thank  you. 

Let's  give  careful  and  prayerful  attention  to  even  the  smallest  details  of  our 
work — that  we  may  do  our  part  as  perfectly  as  possible,  that  our  Father  may 
add  His  blessing  to  our  efforts,  and  that  His  kingdom  shall  move  forward  in 
its  life-giving  mission  to  the  world. 

This  report  covers  three  quarters,  as  Mrs.  Scott  reported  the  first  quarter.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

A  review  of  1932  shows  results  that  make  a  hard-working  district  secretary 
both  glad  and  sad.  We  cannot  tell  how  to  measure  results:  we  can  only  do  our 
best  and  leave  results  to  Him. 

Geographically,  the  gain  was  tremendous:  Chatham  zone  was  added,  with 
eight  societies  and  145  members.  Numerically  we  grew  from  42  to  52  societies, 
and  from  1,162  to  1,414  members.  One  society  failed  to  function,  and  three  new 
ones  were  formed:  Walnut  Grove,  Longhurst,  and  Grace;  they  are  wide  awake. 

The  six  zone  leaders  held  numerous  meetings:  Mrs.  C.  G.  Somers,  Alamance; 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Murphy,  Caswell;  Mrs.  E.  C.  Yow,  Chatham;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey, 
Durham;  Mrs.  L.  R.  Sturdivant,  Orange;  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  Person.  These 
leaders  are  consecrated  women,  capable  executives,  and  popular  and  efficient 
leaders;  and  their  work  has  meant  much  of  information  and  inspiration  for  the 
societies;  the  secretary  would  indeed  be  helpless  without  them. 

District  departmental  leaders  have  functioned  nobly.  Mrs.  B.  H.  Black,  at 
the  head  of  study,  has  made  the  women  realize  as  never  before  the  need  and 
joys  of  study,  and  she  is  making  the  "waste  places  flourish."  Mrs.  N.  A.  Edwards, 
head  of  a  real  young  women's  circle,  has  gone  over  the  district  encouraging  the 
young  women  to  organize,  and  several  new  circles  have  been  formed  this  year. 
This  work  was  greatly  aided  by  Mrs.  Paul  Mallison,  who  spent  a  week  in  the 
district,  talking  on  the  work  and  organizing  one  circle. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Dimmette  had  charge  of  the  children's  work  for  the  year;  the 
district  has  49  divisions,  an  increase  of  ten,  and  989  members,  an  increase  of 
eighty-three;  four  life  memberships,  instead  of  ten  in  1931.  The  district  leads  in 
children's  finances,  $513.06;  junior  members,  534;  eight  boxes;  12  mission 
study  classes;  and  seven  honor  roll  societies.  Mrs.  E.  G.  Overton  has  the  World- 
Outlook,  and  she  has  worked  faithfully  at  it;  we  show  an  increase  of  19  sub- 
scribers. Hillsboro,  with  ten  members,  has   12  subscribers  to  Outlook] 

The  district  meeting  at  Prospect  Church,  in  May,  was  a  wonderful  gathering. 
All  zones  and  most  societies  were  represented,  and  the  church  was  filled  to  over- 
flowing. Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Dr.  H.  C.  Smith,  and  Miss  Ruth  Merritt  were  among 
the  speakers  of  the  day.  Life  memberships  were  presented  Mrs.  E.  A.  Allison  by 
her  zone,  as  hostess  president;  to  Miss  Bessie  Thompson  by  those  who  worked 
with  her  in  children's  work  for  the  past  several  years;  and  to  young  James 
Dimmette  and  Glenn  Overton,  Jr.,  by  the  body  assembled.  The  Chatham  delega- 
tion was  given  a  royal  welcome  as  new  members  of  the  family. 

Other  life  memberships  presented  during  the  year  were  to  Mrs.  Edith  Mac- 
Lean  Brown,  by  West  Durham  Church;  Mrs.  Nell  Webb  Thrift,  by  Branson 
Church;  and  Mrs.  S.  J.  Measley,  by  Trinity  Church — all  three  from  Durham 
zone.  Twenty  societies  entered  the  average  age  contest,  but  only  three  reported 
at  the  close,  Cedar  Grove  showing  the  greatest  reduction  in  age. 
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The  district  had  18  honor  roll  societies:  Brooksdale,  Bethel-Hebron,  and 
Bethany  qualifying  for  the  first  time;  an  increase  of  three  over  1931.  Those  stay- 
ing on  are:  Trinity,  Duke  Memorial,  Calvary,  Carr,  Branson,  and  West  Durham, 
in  Durham  zone;  Roxboro  and  Oak  Grove,  in  Person;  Front  Street,  Mebane, 
Graham,  Swepsonville,  West  Burlington,  in  Alamance;  and  Chapel  Hill  and 
Cedar  Grove,  in  Orange. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  42  societies,  an  increase  of  8  over  1931; 
the  offering  fell  off  from  $362.10  to  $274.53;  we  trust  the  offerings  may  in- 
crease in  proportion  to  the  number  of  societies  and  members  observing  it.  The 
societies  contributed  $191.50  to  the  support  of  Elizabeth  Sneeden.  Trinity  Church, 
Durham,  supported  Miss  Blanche  O'Brien  in  Mexico  for  the  year. 

A  total  of  $419.90  was  sent  in  during  the  year  to  replace  money  shut  up 
in  closed  banks  in  1931,  credit  having  been  given  the  previous  year;  the  fact 
that  the  women  elected  to  repay  this  money  shows  that  they  are  in  earnest. 

In  finances  the  district  "crawfished,"  actually;  retrenched  is  a  more  refined 
word;  but  the  work  of  "Old  Man  Depression"  paralyzed  the  hands  and  closed 
the  purses  of  the  women  so  that  they  could  not  pav  the  pledge  in  full.  The  total 
sent  in  was  $7,369.32,  a  decrease  of  $320  from  1931,  and  a  deficit  of  $430  in 
making  the  pledge  of  $7,800.00.  Along  with  this  decrease,  local  work  showed  a 
decrease  of  $2,202.  Total  decrease  in  all  moneys  reported  was  $2,248.75;  grand 
total  paid  was  $15,439.60. 

Durham  district  deplores  the  decrease  in  funds;  the  women  realize  that  there 
was  never  a  time  when  money  is  needed  more;  we  are  trusting  that  with  increased 
membership,  greater  number  of  societies,  more  study  classes,  more  children's 
societies  and  young  women's  circles,  we  shall  be  able  to  regain  the  ground  lost 
last  year.  An  intensive  campaign  is  being  put  on  this  year. 

The  secretary  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  co-operation  of  the  women 
throughout  the  district;  without  that  there  would  be  no  report.  By  the  help  of 
God,  and  with  the  love,  prayers,  and  co-operation  of  every  woman  in  the 
district,  we  hope  to  have  a  glorious  year,  and  wipe  out  the  deficit  of  1932. 
We  can  do  it.  We  shall  do  our  best,  and  leave  it  to  Him,  in  the  words  of  Paul: 
"Apollos  planted,  I  watered,  and  God  gave  the  increase."

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

Figures  are  so  cold  and  formidable  unless  you  can  feel  the  heart-throb  back 
of  them.  And  so  this  task  of  evaluating  actual  accomplishments  over  the  period 
of  a  year  is  an  almost  impossible  task.  You  say  as  you  look  at  certain  figures 
indicating  work  done  in  our  district,  "Here  is  real  success;  the  figures  tell  me 
so."  But  maybe  back  of  those  figures  are  half-hearted  effort,  shallow  praying, 
and  meager  sacrifice.  Then  you  say,  "If  that  be  true,  figures  tell  only  a  half- 
truth."  Perhaps  as  you  look  at  other  figures  you  say,  "Here,  indeed,  is  real 
failure;  the  figures  tell  me  so."  But  I  tell  you  that  back  of  that  apparent  failure 
is  noble  effort,   depth  of  consecration,  and    genuine   sacrifice.   Then   you   cry   out 
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against  the  injustice  of  the  cold,  barren  facts,  and  you  say,  "How  I  wish  we 
might  see  the  folks  behind  the  figures."  And  that  is  just  what  I  would  like 
for  you  to  do  today  as  I  bring  this  report — see  beyond  my  words  our  women, 
many  of  them  discouraged,  baffled,  bewildered;  but  we  are  not  hanging  our 
harps  upon  the  willows,  and  weeping.  No,  we  are  rather  learning  by  God's  help 
to  sing  a  new  song  in  a  strange  and  difficult  time.  It  is  a  song  of  hope  and 
of  ultimate  victory. 

Our  district  is  made  up  of  3  3  pastoral  charges  and  98  churches.  We  have 
48  missionary  societies  organized  in  5  3  churches  with  1,147  members  which 
represents  an  increase  of  44  over  the  record  of  1931.  We  have  6  circuit  auxili- 
aries made  up  of  from  2  to  4  churches  each.  During  the  year  we  have  lost  2 
societies;  one  of  these  is  being  absorbed  by  a  circuit  auxiliary,  and  we  hope  the 
other  will  soon  be  re-organized.  We  have  8  well  organized  zones  which  have, 
during  the  year,  held  one  or  more  meetings.  The  Gates  County  Institute,  last 
August,  celebrated  the   25th  anniversary  of  its  organization. 

Five  officers'  training  classes  were  held  with  90  in  attendance  representing 
12  auxiliaries. 

The  idea  of  "guest  meetings"  was  very  popular  in  our  district  and  brought 
splendid  results.  The  district  secretary  attended  1 0 — the  most  remarkable  attend- 
ance being  found  on  the  Roper  Circuit  where  1 5  out  of  1 6  members  were  pres- 
ent, the  absent  member  being  sick.  Including  visitors  there  were  40  at  this 
meeting. 

We  have  4  young  women's  circles,  2  having  been  organized  during  the  year. 

Only  1 2  societies  responded  to  the  average  age  contest.  Swan  Quarter  grew 
young  from  47  to  3  7.  There  are  probably  not  more  than  12  Gibson  members  in 
the  district.  This  is  a  field  that  needs  much  cultivation. 

Four  societies  in  the  district  made  the  honor  roll :  Willie  Evans,  First  Church, 
Englehard,  and  Sue  Sawyer. 

Twenty-eight  societies  presented  Christian  stewardship  which  shows  an  in- 
crease of  8  over  last  year. 

A  trip  through  the  district  early  in  the  year  enabled  me  to  get  acquainted 
with  leaders  from  about  2  0  auxiliaries  and  to  have  small  group  discussions  on 
the  work. 

We  paid  $4,767.69  of  our  $5,700.00  pledge.  There  were  8  societies  which 
paid  more  than  they  did  last  year:  Sue  Sawyer,  Fairfield,  Englehard,  Winton, 
Memorial  at  Currituck,  Roper,  South  Camden,  and  Stumpy  Point.  The  most 
generous  giving  was  found  at  First  Church  where  the  average  per  capita  gift 
last  year  was  $12.36.  Other  generous  givers  were:  Hertford  Woman's  with  an 
average  per  capita  gift  of  $7.29;  Perkins,  $5.93;  South  Mills,  $5.89;  Willie 
Evans,  $5.65;  Newlands,  $5.43.  The  average  per  capita  gift  to  missions  from 
the  district  was  $4.15,  and  the  average  gift  for  all  purposes  was  $9.21.  Our 
local  giving  was  $930.95  more  than  our  missionary  giving.  I  regret  that  we  do 
not  see  more  clearly  beyond  our  own  needs.  We  appreciate  Mrs.  Faison's  gift 
of  pecans  in  helping  us  meet  our  pledge.  Thirty-eight  of  our  48  societies  ob- 
served the  Week  of  Prayer  with  an  aggregate  giving  of  $294.92.  Three  life 
memberships   were   given  in   our   district:   Mrs.   O.   W.   Dowd   from   the   district, 
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Mrs.  T.  W.  Costen  from  the  Gates  County  Institute,  Mrs.  M.  B.  Gillam  from 
the  Plymouth  Zone. 

One  hundred  and  seven  attended  our  district  meeting  in  Windsor.  Ruth 
Merritt,  then  living  in  our  district,  brought  us  a  splendid  message. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  stressing  the  entire  program  of  the  Council, 
we  selected  6  excellent  district  leaders:  Mrs.  G.  W.  Barrow,  Spiritual  Life; 
Mrs.  T.  W.  Costen,  Christian  Social  Relations;  Mrs.  Jack  McAllister,  Publicity; 
Miss  Bessie  Harding,  Study;  Mrs.  O.  S.  Howard,  Children;  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis, 
Education  and  Promotion. 

Under  their  leadership  the  work  has  gone   forward. 

Forty-two  of  our  48  societies  reported  Social  Service  Committees  at  work. 
The  standard  of  excellence  for  this  department  has  been  stressed  and  posters 
showing  the  5  phases  of  this  work  have  been  presented  at  the  zone  meetings. 
It  has  been  our  desire  to  go  beyond  the  doing  of  kind,  neighborly  deeds — these, 
to  be  sure,  should  not  be  neglected — but  they  should  not  blind  us  to  the  great 
outreach  of  love  made  possible  through  our  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee. 

Our  district  still  leads  in  the  number  of  children's  divisions  in  the  conference. 
Three  groups  made  the  honor  roll,  1 0  mission  study  classes  were  held,  and  there 
were  4  life  memberships  given  to  children. 

A  very  helpful  and  inspiring  leadership  training  class  for  study  leaders  was 
held  at  City  Road  Church  this  fall — with  40  present  representing  12  auxiliaries. 
We   have  traveling  libraries  of  splendid  books   for  adults  and   for  children. 

Our  district  leader  of  publicity  has  been  keeping  a  scrap  book  for  our  district, 
and  has  urged  superintendents  for  auxiliaries  and  zones  to  do  the  same.  We  have 
just  2  more  World  Outlook  subscribers  than  we  had  last  year,  but  we  are  glad 
that  we  can  show  an  increase  and  that  we  are  facing  forward.  A  mimeographed 
district  bulletin  has  been  sent  out  to  presidents,  zone  and  district  leaders  to  stress 
the  importance  of  the  work  and  to  keep  all  phases  of  it  before  our  women. 

Only  1 2  boxes  of  supplies  were  reported  to  me  and  I  feel  that  some  of  these 
were  boxes  sent  to  the  orphanage  which  cannot  be  rightfully  counted  as  supplies. 

Comparatively  few  societies  have  reported  Spiritual  Life  Committees  at  work, 
but  there  are  some  and  Christian  living  is  taking  on  more  radiance  because  of 
them.  At  our  missionary  institute,  attended  by  60  women,  we  set  as  a  goal  "100 
New  Family  Altars  for  the  Elizabeth  City  District."  I  do  not  know  how  many 
family  altars  there  are  in  our  district;  one  president  wrote  me  of  three  begun 
in  her  church.  But  whatever  power  and  progress  have  been  manifest  in  our 
district  have  been  generated  in  our  Christian  homes.  May  God  richly  bless  our 
Christian  homes  and  cause  them  to  increase  in  number  and  in  spiritual  power.

FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 


The  present  Fayetteville  district,  beginning  with  1932,  is  a  consolidation  of 
a  part  of  the  old  Fayetteville  district,  and  a  part  of  the  former  Rockingham 
district.  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  furnish  any  comparative  figures  with  the 
previous  year. 
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The  district  now  consists  of  forty-two  adult  auxiliaries,  two  of  these  located 
at  Wadeville  on  Wadeville  circuit,  and  Parkers  Church  on  Raeford  circuit  were 
organized  during  the  present  year.  Seven  auxiliaries  organized  young  women's 
circles.  These  new  organizations  brought  us  seventy  new  members,  making  our 
total  membership  1,070.  We  gladly  welcome  these  new  members.  These  young 
women  bring  new  life  to  the  societies  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  older  members  to 
help  them  find  their  places  in  the  work. 

One  adult  life  membership  was  given  by  the  Laurinburg  auxiliary  to  Mrs. 
Mamie  North  Gill,  she  being  the  only  living  charter  member  of  that  society. 
We  had  only  four  auxiliaries  to  make  the  honor  roll,  namely:  Hay  Street  Wo- 
man's, Lambuth  Memorial  in  Fayetteville,  Hamlet,  and  Laurinburg.  There  were 
a  number  of  others  that  did  splendid  work. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  mission  and  Bible  study;  2  8  mission 
study  and  24  Bible  study  classes  were  reported. 

The  district  is  divided  into  five  zones  with  a  capable  leader  for  each,  and 
while  this  was  the  first  year,  for  some  of  these  leaders,  they  have  been  active 
in  missionary  work  for  many  years,  and  we  are  now  reaping  the  benefit  of  their 
experience.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  zone  leaders  were  invited  to  spend 
the  day  with  the  district  secretary,  in  order  to  get  better  acquainted,  and  make 
plans  for  the  year's  work,  which  proved  to  be  very  pleasant  and  profitable. 
Regular  spring  and  fall  zone  meetings  were  held.  The  attendance  was  good.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  each  of  them.  The  programs  were  instructive 
and  inspiring. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  as  residents  of  the  district,  five  of  our  conference 
officers:  Mesdames  J.  C.  Wooten,  Walter  Patten,  T.  H.  Sutton,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb  of  Fayetteville,  and  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  of  Rockingham,  who  were 
present  at  our  district  meeting,  May  17th,  Hay  Street  Church,  Fayetteville.  We 
also  had  with  us  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison,  our  conference  vice-president.  The  messages 
brought  by  these  consecrated  women  created  a  spiritual  awakening  that  could 
not  be  estimated. 

Twenty-nine  auxiliaries  observed  the  week  of  prayer.  The  thank  offering 
brought  was  $217.65.  We  have  205  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook.  Gibson 
auxiliary,  in  Scotland  zone,  made  the  largest  increase  in  the  average  age  contes*-. 
$109  was  raised  for  the  Elizabeth  Sneeden  fund.  I  regret  very  much  that  we  did 
not  quite  make  our  pledge  of  $6,000.  We  sent  to  conference  treasurer  $5,817.77, 
but  with  present  conditions  and  the  demands  for  local  work  and  social  service 
help,  I  can  easily  understand  the  deficit. 

Our  district  special  was  Miss  Alice  Green.  A  number  of  auxiliaries  had  other 
specials. 

The  children's  work  consists  of  35  divisions  with  833  members.  They  con- 
tributed $422.52.  This  department  had  six  life  memberships,  namely:  Judith 
Ann  Ellerbe,  Green  Lake,  given  by  Richmond  zone ;  Ruth  Ann  Fisher,  Gibson, 
given  by  Gibson  auxiliary;  Olivia  Ann  Smith,  Rowland,  given  by  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Andrew;  William  Floyd  Trawick,  Raeford,  given  by  Raeford  auxiliary;  Emma 
Lelia  Hunter,  Hay  Street,  Fayetteville,  given  by  Fayetteville  district;  Patricia 
Ann  Dixon,  Laurinburg,  given  by  Fayetteville  district. 
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We  realized  $  1 5  from  the  sale  of  the  pecans  that  Mrs.  Faison  sent  in.  This 
was  divided  equally  between  the  smallest  auxiliaries  in  each  zone. 

There  is  no  way  to  estimate  the  good  accomplished  by  the  spiritual  life 
groups  and  the  Social  Service  departments.  These,  with  the  organizations  of 
children's  divisions  and  young  women's  circles,  to  me,  are  the  stimulus  that  makes 
the  future  so  encouraging.  MRS.  G.  Y.  JONES. 


NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


It  is  a  long  stride  between  1879  and  1933 — 54  years,  to  be  exact — yet  to  me 
they  have  been  wonderful  years.  It  was  in  '79,  in  the  parlors  of  "old  G.  F.  C." 
that  a  young  woman's  missionary  society  was  organized.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  an  interest  that  has  deepened  as  the  years  passed. 

Thirteen  years  ago  I  succeeded  Mrs.  Mintz  as  secretary  of  the  New  Bern 
district — and  I  can  truthfully  say  these  years  have  been  the  happiest  of  my  life. 
It  has  not  always  been  easy,  but  the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  our  women  have 
lightened  many  a  heavy  burden.  Then  the  pleasure  in  seeing  the  work  grow' 
The  minutes  of  1920  show  19  adult  societies.  This  year  we  report  47  adult 
societies.  A  year  or  so  before  then  Miss  Amma  Graham  began  dividing  her 
district  into  zones.  New  Bern  followed,  and  it  is  to  this  zone  movement  that  we 
owe  our  growth,  perhaps  more  than  to  any  other  factor. 

Our  district  is  divided  into  four  zones: 

Wayne  County,  the  largest — with  Mrs.  W.  B.  Bailey,  president. — Last  October 
this  zone  had  as  its  honored  guest  our  conference  president,  Mrs.  Gates.  Her  visit 
and  words  of  wisdom  were  a  pleasure  to  all.  It  is  customary  for  this  zone  to 
present  each  president,  upon  retirement,  with  a  life  member  certificate. 

Central  Zone — Mrs.  Thos.   Heat,   president. 

The  Tri-County  Zone — Mrs.  E.  Y.  Aldridge,  president. 

The  Carteret  County — Mrs.  J.  C.  Taylor,  president. 

Each  zone  holds  two  or  more  meetings  every  year  and  it  has  been  my  pleasure 
to  attend  most  of  them.  I  found  the  several  departments,  also  the  World  Outlook, 
well  represented.  In  the  children's  work  we  have  been  most  fortunate  in  having 
Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  assistant  to  Mrs.  Wooten.  This  is  the  fourth  year  in 
succession  that  the  children  have  led  the  conference.  St.  Paul  keeps  the  banner 
for  the  greatest  amount  raised. 

Daniels'  Chapel — Greatest  amount  per  capita. 

Queen  Street,  Kinston — Best  baby  division. 

At  the  district  meeting  in  1931  a  young  girl  offered  herself  for  training  at 
Scarritt.  She  failed  in  meeting  the  requirements  for  entrance,  and  it  was  through 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  Patten,  then  presiding  elder,  that  she  was  admitted  into  a 
nurse's  training  school  in  connection  with  a  Methodist  hospital  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
The  reports  that  have  been  received  have  been  creditable  as  to  her  work  and 
for  two  years  now,  thanks  to  the  Tri-County  zone,  that  has  nobly  helped  with 
substantial  gifts,  she  is  hoping  soon  to  finish  her  course  and  offer  herself  to  us — 
prepared  for  service  where  the  Council  directs. 
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I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  lovely  sacrificial  spirit  of  this  zone.  I  wish 
I  had  the  time  to  relate  some  of  the  instances  of  their  giving.  Like  David  of  old, 
they  refused  to  offer  unto  the  Lord  that  which  cost  them  nothing.  Their  record 
is  a  splendid  one  in  meeting  conference  pledges,  also. 

Last  fall,  several  weeks  were  spent  visiting  the  societies.  I  consider  these  weeks 
among  the  most  fruitful  of  all  my  years'  labors.  At  my  request,  our  conference 
secretary  was  with  me  several  days.  Business  meetings  were  held  in  the  afternoons. 
At  night  the  people  came  out  gladly  to  listen  to  Mrs.  Chadwick.  It  was  pleasant 
for  us  to  be  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sneeden,  the  parents  of  our  own 
Elizabeth.  Campbell's  Creek  is  the  product  of  our  visit  to  Aurora. 

At  the  district  meeting  in  Snow  Hill,  we  were  delighted  to  have  Miss  Vara 
Herring  speak  on  her  department — Christian  Social  Relations — and  to  introduce 
Mrs.  Gurney  Hood,  secretary  of  the  Raleigh  district.  At  the  noon  hour,  Mrs. 
F.  S.  Love  led  us  in  a  beautiful  heart  to  heart  devotional. 

We  have  missed  Mesdames  Wooten  and  Patten  at  our  zone  and  district  meet- 
ings this  year.  For  four  years  they  gave  good  service,  and  we  as  a  district  thank 
them  for  it. 

Nor  do  I  forget  the  many  obligations  to  another  conference  officer — our  own 
Mrs.  McKinne.  In  season  and  out — through  rain  and  snow  or  the  heat  of  summer, 
always  has  she  answered  when  the  district  called  with  messages  of  great  help- 
fulness. 

Not  to  publicly  thank  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  for  her  co-operation  would  be 
base  ingratitude.  For  more  than  two  years,  and  particularly  this  last  quarter,  she 
has  carried  on  without  me.  She  has  visited  all  zone  meetings,  attended  to  the 
correspondence  incident  to  a  secretary,  and  otherwise  done  what  I  would  have 
done,  had  I  been  able. 

And  to  our  faithful,  devoted  women,  what  shall  I  say?  You  have  done  the 
work — I  reaped  the  honors. 

Do  you  remember  the  conference  in  Goldsboro,  when  Mrs.  Boney,  our  then 
conference  secretary,  announced  that  the  conference  would  give  a  trip  to  next 
year's  Council,  to  the  secretary  whose  district  made  the  greatest  advance?  A  friend 
whispered,  "Go  home  and  pack  your  trunk."  I  didn't  do  that,  but  our  women 
went  home  to  work,  with  the  result  that  I  had  the  trip  to  Tulsa,  Okla.  They 
have  won  the  Korean  urn  and  we  hope  to  have  it  again  this  year.  Again,  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Rhodes,  of  Florida,  a  one-time  honored  member  of  this  conference,  sent 
Mrs.  Everett  a  beautiful  panel  picture  of  The  Birds'  Sanctuary,  to  be  presented 
to  the  secretary  whose  district  had  done  outstanding  work  in  mission  study — it 
was  given  to  the  New  Bern  secretary.  And  you  all  know  what  happened  last 
year!  You  saw  Mrs.  Everett  call  me  to  the  front  and  give  me  that"  beautiful 
Jubilee  Jewel — mine  for  last  year.  How  we  have  prized  it! 

As  I  said  in  the  beginning,  my  work  and  association  with  you  all  have  been 
just  the  happiest.  I  love  you  all — but  the  New  Bern  district  just  a  little  bit  more 
— and  I  pray  God's  blessings  upon  each  one  of  you.

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RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

In  bringing  you  my  first  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  conference  officers  for 
their  sympathetic  interest  in  one  so  new  and  .untried  in  this  type  of  work,  and 
also  to  thank  the  women  of  the  district  for  their  hearty  co-operation,  without 
whose  aid  nothing  could  have  been  accomplished.  As  we  have  worked  together, 
my  life  has  been  greatly  enriched  by  the  friendly  contacts  made,  and  also  by  a 
closer  friendship   with  our  Father. 

During  the  past  year  we  held  six  zone  meetings — three  in  the  spring  and  three 
in  the  fall — and  our  district  conference  was  held  in  May  at  Clayton.  Besides 
these  meetings,  I  visited  nineteen  societies,  making  eleven  talks  for  the  member- 
ship drive  during  June.  We  have  gained  188  new  members,  and  now  have  a 
total  of  1,224  members  in  our  3  8  societies.  Four  societies  have  been  organized 
during  the  year — Antioch,  Princeton,  Bunn,  and  City  Roads  at  Henderson  was 
re-organized.  Two  young  women's  circles  have  been  organized — one  at  Plank 
Chapel  and  one  at  First  Church,  Henderson;  and  two  children's  societies  have 
been  formed — one  at  Clayton  and  one  at  Lillington.  Reporting  for  the  average 
age  of  the  various  societies  was  very  slow  and  unsatisfactory;  but  according  to 
reports  received,  Plank  Chapel  made  the  greatest  reduction,  being  47-40. 

During  the  year  we  had  three  children  made  life  members — June  Dodd  John- 
son, of  Benson;  Robert  Julian  Houston,  of  Clayton;  and  Eunice  Blair  Floyd,  of 
Edenton  Street,  Raleigh. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison,  of  Faison,  for  a  sack  of 
pecans  sent  before  Christmas,  the  proceeds  from  which  went  to  our  pledge. 
Creedmoor  and  Epworth  had  charge  of  the  sale  of  these  nuts. 

Four  societies  are  on  the  honor  roll:  Cary;  First  Church,  Henderson;  Oxford; 
and  the  Woman's  auxiliary  of  Edenton  Street,  Raleigh.  There  are  209  subscribers 
to  the  World  Outlook,  1 1  societies  presented  stewardship,  and  23  are  active  in 
social  service. 

Our  financial  report  was  disappointing  in  that  we  failed  to  reach  the  goal 
set  for  us,  collecting  only  75.8%  of  our  pledge.  However,  I  deeply  appreciate 
every  effort  put  forth  to  raise  our  pledge,  but  I  think  a  definite  budget  and 
more  determined  effort  in  each  society  would  improve  our  financial  status  for 
the  coming  year.  We  raised  $230.93  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  $124.94  for  the 
Elizabeth  Sneeden  fund,  $4,055.67  has  been  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer, 
$6,3  82.67  raised  for  the  local  fund,  making  a  grand  total  of  $10,43  8.34  raised 
for  all  purposes. 

Despite  the  discouraging  features,  we  find  much  for  encouragement  in  review- 
ing last  year's  work.  There  are  many  consecrated  workers  in  the  district  and 
we  are  deeply  grateful  for  every  effort  put  forth  in  the  missionary  cause.

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ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 

The  Rocky  Mount  district,  which  is  made  up  of  parts  of  the  Weldon,  Wash- 
ing-ton and  Raleigh  districts,  has  passed  through  the  formative  period  and  taken 
its  place  among  the  first  districts  of  the  conference. 

Our  first  year  has  been  full  of  service  and  while  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
accomplish  all  that  we  had  hoped  and  planned,  yet  with  the  help  of  an  interested 
presiding  elder,  the  valuable  assistance  of  our  conference  president,  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates,  the  efficient  service  of  six  zone  chairmen,  the  untiring  efforts  of  auxiliary 
presidents,  and  pastors,  the  work  is  going  fine  in  5  0  of  the  93  churches  in  the 
district. 

The  slogan,  "Increase  the  Life  Expectancy  of  the  Missionary  Society  by 
Decreasing  the  Average  Age  of  Membership,"  caught  the  enthusiasm  of  our 
women,  and   1  3  auxiliaries  entered  the  contest. 

Rocky  Mount  district  was  the  winning  contestant  in  districts.  Stantonsburg 
decreased  the  average  age  of  its  membership  more  than  any  other  auxiliary  by 
adding  eighteen  new  members  and  reducing  the  average  age  eight  years. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-five  new  members  were  added  to  our  membership 
during  the  year. 

Two  new  auxiliaries  were  organized:  Marvin  and  Roanoke  Rapids.  Stokes 
was  organized  late  in  1931  but  did  not  report  until  the  first  quarter  of  1932. 
Several  other  churches  are  being  cultivated  and  we  hope  to  complete  other  new 
organizations  soon. 

Two  young  women's  auxiliaries:  Warrenton  Young  Women  and  Susanna  Wes- 
ley, merged  with  adult  auxiliaries,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of  auxiliaries 
in  the  district  to  50  instead  of  52,  which  was  the  number  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

Life  membership  was  given  to  two  adults  and  four  babies.  One  adult  me- 
morial was  given  by  Weldon  auxiliary. 

Being  a  new  district  we  cannot  compare  our  finances  with  other  years.  It  is 
very  gratifying  that  13  auxiliaries  paid  more  in  1932  than  in  1931.  Warren 
Plains  made  the  greatest  gain  in  finances  during  the  year,  paying  more  than  three 
times  the  amount  paid  in  1931.  Zion,  on  Norlina  charge,  made  the  next  highest 
increase  and  lacked  three  dollars  paying  three  times  as  much  as  1931.  In  the 
amount  sent  conference  treasurer  the  average  per  member  was  $3.80.  Total  gifts 
for  all  work  averaged   $7.90   per  member. 

The  Rocky  Mount  district  led  in  the  offering  during  Week  of  Prayer.  Our 
report  shows  that  35  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer.  Two  other  auxiliaries 
observed  Week  of  Prayer  and  made  contributions  but  the  reports  were  sent  too 
late  to  be  included  in  the  year's  records. 

We  believe  that  the  spiritual  life  of  our  women  has  been  deepened  and  their 
prayer  life  is  growing. 

Since  we  cannot  give  increases  and  decreases  and  compare  the  year  1932  with 
past  reports  we  are  giving  the  district  standing  and  are  pledging  to  do  our 
best  to  carry  the  work  forward  along  all  lines  in    193  3.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

The  Cape  Fear  river  cuts  the  Wilmington  district  almost  in  half.  On  the 
western  side  are  the  large  Columbus  and  Lumberton  zones  and  part  of  Union 
zone,  which  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  Duplin,  Onslow,  Jones  and  New 
Hanover  are  entirely  on  the  eastern  side.  These  groups  have  splendid  leaders 
and  much  fine  work  has  been  done  by  them.  New  Hanover  zone  has  had  four 
meetings  during  the  year  but  each  of  the  others  meets  twice  a  year.  The  district 
conference  was  held  in  the  Duplin  zone,  which  took  the  place  of  the  summer 
meeting.  The  chairman,  however,  visited  and  has  started  a  new  auxiliary  in 
her  group  at  Turkey. 

The  district  secretary  organized  the  new  zones  of  the  Lumberton  and  the 
Sampson,  or  Union,  groups,  and  attended  other  zone  meetings  at  Ingold,  Rose- 
boro,  Rocky  Point,  Burgaw,  and  Wilmington.  At  the  zone  meeting  at  Roseboro 
a  baby  life  member  was  obtained  and  also  one  at  the  district  conference  which 
was  held  in  June  at  Wallace. 

Letters  have  been  written  to  all  auxiliaries  each  quarter,  besides  various  letters 
to  presidents  and  to  conference  officers. 

Of  the  forty-two  auxiliaries  in  prospect  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  forty 
reported  during  1932.  The  two  dropped  were  Scott's  Hill,  through  lack  of  a 
leader,  and  Barker's.  One  new  one  was  organized  but  failed  to  send  in  a  financial 
report  to  Mrs.  McKinne.  This  one  will  be  cultivated  and  we  hope  will  be  heard 
from  this  year. 

The  number  of  members  of  auxiliaries  is  1,040.  While  few  entered  the  age 
contest,  we  feel  sure  the  life  expectancy  has  increased.  Wallace  was  the  only 
auxiliary  which  reported  the  average  age  decreased.  This  was  from  45  to  3  8. 
Young  women's  circles  have  been  organized  or  the  young  women  taken  in  to 
the  regular  auxiliaries  in  many  societies. 

Children's  division  raised  $285.  The  total  amount  sent  to  Mrs.  McKinne  was 
$3,952.88;  $3,644.33  amount  raised  for  local  purposes;  deficit  from  amount 
pledged,  $1,040;  deficit  from  amount  these  42  auxiliaries  paid  in   1931,  $663.94. 

The  following  societies  increased  in  finances  over  1931:  Centenary,  Garland, 
Hallsboro,  Wallace,  Bethlehem,  and  St.  Paul's   (Elizabeth  Lamb). 

The  auxiliary  contributing  the  largest  amount  for  missions  was  Grace, 
$871.29;  second,  Trinity,  Wilmington,  with  $503.40;  and  third,  Lumberton, 
Adult,  $316.32. 

Hallsboro  had  100%  of  its  members  subscribing  to  World  Outlook. 

The  number  observing  Week  of  Prayer  was  26. 
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Twenty-two  contributed  $127.75  to  Elizabeth  Sneeden's  salary.  Six  made  the 
honor  roll:  Richlands,  Roseboro,  Rose  Hill,  Whiteville  and  Grace. 

The  most  encouraging'  elements  for  the  work  of  this  district  for  1933  are 
the  splendid  zone  organizations  and  the  increasing  number  of  younger  women 
enlisted  in  the  work. 

These  women  are  interested  in  the  study  classes  and  promise  fine  leadership 
in  the  near  future. 

At  least  three  societies  have  re-organized  and  given  prominence  to  the  younger 
women  in  selecting  the  officers. 

The  number  attending  the  meetings  has  been  increasing  in  all  auxiliaries 
reporting  this  item. 

May  the  leaders  this  year,  in  their  programs,  realize  their  responsibility  for 
giving  spiritual  food  to  these  eager,  hungry  seekers.  Let  us  pray  that  we  may 
not  send  them  away  from  a  single  auxiliary  meeting  with  this  hunger  unsatisfied.

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Reports  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTEN- 
SION OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  our  four-point  program,  in  use  for  several  years,  be  continued  as 
follows  : 

(a)  First  quarter — an  Officers'  Training  Day  in   district  or  zone  groups. 

(b)  Second  quarter — a  Membership  and  Educational  Campaign. 

(c)  Third  quarter — a  Training  Day   for  Mission  Study  Leadership. 

(d)  Fourth  quarter — Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

2.  That  the  enlistment  effort  for  the  second  quarter  take  the  form  of  a 
"Fellowship  Luncheon"  given  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  for  the  women 
of  the  church.  This  luncheon  will  take  the  place  of  the  "guest  meeting"  of  last 
year.   (A  program  for  the  occasion  will  be  prepared  and  sent  out.) 

3.  That  early  in  the  third  quarter  we  give  all  possible  assistance  to  our 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Study  in  conducting  one-day  "coaching  schools" 
for  auxiliary  Mission  Study  teachers  in  each  district  or  zone. 

4.  That  the  effort  to  organize  and  foster  new  societies  in  every  possible 
congregation  be  emphasized. 

5.  That  a  special  study  of  the  Conference  minutes  be  made  at  one  auxiliary 
meeting  during  the  year. 

6.  That  we  continue  the  systematic  cultivation  of  the  young  women  of 
our  churches  for  membership  in  the  missionary  society.  Especially  do  we  urge 
the  auxiliary  leaders: 

(a)  To  make  the  most  tactful  and  intelligent  plans  for  fully  integrating 
into  the  society  the  members  of  the  Young  Women's  Circles,  recognizing  their 
leadership  and  making  possible  to  them  full  participation  in  service  and  in  the 
work  of  the  auxiliary. 

(b)  To  form  each  year  new  circles  of  those  who  become  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  the  society.  That  a  formal  ceremony  mark  the  passing  of  the  young 
women  from  membership  in  Young  Women's  Circles  to  membership  in  Adult 
Circles;  that  this  promotion  come  after  two  years  of  membership  in  Young 
Women's  Circles. 

(c)  To  continue  the  average  age  contest  wherever  it  is  practicable,  using 
it  as  a  means  of  conserving  the  missionary  interest  of  the  young  women  and 
keeping  unbroken  the  continuity  of  their  service  to  the  church  as  they  pass  from 
the  Young  People's  to  the  Adult  Department. 

7.  In  view  of  the  disturbing  financial  situation  that  confronts  the  work, 
we  urge  upon  the  auxiliary  officers  the  necessity  for  securing  regular  payments 
of  all  funds  as  a  means  of  financing  our  work  and   that  we  adopt  the  slogan 
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in    each    auxiliary,    "Monthly    payment    of    membership    offerings    and    quarterly 
remittance   of  one-fourth   of  the  year's  budget  to  the   Conference    Treasurer." 

8.  We  recommend  further  that  the  financial  goal  of  the  Conference  be 
presented  at  all  district  and  zone  meetings  and  every  woman  in  the  church  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  contribute. 

9.  That  auxiliary  treasurers  prepare  themselves  for  more  efficient  service 
in  keeping  accurate  records  of  all  funds,  that  they  recognize  their  responsibility 
to  make  missionary  dollars  alive  with  information  and  interest  to  the  society 
and  that  they  keep  the  needs  of  the  work  before  the  members  in  such  a  way 
that  every  woman  will  pay  a  part  of  her  offering  each  month. 

10.  That  auxiliaries  continue  to  emphasize  Life  Memberships. 

1 1 .  That  each  auxiliary  contribute  toward  the  conference  scholarship  fund, 
if  possible,  five  dollars;  and  the  required  four  dollars  for  the  Scarritt  mainten- 
ance fund. 

12.  That  our  auxiliaries  co-operate  with  the  pastors  in  collecting  old  gold 
and  jewelry  and  send  it  to  Dr.  W.  G.  Cram,  general  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  the  proceeds  to  be  divided  half  and  half  between  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  and  the  General  Board. 

13.  That  our  conference  pledge  for  193  3  be  $41,700  to  be  apportioned 
as  follows:

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  Committee  recommend: 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  importance  of  developing  friendly  relations  among 
the  children  of  the  nations  that  recommended  world  friendship  courses  and 
projects  be  undertaken  by  leaders  and  groups  of  children  with  the  aid  and 
co-operation  of  all  conference  and  auxiliary  officers. 

2.  That  children's  leaders  strive  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities  for 
study  and  training  presented  not  only  in  Leadership  and  Standard  Training 
Schools  but  through  Standard  Leadership  Correspondence  Courses  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 
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3.  That  wherever  possible  special  effort  be  made  to  have  weekly  class 
sessions  take  the  place  of  monthly  programs;  and  where  weekly  meetings  are 
not  possible  that  one  or  more  intensive  periods  of  six  or  twelve  weekly  or  daily 
sessions  be  held  during  the  year  in  addition  to  monthly  meetings. 

4.  That  emphasis  be  given  vacation  mission  schools  this  year  and  that  since 
books  recommended  last  year  for  vacation  mission  schools  were  too  late  to  be 
used  by  most  groups,  they  be  recommended  again  this  summer,  these  books  being 
as  follows: 

Junior:     "New  Joy"  by  Caroline  Sowall  and  Charlotte  C.  Jones. 

"Many  Moons  Ago"  by  Katherine  Gladfelter. 
Primary:   "Off  to  China"  by  Helen  F.  Sweet  and  Mabel  C.  Wagner. 

"Children    of    the    Great    Spirit"    by    Florence    C.    Means    and 
Frances  Riggs. 

5.  That  also  publicity  be  given  through  our  children's  auxiliaries  to  the 
books  provided  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  for  vacation  schools,  and 
that  those  auxiliaries  preferring  to  use  this  material  be  given  the  usual  credit  for 
vacation  study.  These  books  are  "Children  of  One  Father,"  by  Juanita  Ray  Kent; 
and  "How  the  Nations  Share,"  by  Edith  Kent  Battle. 

6.  That  special  effort  be  made  this  year  to  give  publicity  to  the  work  of 
the  Council  for  babies  around  the  world  and  that  through  the  Beginner  Depart- 
ment of  the  Children's  Division  stress  be  put  on  giving  parents  an  opportunity 
in  the  name  of  their  children  to  contribute  to  this  work.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION  AND 

BIBLE  STUDY 

Believing  that  information  creates  interest,  incites  activity,  intensifies  zeal, 
evokes  support,  and  is  therefore  necessary  to  the  effective  promotion  of  the 
cause  of  world  evangelization,  we  recommend: 

1st.  The  sponsoring  of  the  Mission  and  Bible  Study  class  by  the  president 
of  each  auxiliary,  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  effectual  factors  in  the  pro- 
gram of  work  for  missions. 

2nd.  That  the  conduct  of  each  class  be  as  nearly  as  possible  according  to 
standard  requirements  for  out-of-class  preparation,  and  for  participation  in  class 
sessions. 

3rd.  That  on  circuits,  where  a  competent  teacher  is  not  available  in  each 
church  for  conducting  real  study  classes,  a  circuit  class  be  organized,  drawing 
its  members  from  every  church,  each  participating  group  to  be  given  recognition 
as  an  individual  class  when  fully  and  properly  reported  to  the  Conference 
Superintendent  of  Study. 

4th.  That  we  strive  to  follow  these  recommendations  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council: 
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"(a)  That  auxiliaries  be  encouraged  to  participate  in  Bible  classes  given 
in  Standard  Training  Schools  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in 
their  churches  or  districts. 

"(b)  That  wherever  as  many  as  six  members  of  the  same  auxiliary  take  a 
course  for  credit,  that  the  society  be  given  credit  toward  the  Standard  of  Excel- 
lence for  a  Bible  Study  class. 

"(c)  That  auxiliaries  be  eligible  to  credit  toward  the  Standard  of  Excel- 
lence, and  receive  Council  certificates  for  mission  courses  under  the  same  con- 
ditions, wherever  the  content  of  the  course  is  suitable,  as  a  general  study,  for 
the  membership  of  the  society,  such  as  The  Interpretation  of  Missions,  Historical 
Studies  in  Southern  Methodist  Missions,  and  Christian  Social  Relations  Subjects. 

"(e)  That  we  encourage  our  auxiliary  leaders  to  take  the  initiative  in 
seeking  interdenominational  co-operation  of  women  for  study,  prayer,  and 
service  in  their  communities.  Especially  for  study,  that  they  foster  the  observance 
of  the  annual  World  Day  of  Prayer  for  Women  on  the  first  Friday  in  Lent." 

5th.  That  either  Zone  or  District  Coaching  Days  be  held  in  every  district, 
in  the  third  quarter,  to  prepare  study  leaders  for  their  work  during  the  fall  and 
winter. 

6th.  That  a  special  effort  of  some  kind  be  made  by  each  auxiliary,  if 
possible,  for  the  definite  purpose  of  providing  financial  means  of  sending  mission 
study  superintendents  and  mission  study  class  teachers  for  training  in  their  work, 
to  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University  in  June,  or  the  Leadership 
Training  School,  August  3-15,  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

7th.  That  we  accept  as  texts  for  adult  Mission  and  Bible  Study  classes  for  the 
study  year,  193  3-34,  the  following  textbooks  recommended  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  for  that  purpose:

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REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

I.  We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Council  Standard  for  Efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
be  continued. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  be  requested  to  purchase  the  packets  of  literature  as  needed 
for  such  lines  of  work  and  study  as  International  Relations  and  World  Peace, 
Christian  Citizenship,  Interracial  Co-operation,  Industrial  Relations,  and  Rural 
Development. 

3.  That  posters,  charts,  and  various  "eye-gate"  displays  be  secured  to  add 
to  the  effectiveness  of  programs  in  conference,  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

II.  Rural  Development.  1 .  That  Conference  Superintendent  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  co-operate  with  the  Rural  Development  Commission  in  carrying 
on  this  year  a  special  survey  of  rural  missionary  societies  on  circuits,  and  to  see 
that  the  plan  is  presented  at  district,  zone,  and  conference  meetings. 

2.  That"  district  secretaries  co-operate  with  the  Rural  Development  Com- 
mission in  conducting  and  carrying  on  the  rural  survey  this  year. 

3.  That  Conference  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  make  a 
special  independent  study  to  discover  the  outstanding  rural  social  problems  and 
situations  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conferences,  the  same  to  be  a  part  of  the 
survey. 

4.  That  each  town  or  city  missionary  society,  through  the  leadership  of  its 
Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  seek  to  find  and  adopt  a  rural 
missionary  society  as  a  sister  society,  and  to  work  out  a  program  of  mutual  help- 
fulness. 

5.  That  each  rural  missionary  society,  under  the  leadership  of  its  Superin- 
tendent of  Christian  Social  Relations,  make  a  special  study  to  seek  and  discover 
ways  by  which  its  society  may  best  serve  its  community. 

6.  That,  in  the  event  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  any  rural  church 
is  making  a  study  of  the  community  with  a  view  to  relating  the  program  of 
the  church  to  the  program  of  the  community,  the  local  rural  missionary  society 
seek  to  co-operate  in  this  study,  rather  than  to  carry  on  an  independent  study, 
reporting  the  results  to  the  district  secretary. 

7.  That  each   district  seek  to   develop  a  circulating  library  on   rural  work. 

III.  Christian  Citizenship.  1.  That  each  auxiliary  have  a  Prohibition  Com- 
mittee and  that  it  be  provided  with  a  simple  plan  to  carry  out  its  work. 

2.  That  institutes  for  training  in  Christian  citizenship  be  promoted  in 
zone,  district  or  auxiliary  meetings.  „ 

3.  That  there  continue  to  be  special  speakers  on  Christian  citizenship  in 
conferences,  districts  and  zones. 

4.  That  each  auxiliary  strive  to  have  a  100%  vote  in  elections. 

5.  That  the  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  see  that  the  pledges 
of   the    Commission    of   Anti-Lynching   be    presented    in    all    conference,    district 
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and  zone  meetings,  for  signatures,  to  be  sent  to  Interracial  Commission,  Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

IV.  International  Relations  and  World  Peace.  1 .  That  we  re -affirm  the  recom- 
mendations of  1932,  relating 

(a)  To  auxiliary  subscriptions  to  the  News  Bulletin  of  the  National 
Council  for  Prevention  of  War  (5  3  2  Seventeenth  Street,  Northwest,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.) 

(b)  To  personal  letters  to  Senators  and  Representatives  favoring  meas- 
ures that  make  for  World  Peace,  and  protesting  those  in  opposition  to  it. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  observe  the  following  days:  Washington's  Birthday,  Pan- 
American  Day  (April  14),  Independence  Day  and  Armistice  Day,  by  peace  talks, 
chorus  singing,  pageants  or  window  displays;  and  that  these  projects  be  com- 
mitted to  the  woman  who  is  in  charge  of  World  Peace  cultivation  in  the 
auxiliary. 

3.  That  where  practicable  auxiliaries  sponsor,  or  co-operate  with  other 
groups  in  Marathon  Round  Tables  for  peace  discussion.  Material  is  available 
upon  application  to  the  National  Council  for  the  Prevention  of  War. 

V.  Interracial  Co-operation.  1 .  That  we  urge  the  co-operation  of  our  women 
in  the  church-wide  Jubilee  of  Paine  College  and  that  we  feature  the  celebration 
in  conference,  district  and  zone  meetings,  using  the  literature  prepared  by  the 
Jubilee  Commission.  Order  literature  from  Dr.  E.  C.  Peters,  Paine  College, 
Augusta,  Ga. 

2.  We  urge  conferences  and  auxiliaries  to  proceed  with  the  authorized  plans 
for  leadership  training  at  the  three  established  centers:  Paine  College,  Mississippi 
Industrial  College,  and  Texas  College  at  Tyler,  and  that  in  addition,  wherever 
possible,  they  promote  leadership  training  institutes  for  colored  women  in  local 
communities. 

3.  Encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  plan  of  last  year  for  Bible  class, 
welfare  club  and  school  survey  in  co-operation  with  negro  women,  we  recommend 
its  continuance  and  extension.

COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL  LIFE  AND  MESSAGE 

Council  recommends: 

(1)  That  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Conference  Spiritual  Life  chairman,  emphasize  the  general  plan  as  set  forth  in 
the  booklet,  Suggestions  for  Spiritual  Life  Groups;  that  groups  make  a  thorough 
study  of  this  booklet  as  a  basis  for  their  work. 

(2)  That  the  yearly  reports  made  by  Conference  Spiritual  Life  chairmen 
be  sent  in  January  to  the  Council  chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Com- 
mittee. 

(3)  That  a  church-wide  retreat  be  held.  (This  year  at  Brevard,  N.  C, 
July  15-17.) 
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(+)  Each  conference  is  allowed  two  registrations  if  made  by  June  1.  After 
June  1,  registrations  will  be  open  to  all  up  to  one  hundred  registrations.  A 
registration  fee  of  one  dollar  is  required;  there  will  be  a  refund  of  any  fees 
received  after  the  maximum  number  is  reached. 

We,  your  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  recommend 
from  Council  suggestions: 

( 1 )  That  we  observe  and  pray  that  others  shall  observe  the  following  from 
our  order  of  worship  as  found  in  our  Church  Discipline:  "Let  all  services  begin 
exactly  at  the  time  appointed;  and  let  the  people  kneel  in  silent  prayer  on  enter- 
ing the  sanctuary." 

(2)  That  we  present  to  the  congregation  for  prayer  the  interests  in  which 
our  groups  have  been  enlisted — this  is  to  include  vital  local  interests  as  well  as 
world  questions. 

(3)  That  we  co-operate  with  the  pastor  in  intensifying  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  church — and  upholding  him  by  prayer. 

Let  us  cease  from  harmful  criticism  of  the  pastor. 

We  request  that  our  district  secretaries  and  zone  leaders  stress  the  appointment 
of  a  prayer  group  in  each  auxiliary — and  that  they  call  for  reports  from  auxiliary 
leaders. 

Will  each  auxiliary  president  please  give  special  prayer  to  her  Committee  on 
Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  and  see  that  the  name  of  the  chairman  is  sent  the 
conference  chairman  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message?

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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group,  and  superintendents  of 
Children's  Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  district  secretaries,  and  zone  leaders,  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  three  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult  and  Children's  Societies  shall  send  money  and 
reports  to  the  conference  treasurer  quarterly. 

6.  That  all  corresponding  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  report  to  district 
secretaries,  so  that  the  district  secretaries  may  be  in  close  touch  with  the  work. 

7.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

8.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

9.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

10.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

11.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so. 

12.  That  our  goal  shall  be  the  organization  in  every  auxiliary  of  classes  for 
mission  and  Bible  study,  the  aims  of  which  shall  be  steady  improvement  in  quality 
of  preparation  and  recitation  till  the  standard  set  for  our  study  work  shall  be 
reached. 
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13.  That  the  district  secretaries  urge  the  organization  of  mission  and  Bible 
study  classes  in   their  auxiliaries  just  as  they  promote   other  departmental  work. 

14.  That,  in  each  zone,  there  shall  be  elected  a  study  leader,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  promote  mission  and  Bible  study  in  her  zone;  to  give  full  and 
correct  instruction  in  Council  and  conference  methods,  standards,  and  courses  of 
study,  to  her  auxiliary  study  leaders  at  zone  meetings;  to  hold  a  "Coaching  Day 
for  Study  Leaders"  in  the  3rd  quarter;  and  to  correspond  with  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study  in  order  to  gain  the  information  she,  herself,  needs  and 
to  report  the  work  she  is  doing. 

15.  That  the  Council  Standard  for  Efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
be  continued.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES  RECEIVING  CERTIFI- 
CATES  FROM   WOMAN'S    MISSIONARY    COUNCIL— FOR  ADULTS 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group, 
with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 
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The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so  that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to 
express  her  impressions  and  opinion  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number   from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten 
sessions,  each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting 
should  begin  and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 
SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience  in  Mission  Study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.  Only  five  points  for  Mission  Study  may  be  counted  on  the 
Honor  Roll.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 
Societies,  Adult  and  Children's  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE   SOCIETIES 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

(1)  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(4)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  located  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  con- 
ference shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  con- 
ference bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  con- 
ference office. 

3.  Two  officers  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as 
alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  socie- 
ties in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary 
society  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
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of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  and  Children's 
auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January  to  the  Organization  Secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the 
preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
handle  only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the 
Council.  She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the 
conference  secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society, 
and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July, 
October,  and  January,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She 
shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the 
president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups  shall,  through  the  auxiliary 
presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young  Women's  Groups,  actively  cultivate 
young  women  in  the  conference  for  membership  in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of  the  work  to  the  Organization 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

1 1.  The  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and 
to  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge 
of  Organization  and  Study. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Home 
Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Litera- 
ture. 
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14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  civic  and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of 
the  conference  into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  Christian   Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

1 6.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliaries 
and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district 
conference  and  may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided 
into  zones  according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The 
district  secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliary  societies, 
funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary 
life  patrons  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the 
conference. 

1 9.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  each  conference  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  conference. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  spe- 
cific objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in 
annual  session.  This  offering  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  conference  pledge  to  the 
Council. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society   shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary   to  Conference    Society   of   the 

Woman's  Missionary   Council   of  the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church,   South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  and  over,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 
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4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings  (covering 
retirement  and  relief  and  conference  expense  funds),  a  freewill  offering  from 
the  auxiliary,  Scarritt  Maintenance  and  scholarships.  An  offering  shall  be  taken 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Op- 
portunity shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  indi- 
viduals for  the  support  of  special  work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is  an  honor 
and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  one  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer, 
and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Publicity, 
of  Christian   Social  Relations,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  trie  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  President  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The   Vice-President   shall  assume   the   duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  district 
secretary  and  conference  secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected 
officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the 
names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

'  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep 
an  account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July, 
and   October,   giving  an   itemized   statement   of   the   amount,   a    duplicate   of  the 
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same  to  be   furnished  the  auxiliary   Corresponding  Secretary.   The   books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from 
the  local  treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  and 
the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids; 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  two 
women  who  with  herself  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member  of 
which  shall  supervise  each  of  the  divisions — namely,  Baby,  Primary,  and  Junior. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be  the  chairman  of  this 
standing  committee. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  of 
the  activities  of  each  division  in  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult 
auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  send  all  moneys  properly  designated  from 
each  division  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  These  funds  shall  be  included  in  her 
quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  as  the  offering  of  the  Children's 
Department. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community. 
She  shall  present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items 
to  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the 
World  Outlook  in  co-operation  with  an  agent  to  be  elected  by  the  auxiliary 
wherever  desirable.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

9.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate 
and  direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by 
securing  the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare 
movements  of  community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and 
programs  committed  to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  Local 
Treasury,  provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  By-Law  5. 

10.     The   Superintendent   of  Supplies  shall   superintend   the   sending  of  boxes 
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and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

11,  The  Superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  CHILDREN'S  DIVISION 

1.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  Children's  organizations  is  to  train  them  in  the 
co-operative  task  of  building  a  Christian  world  order  by  developing  in  them 
right  attitudes  of  friendliness  toward  children  of  all  races  and  classes;  by  training 
them  in  Christian  service,  and  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  intelligent  giving. 

2.  Organizations:  The  Children's  Work  shall  consist  of  three  parts,  the 
Babies,  World  Children's  Circle,  and  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club,  which  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

3.  The  Children's  Committee:  The  superintendent,  who  is  elected  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  choose,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  her 
auxiliary,  two  women  to  serve  with  her  on  the  standing  committee  on  Children's 
Work.  Members  of  the  committee  should  be  chosen  because  of  their  special 
qualifications  for  its  work,  and  because  of  their  willingness  to  study  the  purpose 
and  problems  of  missionary  work  with  children. 

The  superintendent  should  organize  her  standing  committee,  assigning  to 
each  of  its  members  the  leadership  of  one  of  the  main  departments  of  work. 

The  superintendent  is  chairman  of  the  standing  committee.  She  has  super- 
vision of  the  whole  division  and  should  be  ever  ready  to  render  assistance  to  the 
members  of  the  committee.  She  should  help  them  plan  and  carry  out  their  work 
as  well  as  direct  the  special  department  which  is  her  sole  responsibility.  She  should 
hold  a  meeting  with  her  standing  committee  at  least  every  quarter  and  oftener 
if  she  deems  it  necessary. 

4.  Reporting:  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  shall  report  all 
of  the  work  of  the  children  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Children.  Sh<; 
shall  send  the  financial  report  with  all  moneys  collected  directly  to  the  confer- 
ence treasurer,  properly  designating  all  items.  She  shall  report  the  number  of 
members  in  each  organization  to  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  Informa- 
tion for  these  reports  shall  be  secured  by  her  from  the  members  of  her  standing 
committee  at  their  quarterly  meeting.  Reports  shall  be  mailed  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
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the  babies 

1.  Ages:  The  work  of  this  department  shall  be  with  children  up  to  six 
years  of  age  and  for  parents. 

2.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  Babies  has  the  chief  responsibility  of  the 
work  of  this  department;  she  is  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  Chil- 
dren's Work. 

3.  Parent  Study  Classes:  Parents  should  take  advantage  of  courses  on  child 
psychology  and  missionary  and  religious  education  offered  by  the  General  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

4.  Offerings:  Parents  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  an  offering  in 
the  name  of  a  child  at  birth  or  later  with  an  understanding  and  appreciation 
of  the  fact  that  this  gift  will  be  used  in  kindergartens  in  home  and  foreign 
fields.  Certificates  will  be  provided  in  recognition  of  this  offering. 

Children  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars  and 
be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

5.  Reporting:  The  superintendent  of  Babies  should  remit  quarterly  to  the 
superintendent  of  Children's  Work  all  the  moneys  of  the  department,  making  a 
complete  report  of  the  number  of  certificates  issued  for  the  quarter  and  other 
items  of  interest  concerning  the  department. 

WORLD  CHILDREN'S  CIRCLE 

1.  Ages:  Any  child,  6,  7,  or  8  years  of  age,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
World  Children's  Circle. 

2.  Enrollment:  An  annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October. 

3.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  have  the 
chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  standing  committee  on  Children's  Work. 

4.  Meetings:  The  World  Children's  Circle  may  meet  weekly.  Studies  shall 
be  provided  by  the  department  of  Education  and  Promotion  for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study:  During  the  summer  quarter  an  intensive  period 
of  missionary  cultivation  is  recommended  to  take  the  place  of  regular  weekly 
or  monthly  meetings.  For  this  work  a  mission  study  book  is  recommended. 

6.  Offering:  The  Primary  children  should  be  trained  in  intelligent  giving. 
The  money  from  this  department  shall  be  used  for  work  with  children  of  this 
age  at  home  and  abroad. 

A  parent  may  enroll  his  child  as  a  life  member  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars 
or  place  the  child's  name  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

7.  Reporting:  The  leader  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  remit  quar- 
terly to  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Work  all ,  the  moneys  of  the 
department  and  make  a  complete  report  of  the  number  enrolled,  new  members 
and  any  other  items  of  interest  concerning  the  department. 

8.  Promotion:  Members  of  the  World  Children's  Circle  shall  be  promoted 
to  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  the  first  of  October.  Certificates  of  promotion 
may  be  had  from  Literature   Headquarters,  Doctors  Building,  Nashville,  Tenn. 
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BOYS  AND  GIRLS  WORLD  CLUB 

1.  Ages:  Any  boy  or  girl  from  9  through  11  years  of  age  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club. 

2.  Enrollment:  An  annual  enrollment  shall  be  held  in  October  immediately 
following  promotion  day. 

3.  The  Leader:  The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  have 
the  chief  responsibility  of  the  work  of  this  department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  standing  committee  on  Children's  Work. 

4.  Meetings:  The  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  may  meet  weekly.  Programs 
for  these  meetings  shall  be  published  in  the  magazine,  World,  Friends  (Juniors), 
for  three  quarters. 

5.  Intensive  Mission  Study:  During  the  summer  quarter  an  intensive  period 
of  missionary  cultivation  is  recommended  to  take  the  place  of  regular  weekly 
or  monthly  meetings.  For  this  work  a  Mission  Study  book  is  recommended. 

6.  Offering:  Every  member  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  should  make 
a  regular  offering  to  the  children's  specials  of  the  year.  Juniors  may  be  enrolled 
as  life  members  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  and  be  placed  on  the  Memorial 
Roll  by  the  gift  of  ten  dollars. 

7.  Reporting:  The  leader  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  shall  remit 
quarterly  to  the  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  all  the  moneys  collected  and 
make  a  complete  report  of  the  number  enrolled,  new  members  for  the  quarter, 
and  any  other  items  of  interest.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

*Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  has  sent  13  of  her 
daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil;  4  to  Korea; 
and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  1 2  others  who,  as  the  missionary's  wife,  have 
gone  with  their  husbands  when  sent  out  under  the  General  Boards  of  Missions: 
1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa  (Congo 
Beige).  In  our  own  land,  11  others  have  served  as  deaconess-  or  city  missionary 
or  contract  worker  in  various  institutions  and  capacities.  Another  will  be  gradu- 
ated from  Scarritt  this  year  (1934).  This  year  there  are  reported,  for  1933, 
328  adult  auxiliaries  with  9,334  members;  and  a  total  of  292  Children's  Divi- 
sions with  5,396  members.  Since  1878,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  the  Conference 
Societies  have  raised  a  grand  total  of  $1,287,357.48  for  missions  in  home  and 
foreign  lands;  and  $801,100.17  for  local  work.

Because  the  city  of  Kinston  and  the  Methodist  Church  there  is 
noted  for  the  royal  quality  of  its  hospitality,  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Conference  meeting  there  was  not  surprised  at  the  hearty  reception 
given  to  it.  But  it  was  pleased  and  delighted!  Drab  skies  and  showers 
could  not  dampen  the  ardor  of  either  the  hostesses  or  the  delegates. 
Those  who  were  older  in  the  work  were  especially  heartened  by  the 
almost  tense  interest  of  the  large  number  of  fresh  young  women 
present.  Surely  the  motherly  words  of  counsel  and  wisdom  from  Mrs. 
A.  B.  Smith,  and  the  sunny  soul  quality  of  Miss  Leila  Epps  will  live 
long  in  the  lives  of  all  who  heard  them.  The  Kinston  Conference 
cannot  soon  be  forgotten ! 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  17,  1934 

The  twenty-second  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  opened  on  April  1 7th,  in 
the  Queen  Street  Church,  Kinston,  at  8  o'clock,  with  a  worship  service 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Brown,  and  concluded  with  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant. 

After  the  choir  had  rendered  most  beautifully  Dudley  Buck's 
"Festival  Te  Deum,"  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Moore, 
pastor  of  Main  Street  Church,  Gastonia.  Mr.  Moore  brought  a  chal- 
lenging message  on  the  theme  of  "Creating  a  Missionary  Spirit  in  the 
Local  Church,"  and  pointed  out  several  reasons  why  this  spirit  seems 
to  be  quenched  at  present,  and  some  cures  for  this  situation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Moore's  sermon,  the  Holy  Communion 
was  administered  by  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  assisted  by  several  minis- 
ters of  the  New  Bern  District.  This  was  a  most  impressive  service,  and 
gave  a  spiritual  note  of  high  quality  for  the  conference. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  18,  1934 

The  first  morning  session  of  the  conference  opened  with  a  few 
moments  of  quiet  meditation,  followed  by  a  worship  message  from 
Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb.  She  wove  her  talk  about  the  theme  of  the  hvmn, 
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"Lord,  Speak  to  Me  That  I  May  Speak,"  suggesting  the  worship  theme 
for  the  day,  "God  and  Myself." 

Greetings  were  sincerely  expressed  for  the  missionary  societies  of 
Queen  Street  by  Mrs.  E.  V.  Webb,  and  responded  to  by  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison,  in  the  absence  of  Miss  Ruth  Merritt,  who,  because  of  illness, 
could  not  attend  the  meeting. 

Several  moments  were  then  occupied  in  organizing  the  body,  after 
which : 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  made  her  report  as  vice-president. 

The  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  read  her  report. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  made  her  report  as  Conference  secretary.  She  made 
a  review  of  the  quadrennium,  and  struck  an  optimistic  note  for  the 
future. 

The  district  secretaries  made  verbal  reports  (note  the  written  re- 
ports in  the  section  of  "Reports")  as  follows:

Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Literature 
Headquarters. 

The  message  of  the  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  was  read  by  her 
at  this  time. 

Announcements  were  made  by  Mrs.  Gates  as  follows: 

As  Courtesy  Committee — Mrs.  T.  W.  Heath,  Mrs.  Harry  Stall- 
ings,  Rev.  R.  E.  Brown,  and  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  were  to  serve. 

Resolutions  Committee — Mrs.  Paul  Mallison,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey, 
Mrs.  Clarence  Taylor. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  wife  of  the  local  pastor,  announced  that  201 
delegates  were  registered  to  date. 

The  conference  guests  were  introduced:  Miss  Leila  Epps  from 
Brazil,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Cuninggim  of  Scarritt,  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Smith 
from  the  Council. 

Miss  Young  of  the  Book  Concern  spoke  a  moment  about  her  books. 
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In  opening  the  noon  devotional,  the  conference  sang,  "Come, 
Thou  Almighty  King,"  and  Mrs.  Herbert  Spear  sweetly  sang  as  a 
solo,  "For  God  So  Loved  the  World,"  by  Foreman. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  introduced  Mrs.  A.  B.  Smith,  sometime  president 
of  the  Tennessee  Conference,  and  now  a  member  at  large  of  the 
Council.  Mrs.  Smith,  after  offering  prayer,  spoke  on  the  theme  of  the 
day,  "God  and  Myself,"  and  read  from  Micah  6:8,  "to  walk  humbly 
with  thy  God."  She  portrayed  the  possible  closeness  of  that  walk  and 
closed  by  reading  the  139th  Psalm. 

"Still,  Still  With  Thee"  was  sung  as  a  prayer  for  closing.  The 
Rev.  R.  E.  Brown  pronounced  the  benediction. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  18,  1934 

The  Tuesday  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Lord, 
Speak  to  Me." 

The  worship  was  led  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond,  president  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  Duke  Memorial  Church.  She  read  from  the  5th 
chapter  of  St.  Matthew  and  the  2nd  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians,  and 
spoke  of  the  necessity  of  missionary  women  being  lights,  and  shiring 
this  light  in  this  confused  world,  and  allowing  the  beauty  of  Jesus  to 
show  in  their  lives. 

Mrs.  Gates  concluded  the  worship  period  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Cuninggim,  wife  of  the  president  of  Scarritt  College, 
was  introduced,  and  told  the  conference  some  things  about  the  college 
as  a  place  where  girls  can  grow  to  be  more  Christ-like.  Scarritt  women 
present  were  asked  to  rise,  and  a  telegram  from  Sarah  McCracken 
was  read.  Mrs.  Gates  also  read  a  letter  from  our  Japanese  scholarship 
lady  at  Scarritt. 

The  Conference  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  made  her  report 
for  1933,  and  announced  that  for  the  first  quarter  of  1934,  $2,000 
more  than  for  the  first  quarter  of  1933  had  been  sent  to  the  Council 
treasurer. 

Miss  Leila  Epps  was  called  to  the  platform,  and  spoke  to  the  con- 
ference briefly. 

The  representatives  of  auxiliaries  making  the  honor  roll  were  called 

forward  by  Mrs.  Chadwick  and  given  their  badges,  some  88  of  them. 

The    Korean   urn,   awarded   to   the    district   reporting   the    largest 
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number  of  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  A.  B. 
Smith  to  Miss  Florine  Robertson  of  the  Durham  District. 

After  announcements,  the  body  adjourned  for  Sessions  Committee 
meetings. 

WEDNESDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  18,  1934 

"All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name"  was  the  hymn  with  which 
the  Wednesday  night  service  opened. 

The  scripture  and  prayer  service  was  led  by  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Brown. 

The  special  music  of  the  evening  consisted  of  a  duet,  "How  Beau- 
tiful Upon  the  Mountains,"  sung  by  Mesdames  Hogan  and  Moss,  and 
an  anthem,  "Gloria,"  by  Henry  Farmer,  sung  by  the  choir  of  Queen 
Street  Church. 

Miss  Leila  Epps,  missionary  to  Brazil  now  on  furlough,  addressed 
the  congregation,  which  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  church,  on  "A  New 
Word."  She  told  of  condition  in  Brazil,  with  its  estimated  43,000,000 
population,  and  concluded  that  the  "new  word"  for  Brazil  was  "Jesus." 

Mr.  Brown  closed  the  service  with  prayer. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  19,  1934 

The  Thursday  morning  session  opened  with  a  period  of  quiet,  con- 
cluding with  a  solo,  "It  Was  for  Me,"  sung  by  Mrs.  O.  L.  Wilson. 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Cuninggim  then  conducted  the  worship  period,  stressing 
the  responsibility  of  Christians  to  help  each  other  to  find  God.  She 
pointed  out  that,  though  insignificant,  we  should  resolve  to  be  used  by 
Christ  to  lead  others  to  Him.  At  the  conclusion  of  her  talk,  Mrs. 
Cuninggim  led  the  group  in  prayer. 

The  bar  of  the  conference  was  fixed. 

Greetings  were  read  from  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Mrs.  J.  Le- 
Grand  Everett,  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Earley.  Messages  of  love  were  ordered 
sent  to  these  ladies  and  to  Miss  Minnie  Bomar. 

Mrs.  Gates  showed  and  recommended  several  books. 

Tellers  were  announced  as  follows:  Mesdames  J.  M.  Lilly,  W.  T. 
Williams,  Ed  Earnhardt,  Adrian  Brown,  B.  O.  Merritt,  Wesley  Fore- 
man, and  R.  N.  Totten;  231  voting  delegates  filled  out  their  nominat- 
ing ballots. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  made  a  verbal  report  as  superintendent  of 
Christian  Social  Relations.  She  then  introduced  Miss  Gertrude  Weil, 
secretary  of  the  State  Social  Service  Conference,  who  spoke  on  "Inter- 
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national  Relations  and  World  Peace,"  showing  the  necessity  for 
thoughtful  people  to  have  not  only  emotional  enthusiasm  but  also 
mental  conviction  against  war. 

Miss  Herring  passed  a  resolution  to  be  signed,  pledging  to  arouse 
sentiment  against  lynching,  and  secured  23  1  signatures. 

Mrs.  Baum  explained  how  circuit  societies  in  the  Elizabeth  City 
District  had  grown  into  separate  auxiliaries  and  about  a  circulating 
library. 

Miss  Herring  presented  certificates  of  standard  of  excellence  in 
Christian  Social  Relations  to  Elizabeth  City  and  Fremont  auxiliaries. 
She  then  read  her  resignation  as  superintendent  of  this  department, 
which  was  noted  with  deep  regret. 

It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

Miss  Fannie  Vann  spoke  about  the  safety  campaign  against  street 
and  highway  accidents. 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  Conference  secretary,  made  her  report  from  the 
Council  session  in  1934  in  Birmingham. 

The  tellers'  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Ed  Earnhardt,  as  follows: 
for  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates;  for  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison;  for  Conference  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick;  for  record- 
ing secretary,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten;  for  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne; 
for  superintendents — of  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten;  of 
Publicity,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler;  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  C. 
L.  Read;  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight;  of  Literature,  Miss  Bessie 
Harding. 

Since  there  was  a  large  majority  for  each  officer,  the  nominating 
ballot  was  declared  the  electing  ballot. 

Mrs.  Brown  made  several  announcements  and  then  introduced  the 
presidents  of  the  two  auxiliaries  of  Queen  Street  Church,  Mrs.  T.  M. 
Heath  and  Mrs.  F.  M.  Stallings. 

Mrs.  Gates  also  introduced  several  ministers  and  the  mother  of 
our  host,  Mrs.  R.  F.  Brown  of  Texas. 

The  hymn,  "Revive  Us  xA.gain,"  opened  the  noon  worship  period, 
and  was  followed  by  a  lovely  violin  solo,  the  "Aria"  of  A.  Tenaglia, 
played  by  Mr.  Robert  Rhodes. 

Mrs.   A.   B.    Smith,   in   her  talk,   stressed  the  theme    for   the   day, 
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"My  Brother  and  Myself,"  showing  what  a  large  concept  of  "doing 
justly  and  having  mercy"  may  mean. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Brown  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  19,  1934 

The  Thursday  afternoon  session  opened  by  singing  the  hymn, 
"The  Morning  Light  Is  Breaking,"  which  was  followed  by  prayer  by 
Miss  Amma  Graham. 

A  group  of  representatives  of  Young  Women's  Circles  was  called 
to  the  platform.  Mrs.  Moore,  of  Greenville,  spoke  briefly  and  intro- 
duced others  of  the  group:  Mrs.  J.  G.  Phillips,  of  Hookerton;  Mrs. 
Strum,  of  Roxboro;  Mrs.  Mattox,  of  Duke  Memorial,  Durham;  Mrs. 
Overman,  of  Goldsboro;  Mrs.  Morris,  of  West  Durham.  Each  told  a 
bit  of  experience  in  her  particular  circle  work. 

Miss  Dorothy  Butner,  a  student  volunteer,  was  introduced. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep,  secretary  of  the  committee,  read  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee.  It  was  voted  to 
adopt  these. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Extension  of  Work  and  Finance 
was  read  by  Mrs.  Hood,  secretary  of  the  committee.  Our  Conference 
secretary,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  called  upon  the  Council  representative,  Mrs. 
A.  B.  Smith,  to  explain  certain  points  in  the  recommendations. 

Miss  Epps  told  a  story  of  real  giving,  and  Mrs.  Gates  added  an 
illustration  of  an  experience  with  a  "blessing  box." 

Mrs.  McKinne  then  conducted  a  pledge  service,  calling  upon  the 
district  secretaries  to  make  the  pledge  for  their  respective  districts.

Because  of  many  requests,  Mrs.  Gates  called  upon  Miss  Epps,  who 
spoke  about  district  institutes  in  Brazil. 

Ladies  present  at  an  annual  missionary  conference  for  the  first 
time  were  asked  to  stand,  and  showed  a  large  number. 

It  was  voted  to  send  greetings  to  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  and  to  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Sneeden  in  Brazil. 

Mrs.  Plyler,  Publicity  superintendent,  presented  a  pageant,  "Our 
North  Carolina  Workers  and  Their  Work."  The  special  interests  in 
the  foreign  and  home  mission  fields  for  which  each  district  of  our 
conference  is  caring  were  portrayed  by  women  and  children  of  that 
district.  The  prize-winning  division  of  children  of  Queen  Street 
Church,  Kinston,  presented  the  kindergarten  work  in  Japan. 

Mrs.  Gates  at  this  time  asked  for  invitations  for  next  year's  con- 
ference. An  invitation  was  extended  by  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  from  First 
Church,  Elizabeth  City,  and  was  accepted  with  a  rising  vote  of  ap- 
preciation. 

The  session  was  closed  by  a  benediction  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Dim- 
mette,  and  the  ladies  repaired  to  the  Hotel  Kinston,  where  they  enjoyed 
delicious  refreshments  at  a  tea  served  by  the  ladies  of  Queen  Street 
Church. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  19,  1934 

"O  Zion  Haste"  opened  the  evening  service  on  Thursday.  The 
finely  rendered  music  for  the  meeting  consisted  of  a  solo,  "The  Publi- 
can," sung  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  K.  Wooten,  and  Gounod's  "Unfold  Ye 
Portals  Everlasting,"  sung  by  the  choir. 

The  pastor  of  Queen  Street  Church  read  the  scripture  and  offered 
prayer. 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Smith  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  and  brought  a 
comprehensive  presentation  of  the  many  fields  which  claim  the  atten- 
tion of  woman  in  seeking  her  place  in  the  new  world  enterprise. 

After  the  concluding  hymn,  "Ten  Thousand  Times  Ten  Thous- 
and," the  Rev.  E.  B.  Fisher  pronounced  the  benediction. 


20  Twenty-second  Annual  Meeting 

FRIDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  20,  1934 

The  theme  for  Friday  was,  "My  Witness  to  the  World,"  and  in 
carrying  this  out,  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  spoke  of  the  ways  in  which  women 
may  witness,  by  words,  by  modes  of  life,  and  by  their  efforts  to  prepare 
for  the  kingdom. 

Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman,  of  Elizabeth  City,  beautifully  sang 
"There's  a  Gospel  According  to  You." 

In  beginning  the  closing  business  session  of  the  conference,  Mrs. 
Gates  spoke  words  of  appreciation  of  the  officers  who  were  re-elected 
this  year. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  to  be  allowed  to  present  a  privileged  resolution, 
and  this  being  granted,  read  an  appreciation  of  the  three  retiring  sup- 
erintendents, Miss  Vara  Herring,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton,  and  Mrs.  J. 
LeGrand  Everett.  This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Plyler  announced  three  awards  for  good  publicity  work  as 
follows: 

Mrs.  Moore,  superintendent  of  Publicity  of  Jarvis  Memorial 
Church,  Greenville,  was  awarded  a  book  for  her  good  work  in  poster 
making. 

Hillsboro  auxiliary,  Mrs.  Thomas,  the  representative,  received  a 
book  for  their  large  proportion  of  World  Outlook  subscriptions. 

Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  of  Seaboard,  was  awarded  still  another  book  as 
recognition  of  her  fine  hard  work  with  her  children's  divisions. 

Mrs.  Knight,  superintendent  of  Supplies,  made  her  report  and  told 
of  proper  things  to  give  to  institutions  under  Council  supervision.  She 
asked  Miss  Epps  to  suggest  suitable  gifts  for  Elizabeth  Sneeden. 

Miss  Harding  told  of  a  girl  at  Spofford  Home  from  Washington, 
N.  C,  who  might  gladly  receive  gifts. 

A  love  gift  for  a  dress  for  Miss  Elizabeth  Sneeden  was  taken, 
amounting  to  $29.53. 

Mrs.  T-  C.  Wooten,  superintendent  of  Children's  Work,  made 
her  report,  and  paid  tribute  to  the  local  superintendents  in  her  depart- 
ment. She  named  things  desirable  for  the  children  to  do  as  projects. 

She  announced  the  following  awards:  a  banner  to  be  shared  by 
Burlington  and  Kinston  societies,  for  the  greatest  amount  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer;  a  banner  to  Kinston  for  the  best  Baby  Division; 
a  banner  to  Richlands  for  the  greatest  amount  per  capita;  and  an 
African  banner  for  attendance  to  Stantonsburg  and  West  End,  jointly. 
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Children  life  members,  so  far  in  1934,  were  announced  as  follows: 
W.  T.  Kirby,  Jr.,  Roxboro;  Margaret  Iris  Thomas,  Raeford;  Mary 
Ada  Shuller,  Fremont;  Caroline  Dawson  Thompson,  of  St.  Pauls, 
Goldsboro;  Mary  Elizabeth  Edmunson,  also  of  St.  Pauls;  Josephine 
Ann  Sledge  and  Otis  Carson  Brown,  Jr.,  of  Rich  Square;  and  Edith 
Marian  Brown,  Robert  Pittman  Rasberry,  Jr.,  and  Gordon  Read 
Heath,  of  Kinston. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Children's 
Work  was  read  by  Mrs.  L.  Baggett,  of  Whiteville.  It  was  voted  to 
adopt  the  report  as  read. 

Mrs.  F.  H.  Stallings,  president  of  the  Mamie  Webb  Society,  of 
Kinston,  presented  a  life  membership  certificate  and  pin  to  Mrs.  E.  V. 
Webb,  for  many  years  an  inspired  worker  with  the  children  of  Queen 
Street  Church.  Mrs.  Webb  accepted  this  gift  in  a  few  well  chosen 
words. 

A  playlet  was  put  on  by  a  group  of  young  ladies  representing  the 
work  of  study  of  the  missionary  society — a  clever  and  impressive  piece 
of  visual  teaching. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  superintendent  of  Study,  then  read  her  report, 
and  presented  certificates  to  the  district  secretaries  for  the  societies 
having  earned  them  during  the  past  year. 

The  study  jewel  was  awarded  to  the  New  Bern  District  and  pre- 
sented to  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews — this  jewel  given  to  the  district  hav- 
ing the  largest  percent  of  auxiliaries  reporting  three  study  classes  during 
the  year.  Mrs.  Baum,  of  Elizabeth  City,  who  had  held  the  jewel  for 
1933,  made  the  presentation  speech.  Mrs.  Matthews  in  turn  presented 
the  jewel,  temporarily,  to  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  who  was  most  instru- 
mental in  earning  the  jewel  for  New  Bern  District. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  presented  Mrs.  Nellie  Rives,  of  the  orphanage  at 
Raleigh,  and  asked  her  to  speak  for  the  orphanage. 

The  committee  on  district  secretaries  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted:  that  the  same  secretaries  be  re-elected.  Mrs.  Hood 
spoke  a  word  of  appreciation  in  behalf  of  the  secretaries. 

As  alternates  to  Council,  the  following  ladies  were  elected:  for  the 
president,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  and  for  the  Conference  secretary, 
Mrs.  Walter  Patten. 

As  a  nomination  from  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's  Missionary 
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Society  for  a  woman  on  the  Board  of  Missions,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten 
was  named  and  accepted. 

The  Standing  Rules  Committee  asked  to  be  allowed  to  make  such 
changes  as  may  be  necessary  because  of  Council  regulations,  and  was 
granted  this  right. 

The  chairman  of  a  new  committee,  that  of  the  Status  of  Woman, 
Miss  Fannie  Vann,  made  a  report  on  the  Council  projects  along  this 
line.  It  was  voted  to  place  this  report  on  file. 

Mrs.  Leon  Hall  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Sessions  Com- 
mittee on  Mission  and  Bible  Study  and,  after  some  explanation  of 
points,  the  report  was  adopted. 

A  letter  of  loving  greeting  was  read  from  Mrs.  J.  M.  Rhodes,  of 
Florida. 

The  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee,  Mrs. 
J.  LeGrand  Everett,  was  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

It  was  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to  check  and  pass  on  the 
minutes  of  the  conference.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  and  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sut- 
ton were  so  appointed. 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Smith  spoke  for  the  World  Outlook. 

Mrs.  Paul  Mallison  presented  the  report  of  the  Resolution  Com- 
mittee, and  this  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  president  presented  Miss  Ruth  Merritt. 

After  announcements  were  made  and  greetings  read,  Mrs.  George 
Hawkins,  who  has  attended  twenty-seven  missionary  conferences,  con- 
ducted the  "Service  of  Remembrance,"  and  read  the  names  of  the 
fifty-five  members  who  had  passed  on  during  the  past  year. 

For  the  closing  noon  devotional,  Mrs.  Smith  chose  a  question  to 
leave  with  those  present,  "What  sort  of  a  witness  are  you?"  carrying 
out  the  theme  for  the  day,  "My  Witness  to  the  World."  She  reminded 
her  hearers  that  unconsciously  they  were  witnessing  in,  not  only  their 
homes,  but  in  the  world,  their  concept  of  the  kingdom  of  God. 

In  closing,  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Merritt  pronounced  the  benediction, 
and  Mrs.  Gates  declared  the  twenty-second  conference  adjourned, 
sine  die.

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Executive  Committee  Meetings 

(CONDENSED  REPORTS) 


RALEIGH,  OCTOBER  25-26,  1933 

The  Executive  Committee  held  its  fall  meeting  at  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  in  Raleigh,  October  25-26,  1933,  with  almost  every  member 
present.  An  outstanding  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  report  from 
Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  of  the  Retreat  held  at  Brevard.  Financial  con- 
ditions of  the  conference  were  discussed,  and  plans  made  for  the 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  Kinston  in  April  of  1934. 

Departmental  problems  and  those  of  the  district  secretaries  were 
given  much  consideration.  A  declaration  of  beliefs  about  the  repeal  of 
the  eighteenth  amendment  was  drawn  and  sent  to  the  newspapers  of 
the  state. 


GOLDSBORO,  FEBRUARY  6,  1934 

A  full  committee  meeting  was  held  in  the  parsonage  at  Goldsboro 
on  February  6,  1934.  In  the  discussion  of  finances,  a  decrease  of 
$1,864  over  the  previous  year  was  noted  with  regret,  and  plans  made  by 
which  the  pledge  to  Council  might  be  paid  in  full  for  1934.  The 
conference  pledge  was  set  at  $37,500,  including  the  $2,500  from  the 
children. 

The  president  announced  some  changes  in  the  personnel  of  chair- 
men, and  that  Miss  Fannie  Vann,  of  Durham,  had  been  appointed  as 
chairman  of  a  committee  on  the  Status  of  Women. 

After  the  discussion  of  many  other  details  of  the  work,  a  group 
of  ladies  from  Kinston  came  to  talk  over  plans  for  the  annual  meeting. 
The  social  happiness  of  the  day  was  increased  by  a  delicious  luncheon 
served  by  the  ladies  of  St.  Pauls  Church  and  Mrs.  Dowd,  the  pastor's 
wife. 

KINSTON,  APRIL  17  AND  20,  1934 

In  Kinston,  on  Tuesday,  April  1 7th,  the  Executive  Committee  met 
in  the  afternoon  to  discuss  details  for  the  conference  opening  that 
night. 
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After  the  conference  had  adjourned  on  Friday,  April  20th,  the 
Executive  Committee  had  luncheon  together,  welcomed  the  new 
members,  and  decided  to  continue  membership  of  the  conference  in 
the  Woman's  Legislative  Council  of  North  Carolina,  and  to  join  the 
proposed  Federated  Legislative  Council  if  it  completes  its  organization.

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Reports  of  Officers 


ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Since  a  detailed  report  of  our  conference  activities  will  be  presented  by  the 
departmental  officers,  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  review  the  work  of  the  past  year. 
I  must,  however,  express  my  keen  appreciation  of  the  splendid  loyalty  and  enthusi- 
asm of  the  conference  women  for  the  cause  which  we  represent.  In  spite  of  many 
difficulties  and  discouragements  you  have  carried  on,  by  contributing'  time,  strength 
and  means.  As  our  reports  will  show,  practically  every  phase  of  our  work  except 
the  financial  has  moved  forward,  and  we  come  to  this  annual  meeting  with  high 
hopes  and  a  determined  purpose  to  "lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes." 

My  desire  at  this  time  is  that  we  may  consider  together  some  tendencies  in 
the  present-day  missionarv  endeavor,  and,  if  possible,  get  a  world  view  of  a 
world  task. 

It  is  evident  that  the  social,  political,  and  economic  upheavals,  which  have 
shaken  our  world  to  the  very  center,  have  not  subsided.  On  the  contrarv  they 
seem  to  betoken  a  new  social  order.  No  one  can  foresee  the  form  that  this  will 
take,  but  there  is  a  growing  conviction  that  a  choice  must  be  made  between 
Communism  and  Christianity.  It  is  clear  that  Christ's  plan  demands  a  society 
based  on  brotherhood  and  mutual  helpfulness,  rather  than  on  competition  and 
selfishness.  Only  as  our  missionarv  message  carries  the  power  to  build  such  a 
world  can  it  be  adequate  to  the  task  of  todav.  As  Bishop  Arthur  Moore  says, 
"The  present  hour  calls  for  all  that  is  strong  and  brave  and  sacrificial  within 
us.  The  goal  is  big  enough,  the  need  is  urgent  enough  and  the  command  of 
Christ  is  clear  enough  to  strip  us  of  all  our  comfortable  and  complacent  inter- 
pretations of  Christianity." 

CO-OPERATION  ON  FOREIGN  FIELDS 

The  rise  of  nationalism,  the  political  confusion,  the  rapid  promotion  of  Com- 
munism in  all  lands  and  the  economic  and  social  distress  in  which  the  world  finds 
itself  are  causing  Christian  leaders  to  realize  the  necessity  of  working  together  in 
closer  co-operation.  One  of  the  most  significant  aspects,  therefore,  of  the  Christian 
enterprise  is  a  growing  spirit  of  unity  in  the  program  of  the  churches  and  the 
realization  that  work  can  be  done  more  effectivelv,  when  plans  are  made  jointly 
by  all  mission  agencies. 

On  all  foreign  fields  the  denominational  boards  are  working  more  closely 
together,  both  in  their  programs  and  in  their  policies  of  administration.  The 
official  visits  of  the  General  secretaries  to  the  fields  are  planned  so  that  representa- 
tives of  as  many  co-operating  denominational  boards  as  possible  may  confer  con- 
cerning common  problems.  Dr.  Cram,  of  the  General  Mission  Board,  and  Miss 
MacKinnon,  of  the  Woman's  Section,  have  just  returned  from  such  a  study  of 
the  work  in  Mexico.  Dr.  John  R.  Mott  has  been  authorized  to  study  the  Work  in 
Africa,  to  hold  conferences  with  the  missionaries  of  different  evangelical  Protestant 
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churches,  including  our  own,  and  to  visit  the  mission  stations  there,  so  that  the 
Protestant  missions  in  Africa  may  plan  to  meet,  with  a  united  front,  the  encroach- 
ment of  ritualistic  Christianity  and  the  determined  promotion  of  Communism, 
as  well  as  other  anti-religious  influences. 

Union  institutions  have  increased  in  number  on  all  mission  fields  and  they 
will  continue  to  multiply.  Other  co-operative  movements  are  also  emerging  rap- 
idly. The  shortage  of  funds  has  undoubtedly  stimulated  co-operation  among 
denominational  boards,  but  a  more  significant  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  serious 
purpose  of  the  Christian  churches  to  give  an  adequate  answer  to  the  distressed 
people  everywhere,  who  are  asking  whether  or  not  Christianity  has  a  message  for 
such  a  day  as  ours. 

CO-OPERATION  THE  KEYNOTE  OF  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  keynote  of  the  new  home  missions  program  is  also  co-operation  among 
denominations.  Definite  progress  is  being  made  in  correlating  the  activities  of 
various  national  religious  agencies,  in  order  that  Christianity  may  make  a  united 
impact  on  the  forces  of  evil,  including  paganism  jn  our  own  land. 

The  federal  government  has  already  begun  the  development  of  three  great 
homestead  areas  within  the  territory  occupied  by  the  Southern  Methodist  Church. 
This  means  that  the  church  faces  greater  home  mission  opportunities  than  those 
of  the  pioneer  days,  when  the  minister  followed  the  covered  wagon  into  the  west. 
The  church  of  today  must  be  prepared  to  go  with  the  families,  who  will  soon 
be  starting  for  these  new  regions.  With  the  urgency  of  this  opportunity  in  view 
the  Council,  in  session  in  Birmingham  last  month,  authorized  our  participation 
in  the  Tennessee  valley  project  by  voting  to  furnish  a  social  worker  in  connection 
with  an  inter-denominational  undertaking. 

CO-OPERATION  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY 

In  keeping  with  this  general  movement  toward  closer  sympathy  and  co-opera- 
tion among  boards  and  denominations,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  other 
organizations  within  the  local  church  should  unite  in  studying  all  problems 
which  Christianity  is  facing  today,  and  should  join  the  pastor  in  an  effort  to 
appropriate  the  "new  day"  for  righteousness. 

The  increased  leisure,  which  the  shortened  working  hours  of  the  government's 
"New  Deal"  affords,  surely  means  new  opportunity  for  Christian  social  service. 
The  church  needs  to  present  a  united  front  in  working  for  temperance  and  law 
enforcement.  We  must  outlaw  the  many  gambling  dens  and  devices,  the  disreput- 
able dance  halls  and  speakeasies  that  have  sprung  up  in  both  town  and  rural 
communities  along  with  the  legalizing  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  nation. 

Another  task  which  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  help  the  church 
to  accomplish  is  the  development  of  a  public  opinion  opposed  to  war  and  in  favor 
of  peace.  Let  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  every  church,  together  with  the 
pastor  and  others,  become  sponsors  for  groups  of  church  people,  men  and  women 
and  young  people,  who  will  study  the  causes  and  effects  of  war.  An  enlightened 
conscience  is  the  surest  remedy  for  social  ills. 
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To  this  end,  I  ask  that  every  auxiliary  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
seek  the  co-operation,  not  only  of  their  own  church  groups,  but  of  other  churches, 
in  the  study  of  their  own  community  needs,  and  in  carrying  out  projects  for  the 
betterment  of  the  community  life.  The  church  people  of  any  community  can 
overthrow  the  movements  and  agencies  which  lower  moral  and  spiritual  standards, 
if  they  will  stand  (as  a  unit. 

When  two  such  outstanding  men  in  one  economic  life  as  President  William 
Green,  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  Daniel  C.  Roper,  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  state  that  there  can  be  no  permanent  industrial  recovery 
until  there  is  a  spiritual  recovery,  it  is  high  time  that  we,  as  church  members, 
arouse  ourselves  from  our  spiritual  complacency,  a  condition  which  is  recognized 
to  be  the  greatest  hindrance  to  any  constructive  effort  on  the  part  of  the  church. 

If  we  are  to  grasp  this  challenging  opportunity  to  carry  the  principles  of 
Christ  into  every  phase  of  life,  personal,  social,  economic  and  political,  as  well 
as  religious,  every  member,  in  every  local  church,  in  every  community,  must 
co-operate  in  the  effort  to  establish  the  kingdom  of  God  upon  the  earth.  Christ 
declares  that  the  first  and  greatest  commandment  is,  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  .  .  ."  but  He  adds,  "the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself." 

THE  FINANCIAL  SITUATION 

There  are  many  problems  in  our  financial  situation  too  intricate  to  discuss 
fully  at  this  time.  I  should  like,  however,  to  ask  every  auxiliary  to  study  carefully 
the  section  ,of  Mrs.  Perry's  message  to  the  Council  that  bears  the  heading,  "The 
Financial  Situation."  It  was  published  in  the  April  issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  Mis- 
sionary News,  a  copy  of  which  was  inclosed  in  the  envelope  containing  the  pro- 
gram literature  for  the  second  quarter.  This  was  sent  to  every  auxiliary  president. 

We  must  face  the  fact  that  the  decreased  appropriations  for  the  support  of 
mission  work,  made  this  year,  cut  disastrously  into  essential  values,  which,  up  to 
this  time,  have  been  preserved.  In  striking  contrast  to  this,  the  latest  news  from 
the  fields  tells  us  that  the  Christians  of  China,  Japan  and  Korea,  in  the  face  of 
"wars  and  rumors  of  wars,"  of  world  depression  and  the  ever  threatening  shadow 
of  Communism,  have  flung  their  challenge  to  the  depression  by  launching  move- 
ments, not  only  to  carry  on  but  to  become  self-supporting  by  the  end  of  a  period 
of  ten  years.  In  Japan  they  plan  not  only  to  make  up  the  deficit  but  to  raise  an 
additional  fund,  to  do  pioneer  work  in  new  areas.  Surely  this  is  no  time  for  us 
to  "beat  a  retreat";  we  should  "lead  a  charge." 

As  we  face  the  most  serious  crisis  in  the  history  of  the  church  in  recent  years 
with  reference  to  supporting  the  cause  of  missions  and  maintaining  church  insti- 
tions,  it  gives  us  pause  to  realize  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  money  collected 
last  year  by  the  missionary  societies  of  Southern  Methodism  was  spent  for  local 
purposes.  As  I  stated  in  my  message  last  year,  the  fact  that  there  is  a  waning 
of  missionary  support,  due  to  heavy  church  debts  and  restricted  funds,  makes  it 
doubly  imperative  that  the  members  of  the  missionary  society  give  loyal  support 
to  the  pastor  in  his  efforts  to  inspire  the  congregation  to  maintain  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  the  church.  Let  us,  however,  keep  clearly  in  mind  the  difference  between 
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the  financial  obligation  of  the  missionary  society  and  that  of  the  entire  congrega- 
tion. As  individual  members,  we  should  feel  the  same  responsibility  for  the  collec- 
tion of  funds  for  the  benevolent  causes  of  the  church  and  for  meeting  church 
debts  as  we  feel  for  the  collection  of  our  missionary  society  funds.  In  our  organi- 
zation, however,  we  must  not  subscribe  to  nor  take  the  responsibility  for  raising 
funds  that  should  be  assumed  by  the  entire  church,  for  by  so  doing  we  hinder  the 
growth  of  vision  and  feeling  of  obligation  among  the  membership  as  a  whole. 

Let's  set  as  our  goal  for  1934:  "Every  church  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference a  missionarv  church,  every  pastor  aflame  with  missionary  passion,  every 
member  a  member  with  a  world  vision  and  every  cent  of  our  pledge  paid. 

It  is  truly  said  that  "women  are  facing  the  most  complicated,  baffling,  tempt- 
ing array  of  opportunities  ever  spread  before  the  human  race."  It  is  also  true 
that  our  "extremity  is  God's  opportunity."  Nothing  is  "too  hard  for  God."

sibilities in  it  are  the  most  loval  to  the  entire  church  program,  and  share  most 
generously  in  its  financial  support.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

This  is  a  day  of  uncertainty  and  upheaval;  a  day  that  marks  the  passing  of 
many  landmarks  and  bulwarks  which  we  had  never  thought  to  see  disappear. 
As  one  by  one  these  material  foundations  are  swept  away — almost  from  under 
our  very  feet — we  find  that  only  the  spiritual  endures.  It  is  a  great  joy  to  turn 
to  something  real  and  lasting. 

It  is  a  day  of  great  opportunity  for  the  church.  She  has  never  done  her 
greatest  work  in  periods  of  prosperity.  If  we,  as  Christian  women,  are  looking 
for  a  time  and  place  to  serve  and  to  lead  lives  of  usefulness,  what  better  time 
could  we  ask  than  the  present? 

In  the  past  year  of  1933,  we  have  taken  some  steps  in  the  right  direction. 
Let  us  see  that  in   1934  we  continue  to  go  forward. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  a  growing  conference.  Both  in  number  of 
auxiliaries  and  in  number  of  members  we  have  increased  in  the  last  year.  We  now 
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have  326  adult  auxiliaries  and  over  9,000  members.  In  our  children's  divisions 
we  have  292  societies  with  5,3  96  members.  We  are  proud  of  this  large  number 
and  we  wish  to  welcome  each  woman,  boy  or  girl  who  has  come  into  our  mem- 
bership during  the  past  year.  Many  of  these  adult  members  have  come  in  through 
the  organization  of  young  women's  circles.  We  are  especially  happy  that  fhis  is 
true. 

At  our  last  conference  meeting,  two  of  our  faithful  and  beloved  district 
secretaries  gave  up  the  work:  Mrs.  Flora  M.  Kendall,  who  for  thirteen  years  has 
been  secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District,  and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clarke,  who  for  nine 
years  had  guided  the  work  of  the  Wilmington  District,  felt  that  they  must  retire 
and  it  was  with  great  regret  and  a  sense  of  loss  that  their  fellow  workers  started 
the  year's  work  without  them.  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson 
have  proved  worthy  successors,  however,  and  the  work  of  the  two  districts  has 
gone  forward  without  a  break. 

Some  of  the  signs  of  growth  during  193  3  were — First:  The  observance  of 
"study  day"  in  districts  and  zones,  more  interest  being  shown  in  this  phase  of 
our  work  than  ever  before.  Second:  More  of  our  auxiliaries  observed  the  week 
of  prayer  than  in  1932;  that  year  198  were  reported,  and  in  1933,  223.  Third: 
A  greater  number  of  the  rural  auxiliaries  are  following  the  regular  program  of 
work,  as  outlined  by  Council,  than  ever  before.  These  women  are  discovering 
that  even  though  they  may  live  in  the  less  populated  sections,  that  their  difficulties 
are  not  insurmountable  and  that  they  may  get  together,  though  in  small  numbers, 
for  study  and  work.  All  honor  to  these  faithful  and  loyal  women !  I  wonder  if 
they  realize  just  how  much  their  interest  and  enthusiasm  mean  to  the  whole 
missionary   enterprise.  We  could   not   "carry   on"   without  them. 

With  joy  I  have  noted  at  least  the  beginning  of  a  greater  interest  in  that 
great  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  In  the  fourth  quarter  reports 
from  the  districts,  211  of  the  326  auxiliaries  reported  committees  on  Christian 
Social  Relations.  How  many  of  these  committees  are  active,  I  have  no  way  of 
knowing — but  when  we  have  used  our  home  mission  study  on  "Christianity  and 
Industry  in  America"  by  Dr.  Alva  Taylor,  I  think  our  interest  in  that  phase  of 
the   department  will  be   deepened. 

The  "fellowship  luncheons"  proved  helpful  and  brought  inspiration  to  the 
auxiliaries  that  had  them. 

The  district  meetings,  which  were  held  in  May  and  June,  were  very  largely 
attended.  Our  president,  Mrs.  Gates,  and  Miss  Alice  Green,  from  China,  were 
present  at  nearly  all  of  these  meetings  and  their  stirring  messages  were  much 
enjoyed.  Miss  Green  endeared  herself  to  our  women  all  over  the  conference,  and 
gave  unsparingly  of  her  time  and  energv  during  her  furlough.  To  show  some- 
thing of  their  appreciation,  two  districts  gave  her  life  memberships.  Miss  Josephine 
Dameron,  from  Korea,  was  also  in  the  conference  for  several  months  and  spoke 
at  several  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings.  She  was  unable  to  attend  our  conference 
and  district  meetings,  as  she  spent  much  of  her  time  during  her  furlough  studying 
in  New  York. 

The  plan  of  "special  district  missionaries"  seems  to  be  working  out  splendidly. 
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Our  members  like  having  the  support  of  their  own  workers  and  some  districts 
are  keeping  in  touch  with  them  by  letters,  and  are  learning  something  of  the 
work  of  that  particular  field.  Quite  a  number  of  Christmas  gifts,  such  as  maga- 
zine subscriptions  and  packages  that  could  be  easily  sent  to  foreign  fields,  were 
sent  out. 

In  one  field,  our  conference  did  not  go  forward  last  year,  and  that  was  in  the 
financial.  Our  treasurer's  report  shows  that  we  only  paid  85%  of  our  pledge  to 
Council,  and  we  had  cut  our  pledge  by  $5,000  from  the  amount  pledged  in  1932. 

Last  year  our  president,  in  her  message,  said  that  "Jesus  turned  the  depression 
of  Gethsemane  into  the  exaltation  of  Easter  by  facing  it  and  only  so  may  we 
turn  the  depression  which  has  gripped  us,  by  facing  it."  So  as  we  face-  our 
financial  problem,  shall  we  not  also  reverently  face  the  fact  that  no  nation  on 
earth  has  been  so  blessed  as  our  own  America?  Should  not  we,  even  as  Paul  of  old, 
feel  that  we  are  "debtors  both  to  the  Greeks  and  to  the  barbarians? " 

Let  us  make  up  our  minds  that  in  1934  we  will  go  forward  along  all  lines 
and  carry  out,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  every  phase  of  our  great  program  of 
work.

COUNCIL  MESSAGE 


To  Birmingham,  Alabama,  the  "City  of  Magic"  in  a  land  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey,  there  went  a  "goodly  company  of  women,"  as  Mrs.  Maud  Turpin 
expresses  it,  in  describing  the  gathering  together  of  the  members  of  the  1934 
Council. 

There,  in  the  historic  First  Church,  it  seemed  indeed  a  "new  day,"  as  the 
members  looked  into  each  other's  faces  again  and  were  privileged  to  hear  the 
messages  of  the  Council  officers,   deaconesses  and  missionaries. 

Just  a  year  ago,  gathered  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  there  was  no  such  spirit  of  joy 
and  enthusiasm.  The  whole  nation  was  passing  through  a  trying  experience  and 
it  was  reflected  in  the  thoughtful,  sober  faces  of  the  women  meeting  there  after 
a  postponement  of  the  Council  for  two  weeks. 

Somehow,  God  always  brings  joy  out  of  sorrow  to  those  who  trust  Him  and 
this  year  there  was  a  new  note  of  hope  and  spirit  of  courageous  adventure,  in 
all  that  was  said  and  done. 

Wednesday  was  a  day  of  committee  meetings;  both  standing  and  sessions 
committees  with  a  beautiful  vesper  service  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  as 
the  first  public  service.  After  a  busy  day,  the  soft  light  of  fading  day  falling 
through  stained  glass,  the  light  from  a  beautiful  electric  cross  over  the  organ 
and  soft,  sweet  music  from  the  organ,  re-echoing  in  the  chimes,  brought  peace 
and  calm  to  the  heart  as  nothing  else  could  do.  Just  the  organ  music,  one  or  two 
of  the  grand  old  hymns  of  the  church  and  the  beautiful  communion  service, 
conducted  by  the  ministers  present,  made  up  this  opening  worship  service  of  the 
Council. 

At  eight  o'clock  that  night  in  the  Tutwiler  Hotel  there  was  a  "folksy,  family 
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dinner,"  as  Mrs.  Turpin  expresses  it — the  fellowship  dinner,  which  has  come  to 
be  a  popular  part  of  the  Council  meeting'  of  recent  years.  Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb, 
who  after  twenty-one  years  of  service  as  secretary  of  organization  had  announced 
her  decision  to  retire  from  active  official  life,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy,  vice-presi- 
dent, who  is  moving  to  Minnesota  to  make  her  home,  were  the  honorees  of  the 
occasion.  Love  gifts  for  these  honored  officers  with  speeches  by  Mrs.  Copeland, 
of  the  Baltimore  Conference,  and  Mrs.  Pigott,  of  the  Louisville  Conference,  made 
up  a  good  part  of  the  program.  A  delightful  informality  prevailed.  Mrs.  Lips- 
comb, so  beloved  by  all  the  conference  women,  had  her  table  literally  covered 
with  pink  roses  when  the  conference  secretaries  of  the  thirty-nine  conferences 
each  laid  a  rose  in  front  of  her. 

On  Thursday  morning  the  first  business  session  was  held.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry, 
in  the  president's  annual  message,  reviewed  some  of  the  events  of  the  past  quad- 
rennium.  "When  it  was  predicted  some  years  ago  that  in  ten  years  the  missionary 
enterprise  would  be  so  changed  that  it  would  scarcely  be  recognized  as  the  same 
movement,  it  was  difficult  to  comprehend  what  that  could  mean,  and  yet  the 
past  four  years  have  seen  unmistakable  evidences  of  that  statement  coming  true," 
she  stated.  A  whole  new  world  of  problems  and  opportunities  are  evolving  and 
the  church  has  found  that  the  old  methods  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  present  day. 

These  changes  are  bringing  Christian  men  and  women  to  realize  more  than 
ever  the  necessity  for  working  together.  The  keynote  of  the  new  home  mission 
program  is  co-operation  among  the  denominations.  There  are  unmistakable  evi- 
dences that  the  foreign  mission  enterprise  is  on  the  threshhold  of  a  new  period 
in  co-operation  also.  Union  institutions  are  increasing  and  the  boards  of  different 
denominations  are  working  together  more  closely  than  ever  before.  Arrangements 
are  made  for  official  visitations  to  the  fields  being  so  planned  that  representatives 
from  a  number  of  boards  may  go  at  the  same  time,  so  that  they  may  take  counsel 
together  and  assist  each  other.  While  efforts  to  save  all  financial  expenses  possible 
may  be  back  of  these  movements,  there  is  something  else  also.  It  shows  a  serious 
purpose  for  all  Christian  churches  to  unite  in  a  great  world  movement  against 
sin  and  unrighteousness. 

In  our  own  Council  there  have  been  several  outstanding  changes  in  the  past 
four  years.  Five  conference  societies  were  dropped  from  our  roll  by  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Methodist  Churches  of  Brazil,  Korea  and  Mexico.  The  East  and 
West  Oklahoma  Conferences  were  combined  and  the  Denver  Conference  became 
part  of  the  New  Mexico  Conference.  Thus  seven  conference  societies  were  stricken 
from  the  roll.  This  change  meant  progress  and  expansion  rather  than  loss  so 
we  rejoice  that  we  could  have  a  part  in  it,  by  helping  to  develop  leaders  for 
these  new  national  churches.  Two  new  conference  societies  have  been  added  to 
the  roll,  namely:  the  Western  Mexican  and  the  Texas  Mexican  Conferences. 

The  beginning  of  the  quadrennium  marked  the  elimination  of  the  young 
people's  department  consisting  of  1,615  auxiliaries  with  a  membership  of  31,048. 
The  organization  of  the  young  women  over  24  years  of  age  into  circles  of  the 
missionary  society  has  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  last  few  years.  The 
future   of  the   missionary  enterprise   is  dependent   upon    the   younger   generation. 
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Dr.  Rufus  Jones  has  said,  "If  the  church  is  to  recover  its  commanding-  place  of 
influence  in  the  life  of  the  world  today  it  must  give  a  larger  share  of  leadership 
to  those  who  are  young.  The  entire  church  must  be  penetrated  with  a  new  spirit 
"i  adventure,  and  that  spirit  is  characteristic  of  youth." 

"The  enlistment  of  young  women  for  Christian  service  was  never  more  neces- 
sary," Mrs.  Perry  said.  Conditions  here  in  our  home  land  and  all  over  the  world 
have  changed  and  a  different  type  of  worker  is  needed.  Careful  preparation  for 
specific  tasks  is  becoming  imperative.  Selection  of  workers,  their  preparation 
and  training  and  the  number  of  appointments  are  all  very  important  features  of 
the  missionary  movement  today. 

There  was  also  a  radical  change  made  in  the  children's  department  by  General 
Conference  legislation.  The  absorption  of  the  Epworth  League  Board  by  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  annulled  the  plan  of  co-operation  that  had  existed 
during  the  previous  quadrennium  and  authorization  was  given  the  Council  to 
continue  the  missionary  cultivation  and  education  of  children.  "The  story  of  these 
years  with  our  children  is  a  thrilling  one.  There  is  written  into  it  some  con- 
fusions and  misunderstandings  in  the  promotion  of  the  new  plans,  but  the  work 
of  the  clubs  and  circles  is  a  beautiful  story  of  the  children  of  our  church  extend- 
ing innocent  and  loving  tokens  of  friendship  to  children  of  other  races  and 
nations,  oblivious  to  the  strife  and  misunderstandings  and  injustices,  which  older 
generations  have  engendered." 

Because  of  the  distressing  financial  situation,  drastic  reductions  have  been 
made  necessary  both  in  the  home  and  foreign  departments.  Every  effort  possible 
has  been  made  to  preserve  the  most  valuable  and  essential  parts  of  our  work. 
Adjustments  have  been  effected  and  co-operation  between  the  fields  and  the 
administrative  offices  in  working  out  problems  has  been   most  gratifying. 

The  change  in  the  financial  basis  of  membership  in  the  adult  society  has  been 
the  subject  of  much  comment  and  has  met  with  some  divergence  of  opinion  as 
to  its  effect  upon  the  income  of  the  Council.  Coming  at  a  time  when  there  are 
so  many  other  reasons  for  reduced  offerings,  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  decision  as 
to  its  value.  Of  one  thing  we  are  confident:  it  has  helped  in  retaining  and  in- 
creasing the  membership.  There  are  women  who,  because  of  economic  conditions, 
could  not  have  remained  in  the  auxiliaries  if  they  had  been  bound  by  stated  dues, 
and  we  believe  that  as  a  new  and  brighter  day  dawns,  the  women,  who  have 
been  enlisted  during  the  last  few  years  and  those  older  members  who  have  been 
forced  to  reduce  their  offerings  will  be  able  to  make  larger  gifts  and  render  a 
greater  service.  A  net  gain  of  3  35  auxiliaries  and  a  net  gain  of  3  0,8  3  6  members 
in  a  quadrennium  like  the  one  through  which  we  have  passed  is  a  record  that 
fills  the  heart  with  gratitude. 

There  is  one  matter,  pertaining  to  our  finances,  which  should  give  deep  concern 
to  every  member.  The  overshadowing  appeal  of  local  and  church  enterprises  is 
affecting  our  missionary  income  to  a  great  extent  and  it  is  to  be  feared,  deadening 
the  sensitiveness  of  our  members  to  the  call  of  world  needs.  The  1934  General 
Yearbook,  containing  the  reports  of  pastors,  made  at  annual  conferences,  gives  as 
the  total  amount  raised  the  past  year  by  the  missionary  societies  the  enormous 
6um    of    $1,960,407.    Of    this    amount,    $749,656    found    its    way    to    the    Council

treasurer,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,210,751  raised  for  other  purposes.  What  is  the 
future  of  the  missionary  enterprise  if  this  downward  trend  in  missionary  offering's 
is  not  changed?  Think  what  it  would  have  meant  if  a  tithe  of  the  local  gifts 
had  been  directed  to  missions — $121,075  could  have  saved  many  a  difficult  situa- 
tion. 

These  are  trying  days  for  all  departments  of  our  church.  As  church  members 
we  must  give  our  loyal  allegiance  and  support  to  the  regular  church  budget. 
One  of  our  greatest  tasks  and  the  one  through  which  we  can  render  the  most 
far-reaching  service  to  the  local  church  is  to  help  in  creating  a  great  missionary 
passion  that  will  place  on  the  conscience  of  every  member  the  burden  of  re- 
sponsibility for  sharing  Christ  with  all  the   world. 

Four  years  ago  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  entered  upon  an  enlarged 
program  of  study  and  service.  This  ambitious  prograin  of  work  has  gone  for- 
ward, in  spite  of  financial  stringency,  which  prevented  committee  meetings  and 
group  study,  as  had  been  planned.  Our  brave  leaders  found  other  means  to  carry 
on  and  the  hours  of  individual  study,  the  dissemination  of  information,  the 
participation  in  community,  state  and  national  movements  for  the  cause  of  civic, 
moral  and  religious  uplift,  command  the  approval  of  all  who  are  working  for 
a  redeemed  social  order  and  helping  to  build  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

Underneath  and  pervading  all  the  other  phases  of  the  work  has  been  that  of 
the  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Committee.  When  difficult  situations  have  arisen 
and  discouragement  faced,  there  was  always  the  thought  of  the  groups  of  earnest 
souls,  praying  daily  for  the  work  and  the  workers  both  at  home  and  abroad  and 
their  faith  and  confidence  has  given  a  new  joy  to  all  who  have  felt  their  influ- 
ence. 

"Our  women  believe  sincerely  in  the  enterprise,"  said  Mrs.  Perry,  "they 
believe  that  the  only  hope  of  a  broken  and  despairing  world  is  to  be  found  in 
Jesus;  they  believe  in  the  messengers  of  the  cross,  whom  they  have  sent  out  to 
proclaim  the  good  news  and  for  whose  heroic  courage  during  these  trying  years 
no  word  of  praise  is  adequate;  they  believe  in  this  organization  and  that  through 
it  there  is  an  opportunity  to  help  rebuild  a  new  world  order;  they  believe  that 
the  spiritual  kingdom  must  be  revived  and  that  they  must  share  in  the  effort. 
In  this  faith  they  have  toiled  and  sacrificed  and  prayed  and  they  have  counted 
it  all  joy  to  be  thought  worthy  to  share  in  His  service  though  it  has  meant 
suffering." 

Reports  of  the  vice-president,  treasurer  and  secretaries  of  Education  and 
Promotion  were  the  order  of  the  day,  after  the  president's  address.  Our  treasurer, 
Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  reported  that  8  8?4  per  cent  of  money  pledged  for  mis- 
sions last  year  was  paid  and  she  praised  the  loyalty  and  sacrificial  spirit  of  the 
conference  women.  However,  there  was  a  decrease  in  gifts  as  compared  to  1932 
of  $81,717.  The  income  from  all  sources  for  the  regular  work  was  $846,891, 
including  scholarships,  special  gifts,  sale  of  literature,  week  of  prayer,  life 
memberships,  memorial  gifts,  etc.  The  conference  societies  sent  in,  as  stated 
before,  $749,656  of  the  total  amount.  The  week  of  prayer  offering  was  $41,306. 
It  was  stated  that  while  the  gifts  from  other  sources  had  decreased,  the  week 
of  prayer  offering  did  not,  being  about  the  same  amount  in    1933    as  in    1932. 
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This  shows  that  the  offerings  brought  in  during  that  season  are  truly  "love 
gifts."  Life  memberships  have  "saved  our  life"  this  year,  Mrs.  Fulton  said.  It 
was  interesting  to  hear  her  tell  of  the  gifts  of  old  gold  that  came  in  during 
the  treasure  hunt.  Barrels  of  spectacle-frames  and  tons  of  wedding-rings  were 
received,  she  said.  Up  to  February  1st,  $16,443  had  been  sent  in  and  since  that 
time  $8,000  has  been  added.  One-half  of  the  returns  goes  to  the  General  Section 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  one-half  to  the  Council.  "Big  conferences  can  give 
more  dollars,"  says  Mrs.  Turpin  in  the  Bulletin,  "but  the  biggest  givers  are  not 
necessarily  those  who  give  the  biggest  gifts.  The  honor  of  being  a  big  giver  can 
be  won  by  any  conference  when  each  member  gives  sacrificially  to  the  limit  of 
her  ability.  If  the  large  conferences  were  to  give  as  much  per  capita  as  some  of 
the  weaker  ones,  what  a  difference  it  would  make!"  It  was  found  that  the  con- 
ferences leading  in  per  capita  gifts  were:  Los  Angeles,  $5.31;  Kentucky,  $4.69; 
Baltimore,  $4.10;  Holston,  $3.96;  North  Mississippi,  $3.89;  West  Virginia, 
$3.88;  and  Louisville,  $3.87.  During  the  last  five  years  33  per  cent  of  the  entire 
gifts  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  was  sent  to  the  Council  treasurer  to 
carry  on  the  program  of  work  while  67  per  cent  was  used  for  local  work. 

Reporting  for  Publications  and  Program  Material,  Miss  Sara  Estelle  Haskin, 
literature  secretary,  said  it  would  be  interesting  to  count  the  hours  of  labor,  the 
pounds  of  paper,  the  gallons  of  ink  and  the  tons  of  type  cast  that  it  has  taken 
to  produce  the  literature  initiated  and  written  in  her  office.  Always  there  is  the 
problem  of  creating  literature  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  every  type  of  auxiliary 
and  every  degree  of  living  circumstance  of  the  members.  In  reviewing  the  topics 
of  the  year  books  through  the  last  four  years,  Miss  Haskin  said,  "we  improve 
with  age,"  for  a  glance  at  the  four  will  quickly  reveal  an  advance  in  artistry. 

In  the  program  leaflets,  plays,  dialogues  and  conversations  have  been  introduced 
to  make  a  welcome  variety.  The  larger  auxiliaries  have  particularly  liked  this 
change  and  one  auxiliary  told  of  a  young  woman  who  decided  to  commit  her 
life  to   Christian  service,  after  taking  part  in  the  Scarritt  College  play. 

In  the  last  quadrennium  the  World  Outlook  has  made  history.  It  reached  its 
highest  peak  in  1930.  There  were  70,000  subscribers  in  that  year.  Then  the  de- 
pression struck  with  full  force  and  the  decline  began  playing  havoc  with  the  new 
features  which  the  large  number  of  subscribers  had  made  possible.  1932  closed 
with  a  deficit,  but  by  the  end  of  193  3  this  had  been  absorbed  and  all  bills  paid. 
The  editors  have  sought  to  keep  the  articles  on  the  same  high  plane  as  at  the 
time  of  the  high  tide  of  success.  The  constituency  has  shown  unusual  loyalty 
without  which  the  magazine  could  not  have  been  saved  from  bankruptcy. 

"This  is  not  just  another  report,"  said  Mrs.  Lipscomb  speaking  for  Organiza- 
tion or  the  "Home  Base,"  "it  is  the  record  of  another  year's  devoted  service  to 
the  missionary  cause  on  the  part  of  conference  and  auxiliary  leaders  throughout 
our  church,  gratefully  brought  by  one  whose  heart  is  filled  with  joy  for  what 
has  been  done,  not  only  during  the  year  that  has  just  passed,  but  for  twenty-one 
years."  Twenty-one  years  ago,  at  a  session  of  the  Council,  meeting  in  Birming- 
ham, Mrs.  Lipscomb  entered  upon  her  duties  as  Home  Base  secretary.  At  this 
session  her  report  was  in  the  nature  of  a  farewell,  as  she  is  retiring  friom  the 
office.  A  net  gain  of   134  new  societies  and  9,471   members  was  shown  for   1933. 
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Though  there  has  been  a  downward  slide  in  finances,  there  seems  to  be  ever  an 
upward  climb  in  organizations  and  membership.  "Our  societies  are  more  numerous 
and  our  hosts  greater  every  year,"  she  said.  A  new  conference  missionary  society 
was  reported  at  this  time,  namely:  the  Texas  Mexican  Conference,  with  Mexican 
women  in  all  offices.  There  are  12  auxiliaries  and  208  members. 

A  high  standard  of  work  is  being  done  in  the  Study  department.  In  192  8, 
the  Jubilee  Year,  Mrs.  Lipscomb  reported  80  Council  certificates.  This  year  she 
reported  2,3  76;  9,632  classes  with  177,693  members  in  mission  study  were  held 
and  7,979  classes,  with  165,104  members  in  Bible  study.  "That  the  educational 
and  promotional  projects  have  been  unabated  and  that  the  downward  slide  in 
finances  has  not  been  more  disastrous  than  it  has,  are  convincing  testimonies  to 
the  sacrificial  spirit  in  our  missionary  women.  The  test,  which  they  have  stood, 
and  from  which  they  emerge  unscathed  is  an  earnest  of  what  missionary  women 
may  be  depended  upon  to  do  under  the  severest  testing  and  gives  us  even,'  confi- 
dence for  our  future." 

World  friendship  units  are  uniting  the  children  of  the  world  into  bonds  of 
lasting  peace,  Miss  Rumbough's  report  for  Children's  Work  showed.  If,  for 
instance,  the  unit  is  Korea,  the  stories  told,  games  played,  activities  entered  upon, 
the  songs,  and  whatever  else  is  done,  will  be  centered  around  Korea.  The  giving, 
too,  will  be  for  Korea.  Materials  for  three  such  units  were  prepared  by  the 
Council  last  year  and  texts  were  recommended  on  a  fourth  unit  for  vacation 
schools.  Through  friendly  letters,  exchanges  of  gifts,  mutual  study  of  their 
respective  countries,  etc.,  the  children  learn  about  the  activities  of  children  of 
the  same  age  around  the  world.  One  little  girl  wrote  from  Japan,  "Though  your 
country  is  far  away,  I  feel  as  if  it  were  the  next-door  neighbor."  Another,  in 
closing  her  thank-you  letter,  said,  "Let  us,  your  country  and  mine,  be  good 
friends  forever." 

The  children  were  permitted  to  direct  their  week  of  prayer  offerings  in  1933 
for  concrete  objects  in  connection  with  the  adult  specials.  Their  home  special  was 
a  piano  for  Paine  College  and  the  foreign  furnishings  for  a  children's  ward  at 
Stephenson  Memorial  Hospital,  Changchow,  China.  Probably  because  of  the 
concreteness  of  their  projects  the  children  gave  a  larger  amount  than  in  1932. 
The  total  was  $1,135.61,  which  was  enough  to  get  a  handsome  piano  for  Paine 
College  and  in  the  hospital  in  Changchow  not  only  to  equip  the  children's  ward 
but  to  furnish  a  nurserv,  too,  and  in  addition  to  endow  a  bed  for  a  year. 
"Statistics  for  193  3  are  gratifying,"  said  Miss  Rumbough.  The  report  last  year 
showed  a  slight  decrease  but  there  is  an  increase  this  year  both  in  the  number  of 
divisions  and  in  membership.  An  enrollment  of  10  3,313  children  in  6,463  groups 
is  reported.  The  children  almost  reached  the  pledge  that  was  made  for  them  by 
the  conference  superintendents.  The  amount  given  was   $22,544. 

Members  of  the  Children's  department  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
and  of  the  Board  of  Missions  have  been  working  together  the  whole  year  to 
formulate  a  plan  whereby  the  two  boards  can  co-operate  in  their  plans  for  the 
missionary  education  of  children.  Whether  this  plan  is  accepted  or  not,  it  has 
already  proven  worthwhile  in  better  understanding  and  appreciation.  "A  new  day 
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with  a  multiplied  opportunity,"  Miss  Rumbough  believes,  "has  come  to  the 
Council  in  its  task  of  missionary  education  of  children." 

Helping-  to  build  a  new  world  order  is  the  aim  of  the  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions Bureau  and  as  Mrs.  W.  A.  Newell  reported  activities  of  the  conferences 
along-  that  line,  a  wonderful  story  of  education  in  social  ideals,  and  practical 
methods  of  improving  social  conditions  was  unfolded.  Our  church  women  have 
co-operated  with  other  groups  in  behalf  of  better  race-relations,  citizenship  and 
international  justice  and  good  will. 

Some  of  the  specific  lines  of  work  undertaken  by  Southern  Methodist  women 
were  temperance  education,  and  efforts  to  save  the  18th  amendment;  prevention 
of  lynching;  state  legislation  to  make  permanent  elimination  of  child-labor  and 
better  labor  conditions  for  women;  prevention  of  war;  training  classes  for 
negroes;   and  prison  reform. 

On  Thursday  night  two  addresses,  one  by  our  Foreign  Missions  secretary, 
Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  on  "Foreign  Missions  Today,"  and  the  other  by  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Downs,  secretary  of  the  Home  Fields,  on  "We  Take  Our  Bearings," 
featured  the  service.  "No  movement  of  importance  dares  to  take  less  than  the 
whole  world  into  account  todav,"  said  Miss  McKinnon.  The  Christian  church 
with  its  two  thousand  year-old  commission  today  faces  a  world  physically  one; 
made  so  by  radios,  steamships,  airplanes  and  television ;  yet  a  world  mentally 
and  spiritually  divided,  at  war,  suspicious,  armed  and  afraid. 

"We  cannot  follow  Christ  in  the  church  and  turn  our  backs  on  Him  in 
congress,"  Mrs.  Downs  pointed  out.  "The  vital  spiritual  forces  must  be  related 
to  the  civic  life  of  the  nation."  We  know  that  the  church  in  the  past  influenced 
national  life.  Is  this  contribution  increasing?  Many  people  have  no  philosophy 
of  life  and  no  goal  for  life.  "Too  many  of  this  generation  steer  more  by  the 
speedometer  than  by  the  compass  and  live  more  by  the  voice  of  the  radio  than  by 
the  voice  of  conscience." 

Dr.  W.  G.  Cram,  the  general  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  brought 
greetings  and  congratulations  from  the  major  body  to  its  chief  aide,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  Dr.  Cram  reviewed  some  of  the  conditions  and  situations 
that  had  produced  the  crisis  which  the  missionary  enterprise  is  now  in.  He  said 
in  conclusion,  "But  none  of  these  things  can  deter  the  sweep  of  Christian  missions. 
There  are  opportunities  as  never  before.  The  common  people  are  awaking  and 
surging  to  the  light.  They  are  groping  for  a  helping  hand.  You  face  a  great 
opportunity  to  share  in  the  work  of  establishing  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth." 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  quadrennium  in  the  home  field,  Mrs.  Downs 
reported  that  there  have  been  consecrated  for  deaconess  work,  in  our  church, 
forty  trained,  carefully  selected  young  women.  Thirty-six  of  this  number  are 
still  in  full-time  service.  "Our  only  loss,"  she  said,  "has  been  by  marriage.  This 
we  count  natural  and  not  to  be  regretted,  particularly  since  three  of  the  four 
have  married  our  own  preachers."  There  is  a  splendid  program  being  carried 
on  by  our  thirty-six  settlements,  four  Bethlehem  Houses,  six  schools,  six  co- 
operative homes,  three  student's  halls  at  state  schools,  four  teachers  of  Bible  in 
state  and  private  schools,  seven  rural  centers,  six  churches,  two  student  counsellors, 
two  orphanages,  one  home  for  delinquent  girls  and  one  port  missionary.  A  few 
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pieces  of  work  have  been  closed  on  account  of  finances.  "The  number  of  workers 
in  several  places  has  been  smaller,  but  the  spirit,  the  devotion,  the  urgency  of  the 
task  remain  undiminished  and  a  deep  sense  of  joy  pervades  both  the  sending  and 
the  going  groups." 

"The  past  year  has  been  one  of  adjusting  programs  and  activities  to  meet 
the  limitations  of  a  greatly  reduced  budget,  and  of  hopeful,  thoughtful  planning 
for  new  advances,"  Miss  McKinnon  said,  in  speaking  of  the  work  of  the  foreign 
department.  Careful  consideration  of  every  part  of  the  missionary  program  has 
been  necessary,  in  order  that  the  cutting  might  not  hurt  the  work  built  up  through 
the  years.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  secretary  was  given  the  privilege 
of  making  whatever  adjustments  were  necessary,  in  the  appropriations,  to  avoid 
placing  the  Council  in  debt.  Exchange  in  the  Orient  and  in  Mexico  was  most 
favorable  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  although  income  for  the  first  two 
quarters  reached  an  alarmingly  low  figure,  adjustments  were  made  on  the  field 
and  since  the  offerings  for  the  last  two  quarters  increased,  the  foreign  department 
came  to  the  close  of  193  3  without  a  deficit.  Miss  McKinnon  is  convinced, 
though,  that  further  cutting  will  be  disastrous  to  the  established  program  and 
will  make  it  impossible  to  enter  new  avenues  of  service,  which  are  opening  up, 
and  of  carrying  our  share  of  work  as  a  Christian  church. 

Miss  McKinnon  told  the  Council  that  the  Esther  Case  Hall,  which  is  being 
built  at  Ewha  College,  Korea,  with  1932  week  of  prayer  money  is  literally  being 
put  up  with  prayer.  Every  day  the  girls  in  the  college  pray  for  the  workmen 
and  each  day  there  is  a  prayer  service  held  with  the  workmen  in  their  own 
language  (Chinese  and  Korean). 

The  Friday  evening  program  was  dedicated  to  the  missionaries  and  deaconesses 
who  sat  in  a  bodv  in  the  center  aisle,  with  the  speakers  from  their  number  on  the 
platform  with  the  Council  officers.  The  time  during  the  Council  meeting,  which 
brings  the  greatest  thrill  to  the  hearts  of  the  members,  is  the  hour  when  its 
ambassadors  from  both  the  home  and  foreign  lands  tell  of  their  experiences.  As 
Mrs.  Turpin  writes,  "The  roster  of  the  Council  workers  was  like  reading  the 
roll  call  of  the  nations.  Brazil,  Korea,  Cuba,  Japan,  China,  Mexico,  Poland  and 
the  church's  biggest  mission  field,  the  United  States,  were  all  represented — in 
striking  contrast  to  the  one  lone  ambassador,  who  carried  the  Council's  first 
commission  55  years  ago." 

From  the  deaconesses  group  the  speakers  were :  Miss  Oscie  Sanders,  teacher 
of  Biblical  literature  and  personnel  worker  at  Ward-Belmont  College  in  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  and  Miss  Ella  Hooper,  of  McDonnell  School,  Houma,  La.  Repre- 
senting the  missionaries  were  Miss  Mary  Helen  Clark,  of  Brazil,  and  Miss  Julia 
Wasson,  of  China. 

Interspersed  with  the  business  of  the  Council  meeting  were  three  discussion 
periods  which  caused  much  interest.  There  was  a  leader  chosen  for  each  of  these 
periods  and  she  asked  two  people  to  summarize  the  points  brought  out  in  the 
discussion.  Missionaries,  deaconesses  and  conference  women  all  took  part  in  the 
discussion,  eager  and  alert  to  give  their  views.  The  first  took  place  on  Thursday 
and  was  led  by  Mrs.  R.  S.  Satterfield  of  the  Oklahoma  Conference.  The  subject 
was:  "In  the   Light  of  the   Present-day   Confusion   and   Uncertainty   Concerning 
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the  Missionary  Enterprise,  What  Are  the  Imperatives  which  Should  Motivate 
Us?"  The  second  period,  led  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy,  vice-president  of  the  Council, 
was  held  the  next  day  and  the  subject  was:  "In  the  Light  of  Changing  Missions, 
What  Are  the  Present-day  Opportunities  and  Tasks?"  On  Saturday  our  own 
president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  led  the  discussion,  on  the  topic:  "How  Can  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  Best  Serve  the  Church  Today?" 

This  twenty-fourth  session  of  the  Council  was  a  very  busy  session,  coming 
at  the  end  of  the  quadrennium,  being  the  time  for  the  election  of  officers  and  the 
session  just  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference  of  our  church.  A 
large  amount  of  business  and  many  committee  meetings  were  crowded  into  the 
five  days  of  the  meeting.  It  was  necessary  in  order  to  finish  on  time,  to  have  one 
business  session  at  night  and  this  was  done  on  Saturday  night.  The  pledge  service 
was  held  at  that  time,  conducted  by  our  treasurer,  Mrs.  Fulton.  This  service 
always  marks  a  sacred  and  solemn  time,  for  after  hearing  of  the  needs  on  the 
fields  and  voting  on  appropriations,  the  Council  women,  knowing  also  conditions 
in  their  home  churches,  realize  fully  all  that  these  pledges  involve.  In  the  spirit 
of  prayer  and  consecration,  therefore,  the  promises  are  made  and  the  figures 
instead  of  being  cold  and  dead,  glow  with  life  and  spiritual  fire.  There  was  a 
spirit  of  hopefulness  and  enthusiasm,  not  seen  for  several  years,  in  this  service. 
Many  pledged  themselves  to  more  earnest  effort  and  the  feeling  was  shared  by  all 
that  we  had  already  reached  the  "rock-bottom"  in  the  downward  trend  of  finances 
and  were  ready  now  for  the  "upward  climb."  It  was  found  when  the  total  was 
counted,  that  the  conferences  had  pledged  $803,525  and  while  that  figure  was 
not  as  high  as  the  one  pledged  last  year — if  paid  in  full,  will  mean  an  increase 
of  more  than  $50,000.  Mrs.  Fulton,  in  an  earnest  talk,  pledged  herself  in  service 
anew  to  this  important  task  of  handling  the  funds  for  the  Lord's  work  and  Mrs. 
Perry  closed  the  hour  with  a  beautiful  prayer. 

In  contrast  to  the  solemnity  of  the  pledge  service,  a  lighter  vein  prevailed  as 
the  invitation  for  the  next  Council  meeting  was  given.  Like  happy  children,  a 
procession,  led  by  the  leaders  of  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  marched  down  the 
aisles  and  up  on  the  platform,  singing,  "We're  Bound  for  the  Promised  Land." 
A  large  silver  banner,  signifying  the  silver  wedding  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Boards,  which  will  be  celebrated  in  1935,  was  also  displayed.  Mrs. 
W.  R.  Harris,  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  arose  and  in  a  clever 
little  speech,  interspersed  with  rhyme,  invited  the  body  to  go  to  Asheville,  the 
city  where  the  union  was  effected  in  1910.  St.  Louis  was  the  site  of  the  first 
meeting  after  the  consolidation  took  place.  Adjectives,  poetry,  telegrams  and 
petitions  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Walker  and  Mrs.  Kitchell  of  St.  Louis — but 
after  all  the  only  way  for  a  decision  to  be  made  was  by  vote  and  when  the 
"tumult  and  the  shouting  had  died,"  the  Council  had  decided  that  in  1935,  St. 
Louis  would  be  its  assembling  place. 

The  Council  was  most  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Lavens  Thomas,  II,  professor 
of  Religious  Education,  Emory  University,  to  conduct  the  noon-day  worship  hour. 
His  subject  for  the  whole  session  was  "Spiritual  Diagnosis."  Under  this  heading, 
he  spoke  on  "Life's  Iodine  Experiences,"  "Breaking  Prison  Bars,"  "The  Second 
Fruit  of  the  Spirit — Joy"  and  "The  Peace  of  God."  Clearly  and  in  an  earnest, 
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simple  way,  Dr.  Thomas  brought  messages  each  day  that  went  home  to  the  hearts 
of  the  hearers,  and  seemed  to  linger  all  through  the  busy  hours  of  the  day. 
Some  of  the  members  had  heard  him  before  in  the  "Retreats"  of  the  Council. 
His  interpretation  of  Millet's  painting,  "The  Angelus,"  and  the  beautiful  service 
on  "Peace"  will  ever  live  in  the  memory  of  those  who  were  present.  Dr.  Henry 
M.  Edmonds,  pastor  of  the  Independent  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Birmingham, 
made  a  most  interesting  and  timely  address  on  "The  Permanent  Spiritual  and 
Ethical  Implications  of  the  National  Recovery  Program."  He  told  the  audience 
that  he  considered  the  trend  of  the  striving  of  the  President  and  his  administration 
to  be  toward  the  rescue  of  the  forgotten  man  and  the  under  dog.  "Let  nobody 
find  fault  with  the  N.R.A.  and  the  A.A.A.  and  all  their  alphabetical  cousins," 
he  said.  "They  have  arisen  in  response  to  a  condition.  As  well  find  fault  with 
your  reflection  in  a  mirror.  You  may  improve  the  mirror,  but  at  the  last,  it  can 
only  reflect." 

On  Sunday  morning  Bishop  W.  N.  Ainsworth  preached  the  annual  sermon, 
his  subject  being,  "The  Only  Basis  of  Stability";  his  text,  Hebrews  12:26,  27. 
"Yet  once  more  I  shake  not  the  earth  only,  but  also  heaven.  And  this  signiftetrn 
the  removing  of  those  things  that  are  shaken,  as  of  things  that  are  made,  that 
those  things  that  cannot  be  shaken,  may  remain."  The  immutable  character  of 
God  and  His  law  in  the  terrific  upheaval  of  the  revolutionary  age  that  wfi  are 
passing  through  was  the  theme  of  his  sermon. 

I  have  purposely  left  the  consecration  service  until  the  last,  as  I  should  like 
to  have  that  beautiful  service  live  in  your  hearts  and  memory  as  it  does  in  mine. 
Picture  a  beautiful  and  spacious  auditorium,  packed  with  people  even  to  the 
farthest  seats  in  the  balcony,  and  many  standing  in  the  back  and  around  the 
doors;  baskets  and  tall  vases  of  lovely  lilies  and  other  white  flowers,  symbolic 
of  purity  of  life;  pews  for  honored  guests  marked  by  white  ribbons.  Soft,  sweet 
music  fills  the  building  from  the  deep-toned  organ  until  suddenly  the  tones  grow 
louder  and  the  martial  strains  of  that  stirring  hymn,  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal,"' 
ring  out  and  the  audience  rises,  as  a  procession  of  women  all  in  white,  singing 
the  hymn,  comes  down  the  aisle  to  fill  the  pews  in  the  center  of  the  church,  re- 
served for  them.  It  is  an  heroic  throng,  the  ambassadors  of  the  King  and  truly 
soldiers  of  the  Cross — our  own  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  Some  are  voung, 
just  entering  the  conflict,  others  now  in  the  thick  of  the  fight — while  still  others 
have  grown  old  and  broken  in  the  service — but  one  and  all,  they  march  with 
shining  faces  and  something  in  those  faces  causes  tears  to  come  into  the  eves  of 
the  beholders  and  a  great  thankfulness  fills  the  hearts  of  the  women  who  have 
come  from  far  and  near  to  be  present  at  this  service.  Is  it  worth  while,  this 
•work  of  ours,  which  means  toil  and  sacrifice,  oftentimes  discouragement  and 
weariness?  Yes,  a  thousand  times,  yes!  One  look  into  the  faces  of  these  "workers" 
of  ours — those  who  have  answered  the  Great  Commission  and  are  standing  on 
the  far-flung  battle-lines — repays  us  four-fold  for  our  toil;  and  the  consecration 
service  comes  to  mean  to  us  a  re-consecration  of  our  own  lives  to  the  Master. 

This  year  the  occasion  was  one  of  double  significance  for  in  addition  to  the 
commissioning  of  vouth  to  its  service,  the  Council  honored,  by  the  award  of 
emeritus  certificates,  five,  who  had  borne  the  brunt  of  the  battle  for  thirty  years 
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and  longer.  It  was  a  beautiful  sight  to  see  the  two  young  women,  ready  to  go 
out  and  the  five  who  had  given  a  life-time  of  service,  sitting  together  on  the 
platform.  Rosa  May  Butler,  a  young  music  teacher,  under  appointment  to  go  to 
China,  and  Edith  Garst  Woolsey,  a  young  deaconess  to  work  in  the  home  field, 
were  presented  bv  Mrs.  Perry  to  Bishop  Ainsworth  for  consecration  and  were 
commissioned  by  him  to  "take  the  gospel  into  all  the  world."  Those  who  re- 
ceived the  emeritus  relation  represented  a  total  service  in  years  of  172,  in  deeds 
of  love  and  mercy,  a  record  that  could  not  be  computed.  Each  spoke  briefly  of 
her  call  and  experiences.  They  were  Miss  Lily  A.  Stradley,  Brazil;  Miss  Ida  L. 
Anderson,  China;  Miss  Edith  Park,  Mexico;  Miss  Layona  Glenn,  Brazil;  and 
Deaconess  Elizabeth  Taylor. 

The  testimonies  of  these  women  were  very  inspiring.  They  spoke  not  as  people 
who  were  giving  up  active  life  and  expected  to  be  laid  "on  the  shelf" — but  as 
those  who  were  still  in  the  fight,  even  after  thirty  years  and  more  of  service. 
"I  know  it  has  been  worth  while,"  declared  Miss  Stradley.  "Christ  has  given  me 
joy  for  3  8  years."  "I  am  at  your  orders,"  said  Miss  Glenn,  who  went  to  Brazil 
in  1894.  "I  thank  you  for  making  it  possible  for  me  to  go  to  Brazil,  and  I'll 
thank  you  to  let  me  keep  at  it  here — another  +0  years,  maybe." 

And  now — what  of  the  future:  In  our  own  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  words,  "We 
can  only  judge  by  the  past,  and  a  study  of  that  confirms  my  faith  that  the 
organization  will  continue  to  adapt  itself  to  the  day  of  opportunity  and  need 
and  will  answer  the  challenge  of  each  new  situation.  There  may  not  always  be 
a  missionary  society  after  the  present  form,  but  there  will  always  be  a  sisterhood 
of  women  following  the  Lord  Jesus,  greeting  a  "million  morns"  as  "those  whom 
a  dream  hath  possessed."

REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY 

During  the  year  193  3,  as  recording  secretary  of  the  conference  missionary 
societv,  I  attended  all  of  the  regular  meetings — the  annual  and  the  three  execu- 
tive committee  meetings — kept  the  records  of  these,  and  edited  the  "Yearbook" 
for  the  year    1932. 

In  addition  to  these  duties,  I  was  enabled  to  answer  the  call  to  attend  several 
gatherings  and  participate  in  the  programs. 

The  first  meeting  was  a  most  delightful  celebration  in  Rockingham  on  Febru- 
ary 7th,  of  the  fifty-fourth  birthday  of  the  Rockingham  auxiliary,  where  my 
subject  was  "The  Importance  of  Missions  Today."

This  was  done  at  the  call  of  the  pastor,  Rev.  P.  D.  Woodall,  and  his 
summer  assistant,  Rev.  B.  E.  Kellv. 

October  was  a  busy  month,  beginning  with  a  fellowship  tea  in  Roseboro,  on 
the  4th,  where  my  topic  was  again  the  value  of  missions;  including  a  meeting 
with  a  group  of  Baptist  ladies  at  Vander,  on  the  5th,  and  containing  two  zone 
meetings,  the  first  on  October  19th,  of  the  Richmond  zone  at  Hamlet,  at  which 
time  my  part  was  to  lead  the  noon  devotional,  and  the  second,  of  my  own 
Cumberland-Lee  zone,  at  Broadway,  on  the  3  1st,  when  I  conducted  a  round 
table  discussion. 

It  was  in  the  hope  of  enlarging  our  Master's  kingdom  in  some  small  degree, 
that  I  rendered  these  services.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

Due  to  the  zeal  of  the  superintendents  of  this  department,  this  year's  work 
has  been  well  done.  Many  of  these  leaders  have  been  doing  good  work  for  a 
long  time  and,  as  I  survey  the  work  as  a  whole,  I  can  see  a  steady  improvement 
in  quality.  But  this  year  the  grasp  of  the  scope  of  the  work  and  the  way  in  which 
the  plans  have  been  carried  out,  exceed  that  of  former  years.  This  development 
is  an  indication  of  the  fine  spirit  of  these  women  and  this  spirit  has  manifested 
itself  in  a  piece  of  work  of  which  they  need  not  be  ashamed. 

The  "world  friendship"  idea  has  permeated  the  work  and  the  result  has  been 
a  sharing  of  material  things.  Many  gifts  have  been  sent  to  the  children  of  other 
lands  and  of  other  classes.  Such  articles  as  books,  toys,  pictures,  scrap-books,  and 
letters  have  been  given  to  the  children  about  whom  they  have  been  studying. 
One  little  group  of  girls  made  a  doll's  outfit  and  with  the  doll  sent  it  to  some 
little  girls  in  China.  Each  boy  in  another  group  sent  a  mouth  harp  to  boys  in 
Japan  while  each  girl  of  the  same  group  sent  a  sheet  of  paper  dolls  to  the  girls. 
Much  Sunday  school  literature  has  been  salvaged  and  given  to  negro  Sunday 
schools  that  are  short  of  such  material.  I  mention  just  a  few  of  these  activities 
that  you  may  see  the  type  of  work  that  is  being  done. 

We  have  received  several  boxes  of  curios  from  our  far-away  friends  and 
these  exhibits  are  now  traveling  in  our  conference. 

I  wish  that  our  financial  report  had  been  better  and  I  think  it  should  have 
been.   I  am  looking  for  quite   an   improvement   in   this  particular  this  vear.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

Women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  realize  the  importance  of  the 
Department  of  Education  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  It  is  manifestly 
evident  that  they  believe  in  mission  and  Bible  study;  they  know  its  value.  If 
we  would  be  missionary-minded,  if  we  wish  to  grow  and  become  more  efficient 
leaders,  it  is  necessary  that  we  be  informed.  Earnest  women  from  our  smallest 
auxiliaries  to  the  largest  groups  have  been  studying  diligentlv.  They  have  not 
only  gained  knowledge  but  personal  notes  attached  to  reports  read  like  this, 
"Our  study  class  has  been  a  blessing  and  a  real  benediction  to  us.  We  went  home 
carrying  with  us  a  deeper  spirit  of  love  for  our  Father  and  His  great  plan  of 
world  redemption."  Others  wrote,  "God  was  with  us.  We  now  have  a  new 
vision  of  missions."  And  so,  the  lines  have  been  greatly  strengthened  all  along 
the  way. 

In  October,  I  had  the  delightful  privilege  of  going  with  our  zealous  Eliza- 
beth City  District  secretary,  Mrs.  Herman  Baum,  over  her  district,  attending 
seven  fine  zone  meetings.  Everywhere  the  zone  leaders  were  placing  special 
emphasis  on  mission  and  Bible  study.  As  we  traveled  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  district,  from  Murfreesboro  to  Roanoke  Island,  looking  into  the  radiant 
faces  of  consecrated  women,  hearing  of  their  sacrificial  giving  of  time  and  means 
for  the  promotion  of  mission  and  Bible  study,  of  their  splendid  achievements  in 
the  face  of  great  difficulties,  I  was  filled  with  inspiration.  Such  contacts  strengthen 
and  enrich  one's  life  and  I  came  home  with  a  new  song  in  my  heart,  determined 
to  give  my  best  to  this  new  task  which  had  been  assigned  me. 

The  193  3  records  show  that  198  auxiliaries  reported  study  work,  which  is 
an  increase  of  11  over  the  187  auxiliaries  studying  the  previous  year,  1932. 
There  were,  altogether,  525  study  classes  reported  last  year  with  8,3  87  class 
members,  and  514  classes  the  year  before,  showing  another  increase  of  11  in 
the  total  number  of  mission  and  Bible  study  classes. 

Special  recognition  is  due  a  number  of  competent  and  energetic  study  leaders 
for   very    outstanding   work   which    required   a    great   deal    of   time   and    careful 
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planning-.  Attractive  and  interesting-  methods  of  conducting  classes  were  used, 
striving-  to  reach  the  largest  number  of  people.  Plays  were  arranged,  study  books 
were  dramatized,  much  preparation,  parallel  reading  and  research  was  done  with 
written  papers  and  examinations  at  the  close  of  many  of  the  standard  classes.

A  total  of  72  certificates  are  granted  by  the  Council  to  as  many  classes  in  +8 
auxiliaries.  This  is  the  largest  number  we  have  ever  had,  an  increase  of  1 3 
certificates  and  an  increase  of  2  auxiliaries  receiving  them.  Last  year  15  applica- 
tion blanks  did  not  meet  Council  requirements  and  this  year  only  5  blanks  were 
returned  by  Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb,  the  Council  secretary;  2  because  of  too  few 
class  sessions  and  3  for  not  having  the  75%  average  attendance.  This  shows  that 
our  conference  is  improving  its  quality  of  study  work  as  well  as  increasing  its 
number  of  classes. 

This  Council  award  is  a  very  special  honor  and  represents  something  more 
than  an  ordinarv  mission  study  class.  The  plan  is  helping  greatly  in  bringing 
about  a  better  grade  of  mission  study  work  and  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  observe 
carefully  all  requirements  in  order  to  win  it.

In  order  to  stimulate  the  auxiliaries  to  mission  and  Bible  study,  this  emblem 
is  awarded  each  year  to  the  district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
which  reported  3  study  classes  during  the  year :  2  mission  study  classes  using  the 
current  text  books  recommended  bv  Council — 1  in  the  spring  on  the  home  mission 
subject  and  1  in  the  fall  on  the  foreign  mission  subject — and  1  Bible  study  class 
using  a  book  accredited  by  Council  or  some  part  of  the  Bible  itself  for  the  text, 
studied  and  conducted  according  to  requirement  for  class  work.  This  year  the 
study  jewel  is  awarded  to  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  for  the  New  Bern  District  for 
its  work  in   193  3.

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  each  one  whose  hearty  co-operation  has  so  greatly 
aided  me  since  taking  up  this  new  work  last  fall. 

Let  us  continue  this  all  important  work  of  preparing  ourselves  for  more 
efficient  and  effective  service  and  may  we  keep  ever  before  us  our  1934  slogan, 
"Every  Auxiliary  Studying,"  as  we  share  together  the  blessed  work  of  establish- 
ing the  kingdom  of  God  among  all  people.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

Looking  back  over  the  past  ten  years,  since  I  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
this  office,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  there  is  a  decided  change,  in  the  conference 
attitude  toward  publicity.  In  every  auxiliary,  publicity  has  become  a  part  of  the 
natural  functioning  of  the  organization  yet,  in  many  cases,  the  efforts  are  feeble 
and  the  results  ineffective. 

In  glancing  over  many  of  the  weekly  and  daily  papers,  I  find  that  our  women 
are  using  them  to  a  great  advantage  in  getting  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  before  the  eyes  of  the  public. 

It  is  gratifying  that  much  more  material  is  sent  in  for  the  Woman's  Page  of 
the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  than  space  allows  to  be  published.  This 
is  as  it  should  be  since  the  conference  superintendent  of  Publicity  should  be  kept 
informed  concerning  all  conference  activities  and  should  be  able  to  give  to  the 
reading  public  that  which  is  the  most  vital. 

The  subscription  list  to  the  World  Outlook  is  not  what  it  should  be  though 
there  are  many  more  interested  readers  than  there  are  subscribers  for,  frequently, 
several  women  subscribe  tog-ether. 
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A  number  have  been  using  posters  and  have  made  a  distinct  appeal  not  only 
to  the  women  of*  their  own  auxiliaries  but  also  to  the  congregations  at  Sunday 
school  and  church  services. 

We  urge  the  superintendents  of  Publicity  and  also  the  agents  of  the  World 
Outlook  to  direct  the  attention  of  our  women  to  the  valuable  material  found  in 
each  issue  of  this  excellent  magazine. 

Since  publicity  must  promote  all  departments,  we  ask  that  the  superintendents 
study  every  phase  of  the  work  and  make  suitable  use  of  posters,  pageants  and 
special  programs  to  emphasize  the  aims  and  achievements  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

Furthermore,  we  ask  that  our  women  make  constant  use  of  their  local  papers, 
not  only  for  reporting  the  meetings  but  for  publishing  articles  containing  in- 
formation and  other  material  of  inspirational  value.  The  office  of  superintendent 
of  Publicity  carries  with  it  the  responsibility  to  keep  informed  concerning  world 
missionary  movements,  to  study  missionary  literature,  and  to  know  the  women 
who  compose  our  respective  congregations  that  these  women  may  be  enlisted  in 
the  cause. 

The  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  gives  a  page  each  week  to  advance 
our  work.  Let  us  make  the  most  of  this  opportunity  by  furnishing  reading  matter 
that  will  be  of  general  interest;  and  see  to  it  that  this  paper  has  a  wider  circu- 
lation for  it  is  essential  that  there  be  some  medium  of  communication  between 
the  leaders  and  the  workers  of  our  society  in  order  that  all  may  work  in  unison. 

Finally,  whatsoever  you  find  to  do  in  promoting  the  work,  that  is  true 
publicity.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Christian  Social  Relations  work  is  slowly  but  surely  growing  in  interest  and 
understanding  with  our  missionary  women.  An  evidence  of  this  is  the  increased 
number  of  reports  sent  in  each  year.  The  superintendents  complain  that  the  report 
blanks  do  not  call  for  the  things  they  do.  One  superintendent  expressed  the  senti- 
ment of  many  when  she  said,  "This  blank  filled  out  does  not  sound  like  much 
but  we  are  doing  little  things  every  day."  She  then  proceeded  to  tell  of  the  many 
things  that  her  auxiliary  women  were  doing  for  those  in  need  physically,  ment- 
ally and  spiritually. 

Assisting  the  needy  has,  as  usual,  claimed  the  largest  share  of  the  activities 
of  the  department.  Many  unselfish,  sacrificial  and  helpful  services  have  been 
rendered:  nursing  the  sick,  teaching  adult  illiterates,  helping  in  the  dental  and 
other  clinics,  sending  patients  to  hospitals,  assisting  boys  and  girls  in  going  to 
school,  etc. 

Many  of  our  missionary  women  are  finding  ways  to  promote  good  will  and 
helpfulness  to  negro  women,  and  young  people,  by  giving  literature,  books  and 
magazines  to  their  Sunday  schools  and  missionary  societies  and  by  assisting  them 
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in  planning  their  programs.  Forty-five  auxiliaries  reported  various  phases  of 
inter-racial  work. 

In  this  changing  social  order  of  our  state  and  nation,  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  department  has  had  unlimited  opportunities  to  co-operate  with  other 
organizations  in  working  for  better  race  relations,  social  welfare,  and  inter- 
national justice  and  good  will.  Some  of  the  specific  lines  of  work  undertaken 
were  efforts  to  save  the  1  8th  amendment,  the  prevention  of  lynching,  state  legis- 
lation for  the  state  support  of  eight  months  school  term,  disarmament  and  world 
peace. 

The  campaign  against  the  repeal  of  the  1 8th  amendment  brought  forth  an 
enormous  amount  of  activity  in  the  form  of  talks,  letters  and  petitions  to  con- 
gressmen and  state  legislators,  the  interest  of  delegates  to  the  state  convention, 
canvassing  in  countv  and  precinct  meetings,  raising  of  funds,  getting  those  who 
had  not  registered  to  register  and  vote.  Result:  a  glorious  victory  for  North 
Carolina. 

In  spite  of  our  educational  program  for  inter-racial  good  will  and  against 
lynching,  there  was  one  lynching  in  our  beloved  state  last  year:  that  in  Pender 
County.  Whiskey  was  the  cause  of  this  terrible  tragedy.  "The  negro  wanted  to 
buy  a  half -pint  of  whiskey;  the  white  man  would  sell  no  less  than  a  quart. 
The  negro,  drunk  and  sullen,  later  returned  to  the  home  of  the  white  man  and, 
firing  at  the  house,  wounded  the  white  man's  wife.  In  efforts  of  the  posse  to 
capture  him,  he  wounded  a  deputy  sheriff.  The  negro  was  shot  to  death  by  a 
mob  of  50  men  and  his  body  dragged  around  the  court  house." 

In  the  face  of  this  horrible  crime,  is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  all  our  auxili- 
aries will  do  intensive  work  this  year  to  interest  every  organization,  men  and 
women,  in  the  country  in  securing  signatures  of  officers  and  members  of  all 
organizations,  religious,  civic,  and  patriotic,  in  the  towns  and  county. 

The  fourth  quarter  was  given  to  the  study  of  international  relations  and 
world  peace.  Several  of  the  auxiliaries  put  on  effective  peace  programs.  Perhaps 
the  most  comprehensive  piece  of  peace  work  was  that  of  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum, 
secretary  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District,  who  presented  the  cause  at  all  her  zone 
meetings  in  October,  and  took  a  collections  to  send  a  cablegram  to  Dr.  Mary 
Woolley  at  the  Disarmament  Conference  in  Geneva. 

The  rural  survey,  completed  by  the  district  secretaries,  revealed  many  inter- 
esting phases  of  the  rural  work.  The  two  outstanding  problems  were  lack  of 
leadership  and  transportation.  The  auxiliary  work  as  a  whole  was  quite  satis- 
factory considering  these  two  handicaps  and  the  economic  situation. 

Several  town  and  city  auxiliaries  are  lending  their  mission  and  Bible  study 
books  to  rural  auxiliaries.  Literature  tables  have  been  placed  in  several  churches. 

The  study  program  leading  the  the  Standard  of  Efficiency  in  Christian  Social 
Relations  received  little  consideration  again  this  year  from  the  committees.  Only 
two  committees  made  the  standard  this  year:  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  and 
Fremont.  The  Council  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  in  their  message  for 
the  first  quarter  qf  1934,  made  an  urgent  plea  for  the  committees  to  do  this  study 
program  and  receive  the  Council  certificate  for  efficiency  in  Christian  Social 
Relations.  It  is  hoped  that  a  large  number  of  certificates  will  be  won  this  year. 
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It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  as  superintendent  of  this  department  of 
work  in  our  conference  for  the  past  nine  years.  In  thinking  over  the  work  of 
these  years,  there  are  many  evidences  of  changed  attitudes,  broader  sympathies 
and  a  better  understanding  of  social  ideals  and  practical  methods  of  improving 
social  conditions.  At  no  time  in  the  past  has  the  opportunity  been  greater  than 
now  to  assist  in  bringing  about  many  social  changes.  Now  is  the  time  for  a  new 
conference  superintendent  who  can  interpret  this  new  program — to  put  it  over 
in  a  big  way.  It  is  because  of  my  great  interest  in  the  success  of  this,  the  greatest 
department  of  our  missionary  work,  that  I  gladly  pass  it  on  to  my  successor. 
May  she  have  your  love  and  co-operation  as  generously  as  you  gave  it  to  me, 
and  may  God  bless  us  all.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

Durham  District's  1,509  missionary  members  view  1933  with  mixed  feelings: 
there  is  much  of  joy  and  thanksgiving  that  signs  of  improvement  and  progress 
are  seen  in  many  departments;  then  there  is  distress  that  in  other  phases  of  the 
work  we  seem  to  have  joined  in  the  procession  going  cellar-ward! 

Four  new  societies  rejoice  our  hearts — all  chapels:  Duke's,  Brown's,  Phillips, 
and  Fletcher's.  Not  all  are  functioning  actively,  but  they  are  interested,  and  will 
be  heard  from.  An  increase  of  100  in  membership  is  also  a  sign  of  progress. 

Last  summer  joint  zone  meetings  were  held,  in  groups  of  two  each,  on  three 
successive  days;  and  speakers  for  the  three  days  were  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Miss 
Vara  Herring  and  Miss  Mary  Freeman.  These  meetings  increased  our  infor- 
mation and  our  faith,  and  we  expect  to  have  them  this  way  again  this  year. 
Zone  leaders  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  Mrs.  I.  I.  Henderson,  Alamance; 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Murphy,  Caswell;  Mrs.  Junius  Wren,  Chatham;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey, 
Durham;  Mrs.  R.  E.  Warren,  Orange;  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  Person. 

Active  district  leaders  have  helped  greatly  in  the  work  the  past  year,  and 
to  them  and  the  zone  leaders  is  due  much  praise  for  the  great  improvement: 
Mrs.  B.  H.  Black,  Mission  Study;  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  Christian  Social  Relations; 
Mrs.  N.  A.  Edwards,  Young  Women;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dimmette,  Children;  Mrs. 
E.  G.  Overton,  Outlook;  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Stedman,  Supplies.  They  or  their 
successors  are  carrying  on  again  this  year  with  renewed  zeal. 

Siler  City,  Moncure,  Carrboro,  Carr-Prospect,  and  Hillsboro  qualified  for 
the  honor  roll  for  the  first  time,  bringing  the  total  to  22,  which  is  one  of  the  big 
achievements  for  the  year;  these  honor  roll  societies  are  growing  in  grace  and 
in  information  and  inspiration,  and  are  helping  raise  the  spiritual  level  of  the 
district  to  a  higher  plane.      There  is  yet  much  room  at  the  top ! 

There  are  at  least  twelve  young  women's  circles  in  the  district,  and  they  are 
beginning  to  be  heard  from ;   watch  them  the  next  few  years. 

The  district  has  made  strides  in  children's  work;  seven  on  honor  roll;  leads 
Conference  in  money  sent  Mrs.  McKinne;  and  Front  Street  ties  with  Kinston 
for  the  banner  for  largest  amount  sent  in,  $100.  And  more  societies  are  getting 
the  children  organized. 

Five  life  memberships  were  presented :  Mrs.  B.  H.  Black  and  Miss  Alice 
Green,  by  Durham  District;  Mrs.  E.  S.  W.  Dameron,  by  Front  Street;  Mrs.  J. 
A.  Russell,  by  Carr,  Durham ;  and  Mrs.  Daisy  Lindsay,  by  West  Durham. 

Several  new  study  classes  have  been  held,  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  as 
never  before,  and  the  offering  increased  $80  over  the  year  19  32. 

World  Outlook  subscriptions  decreased  13  for  the  year;  we  deplore  that,  and 
hope  it  may  turn  about.  Finances  decreased  for  the  year  $202,  and  that  is  our  big 
cause  for   distress. 

But  we  are  not  going  to  stay  that  way;   by  the  grace   of  God,  we  hope  to 
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start  back  up  this  year.  In  193  3  an  increase  in  money  sent  Mrs.  McKinne  was 
made  by  2  8  of  the  5  6  societies — half! — and  of  these  2  8,  18  made  a  ten  per  cent 
increase!  And  two,  Milton  and  Carr-Prospect,  more  than  doubled  the  1932  money. 
So  our  record  for  the  year  is  a  checkered  one:  we  are  proud  and  we  are 
sorry.  Our  women  all  over  the  district  are  rejoicing  in  our  progress,  and  we  are 
planning  yet  bigger  things.  We  are  realizing  as  never  before  the  magnitude  of 
the  work,  and  its  joys  and  responsibilities;  and  we  are  asking  God  to  give 
us  more  grace,  more  understanding,  more  determination,  and  more  love  than 
ever  before.  And  with  His  help  we  feel  that  we  can  do  even  greater  things.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

Just  about  the  loveliest  thing  that  happened  to  us  in  our  district  this  year  was 
the  privilege  of  having  in  our  possession  the  beautiful  study  jewel.  As  we  have 
looked  at  its  torch  we  have  remembered  with  a  fresh  meaning  that  Christ  is  the 
light  of  the  world  and  the  light  of  our  lives.  As  we  have  looked  at  the  shield 
with  its  parallel  lines  of  heavenly  blue  and  royal  purple  we  have  been  reminded 
of  the  fact  that  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  God  is  our  shield  and  buckler. 
As  we  have  noticed  the  relationship  of  the  two  we  have  heard  the  Master  saying: 
"I  and  the  Father  are  one,"  "He  that  abideth  in  me  and  I  in  him,  the  same 
bringeth  forth  much  fruit;  for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing."  As  these  two 
symbols  are  in  the  center  of  the  jewel,  so  should  Christ  be  in  the  center  of  our 
hearts  and  in  the  midst  of  the  wheels  of  our  missionary  organization.  The 
green  leaves  represent  faith,  activity,  and  growth  which  result  in  the  red  ripe 
fruit  of  Christian  living.  The  wreath  of  leaves  and  fruit  is  repeated  on  the 
other  side  of  the  jewel,  this  time  beginning  and  ending  in  an  open  book  remind- 
ing us  of  the  fact  that  we  should  study  God's  word  and  should  know  the  life 
and  works  of  those  who  through  the  inspiration  of  His  holy  word  have  gone 
out  to  carry  the  blessed  gospel  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

I  have  told  this  legend  to  ministers  and  laymen  at  district  conference,  to 
missionary  women  all  over  the  district  and  to  groups  of  eager  little  children,  and 
they  have  all  loved  it  and  they  have  all  been  blessed  by  it.  We,  of  the  Eliz- 
abeth City  District,  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Everett  from  the  depths  of  our 
hearts  for  her  beautiful  gift  of  gold. 

At  the  Kingdom  Extension  Institute  the  women  met  to  make  plans  for  the 
year  and  to  set  tentative  dates  for  the  district  and  zone  meetings.  A  rack  of 
spiritual  life  leaflets  was  secured  and  displayed  at  these  and  other  meetings,  but 
the  sale  of  them  was  rather  disappointing.  We  had  four  well-attended  classes 
for  officers'  training.  Approximately  175  attended  our  district  meeting  in  Eden- 
ton.  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Plyler,  and  Miss  Vara  Herring  were  with  us.  Miss 
Alice  Green,  Mrs.  McKinne,  and  Sara  McCracken  were  our  guest  speakers  for 
our  spring  zone  meeting.  Mrs.  Boone,  in  a  series  of  fall  meetings,  touched  every 
zone  but  one.  These  guests  helped  and  inspired  us  to  do  better  work.  World 
Peace   and   Prohibition   were   stressed   at   each    of   the    fall   meetings.     We    failed 
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to  make  our  pledge  and  the  average  gift  to  missions  dropped  from  $4.15  to  $3.50, 
but  there  were  12  societies  that  paid  more  than  they  did  last  year.  And  Mrs. 
McKinne  said,  "I  think  none  excelled  your  district  in  observing  the  Week  of 
Prayer."  We  had  two  adult  life  members:  Mrs.  Rosser  Brinn  whose  certificate 
was  presented  by  the  Perquimans-Chowan  Zone,  and  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  whose 
membership  was  given  by  First  Church  in  loving  appreciation  of  her  ten 
years'  service  as  their  president.  We  led  the  conference  in  number  of  baby  life 
members.  We  had  1  1  as  compared  with  4  of  last  year.  We  still  lead  the 
conference  in  the  number  of  children's  divisions.  There  was  an  increase  of  over 
3  0  in  the  enrollment  for  the  year,  and  we  more  than  doubled  our  number  of 
honor  roll  societies.  Creswell,  Kitty  Hawk,  and  Perkins  were  organized  during 
the  year.  The  three  societies  in  Hertford  united  to  form  one  and  two  circuit 
societies  have  been  divided  so  as  to  form  societies  in  six  different  churches.  Our 
coaching  day  for  study  leaders  was  held  the  last  of  September  with  about  40 
present  representing  15  auxiliaries.  I  must  in  gratitude  offer  a  word  of  tribute 
to  our  8  capable  and  efficient  zone  leaders.  Much  of  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  has  been  due  to  their  leadership. 

I  tell  this  incident  as  a  kind  of  parable  of  our  year's  work  in  the  Elizabeth 
City  District :  Last  year  when  we  left  Columbia  after  our  district  conference  we 
had  such  a  gay  time,  all  of  us  going  to  the  landing  on  a  school  bus.  Then  we 
embarked  in  our  small  boat  for  our  homeward  journey.  There  had  been  so  much 
merry  laughter  and  so  much  gaiety,  we  never  dreamed  what  the  winds  and  waves 
would  do  for  our  small  craft.  We  started  first;  waving  goodbye  to  our  com- 
rades on  the  larger  boat.  Soon  we  found  ourselves  getting  into  rough  waters 
and  we  watched  the  larger  boat  being  tossed  about  by  the  waves.  But  there 
was  no  thought  of  fear  in  my  heart  until  the  dear  old  captain  sitting  by  me  said, 
"I  should  never  have  started  to  cross  the  water  in  this  small  boat  on  such  a  day." 
Then  there  was  something  like  fear  that  gripped  at  my  heart  and  yet  I  think 
I  would  not  be  fair  if  I  called  it  fear,  because  there  was  One  who  came  walking 
on  the  waters  that  day  saying,  "It  is  I,  be  not  afraid."  I  think  it  would  be  more 
correct  if  I  said  there  was  a  sense  of  imminent  danger.  Our  boat  was  not  in  the 
best  condition  and  when  I  counted  the  life  preservers  there  were  not  enough  for 
all.  To  be  honest  one  must  face  facts.  But  what  a  difference  it  makes  when 
One  is  standing  close  by  who  can  by  the  power  of  His  presence  speak  peace  to 
the  troubled  waters  of  our  souls.  At  first  I  braced  myself  against  sudden  lunges 
of  the  boat,  but  since  then  I  have  learned  that  there  is  a  rhythm  about  the  sea 
and  that  a  feeling  of  security  comes  when  the  rhythm  of  one's  soul  can  fit  in  with 
the  rhythm  of  the  sea.  A  jarring  sense  of  friction  comes  when  I  brace  myself 
against  it;  a  sense  of  peace  and  harmony  come  when  my  small  self  can  be  lost  in 
its  immensity  and  when  my  soul  can  somehow  keep  step  with  the  majestic  stride 
of  the  sea. 

I  do  not  need  to  mention  the  fact  that  I  prayed.  Who  would  not  pray  under 
such  conditions!  But  I  did  learn  something  about  how  to  pray  that  I  have  never 
known  before.  I  couldn't  just  blindly  and  selfishly  pray,  "Dear  Lord,  we  have 
tried  to  be  true  and  loyal  to  Thee,  now  whatever  else  may  happen,  please  save  us." 
That  would  be  expecting  God  to  treat  us  as  his  petted  children  because  we  were 
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trying  to  serve  Him.  And  so  I  learned  to  pray  in  the  midst  of  danger,  "Dear 
Lord,  whatever  else  may  happen,  however  rough  and  dangerous  the  way  may 
be — even  if  the  worst  should  come — help  us  to  be  true  and  loyal  to  our  Christ, 
give  us  courage  and  strength  to  act  as  Christians." 

It  seemed  for  a  while  that  we  would  have  to  turn  around  and  go  back,  but 
instead  we  cut  through  a  narrow  channel  in  Durant's  Island  just  wide  enough  for 
our  boat  to  go  through.  Here  for  a  while  we  were  sheltered  from  the  storm, 
the  sun  came  out  and  the  world  was  lovely  again.  And  we  forgot  how  rough 
our  sailing  had  been.  But  soon  we  came  back  into  the  open  sound  again  where 
we  found  it  worse  than  before.  About  the  time  the  sun  was  setting  something 
went  wrong  with  our  engine  and  we  were  forced  to  go  ashore.  After  two  nights 
spent  on  this  lonelv  island  we  again  took  up  our  journey  just  as  the  shadows  of 
the  night  pushed  back  the  first  faint  rays  of  the  dawn.  It  was  a  lonely  journey 
then.  A  fresh  new  courage  came  into  our  hearts  as  we  faced  the  rising  sun  which 
was  filling  all  the  earth  with  its  glory. 

As  I  said,  I  tell  this  incident  as  kind  of  a  parable  of  our  year's  work  in  the 
Elizabeth  City  District  during  193  3.  You  remember  last  year  at  our  annual 
meeting  how  enthusiastically  our  delegates  announced,  "We  will  keep  our  pledge 
at  $5,700;  the  Elizabeth  Citv  District  will  not  retrench."  In  the  atmosphere  of 
faith  and  victory  such  as  is  alwavs  found  at  our  missionary  gatherings,  we 
thought  as  our  small  craft  embarked  upon  the  waters  of  193  3  that  our  sailing 
would  be  somewhat  smoother  and  safer  than  it  has  been.  We  have  seen  the 
larger  boats  of  our  comrades  tossed  about  by  the  rough  seas  and  we  have  felt 
something  like  fear  gripping  at  our  hearts  as  our  boat  has  tried  to  weather  the 
storm.  But  even  above  the  roar  of  the  sea  in  our  ears  we  have  unmistakably  heard 
the  voice  of  one  who  said,  "It  is  I,  be  not  afraid."  There  have  been  old 
experienced  captains  among  us  who  have  thought — though  I  know  of  none  who 
have  actually  said  it — "I'd  never  have  started  out  with  such  a  goal  in  such  a 
time  as  this."  It  has  not  been  easy  sailing,  but  character  is  seldom  developed  as 
we  drift  with  the  stream.  And  out  of  the  experiences  of  this  year  we  have 
learned  many  valuable  lessons  that  we  would  not  have  learned  in  ordinary  times. 
We  at  first  braced  ourselves  against  the  sudden  lunges  of  circumstances,  then  we 
learned  that  there  is  a  certain  rhythm  about  life  even  in  its  hard  places.  And 
instead  of  a  jarring  sense  of  friction  that  comes  when  we  revolt  against  things 
as  they  are,  we  have  gained  a  sense  of  peace  and  harmony  as  we  have  lost  our 
small  selves  in  the  immensity  of  our  task. 

Then  we  have  learned  something  more  of  how  to  pray :  "We  have  said  not 
save  us  from  the  hard  places,  but  in  spite  of  them,  and  in  the  midst  of  them  and 
even  because  of  them  help  us  to  be  true  and  loyal  Christians."  We  have  learned 
that  it  is  not  easy  to  give  when  there  is  no  surplus  left  after  the  necessities  have 
been  provided  for  our  families.  But  we  know  something  of  the  blessedness  of 
self-denial.  Some  of  our  rural  women  have  done  without  eggs  for  breakfast 
in  order  that  they  might  give  to  the  missionary  society.  And  there  have  been 
those  who  during  a  certain  period  have  set  aside  a  period  in  each  week  for  prayer 
and  fasting.  Of  course  there  have  been  places  along  the  way  where  the  sun  has 
shone  brightly,  the  world   has  looked  lovely,  and  we  have  forgotten  how   rough 
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our  way  has  been.  Then  as  the  sun  was  setting  upon  the  old  year,  we  were 
forced  to  land  ere  we  had  reached  our  goal  or  our  journey's  end.  But  now 
with  renewed  courage  w-e  face  the  rising  sun  of  a  new  dawn.  We  hear  more 
clearly  than  ever  before  the  sound  of  trumpets  heralding  the  coming  of  a  new 
day — a  glad  new  day  of  victory  for  our  Lord.

FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 


The  Woman's  Missionary  work  in  the  Fayetteville  District  is  steadily  grow- 
ing, and  those  of  us  who  love  the  work,  and  make  our  contribution  to  it,  are 
grateful  for  its  growth. 

To  view  the  work  from  a  financial  standpoint  alone,  we  might  be  discour- 
aged, as  we  fell  far  short  of  our  pledge.  We  sent  to  Conference  Treasurer 
$5,065,  while  our  pledge  was  $6,000,  but  due  to  the  general  depression  and  the 
large  number  of  banks  that  closed  during  the  first  quarter,  tying  up  considerable 
of  our  funds,  we  were  not  able  to  overcome  these  conditions.  When  we  con- 
sider all  these,  with  the  local  calls,  our  women  have  made  sacrifices  and  been 
very  liberal. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  try  to  express  the  progress  made  during  the  year.  More 
of  our  women  are  interested  in  Mission  and  Bible  Study,  largely  due  to  the  at- 
tractive manner  in  which  the  fall  Study  Book,  "Eastern  Women  of  Today  and 
Tomorrow,"  was  presented  at  our  zone  meetings  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb. 

I  shall  ever  be  grateful  to  the  conference  officers  and  zone  leaders,  who  so 
graciously  carried  on  the  work  during  my  illness.  The  district  meeting  and  all 
the  zone  meetings  were  held  and  well  attended;  two  new  auxiliaries  were  organ- 
ized, one  at  Laurel  Hill  in  Scotland  Zone,  and  Cumberland  in  Cumberland  and 
Lee  Zone.  Two  of  our  zone  leaders,  Mrs.  Marshall  Thomas  of  Raeford,  and 
Mrs.  Belmont  Hedgepeth  of  Fayetteville,  having  served  terms  of  two  years,  and 
with  other  pressing  duties,  asked  to  be  relieved,  but  they  will  still  be  with  us  in 
interest.  These  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  S.  H.  Rosser,  Broadway,  and  Mrs.  T.  W. 
Carmichael,  Rowland.  We  welcome  them  and  feel  sure  that  the  work  will  go 
forward  under  their  leadership. 

Our  Supply  Department  showed  quite  an  increase  over  1932,  both  in  the 
adults'  and  children's  work.  We  also  had  an  increase  in  Life  Members:  Two 
adult  life  members,  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton,  by  the  Fayetteville,  Hay  St.  Auxiliary,  and 
Mrs.  M.  B.  McLean,  by  the  Maxton  Auxiliary.  Also  seven  Life  Members  by  the 
Children's  Department,  as  follows:

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In  the  amount  of  money  raised,  our  children  stood  third  in  the  Conference — 
Laurinburg  first  in  the  District.  We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison  for 
a  bag  of  pecans.  The  money  from  the  sale  of  these,  was  divided  among  the 
small  auxiliaries  in  different  parts  of  the  district. 

Our  Social  Service  Department  is  very  active,  although  very  little  is  reported; 
there  is  no  way  to  estimate  how  much  is  done  through  this  channel. 

May  each  auxiliary  increase  their  Spiritual  Life  groups,  and  may  we  ever  be 
faithful  to  the  Lord's  work.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District,  I  realized 
that  it  meant  much  through  study  and  prayer  to  be  able  to  keep  up  the  high 
standard  of  work  set  by  our  beloved  retiring  Secretary,  Mrs.  Flora  M.  Kendall, 
during  her  thirteen  years  of  faithful  service. 

A  review  of  the  reports  for  193  3  show  that  the  women  of  the  district,  by 
their  prayers,  hard  work  and  sacrificial  giving,  have  not  only  held  their  ground, 
but  in  many  things  have  taken  a  forward  step.  Our  district  is  made  up  of 
twenty-eight  pastoral  charges  with  ninety-six  churches.  We  have  forty-eight 
auxiliaries  in  fifty-three  churches,  with  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  members, 
which  represents  an  increase  of  fifty-seven  over  193  2.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  new  members  were  added  during  the  year.  We  have  one  circuit  auxiliary, 
made  up  of  six  churches,  the  whole  circuit,  also  three  circuits  organized  one 
hundred  per  cent;  Goldsboro  Circuit  five  churches,  Fremont  Circuit  four  churches, 
and  Mt.  Olive-Calypso  Circuit  two  churches.  New  auxiliaries  were  organized 
at  Riverdale  on  the  Newport  Circuit,  and  Ebenezer  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit. 
Two  failed  to  report  during  the  year,  but  hope  to  reorganize  them  soon.  The 
Elizabeth  Hendren  and  Jane  K.  Meadows  Auxiliaries  of  Centenary,  New  Bern, 
merged  forming  one  large  auxiliary.  The  district  is  divided  into  four  well- 
organized  zones,  each  with  a  capable  leader: 

Carteret — Mrs.  E.  R.  Swindell  of  Morehead  City. 

Central — Mrs.  Thos.  Heath  of  Kinston. 

Tri-County — Mrs.  E.  Y.  Aldridge  of  Oriental. 

Wayne — Mrs.  W.  B.  Bailey. 

Sixteen  of  the  twenty-three  churches  in  the  Wayne  County  Zone  are  organ- 
ized— regular  Spring  and  Fall  meetings  were  held  in  each  zone,  with  good  atten- 
dance and  fine  programs.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  each  of  them,  and 
always  felt  greatly  encouraged. 

There  were  eighteen  auxiliaries  in  the  district  to  make  the  Honor  Roll: 
Ayden,  Aurora,  Beaufort,  Black  Creek,  Daniel's  Chapel,  Eureka,  Hookerton, 
Sue  D.  Swindell  (Kinston),  Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  La  Grange,  Maury,  Mt. 
Hermon,  Mt.  Olive,  Pine  Forest,  Snow  Hill,  Trenton,  Yelverton  and  Green- 
ville with  one  hundred  points  to  their  credit. 
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Thirty-eight  auxiliaries  presented  Christian  Stewardship,  four  more  than  last 
year.  Thirty-eight  reported  Social  Service  Committees  at  work.  Twelve  reported 
boxes  of  supplies  sent,  amounting  to  $127.00.  Many  of  the  auxiliaries  remem- 
bered our  district  special,  Elizabeth  Sneeden,  at  Christmas,  by  sending  greeting 
cards  and  magazine  subscriptions. 

Life  membership  certificates  were  presented  to  four  adults:  Mrs.  Lilly  B. 
Holmes,  Mt.  Olive,  by  Wayne  County  Zone;  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  by  Jarvis 
Memorial  Auxiliary,  Greenville;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Sneeden,  x^urora,  by  the  District; 
and  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  by  Jane  K.  Meadows  Auxiliary,  New  Bern. 

Thirty-seven  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Praver,  the  thank  offering  amount- 
ing to  $197.72,  showing  an  increase  of  seven  auxiliaries,  and   $2.00   in  offering. 

I  regret  very  much  that  we  did  not  quite  make  our  pledge  of  $5,800.00, 
sending  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  $5,482.54,  but  am  glad  to  report  an 
increase  over  last  year,  being  one  of  only  two  districts  to  make  an  increase  in 
finances.  The  twenty-four  auxiliaries  making  a  financial  increase  are:  Ayden, 
Campbell's  Creek,  Beaufort,  Betty  Babbitt,  Dover,  Asbury,  Lane's  Chapel,  Fre- 
mont, Eureka,  Black  Creek,  Yelverton,  St.  Paul  (Goldsboro),  Daniel's  Chapel, 
Greenville,  Whartons,  Salem,  Hookerton,  Maury,  Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  La 
Grange,  Rone  Chapel,  Riverside  (New  Bern),  Pink  Hill,  Snow  Hill,  Trenton. 
We  realized  $13.00  from  the  sale  of  pecans,  given  the  district  by  Mrs.  Faison, 
for  which  we  want  to  thank  her.  This  was  divided  between  the  auxiliaries  in 
the  storm-swept  area  of  the  district. 

The  children's  work  consists  of  forty-one  divisions  leading  in  total  number 
of  members,  one  thousand  and  eighteen — was  third  in  amount  of  money  sent 
Conference  Treasurer,  sending  $2  88.47 — held  three  vacation  schools,  and  two 
life  membership  certificates  were  presented.  We  have  fourteen  Young  Women's 
Circles,  several  reporting  splendid  work  done  in  bringing  new  life  to  the  adult 
auxiliaries.  Outstanding  among  those  are  Greenville  and  Hookerton.  We  con- 
sider the  district  most  fortunate  to  have  two  conference  officers  living  with  us — 
Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  of  Goldsboro  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  of  New  Bern, 
both  attending  our  district  meeting  at  Newport,  and  most  all  of  the  zone  meetings, 
always  bringing  messages  of  inspiration  and  encouragement,  the  value  of  which 
cannot  be  expressed  in  mere  words. 

Our  district  meeting  held  at  Newport,  May  31st,  was  largely  attended;  almost 
every  auxiliarv  was  represented.  We  were  so  glad  to  have  our  Conference 
President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and  Miss  Alice  Green,  missionary  to  China,  at 
home  on  furlough,  as  our  honor  guests.  Each  of  them  brought  a  message  of 
education  and  inspiration  which  has  helped  us  carry  on  through  the  year. 

Our  Presiding  Elder,  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  has  helped  our  work  in  many  ways 
by  attending  our  district  meeting  and  all  zone  meetings  giving  words  of 
encouragement  and  help. 

September  19th,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown  of  Kinston,  our  district  Study  leader, 
held  a  most  interesting  study  Institute  at  New  Bern.  There  were  sixty  present, 
representing  fourteen  auxiliaries,  a  good  average,  as  it  was  just  four  days  after 
the  storm  and  all  connecting  bridges  were  down.  We  consider  this  one  of  the 
outstanding  events  of  the  year. 
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Only  a  few  auxiliaries  have  reported  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  but  I  feel  sure 
that  whatever  increase  has  been  made,  whatever  good  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  district,  is  because  our  women  have  been  much  in  prayer.  We  feel  that 
the  downward  slide  has  been  stopped  in  the  New  Bern  district,  and  looking 
forward,  the  women  are  ready  to  strengthen  stakes  and  lengthen  cords,  enlarge 
their  plans  and  gifts,  and  great  things  attempt  for  Him  whose  love  is  imperial 
and  whose  power  is  sublime.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Raleigh  District  for  1933,  we  realize  that 
there  is  much  that  cannot  be  included  in  mere  statistics.  In  a  few  cases  there  is 
need  of  new  life  and  more  active  leadership,  while  in  most  places  there  is  that 
activity  which  shows  a  deep  concentration  to  the  purposes  of  the  missionary  move- 
ment. In  some  societies  there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  balance  between  the  local 
work  and  the  general  work  of  the  missionary  societv;  but  we  think  this  is  due 
to  the  pressing  local  needs,  and  to  the  fact  that  many  societies  have  never 
organized  according  to  Council  plans.  In  these  cases,  the  local  work  is  separate 
from  that  of  the  society,  and  many  women  take  part  in  the  local  work  and  do 
not  share  in  the  responsibilities  of  the  regular  missionary  program.  But  we 
have  moved  forward  in  many  ways,  and  we  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  activities 
and  consecrated  leadership  of  our  women.  There  are  signs  of  a  deeper  interest 
in  the  work,  and  we  face  the  new  vear  with  hope  and  courage. 

During  the  past  year  we  gained  1  1  S  new  members,  and  have  organized  eight 
new  societies:  Young  Woman's  at  Four  Oaks,  Garner  and  Ebenezer  on  the 
Garner  Circuit,  Parkers  Grove,  Dabny  Grove,  Ebenezer  on  the  Newton  Grove 
Circuit,  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  and  Trinity  on  the  Tar  River  Charge.  Two 
Young  Women's  circles  have  been  organized — one  at  Fuquay  Springs  and  one  at 
Clayton ;  and  two  Children's  Societies — one  at  Selma  and  one  at  Four  Oaks. 
Three  children  have  been  added  as  life  members:  John  Henry  Few,  Ann  Gilmore 
Nolie  and  Lawrence  Edgerton  Barden  of  Membo  Nyama,  Africa. 

Six  zone  meetings  were  held,  three  in  the  Spring  and  three  in  the  Fall; 
and  'our  District  Conference  w-as  held  in  May  at  Zebulon.  At  our  fall  zone 
meeting,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  taught  classes  on  Mission  Study,  using  as  her  basis 
the  fall  study  book,  "Eastern  Women,  Today  and  Tomorrow."  These  classes 
were  both  practical  and  inspirational,  and  we  are  indeed  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Love  for  helping  us  put  our  Mission  Study  on  a  more  efficient  basis.  There  has 
been  increased  interest  in  both  Mission  and  Bible  Study,  and  we  want  to  put 
special  emphasis  on  that  phase  of  our  work  this  year. 

There  were  205  subscribers  to  the  "World  Outlook,"  3  7  societies  active  in 
Christian  Social  Relations,  an  increase  of  14  over  the  previous  year;  and  29 
observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of  $294.79.  Seven  societies 
made  the  Honor  Roll:  Cary,  Franklinton,  Fuquay  Springs,  Oxford,  Woman's  at 
Edenton  Street,  Mary  Pescud  at  Edenton  Street,  and  Smithfield. 
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At  this  point  we  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison  for  two  bags  of  pecans 
sent  us  before  Christmas,  the  proceeds  from  which  went  to  our  pledge.  Epworth 
and  Jenkins  Memorial  had  charge  of  the  sale  of  these  nuts. 

There  were  1,323  members  in  the  46  societies  of  the  district,  and  they 
raised  $3,852.82  toward  our  pledge,  $31.97  toward  supplies,  $7,662.44  for 
local  purposes,  making  a  grand  total  of  $11,546.23.  We  are  sorry  not  to  reach 
our  financial  goal,  but  in  the  face  of  economic  distress  we  are  not  discouraged, 
for  we  believe  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished  that  cannot  be  recorded 
as  mere  statistics.  With  renewed  activity  and  consecration  to  the  work,  we  begin 
the  New  Year  with  faith  and  courage. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  in  many 
cases,  sacrificial  activity  on  the  part  of  the  women  of  the  district,  for  without 
their  aid  nothing  could  have  been  accomplished.

ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


In  presenting  this  report  of  the  Rocky  Mount  District  there  is  so  little  of 
the  really  effective  effort  and  sacrificial  service  that  can  be  expressed  in  words, 
statistics  and  figures  that  we  feel  incompetent  to  convey  to  your  minds  through 
the  report  very  much  of  the  real  worth  of  what  has  been  done. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  Weldon,  May  2  5th.  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne 
and  Miss  Alice  Green  were  with  us  and  gave  us  helpful  messages.  Miss  Green 
spoke  in   Littleton  and  Warrenton  to   large  and  very  appreciative  audiences. 

Nine  Zone  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  was 
with  us  at  four  meetings  in  the  Fall  and  Mrs.  Gates  at  one.  Their  messages 
meant  a  great  deal  to  our  women  and  stimulated  interest  in  the  work. 

We  closed  the  year  193  3  with  fifty-two  auxiliaries  in  the  ninety-one  churches 
of  the  district,  which  was  an  increase  of  two  over  the  previous  year. 

Our  most  outstanding  achievement  for  the  year  was  the  re-arrangement  of 
Zones  which  gives  the  district  five  Zones  instead  of  six.  Edgecombe  and  Nash 
Counties  with  the  charges  in  Martin  and  Pitt  Counties  that  belong  to  the  Rocky 
Mount  District  make  up  the  new  Central-Southern  Zone.  It  is  the  largest 
Zone  in  the  district,  has  thirty  churches  and  at  present  twelve  adult  auxiliaries, 
thirteen  Children's  Divisions  and  four  Young  Women's  Circles  in  the  Zone. 

All  our  Zone  Chairmen  are  interested  and  capable  leaders  and  will  see  that 
all  phases  of  auxiliary  work  receive  careful  attention. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  work  done  by  the  Zone  Chairmen  through 
the  year  just  closing.  They  have  planned  and  put  over  splendid  programs,  made 
their  meetings  interesting,  inspirational  and  greatly  worthwhile.  The  work  of 
the  district  could  not  have  been  done  without  them. 

Increase  was  made  in  membership,  presentation  of  Stewardship,  Study,  Social 
Service  activities,  Life  Membership,  Week  of  Prayer  observance  and  contribution, 
Finances  and  Honor  Roll. 
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Only  three  phases  of  the  work  suffered  decrease,  viz:  World  Outlook,  Sup- 
plies, and  Local  Work. 

Life  Membership  was  given  to  four  adults  and  seven  babies. 

A  Memorial   was   given  for   Mrs.  J.  W.   Mayfield   by   Norlina   Charge. 

Stewardship   was  presented   in   thirty-one    auxiliaries. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed   by  thirty-seven  auxiliaries. 

Honor  Roll  was  attained  by  nineteen  auxiliaries,  viz :  Conway,  Farmville, 
Jackson,  Milwaukee,  Marvin,  Pleasant  Grove,  Rocky  Mount  Woman's,  Rich 
Square,  Sarepta,  Seaboard,  Severn,  Sharon,  Stantonsburg,  Scotland  Neck,  Weldon 
Woman's,  Zion,  Warren  Plains,  Wilson,  Clarke  Street. 

Very  gratifying  and  encouraging  progress  has  been  made  in  Bible  and  Mission 
Study.  Several  auxiliaries  did  their  three  courses  of  study  but  failed  to  make 
full  report  of  it  in  time  to  have  credit  for  it  in  Mrs.  Boone's  report  to  Con- 
ference. Enough  classes  were  reported  to  bring  our  district  up  from  sixth  place 
to  third  place  among  the  districts. 

The  work  with  Children  has  not  grown  as  we  would  like.  Mrs.  Lee 
Johnson  is  our  district  superintendent  of  Children  and  we  are  trusting  that  she 
will  have  success  in   her  efforts   to  increase   the  interest   and   promote  the   work. 

Finances:  We  do  regret  that  our  pledge  to  conference  was  not  paid. 
Because  some  reports  were  late,  only  $+,933.27  of  our  pledge  of  $5,000  was 
paid.  Our  district  leads  again  in  Week  of  Prayer  offering.  Weldon  Woman's 
auxiliary  made  the  largest  contribution  to  Week  of  Prayer  and  also  the  highest 
per  capita  average  of  any  auxiliary  in  the  district.  Wilson  Woman's  Auxiliary 
made  second  highest  per  capita  average. 

Rocky  Mount  made  the  largest  increase  in  finances. 

Of  the  amount  sent  Conference  Treasurer  the  average  per  capita  was  $3.74~r. 

The  average  per  capita  for  all  purposes  was   $7.01+. 

We  rejoice  that  our  gifts  to  missions  this  year  exceeded  our  gifts  to  local 
work. 

As  Secretary  of  this  splendid  district  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  loyal 
women  of  the  district  for  their  prayers  for  me  and  the  work,  and  their  untiring 
efforts  in  helping  to  make  their  district  record  for  1933.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

In  giving  to  you  my  first  report  of  the  work  of  the  Wilmington  District, 
I  wish,  first,  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  my  predecessor,  Mrs. 
E.  R.  Clarke;  the  assistance  of  conference  and  auxiliary  officers;  and  the  patience 
of  the  entire  district  while  I  have  been  trying  to  learn  and  to  do  the  work  of  a 
secretary. 

Having  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office  immediately  following  the  annual 
meeting  in  Raleigh,  I  directed  my  first  effort  toward  completing  the  plans  for 
our  District  meeting  which  was  held  in  Maysville,  on  June   1st.     We  were  happy 
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to  have  with  us  on  that  day  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  McKinne  and 
Miss  Alice  Green,  missionary  to  China.  All  of  these  greatly  enriched  the 
program  with  their  messages  of  inspiration  and  information.  Mrs.  Kendall  and 
Mrs.  Matthews  of  the  New  Bern  District  delighted  us  with  their  presence.  I 
think  everyone  present  felt  that  "it  was  good  to  be  there." 

Five  of  the  zones  have  capable  leaders  who  are  doing  good  work.  The  other 
zone  has  no  leader  at  present,  but  plans  have  been  made  for  reorganization. 
Nine  zone  meetings  have  been  held. 

We  have  the  following  departmental  leaders:  Mrs.  Geo.  L.  Clendenin, 
Study;  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clarke,  Christian  Social  Relations;  Mrs.  L.  Baggett,  Children; 
Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Publicity. 

In  the  Children's  department  we  gained  in  number  of  divisions  and  members 
— Wallace  and  Chadbourn  having  joined  the  ranks  and  Stedman  having  added  a 
junior  division;  but,  like  that  of  their  elders,  the  financial  report  of  this  depart- 
ment suffered  a   decrease. 

Young  Women's  circles  were  organized  at  Wallace  and  Stedman  with  a 
total  membership  of  nineteen. 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Clarke  was  made  a  life  member  by  the  district. 

Seven  children  were  given  life  memberships;  one  of  these  was  a  junior 
membership — the  only  one  in  the  conference. 

We  have  nine  honor  roll  auxiliaries:  Richlands,  Lumberton-Woman's,  Rose- 
boro,  Stedman,  Wallace,  Rose  Hill,  Whiteville,  Fifth  Avenue  and  Grace. 

Fairmont  made  the  largest  per  capita  offering  for  missions;  Lumberton- 
Woman's  was  second. 

The  following  auxiliaries  increased  their  missionary  offering  over  that  of 
last  year:  Bethlehem,  Chadbourn,  Clarkton,  Kings,  Johnson's  Chapel,  Richlands, 
Lumberton-Woman's,  Maysville,  Pollocksville,  Wallace,  Warsaw,  Grace  and 
Trinity  (Wilmington). 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  generally  with  a  larger  offering  than  that  of 
last  year.      Lumberton-Woman's  was  the  most  generous  giver. 

Nearly  every  auxiliary  had  a  "Fellowship  Tea"  with  splendid  results. 
Fifteen  auxiliaries  reported  having  studied  Conference  Minutes.  Spiritual  Life 
groups  increase  in  number.  More  attention  was  given  to  Christian  Stewardship. 
One  auxiliary  advanced  beyond  the  usual  "Tray  and  Flower"  service  in  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  by  organizing  a  missionary  society  among  the  colored 
women.     Another  auxiliary  donated  books  to  the  colored  school  library. 

Our  District  supports  Miss  Ida  Hankins.  In  addition  to  this,  some  auxiliaries 
have  contributed  to  the  support  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Sneeden  and  of  Miss  Alice 
Green. 

Four  auxiliaries  have  not  reported  this  year;  two  of  these — Epworth  and 
Deem's  Chapel — have  disbanded. 

We  regret  not  having  reached  our  financial  goal — even  falling  short  of  the 
amount  sent  the  preceding  year.  Since  we  were  asked  not  to  put  figures  in  our 
report,  we  hope  the  women  will  study  the  statistical  reports  for  the  past  two 
years  and  make  comparisons  for  themselves.  The  report  for  the  preceding  year 
shows  little  difference  in  the  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  and   the 
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amount   used   at   home;    but,   in    1933,  the   amount   spent   at   home   took   quite   a 
jump  upward. 

This  is  a  large  district  full  of  opportunities  for  service  that  challenge  our 
best  efforts.  In  the  future,  I  trust  that  we  may  be  more  diligent  in  our  efforts 
with  and  for  those  who  have  not  yet  caught  a  vision  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

We  feel  that  some  of  the  auxiliaries  should  have  more  credits  than  the 
statistical  report  shows;  but,  for  the  lack  of  complete  reports,  we  are  unable 
to  give  credit  where   credit  may  be   due. 

In  this  report  it  is  impossible  to  tell  of  all  the  deeds  of  love  and  of  sacrifice 
done  by  the  loyal  group  of  women  in  this  District.  Who  can  estimate  the  good 
done  at  home  and  abroad  through  their  gifts,  interests  and  prayers. 

The  secretary  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  with  the  work.  From  this 
time  on  may  each  of  us  be  more  willing  to  "spend  and  be  spent"  in  the  service  of 
our  Master.

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Reports  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION 
OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  revised  standard  of  excellence,  as  adopted  by  Council,  be 
studied  in  each  auxiliary. 

2.  That  the  special  quarterly  event  for  the  second  quarter  (membership 
campaig-n)  be  initiated  at  a  Sunday  morning  service  when,  by  consent  of  the 
pastor,  a  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  be  made 
and  that  an  opportunity  for  enlistment  as  members  be  given  all  women  in  the 
congregation  and  that  this  initial  feature  of  the  campaign  be  followed  up  among 
the  entire  woman  membership  of  the  church. 

3.  That  since  the  baby  divisions  have  been  restored  to  the  adult  auxiliaries, 
there  be  intensive  cultivation  of  this  work  by  the  officer  elected  for  the  purpose. 

4-.  That  a  renewed  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  cultivation  of  young  women; 
forming  them  into  circles  when  necessary,  but  integrating  them  as  rapidly  as 
possible  into  the  adult  organization. 

5.  That  the  "big  sister"  plan  of  co-operation  between  town  and  rural  socie- 
ties, as  suggested  by  the  Council  committee  on  Rural  Work,  be  used. 

6.  That  every  effort  possible  be  made  by  auxiliaries  to  increase  their  sub- 
scriptions to  the  World  Outlook  and  that  it  be  presented  to  the  whole  church 
membership. 

7.  Because  the  cultivation  of  the  Spiritual  Life  group  is  essential  and  vital 
to  our  work,  we  recommend  that  a  key-woman  in  each  district  be  appointed  and 
that  the  groups  be  strengthened  in  every  auxiliary. 

8.  That  a  special  studv  of  the  conference  minutes  be  made  at  one  auxiliary 
meeting  during  the  year. 

9.  Finances: 

(a)  We  appreciate  the  loyalty  of  our  members  and  know  that,  in  many 
cases,  sacrificial  gifts  have  been  made  during  the  last  few  years — but  we  realize 
that  the  steady  decrease  of  income  has  brought  the  Council  to  a  place  where 
further  cuts  in  appropriations  will  be  hazardous  to  the  work. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  financial  requirements  for  membership  be 
presented  with  great  earnestness  and  that  a  pledge,  in  keeping  with  the  ability 
to  give,  be  secured  from  each  member  and  that  utmost  effort  be  used  in  collect- 
ing these  pledges  in  full. 

(b)  That  the  auxiliaries  promote,  as  a  definite  project,  the  creation  of  a 
missionary  spirit  in  the  families  of  their  respective  churches  by  the  use  of  the 
"blessing  box"  and  by  promoting  missionary  table  talk. 
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(c)      That  our  conference  pledge  for    1934  be   $37,250 — to   be   apportioned 
follows:

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  developing  friendly  relations  among 
the  children  of  the  nations,  world  friendship  units  be  continued  by  leaders  and 
groups  of  children  with  the  aid  and  co-operation  of  all  conference  and  auxiliary 
officers. 

2.  That  children's  leaders  take  every  advantage  possible  for  study  and  train- 
ing presented  in  leadership  and  standard  training  schools,  and  in  standard  leader- 
ship correspondence  courses  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

3.  That  efforts  be  continued  to  have  weekly  class  sessions  take  the  place  of 
monthly  programs;  and  where  weekly  meetings  are  not  possible,  that  one  or 
more  intensive  periods  of  eight  or  twelve  weekly  or  daily  sessions  be  held  during 
the  year,  for  the  development  and  completion  of  one  or  more  world  friendship 
units. 

4.  That  continued  emphasis  be  given  vacation  mission  schools  and  that  the 
following  books  be  recommended  for  summer,    1934: 

For  Juniors: 
"Young  America  Makes  Friends"  by  Mary  Alice  Jones  and  Rebecca  Caudill. 
"In  the  African  Bush"  by  Jewel  Huelster  Schwab. 
"How  the  Nations  Share"  by  Edith  Kent  Battle. 

For  Primaries : 
"Child  Neighbors  in  America"  by  Elsie  J.  Rogers  and  Dorothy  McConnell. 
"The  Call  Drum"  by  Mary  Entwistle  and  Elizabeth  Harris. 
"Children  of  One  Father"  by  Juanita  Ray  Kent. 

5.  That  certificates  be  given  children  for  standard  work  done  in  vacation 
mission  schools. 

6.  That    the    Council    continue    to    make    available    exhibits,    costumes,    and 
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slides  for  the  promotion  of  missionary  education  among  children  and  arrange  in 
addition  the  sale  of  foreign  dolls  and  other  articles. 

7.  That  a  three  year  curriculum  of  world  friendship  units  be  prepared  for 
both  primary  and  junior  departments  in  order  that,  during  the  three  year  period, 
in  each  department,  a  child  will  have  a  complete  presentation  of  the  missionary 
work  of  the  church  at  home  and  abroad. 

8.  That  we  endorse  the  transition  of  the  work  of  the  baby  department  from 
the  children's  division  to  the  adult  auxiliary.

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION 
AND  BIBLE  STUDY 

The  committee  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study  submits  the  following  recommen- 
dations: 

1st.  That  our  slogan  for  1934  be:  "Every  Auxiliary  Studying,"  and  that 
we  have  as  our  goal,  three  carefully  planned  study  classes  in  each  auxiliary,  a 
home  mission  study  class,  a  foreign  mission  study  class  and  a  Bible  study  class 
sponsored  by  the  auxiliary  president  and  study  superintendent. 

2nd.  The  promotion  of  mission  and  Bible  study  by  assisting  weaker  classes, 
lending  used  current  books,  organizing  circuit  classes  or  helping  in  any  .way 
needed.  That  an  earnest  effort  be  made  to  accumulate  and  use  missionary  libraries. 

3rd.  That  standard  work  be  urged  wherever  practicable  with  the  purpose 
of  improving  the  quality  of  all  study  class  work. 

4th.  That  the  auxiliary  Study  superintendent  continue  to  emphasize  prayer 
circles  in  the  manner  best  suited  to  the  class. 

5th.  The  continuation  of  District  Coaching  Days  to  be  held  in  the  third 
quarter,  that  Study  leaders  may  prepare  themselves  for  more  efficient  service. 

6th.  Since  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  in  recent  sessions,  adopted  a 
new  standard  of  excellence  which  calls  for  "two  mission  study  classes,"  instead 
of  "a  home  mission  study  class"  and  "a  foreign  mission  study  class,"  as  the 
previous  one  did,  but  lists  its  recommended  books  as  "home  missions"  and 
"foreign  missions"  subjects,  and  since  the  winning  of  our  conference  jubilee  study 
jewel  requires  both  current  subjects  to  be  studied  by  auxiliaries  trying  to  win  it, 
we  recommend,  in  order  to  insure  the  systematic  study  of  both  subjects  in  our 
conference: 

That  our  conference  study  standard  of  excellence  continue  to  be  the 
official  system  and  standard  of  study  for  our  auxiliary  study  classes,  and  that 
they  be  urged  to  study  both  subjects,  each  in  its  own  specific  time,  as  long  as 
Council   definitely  separates   its  study  books  into   home  and   foreign   subjects. 

7th.  That  we  accept  as  texts  for  mission  and  Bible  study  classes  for  the 
study  year,  1934-35,  the  following  textbooks  recommended  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council:

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

I.  Concerning  International  Relations  and  World  Peace. 

1.  Whereas  we  realize  the  necessity  for  continuing  to  express  our  convictions 
to  the  lawmakers  of  our  country  we  reaffirm  our  recommendations  of  193  3  relat- 
ing to  personal  letters  to  senators  and  representatives  favoring  measures  that 
make  for  peace,  and  protesting  those  in  opposition  to  it. 

2.  We  recommend  further  that  auxiliaries  observe  Good  Will  Day  May  18; 
Washington's  birthday;  Independence  Day;  and  Armistice  Day,  by  peace  talks, 
chorus  singing,  pageants,  and  window  displays;  and  that  these  projects  be  com- 
mitted to  the  woman  in  charge  of  world  peace  in  the  auxiliary. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  be  urged  to  form  groups  for  round  table  study  and 
discussion  as  authorized  by  the  committee  on  the  Cause  and  Cure   of  War. 

4.  That  the  holding  of   world  trade  map   exhibits  be   re-emphasized. 

II.  Christian  Citizenship. 

1.     That  the  auxiliaries  press  vigorously  the  campaign  against  lynching  by: 

(a)  Continued    circulation    of    the    pledge    against    lynching   at    district, 
zone  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

(b)  By  use  of  the   new  packet  of  literature  prepared  for  this  purpose. 
("Are  the  Courts  to  Blamer"  and  other  leaflets.) 
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(c)  By  delegating  to  one  missionary  society  at  the  county  seat  respon- 
sibility for:  interesting  every  organization,  men  and  women,  in  the  county 
in  this  campaign ;  securing  signatures  of  county  officials,  preachers  and  teach- 
ers in  the  county  and  of  officers  of  all  organizations,  civic  and  religious,  in 
the  county. 

2.  That  a  new  offensive  against  the  liquor  evil  be  launched;  in  which 
auxiliary  committees  shall  institute: 

(a)  An  inquiry  into  the  law  of  the  state  concerning  teaching  the  effects 
of  alcohol  in  the  public  schools. 

(b)  An  inquiry  into  the  observance  of  this  law,  if  there  be  one,  by 
interviews  with  superintendents,  principals,  and  teachers  in  the  public  schools. 

(c)  Reinforcements  of  the  temperance  and  citizenship  studies  of  our 
Board  of  Christian  Education. 

(d)  Collection  of  data  on  the  increase  of  arrests  for  drunkenness,  of 
crime,  and  of  accidents  from  court  records  and  newspaper  articles  and  pres- 
entation of  same  at  auxiliary  meetings. 

(e)  That  we  co-operate  with  the  United  Dry  Forces  of  North  Carolina 
in  their  efforts  to  preserve  the  prohibition  laws  of  our  state. 

III.  Interracial  Co-oferation. 

1.  That  local  schools  of  missions,  meetings  on  World  Day  of  Prayer  and 
other  meetings  on  outstanding  church  occasions  seek  to  extend  to  colored  church 
women  the  privilege  of  participation. 

2.  That  during  the  coming  year  missionary  women  make  studies  in  their 
own  home  communities  of  the  so-called  "white  primary"  to  find  out  to  what 
extent  the  right  of  voting  in  primaries  is  limited  to  white  citizens,  to  study  the 
bearing  of  such  restricted  voting  in  effective  participation  in  government  on  the 
part  of  responsible  negro  citizens,  and  to  discover  the  best  methods  of  correcting 
such  abuses  as  are  found. 

3.  That  during  the  coming  year  missionary  women  study  conditions  of 
domestic  employment  in  their  own  homes,  with  a  view  to  arriving  at  Christian 
standards  in  the  mutual  responsibilities  of  employer  and  employee.  (Guides  for 
such  a  study  will  be  in  the  packets  on  race  relations.) 

IV.  Rural  Development. 

1.  That  in  district  and  zone  meetings  a  discussion  be  held  on  plans  and 
values  of  circuit  missionary  societies. 

2.  That  each  town  or  city  missionary  society  adopt  a  rural  society  as  a  sister 
society  and  that  through  their  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  a 
program  of  mutual  helpfulness  be   worked  out. 

3.  That  each  rural  missionary  society,  under  the  leadership  of  its  superin- 
tendent of  Christian  Social  Relations,  make  a  special  study  to  seek  and  discover 
ways  by  which  the  society  may  best  serve  its  community. 

4.  That  each  district  seek  to  develop,  a  circulating  library  on  rural  work. 

V.  Industrial  Relations.  Believing  that  the  National  Recovery  Act  has  greatly 
benefited  the  conditions  of  women  in  industry,  through  shorter  hours  and  in- 
creased pay,  and  has  temporarily  abolished  child  labor,   we  recommend: 

1.     That  our  members  continue  to  support  the  NRA  movement. 
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2.  That  they  work  for  such  protective  legislation  as  will  maintain  these 
standards  and  join  with  other  organizations  in  working  for  these  ends. 

3.  That  they  work  particularly  for  the  ratification  of  the  Federal  Child 
Labor  Amendment.  (Write  the  National  Child  Labor  Committee  for  information.) 

4.  That,  looking  to  the  introduction  in  the  United  States  Senate  at  its  next 
session  of  a  bill  for  unemployment  and  old  age  insurance,  we  inform  ourselves 
concerning  these.  VARA  L    HERRING)  Chairman. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL 
LIFE  AND  MESSAGE 

Among  the  prayer  groups  in  our  auxiliaries  there  are  some  that  were 
organized  before  the  Jubilee,  some  are  a  continuation  of  the  Jubilee  prayer 
circles,  others  were  organized  in  1930  and  are  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  groups. 
Many  have  been  organized  this  year  and  the  leaders  names  are  registered  so  that 
they  will  receive  a  quarterly  letter  and  free  leaflets.  Many  auxiliaries  have  not 
responded  this  year  that  had  enrolled  in  other  years.  If  there  are  as  many 
active  today  as  have  reported  during  the  four  years,  we  have  nearly  two-thirds 
of  our  auxiliaries  helping  by  way  of  special  prayer. 

Letters  from  prayer  group  leaders  report  lives  enriched  by  Bible  study  and 
agreement  in  prayer,  prayer  for  definite  things  answered,  new  members  won, 
new  auxiliaries  organized,  increased  attendance  at  auxiliary  meetings,  increased 
attendance  at  prayer  meeting  and  at  church  services. 

Some  groups  meet  weekly  for  Bible  study,  discussion,  and  prayer;  some  have  a 
definite  time  for  prayer;  each  member  has  her  part  wherever  she  may  be;  some 
meet  for  a  time  before  the  regular  monthly  auxiliary  meeting;  in  others  every 
member  agrees  to  pray  for  a  special  object  at  her  quiet  hour,  and  in  one  auxiliary 
every  member   of   the   executive   committee   is   a   member   of    the    prayer    group. 

The  Mary  Pescud  Auxiliary  has  a  special  course  of  study.  Three  members 
of  their  auxiliary  attended  the  Retreat  at  Brevard. 

We  need  prayer — prayer  that  will  release  the  power  of  God  for  His  work. 
WThatever  method,  time  or  place  of  meeting,  whatever  plan  a  group  finds  to  be 
most  effective  (not  necessarily  the  most  convenient)  is  the  best  plan  for  that 
group.     Each  group  will  settle  the  details  for  itself. 

Many  expressions  of  joy  in  the  services  of  intercession  come  from  mem- 
bers of  the  prayer  groups,  and  from  auxiliary  presidents.  They  not  only  add 
greatly  to  our  joy  in  serving  with  you,  they  also  keep  us  in  touch  with  what  is 
being  accomplished  by  prayer.  And  that,  of  course,  does  not  mean  all  that  is 
being  accomplished  as  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  tabulate  all  the  results  of 
prayer.      It  means  the  answer  to  agreement  in  prayer  for  definite  objects. 

If  we  can  be  of  service  at  any  time,  please  let  us  know  and  we  will  gladly 
do  our  best  for  you. 

May  our  Father  bless  and  prosper  His  work.

We  urge  our  district  secretaries  and  zone  leaders  to  continue  to  stress  the 
appointment  of  a  prayer  group  in  each  auxiliary — and  that  they  call  for  reports 
from  auxiliary  leaders. 

May  we  suggest  that  each  group  select  some  unsaved  person,  known  to  all  the 
group,  and  agree  in  prayer  until  that  person  is  converted — born  into  the 
Kingdom  of  God?

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council,  June  2  3, 
1926,  a  resolution  was  presented  by  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  and  Miss  Mabel  K. 
Howell,  asking  for  the  set  up  of  a  quadrennial  commission  "to  study  the  status  of 
women  in  our  own  church  at  home  and  abroad  in  order  to  discover  their  place  of 
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largest  usefulness  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom."  The  resolution  was  unanimously- 
carried.  On  July  6,  1926,  Mrs.  F.  F.  Stephens,  then  president  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  sent  a  letter  to  the  committee  which  she  had  been  instructed 
to  appoint,  asking  the  committee  to  organize  and  outline  its  work.  This  was' 
done  at  the  committee's  first  meeting,  November  4,  192  6.  Mrs.  W.  J.  Piggott, 
Miss  Daisy  Davies,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy  have  been  continuous  members  of  the 
committee  with  other  valuable  members  at  different  times  during  the  two 
quadrenniums,  keeping  the  number  at  7.  These  members  have  been  Misses 
Mabel  K.  Howell,  Julia  Durham,  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  and  Mrs.  Hortense 
McCesky,  W.  A.  Newell,  Walter  Taylor,  C.  E.  Carter,  W.  B.  Landrum,  E.  A. 
Kitchell,  Nat  Rollins,  and  T.  I.  Charles. 

The  committee  began  its  work  by  investigating  what  other  organizations 
have  done  with  special  research  on  the  question  of  woman's  place.  Four  papers 
and  pamphlets  were  found  representing  the  work  of  the  other  boards  on  phases 
of  this  large  question.  Also  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  began  a  study  of 
woman's  representation  in  the  church  and  on  church  bodies. 

Our  committee  has  worked  on  two  major  lines,  the  study  of  the  -place  of 
woman  and  the  study  of  the  place  of  women.  By  the  study  of  the  place  of 
woman,  the  committee  has  meant  a  study  of  her  generic  person  and  of  her 
sociological  background.  So  the  committee  has  studied  woman  in  the  family, 
in  the  economic  world,  in  politics,  in  education  and  in  religion.  By  a  study  of 
the  place  of  women,  the  committee  has  meant  the  study  of  concrete  place  tha,t 
women  occupy  in  order  to  fulfill  their  aspirations  and  capacities.  So  the  com- 
mittee has  investigated  the  representation  of  women  in  the  church,  and  has 
inquired  whether  there  are  any  areas  in  the  church  barred  to  women  because 
they-  are  women.  This  has  led  the  committee  to  study  the  question  in  the 
ministry,  the  status  of  women  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in 
relation  to  the  ministry  and  to  investigate  what  stage  their  representation  in  the 
church  has  reached. 

What  have  eight  years  of  research  and  activity  in  the  realm  of  woman's  place 
done  for  the  women  of  our  organization? 

1.  The  study  has  made  us  sensitive  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  question  of 
woman's  status ;  that  her  place  in  society,  particularly  in  the  church,  is  not  one 
of  untrammelled  freedom. 

2.  It  has  roused  us  to  a  realization  of  what  the  woman  question  is,  that  it  is 
concerned  with  the  biology  and  the  social  history  and  environment  of  women; 
that  there  are  particular  questions  of  place  that  require  a  Christian  solution. 

3.  The  study  has  shown  us  that  for  natural  and  social-evolutionary  reasons, 
woman's  status  is  an  imposed  status,  that  free  personality  cannot  express  itself  in 
another  manufactured  setting. 

4.  Eight  years  of  status  study  has  shown  to  us  that  there  are  still  a  few 
places  in  the  secular  world,  including  the  army  and  navy,  not  legally  open  to 
women;  that  the  church  in  the  religious  world  places  both  indirect  and  direct 
bans  upon  woman's  freedom  to  place  and  service.  Indirect,  because  though 
legally  a  woman  may  hold  any  place  in  the  church  except  that  of  the  ministry, 
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in   practice   she    is   barred   because   still   the   appointing   and   electing-   powers   are 
numerically  in  the  hands  of  men. 

5.  Our  eyes  are  open  to  the  fact  that  boards,  committees,  commissions, 
conferences,  both  local  and  general,  are  still  man-named,  man-controlled,  and 
man-manned.  There  is  no  place  in  the  church  where  the  woman  judgment  and 
experience  can  carry  unless  they  can  depend  upon  the  yes-vote  of  the  man  con- 
stituency. 

6.  Eight  years  of  study  has  taught  us  that  for  our  own  development  as 
woman,  and  for  the  development  of  the  church,  we  need  a  legal  recognition  of 
rights,  representation,  and  opportunity;  and  an  appreciation  of  the  real  contri- 
bution free  women  may  make  to  the  church. 

7.  Women  are  now  more  sensitive  to  and  aware  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus, 
more  appreciative  of  His  emphasis  upon  the  value  of  the  person. 

8.  The  eight  years  have  opened  our  minds  and  hearts  to  praise  and  thanks- 
giving to  Him,  our  Father,  that  woman's  status  is  moving  rapidly  toward  the 
good  and  the  real. 

What  has  been  the  concrete  activity  of  the  Status  Committee  this  last  year? 
Emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  presentation  of  some  phase  of  woman's  status 
in  the  zone,  and  district  and  auxiliary  meeting.  Reports  from  most  of  the 
conferences  indicate  that  the  question  of  status,  particularly  of  ordination  of 
women,  was  a  popular  discussion.  In  at  least  23'  of  the  conferences  last  April, 
the  status  program  was  given  attention.  The  committee  has  endeavored  to  have 
constructive  articles  written  for  the  Christian  Advocate  and  the  conference 
organs.  In  the  Christian  Advocate  five  articles  have  appeared  which  may  be 
effectively  used  in  the  interest  of  woman's  place.  These  are  "Representation  of 
Women  in  the  Church"  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Handy,  November  19,  1932;  "Should 
Women  Be  Ordained?"  by  Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum,  February  17,  1933;  "Who 
Would  Put  Restraint?"  by  Mrs.  H.  R.  Steele,  March  3,  1933;  "Shall  Women 
Cease  Clamoring?"  May  5,  1933;  "Woman's  Work  in  the  Church,"  by  Mrs.  J. 
W.  Perry,  July  28,  1933;  "Ordination  of  Women,"  by  Judge  Nathan  Newby, 
February,  1934;  and  articles  too  appeared  during  March  and  April,  1934,  by  two 
women  preachers  in  Korea,  and  by  another  article  on  "Values  of  Woman's  Work 
and  Organization."  The  World  Outlook  has  published  "Start  the  Women,"  by 
Mrs.  Jessie  Daniel  Ames  and  "Women  of  the  Left  Wing,"  by  Miss  S.  Estelle 
Haskins,  both  of  February,  1933;  "What  Women  May  Be,"  by  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Kitchell,  July,  and  "When  Shall  Women  Serve,"  November,  and  many  articles 
about  particular  women  and  their  achievements. 

The  Status  Committee  resorted  to  the  questionnaire  again  this  year  in  an 
attempt  to  find  a  more  up-to-date  record  of  actual  representation  of  women  in 
the  church  today.  You  will  recall  that  the  project  for  the  auxiliary  program 
in  August,  193  3,  was  a  questionnaire  on  status  of  women  in  the  local  church,  in 
the  district  and  annual  conferences,  and  in  the  church  at  large. 

A  majority  of  the  conferences  studied  and  returned  these  projects.  Figures 
and  opinions  varied  largely  and  in  many  places.     While  your  Status  Committee 
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had,  naturally,  hopes  and  desires  for  a  larger  participation  and  return,  and 
regret  that  more  serious  study  of  the  project  was  not  made,  yet  on  the  whole  the 
purpose  was  met  in  that  thousands  of  auxiliary  women  have  been  aroused  as  to 
their  actual  status  in  the  church,  and  today  are  thinking  and  planning  for 
enlarged  fields  of  service  and  fuller  contribution  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Today  shows  an  increasing  interest.  Tomorrow'  is  ahead  full  of  hope  and 
promise. 

The  committee  would  say  a  last  word  before  General  Conference  on  Ordi- 
nation for  Women  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  A  memorial  is 
again  presented  by  this  committee  and  referred  to  the  General  Conference 
Legislative  Committee  to  add  to  their  report  of  askings  from  General  Conference. 
The  history  of  our  last  memorial  is  well  known  to  Methodist  women.  The 
General  Conference  vote  was  so  progressive  and  the  interest  in  the  message  so 
marked  that  the  committee  has  reasonable  hope  for  the  passage  of  the  memorial 
at  the  General  Conference  of  1934. 

No  claims  of  "rights"  have  been  made  by  the  committee  in  its  cultivation 
of  this  question.  The  committee  believes  that  freedom  to  answer  legally  God's 
call  to  women  in  the  church  is  a  principle  inherent  in  Jesus'  teaching.  It  is  on 
the  ground  of  the  spirit  of  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus  that  the  church  is 
importuned  to  grant  to  women  the  same  privilege  that  it  grants  to  men.  What 
other  could  the  church  do?  The  church  is  not  at  all  unaware  of  the  stand 
that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  the  leaders  in  the  missionary  societies 
have  taken.  It  is  quite  generally  admitted  that  the  principle  is  right  and  true. 
Then  let  the  church  stand  for  the  principle  involved  and  believe  that  only  good 
can  come  from  what  is  true  and  right.     Here  the  women  rest  their  case. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  COM- 
MITTEE ON  RESEARCH  AND  STUDY  OF 
THE  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Your  Committee  on  Research  and  Study  of  Status  of  Women,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1.  That  the  committee  cultivate  the  annual  church  conference  on  the 
question  of  ordination  for  women  following  the  action  of  the  General  Conference 
in   1934. 

2.  That  we  cultivate  to  a  larger  and  more  proportionate  representation  of 
women  in  all  places  of  responsibility  and  activity  throughout  the  church. 

3.  That  a  study  be  continued  on  the  trends  of  the  thinking  and  activity  of 
women,  in  the  various  departments  of  life. 

4.  That  the  Committee  on  Literature  allow  this  committee  a  leaflet  for 
cultivation  of  our  cause,  pending  the  action  of  General  Conference.

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CONCERNING  ORDINATION  OF  WOMEN

Whereas,  the  General  Conference  Legislation  Committee  has  considered  favor- 
ably the  resolution  referred  to  it  by  the  Committee  on  Research  and  Study  of  the 
Status  of  Women, 

THEREFORE  your  committee  recommends  its  consideration  by  the  Council. 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  women  are  prevented  from  answering-  the  call  to  the  ministry 
of  the  church  by  disciplinary  restrictions; 

THEREFORE  be  it  resolved: 

First:  That  the  bishops  of  the  church  be  requested  to  submit  to  the 
annual  conferences  immediately  following  this  session  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence, the  following  question:  "Shall  lay  members  be  eligible  to  the  (ministerial) 
offices  of  the  church  without  regard  to  sexr" 

Second:  That,  should  this  question  be  answered  in  the  affirmative  by  the 
vote  of  the  annual  conferences,  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  secretary 
of  the  College  of  Bishops,  the  Book  Editor,  and  one  to  be  selected  by  the  two 
named,  be  hereby  appointed  to  reconcile  the  language  in  Chapters  III  and  IV 
of  the  Discipline  of  1930  in  harmony  with  the  action  taken,  and  that  said 
committee  be  instructed  to  submit  its  report  to  the  next  General  Conference 
for  action.

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Report  of  Conference  Historian 


The  kindness  of  your  Executive  Committee  in  allowing'  me  to  continue  to 
serve  you  as  Conference  Historian — to  which  office  they  appointed  me  in  1927 — 
even  though  I  do  not  at  present  reside  within  our  conference  bounds,  gives  me 
genuine  pleasure.  This  work  is  dear  to  my  heart,  and  the  privilege  of  doing  it, 
I  value  highly.  It  can  be  done  as  effectively  and  easily  here  in  Salisbury  as  it  was 
done  in  Rockingham,  as  practically  all  of  it  is  carried  on  by  correspondence. 

The  changes  necessary  to  bring  it  up  to  date  have  been  made  in  the  "His- 
torical" for  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  and  the 
amended  paragraphs  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  conference  secretary. 

The  various  yearbooks,  annual  reports,  or  minutes  for  1933,  have  been  pro- 
cured and  filed  in  our  conference  historical  library. 

In  response  to  the  request  I  made  at  conference  last  year  for  donations  of  the 
annual  reports  of  both  the  old  Woman's  Mission  Boards  and  our  Conference 
Missionary  Societies  before  1910,  and  periodicals  of  interest  and  value  as 
Methodist  missionary  and  church  history,  Mrs.  J.  G.  White  (nee  Maggie  Evans) , 
of  Tyner,  sent  us  a  goodly  number  of  copies  of  The  Missionary  Voice,  The 
Review  of  Missions,  The  American  Illustrated  Methodist  Magazine,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  membership  in  the  Rosebud  Missionary  Society  of  the  Virginia  Con- 
ference, which  was  presented  to  her  as  a  member  of  the  "Juvenile  Hope  Rose- 
bud Missionary  Society"  organized  in  1880  at  Evans  Church  in  Chowan  County. 
Perhaps  there  are  others  who  would  like  to  donate  to  our  historical  library  their 
certificate  of  membership  in  the  various  divisions  of  our  conference  society, 
including  life  memberships — one  of  each  kind  would  be  a  sufficient  number 
for  historical  reasons,  amongst  which,  we  hope,  might  be  some  from  others  of 
our  outstanding  women.  Please  write  to  me  about  it.  This  library  will  some- 
time find  a  home  in  the  library  of  one  of  our  church  or  state  colleges,  and  it  is 
our  desire  that  it  shall  be  interesting  and  valuable,  a  worthy  addition  to  such  a 
sanctuary. 

In  July,  on  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  Advocate,  I  made  another  such  appeal, 
in  response  to  which,  Mrs.  M.  F.  Gilmore,  Route  6,  Fayetteville,  and  Mrs.  T. 
G.  Moore  of  Washington,  N.  C,  sent  us  many  of  the  numbers  we  lacked  of 
The  Missionary  Voice.  These  supplemented  my  own  numbers,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  March  number  in  1921,  which  is  still  lacking,  completed  the 
file  of  The  Missionary  Voice  from  January,  1919,  to  date.  From  1896  we  have 
nearly  a  complete  file  of  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  through  1910,  when  it 
was  combined  with  Our  Homes  to  form  The  Missionary  Voice.  We  earnestly 
desire  to  complete  the  file  of  this  valuable  magazine  which  we  look  upon  as 
peculiarly  our  own,  and  to  do  so  we  must  have  the  following  numbers:  for 
1911,  February,  March,  April,  May,  and  June;  1912,  all,  except  September, 
October,  and  December;   all  of    1913,    1914,    1915,  and    1916;    1917,   February, 
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May,  July,  November,  and  December;  1918,  April,  May,  and  November;  and 
1921,  March.  Perhaps  some  of  you  would  like  to  send  us  some  of  these  numbers. 

No  copies  of  Woman's  Mission  Boards  or  Conference  Missionary  Societies 
annual  reports  were  donated  during  the  year.  I  plan  to  make  another  effort  soon 
to  procure,  if  possible,  those  we  need  to  complete  our  files. 

During  the  past  fourteen  years  I  have  accumulated  much  literature  of  the 
various  kinds  used  in  our  work.  This  has  been  sorted  and  placed  in  large  en- 
velopes, on  each  of  which  is  written  a  list  of  its  contents.  All  books  and  peri- 
odicals have  inscribed  in  them  the  names  of  those  who  donated  them  to  the 
Conference  Missionary  Society  Historical  Library,  and  all  are  being  so  arranged 
and  placed  as  to  make  it  easy  for  any  members  of  the  Historical  or  Executive 
Committee  to  identify  the  historical  library  if  anything  should  happen  suddenly 
to  incapacitate  me. 

If  there  be  any  recommendations  or  suggestions  the  Conference  body,  the 
Executive  or  Historical  Committee  would  like  to  make  to  your  Conference 
Historian,  she  would  be  glad  to  have  them  and  do  her  best  to  carry  them  out.

STANDARD  OF  EXCELLENCE  OF  CHILDREN'S  DIVISION 

There  are  more  worth-while  goals  to  work  for  than  getting  on  an  Honor 
Roll,  and  higher  incentives  to  good  work  than  that  of  attaining  a  standard  of 
excellence.  Those  superintendents  who  do  not  wish  to  resort  to  these  methods 
may  be  free  not  to  do  so.  For  those  who  feel  that  there  is  value  in  working  for 
an  Honor  Roll  certificate  the   standards  below  are   given. 

There  are  three  types  of  clubs  and  circles.     They  are  as  follows: 

A  type — those  that  hold  weekly  meetings. 

B  tvpe — those   that  hold  semi-monthly  meetings. 

C   type — those  that  hold  monthly  meetings. 
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The  standard  of  excellence  is  the  same  for  all  except  in  one  point,  that  of 
the  number  of  meetings  held.  A  Roll  of  Honor  A  type  club  or  circle  is  one 
meeting  with  the  requirements  of  the  standard  of  excellence  with  weekly  meet- 
ings; a  Roll  of  Honor  B  type,  one  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  standard  of 
excellence  with  semi-monthly  meetings,  and  Roll  of  Honor  C  type,  a  club  or 
circle  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  standard  of  excellence  in  monthly  meet- 
ings.     In  this  way  all  may  work  to  attain  the  standard.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES  RECEIVING  CERTIFI- 
CATES FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL— FOR  ADULTS 

1 .  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list   recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The   class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
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within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting'  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Studv  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group, 
with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so  that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to 
express  her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten 
sessions,  each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting 
should  begin  and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal   discussion.   Skilful  use   of  questions  is  essential   to  the   proper   guidance 
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of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.   Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience  in  Mission  Study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.  Only  five  points  for  Mission  Study  may  be  counted  on  the 
Honor  Roll.

FUNDS 

One  obligation  of  membership  in  the  missionary  society  is  the  giving  of 
money  to  carry  forward  its  work.  Serious  and  prayerful  consideration  should  be 
given  to  this  most  important  matter  by  auxiliaries  as  a  whole  and  by  the  individual 
members.  The  following  directions  should  be  carefully  studied: 

At  the  January  meeting  of  each  year,  the  auxiliary  shall  make  a  budget  for 
missionary  work  in  order  to  meet  the  pledge  to  the  conference  missionary  society. 
This  budget  should  be  based  upon  the  individual  pledges  of  the  members. 

Each  member  of  the  society  shall,  at  the  January  meeting,  make  a  pledge 
toward  the  auxiliary  budget  which  shall  include  in  one  amount  membership  offer- 
ings, pledges,  Retirement  and  Relief,  and  Conference  Expense. 
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Scholarships,  home  and  foreign,  Bible  women,  and  day  schools  included  in 
the  Council  budget  may  be  included  in  the  auxiliary  and  individual  budget,  but 
must  be  itemized  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

Week  of  Prayer  offerings,  life  memberships,  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per 
auxiliary),  and  Scarritt  scholarships  shall  not  be  included  in  the  budget.  See 
instructions  given  below  regarding  these   funds. 

Community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of  Missions  which  are  not 
remitted  to  the  conference  and  Council  treasurer  and  local  work  should  not  be  a 
part  of  the  budget  of  the  auxiliaries  or  individuals — such  money  may  be  raised 
as  the  auxiliary  desires. 

For  Life  Membership  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution,  Sections  5  and  6, 
for  adult  societies.  Certificates  can  be  obtained  from  Organization  secretary. 

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  support 
of  the  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  missionary  candidates  may  be  raised  by  conferences 
and  credited  to  the  budget  pledged  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided 
it  is  included  when  the  pledge  is  made.  All  such  funds  planned  later  must  be 
undertaken  as  extras. 

For  annuities,  consult  the  Administrative  Secretaries  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Work  or  treasurer  of  the  Council.

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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1 .  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group,  and  superintendents  of 
Children's  Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  district  secretaries,  and  zone  leaders,  shall  constitute  the 
voting  bodv  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  three  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  bv  the  local  committee ;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  Treasurers  of  Adult  and  Children's  Societies  shall  send  money  and 
reports  to  the  conference  treasurer  quarterly. 

6.  That  all  corresponding  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  report  to  district 
secretaries,  so  that  the   district  secretaries  may  be  in  close  touch  with  the  work. 

7.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

8.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

9.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and   one  member  from  the  body. 

10.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

11.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so. 

12.  That  our  goal  shall  be  the  organization  in  every  auxiliary  of  classes  for 
mission  and  Bible  study,  the  aims  of  which  shall  be  steady  improvement  in  quality 
of  preparation  and  recitation  till  the  standard  set  for  our  study  work  shall  be 
reached. 
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13.  That  the  district  secretaries  urge  the  organization  of  mission  and  Bible 
study  classes  in  their  auxiliaries  just  as  they  promote  other  departmental  work. 

14.  That,  in  each  zone,  there  shall  be  elected  a  study  leader,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  promote  mission  and  Bible  study  in  her  zone;  to  give  full  and 
correct  instruction  in  Council  and  conference  methods,  standards,  and  courses  of 
study,  to  her  auxiliary  study  leaders  at  zone  meetings;  to  hold  a  "Coaching  Day 
for  Study  Leaders"  in  the  3rd  quarter;  and  to  correspond  with  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study  in  order  to  gain  the  information  she,  herself,  needs  and 
to  report  the  work  she  is  doing. 
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FIRST  QUARTER:  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  DAY 

As  early  after  election  of  officers  as  possible,  under  direction  of  district  sec- 
retary. A  suggestive  program  will  be  sent  each  district  secretary,  who  will  gather 
the  newly  elected  officers  in  a  district-wide  meeting  if  possible.  In  the  event  the 
officers  cannot  gather  in  one  meeting,  it  is  suggested  that  the  first  round  of  zone 
meetings  be  devoted  to  this  program.  Be  sure  that  the  officers  of  your  society 
attend. 

SECOND  QUARTER:  MEMBERSHIP  CAMPAIGN  AND  RALLY 

Lay  plans  for  a  systematic  canvass  of  the  entire  woman  membership  of  the 
congregation,  in  order  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 
Attractive  literature  will  be  available  from  Literature  Headquarters.  Close  this 
campaign  with  an  enthusiastic  and  attractive  rally  for  the  membership,  new  and 
old. 

THIRD   QUARTER:  SCHOOL  FOR  MISSION   STUDY  LEADERS 

Under  direction  of  conference  Mission  Study  superintendent,  assisted  by  lead- 
ers from  each  district  who  have  attended  a  School  of  Missions  or  had  some  special 
preparation  for  this  work.  A  district-wide  meeting  is  preferable,  but  the  series 
of  zone  meetings  for  the  third  quarter  may  be  devoted  to  this  training  if  a  dis- 
trict meeting  is  not  possible.  Be  sure  that  your  auxiliary  Mission  Study  leader 
attends  this  school. 

FOURTH  QUARTER:  WEEK  OF  PRAYER  AND  HARVEST  DAY 

Special  programs  and  instructions  will  be  given  auxiliary  presidents  regarding 
these  events.  Plan  for  them  in  your  year's  program. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 
Societies  and  Adult  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1 .  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Confernece  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(4)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  located  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  And  the  following  officers:  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  and  superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and   of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1 .  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  sessions.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  con- 
ference shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
President  and  Conference  Secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  con- 
ference bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  con- 
ference office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among 
the  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Conference  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer, 
and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
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of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  Vice-President  shall  perforin  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  activelv  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  Steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  and  Children's 
auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
of  the  work  of  the  conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January  to  the  Organization  Secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the 
preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall 
handle  only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the 
Council.  She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  President  and  the 
Conference  Secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society, 
and  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July, 
October,  and  January,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She 
shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Conference  Secretary  and  to  the 
President. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups  shall,  through  the  auxiliary 
presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young  Women's  Groups,  actively  cultivate 
young  women  in  the  conference  for  membership  in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of  the  work  to  the  Organization 
Secretary  of  the  Council. 

1 1.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and 
to  the  Conference  Secretary. 

12.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  Secretary  in  charge 
of  Organization  and  Study. 

13.  The  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  bv  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Home 
Cultivation  Secretary  in  charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  Secretary  in  charge  of  Litera- 
ture. 
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14.  The  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  civic  and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of 
the  conference  into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Home  Cultivation  Secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

1 6.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliaries 
and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district 
conference  and  may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided 
into  zones  according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The 
District  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliraies  and  send 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
President  of  the  Conference  Society.  ' 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  and  Children's  auxiliary  societies, 
funds  contributed  to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary 
life  patrons  are  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the 
conference. 

19.  A  Conference  Expense  Fund  shall  be  provided  by  conference  assessment, 
the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  conference  according  to  the  requirements. 
In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge  be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  spe- 
cific objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in 
annual  session. 

2 1 .  The  conference  society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

CONSTITUTION  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary   to   Conference    Society   of   the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  civic  and  social  conditions. 
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3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  and  over,  may  become  a  member  of  the 
auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings  (covering 
retirement  and  relief  and  conference  expense  funds),  a  freewill  offering  from 
the  auxiliary,  Scarritt  Maintenance  and  Scholarship.  An  offering  shall  be  taken 
during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Op- 
portunity shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  indi- 
viduals for  the  support  of  special  work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is  an  honor 
and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  President,  one  Vice-President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, and  Superintendents  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  the  World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of  Supplies,  and 
of  Local  Work. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and 
financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the  installation  of  officers.  At  the 
November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  biennially,  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  ADULT  AUXILIARIES 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  President  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The  Vice-President  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary  and  shall  develop  Christian  Stewardship.  She  shall  send  to  the  District 
Secretary  and  Conference  Secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected 
officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  Conference  Superintendents  the 
names  and  addresses  of  their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep 
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an  account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from 
the  local  treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  President  of  the  auxiliary  and 
the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  develop  and 
direct  the  work  of  the  children.  She  shall  nominate  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  two 
women  who  with  herself  shall  form  the  Children's  Committee,  one  member  of 
which  shall  supervise  each  of  the  divisions — namely,  Baby,  Primary,  and  Junior. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  be  the  chairman  of  this 
standing  committee. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department  shall  report  all  of 
the  activities  of  each  division  in  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Adult 
auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Children's  Work.  She  shall  send  all  moneys  properly  designated  from 
each  division  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  These  funds  shall  be  included  in  her 
quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  as  the  offering  of  the  Children's 
Department. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer  circles.  She  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study. 

8.  The  Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community. 
She  shall  present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items 
to  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Confer- 
ence Superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

9.  The  Superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
circulation  of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with 
assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing 
renewals  and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to 
present  the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting, 
the  missionary  society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
Conference  Superintendent  of  Publicity. 

10.  (l)  The  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate 
and  direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by 
securing  the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare 
movements  of  community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and 
programs   committed    to    the    auxiliary    through    the    Bureau    of    Christian    Social 
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Relations.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in  con- 
structive relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  Local  Treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

11.  The  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  Superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

12.  The  Superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work.

Historical 


THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
sent  13  of  her  daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil; 
4  to  Korea;  and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  wives  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  have  gone  with  their 
husbands  to  their  appointments  in  the  foreign  countries  where  our  church  is 
established:  1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa 
(Congo  Beige).  In  our  own  land,  11  others  have  served  as  deaconess,  city  mis- 
sionary, or  contract  worker  in  our  various  institutions,  in  the  different  types  of 
service  undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Another  is  completing 
the  training  required  by  Council,  by  getting  her  year's  experience  doing  social 
service  work  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  This  year  there  are  reported  for  1934,  357 
adult  auxiliaries  with  10,545  members;  and  a  total  of  331  Children's  Divisions 
with  5,216  members.  Since  187  8,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  our  conference  societies 
have  raised  a  grand  total  of  $1,329,171.71  for  missions  in  home  and  foreign 
lands;  and  $833,716.36  for  our  various  types  of  local  work.

For  from 
the  freshly  washed  sky  and  earth,  and  the  freshly  painted  auditorium — 
so  shining  that  some  visitors  thought  it  brand  new — and  the  radiant 
faces  of  the  hostesses,  smiling  in  welcome,  to  the  stimulating  talks 
and  meditations  of  the  speakers,  this  idea  of  illumination  was  dominant. 

Even  the  exquisite  flowers  and  the  wonderfully  well-rendered  music 
contributed  to  this  effect,  in  their  beautiful  quality. 

To  have  "just  home  folks,"  the  Cuninggims  and  Miss  Sallie  Lou, 
with  us  as  our  chief  and  honored  guests  added  the  last  happy  touch  to 
this  glorious  conference. 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  16,  1935 

The  twentv-third  annual  conference  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societv  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  convened  at  8  o'clock, 
Tuesday  evening,  April  16,  1935,  in  the  First  Church  of  Elizabeth 
City,  N.  C,  with  a  worship  and  a  communion  service. 

The  impressive  organ  prelude  was  "The  Bells  of  St.  Anne  de 
Beaupre,"  by  Russell,  played  by  Mrs.  Madge  Taylor. 

The  opening  hymn  was  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal,"  after  which 
the  choir  of  First  Church  rendered  Gounod's  inspiring  anthem,  "Send 
Out  Thy  Light." 

Rev.  H.  I.  Glass,  pastor  of  First  Church,  read  the  scripture  and 
offered  prayer,  after  which  Mr.  H.  C.  Foreman  sang  the  "Sanctus" 
from  the  "St.  Cecilia  Mass"  of  Gounod. 

A  most  challenging  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  John  Rustin, 
pastor  of  the  Ghent  M.  E.  Church,  of  Norfolk,  Va. 

The  service  was  impressively  closed  with  the  holy  communion, 
administered  by  Presiding  Elder  J.  H.  McCracken,  assisted  by  the 
pastors  of  the  local  churches. 
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WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  17,  1935 

The  first  day-time  session  of  the  annual  conference  began  at  9:00 
o'clock  on  Wednesday  morning,  April  17th,  with  a  worship  service  in 
which  Mrs.  Gates  led  the  meditation  into  the  thought  of  "Seeing  God's 
Vision."  She  pointed  out  that  in  order  to  catch  the  vision  and  go  out 
to  possess  the  land  we  must  lift  up  our  eyes  and  see  the  radiance  and 
glory  of  the  vision  in  all  directions.  Mrs.  Gates'  morning  meditations 
were  based  upon  those  used  at  the  recent  Council  meeting. 

After  a  few  moments  of  silent  meditation,  Mrs.  Gates  offered 
prayer. 

The  worship  service  was  fittingly  closed  with  a  solo,  "The  Ninety 
and  Nine,"  by  Campion,  sung  by  Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  wife  of  the  pastor  of  First  Church,  spoke  sincere 
words  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  missionary  society  of  First  Church 
of  Elizabeth  City,  and  in  the  name  of  other  organizations  of  the  city. 

In  response,  Mrs.  |.  B.  Kittrell,  of  Greenville,  told  of  the  joy 
and  happiness  of  the  delegates  in  attending  this  conference. 

After  the  organization  of  the  delegates  by  districts,  the  making  of 
reports  by  the  officers  was  the  first  order  of  business.  *Those  reporting 
at  this  time  were: 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  the  vice-president; 

The  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  Patten ; 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  as  treasurer; 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  as  superintendent  of  Supplies; 

And  the  superintendent  of  Publicity,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  submitted  her  report  as  chairman  of  the 
Spiritual  Life  Committee,  and  told  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
stood  second  in  the  list  of  conferences  in  number  of  Spiritual  Life 
Groups  for  1934. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  of  booklets  helpful  for  personal  use  or  for  groups 
who  are  carrying  on  spiritual  life  meetings. 

As  conference  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  then  read  her  annual 
message. 

At  this  time  a  count  was  taken  of  the  ladies  present  who  had  never 
before  attended  an  annual  conference  of  the  missionary  society.  This 
was  found  to  be  120.

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Messages  of  love  were  read  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson, 
Mrs.  J.  Frank  Spruill  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  and  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Barnes. 

The  conference  body  then  sang  the  hymn,  "On  the  Mountain's 
Top  Appearing." 

At  11:15  o'clock,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  the  Council  secre- 
tary of  Foreign  Work,  was  introduced  and  spoke  about  our  foreign 
mission  fields,  pointing  out  challenges  in  the  fields  of  Africa  and  China. 

In  closing,  she  asked  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  1935  be  made 
a  time  of  real  sacrificial  giving. 

A  committee  to  draw  up  resolutions  of  appreciation  was  appointed 
as  follows:  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  Mrs.  Whitehead,  Mrs.  C.  M.  Huff- 
man. Mrs.  J.  M.  Lilly  was  later  added. 

To  assist  Mrs.  Glass  as  hostess  committee,  the  following  ladies  were 
appointed:  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis,  and  Mrs, 
Milton  White. 

Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman,  of  First  Church,  announced  details  of 
luncheon  and  other  matters. 

Mrs.  Gurney  Hood  brought  a  message  of  love  from  Miss  Vara 
Herring.  It  was  voted  to  send  messages  to  Miss  Herring,  to  Mrs.  Ken- 
dall, to  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  Mrs.  Scott,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Nicks. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Mrs.  Charles  Parker,  the  wife  of  a  former 
missionary  of  India.  Mrs.  Clay  Foreman  was  introduced,  and  was  pre- 
sented a  corsage,  as  a  birthday  remembrance,  by  Mrs.  McKinne  on 
behalf  of  the  conference. 

Dr.  Cuninggim,  and  many  preachers  of  the  N.  C.  Conference, 
were  presented. 

Mrs.  Shamburger  was  brought  forward  and  pinned  with  a  corsage 
by  Mrs.  Charlie  Skinner,  of  Hertford,  a  member  of  a  group  which 
was  organized  by  Mrs.  Shamburger  in    1913. 

Fraternal  visitors  from  the  Western  N.  C.  Conference  were  in- 
troduced: Mrs.  Sterling,  from  Winston-Salem,  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Thomp- 
son, from  Greensboro. 

The  noon  devotional  period  opened  with  a  solo,  "The  Lord  Is  My 
Shepherd,"  by  Liddle,  beautifully  sung  by  Mrs.  Margarette  Love. 

The  speaker  was  Mrs.  J.  L.  Cuninggim,  of  Scarritt  College,  who 
took  as  her  theme  "Come  Ye  Apart  and  Rest  Awhile."  She  stressed 
the  necessity   for  quietness  as  the  beginning  of  work   for  God.   "He 
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that  believeth  shall  not  make  haste,"  she  quoted,  and  closed  with  fervent 
prayer. 

Rev.  H.  I.  Glass  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the  session  as  it 
adjourned  for  luncheon. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  17th 

In  opening  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday,  the  group  sang 
a  hymn,  "True-hearted,  Whole-hearted,"  after  which  Mrs.  Charles 
Parker  offered  prayer. 

At  this  time,  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Mrs.  Charles  Early,  a  former 
conference  president,  who  spoke  a  few  stirring  words  of  encourage- 
ment. 

The  session  was  then  turned  over  to  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  the 
conference  secretary,  who  called  to  the  platform  the  district  secretaries. 
After  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  the 
secretaries,  who  made  their  reports  in  the  following  order:

Mrs.  Chadwick  then  summed  up  the  statistical  work  for  the  year 
and  presented  badges  to  the  122  societies  who  were  on  the  honor  roll 
for   1934. 

The  award  of  the  Korean  urn  was  made  to  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews 
by  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  because  the  New  Bern  District  had  the 
largest  number  of  auxiliaries  on  the  standard  of  excellence. 

The  session  adjourned  to  meet  in  sessions  committee  meetings  after 
a  prayer  of  dismissal  by  Mrs.  Faison. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  17,   1935 

The  Wednesday  evening  service  was  opened  by  an  organ  prelude, 
"Adoration,"  by  Berowski,  beautifully  rendered,  as  was  all  music  of 
the  evening. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "The  Morning  Lia;ht  Is  Breaking," 
the  choir  sang  the  "Festival  Te  Deum  in  E  Flat,"  by  Dudley  Buck, 
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with  the  soloists  Mrs.  Margarette  Love,  Mrs.  T.  P.  Bennett,  Mr. 
H.  C.  Foreman,  and  Mr.  L.  E.  Skinner,  Jr. 

The  presiding  elder  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District,  Rev.  J.  H. 
McCracken,  read  the  scripture  and  offered  prayer. 

The  junior  choir  of  First  Church  made  the  congregation  happy  by 
singing  two  beautiful  selections. 

The  address  of  the  evening  was  made  by  Miss  Sallie  Lou  Mc- 
Kinnon,  who  explained  most  impressively  how  Christianity  should  be 
extended  and  helped  in  Brazil. 

The  service  closed  with  an  anthem  by  the  choir,  with  Mrs.  T.  P. 
Bennett  as  soloist  and  Master  Bobby  Elliot  playing  an  exquisite  violin 
obbligato,  "Seraphic  Song,"  by  Rubinstein. 

Rev.  J.  H.  McCracken  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  18,  1935 

At  9:00  o'clock  on  Thursday,  April  18th,  the  second  day's  session 
of  the  twenty-third  conference  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  opened  with  an  organ  prelude, 
"Song  of  Hope,"  by  Batiste. 

After  this,  the  hymn,  "How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  was  sung,  and 
Mrs.  Gates  continued  her  morning  meditation  from  Genesis  13:14,  15. 
She  stressed  God  as  the  unifying  center,  upon  whom  all  Christians 
must  fix  their  eyes. 

A  beautiful  solo,  "Teach  Me  to  Pray,"  by  Caro  Noms,  sung  by 
Mrs.  H.  E.  Nixon,  fittingly  closed  the  worship  period. 

The  first  item  on  the  business  agenda  was  the  report  of  the  secre- 
tary of  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten. 

After  her  report  and  explanations  of  the  achievements  of  the  chil- 
dren in  1934,  the  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Children's 
Work  was  read  by  Mrs.  John  Dameron,  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  with 
a  slight  amendment. 

The  awards  were  made  as  follows: 

The  Chinese  banner,  for  the  largest  amount  of  money  sent  to  the 
conference  treasurer,  went  to  Fayetteville  District,  for  Hay  Street 
Church  Children's  Division. 

The  Korean  banner,  for  the  greatest  amount  per  capita,  to  New 
Bern  District,  for  St.  Paul's,  Goldsboro. 

The  Baby  Division  banner,  for  the  best  baby  division,  went  to 
Queen  Street,  Kinston,  in  the  New  Bern  District. 
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Mrs.  Gates  spoke  of  helpful  books  that  might  be  found  in  the 
bookroom. 

Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  presented  to  Mrs.  C.  L.  Read  the 
Carp  banner  sent  from  the  International  Goodwill  Society  of  Japan, 
explaining  its  significance. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  spoke,  and  asked  that  there  be  added  to  the 
prayer  list  of  the  conference  women  a  Christian  college  in  Rio.  She 
also  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee.  The 
report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  superintendent  of  Study,  read  her  report,  show- 
ing great  progress  for  1934. 

To  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District, 
was  awarded  the  Jubilee  study  jewel  (now  to  be  called  the  Lillie 
Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel)  for  having  in  her  district  the 
largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  reporting  three  study  classes  during  the 
year. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study 
was  read  by  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  and  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Earley,  of  Norfolk,  told  of  Harvest  Day  in  Epworth 
Church  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  of  how  the  preparation  for  that  day  re- 
sulted in  great  good,  both  spiritually  and  financially. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  that  the  amount  credited  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  as  a  result  of  old  gold  collected  was  $1,252.22. 

The  hymn  was  sung,  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  after  which  Miss  Mc- 
Kinnon continued  her  discussion  of  the  foreign  fields  of  the  missionary 
enterprise. 

She  told  of  the  work  of  our  own  church  in  China,  especially  of 
the  institutions  in  which  we  are  doing  union  work.  She  first  mentioned 
Gingling  College,  Nanking,  and  asked  that  the  prayers  of  women  be 
made  for  the  president  of  that  college,  Wu  Yi-Fang. 

Miss  McKinnon  also  told  that  advanced  adult  education  in  rural 
sections  is  being  planned  as  another  project  made  possible  because  of 
the  added  gifts  from  the  women  in   1934. 

In  Korea,  Miss  McKinnon  told  of  the  need  for  a  large  Week  of 
Prayer  offering  for  the  social  center  in  Seoul. 

Japan  she  mentioned  as  being  busy  in  planning  for  the  50th  anni- 
versary celebration  next  fall  of  missionary  endeavor  in  that  country. 

In  Mexico,  Miss  McKinnon  said  that  she  hoped  that  the  schools, 
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which  are  being  closed  by  the  government,  may  be  turned  into  social 
centers. 

It  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  Miss  McKinnon  had  to  leave  before 
the  end  of  the  conference  because  of  a  call  to  Mexico. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  telegrams  read  from  Miss  Vara 
Herring,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  Mrs.  Clyde  Smith,  Mrs.  Flora 
Kendall,  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott. 

Guests  were  introduced  by  Mrs.  Glass. 

Registration  was  reported  as   189. 

In  beginning  the  noon  devotional,  Miss  Camilla  Foreman  beauti- 
fully sang  "Spirit  of  God,"  Neidlinger.  Then  Mrs.  Cuninggim  con- 
tinued the  meditations  begun  on  Wednesday,  stressing  the  thought, 
"I  have  given  you  an  example."  She  spoke  of  Christ's  example  in  all 
phases  of  life,  and  especially  in  the  acts  of  the  last  Thursday  of  His  life. 

Dr.  Cuninggim  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  18,  1935 

After  singing  the  hymn,  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming,"  the  after- 
noon devotions  were  led  by  Mrs.  C.  M.  Earley,  who  spoke  on  the 
verse,  "If  your  faith  be  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,"  and  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  McKinne  suggested  that  a  message  of  love  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Leigh  Sheep  in  her  illness.  It  was  voted  to  do  so,  and  also  to  send  mes- 
sages to  Mrs.  W.  C.  Glover,  of  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clarke, 
of  Wilmington,  and  to  Miss  Sarah  McCracken. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  spoke  of  the  pecans  she  hoped  she  would  have 
to  give  to  small  auxiliaries  this  fall,  to  be  distributed  through  the  dis- 
trict secretaries. 

Miss  Fannie  Vann  made  a  report  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Status  of  Women. 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Read  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

She  introduced  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  who  told  of  the  division  of 
world  peace  in  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  sug- 
gested a  few  things  that  missionary  women  may  do,  among  them  the 
making  of  trade  maps  and  the  using  of  pamphlets. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  added  some  information  and  told  of  possibilities 
of  extending  into  rural  communities  the  finest  type  of  helpful  activities. 

The  Sessions  Committee  report  on  Christian  Social  Relations  was 
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read  by  Mrs.  T.  W.  Smithson.  It  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  with  some 
corrections. 

Mrs.  Read  read  the  list  of  the  auxiliaries  making  the  standard  of 
efficiency  for  Christian  Social  Relations. 

The  time  having  come  for  invitations  for  the  conference  for  next 
year,  Mrs.  Gates  asked  for  such  invitations,  and  Mrs.  Breedlove,  of 
Durham,  issued  a  most  cordial  call  for  the  conference  to  go  to  Duke 
Memorial  Church  in   1936.  The  vote  of  acceptance  was  unanimous. 

The  Sessions  Committee  report  on  Extension  of  Work  and  Finance 
was  read  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  after  ex- 
planations bv  Mrs.  Chadwick,  and  some  corrections. 

The  pledges  from  the  districts  were  then  made,  as  follows:

All  in  attendance  at  the  conference  were  invited  to  an  honor  tea 
at  5  o'clock,  held  in  the  beautiful  home  of  Mrs.  C.  O.  Robinson. 
This  social  occasion  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL   18,   1935 

The  Thursday  night  service  was  preceded  by  an  organ  prelude, 
Schubert's  "First  Movement  of  the  Unfinished  Symphony,"  after 
which  the  congregation  sano;  the  hymn,  "Christ  for  the  World  We 
Sing." 

The  choir  then  sang  the  anthem,  "I  Will  Give  Thanks  Unto  Thee, 
O  Lord,"  by  Rossini,  with  Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman  taking  the  solo  part. 

The  Rev.  B.  T.  Hurley  read  for  the  scripture  lesson  John  12:20- 
32,  and  offered  prayer. 

"Holy  Art  Thou,"  set  to  Handel's  "Largo,"  was  sung  as  a  quartet 
by  Messrs.  H.  C.  Foreman,  H.  A.  Graul,  L.  E.  Skinner,  Jr.,  and 
Roland  Sawyer. 
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Since  it  was  "Scarritt  night,"  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Dr.  J.  L. 
Cuninggim,  president  of  that  institution,  who  told  something  of  its 
history  and  aims.  Questions  were  asked  and  Dr.  Cuninggim  called 
upon  two  young  ladies  who  had  studied  at  Scarritt,  Misses  Ola  Morris 
and  Mildred  Huggins,  also  upon  Mrs.  Cuninggim  and  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
McCracken,  to  help  answer  them. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Work  for  the  Night  Is  Coming," 
Dr.  Cuninggim  pronounced  the  benediction. 

FRIDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  19,  1935 

The  Friday  morning  devotional  was  opened  with  an  organ  pre- 
lude by  Nevin,  "Ave  Maria." 

After  a  hymn,  "Lord,  Speak  to  Me,"  was  sung,  Mrs.  Gates  con- 
cluded her  morning  devotional  thoughts  by  leading  into  the  idea  of 
the  necessity  of  the  Christian  attuning  of  himself  to  God's  plan.  She 
asked  for  a  few  moments  of  silent  communion  and  closed  with  a 
fervent  prayer. 

The  solo  by  Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman  was  most  appropriate  for  Good 
Friday— Gaul's  "Eye  Hath  Not  Seen." 

In  beginning  the  business  session  of  the  day,  Mrs.  Gates  called  on 
Miss  M.  Bessie  Harding  to  make  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Litera- 
ture. 

Mrs.  Wooten  made  a  little  speech,  announcing  that  three  of  the 
children  of  the  First  Church  had  been  made  life  members  by  the  con- 
ference: Allan  McBride  Hooper,  Glenn  Leigh  Cox,  and  Helen  Bell 
Moore. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  reported  for  the  By-Laws  Committee,  ask- 
ing that  the  committee  be  allowed  to  make  necessary  corrections. 

Mrs.  Everett's  report  as  conference  historian  was  read  by  the  sec- 
retary. 

Alternates  for  Council  meeting  for  1936  were  elected  as  follows: 
Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  for  the  president,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  for  the 
secretary. 

Messages  were  ordered  sent  to  three  of  the  oldest  of  the  Elizabeth 
City  auxiliary  members:  Mrs.  John  Hall,  Mrs.  Sidberrv,  and  Mrs. 
Lumsden,  and  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Sneeden  because  of  the  illness  of 
their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and  to  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones;  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  L.  Midgette,  of  Norlina;  to  Miss  Amma  Graham;  also  to  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Rhodes,  in  Florida. 
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Mrs.  Chad  wick  read  her  message  from  Council. 

Mrs.    Huffman,    of    Burlington,    read    the    Courtesy    Resolutions, 
which  were  accepted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  hymn,  "Fling  Out  the  Banner,"  was  sung. 

The  minutes  of  the  conference  session  were  read  and  adopted  after 
being  corrected. 

Mrs.  Wesley  Foreman  announced   luncheon   and  spoke   words  of 
pleasure  at  having  the  conference  in  their  city. 

Mrs.  Woodley,  of  Elizabeth  City,  presented  a  "History  of  Meth- 
odism" to  be  filed  in  the  historical  archives. 

Mrs.  George  Hawkins  was  called  to  the  platform,  and  conducted 
the  Service  of  Remembrance;   then  read  the  Memorial   Roll. 

One   verse   of   "O,   Jesus,   I    Have    Promised"    was  sung   and   the 
service  concluded  by  prayer. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Foreman  sang  "O  Dry  Those  Tears,"  by  Del  Riego, 
just  before  Mrs.  Cuninggim  began  her  concluding  noon-time  devo- 
tional meditation,  using  the  scripture  telling  of  the  events  of  Good 
Friday,  and  quoting  "Whenever  sin  and  love  meet,  there  is  always  a 
cross."

OCTOBER  30-31,  1934,  IN  FAISON,  N.  C. 

The  Executive  Committee  held  its  fall  meeting  for  two  days  in 
Faison,  at  the  home  of  the  vice-president.  Departmental  work  was 
discussed,  and  the  new  co-operative  plan  for  the  work  with  children. 

The  conference  secretary  reported  a  net  gain  in  societies  and  mem- 
bers, but  a  falling  off  in  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook. 

The  treasurer  reported  that  there  had  been  an  advance  for  each 
quarter  over  the  same  period  of  the  previous  year. 

At  this  meeting  a  plan  was  seriously  considered  to  form  a  commit- 
tee to  search  out  candidates  for  Christian  work.  On  such  a  committee 
were  appointed  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Chadwick,  as  ex  officio  members, 
and  Miss  Mary  Grace  Wilson,  Social  Director  for  Women  at  Duke 
University;  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  and  the  director  of  Young  People 
for  the  N.  C.  Conference,  Mrs.  Wade. 

One  interesting  feature  of  this  meeting  was  an  evening  service 
at  the  Faison  Church,  at  which  time  the  officers  told  of  their  work 
to  an  audience  composed  of  women  from  Faison  and  out-lying  sections. 

Mrs.  Inez  Boney  was  a  welcome  guest.  The  delicious  meals  and 
cordial  hospitality  of  Mrs.  Faison  and  the  ladies  of  her  church  were 
appreciated. 


FEBRUARY  7,  1935,  IN  WILSON,  N.  C. 

The  mid-winter  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  in 
the  Wilson  M.  E.  Church,  in  order  that  the  ladies  from  Elizabeth 
City,  who  were  prospective  hostesses  for  the  annual  conference,  could 
meet  with  the  committee. 

Increases  in  all  lines  of  work  for  1934  were  reported  by  the 
several  officers,  Mrs.  McKinne  reporting  that  the  conference  pledge  of 
$37,250  had  been  over-paid.  Mrs.  Wooten  told  that  there  had  been 
39  new  Children's  Divisions  formed  during  the  year.

Many  questions  of  policy  were  discussed  and  decided,  especially 
those  incident  to  the  new  co-operative  plan  for  Children's  Work. 

It  was  decided  to  continue  the  Children's  secretaries  as  voting  dele- 
gates to  the  annual  conference. 

The  president  requested  that  the  district  secretaries  see  that  auxiliary 
report  books  be  taken  to  the  district  meetings  to  be  inspected  there.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  year  1934  was  a  good  year  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  our 
hearts  rejoice  in  the  gains  which  were  recorded  in  practically  every  department 
of  our  work.  I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  keen  appreciation  of  the  lovalty 
and  devotion  of  officers,  secretaries,  zone  leaders  and  auxiliary  women  whose 
united  efforts  have  made  possible  this  splendid  achievement.  It  was  gratifying  at 
Council  to  find  that  our  own  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  comparison  with 
the  other  conferences,  stood  as  follows: 

Second  in  number  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups. 

Fourth  in  number  of  auxiliaries. 

Fifth  in  amount  of  money  sent  to  the  Council  Treasurer. 

Seventh  in  number  of  members  enrolled. 

We  regret  that  our  per  capita  giving  was  not  sufficiently  high  to  be  men- 
tioned among  the  first  five,  but  we  do  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  great 
goodness  to  us,  and  we  face  the  future  with  stronger  faith  and  increased  courage 
because  of  the  successes  of  the  year  that  has  just  ended. 

Nine  years  ago,  when  we  met  in  this  church,  our  president,  Mrs.  C.  M. 
Earley,  challenged  us  with  some  questions  which  I  desire  that  we  should  face 
again  today.  Mrs.  Earley  asked,  "What  has  our  conference  wrought  during  the 
vear  that  has  just  passed?"  "Can  the  amount  of  money  which  was  sent  to  the 
Council  treasurer  and  the  thousands  of  dollars  paid  for  local  work  really  write 
the  history  of  last  year?"  Her  answer  was,  "No,  far  from  it,  but  rather,  if  one 
could  look  into  the  hearts  of  the  members  and  read  there  the  deeper  consecration, 
the  new  devotion  and  self-denial  that  have  grown  in  the  individual  life,  then 
the  real  growth  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  could  be  determined."  Dr. 
D.  J.  Fleming  has  said,  "Not  the  number  of  missionaries  nor  the  annual  expendi- 
tures of  societies,  but  the  character  of  life  that  is  lived  by  those  who  profess 
Christ  will  determine  the  success  or  failure  of  missions." 

So,  today,  as  we  rejoice  in  the  reports  of  gains  in  auxiliaries,  members, 
Spiritual  Life  Groups,  study  classes,  contributions  to  the  Council  treasury  and 
all  the  rest,  may  we  look  beneath  all  of  this  and  ask  ourselves,  "What  has  been 
the  dominant  purpose  back  of  the  activities?"  "Have  our  auxiliaries  and  members 
a  larger  vision  of  God's  plan  of  redemption  than  we  had  a  year  ago?"  Do  we 
really  realize  the  significance  of  Bishop  Arthur  Moore's  statement  that  "the  peace 
of  the  world  and  the  future  of  the  Christian  Church  are  bound  up  with  the 
solution  of  the  problems  now  perplexing  the  nations  where  our  missionaries  are 
facing  a  combination  of  circumstances  such  as  would  baffle  the  wisest  counselors 
and  boldest  leadership"? 

What  shall  be  our  answer  to  the  accusation  that  "We  have  placed  too  much 
of  the  burden  of  the  missionary  enterprise  on  the  shoulders  of  the  missionaries? 
We  have  made  it  too  much  their  concern  to  bring  the  good  news  to  the  nations 
of  the  world,  while  we  cheered  them  from  a  distance  and  helped   in  our  small 
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way,  thereby  relieving  ourselves-  of  the  responsibilities  of  living  the  Christian 
life?"  Bishop  Moore  adds:  "If  we  want  our  missionaries  to  succeed,  across  the 
seas,  we  must  see  to  it  that  Christianity  works  here." 

As  you  and  I  sit  here  today,  Wednesday  of  Holy  Week,  do  we  share  the 
passion  of  Jesus  for  the  redemption  of  mankind  that  led  Him  steadfastly  toward 
the  cross?  What  would  happen  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  if  every  indi- 
vidual in  this  church  today  should  go  out  from  here  determined  to  build  into 
her  own  life  the  message  which  we  expect  our  money  and  our  missionaries  to 
carry  into  all  the  world  and  which  led  Jesus  to  the  cross? 

I  said  a  moment  ago  that  our  conference  stands  second  among  all  of  the 
conferences  of  Southern  Methodism  in  the  number  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
organized  and  reported.  If  these  groups  should  really  become  channels  for  the 
releasing  of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  become, 
we  might  actually  witness  the  fulfilment  of  the  vision  which  Bishop  Moore 
pictured  to  us  at  Council,  when  he  said:  "I  am  aglow  this  morning  in  my  faith 
in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  His  church.  Can  we  not  see  Him,  Jesus,  afresh  the 
contemporary  of  every  age,  the  Great  Redeemer,  marching  not  only  down  the 
centuries,  but  across  the  continents?  In  all  the  tumult  of  our  feverish  days,  if 
we  will  but  submit  our  wills  to  His,  give  ourselves  to  His  cleansing  and  serve 
Him  by  thinking  His  thoughts  and  by  bearing  the  cross,  one  wonderful  day  He 
will  enter  the  gates  universal  with  all  the  garlands  of  all  the  nations  entwined 
about  His  sacred  brow  and  all  the  continents  of  all  the  earth  holden  in  His 
hands,  King  of  kings,  Conqueror  of  Conquerors,  Lord  of  lords." 

Women,  this  vision  of  faith  is  really  a  vivid  statement  of  the  purpose  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  for  the  fulfilment  of  which  all  plans,  programs 
and  committees  are  organized.  Twenty-five  years  ago  the  constitution  was  written 
and  the  object  was  stated  as  follows:  "The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to 
hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian 
lands  by  enlisting  the  women,  young  people  and  children  in  a  study  of  world 
needs  and  in  active  missionary  service  bv  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of 
mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  under 
the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and 
social  conditions  and  for  meeting  neighborhood  needs." 

Today  that  objective  is  still  vital,  although  it  may  be  changed  slightly  in  its 
wording  and  is  now  expressed  in  greatly  expanded  program  and  departmental 
activities. 

The  recommendations  and  programs  of  work  which  will  be  submitted  by  the 
various  departmental  committees  and  adopted  by  this  body  are  to  be  used  by  us 
as  guide-posts  in  our  effort  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  our  organization.  Having 
studied  our  own  community  needs,  let  us  select  some  definite  objectives  from 
each  of  these  departmental  recommendations,  and  make  them  our  goals  for  the 
year.  No  auxiliary  will  be  able  to  do  all  that  is  recommended,  but  each  one  can 
carry  out  some  of  the  suggested  plans  this  year  and  look  forward  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  others  next  year. 

Someone   has  said   that   it  has   taken   some   of   us   twenty-five   years   to    grow 
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from  the  stage  of  social  service  built  on  the  platform  of  "trays  and  flowers" 
to  the  level  on  which  Miss  Bennett  stood  when,  in  her  message  to  that  first 
Council  meeting  in  1911,  she  said:  "An  intelligent  understanding  of  conditions 
in  the  communities  in  which  we  live  and  of  the  fields  in  which  the  church  labors 
at  home  and  abroad  is  an  absolute  requisite  for  effective  and  helpful  work." 

Denominational  lines,  which  were  at  that  time  a  barrier  to  co-operative 
efforts,  have  now  yielded  and  the  church  people  of  any  community  can  over- 
throw the  movements  and  agencies  which  lower  moral  and  spiritual  standards, 
if  they  will  move  as  a  unit.  To  this  end  I  repeat  my  request  of  last  year  that 
every  auxiliary  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  seek  the  co-operation,  not  only 
of  their  own  church  groups,  but  of  the  other  churches,  clubs  and  social  agencies 
in  the  study  of  their  own  community  and  in  the  carrying  out  of  plans  for  the 
betterment  of  the  entire  community  life.  Mrs.  Newell,  in  her  report  at  Council 
last  month,  spoke  truly  when  she  said:  "When  we  work  as  hard  as  the  devil 
works  we  shall  win  territory  from  him  that  belongs  to  God.  When  we  summon 
support  for  legislation  in  the  interest  of  peace  and  education  and  good  works  of 
all  kinds,"  (and  I  should  like  to  add  to  her  list:  prohibition  and  scientific  tem- 
perance education)  "with  the  earnestness  and  power  of  the  entire  membership  of 
our  churches,  we  shall  get  that  legislation.  United  thinking,  prayer,  and  effort 
with  the  best  Christian  leadership  of  all  denominations  and  agencies  is  our  goal." 

Every  sober  minded,  thoughtful  citizen  of  North  Carolina  faces  today  a  crisis 
in  the  campaign  against  liquor  such  as  we  have  never  before  faced.  If  our  people 
are  to  be  saved  from  the  debauchery  which  is  everywhere  following  the  legaliza- 
tion of  the  sale  of  liquors  in  other  states  of  our  nation,  we  must  see  through  the 
smoke  screen  of  the  "wets"  who  have  been  able  to  arrange  to  have  all  liquor 
bills  introduced  into  the  legislature  this  year  by  men  who  proclaim  themselves 
not  only  "dry"  but  also  disciples  of  temperance.  A  few  proven  facts  will  help 
to  keep  our  thinking  clear  on  this  greatly  beclouded  issue.  Let  us  remember  that: 

(a)  Legalizing  the  sale  of  liquor  does  not  do  away  with  bootlegging. 

(b)  Revenue  accruing  from  liquor  licenses  represents  increased  consumption 
of  liquor. 

(c)  The  consumption  of  liquor  always  breeds  unemployment,  crime,  poverty, 
public  expense. 

(d  )  No  nation,  state  or  individual  has  ever  yet  drunk  himself  into  sobriety 
and  prosperity. 

Let  us  impress  our  legislators  frequently  and  emphatically  with  the  fact  that. 
we,  as  citizens,   demand   enforcement   of   our  existing   laws   and   not   nullification. 

Not  all  of  the  danger  signals  are  floating  from  the  political  housetops  in 
our  state  and  communities.  Dr.  Cram  gives  us  a  timely  w-arning  when  he  urges 
that  we  run  up  "a  danger  signal  for  the  'cocktail  hour,'  which  is  becoming 
prevalent  everywhere."  It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  cocktail  is  the  best 
educational  medium  for  the  cultivation  of  the  drink  habit.  The  raw,  disagreeable, 
burning  taste  of  whisky  is  covered  by  an  agreeable  flavor  so  that  the  cocktail 
seems  harmless  and  so  conducive  to  sociability  that  many  society  groups,  especially 
among  women,  are  yielding  to  its  lure.  We  agree  with  Dr.  Cram  that  "the  only 
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way  to  Christianize  the  cocktail  hour  is  to  repeal  it."  At  a  recent  convention 
of  distillers  and  distributors  it  was  decided  that  a  necessary  part  of  their  educa- 
tional program  must  include  the  making  of  "the  American  people  wine  and 
liquor  conscious"  and  also  they  must  "make  it  stnart  to  drink."  It  behooves  us 
as  Christian  citizens  of  North  Carolina  to  make  it  smart  to  stay  dry,  and  we 
can  do  it  if  we  will  use  all  of  the  energies  and  resources  that  are  available  to  us. 

As  we  view  here  today  the  vast  scope  of  interests  which  the  program  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  offers  to  the  Christian  womanhood  of  our  state, 
do  we  feel  that  a  membership  of  ten  thousand  out  of  the  entire  number  of  women 
within  the  Methodist  Church  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  is  adequate? 
Can  we  not  challenge  the  interest  and  enlist  the  co-operation  of  vast  numbers  of 
women  who  are  not  now  working  with  us,  if  we  ourselves  keep  always  before 
us  a  clear  vision  of  our  purpose  and  of  our  enlarged  program,  which  ties  us  to 
all  movements  which  are  working  for  better  human  relationships? 

We  are  grateful  for  the  young  women  who  have  brought  new  life  to  us 
through  the  Young  Women's  Circles,  but  there  are  still  thousands  of  them  who 
need  the  vision  and  satisfaction  through  participation  in  this  world  movement 
and  who  need  just  such  a  channel  for  service. 

While  we  are  projecting  plans  and  programs  to  hasten  the  coming  of  Christ's 
kingdom  by  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  masses  we  must  not  lose  consciousness 
of  the  fact  that  the  kingdom,  like  the  church,  and  the  state,  is  made  up  of 
individuals.  In  all  of  his  ministry  we  find  Jesus  dealing  directly  with  individuals 
and  that  is  the  method  available  to  you  and  to  me.  What  would  happen  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  if  each  of  the  ten  thousand  members  of  our  society 
should  this  year  win  one  individual  to  a  life  hid  with  Christ  in  God?  Bishop 
Quayle  once  said,  "Some  man  or  woman  stands  on  everybody's  road  to  God." 
I  wonder  whether  vou  and   I   are   serving  as  guide-posts  or  as  stumbling-blocks. 

We  are  constantly  told  that  the  vouth  of  our  day  are  eager  for  opportunity 
to  live  adventurously  and  to  prove  that  the  "Golden  Rule"  is  practical  and 
possible.  There  is  an  urgent  call  both  from  national  Christians  and  from  mis- 
sionaries for  capable,  prepared  young  people  to  reinforce  present  missionary  lines 
and  to  fill  vacancies.  Miss  MacKinnon  tells  us  that  our  own  missionary  ranks 
will  be  depleted  next  year  by  the  dropping  out  of  fifteen  missionaries,  while  only 
one  foreign  missionarv  was  consecrated  this  year.  Shall  you  and  I  have  some 
part  in  bringing  the  capable,  prepared,  eager  youth  of  our  communities  within 
hearing  of  the  voice  of  the  Master  as  He  savs,  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  Me, 
even  so  send  I  you?" 

May  every  woman  go  away  from  this  twenty-third  annual  session  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  with  a  realization  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety is  not  simply  an  organization,  nor  an  executive  committee,  nor  an  auxiliary, 
but  it  is  rather  a  spiritual  urge  that  will  not  be  satisfied  until  every  member 
reaches  a  clearer  vision  of  her  resources  of  power  in  Christ,  with  a  more  courag- 
eous and  keener  understanding  of  world  needs  and  a  love  and  sympathy  which 
includes  every  woman  and  child  of  every  land  and  recognizes  God  as  the  Father 
of  all  mankind.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

"The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us;   whereof  we  are  glad." — Psalm    126:3. 

Surely  the  Psalmist  was  rejoicing  over  some  great  event  or  accomplishment 
for  which  he  had  long  been  praving  and  hoping  when  he  wrote  the  words 
quoted  above. 

We  have  much  of  the  same  kind  of  joy,  as  we  review  the  work  of  1934  in 
our  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

The  last  few  years  have  taught  us  lessons  of  patience  that  we  could  never 
have  learned  in  the  more  prosperous  periods.  Against  almost  insurmountable 
difficulties,  fears  and  discouragements,  our  women  have  held  on,  never  losing 
hope,  always  working  and  striving,  bravely,  with  heads  up,  knowing  that  God 
was  with  us  and  that  in  due  season  we  should  reap  the  rewards  of  our  faithful 
sowing. 

Today  we  rejoice  in  that  promise  fulfilled.  God  has  done  great  things  for  us 
in  the  past  year.  Humbly,  with  bowed  heads,  we  acknowledge  that  had  we  been 
more  faithful,  He  would  have  done  even  more.  We  limit  Him  by  our  lack  of 
vision  and  our  slowness  of  heart. 

At  conference  last  year   we   took,  as  our   goal   for  the   year,    3  50   auxiliaries 
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and  10,000  members.  At  the  end  of  1933  we  had  326  auxiliaries  and  9,000 
members  and  so  that  meant  24  new  auxiliaries  and  1,000  new  members  to  gain 
in  less  than  a  year's  time.  By  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  we  had  reached  our 
goal  and  gone  over  it  with  354  auxiliaries  and  10,089  members.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  we  had  357  auxiliaries  and  10,617  members,  a  net  gain  of  29  auxiliaries 
and  1,2  8  3  members  over  193  3.  In  the  last  two  years  we  have  had  a  gain  of  42 
auxiliaries  and  1,746  members.  Is  not  that  a  cause  for  rejoicing:  Bv  the  end  of 
1935  I  think  we  may  expect  400  auxiliaries  and  12,000  members.  We  are  happy 
because  we  know  what  it  means  to  a  woman  to  be  brought  into  our  great  sister- 
hood of  missionary  women  with  all  of  its  great  privileges  and  joys. 

Our  growth  in  departments,  while  it  has  not  been  startling,  has  been  steady 
and  encouraging.  One  of  the  great  "difficulties"  which  was  mentioned  above 
which  has  caused  us  all  hours  of  sadness  has  been  our  failure  to  pav  our  pledge 
to  Council.  This  year,  I  am  so  glad  to  report,  the  pledge  was  not  only  paid  in 
full,  but  $1,204  over  and  above  the  pledge  of  $37,250  was  sent  to  the  Council 
treasurer. 

The  World  Outlook  recovery  campaign  has  just  closed  and  not  until  the  May 
number  is  out  will  we  know  the  results.  However,  at  the  end  of  19  34  we  reported 
a  net  gain  of  282  subscribers  over  last  year. 

Mrs.  Boone  will  report  the  increases  in  Mission  Study,  of  which  we  are  very 
proud. 

We  have  an  increase  in  auxiliaries  presenting  stewardship,  also,  and  in  aux- 
iliaries reporting  committees  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  The  possibilities  in 
the  big  program  of  this  department  are  manifold.  To  bring  Jesus  Christ  into 
every  area  of  human  life  today  is  its  goal  and  to  help  build  the  kingdom  of  God 
here  on  earth.  Could  there  be  a  greater  and  bigger  objective  for  any  organiza- 
tion ? 

There  is  a  greatly  enlarged  program  of  work  for  the  children  of  our  church. 
In  this  program  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has  a  part,  as  we  co-operate 
with  the  Christian  Board  of  Education  in  the  missionary  education  of  our  chil- 
dren. You  will  hear  more  of  this  plan  during  our  conference. 

We  are  now  reporting  60  Young  Women's  Circles  with  a  membership  of  896. 
We  must  remember,  however,  that  a  great  number  of  our  auxiliaries  are  rural 
and  in  the  smaller  societies  the  circle  plan  is  not  used.  Therefore,  we  have  no 
way  of  knowing  how  many  young  women  under  3  0  years  of  age  are  in  our 
auxiliaries.  Many  of  them  are  officers  and  leaders  in  the  work.  How  happy  we 
are  that  they  are  coming  into  their  heritage!  May  they  build  a  bigger,  better 
organization  on  the  foundation  that  has  been  passed  on  to  them. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  we  have  122  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll  this 
time — having  made  85  points  on  the  standard  of  excellence.  We  hope  that  the 
effect  and  study  of  the  program  of  work  that  these  groups  have  made  in  attain- 
ing these  points  may  count  for  much  in  their  own  lives  and  in  our  conference 
work. 

Around  and  underneath,  sustaining  and  strengthening  us  in  all  of  our  work 
for    1934,  has  been   the   power   of    our    Spiritual    Life   Groups.    As   quiet    as   the 
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"Still  small  voice,"  as  gentle  as  the  sunshine  and  yet  as  powerful  as  the  Spirit 
of  God,  these  prayers  of  the  earnest  Christian  women  in  our  auxiliaries  have 
worked  to  bring  these  things,  that  we  have  just  reported,  to  pass.  The  retreat 
held  in  one  district,  the  fact  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  more 
auxiliaries  than  ever  before,  point  to  the  effectual  work  of  these  groups.  Dr.  W. 
Angie  Smith  says,  "The  heart  of  Methodism  is  to  be  found  in  a  personal  religious 
experience." 

Mav  we  never  forget  in  all  of  our  activities  and  organization  work  the 
purpose  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Society — that  of  bringing  all  the  world 
into  harmony  with  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Saviour.

COUNCIL  MESSAGE 


The  Woman's  Missionary  Council  celebrated  its  tweny-fifth  anniversary  in  the 
city  in  which  its  first  meeting  was  held,  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

Every  Council  meeting  is  a  great  event  to  the  missionary  women  who  are 
privileged  to  attend,  but  this  year  it  was  a  particularly  happy  occasion,  for  it 
marked  the  "silver  wedding"  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Boards. 
Something  of  the  festive  air  that  always  attends  wedding  or  wedding  anniversaries 
was  felt  in  the  atmosphere  of  Centenary  Church  and  through  the  program  of 
the  whole  session. 

Two  days  were  given  over  to  committee  meetings — busy  days  they  were — 
full  of  earnest,  serious  study  of  the  different  departments  of  work. 

Then  on  Thursday  morning,  March  14th,  at  9  o'clock,  the  twenty-fifth 
annual  session  opened.  As  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  the 
meeting  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal." 

After  the  roll  call  and  response  by  officers  and  conference  representatives 
and  the  report  of  the  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Parker,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry, 
Council  president,  read  her  annual  message. 

She  told  of  that  first  meeting,  when  for  the  first  time  women  met  to  counsel 
together  concerning  the  work  at  home  and  abroad.  "The  chasm  between  home 
missions  and  foreign  missions  began  to  close,"  she  said,  "and  today  we  are 
thinking,  praying,  and  planning  together  about  human  needs  which  are  alike 
around  the  world  and  which   can   only  be   met  by  the   Christ  of  all   the  world." 

The  developments  and  achievements  of  the  Council  during  the  first  quarter 
of  a  century  of  its  history  were  reviewed,  legislation  of  the  sessions  of  the  General 
Conference  as  it  affected  the  woman's  work,  touched  on,  and  the  future  with  its 
larger  opportunities,  faced  with  joy,  because  of  the  record  of  the  past  and  the 
abiding  faith  in  out  great  Leader,  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  midst  of  difficulties  and 
problems  there  is  one  thing  of  which  we  are  sure,  said  Mrs.  Perry.  "We  are  sure 
of  our  message.   Our  message  is  Jesus  Christ." 

Following  closely  on  Mrs.  Perry's  message  came  the  reports  of  the  treasurer 
and  secretaries  of  Education  and  Promotion.  These  reports  were  most  encouraging 
and  heart-warminsr. 
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Not  only  was  there  a  steady  increase  in  missionary  gifts  in  1934,  but  there 
was  also  a  great  ingathering  of  new  members  and  a  net  gain  of  3  39  new  aux- 
iliaries. We  now  have  7,683  auxiliaries  with  a  membership  of  2  +  5,050  women. 
Young  Women's  Circles  number  742  with  a  membership  of  over  6,000.  "Evi- 
dently the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  becoming  increasingly  worth  while 
to  many  Methodist  women  and  they  are  making  this  known  to  others,"  said 
Mrs.  Bourne  in  her  report. 

The  treasurer  reported  that  with  a  total  increase  of  $45,985  over  the  previous 
year,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  will  be  able  to  make  a  slight  increase  in 
its  appropriations  to  work  in  all  the  fields.  How  this  statement  rejoiced  the 
hearts  of  the  women!  A  year  ago  Mrs.  Fulton  said  that  she  thought  we  had 
reached  "rock  bottom"  in  the  downward  slide  of  finances  and  were  ready  to  begin 
the  upward  climb.  This  proved  to  be  true,  for  twenty-one  conferences  paid  their 
pledges  in  full,  many  over-paid  and  practically  every  conference  made  an  in- 
crease. North  Carolina  Conference  is  one  of  the  five  making  the  largest  gifts, 
North  Georgia,  Virginia,  Western  North  Carolina  and  South  Georgia  being 
ahead  of  us,   but  we  are  further  down  the  line   in   per  capita  giving. 

The  income  from  the  conference  societies  for  the  year  was  $788,930.64. 
The  total  amount  of  missionary  money  handled  by  the  treasurer  in  1934,  includ- 
ing school  funds,  money  from  the  sale  of  literature  and  interest  on  investments 
was  $1,024,000. 

An  interesting  fact  brought  out  in  Mrs.  Fulton's  report  was  that  all  over- 
head expense,  including  the  Council's  part  of  the  expense  of  bishop's  travels, 
office  rent,  board  meetings,  Council  meetings,  interdenominational  work,  salaries, 
literature  and  all  other  items  connected  with  promotion  and  administration  of 
women's  work,  amounted  to  only  seven  and  three-fifths  per  cent  of  the  Council 
income.  The  amount  paid  for  salaries,  including  secretaries  and  clerical,  was  only 
two  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  income.  This  statement  proves  that  most  of  our 
gifts  are  appropriated  directly  to  the  different  fields  of  work  of  the  Home  and 
Foreign   Departments. 

Miss  Haskin,  in  her  report  on  Publications  and  Literature,  told  of  the  interest 
in  the  1935  programs  and  yearbook.  The  topics  decided  upon  by  the  1934  Coun- 
cil session  were,  Home:  Old  and  New  Trails;  Foreign:  The  Gospel  Trail  in 
Korea.  The  first  includes  stories  of  Methodist  pioneers  and  their  problems  as  they 
advanced  westward.  These  problems  are  compared  to  present-day  problems, 
showing  the  likenesses  and  also  necessarv  difference  in  meeting  them  today.  In 
preparation  for  the  foreign  topic  there  were  two  full  days  of  conference  with  a 
missionary  fresh  from  the  Korean  field.  The  description  of  the  creation  of  the 
yearbook  was  very  interesting.  After  much  searching  for  an  appropriate  cover 
picture,  "Westward,"  bv  Blashfield,  was  found.  The  original  painting  from 
which  the  print  was  produced  is  a  mural  in  the  Iowa  State  capitol.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  obtain  permission  from  the  governor  of  Iowa  to  use  the  print.  He  wired 
his  answer  and  thus  the  particularly  appropriate  cover  design  was  made  for  our 
yearbooks. 

A  change  in  the  plan  of  the   Children's  Work   of   our   church   was  brought 
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about  during  the  past  year  by  action  of  the  General  Conference.  The  co-operative 
plan  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  is  already 
familiar  to  most  of  our  members.  With  the  loyalty  that  has  always  been  a  char- 
acteristic of  the  women  of  our  organization  we  are  studying  the  program  and 
putting  it  to  work  in  our  local  churches.  Miss  Rumbough,  Council  secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  told  us  of  the  interest  in  the  missionary  education  of  children, 
which  she  has  found  in  all  the  conferences  which  she  has  visited  in  the  last  few 
months.  Her  statistical  report  for  1934  showed  106,838  members  enrolled  in 
6,45  8  World  Friendship  Clubs  and  Circles.  The  children's  gifts  amounted  to 
$2  2,045  last  year.  The  gift  of  the  Koi-Nobori  International  Goodwill  Society  of 
Japan  to  the  children  of  our  Council  is  another  link  in  the  chain  of  world 
friendship  which  is  being  formed  by  the  Christian  children  of  the  world.  This 
gift,  a  carp  banner,  will  be  presented  during  this  session  of  conference. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Newell,  of  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and 
of  the  five  departments  or  committees  of  the  bureau,  brought  to  our  attention 
some  of  the  efforts  of  our  women  to  bring  in  the  kingdom  of  God  in  our  own 
nation  and  around  the  world.  In  spite  of  the  failure  of  many  of  the  measures 
for  which  we  have  been  working  and  praying,  there  is  much  to  cheer  us.  "When 
we  summon  support  for  legislation  in  the  interest  of  peace  and  education  and 
good  works  of  all  kinds  with  the  earnestness  and  power  of  the  entire  membership 
of  our  churches,  we  shall  get  that  legislation,"  said  Mrs.  Newell. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs,  in  her  presentation  of  the  Home  Mission  Work  of  the 
Council,  mentioned  the  many  phases  of  this  work,  such  as:  establishing  and 
maintaining  institutions,  which  are  the  outgrowth  of  missionary  work;  section 
of  work  such  as  rural,  industrial;  co-operating  with  all  deaconesses  and  those 
employed  in  home  mission  work;  city  and  rural  Boards  of  Missions  and  agencies 
to  which  deaconesses  are  assigned  to  work.  Standing  and  special  committees  of 
the  Council  and  commissions  and  committees  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  many 
of  them,  are  related  to  the  Home  Department  and  the  secretary  has  membership 
on  these  as  well  as  some  interdenominational   organizations. 

Mrs.  Downs  explained  the  function  of  the  different  committees  and  told  of 
her  joy  in  the  associations  and  fellowship  attendant  upon  this  service. 

Since  we  have  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  with  us  at  this  session,  I  shall 
not  attempt  to  tell  you  much  of  her  report  on  foreign  work.  She  will  tell  us 
about  the  fields  and  the  work  of  the  Council  in  these  fields.  A  most  interesting 
account  of  our  work  in  Mexico,  Brazil,  Cuba,  Congo  Beige — Africa,  Poland 
and  the  Orient  was  contained  in  her  report  and  was  also  brought  by  missionaries 
from  those  fields.  Both  Miss  McKinnon  and  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore,  who  had 
come  to  us,  directly  from  the  Orient,  stressed  the  fact  that  new  missionaries  are 
needed  to  re-enforce  our  lines  and  to  meet  the  demands  and  opportunities  of  the 
present  situation. 

"We  have  placed  too  much  of  the  burden  of  the  missionary  enterprise  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  missionaries,"  Bishop  Moore  said.  "We  have  made  it  too  much 
their  concern  to  take  the  good  news  to  the  nations  of  the  world,  while  we  cheered 
them  at  a  distance  and  helped  in  our  small  way,  thereby  relieving  ourselves  of 
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the  responsibilities   of  living  the  Christian  life.   If  we  want  our  missionaries  to 
succeed  across  the  seas  we  must  see  to  it  that  Christianity  works  here." 

On  Thursday  night,  Home  Missions  night  was  observed  when  the  subject  was, 
"Building  a  New  Citizenship,"  and  four  of  the  deaconesses  spoke  on  the  different 
types  of  this  great  work.  Deaconess  Daisy  Ritter,  of  Vashti  School,  had  as  her 
subject,  "Adventuring  for  Childhood,"  Deaconess  Elizabeth  Russell  spoke  on 
"Sharing  with  Youth,"  and  Deaconess  Dorothy  Crim  on  "Co-operation  in  Com- 
munity Responsibility." 

Friday  night  was  "Missionaries'  Night"  and  Dr.  H.  C.  Tucker,  of  Brazil, 
Mrs.  Velma  Maynor,  of  Korea,  and  Miss  Louise  Robinson,  of  China,  had  a  part 
on  the  program.  At  the  close  there  was  an  interesting  discussion,  into  which  a 
number  of  the  missionaries  present,  entered,  telling  of  work  in  their  particular 
fields. 

Saturday,  March  16th,  was  Anniversary  Day,  on  which  the  twenty-fifth  birth- 
day of  the  Council  was  fittingly  observed.  After  the  usual  quiet  meditation,  the 
communion  service  was  held  and  the  regular  order  of  business  from  nine  until 
ten.  Then  the  history  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  during  the  twenty- 
five  years  of  its  existence  was  given  by  the  vice-president,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills. 
Then  came  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Status  of  Women,  by  Mrs.  T.  I. 
Charles,  chairman.  "Watchman  Tell  Us  of  the  Night"  was  sung  antiphonally. 
An  address  by  Dr.  Lena  Madesin  Phillips,  International  president  of  Business 
and  Professional  Women's  Clubs,  on  "A  Quarter-century  of  American  Woman- 
hood," was  heard  with  interest  by  the  women.  Dr.  Phillips  was  once  a  member 
of  the  Council,  having  been  an  officer  in  the  Kentucky  Conference.  Bishop  John 
M.  Moore  then  spoke  on  "The  Future  World  Program  of  the  Church  and 
Woman's  Place  in  It." 

Saturday  night,  at  the  Jefferson  Hotel,  the  "Anniversary  Dinner"  was  held. 
In  the  beautiful  banquet  room  of  the  hotel,  500  guests  gathered  for  the  birthday 
party.  Many  roll  calls  featured  the  program,  as  Mrs.  Perry,  the  official  hostess, 
called  the  roll  of  Council  officers  of  1911  and  1935;  of  conference  officers  of 
the  same  years  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses  who  were  consecrated  in  1911. 
There  was  lovely  music,  rendered  by  St.  John's  Church  choir  and  reminiscent 
speeches,  as  was  fitting  for  a  silver  jubilee  dinner. 

Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele  spoke  on  "The  Father  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council"  (General  Conference,  1910);  Miss  Mabel  Head's  subject  was  "The 
Infant  and  Its  First  Activities"  (the  Council  in  1911);  "What  of  the  Years?" 
was  answered  by  two  candidates  of  1911,  Deaconess  Cornelia  Godbev  and  Miss 
Mittie  Shelton,  of  China;  and  "The  Child  Full  Grown"  (the  Council  of  today) 
was  described  by  Mrs.  F.  B.  Godfrey,  of  the  Florida  Conference. 

Each  day,  during  the  session  of  the  Council,  there  were  two  devotional 
periods,  the  one  in  the  morning,  led  by  Dr.  Thomas  Elza  Jones,  president  of 
Fish  University,  and  the  one  in  the  afternoon,  by  our  own  beloved  Mrs.  Lip- 
scomb, for  2 1  years  a  secretary  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Missions.  With 
the  subjects,  "The  Spirit  of  God  Breaking  Through  into  Human  Life"  and 
"The  Fellowship  of  the  Spiritual  Life,"  these  two  choice  spirits  led  our  thoughts 
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into  deep  spiritual  realms  and  as  those  of  us  who  were  privileged  to  attend  the 
twenty-fifth  session  look  back  upon  those  crowded  days,  the  moments  when  we 
turned  aside  from  business  and  "much  speaking,"  to  quiet  meditation,  will  ever 
stand  out  as  great  moments  in  our  lives. 

On  Sunday  the  Council  sermon  was  delivered  by  Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  His  theme  was  "The  Colossal  Faith  of  Mis- 
sions," his  text  "The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our 
Lord  and  of  His  Christ  and  He  shall  reign  forever  and  ever."  Revelations  11:15. 
He  spoke  of  different  grades  of  faith.  The  missionary  dream,  he  said,  represents 
the  most  wonderful  type  of  faith  of  all — the  faith  in  God  as  the  Father  of  all 
humanity. 

Eight  young  women  were  consecrated  on  Sunday  night  by  Bishop  Moore, 
two  to  serve  in  foreign  fields.  A  program  of  organ  music  beautifully  interpreted 
the  spirit  of  the  sacred  service  and  Miss  Mabel  Howell  conducted  the  opening 
worship. 

Brief  messages  from  the  two  administrative  secretaries,  under  whose  super- 
vision the  young  women  are  to  work,  were  heard  and  the  responses  were  made 
by  Miss  Elizabeth  Mcintosh  on  "Why  I  Go  as  a  Foreign  Missionary"  and  Miss 
Cleo  Barber  on  "Why  I  Go  as  a  Deaconess." 

Mrs.  Perry  presented  the  candidates  for  consecration  and  Bishop  John  M. 
Moore,  president  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  following  the  impressive  ritual  of 
the  Council,  commissioned  each  young  woman  "to  take  the  gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  into  all  the  world." 

The  St.  Louis  Conference  women  were  most  cordial  and  thoughtful  hostesses 
and  the  members  of  Centenary  Church,  in  which  the  sessions  were  held,  missed 
no  opportunity  to  show  their  friendliness  to  the  visitors.  Mrs.  F.  H.  E.  Ross, 
who  for  many  years  was  treasurer  of  the  Council  and  who  was  present  for  the 
first  time  in  many  vears,  said  that  she  went  to  get  a  "great  spiritual  uplift." 
The  Council  meeting  means  just  that  to  those  who  attend  from  year  to  year. 
After  the  inspiration  and  fellowship  of  the  meeting  together  the  women  go  home 
refreshed  in  mind  and  heart  and  ready  for  the  tasks  which  be  before  them.  May 
the  years  ahead  be  as  rich  in  achievement  as  the  first  twenty-five  of  our  Woman's 
Missionary  Council!

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  year  193+  brought  a  great  change  in  our  Children's  Work.  General  Con- 
ference adopted  a  plan  by  which  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education  should  work  co-operatively  in  the  promotion  of  mission- 
ary training  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve.  The  plan  did 
not  go  into  effect  until  January,  1935,  but  our  workers  began  to  prepare  for  it 
during  the  last  half  of  1934,  with  the  result  that  the  work  has  become  fairly 
well  adjusted.  I  congratulate  the  leaders  for  having  made  this  change  so  quickly 
and  with  no  apparent  trouble.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Conference  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and  especially  Mrs.  Wade,  who,  through  their  efforts  have  made  it 
possible  for  this  change  to  be  effected. 

Another  change  has  been  made  in  our  work  and  this  was  done  by  action  of 
the  Council  of  1934.  The  Babv  Division  was  given  to  the  Adult  Division.  I  no 
longer  have  supervision  of  the  babies.  I  am  sorry  to  give  up  this  department,  for 
working  with  the  babies  has  been  one  of  my  great  joys,  but  I  think  it  rightly 
belongs  with  the  adult  work  and,  therefore,  I  most  willingly  relinquish  it  to  the 
district  secretaries. 

With  these  changes  pending,  I  was  anxious  lest  this  bit  of  confusion  should 
manifest  itself  in  the  type  of  work  we  did  this  year.  This  uneasiness  on  my 
part  was  merely  a  lack  of  faith,  for  advances  have  been  made  and  the  work  has 
been  of  a  very  fine  order. 

The  "World  Friendship"  idea  is  still  growing  and  has  manifested  itself  in 
gifts  to  the  children  of  other  countries  and  to  our  own  institutions.  Eighteen 
boxes  of  handkerchiefs  and  tooth  brushes  were  sent  to  Korea  and  other  articles 
were  sent  to  Japan,  China,  the  Indians,  McDonell  School,  Hemphill  and  Ensley 
Community  Houses,  Bethlehem  House  (Winston-Salem),  and  letters  and  post 
cards  to  several  countries  of  Europe.  Many  of  these  articles  were  made  bv  the 
children.  From  some  of  these  places  gifts  have  been  sent  to  our  children,  among 
them  interesting  exhibits  from  our  foreign  fields  and  a  most  impressive  gift  from 
Japan.  This  is  a  carp  banner  sent  to  the  children  of  our  conference  from  the 
Japanese  "Koi-Nobori,"  or  Goodwill  Society.  From  time  to  time  this  organiza- 
tion,  which    is    promoting    peace    and    good    will,    sends   copies    of    its   emblem    to 
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other  peace  organizations  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  We  are  justly  proud  to 
be  the  recipients  of  one  of  these  banners  and  shall  prize  it  highly. 

Our  increase  in   divisions  last  year  was   39,   making  a   total  of   331    divisions. 

Our  subscriptions  to  World  Friends  number  343,  an  increase  of  105  since  193  3. 

Life  members  number  70,  almost  double  last  year's  life  membership  roll.  We 
have  5  5  babies,  12  primaries,  and  3  juniors.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know 
that  we  have  five  sets  of  twins  on  our  list.  Three  from  the  Durham  District,  and 
one  each  from  Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  Districts. 

There  is  also  an  increase  in  finances.  Our  total  is  $2,0  89,  an  increase  of 
$181.00  over  last  year.  This  does  not  include  money  spent  for  gifts  or  money 
spent  locally,  but  is  amount  sent  to  our  conference  treasurer. 

We   worked  in    31    vacation   schools.  Total  enrollment  was   536   children. 

Xwelve    superintendents   reported    having    taken    credits    in    training    schools. 

Rocky  Mount  District  did  the  most  outstanding  work  with  the  children  this 
year.  Fayetteville  District  had  the  greatest  number  of  life  members,  fifteen  babies 
and  two  juniors.  Durham  District  sent  to  conference  treasurer  the  greatest  amount 
of  money.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

Every  thoughtful,  forward-looking  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  is  constantly  endeavoring  to  extend  her  knowledge  of  missions.  This  is 
being  done  largely  through  the  department  of  Mission  and  Bible  Study.  The 
record  of  achievements  in  this  department  for  the  year  1934  is  particularly 
gratifying.  It  is  due  to  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  missionary  women  all  over 
our  North  Carolina  Conference.  Study  superintendents  set  their  goals,  having 
very  definite  objectives;  they  held  their  standards  high.  The  results  of  their  labors 
show  splendid  increases  along  all  lines.  Many  new  auxiliaries  and  others  which 
had  never  had  any  study  classes  reported  three  classes  last  year. 

In  1934,  220  auxiliaries  reported  study  work,  an  increase  of  22  over  the 
previous  year's  record.  There  were3  35  Mission  Study  classes  held,  an  increase 
of  20,  and  247  Bible  Study  classes,  an  increase  of  37,  making  a  grand  total  of

5  82  Study  classes  held  last  year,  an  increase  of  42  classes.  There  were  9,091 
women  who  attended  these  sessions,  which  shows  an  increase  of  704  in  class 
membership.  This  is  by  far  the  largest  number  of  classes  and  members  that  we 
have  ever  had.  Should  we  not  feel  proud  of  this  growth?

Beginning  this  year,  and  as  long  as  the  books  last,  a  copy  of  "Seven  Times 
Seven,"  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  will  be  awarded  to  each  auxiliary  never 
having  reported  any  studying  at  all  who  reports  three  study  classes,  two  Mission 
Study  classes  using  current  home  and  foreign  subjects  and  a  real  Bible  Study 
class.  This  can  be  determined  by  full,  clear  reports,  describing  your  methods  of 
conducting  classes.  This  is  a  valuable  book,  a  history  of  missions,  and  will  be  a 
splendid  addition  to  your  missionary  library.  Our  slogan  is  "Every  Auxiliary 
Studying."  This  award  is  given  in  order  to  stimulate  interest  and  help  us  reach 
this  goal. 

In  commemoration  of  the  Jubilee  Year,  1928,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  gave 
to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  a  beautiful  jewel  to  be  awarded  each  year  to 
the  district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  reporting  three  study 
classes  during  the  year,  two  Mission  Study  classes,  using  current  text  books 
recommended  by  Council,  studying  the  home  missions  subject  in  the  spring  and 
the  foreign  missions  subject  in  the  fall,  and  a  Bible  Study  class  using  a  book 
approved  by  Council  or  some  part  of  the  Bible  itself  for  the  text,  studied  ind 
conducted   according   to   requirements  for   class  work. 

As  an  honor  to  its  founder,  we  wish  her  to  be  more  closely  identified  with 
the  jewel  and  instead  of  calling  it  the  Jubilee  Study  Jewel,  as  heretofore,  we 
have  gained  the  gracious  consent  of  Mrs.  Everett  to  rename  it  "The  Lillie  M. 
Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel."  This  has  been  a  real  stimulus  in  promoting  study 
throughout  the  entire  conference.  One  of  the  aims  of  each  district  is  to  attain  this 
goal.  Happy  is  the  district  secretary  who  wears  this  lovelv  studv  jewel  for  her 
district.  Last  year  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  the  zealous  secretary  of  the  New  Bern 
District,  had  this  distinct  honor  and  this  year  the  jewel  is  awarded  to  the  New 
Bern  District  again,  and  Mrs.  Matthews  will  have  the  privilege  of  wearing  it 
for  another  year.

May  we  eagerly  grasp  every  available  opportunity  to  broaden  our  under- 
standing of  missions,  for  without  understanding  there  can  be  no  intelligent  par- 
ticipation and  without  participation  we  fail  to  carry  out  the  last  command  of 
our  Lord.  Ours  is  a  great  task.  Let  us  study  to  show  ourselves  approved  unto' 
God,  workmen  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth.

Herein  lies  the  tragedy  of  the  race — "not  that  men  are  poor;  they  have  always 
been  poor;"  but  that  men  are  strangers,  and  the  tragedy  is  more  acute  when 
women  are  strangers  in  the  same  church. 

The  World  Outlook  makes  the  nations  your  neighbors.  Use  this  magazine  to 
enlarge  the  vision  of  the  women  of  the  local  churches  and  to  broaden  the 
sympathies  of  those  who  claim  fellowship  with  our  Lord  and  Savior.  Agents  of 
the  World  Outlook  should  be  alert  during  the  entire  twelve  months  in  bringing 
its  merits  before  the  congregations,  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  securing  a  good  sub- 
scription list  among  the  auxiliary  members. 

Naturally,  the  subscription  list  is  always  fluctuating.  On  March  20,  there 
were    1,7  74  subscriptions  reported   from  this  conference. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  read  the  World  Outlook  to  get  the  world  news,  it  is 
equally  as  necessary  to  read  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate  to  keep  step  with  the  conference  program  of  work.  There  is  great 
inspiration  in  concerted  action.  It  has  been  my  privilege  as  editor  of  the  Woman's 
Page  to  keep  before  you  a  weekly  digest  of  conference  activities.  If  you  fail  to 
read  it,  you  lose  step  with  the  march  of  progress  in  your  conference. 

The  membership  of  this  conference  now  exceeds  10,000;  but  the  majority 
of  Methodist  women  are  on  the  outside  of  our  organization. 
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To  you,  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Publicity,  is  the  '  challenge  to  enlist 
these  other  women  of  our  congregations.  Go  far  enough  into  Christianity  to 
hear  the  call  of  the  world  and  through  Him  you  will  learn  how  to  enlist  these 
other  women  in  organized  effort.  Too  many  are  loitering  at  the  entrance  gate 
of  Christianity  and  have  not  heard  this  call.  Let  our  superintendents  of  Publicity 
lead  them  farther  into  the  depths  of  Christianity,  remembering  that  our  field  is 
the  world.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

To  my  predecessor,  Miss  Vara  Herring,  I  am  indebted  not  only  for  her  splen- 
did pioneering  work  in  Christian  Social  Relations  during  her  years  of  faithful 
service  but  for  her  continued  interest  and  counsel  during  my  first  year  as  con- 
ference superintendent.  She  has  graciously  given  advice  and  encouragement  and 
has  duly  relayed  to  me  the  many  reports  that  were  sent  her  by  those  unwilling 
to  accept  her  resignation. 

From  the  moment  that  I  was  asked  to  accept  the  leadership  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  in  the  conference  it  has  seemed  to  me  to  be  the  verv  heart  of 
our  missionary  program  and  I  welcome  the  opportunitv  to  invest  my  interest 
in  this  department  of  our  work. 

In  June  I  found  both  inspiration  and  helpful  information  in  the  classes  and 
lectures  at  Duke  University  in  the  three  institutes  which  were  in  simultaneous 
session  there.  The  teaching  of  two  classes  in  Human  Relations  at  the  Christian 
Adventure  Assembly  at  Louisburg  in  July  furnished  further  preparation  for  my 
understanding  of  the  program  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

As  I  have  studied  the  literature  on  this  subject  I  have  attempted  to  interpret 
it  to  the  auxiliary  superintendents  in  terms  of  simple  service  activities  based  on 
the  needs  of  their  respective  communities.  In  the  response  of  these  faithful  women 
I  have  found  deep  and  abiding  joy.  All  of  them  have  not  yet  grasped  the  full 
meaning  and  opportunity  of  our  enlarged  program.  Some  may  never  be  able  to 
carry  it  out  completely,  but  the  last  reports  show  increased  interest  and  a  genuine 
desire  to  become  "Kingdom  builders."  There  seems  to  be  a  vision  of  Christian 
service  that  extends  beyond  the  number  of  visits,  trays  and  flowers  sent  to  the 
sick  and  shut-ins. 

The  many  calls  for  handbooks  indicate  an  intelligent  plan  of  procedure  for 
the  new  year.  Already  some  auxiliaries  have  outlined  definite  plans  for  study, 
using  literature  packets,  elective  courses  found  in  the  Church  School  magazines 
and  articles  clipped  from  the  current   press. 

The  program  of  Christian  Social  Relations  embraces  everything  in  Christian 
living  that  is  worthwhile  and  it  concerns  every  department  of  our  church.  It 
begins  in  our  own  hearts,  giving  God  first  place.  It  is  a  consecration  of  our- 
selves to  His  will.  It  manifests  itself  in  our  homes,  resulting  in  a  sympathetic 
understanding  of  our  families,  friends  and  neighbors  and  extends  to  all  people 
of  every  race  and  nation. 
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If  we  are  obedient  to  God's  will  we  are  seeking  for  ourselves  and  others  the 
abundant  life  which  Jesus  came  to  bring.  We  can  accomplish  this  best  by  co- 
operating with  every  agency  that  is  concerned  with  social  welfare.  Most  of  our 
auxiliaries  are  doing  this  as  they  have  opportunity. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH   OTHER  AGENCIES 
Effective   service   has   been    rendered   in    co-operation    with    the    W.    C.    T.    U., 
P.   T.   A.,  Woman's  Club,   Y.   M.   C.  A.,   Y.   W.   C.   A.,   Girl   Scouts,   Salvation 
Army,  Grange,  Kings'  Daughters,  Red  Cross,  county  agents,  and  others. 

COMMUNITY  SERVICE 

Almost  all  of  the  auxiliaries  are  showing  concern  and  are  rendering  aid  to 
the  sick  and  underprivileged  in  their  communities.  They  have  provided  food, 
clothing  and  medical  treatment  to  those  in  need.  One  county  home  was  screened. 
In  another,  a  radio  was  installed  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  its  inmates.  Religious 
services  have  been  held  in  these  institutions,  in  jails  and  prison  camps.  Aid  has 
been  given  individuals  and  measures  have  been  endorsed  and  sponsored  which 
have  benefitd  collective  groups. 

INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD  PEACE 

The  young  women  of  Kinston  have  set  an  excellent  example  in  their  interest 
in  world  affairs.  They  have  met  every  Tuesday  morning  for  many  months  in 
marathon  round  table  discussions  and  the  study  of  other  missionary  and  Christian 
social  relations  problems.  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown  has  conducted  these  studies. 

Petitions  relative  to  world  peace  have  been  signed  by  a  large  number  of 
women  and  peace  programs  have  been  given  on  patriotic  days  in  lieu  of  glorifica- 
tion of  war. 

CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 

Realizing  the  responsibility  of  using  the  suffrage,  women  have  qualified  to 
vote  and  have  influenced  others  to  do  so.  They  have  studied  legislation  in  the 
state  and  nation  and  have  worked  and  prayed  for  the  passage  of  bills  which 
they  thought  were  for  the  benefit  of  society.  They  have  sent  cards,  letters  and 
telegrams  to  legislators  informing   them   of  their  conviction   in   these  matters. 

The  cultivation  of  our  young  people  is  a  duty  and  privilege  we  should  not 
overlook.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  directed  this  group  of  Farmville  in  a  debate  on 
the  Child  Labor  Amendment.  I  think  this  treatment  of  legislative  questions  should 
be  the  policy  of  our  conference.  Both  sides  of  every  question  should  be  studied 
with  open  minds,  in  search  for  an  unbiased  conclusion. 

The  Wayne  County  Zone  is  working  on  a  temperance  educational  project 
to  begin  in  the  church  schools  this  summer  which  they  hope  will  extend  to  the 
districts  and  conference  for  a  final  award.  This  is  to  be  an  essay  contest  in  line 
with  a  similar  project  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  movement  for  better  motion  pictures 
and  hundreds  of  signatures  to  the  declaration  of  purpose  have  been  sent  to  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches. 

The  crime  of  lynching  has  been  presented  at  auxiliary,  zone  and  district 
meetings  and  at  the  annual  conference.   Signatures  to  the  anti-lynching  declara- 
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tion  have  been  sent  to  Mrs.  Jessie  Ames,  Atlanta.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
mob  violence  in  North  Carolina  last  year,  but  there  were  three  lynchings  pre- 
vented. It  is  hoped  that  our  state  will  not  come  this  near  the  danger  line  again. 
It  is  a  serious  matter  to  take  human  life  and  more  so  when  an  innocent  party 
is  the  victim.  The  fact  that  this  has  been  the  case  in  many  lynchings  is  a  blot 
on  the  history  of  Christian  America. 

INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

Some  auxiliaries  have  visited  in  the  mill  sections,  held  cottage  prayer  meet- 
ings, taught  Sunday  schools  and  given  missionary  programs  to  groups  of  mill 
women.  The  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  of  Chapel  Hill,  in  co-opera- 
tion with  committees  of  other  denominations,  have  taught  a  sewing  class  to  Girl 
Scouts  at  Carrboro  and  given  regular  magazine  service  to  this   group. 

Let  us  pray  earnestly  this  year  for  a  fair  distribution  of  our  country's  wealth 
and  for  the  passage  of  legislative  measures  which  will  benefit  the  underprivileged. 

INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

As  a  rule,  in  this  section,  the  negro  is  the  subject  of  consideration  in  inter- 
racial matters,  but  some  auxiliaries  have  had  Assyrians  and  one  Japanese  woman 
to  attend  their  circle  meetings. 

My  visit  to  Tuskegee  in  January  was  a  revelation  to  me,  and  resulted  in  a 
deeper  appreciation  of  the  educated  negro.  It  has  been  my  privilege  since  then 
to  talk  to  groups  of  negroes  about  some  members  of  their  race  who  have 
achieved  success,  because  of  their  cultivation  of  the  finer  things  of  life.  I  have 
tried  to  show  our  own  race  that  it  is  our  duty  to  help  them  in  the  cultivation 
of  their  possibilities  and  to  unite  with  them  in  the  common  purpose  of  building 
a  Christian  citizenship. 

There  is  an  evident  increase  of  interest  in  this  phase  of  our  work  and  I 
believe  this  will  lead  to  a  more  sympathetic  understanding  between  the  races. 
We  have  stressed  this  attitude  in  the  personal  contacts  with  domestic  help.  By 
examples  of  Christian  living  we  can  help  them  become  what  we  wish  them  to  be. 

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Some  of  the  finest  work  in  Christian  Social  Relations  has  been  done  on  the 
circuits.  These  splendid  women  are  ever  ready  to  share  with  their  neighbors  and 
to  render  sacrificial  service  to  those  in  need.  Many  auxiliaries  have  held  joint 
study  classes  with  others  on  the  circuit  and  this  has  led  to  further  co-operation 
in  the  work. 

We  hope  the  rural  auxiliaries  will  study  the  literature  packet  on  Rural  De- 
velopment this  year  and  make  a  study  of  their  communities  with  the  assistance 
of  the  new  questionnaire  which  is  included  in  this  packet. 
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It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  twelve  zone  meetings  during  the  year  at 
which  time  I  have  enjoyed  contact  with  women  who  have  made  sacrifices  to 
leave  their  homes  and  personal  interests  to  spend  a  day  in  the  study  of  a  program 
of  Christian  service.  Together  we  have  found  joy  in  a  work  that  is  truly  vital. 
May  we  all  be  faithful  to  our  heavenly  Father  in  our  efforts  to  build  His 
kingdom  as  He  has  ever  been  to  us.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

Durham  District  is  rejoicing-  in  the  results  from  a  wonderful  1934!  It  was 
wonderful  in  many  ways,  chief  of  which  was  a  substantial  growth  in  work 
done,  in  increase  in  numbers,  and  in  brighter  spiritual  outlook. 

Actually  but  one  more  society  was  functioning  than  in  193  3,  but  an  aggre- 
gate increase  of  206  members  was  shown,  making  a  total  of  1817.  These  women 
increased  their  Outlook  subscriptions  by  29,  a  total  of   392. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  44  societies,  increasing  the  amount  for  the 
year  by  $21.35  for  a  total  of  $375.35.  Increase  of  connectional  funds  was 
$179.26  over  1933,  with  a  total  of  $7,346.33,  but  alas,  $453.00  short  of  the 
pledge  of  $7,800!  Local  work  amount  to  $7,369.26,  making  a  total  of  $14,- 
715.59  spent  by  the  women  for  the  year,  which  isn't  so  bad! 

The  district  fell  from  first  to  third  place  in  study  results.  Yet  the  women 
seem  more  study-minded  than  ever  before;  they  obviously  fail  to  report.  Mrs. 
B.  H.  Black,  district  study  leader,  gave  up  the  work  because  of  poor  health, 
although  her  splendid  work  for  three  years  is  still  bearing  fruit.  Mrs.  F.  D. 
Hedden,  of  Route  2,  Morrisville,  has  succeeded  her. 

Another  tumble :  the  district  lost  the  Korean  urn,  but  it  goes  to  a  district 
that  worked  hard  to  get  it,  and  deserves  it!  Honor  roll  societies  went  from  22 
to  25  for  the  year.  Those  making  it  for  the  first  time  were:  Bynum,  Milton, 
Moncure,  Siler  City,  and  Bethel. 

Five  zone  leaders  worked  to  bring  about  such  results:  Mrs.  W.  M.  Siddle 
in  Caswell;  Mrs.  W.  T.  Williams  in  Alamance;  Mrs.  R.  E.  Warren  in  Orange; 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey  in  Durham;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Craven  in  Person;  and  Mrs.  Junius 
Wren  in  Chatham.  They  held  two  meetings  each,  and  then  they  united  in  twos 
for  three  days  of  successive  joint  zone  meetings  in  July,  and  these  meetings  were 
famous  for  interest  shown  and  for  the  good  fellowship  enjoyed. 

The  district  presented  a  life  membership  to  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  at  the  Durham 
joint  meeting  as  a  token  of  love  and  gratitude  to  her  for  her  fine  work.  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Lee  went  all  over  the  district  urging  the  women  to  do  more  for  their 
fellowman  and  thus  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations 
Department,  and  she  does  it  in  her  own  efficient  manner.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Huffman, 
as  district  publicity  leader,  attended  many  meetings  and  urged  the  women  to  do 
things  and  "tell  the  world"  about  it.  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  district  Outlook  leader, 
in  her  quiet,  unassuming  way,  produced  the  fine  Outlook  increase  shown.  Mrs. 
W.  W.  Stedman  got  busy  with  the  district  supplies  department  and  got  fine 
results,  according  to  reports  given. 

The  annual  district  meeting  at  Duke's  Chapel,  May  23,  was  well  attended. 
Zone  and  district  leaders  handled  their  parts  of  the  program  well,  and  the  entire 
meeting  was  given  over  to  round  table  discussions  and  inspirational  and  informa- 
tional talks  about  the  work,  with  good  music  and  a  pageant  by  the  Duke's  Chapel 
women.  .    . 

Interesting   facts  resulted  in   the  financial   increase:   the    district    increase   was 
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23/2%)  with  every  zone  but  one  making  increase;  Caswell  led  with  a  21% 
increase  over  193  3,  and  ten  of  the  eleven  societies  increasing.  The  largest  per- 
centage was  made  by  Fletcher's  Chapel,  442%,  with  Walnut  Grove  coming 
second  with    15  7%. 

The  district  paid  $204.78  toward  the  support  of  Miss  Mary  Freeman,  from 
the  district,  who  is  head  of  the  Virginia  K.  Johnson  Home,  Dallas,  Texas.  Pos- 
sibly the  outstanding  achievement  was  the  sending  to  Paine  College  a  colored 
girl,  Ruby  Burnette,  from  Chatham  Zone,  who  went  to  take  training  as  home 
missionary.  The  district  paid  $70.39  on  her  expenses,  other  districts  contributing 
lesser  amounts.  She  will  be  given  at  least  a  second  year. 

Brown's  Chapel  was  the  new  society  functioning;  at  least  five  others  were 
organized  but  did  not  get  active  enough  to  be  included  in    1934  reports. 

The  increased  spiritual  growth  is  seen  in  the  larger  interest  the  women  are 
showing,  the  better  attendance  at  meetings,  the  eagerness  with  which  they  are 
taking  up  study  classes  and  making  honor  rolls,  and  the  fine  co-operation  in  the 
Freeman  and  Burnette  projects.  God  is  moving  in  a  wondrous  way  in  Durham 
District,  and  from  the  smallest  society  to  the  largest,  women  are  awaking  to 
His  voice  and  are  helping  "carry  on"  to  evangelize  the  world.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

I  am  sorry  this  report  must  be  sent  to  ybu  as  a  long  distance  message.  How 
dearly  I  would  love  to  be  with  you  but  we  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  meeting 
here  at  Four  Oaks.  And  as  you  hear  this  read  will  you  not  lift  your  hearts  to 
God  in  prayer  for  us  that  we  may  have  a  gracious  outpouring  of  His  spirit  in 
our  midst? 

I'd  like  to  be  able  to  say  just  what  these  three  years  as  district  secretary  have 
meant  to  me,  but  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  put  it  into  words.  It  has  meant  hard 
work,  of  course,  but  thank  God  for  that.  Most  of  all  it  has  meant  a  close  rela- 
tionship of  my  life  with  a  great  cause  and  a  blessed  fellowship  with  those  who 
have  also  loved  that  cause  and  who  have  worked  and  prayed  and  sacrified  for  it. 
I  have  wondered  some  times  if  some  folks  did  not  think  that  "beloved  district 
secretary"  was  all  one  word,  and  when  the  office  was  bestowed  upon  a  person, 
the  love  of  the  women  unconditionally  went  along  with  the  office;  for  folks 
have  opened  their  hearts  and  homes  to  me  and  shared  their  experiences  with  me, 
not  because  I  was  worthy  of  it  but  because  I  represented  the  woman's  missionary 
movement  of  our  great  church.  For  the  joys  and  privileges  that  have  been  mine 
I  am  deeply  grateful. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  met  in  Edenton  for  our  missionary  institute 
at  which  time  the  women  had  an  afternoon  session  to  discuss  plans  for  the  year. 
During  the  two  previous  years  officers'  training  days  had  been  held  throughout 
the  district,  usually  in  zone  gatherings,  but  this  year  each  auxiliary  was  urged 
to  hold  its  own  training  day.  Then  the  afternoon  session  of  the  district  meeting 
was  given  over  to  departmental  discussion  groups.  The  attendance  at  our  district 
meeting  was  better  than  it  had   been   in  the  two  previous  years.   In    1932   there 
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were  110;  in  1933  there  were  175;  and  this  past  year  there  were  250.  We  trust 
this  growth  in  numbers  and  interest  is  also  an  indication  of  growth  in  spiritual 
life  in  our  district.  We  were  greatly  appreciative  of  the  presence  of  13  of  our 
ministers  on  that  day.  The  good  women  of  Winton,  through  their  gracious 
service  and  hospitality,  made  it  a  day  to  be  long  remembered.  Mrs.  U.  Vaughn, 
of  Murfreesboro,  the  first  president  of  the  oldest  missionary  society  in  the  district, 
brought  to  us  a  beautiful  message  of  welcome.  Mrs.  Faison,  our  guest  speaker, 
brought  a  very  inspirational   devotional   message. 

Our  spring  zone  meetings  were  the  best  and  most  interesting  we  have  ever 
had.  The  first  was  Beaufort  County,  held  on  March  14,  because  it  was  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  Pantego  society  with  which  the  zone  met.  There  was  a  lovely 
birthday  cake  with  candles  and  decorations  which  was  cut  by  Mrs.  Clyde  Smith, 
who  had  for  1 9  years  served  as  president.  To  further  carry  out  the  idea  of  the 
silver  anniversary  $25.00  was  given  by  the  zone  to  make  Mrs.  Smith  a  life 
member.  We  decided  last  year,  after  hearing  Miss  Epps  at  conference,  that  we 
simply  must  have  her  in  our  district  and  we  were  indeed  fortunate  in  having  her 
with  us  from  Sunday  through  Friday.  In  addition  to  the  five  zone  meetings  she 
attended,  she  spoke  in  special  services  arranged  for  her  at  First  Church,  Poplar 
Branch,  Old  Trap,  Tyner  and  Sunbury.  We  estimate  that  she  touched  approximate- 
ly 1,000  people  from  about  +0  different  churches  and  auxiliaries.  And  one  who 
has  heard  Miss  Epps  even  once  will  not  be  able  to  forget  the  radiance  of  her 
spirit.  In  several  of  our  spring  meetings  the  little  playlet  on  study  was  presented 
— and  once  by  the  Powellsville  ladies,  who  have  not  as  yet  organized  for  mission- 
ary work  but  who  were  interested  enough  in  the  work  to  invite  the  zone  to  meet 
in  their  church.  Plymouth  and  Hyde  County  zones  had  the  privilege  of  having 
Mrs.  McKinne  as  their  guest  just  after  her  return  from  General  Conference. 

For  our  fall  meetings  we  were  delighted  to  have  Mrs.  Gates  with  us  for  an 
inspirational  message  in  the  morning  and  for  a  round  table  discussion  on  the 
standard  of  excellence  in  the  afternoon.  The  district  secretary  had  prepared  a 
short  presentation  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  which  petitions  for  better 
movies  and  against  war  and  lynching  were  signed. 

The  three  societies  at  Hertford  combined  to  form  one  society  with  three 
circles.  A  new  auxiliary  was  organized  at  Roxobell  due  to  the  cultivation  done 
by  Mrs.  Thompson,  that  church  having  been  changed  from  her  district  to  ours. 
We  are  very  proud  of  this  new  society  and  appreciative  of  Mrs.  Thompson's 
good  work.  Another  society  was  organized  by  Mrs.  J.  R.  Edwards  at  Harrell's 
Church  and  named  for  her.  These  new  societies,  together  with  a  reorganization 
of  our  circuit  societies,  increases  our  number  from  48  to  5  3.  Organizations  were 
formed  at  Sharon  on  the  South  Mills  charge  and  at  Pleasant  Grove  on  the 
Roper  charge,  but  they  later  felt  it  necessary  to  disband.  We  trust  that  the  seed 
sowed  will  later  bring  forth  fruitage.  Aulander,  although  they  have  reported 
no  missionary  organization,  have  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer  a  gift  of  more 
than  $6.00. 

We  had  a  net  increase  of  133  members  over  against  an  increase  of  only  31 
last  year.  The  organization  of  several  circles  for  young  women  has  been  the 
principal  cause  of  the  increase.   It  is  difficult  to  make  an  accurate   report  of  the 
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Young  Women's  Circles  but  I  think  I  am  correct  in  saying  that  Mrs.  Adrian 
Brown  formed  a  circle  at  Manteo,  Mrs.  Rena  Baum  Tillett  at  Wanchese,  Mrs. 
Forrest  Hedden  at  Old  Trap,  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Overton  at  Moyock. 

There  was  an  increase  of  3  7  in  World  Outlook  subscribers  as  over  against  a 
decrease  of  4  last  year.  There  were  1 1  honor  roll  societies  which  was  an  increase 
of  2  over  the  previous  year.  Forty  societies  reported  Christian  Stewardship  and 
Social  Service  activities.  Forty-five  auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
made  an  increase  of  34.  Twenty-six  societies  made  a  larger  gift  to  this  cause 
than  last  year. 

Life  memberships  were  given  Sara  McCracken,  Miss  Lelia  Epps,  and  Miss 
Bessie  Harding  by  the  district;  Mrs.  Clyde  Smith  by  the  Beaufort  County  Zone; 
Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney  by  the  Perquimans-Chowan  Zone;  and  Euline  Smith  bv  the 
Pascurcam  Zone. 

Twenty-six  societies  paid  a  larger  amount  to  the  conference  treasurer  than 
last  year  as  over  against  8  and  12  which  increased  their  giving  in  1932  and 
193  3,  respectively.  And  yet  in  spite  of  this  fact  we  failed  to  pay  our  pledge  and 
lacked  $17.00  of  paying  as  much  as  we  did  last  year.  And  this  in  the  face  of 
the  fact  that  $254.00  came  in  through  other  sources  than  the  regular  membership 
pledges — through  life  memberships,  the  Gates  County  Bible  Woman  and  a  gift 
of  $8.50  from  the  Peace  Day  Rally  applied  on  the  Week  of  Prayer  from  the 
women  of  Currituck  County.  Let  each  society  that  has  not  given  sacrificially 
during  these  days  when  the  need  is  so  great  and  our  missionaries  are  enduring 
so  many  hardships  due  to  limited  resources  from  home — let  those  societies  solemn- 
ly face  these  facts.  When  we  have  failed  to  do  our  best  someone  has  suffered. 
And  let  us  note  that  for  the  most  part  the  organizations  which  have  increased 
their  giving  this  year  are  the  small  rural  auxiliaries.  I  shall  name  them  in  the 
order  of  their  increased  gifts:  Zion  (whose  giving  more  than  doubled  that  of 
last  year),  Gatesville,  Williamston,  Columbia,  Willie  Evans,  Philadelphia, 
Winton,  Roper,  Anderson,  Bath,  Fairfield,  Plymouth,  Edenton,  Murfreesboro, 
Kitty  Hawk,  Woodland,  Union,  Belhaven,  Colerain,  Sue  Sawyer,  Newlands, 
New  Hope,  Windsor,  Holly  Springs,  Memorial,  Bethany.  (Aulander  Ladies'  Aid 
should  also  be  included  in   this  list  since  they  made   no  contribution   last  year.) 

I  should  like  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  for  the  fine  spirit  of  co- 
operation, loyalty  and  loving  service  manifested  by  our  assistant  district  secretary, 
Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep;  by  our  district  superintendents:  Mrs.  E.  J.  Rees,  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Willis,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Costen,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Overton,  Mrs.  O.  S.  Howard,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Dimmett,  and  Mrs.  F.  D.  Hedden  (who  deserves  special  commendation 
for  her  work  in  projecting  our  district  coaching  day  for  study  leaders),  and  by 
our  very  efficient  zone  leaders:  Miss  Bessie  Harding,  Mrs.  Pete  Daniels,  Mrs. 
C.  F.  Copeland,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Sears,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Chester,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Hedden, 
Mrs.  J.  G.  White,  and  Mrs.  C.  T.  Rogers. 

My  successor,  Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney,  will  give  her  consecrated  life  unreservedly 
to  the  work.  I  bespeak  for  her  your  love  and  co-operation,  your  united  and 
sacrificial  efforts  to  bring  God's  kingdom  in  in  a  fuller  measure  than  ever  before 
in  the  Elizabeth  City  District.

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FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Fayetteville  District,  three  years  ago,  the 
work  done  during  the  year  1934  was  the  best,  by  far,  along  all  lines.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  having  splendid,  consecrated  women  as  zone  leaders  and  to  me 
it  is  at  our  zone  meetings  where  we  come  to  know  and  understand  the  work 
best.  Especially  was  this  true  last  fall  when  Mrs.  Gates  spent  a  week  in  our 
district,  attending  these  meetings  and  explaining  the  program  of  work  in  a  clear, 
understanding  way,  increasing  our  faith  and  broadening  our  missionary  vision. 

During  the  year  our  membership  grew  from  1,174  to  1,419,  an  increase  of 
345.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the  organization  of  two  Young  Ladies'  Circles, 
making  a  total  of  13  circles,  with  a  membership  of  220,  and  5  new  auxiliaries, 
namely:  Caledonia,  Center,  Cameron,  Hemp  and  Goldston.  Although  some  of 
these  were  organized  too  late  for  reports. 

Out  of  48  auxiliaries,  34  reported  two  Mission  Study  classes  and  31  Bible 
Study  classes;  East  Rockingham  reported  a  Standard  Study  class  in  the  fall. 
Another  thing  this  society  did  last  year  was  to  set  a  goal  of  one  or  more  new 
members  each  month  and  they  succeeded  in  their  purpose. 

The  ten  auxiliaries  to  make  the  honor  roll  were:  Carthage,  Jonesboro,  Mt. 
Gilead,  Rowland,  Laurinburg,  Zion,  East  Rockingham,  Hay  Street  Lambeth 
Memorial,  Hay  Street  Woman's,  and  Rockingham  Woman's.  Since  the  standard 
was  higher,  this  accomplishment  required  constant  steady  work  along  all  lines 
during  the  entire  year.  A  number  failed  by  just  one  or  two  points. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  get  a  correct  list  of  the  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook 
at  the  end  of  the  year  as  so  many  subscriptions  expire  about  that  time  which  causes 
some  little  delay  in  their  renewal.  However,  69  new  subscriptions  were  reported 
during  December  31st  and  since  that  date  there  has  been  quite  a  number  added. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  ways  to  remember  a  loved  one,  though  it  be  an 
adult  or  a  child,  is  to  make  them  a  life  member.  Last  year  we  had  three  adults 
honored  in  this  way:  Mrs.  Mary  Greene  Steel,  by  Hay  Street  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Fayetteville;  Mrs.  E.  G.  Moffitt  and  Mrs.  L.  P.  Wilkins,  by  Steele  Street  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary,  Sanford.  Our  Children's  Department  led  the  conference  with 
two  juniors  and  fifteen  babies.  Lack  of  space  prevents  me  from  listing  these  but 
please  look  for  them  on  life  membership  page.  We  had  the  distinction  of  four 
from  one  family  in  Rockingham,  also  one  set  of  twins.  By  securing  these  the 
membership  of  Parkers  Auxiliary  was  doubled;  at  our  district  meeting  in  Aberdeen 
a  number  of  these  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  program. 

We  had  an  increase  in  finances  of  $566.00;  total  sent  conference  treasurer, 
$5,661.36;  and  for  local  work,  $2,552.00.  Our  district  stands  second  in  amount 
raised  by  the  Children's  Department. 

The  spiritual  life  of  our  women  has  been  manifested  by  the  number  of  Prayer 
Groups  organized.  There  are  a  great  number  of  faithful,  consecrated  women  in 
the  Fayetteville  District  and  such  a  beautiful  spirit  of  co-operation  that  makes 
the  work  a  real  joy.

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NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 

In  making  this  report,  I  wish  I  could  tell  all  of  the  fine  things  that  were 
done  during  the  year,  by  the  women  of  this  district,  and  of  the  many  thrills 
that  have  come  to  me  through  their  reports,  but  it  would  take  too  much  room, 
so  I  will  have  to  be  satisfied  to  just  give  the  highest  points. 

I  received  a  thrill  each  quarter  when  I  received  Mrs.  McKinne's  report,  saying 
an  increase  had  been  made  in  our  finances  over  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the 
year  before,  and  the  big  thrill  came  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter  when  I 
found  we  had  overpaid  our  pledge  of  $5,800  for  the  year,  sending  $5,977.78 
to  Mrs.  McKinne,  an  increase  of  $495.24  over  last  year.  The  thirty-one  aux- 
iliaries making  a  financial  increase  are :  Ayden,  Aurora,  Dover,  Asbury,  Fremont, 
Black  Creek,  Eureka,  Yelverton,  Daniels'  Chapel,  Ebenezer,  Salem  (Goldsboro 
Circuit),  Thompson's  Chapel,  Whorton's,  Salem  (Grimesland  Circuit),  Hooker- 
ton,  Maury,  Sue  D.  Swindell  (Kinston),  Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  LaGrange, 
Calypso,  Morehead  City,  Centenary  (New  Bern),  Pikeville,  Mt.  Carmel,  Snow 
Hill,  Mt.  Herman,  Oak  Grove,  Tuttle's  Grove,  Trenton,  St.  Paul's  (Goldsboro) , 
and  Jarvis  Memorial    (Greenville)    making  the  largest  increase. 

There  were  six  new  auxiliaries  organized:  Tabernacle  (Snow  Hill  Circuit), 
Falling  Creek,  Vanceboro,  Epworth,  Hickory,  and  Tarbernacle  (Straits-Harlow 
Circuit.).  The  one  at  Hickory  did  not  function,  owing  to  unavoidable  conditions. 
There  were  four  that  did  not  report,  and  two  merged  into  one,  so  we  still  had 
forty-eight  auxiliaries,  with  1,836  members — an  increase  of  179.  There  were  256 
new  members  reported.  The  district  is  divided  into  four  splendid  zones,  each  with 
a  fine  and  splendid  leader. 

Carteret — Mrs.  E.  R.  Swindell,  Morehead  City; 

Central — Mrs.  J.  B.  Kittrell,  Greenville; 

Tri-County — Mrs.  E.  Y.  Aldridge,  Oriental; 

Wayne — Mrs.  W.  B.  Bailey,  Stantonsburg. 

Meetings  were  held  in  each  zone  in  the  spring  and  fall.  All  were  largely 
attended,  and  had  fine  programs,  the  women  of  the  zones  bringing  the  messages 
of  inspiration  and  instruction.  It  was  from  the  reports  given  by  the  auxiliary 
at  these  meetings  that  I  received  most  of  my  thrills.  They  were  always  so  en- 
couraging and  given  with  interest. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  twenty-six  honor  roll  societies.  They  are:  Ayden, 
Dover,  Asbury,  Fremont,  Black  Creek,  Eureka,  Yelverton,  St.  Pauls  (Goldsboro), 
Pine  Forest,  Salem  (Goldsboro  Circuit),  Jarvis  Memorial  (Greenville),  Grimes- 
land,  Whortons,  Hookerton,  Sue  D.  Swindell  (Kinston),  Mamie  Webb  (Kins- 
ton), LaGrange,  Mt.  Olive,  Morehead  City,  Centenary  (New  Bern),  Pikeville, 
Mt.  Carmel,  Snow  Hill,  Mt.  Herman,  Oak  Grove,  and  Trenton. 

Thirty-three  auxiliaries  presented  Christian  Stewardship;  forty  reported  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  Committees  at  work;  twenty  auxiliaries  contributed  $43.3  3 
for  a  wrist  watch,  which  was  sent  to  our  district  special,  Elizabeth  Sneeden,  by 
Miss  Lelia  Epps,  as  a  love  gift. 

Life  membership  certificates  were  presented  to  eight  of  our  women:  Mrs.  E.  V. 
Webb,    of    Kinston,   by    Mamie   Webb   Auxiliary;    Mrs.   T.    M.    Grant,    of    New 
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Bern,  by  the  women  of  the  district;  Mrs.  Alec  Taylor,  of  Yelverton,  by  Wayne 
County  Zone;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Kittrell,  of  Greenville,  by  the  Central  Zone;  Mrs. 
Mary  Hargett,  of  New  Bern,  by  Centenary  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Taylor,  More- 
head  City,  by  Morehead  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Ellington,  of  Greenville,  by 
Jarvis  Memorial;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  Goldsboro,  Route  1,  bv  Pine  Forest 
Auxiliary. 

The  district  became  responsible  for  150  of  the  770  increase  in  World  Outlook 
subscribers,  pledged  by  the  entire  conference.  There  was  an  increase  of  70  during 
the  year,  and  our  women  are  working  to  secure  the  others  by  April   15th,    1935. 

Thirty-eight  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of 
$225.37,  an  increase  of  $27.65. 

There  were  3  7  divisions  reported  in  our  Children's  Work,  with  68  8  members, 
their  offerings  amounting  to  $298.05,  and  twelve  life  membership  certificates 
were  given.  Nine  Young  Women's  Circles  were  reported  with  135  members.  We 
feel  sure  all  circles  were  not  reported.  A  large  number  of  auxiliaries  reported 
young  women  joining  them,  but  not  enough  to  have  a  circle.  We  still  feel  it  a 
great  privilege  to  have  two  of  our  conference  officers,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  of 
New  Bern,  and  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  of  Goldsboro,  living  in  our  district.  They 
are  a  great  source  of  inspiration  and  help  to  us  in  our  zone  and  district  meetings, 
and  at  all  times  in  our  work. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  at  Ayden  June  7th,  with  a  large  attendance, 
representing  about  95%  of  the  auxiliaries  in  the  district.  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb, 
chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Groups  in  our  conference,  and  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Wooten,  conference  superintendent  of  Children's  Work,  were  our  guest  speakers, 
both  bringing  messages  which  have  helped  us  through  the  year.  Rev.  T.  M. 
Grant,  presiding  elder  of  the  district,  led  our  morning  worship;  his  message 
brought  with  it  a  beautiful  spiritual  atmosphere,  which  was  felt  through  the 
day,  and  has  gone  with  us  through  the  year.  He  is  an  inspiration  and  help  to  me, 
and  every  auxiliary  in  the  district.  To  his  deep  interest  in  our  work  is  due  much 
of  the  success  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  of  Kinston,  our  district  Study  leader,  held  another  inter- 
esting and  helpful  study  institute  and  training  school  at  Kinston  in  September. 
The  attendance  was  good,  and  an  unusually  fine  program  was  given.  We  feel 
that  these  institutes  have  been  most  helpful  to  our  auxiliary  leaders,  and  know 
^iat  winning  the  beautiful  jubilee  study  jewel  in  193  3,  which  we  have  enjoyed 
so  much  and  prized  so  highly,  and  has  been  such  an  inspiration  to  us,  was  the 
happy  result  of  the  one  held  that  year.  We  are  hoping  that  we  may  be  able  to 
keep  it  as  a  result  of  the  good  work  done  in   1934. 

We  feel  that  the  most  helpful  event  which  took  place  in  the  district  during 
the  year  was  a  retreat  which  was  held  in  Kinston  October  1st,  for  the  auxiliary 
leaders  of  our  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Groups  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb 
as  our  leader.  We  are  sure  that  the  wonderful  spirit  that  was  felt  there  has 
spread  through  the  district.  Many  prayer  groups  were  formed  and  our  women 
have  prayed  while  they  work,  and  "so  built  we  the  wall."

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RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

It  is  impossible  to  write  a  complete  report  of  the  missionary  work  in  the 
Raleigh  District  for  the  past  year  because  many  things  cannot  be  written  down 
as  mere  statistics.  We  have  no  way  of  counting  the  prayers  and  faithful  service 
contributed,  or  of  taking  full  note  of  the  weak  points  that  need  strengthening.  We 
have  not  made  the  forward  strides  in  the  various  departments  that  we  wished, 
but  we  are  grateful  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  that  made  the  work  of 
1934  possible. 

During  the  past  year  we  had  an  increase  of  156  in  our  membership  and  have 
organized  three  new  societies:  Kittrell,  Cokesbury,  and  the  Young  Woman's  at 
Franklinton.  One  Young  Woman's  Circle  was  organized  at  Central,  giving  us 
six  active  circles,  but  we  believe  there  may  be  others  not  reported.  This  phase  of 
our  work  is  not  developed  as  fully  as  it  should  be,  and  we  trust  that  more  young 
women  will  be  enlisted  in  the  work  during  this  year. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Russell,  of  Dunn,  our  zone  leader  of  Children's  Work,  has  been 
very  active,  and  that  phase  of  our  work  has  received  new  life.  Two  children 
have  been  made  life  members:  Eloise  Grace  Tilley,  of  Newton  Grove,  and 
Patricia  Dell  Prince,  of  Fuquay  Springs.  During  the  fourth  quarter  Mrs.  Russell 
undertook  to  raise  a  "Toby  Turlington  Special"  in  memory  of  the  little  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Turlington,  of  Dunn,  who  became  a  cripple  from  a  fall 
and  died  at  the  tender  age  of  five.  A  fund  of  $28.34  was  raised  and  sent  as,  a 
gift  to  brighten  the  lives  of  the  African  babies.  We  are  trying  to  acquaint  our 
women  with  the  new  regime  of  Children's  Work,  and  are  urging  the  fullest 
co-operation   with   the   Board  of   Christian   Education. 

Two  life  members  have  been  added  to  our  roll:  Mrs.  W.  B.  Thomas,  of  the 
First  Church,  Henderson,  and  Miss  Nancy  Snipes,  of  Dunn;  and  Mrs.  John  D. 
Cooper,  Sr.,  of  the  First   Church,   Henderson,   was  added  to  the   memorial   roll. 

Six  zone  meetings  were  held:  three  in  the  spring  and  three  in  the  fall,  and 
our  District  Conference  was  held  May  1st  in  Wendell.  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison 
thrilled  us  with  a  missionary  message  at  that  conference,  and  the  reports  generally 
were  very  encouraging.  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  has  been  of  inestimable  help  with  the 
Mission  Study,  giving  of  her  time  and  strength  to  make  the  work  both  practical 
and  inspirational. 

There  were  233  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  an  increase  of  28  over  the 
previous  year;  39  societies  active  in  Christian  Social  Relations;  and  25  observed 
the  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of  $289.30.  The  honor  roll  societies 
doubled  in  number,  the  12  following  making  the  grade:  Benson,  Cary,  Clayton, 
Creedmoor,  Dunn,  Fuquay  Springs,  Oxford,  Central  Woman's  and  Mary  Pescud 
of  Edenton  Street,  Smithfield  and  Zebulon. 

There  were  1,479  members  in  the  49  societies  of  the  district,  and  they  raised 
$4,374.97  on  the  pledge,  which  made  us  $174.97  over-paid.  Our  joy  knew  no 
bounds  when  this  glad  news  came  to  us.  In  addition,  $5.83  was  raised  towards 
supplies,  and  $4,849.5  3  for  local  work,  making  a  grand  total  of  $9,230.33. 
We  feel  sure  there  were  other  supplies  given  but  not  reported,  and  we  know  a 
great  deal  of  the  local  fund  was  not  reported. 
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We  begin  the  new  year  with  faith  and  courage,  trusting  that  1935  may  be 
rich  in  missionary  efforts.  The  work  of  the  past  year  could  not  have  been  ac- 
complished without  the  devotion  and  co-operation  of  our  women,  and  we  grate- 
fully acknowledge   each   service   rendered   in   making   the   record   of    1934.

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WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

Many  things  happened  in  the  Wilmington  District  last  year  that  brought  joy 
to  the  hearts  of  those  who  had  a  part  in  this  great  work. 

Among  the  first  things  to  happen  was  the  merging  of  the  two  auxiliaries  at 
St.  Pauls.  The  result  has  been  an  enlarged  program  of  work,  larger  offering  than 
their  combined  offering  the  previous  year,  and  they  qualified  for  the  honor  roll. 

One  of  our  goals  for  19  34  was  fifty  auxiliaries  by  the  end  of  the  year.  We 
lacked  one  of  reaching  this  goal  but  the  Wilmington  District  led  the  conference 
in  number  of  new  auxiliaries.  They  are  in  order  of  their  organization:  Seagate, 
Boltort,  Wannanish,  Turkey,  Goshen,  Fair  Bluff,  Barkers,  Marietta,  Cerro  Gordo, 
Ep worth,  Keener,  Bethesda,  Lebanon,  Midway,  and  Windsor.  Other  organization 
work  includes  two  Young  Women's  Circles:  the  Ida  Hankins  at  Grace,  Wilming- 
ton, and  one  at  Elizabethtown,  giving  us  a  total  of  seven  Young  Women's  Circles 
with  combined  membership  of  seventy;  a  baby  division  at  Southport  and  children's 
divisions  at  Warsaw  and  Pollocksville,  and  a  reorganized  division  at  Fifth  Ave. 

Early  in  the  year  Miss  Ida  Hankins  sent  us  a  beautiful  piece  of  brass  from 
Korea,  which  we  call  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy,"  to  be  awarded  each  year  for 
some  outstanding  achievement.  The  first  winner  of  this  trophy  was  the  New 
Hanover  Zone  for  having  the  largest  attendance  at  the  district  meeting.  In  the 
future  it  is  to  be  awarded  to  the  auxiliary  making  most  points  on  the  standard 
of  excellence. 

Our  district  meeting  in  Chadbourn,  in  June,  was  inspiring.  Distance  was  no 
barrier  to  attendance.  They  came  from  near  and  far  and  filled  the  church.  Mrs. 
Chadwick  and  Rev.  L.  B.  Jones  were  among  the  speakers.  Life  memberships 
were  given  to  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  Korea,  and  to  Dorothy  Lawrence,  infant 
daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  W.  Lawrence,  Chadbourn.  A  donation  to  the 
district  of  ten  volumes  dealing  with  different  phases  of  mission  work  made  a 
splendid  beginning  for  our  district  library.  Mrs.  George  L.  Clendenin,  study 
leader,  received  the  gift  and  became  its  custodian. 

Warsaw  began  a  missionary  library  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  18 
in  the  district. 

Two  auxiliaries  presented  adult  life  memberships:  Trinity  to  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Prince  and  Whiteville  to  Mrs.  D.  C.  Geddie.  Eight  children  were  similarly 
honored. 

We  are  happy  to  report  an  increase  in  membership,  subscriptions  to  World- 
Outlook,  presentation  of  Stewardship,  Social  Service  work,  Week  of  Prayer 
observance  and  offering,  supplies,  life  memberships,  honor  roll  societies  and 
finances. 

Honor  roll  societies  are:  Fairmont,  Faison,  Richlands,  Lumberton  Woman's, 
Eliza  Fuller,  Roseboro,  Stedman,  St.  Pauls,  Tabor,  Wallace,  Rose  Hill,  White- 
ville, and  Trinity,  Wilmington. 

Again  Lumberton  Woman's  leads  the  district  in  the  largest  Week  of  Prayer 
offering  and  Fairmont  in  the  highest  per  capita  average.  Other  leaders  are: 
Centenary   in   greatest   per  cent   increase    in    missionary    giving;    Faison,    second; 
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Trinity,  Wilmington,  in  membership ;  Faison,  second;  Fairmont  in  highest  per 
capita  average  in  missionary  giving;  Lumberton  Woman's,  second;  Fair  Bluff 
in  highest  per  capita  offering  among  the  new  societies. 

The  six  zones  have  capable  leaders.  Each  held  two  meetings  with  helpful 
programs.  Much  credit  is  due  the  zone  and  the  departmental  leaders  for  the 
advancement  in  the  district. 

Twenty-six  societies  paid  more  last  year  than  the  previous  one  but  we  failed 
to  meet  our  pledge.  The  deficit  was  $167.8+.  Reports  too  late  to  be  included 
in  last  year's  work  could  have  reduced  this  deficit.  We  are  hoping  that  our  in- 
crease in  number  of  societies  and  membership  will  put  Wilmington  District  in 
the  paid-up  list  this  year. 

Mission  Study  has  grown  in  interest.  The  enrollment  for  fourth  quarter 
showed  Wilmington  District  leading  in  number  of  members. 

Alphabetically  the  Wilmington  District  is  doomed  to  be  the  last  on  the  list, 
but  in  all  the  fine  qualities  that  go  to  make  up  a  band  of  real  missionary  women 
this  district  stnads  among  the  first.

14.  Quarterly  Executive  Committee  and  all  reports  sent  conference  officers 
and  district  secretary  by  first  day  of  quarter.

Donations  sent  to  Council  institutions,  to  missionaries  for  use  in  their 

work  or  to  ministers,  recommended  by  presiding  elders,  and  reported 

to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Supplies. 

(b)      That   the   Korean    urn    be    awarded   to    the   district   having   the    largest 

number  of  auxiliaries  making  the   efficiency  aim;   and  that  individual  auxiliary 

awards  be  decided  by  the  district;   and  that  recognition   be   given   at  the  district 

meeting. 

2.  That  the  second  quarterly  event,  for  securing  new  members  in  the 
auxiliary,  be  a  special  meeting,  featuring  the  silver  anniversary  celebration. 

3.  (a)  That  the  missionary  society  emphasize  the  cultivation  of  parents  and 
friends  of  babies  and  little  children,  for  gifts  to  the  Baby  Welfare  Work,  con- 
ducted by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

(b)  That  the  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  make  definite  use  of  the 
materials  and  plans  provided  for  carrying  on  this  work. 

4.  That  the  "big  sister"  plan  of  co-operation  between  town  and  rural 
societies  be  continued  and  that  zone  leaders  allot  to  each  society  in  their  zones  a 
sister  society. 
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5.  That  the  corresponding  secretary  of  each  auxiliary  send  to  the  district 
secretary  every  quarter  a  report  of  the  number  of  members  of  Young  Women's 
Circles. 

6.  We  are  grateful  for  the  good  work  of  our  World  Outlook  superintendents 
during  the  special  campaign  and  ask  that  these  efforts  be  continued  until  this 
splendid  magazine  is  in  the  homes  of  all  of  our  church  members. 

7.  That  every  auxiliary  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  that  we  begin 
now  to  plan  for  this  event  by  distributing  envelopes  for  the  offering. 

8.  That  all  of  our  women  make  a  special  study  of  the  new  Handbook  for 
Adult  Societies  and  of  our  Conference  Minutes. 

9.  Finances. 
We  recommend: 

(a)  That  all  auxiliaries,  if  possible,  send  a  contribution  to  our  superin- 
tendent of  Supplies,  to  be  used  for  electric  refrigeration  on  foreign  fields. 

(b)  That  continued  emphasis  be  given  per  capita  gifts  and  systematic  giving. 

(c)  That  our  conference  pledge  for  1935  be  $36,000,  to  be  apportioned 
as  follows:

REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  committee  on  Children's  Work  recommends: 

1 .  That,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  children's  workers  having  an  oppor- 
tunity to  understand  the  new  co-operative  plan  for  the  missionary  training  of 
children,  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  this  work  at  district  and  zone  meetings 
and,  wherever  available,  district  directors  of  Children's  Work,  working  under 
the  conference  Board  of  Christian  Education,  be  asked  to  be  present  to  aid  in 
presenting  this  plan  of  work. 

2.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  election  of  a  secretary  of 
Children's  Work  in  every  auxiliary,  and  that  the  conference  secretary  of  Chil- 
dren's Work  secure  the  help  of  the  pastor  in  the  appointment  of  a  children's 
worker  in  each  charge,  where  there  is  no  missionary  society,  in  order  that  a 
report  of  world  friendship  studies  may  be  secured  from  every  school  in  our 
church. 

3.  That  wherever  possible  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  become  a  teacher 
or  some  worker  directly  identified  with  the  primary  or  junior  department  of  the 
church  school. 
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4.  That  members  of  the  missionary  society  co-operate  with  church  school 
teachers  in  securing  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  extra  sessions  for  world 
friendship  units. 

5.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  take  every  advantage  possible  for 
study  and  training  presented  in  mission  study  classes  in  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  and  in  the  various  types  of  training  schools  and  courses  offered  by  the 
board  of  Christian  Education,  and  especially  that  she  enroll  in  the  class  on 
"Missionary  Education  of  Children." 

6.  That  an  invitation  to  attend  its  mission  study  classes  be  extended  by  the 
missionary  society  to  all  teachers  in  the  church  school,  especially  to  those  in 
primary  and  junior  departments. 

7.  That  wherever  advisable,  the  local  secretary  of  Children's  Work  assist 
leaders  in  negro  churches,  in  supervising  and  conducting  vacation  schools  for 
the  children  of  their  churches  this  summer. 

8.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  continue  to  solicit  subscriptions 
for  World  Friends  and  to  promote  its  use  among  the  children. 

9.  That  the  conference  banners  be  awarded  for  these  attainments: 

The  Chinese  banner  to  the  district  that  presents  the  most  outstanding  work 
with  the  children  during  the  year.  This  to  be  decided  from  the  regularity  and 
accuracy  of  reporting,  the  increase  in  number  of  secretaries  of  Children's  Work, 
the  number  of  subscribers  to  World  Friends,  and  the  number  of  schools  sending 
fourth  Sunday  offerings  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Korean  banner  to  the  primary  or  junior  department  putting  the  greatest 
emphasis  upon  the  world  friendship  units  as  expressed  in  its  activities^  namely: 
programs,  gifts,  letters,  and  other  projects. 

The  African  banner  to  the  district  having  the  greatest  number  of  departments 
(primary  and  junior)    having  extra  sessions.

REPORT   OF   SESSIONS   COMMITTEE   ON   MISSION 
AND  BIBLE  STUDY 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  our  slogan,  "Every  Auxiliary  Studying,"  be  kept  ever  before  us, 
and  that  we  have  as  our  goal  three  carefully  planned  study  classes  in  each  auxili- 
ary, two  mission  study  classes,  using  home  and  foreign  subjects,  and  a  Bible 
study  class  sponsored  by  the  auxiliary  president  and   Study  superintendent. 

2.  That  strong  auxiliaries  adopt  weaker  or  new  auxiliaries  as  their  "little 
sisters"  and  regularly  give  or  lend  them  the  current  study  books. 

3.  That  each  study  class  be  an  intensive  study,  striving  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  a  standard  class. 

4.  That  the  Study  superintendent  co-operate  with  the  Spiritual  Life  Group 
leader  by  joining  that  group  and  actively  helping  to  promote  the  movement  to 
develop   deeper   spirituality  in   the  auxiliary  and  church. 
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5.  The  formation  and  use  of  missionary  libraries  and  reading  circles. 

6.  That  district  study  leaders  continue  to  hold  district  coaching  days  in 
the  third  quarter,  realizing  their  value  in  promoting  the  efficiency  aim  in  the 
department  of  Study. 

7.  That  we  accept  as  texts  for  mission  and  Bible  study  classes  for  the  study 
year,  1935-36,  the  following  text  books  recommended  by  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council :

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REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

We  recommend: 

That  auxiliary  superintendents  or  delegates  be  asked  to  bring-  to  one  specified 
zone  meeting-  a  list  of  their  activities  for  the  preceding  quarters  and  that  some 
time  be  given  at  this  meeting  for  presentation  and  discussion. 

I.     INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD  PEACE 

1.  That  auxiliaries   promote   peace   education   through: 

( 1 )  Marathon   round  tables  in   co-operation   with   other  organizations  or 
individuals  interested  in  the  study  of  peace. 

(2)  The  study  of  pamphlets  contained  in  "World  Problems"  by  Boeckel. 

(3)  Reading  circles. 

2.  That  since  prayer  offers  the  greatest  resource  within  our  reach,  we  invite 
auxiliary  and  church  members  to  join  us  in  daily  prayer,  that  wisdom  in  the 
ways  toward  peace  may  be  granted  to  rulers  and  administrators  of  the  nations, 
that  as  nation  and  internationally  we  may  have  peace. 

II     CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 

Believing  that  as  Christian  citizens  we  should  use  every  available  means  for 
influencing  public  opinion  with  intelligence  and  discretion  on  matters  of  vital 
importance,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliary  women  qualify  for  using  their  suffrage  by:  (a)  a  careful 
study  of  candidates  for  public  office  and  of  issues;  (b)  by  enlisting  other  voters; 
(c)  by  sponsoring  a  new  approach  to  our  study  of  citizenship  through  reading 
groups;  (d)  by  the  use  of  Christian  Citizenship  packets;  and  (e)  by  promoting 
Schools  of  Citizenship,  using  the  study  prepared  for  zone  meetings  on  the  struc- 
ture of  government.* 

2.  That  we  continue  to  work  for  better  movies  through  an  appraisal  of 
their  constructive  and  entertaining  features  and  by  encouraging  the  formation  of 
movie  clubs  in  junior  and  senior  high  schools  for  such  study.  We  further  sug- 
gest the   use  of  pamphlet  guides  and   reviews  of  movies  in  current  periodicals.f 

3.  That  we  re-affirm  our  attitude  on  lynching  and  continue  a  vigorous 
program  of  education  by  (a)  the  signing  of  pledges  against  lynching;  (b)  that 
superintendents  of  auxiliaries  at  county  seats  secure  signatures  of  sheriffs  to  the 
pledge  and  that  a  further  study  of  proposed  anti-lynching  legislation  be   made. 

4.  That  we  launch  an  intensive  program  for  temperance  education  by  (a) 
sponsoring  an  essay  contest  on  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol, 'beginning  in  the  local 
church  schools  and  extending  through  the  zones  and  districts  to  the  conference  for 
the  final  award,  and  by  (b)  co-operation  with  such  organizations  as  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.,  United  Dry  Forces,  and  the  Anti-Saloon  League.

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5.  That  we  emphasize  the  need  for  marriage  security  by  (a)  recognition 
of  the  home  as  the  institution  pre-eminent  for  the  stabilization  of  our  Christian 
civilization  and  by  (b)  the  study  of  courses  in  parent  education  and  human 
relations. 

6.  That  we  work  to  create  public  opinion  on  questions  of  civic  righteousness 
through  appeals  to  the  press  and  radio  service,  and  that  we  seek  to  reflect  the 
guiding  principles  of  our  Christian  religion  in  our  teaching  and  daily  living. 

Ill     INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

1.  That  publicity  be  given  to  the  leadership  schools  in  Paine  College, 
Winston-Salem,  where  a  school  is  held  under  Presbyterian  auspices,  and  any  other 
schools  that  are  available. 

( 1 )  That  local  training  schools  similar  to  the  leadership  schools  be 
established  where  practical. 

(2)  That  we  extend  to  negro  church  women  the  privilege  of  participa- 
tion on  special  occasions,  such  as  Race  Relations  Sunday,  World  Day 
of  Prayer,  and  local  schools  of  missions,  if  this  is  in  line  with  the 
thinking  of  the  local  auxiliary  members. 

3.  That  we  urge  a  fuller  use  be  made  of  material  at  Literature  Headquarters 
for  assisting  negro  women  in  their  missionary  society  programs. 

4.  That  we  urge  the  auxiliary  women  to  assist  the  colored  teachers  and 
parents  in  the  organization  of  Parent-Teacher  Associations  and  Welfare  Clubs. 

5.  That  missionary  women  continue  an  intensive  study  of  domestic  employ- 
ment in  their  own  homes  with  a  view  of  arriving  at  Christian  standards  in  the 
mutual  responsibilities  of  employer  and  employee. 

(1)  That  a  questionnaire  be  obtained  from  Literature  Headquarters  to 
serve  as  a   guide  for  such  a  study. 

(2)  That  wherever  practical  we  seek  to  establish  training  schools  for 
household  employment. 

IV     INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 
We  recommend: 

1 .  That  we  inform  ourselves  of  the  problems  of  this  under-privileged  group 
and  strive  for  a  more  sympathetic  understanding  of  its  members. 

2.  That  we  continue  the  friendly  courtesies  and  engage  in  a  constructive 
program  to  make  life  more  abundant  for  them. 

V     RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  rural  auxiliaries  make  a  study  of  their  communities,  and  that  they 
use  the  guide  prepared  by  Council  for  this  study. 

2.  That  at  least  once  a  quarter  the  women  on  circuit  charges  seek  to  utilize 
the  unused  church  hour  to  present  to  the  entire  congregation  some  aspect  of  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  program,  including  the  results  of  the  study  of  their 
own   community — the  same  to  be   reported   to  the   Conference   superintendent   of 
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Christian  Social  Relations  under  "Community  Welfare"  as  listed  on  their  quarterly 
report  blanks. 

3.  That  to  each  town  or  city  missionary  society  be  allotted  a  rural  society 
as  a  sister  society  and  through  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  a 
program  of  mutual  helpfulness  be  worked  out.  That  the  larger  auxiliary  and 
the  rural  auxiliaries  form  a  circulating  library  by  providing  books  and  magazines. 

FOR  DISTRICTS  AND  ZONES 

1.  That  at  district  and  zone  meetings  discussions  be  held  upon  the  importance 
and  the  use  of  the  guides  for  community  service. 

2.  That  each  district  seek  to  develop  a  circulating  library   on   rural  work.

SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SPIRITUAL 

LIFE  GROUPS 

We,  your  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  request: 

District  secretaries  and  zone  leaders  to  urge  the  presidents  of  auxiliaries  (in 
which  there  is  no  prayer  group),  to  appoint  a  leader  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
and  send  her  name  and  address  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  Box  5  82,  Fayetteville, 
N.  C. 

We  suggest: 

That  the  members  of  each  prayer  group  pray  for  guidance  as  to  Bible  study, 
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hymns  to  be  used,  in  the  choice  of  objects  for  which  to  pray,  as  to  how  we  may 
make  our  lives  conform  to  our  prayers. 

That  when  prayer  groups  are  ready  to  separte  and  form  additional  groups, 
the  original  group  may,  after  prayer  for  guidance,  agree  on  the  auxiliary  mem- 
bers to  be  asked  to  serve  in  the  new  groups. 

We  need  to  pray;  pray  that  God  will  awaken  us  to  a  realization  of  our 
responsibility  for  conditions  in  our  homes,  in  our  church,  and  in  our  communi- 
ties. We  need  to  know  whether  or  not  our  lives  are  witnessing  to  the  world  for 
our  Lord. 

That  each  group  select  a  mission  station,  or  worker,  and  so  live  and  pray 
and  give  that  the  power  of  God  shall  be  released  for  the  needs  of  the  prayer 
special. 

That  we  obey  the  command  of  Jesus,  "Have  faith  in  God." 

That  we  accept  the  Holy  spirit  as  our  guide  and  that  we  live  up  to  "The 
high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

That  we  use  and  get  others  to  use  "The  Upper  Room."  This  booklet  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Board  of  Missions,  M.  E.  Curch,  South,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  every 
three  months.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESEARCH  AND  STUDY 

OF  THE  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

PART  I 

At  a  Council  meeting  in  Birmingham  in  1934  a  new  committee  on  Status 
of  Women  was  appointed.  This  committee  decided  to  continue  to  work  along 
the  two  main  lines  followed  by  the  former  committee: 

1.  To  create  an  interest  in  and  to  secure  a  large  number  of  women  on  the 
conference  quadrennial  boards  and  all  local  church  boards. 

2.  To  cultivate  the  idea  and  secure  clergy  rights  for  faithful,  called  and 
prepared,   women  on  the  same  basis  granted  faith,  called  and  prepared,  men. 

The   following  recommendations  are  made: 

1.  That  in  each  auxiliary  a  key  woman  be  appointed  for  the  promotion  of 
this  work.  Material  for  her  use  may  be  secured  through  me. 

2.  That  the  playlet,  "Her  Heritage,"  be  used  in  district  and  zone  meetings.

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Report  of  Conference  Historian 


Since  the  annual  meeting  of  last  year,  in  answer  to  my  request  for  missionary 
numbers,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Hooker,  of  Kinston,  and  Mrs.  Wiley  Brown,  of  Greenville, 
have  contributed  a  sufficient  number  of  back  copies  of  The  Missionary  Voice  to 
practically  complete  the  files  of  that  valuable  periodical  from  its  beginning  to 
date. 

I  am  disappointed  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  others  of  the  copies 
I  need  to  complete  our  files  of  the  annual  reports,  before  1910,  of  both  the 
Woman's  Boards  of  Missions  and  the  two  North  Carolina  Conference  Societies. 
Many  of  the  other  conferences  have  completed  their  files,  and  I  feel  that  our 
conference,  also,  whose  societies  were  both  pioneer  societies,  should  have  its  files 
completed  as  well.  And  so  I  am  taking  my  nerve  in  my  hand  to  make  another 
effort  to  that  end.  I  wonder  if  the  busy  district  secretaries  and  zone  leaders  would 
be  good  enough  to  urgently  request,  for  me,  at  their  meetings  this  year,  that  the 
members  of  all  auxiliaries  organized  for  both  home  and  foreign  work  before 
1910,  would  make  a  thorough  search  of  attics  and  other  cubby  holes  where 
papers  are  likely  to  accumulate  and  hide  themselves,  to  see  if  by  any  chance  some, 
even  one,  of  those  I  need  might  be  found.  If  any  years,  before  1910,  should  be 
discovered,  of  boards  or  societies,  please  urge  your  members  to  write  to  me  about 
them.  "Spring  cleaning"  time  is  at  hand,  a  fine  time  to  do   this  research  work. 

I  have  obtained  all  the  various  current  annual  reports  and  journals  of  our 
church  pertaining  to  our  work  and  have  added  the  1934-35  Mission  Study 
books,  including  that  splendid  history  of  home  missions,  to  our  library.  For 
nearly  two  years  I  have  been  trying  to  buy  a  copy  of  the  "Illustrated  History  of 
Methodism,"  published  and  sold  by  subscription  in  1900,  and  if  any  of  you  have 
a  copy  you  would  part  with,  please  write  me  and  let  us  discuss  the  price.  The 
pastors  at  that  time  in  Elizabeth  City  and  Smithfield  both  sent  orders  for  a 
goodly  number  of  the  book.  In  my  search  for  that  I  found  another,  published 
in  1880  under  the  same  name,  and  on  the  principle  that  a  "bird  in  hand  is 
worth  two  in  the  bush,"  I  bought  it.  It  is  interesting  and  valuable,  but  is  not  so 
complete  as  the  later  one,  so  I  am  still  in  the  market  for  that,  if  you  will  help  me. 

I  have  asked  Mrs.  Plyler  to  try  to  get  a  meeting  of  our  Historical  Committee 
if  she  can  do  it.  If  she  succeeds,  I  will  support  any  recommendations  it  or  the 
Executive  Committee  may  think  good  to  make.  I  had  hoped  to  be  with  you  this 
year,  but  find  it  impossible,  much  to  my  disappointment.  I  miss  you  all,  and  the 
great  work  I  loved  so  well,  more  than  I  can  express.  It  rejoices  my  heart  to 
hear  of  the  good,  the  fine  year's  work  you  have  done  in  all  departments — each 
one  shows  encouraging  increase,  and  I  am  as  proud  as  you  are  of  it.  But  I  am 
forgetting  that  this  is  meant  to  be  a  report  instead  of  a  letter.  As  such  it  is 
respectfully  submitted.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES  RECEIVING  CERTIFI- 
CATES FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL— FOR  ADULTS 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the   required  standard. 
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A  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small  group, 
with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily  or 
weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch 
so  that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to 
express  her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems 
which  have  arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen   members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point 
for  discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the 
current  press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures, 
and  curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  chould  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  requite  a  review  of  the  contents 
of  the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several  years  of 
experience  in  Mission  Study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to 
sustain  the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks 
than  if  it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to 
the  conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  mis- 
sionary education.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  membership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  former- 
ly designated  as  dues,  pledge,  retirement  and  relief,  and  conference  expense  fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials  which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible 
women,  and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be 
itemized  in  the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be 
included  in  the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  must  be  in  addition 
to  the  pledge  made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other 
obligations  already  assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must 
also  be  designated  in  the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the 
person  thus  honored  from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership  in  the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  adult  so- 
cieties, Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Organization 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  conferences  and  credited 
to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
when  the  fledge  is  made  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the 
auxiliary.  Such  money  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires.

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STATISTICAL  REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1 .  That  our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
Adult  auxiliary,  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group,  and  secretaries  of  Chil- 
dren's Work;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates,  together  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  district  secretaries,  and  zone  leaders,  shall  constitute  the  voting 
body  of  the  conference. 

2.  That  a  registration  fee  of  $1.50  be  sent  with  the  name  of  each  delegate, 
this  amount  to  be  applied  on  the  delegate's  luncheon  three  days  of  the  conference. 
All  delegates  who  fail  to  send  their  names  at  least  five  days  before  the  opening 
day  will  not  be  assigned  a  home  by  the  local  committee;  they  must  look  out  for 
their  own  entertainment. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

6.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

7.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

8.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

9.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at  the 
end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected  to  do  so. 

10.  That  our  goal  shall  be  the  organization  in  every  auxiliary  of  classes  for 
mission  and  Bible  study,  the  aims  of  which  shall  be  steady  improvement  in  quality 
of  preparation  and  recitation  till  the  standard  set  for  our  study  work  shall  be 
reached. 

11.  That  the  district  secretaries  urge  the  organization  of  mission  and  Bible 
study  classes  in  their  auxiliaries  just  as  they  promote  other   departmental   work. 
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12.  That,  in  each  zone,  there  shall  be  elected  a  study  leader,  whose  duties 
fshall  be  to  promote  mission  and  Bible  study  in  her  zone;  to  give  full  and 
correct  instruction  in  Council  and  conference  methods,  standards,  and  courses  of 
study,  to  her  auxiliary  study  leaders  at  zone  meetings;  to  hold  a  "Coaching  Day 
for  Study  Leaders"  in  the  3rd  quarter;  and  to  correspond  with  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study  in  order  to  gain  the  information  she,  herself,  needs  and 
to  report  the  work  she  is  doing.

FIRST  QUARTER:  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  DAY 

As  early  after  election  of  officers  as  possible,  under  direction  of  district  sec- 
retary. A  suggestive  program  will  be  sent  each  district  secretary,  who  will  gather 
the  newly  elected  officers  in  a  district-wide  meeting  if  possible.  In  the  event  the 
officers  cannot  gather  in  one  meeting,  it  is  suggested  that  the  first  round  of  zone 
meetings  be  devoted  to  this  program.  Be  sure  that  the  officers  of  your  society 
attend. 

SECOND  QUARTER:  MEMBERSHIP  CAMPAIGN  AND  RALLY 

Lay  plans  for  a  systematic  canvass  of  the  entire  woman  membership  of  the 
congregation,  in  order  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 
Attractive  literature  will  be  available  from  Literature  Headquarters.  Close  this 
campaign  with  an  enthusiastic  and  attractive  rally  for  the  membership,  new  and 
old. 

THIRD  QUARTER:  SCHOOL  FOR  MISSION  STUDY  LEADERS 

Under  direction  of  conference  Mission  Study  superintendent,  assisted  by  lead- 
ers from  each  district  who  have  attended  a  School  of  Missions  or  had  some  special 
preparation  for  this  work.  A  district-wide  meeting  is  preferable,  but  the  series 
of  zone  meetings  for  the  third  quarter  may  be  devoted  to  this  training  if  a  dis- 
trict meeting  is  not  possible.  Be  sure  that  your  auxiliary  Mission  Study  leader 
attends  this  school. 

FOURTH  QUARTER:  WEEK  OF  PRAYER  AND  HARVEST  DAY 

Special  programs  and  instructions  will  be  given  auxiliary  presidents  regarding 
these  events.  Plan  for  them  in  your  year's  program. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary   Council   of  the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church,   South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of 
the  needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the 
evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions  supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  better- 
ment of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over,  or  one  under  twenty- 
four  years  of  age  who  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  adult  life  through  mar- 
riage or  vocation,  may  become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings,  covering  re- 
lief and  retirement  and  conference  expense  funds,  freewill  offerings,  and  Scarritt 
Maintenance.  Scholarships  for  Scarritt  College  shall  be  raised  as  auxiliary  or 
conference  specials.  An  offering  shall  be  taken  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for 
special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  offerings 
to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  individuals  to  the  support  of  special  work 
approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is  an  honor 
and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Church  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a 
corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials,  of  Study, 
of  Literature  and  Publicity,  of  the  World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations, 
of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 
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10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  At  the  November  business  meeting  either  annually  or 
biennially  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held.  Officers  shall  be  installed  by  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church,  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of   the   president  in   her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference 
secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of 
their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep 
an  account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the 
treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make 
a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the 
chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret 
the  co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report 
monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report 
quarterly  to  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  parents  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  for  interest  in  and 
contributions  to  the  Kindergarten  and  Child  Welfare  Work  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  aux- 
iliary. 
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(2)  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by 
the  payment  of  five  dollars,  and  their  names  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial 
Roll  for  five  dollars.  These  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  auxiliary  treasurer  with 
her  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Study. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She 
shall  present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items  to 
the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference 
superintendents  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
circulation  of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing 
renewals  and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to 
present  the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting, 
the  missionary  society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
conference  superintendent  of  Publicity. 

11.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate 
and  direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by 
securing  the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare 
movements  of  community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and 
programs  committed  to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations. She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superintendent  of 
Supplies. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social 
features  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may 
have  in  the  care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Work. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Conference 

Societies 


CONSTITUTION 

1 .  In  each  annual  conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  All  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees. 

(4)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  which  includes 
woman's  work  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(7)  And  the  following  officers:  A  president,  a  vice-president,  a  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Woman's 
Groups,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  and  superintendents  of  Study,  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS 

1 .  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  con- 
ference shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be 
elected  to  conference  offices.  If  after  such  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the 
conference  bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her 
conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  from  among  the  district 
secretaries  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates 
to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in 
foreign  fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary  society 
at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The   district  secretaries  shall   be   nominated   by   a   committee   composed   of 
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the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence 
and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  auxiliaries  in 
every  charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work 
to  the  conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  to 
the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the  preceding 
session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same 
on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account 
of  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  handle 
only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the  Council. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the  confeience 
secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October, 
and  January,  to  the  treasury  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewim 
transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also 
send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  the  Young  Women's  Groups  in  co-operation  with  the 
district  secretaries  shall  through  the  auxiliary  presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the 
Young  Women's  Groups  actively  cultivate  young  women  in  the  conference  for 
membership  in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She  shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and 
progress  of  the  work  to  the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council. 

1 1 .  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret 
the  co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  conference 
secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  mission  and  Bible  study.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with 
reference  to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
secretary   in  charge    of   Literature.   She  shall   be  responsible   for   the   distribution 
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of  the  literature  throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the  dissemination 
of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  promotion  of  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
the  civic  and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the 
conference  into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  secretary  in  charge  of  Organization. 

16.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  auxiliaries  and  use  every 
available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in 
their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district  conference 
and  may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  zones 
according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The  district  secre- 
taries shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  adult  auxiliary  societies,  funds  contributed 
to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons  are  a 
part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the  conference. 

1 9.  Provision  for  a  conference  expense  fund  shall  be  made  by  each  confer- 
ence according  to  the  requirements.  No  part  of  directed  missionary  offerings 
shall  be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to 
specific  objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
in  annual  session. 

2 1 .  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 


1 1 0  Twenty-Third  Annual  Meeting 

Co-operative  Plan  for  Missionary  Education 
in  the  Children's  Division 


The  action  of  the  General  Conference  held  in  May,  1934,  makes  it  possible 
for  every  person,  every  organization,  and  the  two  General  Boards  interested  in 
the  missionary  education  of  children  to  co-operate  in  a  plan  which  has  unlimited 
possibilities.  This  plan  sets  up  no  new  machinery  in  the  local  church,  in  the  dis- 
trict, or  in  the  annual  conference.  By  slight  modification,  it  makes  use  of  all 
existing  channels  in  a  more  effective  plan  for  the  children  of  the  church. 

IN  THE  CHURCH  SCHOOL 

The  term  church  school  will  be  used  to  include  Sunday  sessions,  additional 
week-day  sessions,  and  vacation  school  sessions  of  the  Children's  Division.  Teach- 
ers of  primary  and  junior  classes  in  the  small  churches  and  workers  in  the  primary 
and  junior  departments  in  larger  churches,  together  with  the  superintendent  of 
the  Children's  Division,  are  responsible  for  the  Sunday  session  and  any  additional 
sessions  that  seem  desirable  and  wise  in  every  local  church.  These  workers  shall 
report  all  activities  to  the  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

A ddhional  sessions  in  small  churches  will  be  referred  to  as  "meetings  of  the 
Children's  Division."  The  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  or  some  per- 
son nominated  by  her  will  have  charge  of  these  additional  sessions.  It  is  a 
recognized  fact  that  such  sessions  give  the  children  in  one-room  churches  their 
very  best  opportunity  for  a  worship  service  and  other  activities  not  possible  when 
the  entire  school  is  assembled. 

A  dditional  sessions  in  larger  churches  will  be  held  by  departments  and  should 
be  planned  by  the  departmental  workers  just  as  the  regular  Sunday  session  is 
planned. 

In  order  that  the  interest  and  the  resources  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
may  be  made  available  for  enriching  the  work  of  the  Children's  Division,  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  to  elect  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  one  of 
whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  plan  with  the  primary  and  junior  workers  concerning 
ways  in  which  world  friendship  may  become  a  more  vital  factor  in  the  program 
for  children.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety shall  also  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  missionary  society  concerning  what 
is  going  on  in  the  Children's  Division. 

Tiuice  a  year  missionary  units  will  appear  in  the  Group  Graded  Lessons  for 
primaries  and  juniors.  These  units  will  represent  the  co-operative  planning  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  the  General  Board  of  Christian  Education.  Units  in  booklet 
form  dealing  with  the  same  missionary  emphasis  will  be  prepared  co-operatively 
twice  each  year  by  the  two  boards.  Each  booklet  will  contain  complete  guidance 
and  a  variety  of  suggestions  concerning  the  ways  in  which  the  unit  can  be  used. 
There  will  be  one  booklet  for  use  in  the  primary  department  and  one  for  the 
junior  department.  While  these  booklets  are  prepared  primarily  for  schools  using 
the    Closely   Graded   Courses,   they   will   also   be    valuable   in    connection   with   the 
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missionary    units    of    the    Group    Graded    Lessons    in    churches    where    additional 
material  is  desired. 

The  children's  offerings  will  channel  through  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Enterprise  on  the  fourth  Sunday.  Offerings  may  also  be  brought  to  the 
additional  sessions  in  connection  with  the  missionary  units,  if  it  is  desired,  but 
this  money  also  should  be  included  on  the  next  succeeding  fourth  Sunday  when 
the  offering  for  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  is  taken.  All 
offerings  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  should  be  sent  from 
the  church  school  promptly  to  the  conference  treasurer  of  this  fund,  indicating 
the  amount  contributed  by  the  Children's  Division,  the  Young  People's  Division, 
and  the  Adult  Division.  The  co-operative  plan  provides  that  the  Woman's  Section 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  receive  eight  per  cent  (8%)  of  the  total  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  fund,  the  division  of  funds  to  be  made  by 
the  General  treasurer  in  Nashville,  and   not  in  the  local  church. 

SOME  TYPICAL  SITUATIONS 

Where  there  is  ?io  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  the  primary  and  junior  teach- 
ers should  confer  concerning  ways  in  which  the  world  friendship  material  in  their 
lesson  material  and  the  extra  missionary  units  can  be  used  to  best  advantage  in 
their  church.  The  Woman's  Section  of  the  Board  of  Missions  will  receive  eight 
per  cent  of  the  money  that  comes  from  that  church  even  though  there  is  no 
missionary  society  there. 

Where  there  is  no  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  primary  and  junior 
workers  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
will  get  together  and  carry  out  plans  which  they  decide  upon. 

Where  a  church  already  has  a  unified  program  with  extended  Sunday  or 
week-day  sessions,  a  definite  block  of  time  should  be  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the 
co-operative  units. 

Where  a  successful  Friendship  Circle  or  Boys  and  Girls  World  Club  is 
already  in  operation,  the  transition  making  these  organizations  additional  meet- 
ings of  the  Children's  Division  (in  the  small  church)  or  of  the  primary  and  of 
the  junior  department  (in  the  large  church)  will  be  easy.  The  superintendent  of 
the  division  should  call  a  meeting  of  the  primary  and  junior  teachers  and  the 
leader  in  charge  of  these  separate  organizations  to  make  specific  plans  concerning 
how  the  first  co-operative  unit  may  be  launched,  how  the  material  may  be  secured, . 
and  how  they  can  work  together  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the  co- 
operative plan. 

MAKING  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PLAX  EFFECTIVE  IN  THE 
LOCAL  CHURCH 

1.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  should  elect,  as  usual,  in  September 
all   necessary  workers   for   the   primary  and   junior   departments. 

2.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  elect  in  November  a  secretary 
of   Children's   Work    (heretofore    called   superintendent   of   Children's   Work). 

3.  The  superintendent  of  the   Children's   Division   should   call   together   the 
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primary  and  junior  teachers  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the  small 
church  to  make  plans  for  using  the  world  friendship  units.  In  larger  churches  it 
may  be  desirable  for  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  to  call  together 
the  primary  and  junior  department  workers  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work 
to  make  preliminary  plans.  The  departmental  superintendents,  together  with  their 
associates  and  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  will  be  responsible  for  working  out  the  details  of  plans  in  their  respective 
departments. 

4.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  should  receive  and  approve  plans 
worked  out  by  the  Children's  workers  for  additional  sessions.  In  the  event  some 
person  other  than  a  regular  primary  or  junior  worker  becomes  the  leader  of  the 
Children's  groups  at  these  extra  sessions,  that  person  should  be  elected  by  the 
board  as  a  regular  member  of  the  department  in  which  she  is  to  work. 

5.  The  name  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  should  be  on 
the  mailing  list  of  the  district  director  of  Children's  Work;  the  name  of  the 
secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  be  on 
the  mailing  list  of  the  conference  superintendent  of  Children's  Work  for  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

6.  All  Children's  workers  who  possibly  can  do  so  should  attend  any  group 
or  district  meeting  where  this  plan  will  be  discussed. 

7.  The  report  blanks  to  be  used  in  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  should  be  secured  and  gone 
over  together  well  in  advance  of  the  time  when  either  blank  is  to  be  used. 

8.  The  treasurer  of  the  local  church  school  should  have  the  name  of  the 
conference  treasurer  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  fund  in 
order  that  all  remittances  may  be  made  promptly.  In  remitting  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  funds,  it  is  important  to  indicate  the  offering  by  divisions — that  is, 
the  amount  from  the  Children's  Division,  from  the  Young  People's  Dvision,  and 
from  the  Adult  Division. 

9.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  should  take  official  action  concerning 
the  fourth  Sunday  offering  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  in 
order  that  from  the  beginning  we  may  "keep  faith"  with  the  children  and  with 
this  church-wide  plan  which  depends  upon  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  all 
of  us.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
sent  13  of  her  daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil; 
4  to  Korea;  and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  wives  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  have  gone  with  their 
husbands  to  their  appointments  in  the  foreign  countries  where  our  church  is 
established:  1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa 
(Congo  Beige).  With  the  consecration  of  Sarah  McCracken  this  year  ( 193  6), 
12  others  in  our  own  land  have  served  as  deaconess,  city  missionary,  or  contract 
worker  in  our  various  institutions  in  the  different  types  of  service  undertaken  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Another  is  in  training  at  Scarritt  College  for 
Christian  Workers  in  Nashville,  Tenn. 

This  year  there  are  reported  for  1935,  383  adult  auxiliaries  with  11,387 
members.  The  children's  divisions,  excepting  the  babies,  have  been  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  the  past  year,  but  from  their 
fourth  Sunday  offerings,  the  amount  of  $608.04  was  reported  as  the  Council's 
share  of  their  total  contributions.  The  babies  paid  $50  3.41  to  our  conference 
treasurer.  Since  1878,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  our  conference  societies  have  raised 
a  grand  total  of  $1,371,111.35  for  missions  in  home  and  foreign  lands;  and 
$870,600.79  for  local  work.

Durham!  That  place  of  allure  to  all  Carolina  Methodists  proved  a 
fulfillment  of  the  keenest  anticipation  of  the  eight  or  nine  hundred 
delegates  and  visitors  who  attended  the  annual  conference  of  1936.  From 
the  opening  moment  in  the  classic  shade  of  Duke  University,  through 
the  days  of  reports,  inspiration  from  speeches  and  beautiful  music, 
concentrated  knowledge  as  embodied  in  Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs,  social 
contacts,  and  the  Home  Missions  Jubilee  feeling  engendered  by  hav- 
ing so  many  former  conference  officers  sitting  in  their  accustomed 
front  seats,  until  we  drew  a  long  sigh  that  "all  was  over,"  the  King- 
dom of  God  seemed  quite  near  the  place. 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  21,  1936 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference Woman's  Missionary  Society  had  an  auspicious  beginning  in 
a  well-appointed  fellowship  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Union 
on  the  West  Campus  of  Duke  University. 

After  the  delicious  banquet,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  the  president  of 
the  conference,  introduced  President  W.  P.  Few  and  Dr.  R.  L. 
Flowers,  who  spoke  words  of  hearty  welcome  to  the  assembled  dele- 
gates. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  introduced  Mrs.  J.  C.  Angier,  who  expressed  the 
pleasure  of  the  women  of  Duke  Memorial  Church  and  of  Durham 
in  having  this  annual  meeting  in  their  city.  An  appropriate  reply  was 
spoken  by  Mrs.  J.  Wesley  Foreman. 

The  dinner  guests  then  adjourned  to  go  to  the  Duke  University 
Chapel. 

TUESDAY  EVENING  SERVICE 

After  the  organ  prelude  in  the  Duke  University  Chapel,  Dr.  H. 
E.  Myers,  of  the  Duke  University  School  of  Religion,  led  the  worship 
service  for  the  evening. 

The  Duke  University  Choir,  directed  by  Mr.  J.  Foster  Barnes, 
sang  two  beautiful  anthems,  after  which  Dr.  Myers  introduced  Bishop 
Paul  Kern. 
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The  bishop  drew  vivid  word  pictures  of  people  in  many  of  the 
lands  of  the  world,  the  Orient  and  Italy,  and  told  of  what  Christ 
has  meant  in  these  far-off  and  hidden  spots  of  the  world. 

He  closed  the  service  with  his  benediction. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  22,  1936 

As  a  fitting  opening  for  the  deliberations  of  the  conference,  the 
Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  under  the  leadership  of  the  presid- 
ing elder  of  the  Durham  district,  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Porter,  who  was 
assisted  by  several  of  the  local  pastors.  Over  300  communicants  par- 
ticipated in  the  sacrament. 

As  a  climax  of  inspiration,  Mrs.  H.  P.  Helman  sang  "Crucifix" 
by  Faure. 

After  a  few  words  of  welcome,  Mrs.  Gates  called  the  conference 
into  business  session. 

The  report  of  the  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  was  first 
made.* 

The  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  read  her  report. 

The  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  made  an  informal  report, 
full  of  information  about  the  financial  items  of  especial  interest. 

Miss  M.  Bessie  Harding,  superintendent  of  Literature,  read  her 
report. 

The  superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  made  her 
report,  and  explained  several  details  of  this  department. 

Since  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  could 
not  be  present;  her  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Faison.  The  report  showed 
that  the  Chinese  banner  should  go  to  the  Rocky  Mount  district;  that 
the  African  banner  goes  to  the  Elizabeth  City  district;  and  the  Korean 
banner  must  be  shared  by  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Cen- 
tenary Church,  New  Bern. 

The  courtesy  committee  was  appointed  as  follows:  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Knight,  chairman,  and  Mesdames  R.  E.  Brown,  Clyde  Smith,  J.  L. 
Kilgo. 

Miss  Fannie  Vann  read  her  report  on  the  Status  of  Women. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  brought  an  appeal  for  the  work  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Spiritual  Life  Work  of  the  missionary  society. 

The  hymn,  "Jesus  Calls  Us,"  was  sung.

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Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  then  read  her  message  as  president,  after  which 
Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  told  of  the  high-lights  of  the  recent  Council 
meeting  in  Dallas. 

A  special  privilege  was  asked  for  the  consideration  of  a  resolution, 
providing  that  the  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  this  session  of  the  missionary  conference. 

A  telegram  from  Miss  Sarah  McCracken  was  read,  and  announce- 
ments were  made. 

The  group  voted  to  send  fraternal  messages  to  the  conference  meet- 
ing in  Statesville  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society,  and  to  the  convention  of  Episcopal  ladies 
meeting  in  Durham,  and  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten. 

After  speaking  of  the  books  on  display  in  the  Book  Room  and 
making  further  announcements,  Mrs.  Gates  introduced  several  guests, 
among  them  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Dr. 
A.  M.  Gates,  Miss  Amma  Graham,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  and 
Mrs.  Hirst,  a  returned  missionary  from  Korea;  also  many  of  the 
preachers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

For  the  noon  worship  period,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Peppier  led  the  thought 
into  the  theme:  "Galilee  the  Lake  of  Memories,"  after  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Stanlev  had  sung  two  request  numbers,  "Oh,  Galilee,"  and  "Those 
Golden  Bells."  The  particular  theme  for  the  day  was  centered  around 
the  words,  "Nevertheless,  at  Thy  Word."  She  suggested  that  when 
we  reach  the  place  in  Christian  experience  where  we  can  say  "Never- 
theless," we  release  God's  "Henceforth,"  and  drew  word  pictures  of 
people  who  had  said  this  "Nevertheless"  to  God:  Mary  as  a  virgin,  the 
lad  with  the  five  loaves,  and  Christ  himself  in  the  garden  of  Geth- 
semane.  She  also  told  of  people  of  the  present  time — Stanlev  Jones, 
Dwight  L.  Moody,  and  others. 

Mrs.  Peppier  closed  with  prayer,  and  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Dr.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  22,  1936 

The  afternoon  session  of  Wednesday  opened  by  singing  the  hymn, 
"Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life,"  after  which  the  Rev. 
Forrest  Hedden  led  the  brief  worship  period. 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Read  made  an  informal  report  about  Christian  Social 
Relations. 
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She  told  of  two  projects  of  this  department;  one,  the  sending  of 
Ruby  Burnett,  a  negress,  to  Paine  College;  and  the  other,  the  Temp- 
erance Education  contest.  She  then  presented  the  winners  of  the  essay 
contest:  first,  Vivian  Inez  Yelverton,  10  years  of  age,  who  won  the 
junior  division  prize  for  essays,  and  then  Bessie  Mae  Johnson,  aged 
15,  the  winner  of  the  intermediate  division.  Both  of  these  young 
ladies  read  their  essays  on  "Alcohol  and  What  It  Does." 

The  winner  in  the  third  group,  Kenneth  Leon  Johnson,  19,  could 
not  be  present,  but  Miss  Ellese  Oliver,  the  second  choice  in  this  division, 
was  introduced. 

Carolyn  House,  aged  10,  was  winner  of  the  poem  in  the  junior 
section,  with  Jane  Hardee,  13,  winner  in  the  intermediate  division, 
and  Frances  Lassiter,  winner  of  the  senior  division.  The  two  last 
mentioned  young  ladies  were  present  and  recited  their  poems. 

The  prize  posters  were  exhibited,  and  Marvin  Siddle,  a  10  year 
old  winner,  explained  his  poster. 

Bettie  Warren  Calvage,  15,  was  winner  in  the  second  age  group, 
and  Virginia  Goodrich,  21,  winner  in  the  third  group. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  was  remembered  and  a  telegram  ordered 
sent  to  her. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  the  location  of  committee  rooms,  and  ad- 
journed the  conference  into  Session  Committee  meetings. 

In  the  late  afternoon,  the  ladies  of  Trinity  Church,  Durham, 
Missionary  Society  gave  a  most  delightful  tea,  at  the  Hope  Valley 
Country  Club.  All  visitors  and  delegates  were  invited  and  enjoyed  the 
delicious  refreshments  and  social  intercourse.  In  the  receiving  line 
were  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates 
and  the  other  conference  officers. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  22,  1936 

The  Wednesday  evening  session  was  called  "International  Rela- 
tions Night."  After  a  beautiful  organ  prelude,  a  hymn,  "Jesus  Shall 
Reign,"  was  sung,  and  a  splendid  quartette,  "Help  Me  to  Be  Holy," 
by  the  Messrs.  Mason,  Bryan,  Speed  and  Hundley,  the  Trinity  Male 
Quartette. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Smith,  pastor  of  Duke  Memorial  Church,  led  the 
worship  service,  reading  a  selection  from  the  new  Methodist  Hymnal, 
and  led  in  prayer. 
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The  Trinity  Male  Quartette  then  sang  the  old  negro  spiritual, 
"Steal  Away." 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  presented  a  report  as  chairman  of  International 
Relations.  She  uttered  a  hopeful  note  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  mission- 
ary women  toward  peace,  largely  because  of  their  studies  and  meet- 
ings during  the  past  year. 

Around  the  chancel  were  seated  some  thirty  people  dressed  in  the 
costumes  of  the  nations  of  the  world,  a  sight  that  pointed  the  con- 
siderations of  the  hour. 

Dr.  Elbert  Russell,  dean  of  Duke  University  School  of  Religion, 
was  introduced  and  spoke  on  "World  Peace  and  War."  He  compared 
the  costs  of  war  and  missions,  and  expressed  regret  that  when  financial 
cuts  must  be  made,  it  seems  that  missions  was  the  first  field  to  get  the 
cut. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  23,  1936 

The  Thursday  sessions  opened  most  appropriately  with  a  short 
period  of  quiet  devotion,  during  which  Mrs.  S.  J.  Angier  played  soft 
organ  music.  After  this,  at  9:00  o'clock,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  led 
the  meditation  on  the  thought  of  "The  Cross  and  World  Redemp- 
tion." The  hymn,  "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone?"  was  first  sung, 
after  which  Mrs.  Chadwick  impressively  spoke  of  the  crosses  of  every 
day  life,  and  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Jasper  Hamlin  beautifully  sang  "Go  Ye  Into  All  the  World," 
by  S.  J.  MacWatters. 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Gates  fixed  the  bar  of  the 
conference  and  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers. 

The  tellers  were  announced  as:  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  chairman, 
and  Mesdames  Marvin  Siddle,  E.  B.  Craven,  J.  P.  Temple,  M.  E. 
Teague  and  Miss  Fannie  Vann. 

The  count  showed  217  voting  members  of  the  body. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs,  the  representative  of 
Council  to  our  conference,  and  the  Administrative  Secretary  of  Home 
Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  then  conducted  the  hour  for  the  district  secretaries, 
and  the  following  secretaries  spoke  in  order: 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  of  Durham  district. 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Delaney  of  Elizabeth  City  district. 
Mrs.  Dan  C.  Lawrence  of  Fayetteville  district. 
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Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  of  New  Bern  district. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  of  Raleigh  district. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  of  Rocky  Mount  district. 

Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  of  Wilmington  district. 

Each  told  of  some  of  the  high-lights  of  her  district  work  for  1935 
and  of  some  hopes  for  the  coming  year. 

At  this  time  Mrs.  Chadwick  had  set  up  a  large  shrub  representing 
the  mustard  tree  which  Christ  spoke  of  as  symbolic  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  As  each  district  secretary  finished  her  talk,  she  placed  on  the 
tree  one  of  the  "fowls  of  the  air,"  which  showed  the  objectives  for 
next  year.  This  was  all  crowned  by  the  dove  of  peace. 

The  Korean  urn  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Downs  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Durham  district,  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  whose  district  had  the 
largest  number  of  auxiliaries  achieving  the   efficiency  aim. 

After  announcements  had  been  made,  the  young  ladies  of  the 
Y.  W.  Circle  of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  put  on  a  clever 
skit,  "A  Glimpse  Into  a  Community  Center." 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs  then  addressed  the  conference  on  "Our  Com- 
munity Centers."  She  told  of  the  many  interesting  types  of  work  that 
have  to  be  done  in  these  centers,  and  plead  for  consideration,  especially 
socially,  for  the  workers  who  so  sacrificially  give  their  lives  to  this  type 
of  home  work. 

Telegrams  were  read  and  messages  delivered  and  replies  ordered 
sent  to  Mrs.  May  Edla  Smith  Earley  and  Mrs.  Lee  Johnson. 

It  was  announced  that  the  number  of  delegates  and  officers  regis- 
tered is  304. 

A  showing  of  those  present  who  had  never  before  attended  an 
annual  conference  was  asked  and  appeared  to  be  more  than  half  of 
the  group  present. 

After  the  introduction  of  several  former  conference  officers  and 
the  local  hostess  chairmen  of  committees,  the  noon  worship  period  was 
entered  into. 

A  quartette  of  ladies — Mesdames  Stanley,  Helman,  Cunningham 
and  Whitted — rendered  a  lovely  selection,  "The  Lord  Is  My  Shep- 
herd," by  Franz  Schubert. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Peppier  then  continued  the  theme  of  devotion  of  the 
noon  period,  "Galilee,  the  Lake  of  Memories,"  taking  for  this  day 
the  thought,  "Carest  Thou  not  that  we  perish?"  from  the  4th  chap- 
ter of  Mark. 
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She  referred  to  Stanley  Jones'  book  that  tells  of  many  catastrophes 
that  continue  the  asking  of  this  question. 

She  drew  vivid  word  pictures  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee  as  Christ  knew 
it  and  was  on  it  at  the  time  of  the  storm. 

Then  Mrs.  Peppier  answered  the  question  of  the  disciples  by  citing 
examples  that  show  the  spiritual  significance  of  suffering.  Sorrow  is  to 
be  transformed  in  usefulness. 

Christ's  answer  was,  "Why  are  you  fearful,  O  ye  of  little  faith?" 
"Lo,  I  am  with  you  always." 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Starnes. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  23,  1936 

At  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  the  Rev. 
M.  O.  Stephenson,  pastor  of  the  Lakewood  Church,  Durham,  read 
from  the  4th  chapter  of  Luke  and  offered  prayer. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  nominating  ballot  resulted  in  a 
majority  vote  as  follows,  for:

Mrs.  Wade 
and  Mrs.  Downs  explained  certain  points,  and  the  report  was  adopted 
as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  presented  with  nice  little  speeches  the  three 
banners  which  are  awards  for  Children's  Work. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  superintendent  of  Study,  read  her  report,  stress- 
ing the  outstanding  points  of  advance  for  1935. 

She  then  called  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  to  the  platform  to  pre-

Mrs.  Hood  accepted  the  jewel  in  a  few  appreciative  words. 

The  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study 
was  read  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond,  secretary  of  the  committee,  and 
accepted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Gates  called  to  the  platform  eight  ladies  who  have  done  some 
form  of  missionary  work.

In  a  few  stirring  words  each  responded,  in  the  following 
order,  Mrs.  Hirst,  Mrs.  Frank,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Parker,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Davis,  a  deaconess,  Mrs.  R.  J.  Parker,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  Mrs.  H.  K. 
King,  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Chesson. 

Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  read  the  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on 
Promotion  of  Work  and  Finances. 

Mrs.  Boone  spoke  of  stressing  the  study  of  stewardship  rather  than 
just  presenting  it. 

As  two  young  ladies  brought  to  the  altar  lighted  candles,  Mrs.  Mc- 
Kinne  presided  over  the  placing  in  the  Korean  urn  of  the  pledges  of 
the  districts,  which  were  made  as  follows:

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The  report  on  Promotion  of  Work  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Publicity. 

A  group  of  ladies  then  presented  a  playlet,  "The  Magic  Turn," 
directed  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Hall.  This  showed  the  value  of  the  World 
Outlook, 

The  session  was  adjourned  for  the  afternoon  with  a  prayer  by 
Mrs.  Gates. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  23,  1936 

The  Thursday  evening  session  of  the  conference  was  opened  with 
an  organ  prelude,  after  which  the  hymn,  "Hark,  the  Voice  of  Jesus 
Calling,"  was  sung. 

The  choir  of  Duke  Memorial  Church  beautifully  sang  "Send  Out 
Thy  Light." 

The  Rev.  E.  L.  Hillman,  pastor  of  Trinity  Church,  Durham,  led 
the  worship  period,  closing  with  prayer. 

After  another  inspiring  anthem  by  the  Duke  Memorial  Choir, 
Mrs.  Gates  introduced  the  first  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Downs,  whose  address  covered  the  "Fifty  Years  of  Home  Missions." 
She  told  of  the  characteristics  of  the  women  who  started  this  move- 
ment a  half  century  ago,  and  of  some  problems  of  that  period,  and 
of  the  continuous  questions  of  alcohol  and  peace.  She  suggested  that 
the  goal  of  world  brotherhood  is  still  pertinent  after  fifty  years. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Ormond  then  addressed  the  conference  on  "The  New 
Home  Missions  Challenge."  He  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  rural 
problem  in  the  South  and  of  North  Carolina  in  particular,  especially 
in  the  present  period  of  spiritual  depression. 

He  suggested  that  we  must  do  two  things:  first,  that  we  revitalize 
our  church  in  order  to  convince  the  world  that  we  have  Christian  love, 
and,  second,  that  we  possess  an  evangelistic  passion.  Dr.  Ormond  pro- 
posed that  we  have  a  trained  young  woman  for  work  in  each  rural 
pastoral  charge. 

Mrs.  Gates  at  this  time  made  an  announcement  that  the  North 
Carolina  Missionary  Conference  has  in  sight  the  completion  of  a  pro- 
ject of  placing  in  the  Teachers'  College  in  Greenville  a  deaconess 
who  will  minister  to  the  religious  needs  of  students. 

The  service  closed  by  singing  "O,  Beautiful  for  Spacious  Skies," 
and  a  benediction  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hillman.

FRIDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  24,  1936 

On  Friday,  after  an  impressive  organ  prelude,  the  hymn,  "Be- 
neath the  Cross  of  Jesus,"  was  sung,  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  led  the 
thought  to  the  "Cross  and  Our  Daily  Tasks,"  and  gave  helpful  ad- 
monition to  have  God  in  each  day's  task. 

"My  Task"  was  sung  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Aldridge  in  a  most  in- 
spiring way. 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Gates  called  for  the  report 
of  the  Historical  Committee,  which  was  read  by  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler, 
secretary  of  the  committee.  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  spoke  to  explain 
the  enlargement  of  the  Historical  Committee.  It  was  voted  to  adopt 
the  report. 

Mrs.  Gates  again  introduced  Mrs.  Downs,  who  talked  on  candidate 
work,  and  told  of  instances  where  new  candidates  for  missions  had 
been  drawn  to  the  task  because  of  the  examples  of  Christian  living 
which  they  had  observed  in  those  already  carrying  on  the  work.

She  also  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Groups. 
This  report  was  adopted. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  was 
read  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  District 
Secretaries,  with  the  following  ladies  recommended:  for  the  Durham 
district,  Miss  Florine  Robertson;  for  the  Elizabeth  City  district,  Mrs. 
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J.  L.  Delaney;  for  the  Fayetteville  district,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Lawrence; 
for  the  New  Bern  district,  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews;  Raleigh  district, 
Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood;  Rocky  Mount  district,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Smithson; 
and  for  Wilmington  district,  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson. 

This  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  words  of  appreciation  for  the  years  of  work 
of  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  as  district  secretary  of  the  Rocky  Mount 
district.  She  introduced  other  former  district  secretaries  present,  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Baum  and  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  also  of  the  fine  service  of  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler, 
retiring  superintendent  of  Publicity. 

Mrs.  Everett  suggested  that  a  message  of  love  be  sent  to  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall. 

Alternates  to  the  Council  were  nominated  as  follows:  for  the 
president,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne.  Mrs.  McKinne  withdrew  her  name, 
and  nominated  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  who  was  elected;  and  for  con- 
ference secretary,  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  who  was  elected. 

Miss  Lizzie  Dell  Sutton  offered  a  cordial  invitation  for  the  1937 
conference  to  meet  in  Hay  Street  Church,  Fayetteville,  which  was 
accepted  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Reeves  brought  a  few  words  of  greeting  from  the 
Methodist  Orphanage  at  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  McKinne  then  announced  that  the  following  children  were 
being  made  life  members  by  the  conference  now  in  session:  Martha 
Ann  Rutledge  McKee,  great  granddaughter  of  Mrs.  Jesse  Dixon;

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Times  Seven"  as  a  mark  of  love  from  the  conference  and  the  author, 
Mrs.  Everett. 

A  surprise  treat  was  presented  in  the  appearance  of  the  Paine 
College  Quartette.  These  four  young  men  from  our  Council  institu- 
tion delighted  the  conference  with  several  spirituals.  A  rising  vote  of 
thanks  was  taken.  » 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs. 
W.  L.  Knight  and  adopted  by  another  rising  vote. 

The  secretary  moved,  and  it  was  so  voted,  that  the  reading  of  the 
"minutes"  be  omitted,  with  the  understanding  that  they  be  checked 
by  Mrs.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  Johnson  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Announcements  were  made  and  the  committee  ladies  of  Duke 
Memorial  Church  were  introduced. 

As  we  entered  into  the  Service  of  Remembrance  for  our  deceased 
sisters  of  the  past  year,  Mrs.  J.  Wesley  Foreman  beautifully  sang,  "O, 
Dry  Those  Tears." 

Mrs.  George  Hawkins,  who  for  many  years  has  conducted  the 
Service  of  Remembrance,  led  in  the  reading  of  a  commemorative 
selection  of  Scripture  from  the  Hymnal.  She  then  read  the  names  of 
those  who  had  passed  on  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  spoke  words  of 
appreciation  of  the  two  district  secretaries  whose  names  were  among 
those  on  the  list,  Mrs.  Flora  Kendall  and  Mrs.  Emma  Hunter,  and 
Mrs.  Wilson  closed  with  prayer. 

The  "Ave  Maria,"  by  Franz  Schubert,  was  played  as  a  violin  solo 
by  Miss  Emma  Rose  Cutts,  accompanied  by  the  organ. 

The  noon-day  meditations  were  concluded  by  Mrs.  Peppier,  stress- 
ing the  thought,  "It  is  the  Lord." 

She  recalled  how  Christ  had  returned  after  his  resurrection  to  the 
Sea  of  Memories,  and  appeared  to  his  friends  as  the  provider  of  a 
dinner  and  as  the  challenger  to  Peter's  devotion.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  year  1936  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the 
women  of  Southern  Methodism  in  the  cause  of  home  missions.  We  are  celebrating 
this  year  its  golden  jubilee.  The  foreign  work  had  its  inception  eight  years  earlier, 
in  1878.  Our  own  conference  was  a  pioneer  in  both  departments,  and  I,  as  your 
president,  am  today  wearing  the  jubilee  emblem,  presented  eight  years  ago,  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  in  recognition  of  this  fact.  The  two  North  Carolina  societies, 
home  and  foreign,  were  merged  in  1912.  Surely  this  extended  privilege  of 
service  with  and  for  others  should  cause  us  to  rejoice.  Another  reason  for  thanks- 
giving on  this  occasion  will  appear  in  the  reports  of  your  officers.  A  comparison 
of  the  statistical  tables  for  19  35  with  those  of  1934  reveals  gains  everywhere 
except  in  the  single   item   of   number   of  auxiliaries  attaining  the   efficiency  aim. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  attribute  this  single  lapse  to  the  change  in  standards 
set  by  the  Council.  The  goal  seems  to  have  been  placed  a  bit  too  high  for  some 
-of  our  auxiliaries.  Let  us  endeavor  to  put  "the  stretch  into  our  reach"  this  year 
and,  if  possible,  regain  the  fifty-eight  honor  roll  societies,  which  failed  to  register 
one  hundred  per  cent  in  efficiency.  Even  with  this  loss,  we  stepped  up  our  rating 
among  the  conferences  from  sixth  to  third  place. 

We  made  splendid  increases  in  number  of  auxiliaries,  auxiliaries  observing  the 
Week  of  Prayer,  and  in  finances,  although  our  rating  in  these  particulars  among 
the  conferences  remains  the  same  as  last  year.  This  indicates  a  normal,  widespread 
growth  among  all  conferences,  for  which  we  are  grateful.  In  all  other  departments 
we  advanced  one  or  more  places  in  rating  among  the  conferences. 

Our  splendid  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  raised  in  1935  was  a  source  of 
great  joy  to  us  all,  but  the  most  gratifying  and  thrilling  fact  was  that  each  district 
paid  its  entire  pledge  with  an  increase.  Surely  we  must  thank  God  for  His  bountiful 
goodness  unto  us,  and  face  the  future  with  high  courage  and  a  determination  to 
continue  to  move  forward  with  Him. 

We  are  ever  mindful  that  these  successes  were  only  possible  because  officers  and 
•members  of  the  conference  and  of  auxiliaries  were  faithful,  even  to  the  point  of 
sacrifice,  in  the  responsibility  which  was  theirs,  thus  proving  themselves  worthy 
daughters  of  the  pioneers  whom  we  honor  in  this  jubilee  year. 

NEW  FRONTIERS 

In  these  fifty  years,  forms  of  organization  have  changed,  missionary  termin- 
ology and  program  are  different,  but  the  missionary  motive  is  the  same.  The  basic 
reason  for  the  missionary  enterprise  still  is  that  "if  I  have  Jesus  Christ,  I  must 
accept  the  obligation  to  share  Him." 

Each  generation  must  face  frontiers  peculiar  to  its  time,  but  Christianity  is 
always  concerned  with  those  frontiers. 
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We  are  today  nearer  to  the  people  in  China  and  Japan  and  India  than  the 
people  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard  were  to  the  Pacific,  when  the  women  of  the  church 
answered  the  call  for  aid  in  providing  homes  for  preachers,  who  were  sacrificing 
their  all  to  carry  a  Christian  civilization  to  our  Western  borders.  Modern  science 
has  broken  down  those  geographical  barriers  of  fifty  years  ago,  and  made  the  peoples 
of  the  earth  into  one  great  neighborhood.  Our  generation  must,  therefore,  think 
of  frontiers  in  terms  of  vast  areas  of  human  need  and  human  relationships.  Men 
and  women  of  religious  conviction  can  not  remain  on  the  side  lines.  We  must 
furnish  the  spiritual  dynamic  that  will  transform  this  world  neighborhood  into  a 
world  brotherhood. 

Honorable  Francis  B.  Sayre,  assistant  secretary  of  State,  says  that  "if  our  civili- 
zation can  not  be  brought  to  understand  more  clearly  and  to  believe  more  strongly 
in  the  fundamental  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  principles  upon  which  He 
staked  His  life,  our  civilization  can  not  survive. 

"Men  must  of  their  own  consciousness  come  to  perceive  the  utter  folly  of  trying 
to  build  a  civilization  on  materialism  and  brute  force,  and  come  to  realize,  perhaps 
through  suffering,  that  the  enduring  values  that  humanity  will  always  crave  grow 
out  of  understanding  and  love  and  self-sacrifice." 

Within  the  recent  past  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  nationalize  Christianity 
instead  of  Christianizing  nations,  but  Christian  leaders  have  come  to  realize  that 
a  world  that  does  not  place  spiritual  values  above  material  values  is  a  world  upside 
down,  and,  as  Honorable  Francis  B.  Sayre  has  said,  if  our  civilization  is  to  be  saved 
it  must  incarnate  spiritual  ideals. 

An  indication  of  this  change  in  viewpoint  is  the  fact  that  the  Foreign  Missions 
Conference,  representing  sixty-nine  mission  boards,  recognizes,  as  a  noticeable  trend 
of  the  present  day  missionary  enterprise,  an  increased  emphasis  on  the  teachings  of 
Christ,  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  stress  upon  missions  as  a  project.  This 
attitude  is  not  new.  It  is  rather  a  return  to  the  original  missionary  motive. 

In  harmony  with  this  revival  of  emphasis  on  applied  Christianity  in  the  mis- 
sionary movement,  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  has  stated  two  objectives: 

1.  A  renewed  warmth  of  heart  within  each  individual  in  the  church. 

2.  A  passion  to  share  Jesus  Christ  with  others  and  to  enlist  them  in  His  service. 
The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  would  do 
well  to  make  these  two  objectives  the  first  goal  towards  meeting  adequately  the 
Herculean  tasks  which  face  American  Christian  womanhood  today. 

We  honor  the  heroic  pioneers  in  foreign  missions,  and  those  who  heard  the  call 
to  service  in  the  homeland.  We  thrill,  as  we  look  back  over  the  fifty  years  of  service 
and  evaluate  our  missionary  heritage,  but,  unless  we  respond  with  equal  courage 
and  sacrificial  service  to  the  call  of  our  needy  world,  we  shall  be  false  to  that 
glorious  heritage.  The  needs  of  our  generation  are  just  as  urgent  as  were  those 
that  challenged  the  women  of  1878  and  18  86.  Strangely  enough  the  challenge 
which  seems  most  urgent  comes  to  us  from  the  open  country,  just  as  it  came  to  them.

the  challenge  of  the  rural  areas 

Every  Christian  organization  including  mission  boards,  not  only  in  America 
but  around  the  world,  is  giving  serious  consideration  to  meeting  the  need  of  a 
better  individual  and  community  life.  Dr.  Kagawa  tells  us  that  in  Japan  they  have 
organized  one  hundred  "Farmers'  Gospel  Schools."  What  they  try  to  do  is  to  take 
laymen  for  short  periods  of  time  and  train  them  for  village  ministry.  For  this  work 
they  select  humble  men,  who  can  see  the  needs  of  the  people  and  feel  their  suffering. 
It  is  the  hope  of  the  Christian  forces  that  they  may  extend  the  plan  of  these  "Gospel 
Schools"  so  as  to  send  trained  Christian  workers  into  each  of  the  9,600  villages 
which  now  have  practically  no  Christian  ministry.  They  hope  to  enter  one  hundred 
villages  a  year  for  ten  years. 

In  Korea  our  own  Euline  Smith,  of  Hamlet,  is  carrying  on  rural  and  village 
evangelism.  She  often  walks  from  village  to  village,  a  distance  of  from  twelve  to 
twenty  miles  in  a  day. 

On  Thursday  night  we  shall  hear  from  Reverend  J.  M.  Ormond  the  story  of 
our  own  rural  community  needs.  Our  conference  is  a  rural  conference.  We  can 
not  close  our  eyes  to  conditions,  when  we  learn  that  throughout  the  South  there  are 
twelve  and  a  half  million  rural  people  who  are  not  in  any  church.  There  are  more 
rural  white  people  out  of  the  church  than  there  are  white  and  black  people  in  the 
church,  including  every  creed. 

Although  two  out  of  every  three  people  in  rural  areas  are  not  members  of  any 
church,  the  average  gain  in  membership  per  church  in  1934  was  only  three  in  the 
open  country.  Are  conditions  better  in  North  Carolina  than  in  the  average  Southern 
state? 

Let  us  take,  as  a  major  objective  this  year,  a  careful  study  of  the  needs  of  our 
own  community  and  then  set  about  making  Christ  a  living  reality  there. 

Every  individual  Christian  needs  to  realize  that  the  greatest  adventure  in  the 
world  is  not  climbing  Mt.  Everest,  or  penerating  the  stratosphere,  or  exploring 
the  regions  around  Little  America,  but  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on 
this  earth. 

CALL  FOR  BETTER  HOMES 

The  womanhood  of  the  church  in  1886  responded  to  a  call  for  better  homes 
for  their  preachers.  Wc,  too,  face  a  need  for  better  homes,  but  our  call  is  not  for 
brick  and  mortar;  our  task  is  far  more  difficult  and  baffling.  We  must  build  homes 
of  high  ideals,  high  standards  of  purity  and  virtue.  We  must  re-establish  the  sanctity 
of  the  marriage  vows  and  deepen  respect  for  family  relationships.  All  about  us  lie 
the  ruins  of  broken  homes.  Yet  we  know  that  no  nation  can  hope  to  rise  above  its 
homes  and  no  Christian  civilization  can  long  continue  when  such  deplorable  con- 
ditions obtain. 

We  are  told  that  while  one  out  of  every  six  marriages  results  in  divorce,  it  is 
true  that  when  both  husband  and  wife  are  members  of  a  Christian  church  the 
percentage  drops  to  two,  and,  when  both  are  actively  engaged  in  church  work, 
only  one  per  cent  of  the  homes  are  broken  by  divorce  and  separation. 
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It  would  seem,  then,  that  the  surest  cure  for  this  most  serious  menace  to  our 
Christian  civilization  is  to  be  found  in  the  two  above  mentioned  objectives  of  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism.  We  can  not  evade  this  call;  we  must  release  the  power 
of  Christ-centered  lives  upon  our  American  homes. 

CITIZENSHIP 

With  Communism,  race  prejudice,  war,  and  a  rampant  liquor  propaganda 
casting  their  ugly  shadows  across  our  national  life,  the  Christian  citizens  of  America 
face  another  responsibility  which  can  not  be  side-stepped.  Mr.  Cale  K.  Burgess, 
of  the  United  Dry  Forces,  reminds  us  that  "this  is  election  year  in  North  Carolina. 
During  the  next  few  months,  while  primaries  and  conventions  are  being  held,  our 
citizens  are  determining  the  type  of  persons  who  will  make  our  laws  and  enforce 
them." 

We  are  told  that  there  are  more  women  than  men  in  North  Carolina.  Whether 
we  like  it  or  not,  we  stand  side  by  side  with  the  men  at  the  ballot  box,  and  we  are 
equally  responsible  for  the  type  of  officials  we  have  in  our  state,  from  constable 
to  governor.  If  we  fail  to  select  good  men  and  women  for  these  responsibilities, 
we  cannot  hope  to  have  good  laws. 

Unfortunately  it  is  still  true  that  "the  children  of  this  world  are — wiser  than 
the  children  of  light."  The  forces  of  paganism  are  overshadowing  our  Christianity 
because  of  the  sacrificial  devotion  of  their  advocates,  who  are  willing  to  give  life, 
if  need  be,  to  their  cause,  while  followers  of  Christ  remain  passive,  indifferent  to 
the  evils  which  are  sapping  the  very  life  blood  of  our  Christian  civilization. 

No  generation  has  ever  had  the  lure  of  wine  so  thrust  upon  it  as  has  the  present. 
It  imposes  itself  upon  us  everywhere,  from  magazines  and  newspapers,  store  win- 
dows, restaurants,  moving  pictures  and  other  public  places.  It  is  true,  however, 
that  if  Christian  citizens  will  outwork  the  liquor  advocates,  the  Communists  and 
militarists,  we  can  outvote  them. 

ENLIST  THE  YOUNG  WOMEN 

It  is  interesting  to  realize  that  the  women  who  adventured  into  the  work  of 
home  missions  were  young  women.  Miss  Lucinda  Helm,  Miss  Mary  Helm,  Misses 
Sue  and  Belle  Bennett  of  the  General  Board,  and  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  Mrs.  W.  S. 
Black,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Shaw,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Spiers  and  others  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  gave  unsparingly  of  their  young  womanhood  to  meet 
the  needs  of  their  day.  We  are  grateful  for  the  thirteen  hundred  young  women  of 
our  conference  who  have  this  year  enlisted  in  our  seventy-one  Young  Women's 
Circles  to  help  meet  the  challenge  of  our  needy  generation.  We  already  feel  the 
influence  of  their  enthusiasm,  and  we  must  continue  to  seek  out  more  young  women 
and  set  before  them  the  open  door  of  opportunity,  which  the  varied  program  of 
the  missionary  society  offers  to  them. 

Just  as  rapidly  as  they  are  ready,  let  us  elect  them  to  office  in  our  societies,  and 
thereby  secure  their  co-operation  in  keeping  our  plans  abreast  of  present  day  needs. 

While  we  seek  to  enlist  young  women  in  the  work  of  the  organization,  we 
should  ever  be  on  the  lookout  for  capable,  trained  young  women,  who  can  answer 
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the  call  for  more  workers  in  every  field.  Miss  MacKinnon  says:  "There  is  need 
for  new  missionaries  in  many  fields.  The  opportunities  and  difficulties  of  the  present 
world  situation  calls  for  the  most  able  and  devoted  young  women  of  our  church 
to  dedicate  themselves  to  the  building-  of  the  Christian  community  throughout  the 
world." 

North  Carolina  Conference  is  proud  of  having  given  Miss  MacKinnon  and 
twenty-four  other  capable,  consecrated  young  women  for  service  in  home  and 
foreign  mission  fields.  Shall  we  not  continue  to: 

"  'Give  of  our  'sons'  and  daughters  'to  bear  the  message  glorious,' 
'Give  of  'our'  wealth  to  speed  them  on  their  way; 
Pour  out  'our'  souls  for  them  in  prayer  victorious; 

to  bring  the  brighter  day?" 

The  unfinished  task  is  immeasurably  greater  than  all  that  has  been  done.  To 
falter  now  is  literally  to  desert  the  field  of  battle,  defeated  in  the  midst  of  victories. 
Not  only  to  save  the  world  but  to  save  our  own  souls,  the  work  of  missions,  so 
splendidly  begun  must  be  carried  on.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

The  year  1935  marked  a  season  of  steady  growth  in  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Every  department  went  forward  and 
in  conference,  district  and  zone  meetings  there  was  an  atmosphere  of  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  Systematic,  faithful  work  always  has  its  reward  and  how  our  hearts 
rejoice  today,  as  we  enumerate  some  of  our  gains! 

We  had  at  the  end  of  the  year  3  83  adult  auxiliaries,  a  net  gain  over  1934  of 
26  auxiliaries.  In  membership  we  reached  11,387  or  770  new  members  added 
during  the  year.  Of  these  11,387  members,  1,302  are  members  of  Young  Women's 
Circles  of  which  there  are  71  in  the  conference,  11  more  than  we  had  in  19  34 
with  406  more  members. 

There  are  68  auxiliaries  promoting  baby  specials  and  they  paid  $50  3.00  into 
the  treasury.  We  hope  that  this  department  will  grow  during  1936  and  that  we  shall 
have  a  much  longer  list  of  auxiliaries  working  with  the  babies,  to  report  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  When  parents  and  friends  of  little  children  in  our  own  communi-. 
ties  realize  that  their  offerings  go  to  help  children  of  other  races  all  around  the 
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world,  they  will  be  glad  to  enroll  their  babies  and  help  in  this  beautiful  work  the 
Council  is  doing.  Verily,  "a  little  child  shall  lead  them." 

Mrs.  Wooten  will  tell  us  about  the  co-operative  work  of  the  children  in  the 
church  school.  This  plan  is  working  well  in  many  of  our  churches.  We  want  to 
be  sure  that  it  is  being  used  throughout  the  conference. 

We  are  not  so  happy  over  our  World  Outlook  campaign,  even  though  our  sub- 
scriptions have  shown  an  increase  and  we  now  stand  higher  than  at  any  time  since 
early  in  1930.  In  that  year  we  had  1,950  and  we  now  have  1,919  subscribers  (at 
end  of  1935).  However,  with  11,387  members  in  our  conference,  that  is  a  very 
small  percentage.  Not  only  do  officers  of  auxiliaries  and  circle  leaders  need  this 
magazine  in  their  work,  but  all  Christian  women  who  would  be  intelligent  church 
members  should  read  the  World  Outlook.  For  a  broader  vision,  a  deeper  consecra- 
tion and  a  greater  enthusiasm,  study  the  World  Outlook! 

It  is  with  great  joy  that  we  announce  for  the  second  year  in  a  number  of  years 
that  we  overpaid  our  pledge  to  Council.  Last  year  we  overpaid  by  $1,200.  This 
year,  or  in  1935,  we  overpaid  by  over  $3,000.  We  stand  fifth  in  Council  in  amount 
of  money  paid  in.  Let  us  not  forget,  however,  that  our  goal  is  "Increased  gifts  per 
capita."  As  our  membership  goes  up,  we  must  see  that  our  gifts  increase  accordingly. 

I  do  not  want  to  take  the  privilege  from  our  superintendent  of  Study  of  report- 
ing the  splendid  increase  of  that  phase  of  our  work  and  the  same  thing  applies  to 
that  big  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  In  discussing  the  organization 
work  of  our  conference,  though,  we  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  the  increased 
interest  of  our  members  in  these  departments  and  rejoicing  over  the  results  which 
can  already  be  noted. 

The  report  of  Council  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  stated  that 
one  conference  president  attributed  the  payment  of  her  conference  pledge  to  the 
growth  in  interest  and  work  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  in  that  conference.  I 
feel  sure  that  much  of  our  progress  in  the  N.  C.  Conference  this  past  year,  if  not 
all,  has  been  the  result  of  and  answer  to  the  earnest  prayers  of  our  women.  Who 
can  estimate  the  worth  and  potentiality  of  these  groups  who  are  constantly  praying 
for  the  on-going  of  the  Kingdom  throughout  the  world?  With  God,  all  things  are 
possible.  Let  us  go  forward  in  193  6  with  the  full  confidence  that  our  God  is  leading 
us.  May  it  be  a  year  of  victory!

COUNCIL  REPORT 


Once  again  I  have  had  the  happy  privilege  of  attending  a  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

"Council,"  that  word  that  spells  "magic"  to  the  missionary  woman,  met  in 
the  beautiful  city  of  Dallas,  Texas,  in  March,  193  6.  Long  before  we  reached 
Texas,  the  wonderful  fellowship  that  always  is  so  evident  at  Council  meetings  was 
felt.  Groups  of  women,  traveling  from  the  East,  Middle  West  and  Southwestern 
sections,  gathered  on  the  trains  and  talked  of  conference  problems,  foreign  and 
home  fields  and  with  great  joy  and  earnestness,  anticipated  the  Council  program. 
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What  a  welcome  awaited  us  in  Dallas!  Several  trains  arrived  at  the  same  hour 
and  as  crowds  of  women  streamed  into  the  big  station  the  hostess  committees  were 
there  with  open  arms  and  the  usual  hearty  Western  welcome.  "Courtesy  cars," 
placed  at  the  convenience  of  the  delegates,  were  there  to  take  us  to  the  hotels  and 
every  morning  these  cars,  with  Dallas  women  at  the  wheel,  were  at  the  hotel  at 
8:30  to  take  us  to  the  beautiful  First  Methodist  Church,  where  the  sessions  were 
held. 

Two  busy  days  of  committee  work  followed  and  an  educational  conference, 
at  which  time  problems  and  questions  of  conference  women  were  discussed  and 
objectives  named. 

On  Friday  morning,  March  20th,  the  formal  opening  of  the  twenty-sixth 
session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  which  also  celebrated  the  golden 
jubilee  of  home  missions,  took  place.  For  the  first  time  in  the  memory  of  those 
present  the  president,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  appeared  on  the  rostrum  alone,  to  open 
the  meeting.  Mrs.  F.  S.  Parker,  that  gentle  and  gracious  recording  secretary;  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Mills,  the  capable  vice-president;  and  the  genial,  friendly  calendar  clerk, 
Mrs.  Nat  Rollins,  were  absent.  Mrs.  Mills,  who  had  been  detained  at  the  hotel  by 
a  slight  indisposition,  arrived  later,  but  the  other  two  were  absent  throughout  the 
session  on  account  of  illness  in  their  respective  homes.  Mrs.  Fred  A.  Lamb,  of 
Kansas  City,  was  elected  secretary  fro  tem,  and  our  own  president,  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates,  was  elected  calendar  clerk  for  the  session. 

Mrs.  Perry,  in  her  annual  message,  mentioned  the  fact  that  as  missionary 
women,  we  are  rich  in  anniversaries.  She  told  of  the  beginnings  of  the  home 
mission  work  in  our  church,  of  Bishop  Hargrove's  return  from  the  West  with  hi« 
heart  burdened  because  of  the  hardships  of  the  preachers  and  their  families  in  that 
pioneer  section.  The  appeal  found  a  ready  response  in  the  heart  of  a  woman. 
Miss  Lucinda  Helm  took  up  the  task  of  presenting  this  cause  to  the  women  of  the 
Southern  Methodist  Church  and,  in  1886,  fifty  years  ago,  the  General  Conference 
set  up  a  Woman's  Department  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  with  Miss  Helm 
as  general,  secretary.  Four  years  later  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission 
Society  was  organized.  Another  change  came  in  eight  years  when  authorization 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  given.  The  two  boards, 
Foreign  and  Home,  functioned  until  the  union  of  the  work  in  1910  and  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

At  this  session  of  the  Council  the  home  work  was  featured.  "Deaconess"  was 
a  popular  word  and  there  were  many  of  them  present  for  the  occasion,  about  one 
hundred. 

On  Monday,  which  was  especially  planned  as  Home  Missions  Day,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Downs,  administrative  secretary  of  Home  Work,  spoke  on  "Fifty  Years  of  Home 
Missions."  Her  address  was  followed  by  short  talks,  given  by  a  number  of  deacon- 
esses, on  "Experiencing  God  in  a  Life  of  Service."  From  their  own  work  and  ex- 
perience they  gave  testimony  of  the  power  of  God  in  human  hearts  and  the  joy 
that  comes  through  service  to  one's  fellowman.  More  than  one  hundred  deaconesses 
occupied  seats  of  honor  in  the  choir  loft  and  chancel,  for  this  occasion,  and  later 
in  the  morning  a  photograph  was  taken  of  all  home  workers. 
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"The  Awakening  to  Rural  Needs"  was  presented  by  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell,  of 
Scarritt  College,  and  a  short  demonstration  of  the  deaconesses  work  in  rural  com- 
munities was  put  on  by  Misses  Fannie  Bame,  Sarah  Kee,  Bert  Winter,  Dora  Hoover, 
Myrta  Davis,  Sheila  Nutall,  Minnie  Lee  Eidson  and  Mrs.  Downs.  A  very  fine 
address  on  "The  Essentials  in  Community  Building"  was  made  by  Miss  Mary 
Minis,  extension  sociologist  and  state  communitv  worker  of  the  University  of 
Louisiana. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  after  the  report  of  the  Sessions  Committee  on  Home 
Fields,  Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  Deaconess  Margaret  Young  and  Deaconess  Grace 
Gatewood  spoke  on  "The  Challenge  of  the  City." 

For  the  evening  program,  the  home  mission  jubilee  play,  "Lift  up  Thine  Eyes," 
written  by  one  of  our  deaconesses,  Dorothy  Garrett,  was  presented  at  Southern 
Methodist  University  by  Miss  Mary  McCord  and  her  pupils  in  the  school  of  drama 
of  the  university.  In  the  play  the  beginnings,  growth  and  development  of  the  home 
mission  enterprise  were  effectively  depicted  and  it  was  an  impressive  and  brilliant 
performance. 

Turning  from  these  highlights  of  the  Council  session  to  more  prosaic  but  none 
the  less  interesting  moments,  when  reports  of  the  past  year  were  given.  Mrs.  Helen 
Bourne,  in  her  report  on  Organization,  stated  there  were  8,062  auxiliaries  with  a 
membership  of  257,981  at  the  close  of  1935.  This  was  a  net  gain  of  579  auxiliaries 
and  12,921  members  over  1934;  1,186  Young  Women's  Circles,  with  15,334 
members,  were  reported  which  showed  a  gain  of  446  groups  during  the  year.  Her 
report  also  showed  177,224  members  of  Mission  Study  classes  and  153,487  mem- 
bers of  Bible  Study  classes.  Of  the  9,606  Mission  Study  classes  reported,  2,833  were 
classes  which  will  receive  Council  recognition.  For  the  department  of  Supplies, 
$79,306  represented  the  total  gifts.  $1,267  was  donated  for  electric  refrigeration 
in  foreign  fields. 

From  the  treasurer's  report  it  was  found  that  the  total  income  from  193  5  was 
$948,993.71.  From  the  conferences  came  $796,037.61.  Special  gifts,  annuities  and 
bequests  made  up  the  remainder  of  the  total  receipts.  One  of  the  interesting  sources 
of  our  income  was  life  memberships.  For  1935  they  totaled  more  than  $20,000. 
"While  our  income  has  increased,  the  per  capita  giving  has  decreased,"  said  Mrs. 
Fulton.  "We  must  remember  that  we  can  grow  financially  only  as  each  woman 
increases  her  own  gifts." 

The  Los  Angeles  Conference  made  the  highest  per  capita  gifts.  The  North 
Georgia  Conference  headed  the  list  as  giving  the  largest  amount  of  money,  Vir- 
ginia Conference  coming  second.  As  has  been  the  record  for  several  years,  North 
Carolina  Conference  stood  fifth.  In  1935,  for  the  first  time,  pledges  were  made 
without  taking  into  consideration  the  Children's  Work.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  was  a  gain  of  more  than  $7,000  from  the  conferences  and  counting  in  the 
amount  received  from  fourth  Sunday  offerings,  there  was  a  gain  of  $24,274  over 
1934.  "In  1936,"  said  Mrs.  Fulton,  "we  can  begin  to  go  forward  again." 

Miss  Estelle  Haskin,  secretary  of  Publications,  reported  in  her  usual  witty  style. 
As  a  result  of  a  trip  into  Mexico  and  her  attendance  at  the  Western  Mexican 
Conference,  it  was  decided  that  she  prepare  a  series  of  monthly  leaflets  to  be  trans- 
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lated  into  Spanish  for  these  Mexican  women,  who  are  very  enthusiastic  in  their 
missionary  work.  The  Week  of  Prayer  literature,  particularly  the  retreat  pro- 
grams, had  been  well  received,  she  said,  and  extensively  used. 

Reports  showed  that  the  effort  to  place  the  World  Outlook  in  the  hands  of 
church  members  outside  of  the  missionary  society  had  not  been  very  successful.  In 
the  last  quarter's  report  3  89  of  these  subscriptions  were  reported.  However,  the 
World  Outlook  has  held  its  own,  financially,  and  thus  the  partial  restoration  of  the 
rotogravure  section  has  been  made  possible.  This  magazine  is  invaluable  to  mis- 
sionary women. 

In  her  report  on  Children's  Work,  Miss  Constance  Rumbough  mentioned  the 
fact  that  the  co-operative  plan  had  now  been  in  effect  for  a  year  and  she  emphasized 
some  of  the  needs  and  also  some  of  the  successes  of  this  plan  of  work.  This  spring 
the  children  are  having  their  third  unit  in  the  co-operative  plan  on  world  friend- 
ship. It  has  been  estimated,  by  the  literature  sold,  that  350,000  children  were  en- 
rolled in  the  first  two  units.  This  is  about  four  times  the  number  that  was  enrolled 
formerly,  in  the  separate  organizations.  "As  I  see  it,"  said  Miss  Rumbough,  "the 
most  urgent  need  at  present  in  the  Children's  work  is  that  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  should  have  a  greater  sense  of  its  responsibility.  Actual  experience  as  super- 
intendent of  a  Junior  Department,  in  a  church  school,  has  clearly  shown  me  the 
urgent  need  of  the  teachers  for  help,  that  the  missionary  society  can  give."  It  is 
very  important,  she  stated,  that  every  auxiliary  elect  a  representative  to  serve  on 
the  local  Board  of  Christian  Education.  This  was  Miss  Rumbough's  last  report, 
as  she  had  already  given  her  resignation,  as  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  to  Mrs. 
Perry  before  the  opening  of  Council.  Miss  Noreen  Dunn  was  elected  to  fill  this 
office. 

Mrs.  Downs,  in  making  her  report  of  the  Home  Work,  on  this  anniversary 
occasion,  said,  "The  official  forces  of  the  missionary  organization  of  Southern 
Methodist  women  give  humble  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  guiding  pres- 
ence through  the  years  and  express  reverent  appreciation  for  the  pioneers  who  led 
the  way  along  this  road.  We,  who  have  inherited  the  responsibility  handed  from 
woman  to  woman  through  fifty  years  of  service,  salute  you  today — brave  pilgrims 
of  an  untried  road.  You  dreamed  a  dream  and  saw  a  vision,  which  has  become  a 
reality,  and  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies  of  1936  give  you  loving  praise." 

The  home  mission  program  today,  as  conducted  by  trained  leaders  and  through 
institutions,  is  astounding  in  its  scope.  It  cannot  be  explained  by  figures  and  num- 
bers, but  it  includes  evangelism,  education,  co-operation  with  government  schools, 
work  in  hospitals,  jails  and  sanatoriums,  week-day  religious  instruction,  vacation 
Bible  schools  and  other  types  of  work,  too  numerous  to  mention.  It  calls  for  the 
support  of  evangelistic  workers,  traveling  missionaries,  teachers,  doctors,  nurses, 
community  workers,  directors  of  religious  education,  industrial  experts  and  super- 
visors. 

Miss  McKinnon's  report  on  Foreign  Work  told  largely  of  her  recent  visit  to 
the  Orient  and  the  mission  work  in  four  of  the  fields,  China,  Korea,  Japan  and 
Mexico,  which  she  visited  earlier  in  the  year. 
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To  Miss  McKinnon  it  was  like  going  home  to  go  to  China  again.  She  reached 
there  in  time  for  the  last  three  days  of  the  jubilee  celebration  of  China  Conference 
— its  fiftieth  anniversary — and  to  attend  the  dedication  service  of  the  beautiful  new 
administration  building  of  McTyeire  School,  of  which  she  was  principal  when  in 
China.  I  wish  that  I  might  bring  to  you  every  word  of  her  report  of  her  visit  to 
the  Far  East,  also  the  messages  of  Dr.  Cram,  who  had  just  returned  from  Africa, 
and  Dr.  A.  W.  Wasson,  who  spoke  on  his  official  visit  to  Brazil. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  parts  of  her  report  was  her  mention  of  the  work 
which  has  come  about  as  the  result  of  our  Week  of  Prayer  offerings  for  several 
years.  "Most  enthusiastic  are  Miss  Kiang,  the  principal  of  Laura  Haygood  School," 
she  said,  "and  her  teachers  and  pupils  about  plans  for  the  new  administration  and 
classroom  building,  to  be  erected  from  the  1935  Week  of  Prayer. offering,  and 
from  funds  raised  in  China."  More  than  $10,000  (Chinese  currency)  has  been 
raised  and  there  is  confident  expectation  of  bringing  the  fund  in  China  to  $15,000. 
She  spoke  of  Stephenson  Memorial  Hospital,  in  Changchow,  and  of  the  equipment 
which  our  1933  Week  of  Prayer  offering  made  possible.  At  that  hospital  the 
Council  not  only  supplies  the  missionary  nurses  but  makes  an  annual  contribution 
in  the  maintenance  budget. 

In  Korea,  she  saw  beautiful  Case  Hall,  at  Ewha  College,  and  listened  to  a 
recital  in  Emerson  Chapel  of  that  building  in  the  only  college  for  women  in  Korea. 
Seoul  Centre,  which  shared  with  Laura  Haygood  School  our  1935  offering,  re- 
ceived it  "none  too  soon,"  she  said,  as  "the  buildings  are  literally  falling  to  pieces. 
The  workers  are  eagerly  making  plans  for  the  new  building." 

In  closing  her  message,  Miss  McKinnon  said,  "I  cannot  close  this  report  without 
again  calling  attention  to  the  need  for  new  missionaries  in  many  fields.  The  oppor- 
tunities of  the  present  world  situation  call  for  the  most  able  and  devoted  young 
women  of  our  church  to  dedicate  themselves  to  the  building  of  the  Christian  com- 
munity throughout  the  world." 

Christian  Social  Relations,  which  shows  home  missions  in  action,  was  represented 
by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Newell,  superintendent  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  of  that  bureau  by  the  chairmen.  Mrs.  Newell  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  six  years  since  the  present  plan  of  organization  had  been  formed 
and  that  we  are  beginning  to  reap  the  benefits.  "One  of  the  basic  concepts  is  that 
of  the  value  of  making  public  opinion"  said  Mrs.  Newell.  "The  next  is  that  each 
one  of  us  has  her  share  in  making  public  opinion.  A  third  fundamental  is  that 
every  public  issue,  with  a  moral  content,  has  a  direct  bearing  on  our  personal 
lives."  Studying  such  problems  as  the  causes  and  cures  of  war,  the  effects  of  legalized 
alcoholic  beverages,  the  neglect  of  dependent  children,  the  degenerate  effects  of 
indecent  pictures  on  young  personalities,  facing  the  plight  of  the  share-cropper 
and  many  other  conditions  of  the  day  has  become  to  our  women  "quite  as  absorbing 
as  the  swapping  of  recipes  or  the  newest  chrochet  patterns."  "Leadership  schools 
for  colored  women  are  doing  more  than  any  other  factor,  except  the  Bethlehem 
Houses,  to  create  a  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness  between  Southern  Methodist  white 
women  and  women  of  the  colored  churches."  About  400  women  attended  these 
schools  last  summer. 
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Miss  Daisy  Davies  reported  "a  deepened  sense  of  need,  a  response  to  the  quiet, 
silent  meditation  and  a  new  interest  in  sharing  helpful  experiences"  through  the 
Spiritual  Life  Groups.  There  are  several  thousands  of  these  definite  groups  in  the 
churches  and  many  thousands  are  pledged  to  keep  the  "quiet  hour."  A  stronger 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  using  a  definite  message  or  theme  for  meditation  and 
discussion. 

In  the  fall  there  is  to  be  held  at  Scarritt  College  a  "School  of  Religious  Living" 
for  the  conference  chairmen  of  Spiritual  Life  and  superintendents  of  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

I  have  not  in  this  report  yet  mentioned  the  "spiritual  feast"  that  came  to  the 
members  through  the  messages  of  Dr.  Charles  W.  Gilkey,  of  Chicago  University, 
who,  each  day  at  10:3  0,  spoke  to  the  Council  for  half  an  hour  in  a  most  vital  way 
on  "The  Missionary  Gospel,"  and  on  Sunday  morning  preached  the  annual  sermon 
on  "The  Light  of  the  World."  Dr.  Gilkey  sees  clearly  the  problems  and  challenges 
of  the  day  and  speaks  with  a  force  and  incisiveness  that  deeply  impresses  his  hear- 
ers. Never  will  the  women  of  the  Council  forget  the  earnestness  and  urgency  of 
his  messages. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  great  privilege  of  hearing  that  great  world-Christian, 
Dr.  Toyohiko  Kagawa,  came  to  us.  To  those  who  have  seen  and  heard  him,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  tell  of  his  address.  The  personality  of  this  saintly  product  of  Chris- 
tian missions  leaves  a  lasting  impression  upon  all  who  look  upon  his  face.  The 
auditorium  of  that  great  church  was  filled  to  overflowing  and  we  were  told  that 
the  street  was  filled  with  a  great  throng  who  could  not  get  into  the  church. 

Every  afternoon,  at  +  o'clock,  Dr.  Cuninggim  brought  a  closing  spiritual 
message  that  soothed  and  calmed  the  strained  nerves  after  a  busy  day  as  only  the 
gentle,  quiet  personality  of  this  man,  so  beloved  by  all  missionary  women,  could  do. 
His  talk  on  the  "Power,  Program  and  Presence  of  Jesus"  could  well  be  used  by 
our  Spiritual  Life  Groups  throughout  the  year. 

The  tea  given  for  the  Council  at  the  Virginia  K.  Johnson  Home,  one  of  our 
own  institutions,  was  greatly  enjoyed.  Miss  Mary  Freeman,  from  North  Carolina, 
is  superintendent  of  the  home. 

Two  other  great  occasions,  during  the  Council,  should  be  mentioned — the 
fellowship  dinner,  which  featured  the  anniversary  of  home  missions — a  joyous, 
festive  occasion  with  speeches,  candlelight,  beautiful  flowers  and  the  happy  fellow- 
ship that  such  hours  always  bring;  and  the  consecration  service.  On  Sunday  night, 
twelve  young  women  were  consecrated  for  service  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields. 
It  was  a  sacred  and  joyous  hour,  especially  to  your  own  president  and  secretary,  as 
one  of  our  conference  daughters,  Sarah  McCracken,  received  her  commission  as  a 
deaconess.  Not  since  the  Council  of  1931  had  we  had  this  great  privilege  of  having 
one  of  our  North  Carolina  girls  in  the  class  for  consecration.  On  this  occasion, 
when  twelve  young  lives  were  being  offered  for  the  Master's  service,  one  of  those 
who  had  finished  her  term  of  service  on  the  foreign  field,  was  present  to  receive 
the  award  of  "emeritus  missionary."  Miss  Alice  Waters,  for  43  years  a  missionary 
in  China,  spoke  for  a  few  minutes.  She  went  out  before  there  was  a  "Scarritt,"  she 
said,  and  this  was  the  eighth  time  she  had  attended  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
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Missions  and  its  successor,  the  Council.  She  felt  no  sacrifice,  she  said,  in  going  to 
China,  the  only  sacrifice  she  felt  was  in  coming  home  from  China,  in  giving  up 
her  work  there.  Her  happy  face  expressed,  as  nothing  else  could  do,  the  love  of 
Christ  and  willing  service  for  him,  for  which  her  life  has  been  given. 

Thus  this  wonderful  work  of  missions  is  being  carried  on  by  the  women  of  the 
world.  From  failing  hands  the  older  ones  in  service,  hand  on  the  torch  to  young, 
eager  hands.  Be  theirs  the  ones  to  hold  it  high!  Lead  on,  O  King  Eternal.

REPORT  OF  RECORDING  SECRETARY 

As  a  representative  of  the  executive  committee  of  our  Conference  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,  I  attended  six  zone  meetings  and  two  district  conferences — 
those  of  the  Fayetteville  and  New  Bern  districts — in  1935.  My  assigned  duties  at 
these  meetings  required  that  I  talk  on  almost  every  phase  of  the  work,  from  the 
cultivation  of  the  babies  to  a  general  round  table  questionnaire.  These  duties  were, 
in  reality,  to  me,  intellectual  and  spiritual  life-preservers,  since  they  necessitated 
continual  study  of  all  parts  of  our  missionary  program,  and  resulted  in  soul  refresh- 
ment, to  the  speaker,  if  not  to  the  listeners. 

In  the  duties  peculiar  to  a  recording  secretary  last  year,  I  kept  the  minutes  for 
the  annual  meeting  and  of  all  but  one  of  the  executive  committee  meetings,  and 
attended  to  the  printing  of  the  statistical  folder  for  conference  and  the  yearbook. 
It  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  our  superintendent  of  Literature  that  the  entire 
edition  of  the  yearbook  for  last  year  has  been  exhausted.  We  hope  that  this  means 
that  the  copies  have  been  utilized  and  studied  by  the  presidents  of  auxiliaries  and 
others  who  are  desirous  of  knowing  details  of  our  missionary  work. 

It  has  been  the  aim  to  make  the  yearbook  comprehensive  enough  to  answer 
almost  any  question  about  any  phase  of  our  conference  and  general  work.  And  it 
is  the  desire  of  those  who  authorize  its  publication  that  the  use  to  which  it  is  put 
may  justify  the  large  expense  involved. 

May  this  detail  work  aid  in  the  advance  of  the  Master's  Kingdom !

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  co-operative  plan,  whereby  the  General  Board  of  Christian  Education  and 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  care  for  the  missionary  education  of  our  chil- 
dren, has  been  in  operation  a  year.  In  launching  this  new  plan  we  were  handicapped 
by  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  which,  in  many  places,  prevented  the  gather- 
ing together  of  the  children.  Yet,  the  local  secretaries,  who  are  ever  ready  to 
overcome  obstacles  and  to  study  new  ways  to  make  the  work  more  effective,  carried 
the  work  forward  in  a  remarkably  fine  manner. 

This  plan  has  some  advantages  over  the  former  plan.  By  having  some  of  the 
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work  done  during  the  church  school  hour,  we  are  enabled  to  reach  more  children. 
My  reports  show  an  enrollment  of  over  six  hundred  more  than  last  year's  reports. 
Then,  too,  more  church  school  teachers  are  becoming  interested  and  are  working  in 
our  world  friendship  units.  Furthermore,  the  number  of  church  schools  sending 
in  their  fourth  Sunday  offering  has  greatly  increased. 

There  is,  however,  one  danger  and  of  this  I  wish  to  warn  you.  The  local  mis- 
sionary society  must  not  relinquish  its  responsibility  for  the  missionary  training  of 
the  children.  Please  do  not  get  the  idea  that  we  have  given  this  work  over  to  the 
Board  of  Education.  That  board  is  looking  to  us  to  do  our  part.  Be  sure  that  each 
auxiliary  elects  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  then  the  whole  society  support 
her  in  this  work.  In  carrying  on  her  week-day  sessions,  if  she  needs  help  in  any  way, 
don't  hesitate  to  give  it  to  her.  If  she  needs  teachers,  help  there.  If  she  needs  cars 
to  take  the  children  to  and  from  the  church,  help  there.  If  she  needs  help  in  putting 
on  an  entertainment,  help  there.  Be  on  the  alert.  Look  for  something  to  do  for  our 
children. 

Our  work  for  the  year  has  some  outstanding  features.  According  to  Miss  Rum- 
bough's  estimate,  we  stood  among  those  conferences  that  reported  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  friendship  units.  This  was  very  pleasing  to  me  and  yet  I  knew  of  quite  a 
number  of  strong  auxiliaries  whose  Children's  secretaries  did  not  report.  I  think 
that  some  of  these  did  the  work  but  for  some  reason  failed  to  report  to  me.  The 
The  Rocky  Mount  district  did  outstanding  work  and  is  entitled  to  receive  the 
Chinese  banner.  This  work  was  featured  by  the  number  of  reports  and  the  regularity 
and  accuracy  of  reporting.  The  Elizabeth  City  district  is  entitled  to  receive  the 
African  banner  for  the  greatest  number  of  sessions  held.  Both  Edenton  Street, 
Raleigh,  and  Centenary,  New  Bern,  are  entitled  to  receive  the  Korean  banner  for 
the  emphasis  placed  upon  the  world  friendship  units  as  expressed  in  their  activities.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

The  real  foundation  of  our  educational  work  in  the  missionary  society  is  our 
study  program.  Mission  and  Bible  Study  not  only  develops  our  spiritual  growth, 
broadens  our  prayer  life  and  helps  us  in  our  Christian  living,  but  it  gives  us  an 
intelligent  understanding  and  a  sympathetic  appreciation  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  It  increases  missionary  interest  and  helps  us  sense  and  meet  our  responsi- 
bilities as  brother  to  brother.  This  is  the  purpose  of  study.  Are  you  so  gripped  with 
its  importance  that  you  want  to  do  something  about  it? 

The  work  of  the  Study  Department  has  advanced  along  all  lines.  Reports  for 
the  year  1935  show  large  increases  over  any  previous  year.  It  is  most  gratifying 
to  know  that  our  conference  standing  is  higher  this  year  than  it  has  ever  been 
before.  Out  of  the  40  conferences  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  our  North 
Carolina  Conference  stands  7th  in  the  number  of  Mission  Study  classes  held.  In 
1934  we  stood  1 0th,  going  up  3  places.  We  have  gone  forward  1  place  in  Mission 
Study  class  membership,  now  standing  13th.  We  stand  7th  in  number  of  Bible 
Study  classes,  moving  up  six  places  over  our  record  of  13th  place  the  previous  year. 
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In  Bible  Study  class  membership,  our  conference  standing  in  Council  was  1 8th 
place  in  1934  and  we  have  advanced  to  11th  place.  Are  you  not  proud  of  such  a 
high  standing  in  Council?  Think  of  it,  7th  from  the  top  in  both  Mission  and  Bible 
Study  classes  held.  We  stand  1 1th  in  Council  in  number  of  Mission  Study  classes 
applying  for  Council  certificates.  This  is  also  an  excellent  rating  in  this  highest 
type  of  study. 

Last  year  245  auxiliaries  reported  one  or  more  study  classes,  an  increase  of  25 
auxiliaries  studying.  There  were  418  Mission  Study  classes  reported,  an  increase 
of  83  and  328  Bible  Study  classes,  an  increase  of  81,  making  a  total  of  746  study 
classes  held  last  year,  with  a  total  increase  of  164  classes.  11,027  women  attended 
these  study  sessions,  showing  an  increase  of  1,93  6  class  members  and  visitors.  This 
growth  is  due  to  the  fact  that  245  auxiliary  study  superintendents,  district  and  zone 
study  leaders,  district  secretaries  and  hundreds  of  other  fine  Christian  women  in  all 
parts  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference  have  accepted  a  challenge.  They  have 
given  themselves  to  earnest  study.  They  are  not  only  reporting  numbers,  but  they 
are  reporting  a  new  consciousness  of  world  brotherhood,  changed  attitudes,  definite 
action  to  improve  conditions,  increased  efficiency,  all  of  which  comes  about  through 
information  that  brings  inspiration.  Let  us  continue  to  grow  until  we  have  reached 
our  goal  of  "Every  Auxiliary  Studying."  Make  it  your  big  aim  to  carry  out  the 
full  program  of  study  this  year,  which  consists  of  five  requirements,  as  follows: 
(a)  two  Mission  Study  classes,  using  current  books;  (b)  one  Bible  Study  class, 
using  current  book;  (c)  a  reading  circle;  (d)  a  missionary  library;  and  (e)  four 
prompt  quarterly  reports,  using  the  regular  blanks.  If  your  three  classes  are  all 
standard  and  all  the  other  requirements  are  met,  you  will  have  earned  a  conference 
study  efficiency  aim  certificate.  If  you  carry  out  the  entire  program  and  your  three 
study  classes  were  not  standard  but  were  conducted  as  best  suited  the  class,  you  will 
have  earned  a  conference  study  honorable  mention  certificate.  This  year  a  number 
of  auxiliaries  failed  to  send  one  of  the  four  quarterly  reports  required,  others  did 
not  report  a  reading  circle  or  missionary  library.  All  of  these  requirements  must 
be  met  this  year  if  the  certificates  are  earned.  There  are  no  longer  points  to  be 
counted.  The  requirement  is  that  the  entire  study  program  be  carried  out.  Will  you 
not  let  this  be  your  goal? 

If  you  can  have  only  one  study  class  and  report  this,  you  are  raising  your 
district  standing.  If  you  have  three  study  classes,  two  Mission  Study  classes  and 
one  Bible  Study,  using  current  text  books  approved  by  Council  and  report  these 
promptly  to  your  conference  superintendent  of  Study,  you  will  be  helping  your 
district  win  the  "Lillie  Moore  Everett  jubilee  study  jewel."

COUNCIL  RECOGNITION  CERTIFICATES 

The  highest  type  of  study  class  is  the  standard  council  class.  This  is  not  recom- 
mended for  all  auxiliaries,  but  for  those  who  are  ready  for  advanced  study  and 
wish  their  Mission  Study  program  to  equal  our  club  study  programs.  If  your  aux- 
iliary is  not  quite  ready  for  this  advanced  type  of  work,  I  suggest  an  information 
class,  conducted  as  best  suits  the  group.  However,  there  are  many  missionary  societies 
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in  our  conference  that  could  do  Council  class  work  if  they  studied  the  requirements. 
These  are  found  in  the  Study  Handbook  and  also  on  the  back  of  the  Council  applica- 
tion blank  which  I  will  gladly  send  upon  request. 

Mission  Study  classes  meeting-  Council's  requirements  for  a  standard  class  are 
awarded  special  recognition  certificates  by  Council  to  encourage  intensive  study.  For 
the  study  of  "Orientals  in  American  Life"  by  Palmer,  and  "That  Other  America" 
by  Mackay,  the  following  auxiliaries  are  awarded  certificates:

To  the  district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  reporting  three 
study  classes  during  the  year,  two  Mission  Study  classes  and  one  Bible  Study  class, 
using  current  books  approved  by  Council,  is  awarded  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett 
jubilee  study  jewel.  A  description  of  this  beautiful  jewel  is  found  in  Mrs.  Everett's 
book,  "Seven  Times  Seven."  It  was  given  to  our  conference  by  Mrs.  Everett  as  a 
memorial  forever  of  the  golden  jubilee  year  in  the  department  of  Study.  It  is  meant 
to  suggest  that  our  work  finds  its  inspiration  in  information.  This  has  stimulated 
auxiliaries  to  Mission  and  Bible  Study  and  is  proving  a  real  blessing  to  our  con- 
ference. It  was  awarded  first  in  192  8  to  Rockingham  district,  with  a.  25%  record 
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and  presented  to  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson,  district  secretary.  Since  then  it  has  been 
won  by  Washington  district,  1929  and  1930;  New  Bern  district  in  1931  ;  Elizabeth 
City  district  in  1932  and  193  3. 

For  the  past  two  years,  1934  and  1935,  it  has  belonged  to  the  New  Bern  district 
and  has  been  worn  by  its  secretary,  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews.  For  the  first  time  the 
jewel  is  awarded  to  the  Raleigh  district  with  a  5  6%  record  of  its  auxiliaries  report- 
ing three  study  classes  and  will  be  worn  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  the  enthusiastic 
district  secretary.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

The  greater  part  of  my  report  has  already  been  made  to  you  as  it  appeared, 
each  week,  on  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page. 

During  the  year,  every  department  of  the  whole  organization  has  been  given 
space  and  there  have  been  news  items  from  every  section  of  the  conference. 

The  value  of  publicity  is  generally  recognized  so  that  each  week  there  are 
sufficient  news-reports  to  fill  our  space.  However,  let  me  insist  that  the  quality  of 
our  reading-matter  may  be  greatly  improved  if  the  auxiliaries  would  be  careful 
to  report  the  efficiencv  achievements  and  the  unusual  things  rather  than  the  ac- 
complishment of  our  prescribed  routine  of  work.  It  is  a  great  inspiration  to  each 
individual  group  to  know  that  in  meeting  a  certain  standard,  the  conference  standard 
will  be  raised,  yet  each  auxiliary  has  special  achievements  that  the  conference  would 
be  interested  in  knowing. 

Let  me  urge  the  continued  use  of  posters;  especially  can  these  be  used  effectively 
in  the  vestibules  of  the  churches  to  awaken  the  interest  of  those  not  enlisted  in  the 
work.  Then,  too,  our  women  should  provide  missionary  programs  for  the  church 
congregations.  Many  members  are  hardly  aware  of  the  scope  of  our  work  and  our 
Methodist  congregations  remain  in  ignorance  of  how  the  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety is  proving  a  good  neighbor  to  the  nations  of  the  world. 

The  goal  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions  has  not  been  reached  since  only  1,8  81 
have  been  reported.  A  liberal  use  of  the  Outlook  would  be  invaluable  in  stimulating 
every  department;  consequently  an  increase  in  the  subscription  list  should  be  con- 
sidered a  major  achievement  for  1936. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  know  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  a 
greater  privilege  to  make  it  known  unto  others.

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The  purpose  of  this  report  is  not  merely  to  tell  you  that  5  00  bulletins  have  been 
mailed  each  month,  that  almost  the  same  number  of  packets  of  program  literature 
have  been  mailed  each  quarter  and  that  so  many  record  books  have  been  sent  out 
that  the  conference  officers  and  superintendents  are  rejoicing  in  the  fact  that  the 
reports  which  go  to  them  now  are  sent  in  on  the  regular  authorized  blanks;  but 
also  to  use  these  moments  alloted  to  me  in  trying  to  make  some  of  the  work  of 
this  superintendency  so  clear  that  it  may  help  you  and  me  to  work  together  with 
greater  efficiency  in  supplying  literature  to  the  women  of  our  conference. 

Bulletins  are  sent  to  the  presidents  and  the  superintendents  of  Publicity. 

We  are  supplied  with  a  sufficient  amount  of  literature  to  give  you  all  the 
auxiliary  program  leaflets  necessary  for  preparing  the  programs  satisfactorily.  If 
you  are  not. getting  enough  of  them  for  your  purpose  notify  me  and  I  will  do  my 
best  to  arrange  to  meet  your  needs. 

Record  books  may  be  secured  for  3  5  cents  each  or  65  cents  a  set.  Handbooks 
are  5  cents  each. 
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Materials  for  baby  specials  will  be  sent  direct  from  Literature  Headquarters, 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  to  the  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials.  So  please  write  direct 
to  Literature  Headquarters  for  all  materials  for  your  Baby  Department. 

Young  Women's  Circles  have  the  choice  of  two  types  of  literature.  You  may 
choose  the  regular  program  leaflets  for  the  adult  society  or  you  may  have  the 
simplified  literature  for  new  societies.  This  same  choice  is  granted  to  new  societies. 
These  programs  make  a  two  year  course.  The  first  quarter  will  be  sent  upon  appli- 
cation. The  second  will  be  sent  as  soon  as  you  notify  me  that  the  first  is  completed 
and  you  are  ready  for  the  second.  The  third  will  be  sent  on  the  same  conditions  as 
the  second.  I  heartily  recommend  this  simplified  literature  for  use  in  the  Young 
Women's  Circles  and  in  new  societies. 

I  do  not  know  why  some  of  the  literature  does  not  get  to  you  nor  why  occasion- 
ally a  letter  fails  to  reach  me.  I  do  understand  why  many  did  not  get  their  litera- 
ture for  the  first  quarter  and  have  failed  even  in  the  second  quarter. 

In  our  handbook  (a  copy  has  been  mailed  to  every  auxiliary  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference)  page  45  in  our  constitution  and  by-laws,  we  read:  "At  the  No- 
vember business  meeting  either  annually  or  biennially  the  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held."  Then  under  the  duties  of  the  corresponding  secretary,  the  same  page,  we 
read,  "She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference  secretary  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary."  If  this  had  been  done 
last  November,  each  president  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  would  have  re- 
ceived the  literature  for  the  first  quarter  before  Christmas.  Wherever  there  was  a 
failure  to  do  this,  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  send  the  literature  to  the  former  presi- 
dent and  then  later  to  the  new  president,  making  double  expense  for  the  ones  who 
failed  to  follow  this  regulation.  Will  you  not  follow  this  direction  and  thus  help 
get  the  program  literature  distributed  promptly  without  the  extra  expense  of  sending 
a  second  packet  to  the  same  auxiliary  during  the  same  quarter. 

In  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  W.  M.  S.,  the  office  of  superintendent  of 
Literature  and  Publicity  is  divided,  and  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  1415  Gregson  St.,* 
Durham,  N.  C,  is  the  superintendent  of  Publicity  and  the  World  Outlook.  You 
send  to  her  your  reports  on  Publicity  and  the  World  Outlook. 

You  are  not  expected  to  send  me  a  report  of  any  kind.  Write  to  me  if  you  need 
any  kind  of  program  literature  and  I  will  do  my  best  to  get  it  to  you. 

Please  pass  the  leaflets  on  to  someone  else.  They  are  good.  These  may  be  sent 
to  some  member  who  is  interested  but  cannot  attend  the  program  meetings  or  they 
may  be  sent  to  some  disinterested  person  and  change  that  person  to  a  strong  force 
in  God's  Kingdom. 

Our  literature  is  like  a  great  book  which  some  one  has  said  "is  a  great  ship  deep 
freighted  with  immortal  treasures,  breaking  the  sea  of  life  into  fadeless  beauty 
as  it  sails,  carrying  to  every  shore  seeds  of  truth,  goodness,  piety,  love,  to  flower 
and  fruit  perennially  in  the  soil  of  the  heart  and  mind."  Let  us  then  keep  sacred 
our  trust  by  doing  our  best  to  develop  these  eternal  truths  of  righteousness.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

As  I  look  toward  the  goal  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  think  of  a  world 
controlled  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  with  the  principle  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus  applied 
in  the  daily  life  of  every  individual,  a  world  where  all  people  live  abundantly, 
with  a  full  appreciation  of  all  the  finer  things  of  life,  and  contrast  this  ideal  with 
the  condition  that  really  exists,  I  feel  overwhelmed  with  the  responsibility  of  my 
office.  But  when  I  compare  the  report  of  this  year  to  that  of  one  year  ago  I  realize 
that  the  seed  that  have  been  sown  are  growing,  the  leaven  is  at  work.  Our  women 
are  deeply  interested  in  the  great  program  of  Kingdom  buidling  and  are  eager  to 
carry  out  the  plans  outlined  by  the  conference  committee. 

There  was  an  increase  in  every  item  in  the  statistical  report.  The  number  of 
auxiliaries  achieving  the  Standard  for  Efficiency  went  from  eight  to  twenty.  These 
are:  Durham  (Trinity  Church),  Orange,  Graham,  Chapel  Hill,  West  Durham. 
Elizabeth  City  (First  Church  J,  Hertford,  Washington.  Fayetteville  (Belle  Bennett), 
Fayetteville  (Hay  Street),  Whiteville.  Wilmington  (Grace  Church),  Wilmington 
(Trinity  Church).  Raleigh  (Edenton  Street,  Mary  Pescud),  Dunn,  Henderson 
(First  Church),  Oxford.  New  Bern  (Centenary),  Black  Creek,  Greenville. 

In  several  communities  study  programs  have  been  conducted  on  a  large  scale  in 
co-operation  with  other  church  women  and  civic  organizations.  This  collective 
thinking  and  concerted  action  have  proved  effective  in  bettering  conditions  locally 
as  well  as  in  molding  the  public  mind  regarding  questions  of  international  concern. 
The  subjects  of  these  studies  have  been  The  Christian  Home  and  World  Peace. 

Mandates  for  permanent  peace  were  signed  by  thousands  of  our  women  and 
the  major  project  of  the  International  Relations  Committee  for  this  year  is  the  sale 
of  Peace  Bonds. 

Results  from  the  Temperance  Education  Contest  have  been  more  than  worth 
the  effort.  Hundreds  of  papers  were  written  on  "The  Effects  of  Alcohol  on  the 
Human  Body."  These,  with  good  poems  and  instructive  posters,  were  evidence  of 
the  interest  of  our  young  people  in  this  subject.  Prizes  were  given  the  winners  in 
each  group  by  the  local  churches,  zones,  and  districts  and  the  winners  were  invited 
to  the  annual  conference  as  luncheon  guests  and  to  have  a  part  on  the  Christian 
Social  Relations  program.  The  winners  were  Vivian  Inez  Yelverton,  Bessie  Mae 
Johnson,  Kenneth  Leon  Johnson,  for  best  essays;  Carolyn  House,  Jane  Hardee 
and  Frances  Lassiter,  for  best  poems;  and  Marvin  Siddle,  Bettie  Warren  Salvage  and 
Virginia  Goodrich,  for  the  best  posters. 

In  many  churches  public  temperance  programs  were  given  by  the  young  people 
and  total  abstinence  pledge  cards  signed.  But  of  greater  value  than  the  signing  of 
pledges  is  the  conviction  of  these  young  people  that  they  can  not  afford  to  ever 
use,  even  moderately,  this  deceptive  narcotic  which  results  in  the  ruin  of  the  large 
percent  of  those  who  are  controlled  by  this  dangerous  habit. 

Anti-lynching  pledges  have  been  signed  by  large  numbers  of  men,  women  and 
officers  of  the  law. 
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The  women  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  Ruby  Burnett,  a  negro  girl, 
at  Paine  College,  and  by  their  prayers  and  assurances  of  their  personal  interest  have 
greatly  aided  her  in  her  development  during  the  past  year.  For  this  purpose  the 
women  are  asked  to  give  five  cents  per  member  this  year.  This  service  activity, 
though  small,  has  done  much  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  women  in  interracial 
co-operation. 

Negro  women  have  been  invited  to  attend  and  to  have  a  part  on  programs  of 
the  World  Day  of  Pray  and  Mission  Study  classes.  This  has  resulted  in  a  more 
sympathetic  understanding  between  this  group  and  our  own. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  for  a  more  intensive  development  of  rural  life  and 
with  a  strong  committee  in  this  department  working  in  co-operation  with  other 
agencies  of  our  church  we  look  for  advancement  in  this  phase  of  the  work. 

Some  of  our  lay  women  attended  the  Pastors'  School  and  Institutes  at  Duke 
University  last  June.  The  courses  there  give  effective  leadership  training  and  it.  is 
hoped  that  a  larger  number  of  our  women  will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

When  women  study  the  existing  problems  they  are  eager  to  solve  them.  The 
result  is  intelligent  and  constructive  activities  of  service.  Some  of  the  larger 
auxiliaries  have  given  each  circle  a  packet  of  Christian  Social  Relations  literature 
and  reports  of  these  studies  have  been  presented  at  the  general  meetings.  Question- 
naires have  been  made  from  the  new  report  blanks  which  have  been  used  at  the 
meetings  to  tabulate  the  activities. 

It  is  impossible  in  this  report  to  list  all  the  splendid  activities  of  our  faithful 
women.  Wherever  I  go  I  learn,  by  chance,  of  some  fine  Christian  service  that  has 
been  rendered.  When  the  superintendent  is  a  Spirit-filled  woman,  who  gets  direction 
from  God,  the  Kingdom  is  growing  in  her  heart,  home  and  community  and  is 
extending  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  Without  the  Spiritual  development  of 
the  Kingdom  builders  the  Kingdom  can  not  grow.  I  consider  the  most  important 
recommendation  to  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees  this  year  is  that  they 
become  active  members  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Group.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  women  of  Durham  district  are  so  happy  and  so  grateful  over  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  societies  for  193  5  that  they  would  be  willing  to  let  figures  and  results 
rest,  and  sing  "Praise  God  from  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow"  and  kneel  and  thank 
God  that  they  could  do  these  things  for  Him. 

Growth,  progress,  and  increase  all  along  the  line;  ten  new  societies  and  265 
new  members — and  surely  God  gave  the  increase !  Comparison  of  the  statistical 
tables  for  the  two  years  just  passed  will  show  all  of  these  figures;  there  is  no  need 
to  name  them  here. 

All  over  the  district  women  seem  to  be  waking  up  to  the  needs  of  the  mission 
fields  at  home  and  abroad  as  never  before.  Almost  all  of  them  had  study  classes 
during  the  year;  and  these  classes  are  showing  them,  as  they  have  not  before 
realized,  their  opportunities  and  duties.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  almost 
every  society;  surely  these  programs  and  these  hours  spent  in  prayer  drew  them 
nearer  God  and  Heaven. 

Splendid  meetings  were  held,  with  good  attendance:  district  meeting  at  Siler 
City;  zone  meetings;  and  in  August  three  days  of  joint  zone  meetings,  at  which 
time  Mrs.  C.  L.  Read  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  made  inspiring  talks  and  made 
many  friends  for  the  work.  Rubv  Burnette,  the  Chatham  negro  girl  whose  educa- 
tion the  district  is  sponsoring  at  Paine  College,  was  present  at  one  meeting  and 
thanked  the  women  for  their  work. 

Most  of  the  societies  paid  liberally  on  support  of  Mary  Freeman,  who  is  from 
Front  Street  Church,  and  is  doing  home  mission  work;  she  was  also  given  a  life 
membership  by  the  district.  A  district  life  membership  fund  is  being  raised  each 
year,  the  honors  to  be  given  home-folks. 

The  World  Outlook  campaign  has  gone  on,  with  increased  subscription  list; 
Carr  leads,  with  3  9  subscriptions  for  40  members!  The  president  of  Mary  Ham- 
brick  society  gives  a  subscription  to  each  member  attending  the  entire  year,  and 
gave  20  for  last  year! 

Mary  Hambrick  society  also  leads  the  district — and  probably  the  conference — 
ip  Week  of  Prayer  offering — $7  7.70  for  108  members!  The  large  increase  in 
Young  Women's  Circles  is  an  outstanding  achievement;  the  young  women  have 
taken  hold  and  are  doing  things  in  a  big  way.  The  small  showing  of  Spiritual 
Life  Groups,  and  small  number  promoting  Baby  Specials,  are  probably  not  correct; 
some  have  not  thought  to  report  these  things. 

Zone  and  district  leaders  for  the  past  year,  who  have  helped  bring  about  the 
wonderful  growth  are:  Alamance,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Williams;  Caswell,  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Siddle;  Chatham,  Mrs.  Junius  Wren;  Durham,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey;  Orange,  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Warren;  Person,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Craven;  Mission  Study,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Hedden; 
Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee;  Outlook,  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks;  Supplies, 
Mrs.  W.  W.  Stedman;  Young  Women,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman;  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs. 
C.  M.  Huffman.  The  secretary  acknowledges  her  debt  to  these  workers. 
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Probably  the  greatest  increase  was  in  the  amount  of  money  sent  the  conference 
treasurer.  For  three  years  the  district  failed  to  make  the  pledge  of  $7,800;  so  this 
pledge  was  cut  to  $7,500  for  1935;  and  when  the  reports  were  all  in,  it  was  found 
the  district  paid  $7,873,  which  was  $373  more  than  the  pledge,  and  $527  more 
than  for  1934. 

Throughout  the  entire  district — from  the  largest  to  smallest  society — women 
have  prayed,  worked,  loved,  and  given ;  small  and  weak  societies  have  achieved  in 
as  great  proportion  as  the  large  ones.  Evidence  of  an  increased  love,  a  finer  service, 
a  more  missionary-minded  membership,  and  a  deeper  spiritual  life  is  seen  in  the 
things  done.  God  has  wondrously  blessed  Durham  district  through  193  5.  And  no 
better  way  to  sum  up  the  year  and  to  express  the  universal  gratitude  can  be  found 
than  to  thank  God  for  His  wondrous  love  and  mercy,  and  to  beg  that  He  continue 
to  bless  us  in  this  same  lavish  way.

As  I  bring  this  report  from  the  Elizabeth  City  district  for  the  year  1935  it  is 
the  increase  that  God  has  given  from  planting  and  watering  by  our  former  district 
secretaries,  other  officers  and  members  that  make  up  the  fifty-three  auxiliaries  of 
this  district. 

Space  forbids  that  I  mention  many  names  that  I  would  like  but  to  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Baum,  my  predecessor,  I  would  say  thank  you  for  the  assistance  she  so  willingly 
and  gladly  gave  me. 

I  have  had  so  much  to  encourage  me  this  year,  for  the  conference  president 
down  through  the  smallest  auxiliary,  including  our  presiding  elder  and  ministers, 
have  helped  in  every  way  possible  while  I  have  tried  to  learn  some  of  the  duties 
of  a  district  secretary.  This  Christ-like  spirit  I  have  appreciated  more  than  I  can 
express. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  district  we  find  much  to  rejoice  over.  First  of 
all  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  met  in  First  Church, 
Elizabeth  City.  This  was  an  occasion  to  be  remembered. 

Through  our  districts  at  the  various  churches  we  have  had  such  speakers  as 
Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern,  Dr.  I.  L.  Shaver,  missionary  to  Japan,  and  at  our  fifteen 
zone  meetings  and  our  district  meetings  we  had  as  our  guest  speakers  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  and  Mrs.  C.  L.  Read,  conference  officers;  Mrs. 
Gertie  Matthews,  secretary  of  the  New  Bern  district;  Mrs.  Harry  E.  Storss,  secre- 
tary of  the  Kalamazoo  district,  Rockford,  111. ;  and  Miss  Helen  Burns,  Waterloo, 
Iowa,  General  secretary  of  the  Young  People's  Societies,  W.  C.  T.  U.  These  speak- 
ers brought  messages  of  information  and  inspiration  that  will  live  long  in  our 
memory. 

In  connection  with  our  study  work  this  year,  we  have  had  Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steel, 
Nashville,  Tenn.;  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love,  of  Raleigh;  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  our  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Study.  These  have  inspired  us  with  a  new  enthusiasm. 
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Mrs.  Steele,  Mrs.  Storss,  and  Miss  Burns  came  to  us  through  the  courtesy  of 
First  Church,  Elizabeth  City. 

Ten  auxiliaries  made  efficiency  aim  100%:  First  Church,  Willie  Evans,  Ander- 
son, Woodland,  New  Hope,  Stumpy  Point,  Moyock,  Winfall-Cedar  Grove,  Engle- 
hard,  and  Washington.  Perquimans-Chowan  zone  led  in  the  largest  number  of 
efficiency  aim  auxiliaries. 

Through  our  Christian  Social  Relations  department  we  have  signed  temperance 
pledge  cards,  also  petitions  on  temperance  and  world  peace.  These  have  been  sent 
to  the  proper  persons.  We  are  promoting  a  more  friendlv  feeling  between  our  own 
and  other  races,  especially  the  negro. 

The  Children,  working  through  the  church  school,  have  gone  forward.  Mrs. 
Wooten's  report  shows  that  Elizabeth  City  district  ties  with  Rocky  Mount  in  num- 
ber of  Primary  Friendship  units.  We  have  the  largest  number  of  Junior  sessions, 
the  largest  number  of  total  sessions,  and  the  largest  number  reporting  fourth  Sun- 
day offerings. 

One  adult,  and  fifteen  babies  were  given  life  membership.  This  district  leads 
in  number  of  baby  life  memberships. 

Dare  County  zone  led  with  the  largest  number  of  life  memberships. 

We  have  fourteen  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  There  was  some  increase  in  reporting 
supplies.  Forty  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer. 

We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  district  overpaid  its  pledge.  The  three  auxiliaries 
making  the  highest  gain  in  finances  were:  Alice  Spencer,  South  Mills,  Plymouth, 
and  Creswell.  Most  of  the  auxiliaries  in  the  district  made  a  net  gain  in  finances. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  Young  Women's  Circles.  Three  new  ones  have  been 
organized  this  year:  Stumpy  Point,  Murfreesboro,  and  Manteo,  making  two  at 
Manteo. 

Increase  in  membership,  144.  Manteo  auxiliary  leads  with  largest  gain  in 
membership. 

We  have  around  200  subscribers  to  World  Outlook. 

The  district  greatly  appreciates  the  gift,  a  lovely  brass  basket  sent  to  us  by 
Miss  Euline  Smith,  missionary  to  Korea. 

It  would  take  many  pages  of  print  for  me  to  tell  all  that  has  been  done  by 
the  Women's  Missionary  Societies  of  Elizabeth  City  district  this  year.  I  haven't  the 
space  to  tell  of  the  many  cases  of  suffering  and  need  that  has  been  relieved,  or  the 
churches  and  parsonages  that  have  been  improved,  or  the  number  of  children 
clothed  at  the  orphanage  in  Raleigh. 

I  have  found  the  women  of  this  district  ready  and  willing  to  share,  whether 
they  had  much  or  little,  for  they  desire  a  world  in  which  the  Spirit  of  Christ  shall 
dwell  and  because  of  this  we  shall  go  forward  in  this  great  work  that  the  Father 
hath  appointed  unto  us. 

We  ask  your  prayers  as  we  labor  together  through   193  6.

The  Fayetteville  district,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones,  has  been 
organized  into  a  splendid  working  body.

Sanford  Woman's  sold  them  for  $18.00  and  the  money  was  given  to  12  small 
auxiliaries  for  their  Week  of  Prayer. 

Almost  all  of  the  societies  of  the  district  had  Mission  and  Bible  Study  classes. 
East  Rockingham,  Steele  St.,  Sanford,  and  Zion  made  the  conference  roll  of  honor. 
Aberdeen,  Carthage,  and  Belle  Barnes,  Jonesboro,  won  honorable  mention.  Aber- 
deen, Candor,  East  Rockingham,  Jonesboro,  Steele  St.,  Sanford,  and  Zion  received 
Council  recognition.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


Since  I  made  my  last  report  the  New  Bern  district  has  met  with  a  great  loss  in 
the  passing  of  our  beloved  former  district  secretary,  Mrs.  Flora  M.  Kendall. 
Although  for  some  time  she  was  not  able  to  be  with  us  in  person,  we  could  always 
feel  her  presence,  because  we  knew  she  was  there  in  her  prayers.  We  will  miss  her 
and  it  will  be  hard  to  carry  on  without  her,  but  we  know  that  our  loss  isc  her  gain 
and  we  must  submit  to  the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father  whom  she  loved  and  served. 

In  comparing  the  work  done  by  our  women  in  1935  with  that  done  in  1934  I 
find  that  there  has  been  increases  made  all  along  the  line.  Our  pledge  of  $6,000 
was  overpaid  $341.00,  which  was  an  increase  of  $364.00  over  1934.  The  three 
auxiliaries  making  the  largest  increase  in  offerings  were   Beaufort,   $56.00 ;   Mt. 
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Olive,  $46.00;  and  St.  Paul,  Goldsboro,  $38.00.  Mt.  Carmel  lost  one  member, 
leaving  7,  but  made  an  increase  per  capita  of  $1.5  7.  Those  making  the  largest 
offering  per  capita  were  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Kinston,  $7.67;  Centenary,  New  Bern, 
$6.27;  Ayden,  $4.97;  Greenville,  $4.74;  Mt.  Olive,  $3.53. 

Thirty-five  auxiliaries  reported  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer  with  an  offering 
of  $398.00,  an  increase  of  $172.66.  The  three  auxiliaries  making  the  largest  offer- 
ing and  increase  were  St.  Paul,  Goldsboro,  $82.50,  an  increase  of  $45.50;  Jarvis 
Memorial,  Greenville,  $55.00,  an  $18.50  increase;  and  Daniels  Chapel,  $20.00, 
an  increase  of  $5.75,  membership,  15.  The  pecans  given  us  by  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison 
helped  very  much  with  the  increase,  and  we  want  to  thank  her. 

We  were  glad  to  welcome  5  new  auxiliaries  in  our  district.  They  were  Bethle- 
hem and  Riverdale,  on  the  Newport  Circuit;  North  River,  on  the  Beaufort  Charge; 
Sharon,  on  the  Grifton  Circuit;  and  Beston,  on  the  Seven  Springs  Circuit,  making 
5  3  auxiliaries  with   1,913  members. 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  well  organized  zones,  each  having  an  inter- 
ested leader:

Meetings  were  held  in  each  zone  in  the  spring  and  fall  with  large  attendance 
and  fine  spirit,  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Central  zone  having   100%  attendance. 

Since  it  was  made  much  harder  for  the  auxiliaries  to  attain  the  honor  roll,  we 
were  very  proud  to  report  10  having  measured  up  100%.  They  were:  Laura  Dun- 
can (Beaufort),  Fremont,  Betty  Bass  (Black  Creek),  Yelverton,  St.  Paul(  Golds- 
boro), Pine  Forest,  Jarvis  Memorial  (Greenville),  Sue  D.  Swindell  (Kinston), 
Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  and  Mt.  Olive.  There  were  10  reported  promoting  Baby 
Specials,  gifts  amounting  to  $29.41.  Twenty-one  studied  Stewardship;  thirty-three 
reported  active  Christian  Social  Relations  committees;  eleven  Young  Women's 
Circles  were  reported  with  188  members;  others  reported  young  women  working 
with  adults. 

Through  the  splendid  co-operation  of  Mr.  Grant  and  the  pastors  of  the  district 
there  was  an  increase  in  World  Outlook  subscribers  of  90,  the  total  being  360. 

Three  names  were  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  in  Nashville:  Mrs.  Flora  M. 
Kendall,  by  the  women  of  the  district;  Mrs.  Chas.  B.  Davis,  by  the  Wayne  County 
zone;  and  Mrs.  M.  J.  Best,  by  a  circle  in  St.  Pauls  auxiliary.  Seven  adult  life 
memberships  were  given  to:  Mrs.  Belle  Jurney,  Mt.  Olive,  by  the  women  of  the 
district;  Mrs.  Mary  W.  D.  Slocumb,  by  Circle  No.  1,  St.  Pauls  auxiliary,  Golds- 
boro; Mrs.  R.  M.  Zahnizer,  by  Jarvis  Memorial,  Greenville;  Mrs.  Laura  Duncan, 
by  Beaufort  auxiliary;  Mrs.  John  T.  Hollister,  by  Centenary  auxiliary,  New  Bern; 
Mrs.  Cyrus  Johnson,  by  Pine  Forest  auxiliary;  and  Mrs.  O.  C.  Stroud,  by  Central 
zone.  Five  baby  life  memberships  were  given  also. 

Our  district  meeting,  which  was  held  in  Mt.  Olive,  May  22nd,  was  in  many 
respects  the  best  we  have  ever  had.  We  were  happy  to  have  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  our 
conference  president,  and  eight  others  of  our  conference  officers  with  us,  each  having 
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a  part  on  the  program  and  bringing  to  us  helpful  and  inspiring  messages  from 
their  respective  departments  of  our  work.  We  were  delighted  to  have  also  as  our 
guest  our  own  missionary  special,  Elizabeth  Sneeden,  who  had  just  returned  from 
her  work  in  Brazil,  bringing  to  us  a  most  interesting  message  direct  from  her  field 
of  work.  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  our  presiding  elder,  brought  to  us  a  beautiful  spiritual 
message  as  he  led  us  in  our  morning  worship. 

Our  study  institute,  which  was  held  in  Kinston  in  September,  proved  a  great 
help  to  us  in  our  study  work.  We  were  so  sorry  not  to  have  our  district  Study  leader, 
Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown,  present,  but  due  to  sickness  she  could  not  be  there.  She  had 
planned  every  detail  so  perfectly  it  was  easy  to  carry  out  her  plans  so  with  Mrs. 
Boone  and  Mrs.  Love  to  lead  the  discussions  it  was  a  great  success.  It  was  with 
deepest  regret  that  we  had  to  give  Mrs.  Brown  up  this  year  when  the  bishop  trans- 
ferred her  to  another  district;  the  fine  work  which  she  did  as  our  Study  leader  was 
responsible  for  our  winning  the  jubilee  study  jewel  two  years  in  succession. 

We  were  happy  to  have  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  lead  us  in  another  retreat  for  our 
Spiritual  Life  Groups,  which  was  held  in  Greenville,  June  2nd.  We  feel  that  these 
retreats  have  not  only  been  most  helpful  to  our  women  in  creating  a  spiritual 
atmosphere  in  their  work  but  they  have  been  felt  in  a  spiritual  way  throughout 
the  churches  in  the  district. 

As  we  begin  the  new  year  our  faith  and  courage  is  strengthened  by  the  splendid 
work  and  fine  spirit  of  the  women  displayed  during  1935,  and  we  are  looking 
forward  to  193  6  as  being  the  best  in  the  history  of  our  work.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


In  attempting  to  write  a  complete  report  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Raleigh 
district  for  the  past  year,  we  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that  a  great  many  things 
cannot  be  written  down  as  mere  statistics.  We  have  no  way  of  tabulating  the  efforts 
made  to  put  over  good  work  in  the  various  departments,  or  of  counting  the  prayers 
and  sacrificial  gifts.  We  have  not  made  any  spectacular  strides  in  any  department; 
but  we  believe  the  work  as  a  whole  has  improved,  and  are  grateful  for  the  interest 
and  co-operation  that  made  the  record  of  1935  possible. 

During  the  past  year  we  received  1  74  new  members  and  organized  three  new 
societies:  Youngsville,  Corinth  on  the  Four  Oaks  Charge,  and  Banks-Grove  Hill 
on  the  Creedmoor  Charge.  Ebenezer,  of  the  Newton  Grove  Charge,  was  reorgan- 
ized, and  young  women's  groups  at  Cary  and  Creedmoor  were  organized.  The 
Young  Women's  Circles  at  Franklinton  and  Four  Oaks  were  combined  with  the 
adult  societies.  There  are  six  active  Young  Women's  Circles,  and  we  hope  this 
phase  of  our  work  may  be  developed  more  fully  this  coming  year.  We  have  asked 
the  larger  societies  to  act  as  "big  sisters"  to  the  weaker  ones  close  by,  and  in  some 
instances  helpful  work  has  been  done,  especially  in  lending  Mission  Study  books, 
or  helping  in  study  programs. 

Our  members  have  co-operated  with  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
Children's  Work,  and  some  societies  are  developing  their  "Baby  Specials,"  but  we 
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need  more  emphasis  on  that  phase  of  our  work  this  year.  Ruth  Hudson  Bizzell,  of 
Newton  Grove,  and  Rebecca  Ann  Weathers,  of  Franklinton,  were  our  children 
life  members,  and  Mrs.  Frank  Rogers  Rone,  Jr.,  of  Louisburg,  was  an  adult  life 
member.  One  of  the  greatest  thrills  I  ever  had  was  at  district  conference  in  Frank- 
linton when  the  district  made  me  a  life  member,  and  my  Sunday  school  class  at 
St.  Paul's,  Goldsboro,  sent  me  a  gold  life  membership  pin.  Truly  my  cup  ran  over, 
for  I  could  not  express  in  mere  words  my  love  and  appreciation  for  such  thought- 
fulness. 

Six  zone  meetings  were  held:  three  in  the  spring  and  three  in  the  fall,  and  the 
district  meeting  was  held  in  Franklinton,  May  2nd,  with  Mrs.  Gates  as  our  guest 
speaker.  These  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  were  rich  in  fellowship  and 
spiritual  benefit.  Our  study  coaching  day  was  held  at  Central  in  September  with 
Mrs.  Love  and  Mrs.  Boone  as  our  leaders.  We  believe  the  study  work  has  improved 
in  interest  and  quality,  and  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  Love  for  helping 
develop  this  phase  of  our  program. 

There  were  241  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  3  8  societies  active  in  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations,  20  presented  Stewardship,  and  34  observed  Week  of  Prayer, 
making  an  offering  of  $405.48.  In  the  latter  case,  this  showed  an  increase  in  par- 
ticipation of  9  societies  and  $116.18  in  the  offering  over  the  previous  year.  Only 
2  societies — Oxford  and  Woman's  of  Edenton  Street — reported  supplies,  valued  at 
$62.50;  but  Ave  believe  more  were  given  than  reported.  Three  societies  made  the 
efficiency  aim:  Four  Oaks,  Fuquay  Springs,  and  Garner,  but  a  number  came  within 
one  or  more  points  of  making  this  achievement. 

There  were  1,478  members  in  the  48  societies  of  the  district,  and  they  raised 
$4,533.09  on  their  pledge,  which  gave  us  a  margin  of  $133.09  overpaid.  This  was 
a  great  source  of  joy  to  us,  especially  since  we  had  increased  our  pledge  by  $200.00 
over  the  previous  year,  and  this  was  the  second  year  we  had  overpaid.  In  addition, 
$6,699.81  was  raised  for  local  work,  making  a  grand  total  of  $11,295.10  for  all 
purposes.  Some  societies  do  not  report  their  local  work,  but  the  above  totals  are 
$2,064.77  over  the  previous  year. 

x'Vgain  we  would  thank  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison  for  a  bag  of  pecans,  the  sale  of 
which  helped  to  increase  our  Week  of  Prayer  funds. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  devo- 
tion and  co-operation  of  our  women,  and  we  believe  we  have  grown  in  vision  and 
spirit.  We  begin  the  new  year  with  faith  and  courage,  trusting  that  we  may  con- 
tinue to  grow  in  missionary  efforts  during  193  6.

I  am  most  grateful  for  the  progress  the  Rocky  Mount  district  has  made,  not 
only  in  the  organization  of  new  auxiliaries,  but  in  the  development  and  improve- 
ment of  those  already  organized. 

The  statistical  report  will  show  seven  more  auxiliaries  enrolled  in  1935  than 
in  1934,  viz.:  Garysbury,  Gold  Valley,  Maple  Creek,  Lasker-New  Hope,  Stanhope, 
Shiloh,  and  White  Oak. 
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Belford,  Bethlehem,  Halifax  Young  Woman's,  and  Prospect  were  organized 
but  did  not  report,  therefore  are  not  in  the  list.  Sandy  Cross  is  a  new  auxiliary  also, 
but  organized  in  the  first  quarter  of  1936. 

Nine  Young  Women's  Circles  were  reported,  an  increase  of  one;  263  subscribers 
to  World  Outlook,  an  increase  of  112;  2  8  auxiliaries  studying  Stewardship,  a  de- 
crease of  one;  27  Spiritual  Life  Groups;  41  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees, 
an  increase  of  five. 

Twelve  auxiliaries  made  Efficiency  Aim — 1,719  members,  an  increase  of  2  84; 
20  auxiliaries  promoted  Baby  Specials. 

The  figures  in  the  financial  report  are  very  gratifying,  also:  $181  was  spent 
on  Supplies,  an  increase  of  $142;  $4,842  spent  on  Local  Work,  an  increase  of  $584; 
$557  Week  of  Prayer  Offering,  an  increase  of  $115;  $6,453  sent  conference  treas- 
urer, an  increase  of  $653;  $58.17  was  contributed  to  Baby  Specials. 

There  has  been  a  very  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  conference  and 
district  officers  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  our  auxiliary  women, 
which  has  resulted  in  increased  development  in  the  work  with  children  in  the  district. 

The  banner  given  by  the  conference  for  the  greatest  improvement  in  all  phases 
of  Children's  Work  was  won  by  the  district. 

Six  adults  and  seven  babies  were  made  life  members. 

A  gift  of  $25. 0U  to  Paine  College  for  Ruby  Burnett  was  made  by  an  interested 
and  loyal  auxiliary  member  who  prefers  that  we  do  not  mention  her  name. 

The  district  meeting,  with  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  as  the  conference  representative, 
was  held  in  Littleton.  She  was  most  helpful  to  us  in  our  discussions  and  her  message 
was  very  inspiring. 

Ten  zone  meetings  were  held  and  all  were  very  well  attended. 

Zone  leaders  have  proven  their  ability  to  plan  and  put  over  worth  while  meet- 
ings and  they  have  been  wonderful  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  district. 

As  I  present  this,  by  last  report  for  the  district,  there  is  a  great  surge  of  grati- 
tude welling  up  in  my  heart  to  each  auxiliary  woman  for  the  splendid  support  and 
co-operation  vou  have  given  me.  The  service  I  have  rendered  was  made  effective 
by  your  devotion  and  your  prayers  and  your  interest.  Mrs.  Smithson,  as  she  takes 
up  the  work,  will  need  the  same  support  and  co-operation.  I  know  you  will  not 
fail  her.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


There  is  rejoicing  among  the  1,447  missionary  women  in  the  Wilmington  dis- 
trict because  we  are  once  more  in  the  paid-up  list.  The  amount  sent  to  Mrs.  Mc- 
Kinne  for  1935  was  $4,405.08,  which  was  $205.08  more  than  our  pledge  and  an 
increase  of  $2  7  6.34  over  last  year,  giving  us  third  place  among  the  districts  in 
financial  increase.  Several  interesting  facts  resulted  in  this  increase:  more  auxiliaries 
observed  Week  of  Prayer  with  total  offering  of  $410.61,  an  increase  of  $151.63 
over  last  year,  giving  us  fourth  place  in  amount  of  offering;  five  auxiliaries  more 
than  doubled  their  19  34  Week  of  Prayer  offering:  Turkey,  Johnson's  Chapel, 
Trinity  and  Grace,  Wilmington,  and  Wesley  Memorial;  in  number  of  adult  life 
memberships  and  gifts  to  baby  specials  the  district  stands  first;  thirty-one  auxiliaries 
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had  increase  in  connectional  funds:  Rocky  Point,  Bolton,  Cerro  Gordo,  Fair  Bluff, 
Clinton,  Keener,  Clarkton,  Elizabethtown,  Singletary,  Fairmont,  Olivet,  Bethesda, 
Goshen,  Kings,  Centenary,  Garland,  Johnson's  Chapel,  Wannanish,  Richlands, 
Lumberton — Woman's,  Eliza  Fuller,  Maysville,  Pollocksville,  Roseboro,  Southport, 
St.  Pauls,  Midway,  Lebanon,  Wallace,  Turkey,  and  Trinity,  Wilmington. 

Greatest  increases  were  made  by:  Kings,  for  old  auxiliaries,  in  connectional 
funds;  Keener,  for  new  auxiliaries;  Fairmont  in  per  capita  gift;  Grace,  Wilming- 
ton, second;  Johnson's  Chapel  in  per  capita  Week  of  Prayer  offering;  Fairmont, 
second;  Turkey  in  Week  of  Prayer  offering;  Johnson's  Chapel,  second;  Rocky 
Point  and  Clinton  in  membership.  Another  "first"  was:  Lumberton,  for  the  third 
consecutive  year,  gave  largest  gift  to  Week  of  Prayer;  Grace,  second. 

Five  new  auxiliaries  were  organized:  Swansboro,  Union,  Singletary,  Pembroke 
and  Epworth — Garland  Charge.  Union  failed  to  function.  This  gave  us  fifty-three 
auxiliaries  for  the  year — a  net  gain  of  four.  We  regret  losing  Stedman  when  the 
district  boundary  was  changed.  A  Young  Woman's  Circle  with  twelve  members  was 
organized  at  Whiteville,  giving  us  eleven  Young  Women's  Circles  with  133  mem- 
bers. Burgaw  and  Fairmont  reported  an  ingathering  of  young  women  but  did  not 
form  separate  circle.  Other  auxiliaries  are  cultivating  the  young  women  in  this 
way. 

Mission  Study  classes  were  reported  by  forty-four  auxiliaries  and  thirty  reported 
Bible  Study.  I  trust  all  this  information  reached  Mrs.  Boone.  Copies  of  "Seven 
Times  Seven"  were  won  by  seven  auxiliaries:  Centenary,  Bethesda,  Barkers,  Goshen, 
Swansboro,  Windsor,  and  Pembroke.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  reports  show  only 
twenty-seven  studied  Stewardship,  thirty-seven  have  Christian  Social  Relations 
committee,  and  seven  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  According  to  Mrs.  Wooten's  report 
our  district  standing  in  Children's  Work  is  not  so  good.  We  hope  to  show  increase 
in  these  departments  for  this  year. 

Life  memberships  were  presented  to:  Mrs.  J.  B.  Bardin,  by  Columbus  zone; 
Mrs.  Mary  Moore  Thompson,  by  Fairmont  auxiliary;  Mrs.  I.  M.  L.  Brock,  by 
Onslow-Jones  zone;  Mrs.  Flora  McDirmid  Norment,  bv  Lumberton  auxiliary; 
Mrs.  Sallie  E.  Johnson,  by  Duplin  zone;  Mrs.  Virginia  Hall,  by  Grace  auxiliary; 
Mrs.  L.  T.  Townsend,  by  Lumberton  zone;  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  by  the  district. 
Babies:  James  Lloyd  Cox,  by  Onslow-Jones  zone;  William  Olan  Underseth,  Swans- 
boro auxiliary,  Katherine  Howard  Traynham,  by  New  Hanover  zone;  Daniel 
Lane,  Jr.,  Lee  Clifford  Thompson,  Jr.,  Robert  Grady  Dawson,  Jr.,  by  Union  zone; 
Elva  Smith,  by  Windsor  auxiliary;  Jo  Ann  Tatum,  by  Mrs.  N.  L.  Tatum. 

The  World  Outlook  fund,  created  at  district  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
one  year's  subscription  to  each  president  of  new  auxiliaries,  has  proved  helpful. 
We  have  an  increase  in  subscriptions.  Lumberton — Woman's,  Hallsboro,  and  Clin- 
ton are  the  most  liberal  subscribers. 

Wallace,  Stedman  and  Trinity — Wilmington  were  the  winners  of  the  "Ida 
Hankins  Trophy"  and  shared  it  equally  during  1935.  At  the  close  of  last  year's 
work  we  find  that  four  zones  were  equal  winners  of  the  trophy,  each  having  one 
auxiliary  to  achieve  the  efficiency  aim.  These  auxiliaries  are :  Richlands,  Lumber- 
ton — Woman's,  Roseboro,  Wallace,  and  Trinity — Wilmington. 
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The  six  zones  are  doing  good  work  under  capable  leaders.  The  superlatives  are: 
Lumberton,  in  largest  Week  of  Prayer  offering,  number  of  life  memberships  and 
number  of  World  Outlook  subscriptions;  Duplin,  in  largest  per  cent  auxiliaries 
observing  Week  of  Prayer;  Union,  in  largest  number  baby  life  memberships; 
Onslow-Jones  and  New  Hanover  tied  in  per  cent  auxiliaries  studying  Stewardship; 
New  Hanover,  in  largest  per  cent  auxiliaries  doing  Christian  Social  Relations  work. 

The  district  is  grateful  to  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  for  pecans  to  help  with  finances; 
to  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Love  for  their  help  and  inspiration  in  making  our  Coach- 
ing Day  at  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  an  outstanding  event;  to  Mrs.  Hume  R. 
Steele  for  demonstrating  just  what  a  study  class  should  be  by  teaching  a  Council 
class  at  Fifth  Ave.,  Wilmington ;  to  those  in  authority  for  sending  Mrs.  Walter 
Patten  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  to  live  in  our  district;  to  Grace  auxiliary,  Wilmington, 
for  entertaining  our  district  meeting  in  May;  to  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Read  and  Mrs. 
Boone  for  their  contribution  in  making  our  district  meeting  a  helpful  one.  The 
large  attendance  was  inspiring.  Lumberton  zone  won  the  attendance  banner. 

The  loyal  devotion  of  our  women  for  the  work  and,  in  many  instances,  sacri- 
ficial service  have  made  possible  this  report.  We  face  the  future  with  renewed  cour- 
age and  pray  for  God's  guidance  in  making  our  record  for  193  6.

REPORT  OF  THE  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON 
PROMOTION  OF  WORK  AND  FINANCES 

1.  Believing  that  the  efficiency  aim  is  a  fair  test  of  a  society's  efficiency,  we 
recommend  its  continued  use  in  our  conference  work. 

2.  (a)  That  the  second  quarterly  event  be  a  special  celebration  of  the  Home 
Mission  Jubilee,  featuring  the  enlistment  of  new  members,  especially  the  younger 
women,  (b)  That  these  members  be  known  as  Home  Mission  Jubilee  members 
and  that  a  record  be  kept  of  them  in  each  auxiliary  so  that  the  conference  may 
make  recognition  of  them  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

3.  That  we  emphasize  the  promotion  of  "Baby  Specials"  this  year  and  that 
every  auxiliary  in  the  conference  be  urged  to  appoint  a  superintendent  for  this  work. 

4.  That  the  "Big  Sister"  plan  between  town  and  rural  auxiliaries  be  continued. 

5.  That  we  continue  the  cultivation  of  young  women,  including  them  in  all 
of  the  activities  of  the  society;  whenever  possible  selecting  officers  from  this  group 
and  committing  to  them  tasks  worthy  of  their  interest  and  attainment. 

6.  Realizing  that  although  we  have  a  slight  increase  in  World  Outlook  sub- 
scribers, our  total  is  far  from  what  it  should  be,  we  urge  that  the  auxiliary  superin- 
tendents attempt  to  place  this  magazine  in  every  Methodist  home. 

7.  That  the  Study  of  Stewardship,  as  directed  by  the  conference  department 
of  Study,  be  observed  by  every  auxiliary. 

8.  (a)  That  Spiritual  Life  Groups  be  reported  to  the  district  secretary  and 
also  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Spiritual  Life  and  that  new  groups  be 
formed,  (b)  That  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  November  be  made  the  spiritual  event 
of  the  year  and  that  the  retreat  feature  and  program,  as  sent  out  by  Council,  be 
used  whenever  possible. 

9.  Finances.  We  recommend :  (a)  That  we  increase  our  gifts  to  the  Supply 
department  and  that  we  be  careful  to  follow  the  directions  given  in  Number  16  on 
the  Efficiency  Aim.  (b)  That  "Jubilee  Gifts"  be  secured  this  year  and  that  life 
memberships,  both  for  adults  and  babies,  be  stressed  as  a  part  of  these  gifts,  and 
that  honorary  life  memberships  (the  payment  of  $100.00)  be  sought,  (c)  That 
as  the  membership  increases  we  also  emphasize  per  capita  giving,  (d)  That  our 
conference  pledge  for  1936  be  $37,000,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 

The  committee  on  Children's  Work  recommends: 

1.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  election  of  a  secretary  of  Chil- 
dren's Work  in  every  auxiliary,  and  that  this  officer  carry  out  to  the  best  of  her 
ability  the  duties  listed  for  her  in  the  leaflet,  "Co-operative  Plan  for  Missionary 
Education  in  the  Children's  Division." 

2.  That  whenever  possible  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  a  teacher,  or 
some  other  worker  in  the  primary  or  junior  department  of  the  church  school. 

3.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
for  study  and  training  presented  in  the  mission  study  classes  in  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  in  the  various  types  of  training  schools  for  Christian  workers 
offered  by  the  General  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  especially  that  she  enroll 
in  the  class  on  "Missionary  Education  of  Children." 

4.  That  the  representative  elected  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  to 
serve  on  the  church  Board  of  Christian  Education  keep  this  board  informed  on  the 
co-operative  plan  in  order  that  it  may  provide  for  the  study  of  co-operative  world 
friendship  units  regularly  in  the  church  school. 

5.  That  members  of  the  missionary  society  co-operate  with  church  school 
teachers  in  securing  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  extra  sessions  for  world  friend- 
ship units,  and  that  they  give  any  other  assistance  possible  which  may  be  needed  for 
these  sessions. 

6.  That  an  invitation  to  attend  its  mission  study  classes  be  extended  by  the 
missionary  society  to  all  teachers  in  the  church  school,  especially  to  those  in  the 
primary  and  junior  departments. 

7.  Since  the  study  this  year  is  to  be  on  the  American  negro,  that  wherever 
needed  and  wherever  possible,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  assist  leaders  in 
negro  churches  and  churches  of  other  races  in  supervising  and  conducting  vacation 
schools  for  the  children  of  their  churches  this  summer. 

8.  That  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  encouraged  to  attend 
one  of  the  summer  leadership  training  schools  and  that  she  study  one  of  the  courses 
offered  for  Children's  workers. 

9.  That  the  conference  banners  be  awarded  for  these  attainments.  The  Chinese 
banner  to  the  district  that  presents  the  most  outstanding  work  with  the  children 
during  the  year.  This  to  be  decided  from  the  regularity  and  accuracy  of  reporting, 
the  increase  in  number  of  secretaries  of  Children's  Work,  and  number  of  schools 
sending  the  fourth  Sunday  offerings  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

The  Korean  banner  to  be  awarded  to  the  local  school  putting  the  greatest 
emphasis  upo  nthe  world  friendship  units  as  expressed  in  its  activities,  namely: 
programs,  gifts,  letters,  arid  other  projects. 

The  African  banner  to  be  awarded  to  the  district  having  the  greatest  number 
of  departments  (Primary  and  Junior)  having  extra  sessions  for  the  friendship  units.

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REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION 
AND  BIBLE  STUDY 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  work  of  the  Study  department  in 
1936,  realizing  as  never  before  the  importance  of  this  foundation  work  of  increas- 
ing our  missionary  intelligence  and  broadening  our  vision,  thus  guiding  us  into  an 
appreciation  of  all  personality. 

2.  That  we  have  as  our  "conference  Study  efficiency  aim"  the  following  pro- 
gram of  work : 

a.  Two  Council  (standard)  Mission  Study  classes  each  year,  using  current 
books  approved  by  Council. 

b.  One  Standard  Bible  Study  class  each  year,  selecting  courses  or  current 
books  approved  by  Council. 

c.  A  reading  circle. 

d.  A  missionary  library. 

e.  Four  full,  accurate  quarterly  reports  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

3.  As  this  is  home  missions  jubilee  year,  we  recommend  that  home  missions 
topics  for  spring  and  fall  study  classes  be  used  this  year  as  has  been  planned  by 
Council,  instead  of  a  home  missions  topic  in  the  spring  and  a  foreign  missions  topic 
in  the  fall  as  has  been  our  conference  plan. 

4.  That  district  secretaries,  district  and  zone  study  leaders  encourage  Steward- 
ship as  a  Bible  Study,  rather  than  present  it  once  a  quarter,  which  we  feel  is  in- 
adequate. 

5.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  to  secure  more  Missions  and  Stewardship 
courses  in  standard  training  schools. 

6.  That  Study  leaders,  wherever  possible,  attend  the  North  Carolina  Pastors' 
School  at  Duke  University,  June  8-19,  and  the  Leadership  School  at  Lake  Junaluska, 
August  4-18. 

7.  That  the  third  quarterly  event  be  successive  District  Study  Coaching  Days 
to  be  held  in  September,  in  order  that  an  intensive  study  be  made  of  the  definite 
objectives  of  the  Study  programs,  which  we  recognize  as  invaluable  in  carrying  out 
the  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

8.  That  we  accept  as  topics  and  texts  for  Mission  and  Bible  Study  classes  for 
the  study  year,  193  6-3  7,  the  following  list  recommended  by  Council: 

Mission  Study: 
Topics — 

a.  Christianizing  America  (Home  Missions). 

b.  Africa  (Foreign  Missions). 
Text  books — 

a.  Toward  a  Christian  America,  by  Morse  (current  for  entire  year  1936).

I.     GENERAL 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  every  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  be  a 
member  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Group. 

2.  That  every  auxiliary  superintendent  be  provided  with  the  booklet,  "Aux- 
iliary Activities  in  Christian  Social  Relations,"  which  was  specially  prepared  to 
assist  in  the  promotion  of  this  work.  (Secure  from  Literature  Headquarters,  706 
Church  Street,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  price  10  cents.) 

3.  That  a  wider  publicity  be  given  Christian  Social  Relations  work  in  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  in  Sunday  editions  of  secular  newspapers. 

II.      INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD  PEACE 

We  recommend: 

1.     That  auxiliary  superintendents  continue  to  press  the  sale  of  peace  bonds. 


2.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  inform  members  of  the  International  Rela- 
tions Institute  at  Duke  University  in  June  and  encourage  women  to  attend. 

3.  That  education  for  peace  be  continued  by  studies  that  will  stimulate  the 
international  mind. 
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iii.    christian  citizenship  and  law  observance 

Recognizing  the  value  of  collective  thinking  and  concerted  action  on  all  matters 
that  vitally  affect  our  common  welfare,  we  recommend: 

1.  a.     An  intelligent  use  of  the  ballot  in  this  important  election  year. 

b.     An  intensive  study  of  governmental  functions  that  we  may  serve  more 
effectually  in  this  period  of  great  social  change. 

2.  a.     That  we  continue  a  program  of  Temperance  Education  with  youth  and 

adults  in  co-operation  with  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
b.     That  in  co-operation  with  the  United  Dry  Forces  we  endeavor  to  elect 
dry  candidates  to  our  public  offices  in  the  approaching  primaries. 

3.  That  we  safeguard  our  family  life  in  our  respective  homes  by  study,  spiritual 
development  and  application  of  Christian  principles  in  our  daily  living. 

4.  That  we  continue  to  emphasize  all  educational  measures  pertaining  to 
anti-lynching. 

5.  That  we  continue  to  work  for  better  movie  films  and  that  we  use  the  Movie 
Bulletin,  issued  by  the  National  Council  for  the  Prevention  of  War,  con- 
taining suggestions  for  Citizenship  Activities,  as  well  as  Peace  programs, 
532  Seventeenth  Street,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C,  no  cost. 

6.  That  we  recognize  the  work  of  every  organized  agency  in  the  community 
for  Christian  betterment,  and  work  with  them  through  a  co-ordinated  pro- 
gram. 

7.  That  auxiliaries  select  study  material  from  the  following  publications: 
Ne-zu  Packets  Provided: 

"Alcohol  Education  in  the  Local  Church,"  Dr.  J.  Q.  Schisler.

IV.     INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliary  women  seek  to  secure  for  Negro  children  a  full  term  school 
and  for  Negro  teachers  a  salary  scale  commensurate  with  their  training  and  ability 
and  wherever  possible  to  secure  better  buildings  through  the  use  of  public  works 
funds. 

2.  That  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  lend  assistance  in  every 
way  possible  in  the  holding  of  vacation  church  schools  for  Negro  children. 

3.  That  missionary  women  continue  their  campaign  of  education  against 
lynching  by 

a.  Explaining  to  groups  the  meaning  of  the  anti-lynching  pledge; 

b.  Securing  signatures  of  both  men  and  women,  especially  of  sheriffs  and 
other  officers ;  and 

c.  Working  in  every  way  possible  to  create  a  public  opinion  which  re- 
spects the  rights  and  personalities  of  all. 

4.  That  since  the  number  of  lynchings  have  increased  from  14  in  1934  to  20 
in  1935,  we  endorse  the  Costigan-Wagner  Anti-Lynching  Bill,  and  urg"e  missionary 
women  to  continue  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  this  bill. 

5.  That  auxiliary  committees  study  the  pamphlet,  "Friends  and  Neighbors." 
(Price  5  cents,  Mrs.  Jesse  Daniel  Ames,  710  Standard  Building,  Atlanta,  Georgia.) 

6.  That  every  missionary  woman  of  our  conference  contribute  5c  toward  the 
support  of  a  negro  girl  at  Paine  College. 

V.     INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  auxiliary  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  study  the  twro 
pamphlets:  "Handbook  on  the  Federal  Child  Labor  Amendment"  and  "Introducing 
Kagawa"  and  report  on  same  to  the  auxiliary  sometime  during  the  year,  preferably 
on  a  Social  Relations  program. 

VI.     RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

1 .  That  when  practical  the  women  on  circuit  charges  seek  to  use  an  open 
Sunday  to  present  to  the  entire  congregation  some  phase  of  the  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations program,  and  to  discuss  the  needs  of  their  community,  reporting  this  service 
to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  under  the  heading 
of  community  welfare  on  the  quarterly  report  blanks. 

2.  That  we  continue  the  practice  of  assigning  a  rural  missionary  society  to 
each  town  or  city  society  that  through  the  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions a  program  of  mutual  helpfulness  may  be  worked  out.  That  the  larger  society 
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aid  the  rural  society  in  forming  a  circulating  library  by  providing  books  and  maga- 
zines. 

3.  That  wherever  possible  rural  auxiliaries  develop  a  circulating  library  on 
Rural  Life. 

4.  That  we  urge  auxiliary  women  to  secure  and  study  copies  of  Report  No.  1, 
of  the  Rural  Work  Commission  and  endeavor  to  co-operate  in  the  recommenda- 
tions in  this  report  by  aiding 

a.  In  cultivating  a  spirit  of  worship  in  the  rural  church; 

b.  In  making  the  rural  church  a  Christian  social  center; 

c.  In  encouraging  the  observance  of  Rural  Life  Sunday. 

5.  That  we  urge  our  women  to  attend  and  to  take  the  study  courses  in  Rural 
Life  offered  in  pastors'  schools,  wherever  practical.

Your  information  will  help  to  keep  our  conference 
record  correct,  and  will  help  Miss  Daisy  Davies  and  her  committee  to  keep  Council 
records  straight. 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  held  an  all-day  Spiritual  Life  meeting  at  Greenville  for 
the  New  Bern  district.  Requests  for  prayer  and  thanks  returned  to  God  for  blessings 
received  in  answer  to  prayer  were  evidences  of  deepening  interest  in  this  movement. 

Please  pray  that  every  auxiliary  shall  have  a  part  in  this  great  effort  to  deepen 
our  spiritual  life.  We  need  the  quickening  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  so  our  service 
shall  glorify  our  Lord.

2nd.  That  the  members  of  each  group  pray  for  guidance  as  to  Bible  Study, 
hymns  to  be  used,  in  the  choice  of  objects  for  which  to  pray,  and  as  to  how  we 
may  make  our  lives  conform  to  our  prayers. 

3rd.     That  we  obey  the  command  of  Jesus:  "Have  faith  in  God." — Mk.  1 1  :22. 

4th.  That  we  use  and  get  others  to  use  "The  Upper  Room."  This  booklet  is 
published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  M.  E.  Church,  South,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Also 
the  leaflet,  "The  Fellowship  of  Prayer,"  published  by  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESEARCH  AND  STUDY 
OF  THE  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Since  the  Council  committee  on  the  Research  and  Study  of  the  Status  of  Women 
was  set  up  in  1926,  there  has  been  a  consistent  and  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of 
that  committee  "to  study  the  status  of  women  in  the  work  of  our  own  church  at 
home  and  abroad  in  order  to  discover  and  define  their  place  of  largest  usefulness 
in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom." 

They  have  worked  along  two  main  lines:  (l)  To  create  an  interest  in  and  to 
secure  a  larger  number  of  women  in  the  conferences  and  on  the  conference  quad- 
rennial boards  and  all  boards  in  the  local  church.  (2)  To  cultivate  the  idea  and 
secure  clergy  rights  for  faithful,  called  and  prepared  women  on  the  same  basis 
granted  faithful,  called  and  prepared  men. 

The  following  questions  have  been  studied : 

The  status  of  women  in  other  denominations. 

The  place  of  women  in  the  ministry  and  evangelism. 

Types  of  skill  open  to  women  working  in  the  church. 

The  legal  status  of  women  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Women's  place  in  political,  social,  industrial,  educational  and  religious  life. 

Salaried  positions  open  to  the  women  in  our  church  and  a  comparison  of  wages 
of  men  and  women  engaged  in  the  same  type  of  work  in  business  and  in  the 
church. 

You  may  secure  material  on  the  Status  of  Women  from : 

(l)  Annual  reports  of  the  Council  committee  on  Status  of  Women  printed 
in  the  Council  Reports  from  1927  to  date. 
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(2)  A  packet  of  leaflets  has  been  prepared  and  may  be  secured  from  Literature 
Headquarters,  706  Church  St.,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Price  15c. 

We  have  3  00  women  on  the  conference  boards  in  our  church  at  the  present  time. 
They  are  serving  on  the  following  boards:  Bible  Society,  22;  Christian  Education, 
64;  Christian  Literature,  69;  Missions  ,113  (this  number  includes  the  presidents 
of  the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  societies  who  are  ex-officio  members)  ; 
Church  Extension,  10;  Finance,  13;  Budget,  4;  Lay  Activities,  1. 

According  to  a  questionnaire  received  from  the  presiding  elders  and  compiled 
by  the  Status  Committee  in  1935,  we  find  throughout  Southern  Methodism  that  for 
every  30  men,  we  have  one  woman  as  trustees  of  church  property,  and  that  the 
number  of  men  superintendents  of  church  schools  and  stewards  is  nine  men  to  one 
woman.  Is  our  own  local  North  Carolina  Conference  having  its  quota  of  women 
given  recognition  for  the  work  they  are  doing  for  the  Kingdom  by  being  placed 
on  the  numerous  boards  of  our  local  churches:  We  do  not  think  that  we  are  getting 
a  fair  representation  on  these  boards,  and  we  want  to  urge  you  to  go  back  to  your 
churches  to  calmly  and  quietly  work  for  a  more  equable  distribution  of  member- 
ship on  all  boards. 

Women  are  barred  from  preaching  in  our  church  by  an  Episcopal  decision 
rendered  in  1896.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Council  sent  memorials  to  the  General 
Conference  in  193  0  and  1934  asking  that  women  be  given  the  rights  of  the  clergy 
on  the  same  terms  as  granted  to  the  men,  but  the  memorials  failed  to  receive  the 
two-thirds  vote  necessary  to  send  the  question  to  the  Annual  Conferences.  We 
recognize  the  followings  as  some  of  the  reasons  why  our  church  opposes  the  ordina- 
tion of  women: 

(1)  Because  of  our  itinerant  system.  Some  people  think  that  if  women  are 
admitted  to  the  Annual  Conferences,  embarrassing  situations  might  arise  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  our  connection  polity  guarantees  to  every  effective  minister  a  church 
and  to  every  self-supporting  church  a  minister  and  they  are  not  sure  that  they  want 
a  woman  pastor. 

(2)  Others  have  said  that  if  women  are  ordained  it  would  mean  a  cheaper 
ministry  as  women  have  always  worked  for  less  pay  than  men,  and  that  would  mean 
that  the  salaries  of  the  men  would  be  reduced. 

(3)  Some  say  that  women  preachers  are  not  needed  as  there  are  enough  men 
to  do  the  preaching. 

(4)  Prejudice,  sex  antagonism.  Women  have  found  that  men  are  unwilling 
(there  are  exceptions,  of  course)  to  deal  with  them  on  a  man-to-man  footing.  Every- 
thing else  being  equal,  women  are  discriminated  against  solely  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  the  following  are  some  of  the  churches  that 
recognize  women  and  men  equally  as  laymen  and  clergy:  Northern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion; Christian  Church,  General  Convention;  Congregational;  Disciples  of  Christ; 
Society  of  Friends,  Orthodox,  Five  Year  Meeting;  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Zion  Church;  United  Brethren  in  Christ. 

The  Friends,  the  Salvation  Army  and  the  Christian  Science  Church  have  from 
the  beginning  recognized  no  difference  between  women  and  men — women  being 
eligible  to  the  highest  office  of  the  church. 
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In  the  new  Korean  Methodist  Church,  men  and  women  have  equal  privileges 
with  the  men,  all  doors  of  the  church  being  thrown  open  to  them. 

It  is  true  that  missionaries  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Methodist  Church, 
who,  for  at  least  8  years  have  been  under  appointment  to  the  work  of  the  church, 
may  be  admitted  as  full  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  provided  they  receive 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  conference.  Eight  of  our  Southern  Methodist  missionaries 
have  been  ordained:  Misses  Ellasue  Wagner,  Lillian  Nichols,  Kate  Cooper,  Hallie 
Buie,  Laura  V.  Edwards,  Ida  Hankins,  Bessie  Oliver,  Hortense  Tinsley,  and  Miss 
Euline  Smith  is  a  probationer. 

According  to  a  tabulation  of  replies  from  1  14  denominations  published  in  192  7 
by  a  joint  committee  representing  the  Council  of  Women  for  Home  Missions,  the 
Federation  of  Woman's  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions  of  North  America  and  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  the  status  is  as  follows:

The  Historical  Committee  met  in  Duke  Memorial  Church,  April  22,  1936,  with 
Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  presiding.  The  following  officers  were  elected:  Chair- 
man, Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett;  vice-chairman,  Miss  Amma  Graham. 

Because  of  our  great  love  for  our  church  and  a  desire  to  preserve  all  that  is 
valuable  of  its  history  and  endeavors,  the  committee  outlined  the  following  objec- 
tives:   (l)    To   accumulate    missionary   literature    and   all    valuable    church    data. 

(2)  To  find  the  missing  minutes  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  Boards  prior  to  1910. 

(3)  To  place  in  a  scrap  book  all  local  church  histories  and  clippings  from  news- 
papers. (4)  To  decide  on  a  convenient  and  suitable  place  for  the  historical  library, 
which  is  now  in  Mrs.  Everett's  possession. 

To  obtain  these  objectives,  it  was  recommended  that  there  be  a  committee  in 
each  district  to  assist  in  securing  valuable  historical  matter  of  local  churches  and 
missionary  societies  and  in  finding  the  missing  minutes. 
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The  committee  further  recommended  that  a  place  be  given  on  the  conference 
program  for  the  Historical  Committee  to  present  items  of  historical  value  and 
significance  at  the  annual  sessions.

That  Standing  Rule  No.  1  be  changed  by  deleting  "and  secretaries  of  Children's 
Work  and  one  from  each  Young  Woman's  group"  and  adding  "and  chairmen  of 
Conference  Standing  Committees."  No.  1  will  then  read : 

No.  1.  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
adult  auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for 
each  additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alter- 
nates, together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders, 
and  the  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting 
body  of  the  conference. 

That  No.  2  be  changed  to  read: 

No.  2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to 
conference,  which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

That  numbers  10,  11,  and  12  be  deleted  since  the  superintendent  of  Mission 
and  Bible  Study  prefers  leaving  her  committee  free  to  discuss  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  their  department.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS  RECEIVING 
CERTIFICATES  FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small 
group,  with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding  daily 
or  weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group 
and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch  so 
that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to  express 
her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 
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There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unitv  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point  for 
discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the  current  press, 
missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures,  and  curios  add 
to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents  of 
the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture  .Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several 
years  of  experience  in  study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the  class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks  than  if  it 
covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to  the 
conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  missionary 
education.

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DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  membership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  formerly 
designated  as  dues,  pledge,  retirement  and  relief,  and  conference  expense  fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials  which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  women, 
and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($+.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be  itemized  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be  included  in 
the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  must  be  in  addition  to  the  pledge 
made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other  obligations  already 
assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must  also  be  designated  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the  person  thus  honored 
from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership  in  the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  auxiliaries, 
Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Education  and  Promotion 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  conferences  and  credited 
to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
when  the  pledge  is  made  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the  auxiliary. 
Such  money  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires. 

For  annuities,  consult  the  treasurer  of  the  Council.

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QUOTATION  FROM  THE  "COUNCIL  BULLETIN,"  1936 

"In  order  not  to  dissipate  our  missionary  funds  and  that  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  keep  within  the  law,  we  recommend  the  following'  definite  interpre- 
tation of  the  by-law  governing-  Supplies: 

( 1 )  'Boxes  of  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  may  include  cash  and  supplies  sent  to  needy  ministers;  but  they 
must  be  recommended  by  their  presiding  elders.  The  law  does  not  include  dona- 
tions to  ministerial  students,  but  may  include  needy  widows  of  preachers. 

(2)  'Boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  institutions  in  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council'  may  also  include  cash,  provided  this  is  to  be  spent  for 
supplies  needed  in  the  work  of  the  institutions;  but  (a)  not  for  building  enter- 
prises; (b)  not  to  pay  off  debts;  (c)  not  for  personal  gifts  to  missionaries,  deacon- 
esses, and  Scarritt  scholarship  students;  (d)  not  for  college  education  of  prospective 
candidates." 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  adult 
auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates, 
together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  and  the 
chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of 
the  conference. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to  confer- 
ence, which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

6.  That  during  the  first  week  of  December,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  one 
day  be  observed  as  "Harvest  Day"  by  each  auxiliary. 

7.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

8.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

9.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at 
the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  on  year 
to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected 
to  do  so. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 

Societies 


CONSTITUTION 

1.  In  each  annual  conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  All  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees. 

(4)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  re- 
siding within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  which  includes  wo- 
man's work  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(7)  And  the  following  officers:  A  president,  a  vice-president,  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups; 
a  secretary  of  Children's  Work;  and  superintendents  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting.  The 
election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  conference 
shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The  president 
and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  to  con- 
ference offices.  If  after  such  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  conference  bounds, 
such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  from  among  the  district 
secretaries  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign 
fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that 
time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 
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5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence 
and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  to  the 
conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  to  the  Organi- 
zation secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account  of 
each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  handle 
only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the  Council.  She 
shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the  conference  secre- 
tary. She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  shall  send 
itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  Janu- 
ary, to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting 
such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized 
statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups,  in  co-operation  with  district 
secretaries,  shall  through  the  auxiliary  presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young 
Women's  Groups  actively  cultivate  young  women  in  the  conference  for  member- 
ship in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She  shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of 
the  work  to  the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council. 

11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  conference  secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  secretarv  in 
charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  literature 
throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion 
of  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and  Pro- 
motion secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
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the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic 
and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the  conference 
into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superintendent 
of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes  and 
needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  to 
institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  secretary  in  charge  of  Organization. 

16.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  auxiliaries  and  use  every  avail- 
able means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts. 
They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district  conference  and  may  hold 
annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  zones  according  to 
their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The  district  secretaries  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special  calls 
for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  auxiliary  societies,  funds  contributed 
to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons  are  a 
part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the  conference. 

19.  Provisions  for  a  conference  expense  fund  shall  be  made  by  each  confer- 
ence according  to  the  requirements.  No  part  of  directed  missionary  offerings  shall 
be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  specific 
objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual 
session. 

21.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

STANDING  RULES 

1.  The  Woman's  Department  in  each  church  paper  shall  be  edited  by  one 
woman  only.  She  shall  be  selected  by  the  president  and  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  patronizing  conference. 

2.  In  each  Conference  Society  a  committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  conference  secretary,  shall  be  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within  its 
boundary  and  co-operate  with  them  for  the  advancement  of  their  work. 

3.  A  campaign  for  Mission  Study  shall  be  urged  in  October  and  special  effort 
made  to  organize  classes  in  every  auxiliary. 

4.  A  yearbook  of  programs  for  auxiliaries  shall  be  prepared  annually  by  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Literature  and  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

5.  One  handbook  and  one  yearbook  shall  be  furnished  free  to  the  president  of 
each  auxiliary. 
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6.  Two  copies  of  the  Adult  Handbook  shall  be  furnished  free  of  cost  to  each 
auxiliary. 

7.  The  week  beginning'  with  the  first  Sunday  in  November  shall  be  observed 
as  a  Week  of  Prayer. 

8.  The  following  schedule  of  quarterly  events  shall  be  observed  as  an  annual 
basis  of  cultivation:  (a)  First  Quarter — An  Officers'  Training  Day  in  District  or 
Zone  Groups,  (b)  Second  Quarter — A  Membership  and  Enlistment  Campaign, 
(c)  Third  Quarter — A  Training  Day  for  Mission  Study  Leadership,  (d)  Fourth 
Quarter — A  Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

9.  The  standard  of  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  be:  (a)  The 
sending  of  four  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference  superintendent;  (b)  a  study  of 
the  handbook  for  Superintendents  and  Committees  of  Christian  Social  Relations; 
(c)  definite  service  performed;  (d)  Regular  representation  from  the  committee  in 
a  Mission  Study  class;  (e)  the  study  of  one  of  the  special  packets  of  literature 
recommended  by  the  Bureau;   (f)   regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Adult 
Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by' raising. funds  for  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions 
supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and 
social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over,  or  one  under  twenty-four 
years  of  age  who  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  adult  life  through  marriage 
or  vocation  may  become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and 
a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings,  covering  relief 
and  retirement  and  conference  expense  funds,  free  will  offerings,  and  Scarritt 
maintenance.  Scholarships  for  Scarritt  College  shall  be  raised  as  auxiliary  or  con- 
ference specials.  An  offering  shall  be  taken  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special 
objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be 
directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  individuals  for  the  support  of  special  work  approved 
by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  member  by  payment  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is 
an  honor  and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Church  Board 
of  Christian  Education  (1934  Discipline  f  42 1   (l)   ). 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  cor- 
responding secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a 
treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials,  of  Study,  of 
Literature  and  Publicity,  of  the  World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of 
Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 
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10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  At  the  November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  bienni- 
ally, the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held.  Officers  shall  be  installed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  actively 
advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a  church,  the 
president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  aux- 
iliary. She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  the  first  of  January,  April, 
July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference  secretary 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also 
send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  correspond- 
ing auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called  meet- 
ings and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She 
shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to 
be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall 
be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  monthly 
and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  quarterly  to 
the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  parents  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  for  interest  in  and 
contributions  to  the  Kindergarten  and  Child  Welfare  Work  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary. 
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(2)  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars,  and  their  names  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  for 
five  dollars.  These  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  auxiliayr  treasurer  with  her  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study  classes.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall 
present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items  to  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  confernece  superin- 
tendents of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cir- 
culation of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  re- 
newals and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to  present 
the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting,  the  mis- 
sionary society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Publicity. 

11.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by  securing 
the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare  movements  of 
community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and  programs  committed 
to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in  con- 
structive relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes  and 
necessarv  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  to 
institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She 
shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Supplies. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  features 
of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may  have  in  the 
care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Local  Work.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  PROMOTION  AND  FINANCE 

I.  Concerning  District  Meetings. 
We  recommend : 

That  the  efficiency  aim  be  explained  and  interpreted  at  the  district  meetings 
as  a  most  efficient  means  for  cultivation  and  as  a  goal  that  can  be  achieved. 

II.  Concerning  New  Members  and  Organizations. 

1.  That  auxiliaries  begin  the  first  of  the  year  to  make  plans  for  securing 
new  members,  leading  up  to  the  special  feature  program  during  the  second  quarter, 
and  continuing  this  emphasis  through  the  third  quarter. 

2.  That  zone  leaders,  co-operating  with  the  district  secretary,  seek  to  organize 
new  societies  by  selecting  interested  women  in  unorganized  churches,  inviting 
them  to  zone  meetings,  giving  them  missionary  literature  and  using  them  as  key 
women  in  the  cultivation  of  the  women  of  their  churches. 

III.  Concerning  Young  Women. 

1.  That  continued  effort  be  made  to  enlist  young  women  as  members  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

2.  That  only  where  it  is  the  wisest  plan  should  they  be  organized  in  a 
separate  circle. 

3.  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  recommendation  of  last  year  that  some 
officers  of  the  auxiliary  be  selected  from  the  young  women's  group,  whenever 
possible,  and  that  they  be  given  tasks  worthy  of  their  ability  and  included  in  all 
activities  of  the  auxiliary. 

4.  That  material,  now  available,  be  more  widely  distributed  to  Young 
Women's  Circles  and  its  importance  stressed. 

5.  That  leaders  keep  in  mind  the  need  for  candidates  for  the  mission  field 
and  report  to  the  Conference  Candidate  Committee  the  names  of  consecrated 
young  women  who  are  well-trained  and  fitted  for  this  task. 

IV.  Concerning  Baby  Specials. 

1.  That  the  use  of  the  Florine  McEachern  gift  boxes  for  little  children  be 
emphasized  and  the  leaflet  be  widely  distributed  in  order  to  interest  parents  and 
friends  of  little  children  in  the  Baby  Welfare  Work,  at  home  and  abroad. 

2.  That  the  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  visit  the  parents  of  all  new 
babies,  suggesting  the  use  of  gift  boxes  and  also  baby  life  memberships. 

V.  Concerning  Study. 

1.  That  we  continue  to  promote  the  study  of  stewardship  as  one  of  the  Bible 
study  topics. 

2.  That  we  attempt  to  secure  the  use,  in  circles,  of  the  varied  missionary 
materials  available,  such  subjects  as  Peace,  the  Family  Brotherhood,  and  the 
packets  on  Christian  Social  Relations  being  recommended. 

VI.  Concerning  Finances. 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  decline  in  per  capita  giving,  we  urge  the  necessity 
of  challenging  women  to  give  to  missions,  rather  than  merely  pledging  to  a 
budget. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  make  the  January  meeting  more  vital  in  stimulating  a 
desire  to  give  and  that  information   on   the  fields,   and  as  to   where  our  money 
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goes,  be  given  through  the  year,  so  that  a  final  spiritual  and  missionary  emphasis, 
with  dedicated  offerings,  at  a  harvest  meeting  will  be  assured. 

3.  That  we  continue  efforts  to  supplement  our  missionary  funds  by  seeking 
honorary  life  memberships,  adult  and  children's  life  memberships  and  memorial 
funds. 

4.  That   our   conference    pledge    to    Council    be — for    adults,    $38,000;    for 

babies,  $500.

VII.  Concerning  Supplies. 

1.  That  through  the  Supply  department,  we  co-operate  with  the  foreign 
specials  of  furnishing  the  missionaries'  new  home  at  Laura  Havgood  School, 
Soochow,  China,  and  the  Margaret  Williamson  Hospital,  Shanghai,  China;  send- 
ing donations  for  this  purpose  to  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  our  superintendent  of 
Supplies. 

VIII.  Concerning  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societv  as  a  Force  in  the  Church. 
Inasmuch  as  we  earnestly  desire  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  be 

a  more  potent  and  permeating  force  in  creating  a  missionary  mind  and  deepening 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  local  church,  and  that  the  society  shall  be  fully  committed 
to  the  total  program  of  the  church, 

We  recommend: 

That  women  make  larger  use  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  for  a  more 
thorough  cultivation  and  co-operation  through  the  many  channels  provided  by 
General  Conference,  namely:  representatives  on  the  various  boards  and  committees 
of  the  church,  teachers  in  the  church  school,  the  co-operative  plan  for  missionary 
education  of  children,  missionary  programs  on  the  fourth  Sunday  and  participa- 
tion in  the  work  of  the  missionary  committee  of  the  church,  through  missions 
courses,  in  training  schools,  and  summer  conferences. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  SUPPLY  WORK 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  those  societies  particularly  interested  send  money  for  equipment  for 
the  Margaret  Williamson  Hospital  in  China. 

That  cash  shall  be  sent  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs. 
Knight,  and  that  no  cash  for  these  items  shall  be  sent  direct  to  the  field.  Miss 
Anne  Herbert  will  be  returning  to  China  sometime  during  the  summer.  If  you 
wish  to  supply  the  article  itself  and  buy  it  here  in  the  United  States,  you  may 
get  in  touch  with  Miss  Herbert,  121  Michigan  Ave.,  Decatur,  Georgia,  and 
find  out  if  she  can  take  it  with  her,  but,  unless  she  can  take  it,  do  not  buy  it 
here,  but  send  the  money  to  Mrs.  Fulton.  Some  of  them,  of  course,  can  be  gotten 
cheaper  there  than  here.

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English  text  books  for  teaching  the  staff  of  nurses  who  speak  English — 
approximate  cost,  $20.00. 

Chinese  periodicals,  newspapers  and  other  reading  material  for  nurses — $5.00. 
Furnishings  for  a  living  room  for  the  nurses.  At  present  the  room  is  furnished 
with   makeshift,   second-hand   furniture,   and   not   much    of   that.   The    following 
items  are  suggested: 

A  living  room  table.

Mex  in  Shanghai.) 

A  good  reading  lamp. 

Rugs. 

A  clock. 

Curtains  and  cushions.  The  cost  of  these  would  be  similar  to  the  cost 
here  and  would  make  the  room  cheerful  and  comfortable.  It  would  be  a 
great  blessing  to  the  girls  to  have  such  a  room  to  which  they  could  go 
when  off  duty,  where  they  could  relax  and  rest. 

2.  That  those  societies  particularly  interested  send  money  to  furnish  the 
missionaries'  new  home  at  Laura  Haygood  School. 

That  cash  shall  be  sent  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Supplies,  Mrs.

1.  That  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  elected  in  every  auxiliary,  and 
that  where  there  is  no  missionary  society,  the  help  of  the  pastor  be  secured  to 
appoint  a  worker  in  the  Children's  Division  to,  fill  out  the  report  blank  to  be 
sent  to  the  conference  secretary,  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society.

2.  That  early  in  October  the  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  each  church  be  asked  to  consider  the  superintendent  of  the 
Children's  Division,  or  a  teacher  or  officer  of  the  primary  or  junior  department 
of  the  church  school  for  the  office  of  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  provided  she 
is  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

3.  (a)  That  in  addition  to  the  representative  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  on  the  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  pastor  be  asked,  wher- 
ever practicable,  to  appoint  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  as  one  of  the 
members  at  large,  provided  she  is  not  already  a  member  of  the  board.

4.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  keep  the  missionary  society  in- 
formed as  to  what  is  happening  in  the  Children's  Division  throughout  the  entire 
year  as  well  as  during  the  time  when  missionary  units  are  in  progress. 

5.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  make  a  special  effort  to  attend 
mission  study  classes  in  the  auxiliary  and  take  advantage  of  any  conference  or 
regional  schools  and  assemblies  where  courses  for  Christian   workers  are  offered. 

6.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  stress  the  importance  of  sending 
(itemized)  all  funds  raised  for  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  to 
the  conference  treasurer  of  that  fund. 

7.  That,  wherever  possible,  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  work  use 
the  various  conference  publications  to  promote  the  use  of  missionary  units  in  the 
Children's  Division  of  the  church  school. 

8.  That  members  of  the  auxiliary  make  available  at  least  one  subscription 
to  the  World  Outlook  for  the  Children's  Division   in   the   local  church. 

9.  That  members  of  the  local  missionary  society  aid  the  church  school  in 
promoting  the  use  of  The  Elementary  Teacher  by  all  teachers  in  the  Children's 
Division,  especially  in  the  primary  and   junior  departments. 

10.  That  the  free  leaflet  on  the  cooperative  plan  be  revised  and  brought  up  to 
date  annually,  and  that  it  be  made  available  at  the  first  of  the  fourth  quarter 
for  use  during  the  ensuing  year.

2.  That  we  continue  to  have  as  our  "Conference  Study  Efficiency  Aim"  the 
following  program  of  work : 
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a.  Two  Council  (standard)  Mission  Study  classes  each  year,  using 
current  books  approved  by  Council. 

b.  One  Standard  Bible  Study  class  each  year,  selecting  courses  or  current 
books  approved  by  Council. 

c.  A  reading  circle. 

d.  A  missionary  library. 

e.  Four  full,  accurate  quarterly  reports,  using  Council's  latest  report 
form,  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

3.  That  we  continue  to  promote  the  study  of  Stewardship  as  one  of  the 
Bible  studies.  We  recommend  that  societies  take  one  of  the  studies  on  Stewardship 
as  an  optional  Bible  Study  as  frequently  as  they  find  it  needful  and  profitable. 

4.  That  societies  select  for  193  7  and  1938  any  topic  on  the  approved  list 
which  they  have  not  yet  studied. 

5.  That  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  emphasize  such  studies  in  the 
Christian  Living  Series,  under  Bible  Study,  as  are  related  to  their  work. 

6.  That  conference,  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Study, 
when    possible,    attend    the    Pastors'    Summer    School    at    Duke    University,    June 

,   the   one   week   school   held  at   Lake   Junaluska,    August    3-10,    or   the 

Leadership  School  at  Lake  Junaluska,  August   12-26. 

7.  That  superintendents  of  Study  continue  their  efforts  to  have  more  Missions 
and  Stewardship  courses  offered  in  training  schools. 

8.  That  District  Study  Coaching  Days  be  held  in  September,  if  the  district 
secretary  feels  that  this  will  be  profitable  in  projecting  the   Study  program.

TENTATIVE  REPORT  OF  SESSIONS  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 


I.     GENERAL 
We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  subject  of  health  be  the  special  topic  for  193  7-3  8  in  each  of 
the  five  departments  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  to  be  carried  on  with  refer- 
ence to  community  life — urban,  rural,  industrial  and  domestic,   for   all   races. 

2.  That  each  auxiliary  superintendent  select  a  strong  committee  to  study 
and  promote  each  phase  of  the  departmental  program. 

3.  That  this  committee  seek  a  closer  co-operation  with  all  existing  agencies 
which  promote  a  better  community  life. 

II.     CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 
We  recommend : 

1.  That  auxiliaries  study  the  provisions  made  in  our  state  for  juvenile  courts 
and  co-operate  with  their  local  juvenile  court  officers. 

2.  That  we  endorse  and  actively  co-operate  in  the  efforts  of  the  National 
Safety  Council. 

3.  Recommended  readings:

III.     INTERRACIAL   CO-OPERATION 

We  recommend: 

That  the  following  be  projected  as  an  outgrowth  of  friendly  co-operation 
with  the  finest  type  of  leadership  among  the  negroes  of  each  community: 

1.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  give  assist- 
ance in  every  way  possible   in   organizing  negro   Parent-Teacher  Associations. 
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2.  That  they  also  give  assistance  in  conducting  vacation  church  schools  for 
negro   children,   furnishing   materials   when    necessary. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  be  urged  to  continue  their  assistance  to  negro  women  in 
attending  the  leadership  schools  in   which  the  Council  co-operates. 

IV.     JOINT  RESOLUTION 

The  Committee  on  Citizenship  and  Law  Observance  and  the  Committee  on 
Interracial  Co-operation  unite  in  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas  wc  rejoice  that  the  number  of  lynchings  has  decreased  from  20,  in 
1935,  to  8  in  1936,  and,  whereas,  8  are  eight  too  many  in  a  land  which  we  call 
Christian,  we  urge  our  missionary  women  to  continue  their  campaign  for  eradi- 
cation of  lynching,  through  1937,  by  explaining  to  groups  the  meaning  of  the 
anti-lynching  pledge,  securing  signatures  of  both  men  and  women,  especially  of 
sheriffs  and  other  officers;  and  working  in  every  way  possible  to  create  a  public 
opinion  which  respects  the  rights  and  personalities  of  all. 

V.  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 
We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  read  "Sweden  the  Middle 
Way,"  by  Marquis  Williams  Childs. 

VI.  RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  we  continue  the  practice  of  mutual  co-operation  between  city  and 
rural  societies  and  that  the  larger  society  aid  the  smaller  in  forming  a  circulating 
library. 

2.  That  we  take  the  special  project  during  193  7-3  8  of  "Health"  and  that 
we  study  Guide  No.  2   in   the  Rural   Community  Series. 

3.  That  we  co-operate  with  existing  county  health  units,  and  in  counties 
without  this  service  that  we  use  our  influence  with  county  officials  to  secure  such 
units  as  needed. 

4.  That  we  work  with  welfare  departments  in  ferreting  out  the  needs  of 
the   underprivileged  and,  where  advisable,  to  secure  national  and  state  aid. 

5.  That  our  church  women  help  educate  and  encourage  the  local  illiterate 
and  ignorant  women  concerning  the  available  government  aids. 

VII.     INTERNATIONAL   RELATIONS   AND    WORLD    PEACE 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  continue  to  press  the  sale  of  peace  bonds. 

2.  That  we  encourage  our  women  to  attend  the  International  Relations 
Institute  at  Duke  University  in  June. 

3.  That  education  for  peace  be  continued  by  studies  that  will  stimulate  the 
international  mind. 

a.     Co-operate  with  existing  peace  agencies,  or  groups  that  are  studying 
and  working  for  peace,  such  as  the   Local   Peace   Councils,   the  Wo- 
man's Clubs,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  others,

RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR   SPIRITUAL   LIFE    AND 
MESSAGE  GROUPS 

From  the  Council  Committee : 

"It  is  evident  that  many  groups  have  not  attained  the  ideals  set  for  them — 
partly  because  of  the  newness  of  the  movement  and  a  failure  to  understand  it. 
There  is  need  for  careful  cultivation  and  development  of  the  group  work. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  the  holding  of  one-day  meetings  for  the  leaders  in 
local  auxiliaries  in  cities,  zones,  and  districts,  which  will  have  a  program  pro- 
viding for  retreat  features  in  the  morning  and  a  methods  period  in  the  after- 
noon." 

We,  your  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  request: 

1st.  That  each  zone  leader  urge  the  presidents  of  auxiliaries  (in  which  there 
is  not  a  prayer  group),  to  appoint  a  leader  of  a  Spiritual  Life  Group,  and  send 
her  address  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  P.  O.  Box  1199,  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  Then 
send  to  Literature  Headquarters,  706  Church  St.,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  free 
leaflets  on  Spiritual  Life,  and  send  ten  cents  to  pay  for  a  booklet  of  helps.  It  is 
most  satisfactory  for  each  member  of  a  group  to  buy,  study,  and  pray  over  the 
booklet  of  suggestions.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
sent  13  of  her  daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil; 
4  to  Korea;  and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  wives  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  have  gone  with  their 
husbands  to  their  appointments  in  the  foreign  countries"  where  our  church  is 
established:  1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa 
(Congo  Beige).  In  our  own  land,  12  have  served  as  deaconess,  city  missionary, 
or  contract  worker  in  our  various  institutions  in  the  different  types  of  service 
undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

This  year  there  are  reported  for  1936,  396  adult  auxiliaries,  with  12,531 
members,  including  1,598  young  women  in  85  young  women's  circles;  and  97 
auxiliaries  promoting  Baby  Specials.  The  Children's  Divisions,  except  the  babies, 
are  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  but  from  their 
fourth  Sunday  offerings,  the  amount  of  $587.66  was  reported  as  the  Council's 
share  of  their  total  contributions,  while  the  babies  paid  $599.84  to  our  conference 
treasurer.  Since  187  8,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  our  conference  societies  have  raised 
a  grand  total  of  $1,412,245.87  for  missionary  work  in  home  and  foreign  lands; 
and  $912,184.42  for  local  work.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  13,  1937 

The  twenty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  was  called  into  session  at  2  o'clock  on  April  13, 
1937,  in  Hay  Street  Church,  Fayette ville,  by  the  president,  Mrs.  A. 
M.  Gates. 

The  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Watchman,  Tell  Us  of  the  Night," 
opened  the  session. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  then  led  the  worship  service,  stressing  the  need 
of  the  realization  of  the  presence  of  Christ  at  our  meeting.  Mrs.  Gates 
followed  with  a  prayer  of  intercession  for  that  presence. 

Words  of  welcome  from  the  ladies  of  Hay  Street  Church  were 
spoken  by  Mrs.  Lucille  Sanders  and  responded  to  by  Mrs.  I.  B.  McKay. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  words  of  sympathy  for  Mrs.  T.  H.  Sutton  in 
the  recent  loss  of  her  husband,  and  the  conference  rose  in  accepting  a 
motion  that  the  love  and  sympathy  of  the  conference  be  sent  to  our 
former  officer. 

In  opening  the  business  meeting,  Mrs.  Gates  appointed  a  resolutions 
committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  R.  P.  Watson,  Mrs.  Julian  Aldridge  and 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Wilkins. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  read  her  president's  annual  message.* 

The  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  and  the  recording  secretary, 
Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  made  their  reports  for  the  year. 

'  A  panel  discussion  was  begun  by  Mrs.  W.   C.  Chadwick,  calling 
to  the  platform  the  district  secretaries  and  introducing  them  to  the  body. 

She  also  introduced  the  conference  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne, 
and  then  called  upon  the  new  district  secretary,  Mrs.  Fred  Johnson  of 
the  Rocky  Mount  district,  to  ask  questions  of  the  other  district  secre- 
taries about  the  statistics  and  achievements  of  their  districts.  In  answer- 
ing the  questions,  the  following  district  secretaries  made  reports:

To  represent  the  Spiritual  Life  work,  Mrs.  Chadwick  read  a  brief 
report  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life 
Group. 

Mrs.  McKinne  then  made  a  report,  as  treasurer,  and  spoke  words 
of  encouragement  about  the  financial  increases  during   1936. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  then  told  of  some  of  the  growth  and  interesting 
achievements  of  past  year.  She  showed  that,  as  a  conference,  our  rating 
stands  fourth  and  fifth  among  the  43  conferences  in  many  particulars 
and  branches  of  the  work. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  then  presented  the  Korean  urn  to  Miss  Florine 
Robertson,  district  secretary  of  the  Durham  district,  because  that  district 
had  the  largest  number  achieving  the  efficiency  aim.  Miss  Robertson 
accepted  the  urn  with  a  few  appreciative  words  for  the  fine  work  of 
the  women  of  the  Durham  district. 

Miss  Young,  from  the  Methodist  Publishing  House,  was  introduced, 
and  told  of  the  books  which  she  had  with  her  in  the  book  room. 

The  registration  was  reported  as  144. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  introduced  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  deaconess  at 
East  Carolina  College  for  Women,  who  dismissed  the  session  with 
prayer. 

TUESDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  13 

The  Tuesday  evening  service  began  with  the  hymn,  "Heralds  of 
Christ,"  after  which  the  Hay  Street  Church  choir  sang  the  beautiful 
anthem,  "In  Joseph's  Lovely  Garden,"  by  Dickenson. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Martin,  pastor  of  Hay  Street  Church,  read  verses 
from  the  tenth  chapter  of  John  and  offered  prayer. 

"How  Beautiful  Upon  the  Mountains,"  by  Harker,  was  inspiringly 
sung  by  Mrs.  Harold  Russell. 

Mrs.  Gates  made  some  announcements  and  introduced  Dr.  J. 
Glenn  Barden,  returned  missionary  from  the  Belgian  Congo,  who  spoke 
on  "The  School  as  an  Aid  in  Evangelizing  the  Atetela."  He  told  of 
how  the  knowledge  of  Christ  transforms  the  minds  of  these  African 
people  so  that  they  want  others  to  find  out  about  the  good  things  of 
His  gospel. 

Mrs.  J.  Glenn  Barden  then  talked  about  "Christ  and  the  Congo 
Woman"  and  told  of  many  of  the  horrible  experiences  which  come  to 
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the  girls  and  women  of  that  country.  She  related  something  of  the 
good  work  done  by  truly  coverted  women  there. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Barden  then  sang  the  dialect  version  of  "Pass  Me 
Not,  O  Gentle  Savior."  Mrs.  Barden  showed  several  curios  from 
Africa  and  explained  their  significance. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  14,  1937 

The  Wednesday  morning  session  opened  with  a  period  of  silent 
prayer,  after  which  Mrs.  Gates  led  the  devotional  meditation  along  the 
theme  of  "victorious  living,"  pointing  out  that  a  Christ-centered  life 
is  the  truly  victorious  one. 

"Breathe  on  Me,  Breath  of  God"  was  sung  as  a  prayer  in  conclud- 
ing the  devotional. 

The  business  session  opened  with  brief  announcements,  and  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  sessions  of  the  previous  day,  which  were 
accepted  as  read. 

The  hour  for  the  consideration  of  the  work  of  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  department  came,  and  Mrs.  Gates  presided  in  the  absence  of 
Mrs.  C.  L.  Read,  who  had  been  called  home  because  of  illness  in  her 
family. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  general  recommendations  of  this  department, 
which  were  voted  adopted. 

Miss  Vara  Herring  read  and  explained  the  second  section  of  the 
report,  that  on  Christian  Citizenship.  This  section  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

Mrs.  Herman  Baum  read  sections  3  and  4  of  the  report  and  these 
sections  were  adopted,  after  she  had  spoken  about  possible  interracial 
co-operation. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  section  5,  on  industrial  relations,  which  was 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  presented  section  6,  on  rural  development,  and 
this  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Gates  announced  a  telegram  from  Mrs.  Hillman  saying  that 
it  would  be  impossible  for  her  to  be  present. 

The  recommendation  on  international  relations  and  world  peace, 
section  7  of  the  report,  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  list  of  auxiliaries  achieving  the  efficiency  aim  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  was  announced. 
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A  chorus  of  negro  friends  from  the  State  Normal  School,  of  Fay- 
etteville,  sang  most  effectively  two  spirituals. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  Council,  but  as  really  as  one  of  "our  own  family."  She 
talked  about  our  missionary  work  in  Europe,  as  a  part  of  the  work 
not  very  well  known,  and  told  of  her  recent  visit  to  missions  in  Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland  and  Belgium.  She  drew  a  conclusion  that  these  stations 
in  weak  religious  points  comprise  a  most  important  phase  of  Protestant 
missions  in  Europe. 

Mrs.  McKinne  asked  for  a  collection  for  the  janitor  and  for  some 
baby  life  memberships. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  introduced  Deaconess  Hazel  Bulifant,  who  told 
of  her  work  at  Laurel  Hill  in  the  cotton  mills,  as  a  nurse  and  social 
worker. 

Mrs.  H.  M.  Wade,  representing  Children's  Work,  spoke,  and  read 
the  report  of  the  committee  of  this  department.  This  report  was  adopt- 
ed as  read. 

The  awarding  of  banners  for  Children's  Work  was  announced  as 
follows: 

The  Chinese  banner  to  Rocky  Mount  district  for  the  number  of 
reports  and  the  accuracy  and  regularity  of  reporting. 

The  Korean  banner  to  Carr  Church,  Durham,  for  the  emphasis 
placed  on  the  work  as  expressed  in  their  activities. 

The  African  banner  could  not  be  awarded  this  year  because  of 
changes  made  in  the  report  blanks.  Next  year  it  will  be  awarded  to 
the  district  that  reports  the  greatest  number  of  fourth  Sunday  offerings 
sent  to  the  conference  treasurer  for  4th  Sunday  offerings,  the  Rev. 
C.  K.  Proctor,  Oxford,  N.  C. 

Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  deaconess  at  East  Carolina  Teachers'  Col- 
lege in  Greenville,  next  spoke  about  her  work  with  the  Methodist 
young  ladies  of  that  state  institution.  She  set  up  as  one  great  objective, 
the  making  ready  of  those  girls  to  face  life  squarely,  and  asked  for 
a  $5,000  gift  with  which  to  build  a  Methodist  student  center. 

The  registration  was  announced  as  200. 

After  introduction  of  former  and  the  present  ministers'  wives  of 
Hay  Street  Church  and  of  Mrs.  Paul  Kern  and  several  clergymen,  the 
noon  worship  service  began  with  a  lovely  violin  solo  played  by  Miss 
Katherine  Monaghan. 

The  hymn,  "O  God,  Our  Help  in  Ages  Past,"  was  sung,  after 
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which  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  directed  the  meditation,  first  asking 
why  a  Bishops'  Crusade  is  necessary.  She  replied  that  probably  it  was 
because  we  have  failed  to  follow  Jesus  in  the  essentials  of  his  faith 
in  God  and  man.  She  said  that  the  new  world  order  must  be  built 
upon  a  religious  basis,  with  God  as  the  center  and  recognized  as  at 
work  in  the  world  today. 

After  a  prayer  by  Miss  McKinnon,  Dr.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  pro- 
nounced the  benediction  for  the  morning  session. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  14,  1937 

The  devotional  moment  of  the  Wednesday  afternoon  session  was 
led  by  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  who  read  verses  from  the  4th  chapter  of 
1st  John  and  closed  with  prayer. 

As  the  business  session  began,  a  substitution  on  the  resolutions  com- 
mittee was  made,  Mrs.  Le  Garde  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Julian  Aldridge. 

Telegrams  of  loving  greetings  were  read  from  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott, 
the  J.  M.  Rhodes  family  of  Winter  Haven,  Fla.,  and  Mrs.  May  Edla 
Smith  Early. 

As  an  answer  to  Mrs.  Gates  suggestion  that  the  conference  was 
open  for  an  invitation  for  next  year,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Rose  extended  words 
of  cordial  invitation  for  the  1938  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  Green- 
ville. This  was  seconded  by  telegrams  from  the  Kiwanis  and  Rotary 
clubs  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Greenville,  and  by  Mrs. 
Matthews,  district  secretary. 

This  invitation  was  gladly  accepted. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  superintendent  of  Study,  made  her  report  and 
then  presented  to  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood,  of  the  Raleigh  district,  the 
Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  study  jewel,  given  to  the  district  secretary 
of  the  district  reporting  the  largest  per  cent  of  auxiliaries  having  three 
classes  for  the  year. 

Mrs.  Hood  accepted  the  jewel  with  words  of  pleasure  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  study  work  of  the  women  of  her  district. 

Mrs.  Boone  then  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on 
Study,  and  moved  their  adoption,  which  was  voted. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  called  to  the  platform  the  ladies  who  had  attended 
the  Council  meeting  recently  held  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  asked  Mrs. 
J.  L.  Delaney  and  Miss  Susan  Exum  to  tell  some  of  the  most  inter- 
esting parts  of  the  Council  meeting,  the  consecration  of  new  mission- 
aries and  the  questions  answered  by  the  young  women's  groups. 
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Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Dan  Lawrence  also  told  of  "high- 
lights" of  the  Council.  Several  other  ladies  spoke  of  their  joy  in  attend- 
ing the  session. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  that  the  total  pledge  made  from  all  the 
conferences  was  $823,392. 

Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  told  of  Council  from  the  point  of  view 
of  a  secretary. 

Mrs.  Gates  closed  this  hour,  and  then  called  on  a  group  of  young 
women  to  come  to  the  platform,  where  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis  presented 
Mrs.  Brooks,  representing  the  young  woman's  circle  at  Roxboro;  Miss 
Exum,  of  Snow  Hill;  Mrs.  Julian  Aldridge,  of  Duke  Memorial 
Church  in  Durham.  Each  of  these  spoke  briefly.  She  then  asked  all 
young  women  in  auxiliaries  who  were  present  to  stand. 

Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler,  chairman  of  the  Conference  Historical  Com- 
mittee, introduced  Mrs.  R.  B.  John,  who  was  conference  president 
when  the  Home  and  Foreign  societies  merged  twenty-five  years  ago, 
and  who  made  a  few  appreciative  remarks. 

Mrs.  McKinne  then  announced  that  the  conference  was  making 
Mrs.  John  a  life  member.  Four  children  also  were  made  life  members: 
William  Watson  Barnes,  by  his  grandmother,  Mrs.  R.  P.  Watson  of 
Wilson;  the  twin  daughters  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Earl  Brian  of  Detroit, 
Lota  Leigh  and  Betty  Blanch;  and  Scott  Russ,  Jr.,  of  Fayetteville ; 
these  last  three  by  the  conference. 

The  name  of  Mrs.  B.  F.  King  was  placed  on  the  memorial  roll 
by  Fifth  Avenue  Church  of  Wilmington. 

It  was  voted  to  send  telegrams  of  love  to  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Rhodes,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  and  to  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  now  in  session  in  Mt. 
Airy. 

The  afternoon  session  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Gates. 

WEDNESDAY  NIGHT,  APRIL  14 

The  Wednesday  evening  service  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "Rise  Up,  O  Men  of  God." 

The  choir  of  Hay  Street  Church  beautifully  rendered  the  anthem, 
"Hark!   Hark!  My  Soul,"  by  Shelley. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Shore,  presiding  elder  of  the  Fayetteville  district, 
led  the  worship  period,  reading  Isaiah  35,  and  offering  prayer. 

Mrs.  Parker  Vickery  sang  "Before  Thy  Throne." 
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"The  Missionary  Challenge  for  Today"  was  the  theme  for  the 
evening  of  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon. 

She  spoke  of  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  missionary  endeavor, 
stressing  the  outstanding  native  leaders  in  various  fields,  and  also  stated 
that  the  task  was  not  yet  finished  but  held  still  a  challenge  to  bring 
many  more  into  the  Kingdom  of  God  where  people  may  live  in  rich 
communion  with  Him  and  with  their  fellowmen. 

The  service  closecf  with  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Rev.  W.  C. 
Martin. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  15 

The  Thursday  morning  session  opened  with  some  moments  of 
organ  music  and  quiet  meditation,  after  which  Mrs.  Gates  read  a  few 
verses  from  Romans  and  continued  her  consideration  of  what  victorious 
life  should  be.  She  quoted  Dr.  Stanley  Jones  in  summing  it  up  as  the 
life  of  Christ  reigning  victoriously  in  every  portion  of  the  being  and 
attitudes. 

The  hymn,  "O  Love  That  Will  Not  Let  Me  Go,"  was  sung  as 
a  prayer. 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Gates  called  for  the  report 
on  Promotion  and  Finance,  and  this  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Chadwick 
and  Mrs.  McKinne.  The  recommendations  were  read,  item  by  item, 
discussed  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  Gates,  and 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  McKinne  announced  that  the  per  capita  gift  should  be  figured 
upon  everything  sent  by  the  auxiliary  to  the  conference  treasurer.  She 
also  announced  that  our  conference  per  capita  for  1936  was  $3.60. 

The  pledge  service  was  then  conducted  by  Mrs.  McKinne,  who 
called  to  the  front  the  seven  district  secretaries.  Each  secretary  in  turn 
pledged  as  follows:

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Miss  McKinnon  offered  prayer  of  consecration. 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  announced  that  some  lady  had  promised 
to  make  a  gift  of  the  World  Outlook  to  each  new  society  in  the  district 
having  the  largest  number  of  new  societies  organized  from  conference 
to  conference,  and  that  this  year  the  8  auxiliaries  of  the  Wilmington 
district  had  won  this  distinction. 

Scott  Russ,  Jr.,  who  was  made  a  baby  life  member  by  our  confer- 
ence on  Wednesday,  was  presented  to  the  body.  His  mother  spoke  a 
few  words  of  appreciation. 

The  superintendent  of  Publicity,  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson,  read 
recommendations  for  publicity  work,  which  were  adopted,  item  by 
item.  All  items  except  number  3  were  adopted. 

Recommendations  of  the  superintendent  of  Literature,  Miss  Bessie 
Harding,  were  read,  in  her  absence,  by  the  secretary.  These  were 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  superintendent  of  Supplies,  made  her  report, 
and  read  the  recommendations  for  her  department.  These  were  adopted, 
item  by  item,  after  minor  corrections. 

Miss  McKinnon  urged  that  money  be  sent,  instead  of  articles, 
whenever  possible,  and  other  points  were  stressed  in  further  discussions. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Spiritual  Life 
and  Message  Groups  Committee.  These  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 

A  message  of  love  was  ordered  sent  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  trying 
to  tell  her  how  the  conference  missed  her. 

Mrs.  Gurney  Hood  reported  that  a  special  committee  appointed  to 
fill  vacancies  nominated  the  following  ladies:  for  editor  of  the  "Advo- 
cate" page,  Mrs.  Robah  Baynes,  Roxboro;  for  superintendent  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rivers,  of  Greenville;  for  chairman 
of  the  Historical  Committee,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler. 

Mrs.  McKinne  announced  that  a  Chinese  robe,  made  into  a  banner, 
was  to  be  given  to  Wilmington  district  for  outstanding  Baby  Specials 
work. 

Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  moved  that  the  conference  make  Mrs.  J. 
LeGrand  Everett  Conference  Historian  Emerita.  This  was  accepted 
by  a  rising  vote. 

Mrs.  Plyler  made  a  report  as  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee, 
and  called  upon  Miss  Vara  Herring  to  read  the  recommendations  of 
the  committee. 
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Miss  Herring  then  announced  that  the  name  of  Mrs.  Anna  Cul- 
breth  Bryan,  of  Roxboro,  had  been  placed  in  the  Book  of  Remem- 
brance at  Scarritt  College. 

Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Scarritt  Associates.  Miss  McKinnon  added  explanations.  The  report 
was  then  adopted. 

Mrs.  Sheep  showed  a  picture  of  Scarritt  sent  by  Dr.  Cuninggim. 

Mrs.  Gates  called  upon  Miss  McKinnon  to  represent  the  Candidate 
Committee  and  make  a  report.  She  told  that  one  conference  had  done 
well  in  allowing  Miss  Ta  Soon  Choi,  of  Korea,  to  use  one  scholarship 
at  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Ernest  Simmons,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Study 
of  Status  of  Women,  read  Report  No.  1  and  the  recommendations  of 
Report  No.  2  of  this  committee.  These  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Two  reports  were  read  and  accepted:  those  of  the  editor  of  the 
"Advocate"  page  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Morris,  and  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Miss  Lamb. 

Mrs.  Rives,  from  the  orphanage  in  Raleigh,  brought  a  message  of 
greetings  from  that  institution. 

Alternates  elected  to  Council  were:  for  president,  Miss  Florine 
Robertson,  and  for  conference  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Lagarde  read  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
which  was  accepted  by  a  rising  vote. 

After  announcements  and  a  message  read  from  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand 
Everett,  messages  were  voted  sent  to  Miss  Bessie  Harding  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  Morris. 

The  registration  had  mounted  to  212. 

Miss  McKinnon  then  explained  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  gifts 
would  be  given  to  the  Retirement  and  Relief  Fund  in   1937. 

She  also  told  of  how  a  surplus  was  allocated  to  aid  in  most  worth- 
while fields,  and  enlarged  upon  the  gift  for  the  Bennett  College  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro. 

Mrs.  George  Hawkins  was  called  to  the  platform  to  conduct  the 
Memorial  Service.  After  having  the  group  read  a  few  verses  of  Scrip- 
ture, she  read  the  names  of  the  sixty-two  members  who  had  passed 
away  during  the  past  year. 

Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  offered  prayer,  after  which  the  hymn, 
"Ten  Thousand  Times  Ten  Thousand,"  was  sung. 
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The  closing  rite  of  the  conference  was  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  over  which  the  pastor  of  Hay  Street  Church,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Martin,  and  the  presiding  elder,  Rev.  J.  H.  Shore,  presided,  assisted  by 
several  other  clergymen. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  and  the 
twenty-fifth  annual  meeting  declared  adjourned.

Reports  of  Officers 


ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  series  of  anniversaries  which  have  enriched  the  woman's  missionary 
organization  during-  the  last  decade  gives  emphasis  to  the  statement  of  Thomas 
Carlyle  that  "more  powerful  than  armies  is  an  idea  whose  time  has  come." 

The  year  1928  brought  to  our  attention  the  thrilling  story  of  groups  of  heroic 
women,  who,  fifty  years  before,  blazed  the  way  for  the  organized  work  of 
women  in  foreign  lands. 

In  1936  we  celebrated  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  Home  Missions,  which  had 
developed  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Lucinda  Helm.  Miss  Helm  described  her 
experience  as  a  propelling  power  beyond  her,  which  had  lighted  a  fire  within 
her  soul  which  moved  with  an  irresistible  force  to  throw  her  life  into  the  work 
of  redeeming  her  country,  and  establishing  the  Kingdom  of  her  Lord.  So  home 
mission  work  was  born. 

From  the  early  beginnings,  which  engaged  the  attention  of  a  few  women 
of  vision,  faith,  and  courage  in  each  of  these  two  organizations,  the  scope  of 
work  was  enlarged  until  it  included  not  only  evangelistic,  educational  and  medical 
service  but  also  orphanages  and  other  types  of  ministry  in  foreign  and  home 
mission  areas,  with  large  numbers  of  women  enlisted  in  the  effort  to  win  the 
world  to  Christ. 

In  1910  it  was  evident  that  "the  time  had  come  for  another  idea"  in  mission 
work.  The  General  Conference  in  its  1910  session  voted  to  combine  all  of  the 
missionary  interests  of  the  church  into  one  General  Board  of  Missions  and  set 
it  up  in  two  sections  to  be  known  as  the  General  Section  and  the  Woman's  Section. 
Each  of  these  sections  was  directed  to  carry  a  department  of  home  missions  and 
one  of  foreign  missions.  This  led  to  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  which  has  been  the  channel  for  the  work  of  the  women  since  that  time. 
The  oneness  of  the  task  gripped  the  imagination  and  fired  the  hearts  of  the 
women  with  new  zeal.  The  chasm  between  home  and  foreign  missions  began  to 
close  and  at  the  end  of  twenty-seven  years  we  are  thinking,  planning,  praying 
together  about  human  needs  around  the  world. 

SILVER  ANNIVERSARY 

Because  of  a  question  which  had  arisen  concerning  the  constitutionality  of 
organizing  under  the  new  ruling,  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  did  not  unite  until  1913.  This  brings  us  at 
this  session  to  the  celebration  of  our  own  Silver  Jubilee,  an  event  which  will 
have  an  important  place  on  our  program  Wednesday  afternoon.  We  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  two  members  on  our  executive  committee  today  who  were 
present  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  unification  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Societies  of  our  conference.  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  our  honored  vice-president,  and 
Mrs.   F.   B.   McKinne,   our  efficient  treasurer,   have   come   all   the   way   with   the 
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organization,  through  sunshine  and  cloud,  and  we  still  rely  on  them  for  guidance 
and  inspiration.  Tomorrow  at  our  anniversary  hour  we  shall  greet  other  pioneers, 
who,  twenty-five  years  ago  adventured  by  faith  into  a  strange  country,  not  know- 
ing whither  they  went.  Year  by  year  there  has  come  a  larger  conception  of  the 
gospel  message,  until  today  the  heart  of  our  missionary  program  finds  its  roots 
in  the  responsibility  for  making  all  human  relations  more  Christlike  and  the 
determination  to  interpret  the  Christian  message,  as  it  relates  to  all  of  life,  has 
become  the  consuming  purpose  of  this  organization.  We  rejoice  in  the  enlarged 
program  of  the  woman's  missionary  society,  and  are  grateful  for  the  influence 
which  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  is  injecting  into  the  society 
but  we  realize  that  the  distance  which  we  have  yet  to  go  is  far  greater  than 
that  already  traveled. 

UNIFICATION 

Another  idea  whose  time  seems  to  have  come  is  the  growing  conviction  that 
the  great  body  of  Methodists  in  the  United  States  should  be  united  into  one  great 
church  group.  If  and  when  this  union  is  consummated,  we  shall  be  the  largest 
denominational  group  in  this  country.  There  will  be  difficult  adjustments  to  be 
made  and  many  of  us  will  be  compelled  to  venture  forth  by  faith,  but  it  will 
mark  an  important  step  toward  a  united  Protestant  approach  to  the  problems  of 
our  needy  world. 

OUR  CHALLENGE 

Our  generation  faces  problems  more  baffling  in  their  pagan  and  agnostic 
aspects  than  has  any  generation  in  recent  years.  As  we  look  out  in  the  world 
today  we  are  dismayed  to  see  a  widespread  effort  to  build  a  civilization  on 
materialism  and  brute  force.  Many  institutions  and  individuals  are  attempting 
to  get  along  without  God.  Professor  Kenneth  Scott  Latourette  in  "Missions 
Tomorrow"  says:  "The  enemies  of  religion  today  are  secularism,  nationalism, 
and  the  totalitarian  state,  and  their  influence  is  world  wide.  Unless  the  Christian 
principles  of  reverence  for  human  personality,  the  brotherhood  of  man — and  the 
love  of  God  and  man  are  built  into  the  new  world  culture,  the  future  of  humanity 
is  dark  indeed.  The  creation  and  upbuilding  of  a  world-wide  Christian  fellow- 
ship that  will  embody  and  win  increasing  acceptance  of  these  principles  is  the 
goal  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  tomorrow." 

The  great  challenge  to  the  Christian  Church  in  America,  therefore,  is  to 
permeate  all  society  with  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  Christ.  Someone  has  truly  said  that 
the  challenge  of  the  church  today  is  not  our  creed,  but  the  application  of  Christ's 
principles  to  all  areas  of  life. 

THE  BISHOPS'  CRUSADE 

In  recognition  of  this  challenge  the  Christian  forces  have  sounded  a  call  to 
advance  and  several  interdenominational,  as  well  as  denominational,  movements 
have  resulted. 

The  most  significant  of  these  was  the  National  Preaching  Mission  recently 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches.  This  mission 
was   a   demonstration    of   the    power    of    Protestantism,    when    united    in    a    great 
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common  purpose,  to  bring  individuals  into  vital  contact  with  Christ,  more  than 
25,000  ministers  and  2,000,000  members  of  churches  attended  this  series  of 
meetings  which  radiated  from  the  central  chain  of  services.  The  whole  country 
was  confronted  by  the  living  reality  of  a  church  of  Christ  in  earnest  about 
redeeming  America. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  launched  a  movement  which  they  call 
"The  Million  Unit  Fellowship."  Dr.  William  F.  Doughty  says:  "This  is  a  call 
for  at  least  a  million  members  of  the  church  to  join  in  a  new  consecration  of 
all  of  life  to  Jesus  Christ  and  to  the  world-wide  activities  of  their  church." 

In  the  Bishops'  Crusade  of  our  own  denomination  we  have  a  movement, 
the  first  concern  of  which  is  to  make  the  missionary  and  evangelistic  passion 
vital  in  the  heart  of  the  church,  to  bring  again  the  ancient  power  to  modern 
Methodism  and  to  release  the  funds  now  absorbed  by  interest  and  debt  for  the 
sending  out  of  at  least  twenty-five  new  missionaries  .This  will  enable  our  Mission 
Board  to  enter  some  of  the  many  open  doors  which  face  us  on  every  mission 
field.  The  call  is  urgent.  Bishop  Arthur  Moore  tells  us  that  "the  thin  line  of 
missionaries  cannot  hold  out  unless  relief  and  reinforcements  are  sent  speedily." 

The  second  aspect  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade  leads  us  to  the  200th  anniversary 
of  John  Wesley's  "heart  warming"  experience,  and,  like  the  Million  Unit 
Fellowship  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  it  invites  every  church  member 
to  a  richer,  more  radiant  and  conquering  faith,  a  new  consecration  of  all  of 
life  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  a  larger  and  more  sacrificial  share  in  all  of  the  work 
of  the  church.  Just  as  we  hope  to  celebrate  the  sending  out  of  the  first  two 
missionaries  next  week-end,  April  23  and  25,  by  a  voluntary  offering  sufficient 
to  pay  the  debt  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  leaders  hope  that  by  May  24, 
193  8,  we  may  celebrate  the  "heart  warming"  of  John  Wesley,  by  a  revitalized 
church,  aglow  with  a  passion  to  carry  the  gospel  message  into  all  the  world. 

The  Spiritual  Life  Groups  in  our  local  churches  may  become  sources  of 
great  power  in  the  realization  of  this  goal.  This  is  a  challenge  to  every  church 
woman.  I  bespeak  the  loyal,  earnest  prayer  and  co-operation  of  every  missionary 
woman  in  her  local  church,  as  her  pastor  launches  each   phase   of  this  crusade. 

LIQUOR  CONTROL  STORES 

Another  and  an  immediate  responsibility,  which  faces  us  as  church  women  is 
the  coming  election  in  many  counties  on  the  question  of  legalizing  so-called 
"Liquor  Control"  stores. 

The  knowledge  of  a  few  certified  facts  should  be  sufficient  to  convince  every 
thoughtful  citizen  of  North  Carolina  of  the  terrible  consequences  resulting  from 
legalized  liquor. 

A  survey  of  North  Carolina  Highway  Statistics  made  by  Reverend  L.  A. 
Mayo  covering  an  approximate  period  from  November  1,  1935,  through  the 
year  1936,  shows  that  "in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  393  more  registered 
motor  vehicles  per  county  in  legally  dry  counties  than  in  wet  counties,  and  that 
all  major  football  games  in  North  Carolina  are  played  in  legally  dry  counties, 
and  also  that  all  industrial  sections  with  their  eight  hour  work-day  and  two  day 
week-end  holiday  are  in  legally  dry  counties,  on  the  basis  of  per  1,000  registered 
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passenger  cars,  there  were  36%  more  drivers'  licenses  revoked  in  legally  wet 
counties  than  in  legally  dry  counties,  and  on  the  same  basis  there  were  more 
fatal  highway  accidents  in  legally  wet  counties  than  in  legally  dry  counties.  The 
only  logical  conclusion  in  view  of  these  facts,  is  that  to  vote  for  liquor  control 
stores  in  any  legally  dry  county  is  to  vote  to  increase  drunken  driving  in  passenger 
cars  36%  and  to  increase  highway  slaughter  with  passenger  cars   14%." 

Also  to  vote  for  liquor  control  stores  is  to  take  a  profit-sharing  responsibility 
in  drinking  and  drunkenness  in  one's  own  and  neighboring  counties.  Work  and 
vote  against  liquor  control  stores  and  keep  free  from  the  curse  which  the  prophet 
Habakkuk  pronounced  upon  "him  that  giveth  his  neighbor  drink,  that  puttest 
the  bottle  to  him  and  makest  him  drunken."   (Habakkuk  2:15.) 

IN  CONCLUSION 

The  year  1936  was  a  good  year  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Due  to 
the  faithful,  efficient  work  of  every  officer  and  district  secretary  substantial  in- 
creases were  recorded  in  all  but  three  phases  of  our  work.  We  deeply  regret 
decreases  in  mission  study  classes,  auxiliaries  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer,  and 
societies  achieving  the  efficiency  aim. 

We  rejoice  that  we  were  able  to  pledge  to  Council  last  year  $37,000.00,  an 
increase  of  $1,000.00  over  our  pledge  for  1935,  and  were  able  to  pay  $2,230.00 
above  the  pledge. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  steadily  increasing  numbers  of  splendid  young 
women  who  are  taking  an  active  part  in  our  missionary  work  throughout  the 
conference.  We  have  much  to  make  us  glad,  as  we  begin  our  Silver  Jubilee  year, 
but  we  are  conscious  that,  as  someone  has  wisely  said,  "our  ideals  are  to  run 
races  with  and  if  we  cease  chasing  them  they  sit  down  and  become  opinions." 
Our  whole  endeavor,  as  missionary  women,  must  be  to  seek  always  to  persue  our 
ideals,  as  Jesus  Christ  persued  His.  We  must  measure  our  accomplishments  by 
the  standard  which  He  set  up,  when  He  said:  "The  first  of  all  the  Commandments 
is — thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul 
and  with  all  thy  strength;  this  is  the  first  commandment  and  the  second  is  like, 
namely  this,  thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  There  is  none  other  com- 
mandment greater  than  these."  (Mark  12:  29-31.)  This  is  the  ideal  set  up  by 
the  greatest  man  who  ever  lived,  the  Son  of  God  "who  came  into  the  world  not 
to  be  served  but  to  serve."  He  pursued  this  ideal  to  the  point  of  supreme  sacrifice, 
by  giving  His  life  a  ransom  for  the  whole  multitude  of  the  human  race.  It  is 
also  our  ideal,  and,  if  we  are  to  attain  it,  we  must  go  forth  as  individuals  and 
as  an  organization  to  share  the  travail  of  His  soul,  while  we  seek  to  serve  in 
every  needy  place  those  whose  appeal  confronts  us  wherever  we  turn.

As  we  face  the  future,  we  are  encouraged  to  attempt  even  greater  things  for 
Him  who  for  our  sakes  became  poor  that  we  through  His  poverty  might  be  rich.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

The  greatest  challenge  that  can  come  to  a  Christian  today  is  the  vision  of  a 
transformed  world  or  the  bringing  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  pass  on  this  earth. 
For  the  performing  of  this  task — or  the  privilege  of  having  a  part  in  it — great 
faith,  a  Christlike  love,  perseverance  and  patience  are  very  necessary  qualities. 

Many  of  the  women  of  our  church  have  caught  this  vision  and  are  "possessed 
by  a  dream."  Dr.  W.  T.  Watkins,  of  Emory  University,  in  discussing  Jesus' 
view  of  life,  says  that  Jesus  exalted  the  permanent  and  abiding  over  the  transient 
and  fleeting.  He  took  the  long-time  view  of  things. 

Some  of  the  problems  that  we  are  facing  today  may  take  one,  two  or  three 
generations  to  solve.  "Be  willing,"  Dr.  Watkins  says,  "to  be  a  part  of  three 
generations."  We  must  fight  during  our  lifetime,  for  something  in  the  future 
years.  We  are  a  part  of  a  big  movement.  Someone  has  said,  "God  has  set  eternity 
in  our  hearts." 

Last  year  we  spoke  of  planting  the  mustard  seed  and  the  wonderful  harvest 
that  we  expected.  By  faithful  watering  and  careful  cultivation  of  the  women 
of  our  conference,  this  tiny  seed  has  grown  steadily  into  a  well-shaped,  beautiful 
tree. 

The  branch,  called  "Growth  in  auxiliaries  and  members,"  has  developed 
well,  since  we  had  a  net  gain  of  13  auxiliaries  and  1,144  members  in  1936. 
We  are  happy  that  296  of  these  members  are  in  Young  Women's  Circles  and 
that  there  were  14  new  circles  formed  during  the  year.  There  are  also  5  1  more 
societies  promoting  Baby  Specials  than  there  were  in  1935. 

The  branch  labeled  "Study"  is  becoming  sturdier  all  the  time,  since  we  had 
an  increase  of  145  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook  and  an  increase  of  32  in 
auxiliaries  studying  Stewardship. 

Facts  and  figures  mean  very  little  unless  there  is  a  deepening  of  the  spiritual 
life.    The   tap-root   of   this   tree   of    ours,    which    goes    deep    into    the    earth    and 
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furnishes  nourishment  for  all  of  the  branches  is  called  "Spiritual  Life  Groups." 
We  feel  sure  that  the  reason  for  the  growth  of  the  tree  is  the  fact  that  this  root 
is  stronger.  More  women  are  praying  and  depending  on  God  for  guidance  than 
ever  before  in  our  conference.  76  new  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  added  to  our 
list  last  year.  What  a  cause  for  rejoicing  that  is!  2  8  more  auxiliaries  observed  the 
Week  of  Prayer  than  in    1935. 

Our  tree  is  not  only  growing  in  height,  but  is  also  broadening.  This  is  evident 
in  the  fact  that  we  have  3  6  new  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees.  Christi- 
anity takes  in  every  area  of  life. 

There  is  one  little  branch  that  does  not  seem  to  be  growing.  It  is  over- 
shadowed and  frail-looking.  That  one  has  the  name  "Auxiliaries  on  the  Efficiency 
Aim."  Something  must  be  done  about  that  branch.  It  needs  careful  cultivation. 
In  this  department  alone  there  was  no  increase.  There  were  only  47  auxiliaries 
on  the  list,  as  against  60  the  year  before. 

However,  the  branch  bearing  the  name  "Finances"  seems  to  be  flourishing. 
We  paid  into  the  Council  treasury  in  1936  $39,224.00,  and  with  the  fourth 
Sunday  offerings  from  the  children  our  total  was  $39,817.60.  We  pledged 
$37,000.00  For  this  year  we  hope  to  make  an  increase  over  that. 

Our  rating  in  Council  is  as  follows:  Of  the  forty-three  conferences,  we  stand 
fourth  in  number  of  auxiliaries,  in  members,  in  number  of  Young  Women's 
Circles,  members  in  circles  and  in  number  of  life  memberships;  fifth  in  observ- 
ance of  Week  of  Prayer,  amount  of  money  sent  to  the  Council  treasurer,  and 
auxiliaries  on  the  efficiency  aim;  and  seventh  in  auxiliaries  promoting  Baby 
Specials. 

One  of  our  objectives  for  a  long  time  has  been  to  have  some  Council  work 
or  worker  in  our  conference.  That  wish  has  been  fulfilled  at  last  and  we  are  so 
happy  to  have  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna  Davis  East  Carolina  Teachers'  College  as 
student  counselor. 

It  was  announced  at  an  executive  meeting  last  spring  that  the  district  secre- 
tary whose  district  made  the  greatest  progress  along  all  lines  would  be  sent  to 
the  1937  Council  meeting.  At  the  fall  executive  meeting  it  was  decided  that 
the  percentage  of  increase  should  be  for  two  years  instead  of  one.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  it  was  found  that  Elizabeth  City  district  had  made  the  largest  increase 
and  so  Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney  went  to  Columbia. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Bourne,  secretary  of  Organization  of  the 
Council,  it  was  voted  also  to  send  a  member  of  a  Young  Woman's  Circle  to 
Council.  Miss  Susan  Exum,  of  Snow  Hill,  was  chosen  by  a  committee  and  so 
she  represented  the  young  women  of  our  conference  at  Council. 

This  year  we  are  celebrating  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  our  united 
Woman's  work.  What  a  wonderful  growth  has  taken  place  in  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century!  It  has  been  almost  sixty  years  since  the  beginning  of  foreign 
mission  work,  as  carried  on  by  the  women  of  our  church. 

How  like  a  mustard  seed,  the  smallest  of  all  seeds,  was  the  work  in  1878, 
as  groups  of  women  scattered  here  and  there  throughout  our  Southland,  studied 
and  prayed  and  sent  their  first  missionary  to  China.  Yet  how  strong  was  their 
faith    and    how    patient    they    were    in    hope !    Behold    the    result    today — a    strong 
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organization,  with  almost  300,000  members,  with  missionaries  in  eight  foreign 
countries  and  many  workers  in  the  home  field.  Many  have  been  the  hands  that 
cultivated  the  soil  and  watered  the  dry  earth,  but  always  God  gave  the  increase. 
Truly  our  women  through  the  years  have  "dreamed  a  dream."  It  was  the 
Heavenly  Father  who  first  put  the  dream  into  our  hearts  and  so  we  look  into 
the  future  with  confidence.  We  know  that  "His  truth  is  marching  on."

COUNCIL  REPORT 


The  193  7  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  met  in  Washington 
Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  March 
11-15. 

As  so  many  of  our  conference  women  attended,  we  hardly  feel  that  a  report 
is  necessary. 

Two  days  of  committee  meetings  preceded  the  opening  of  Council. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  president,  was  in  her  place  as  presiding  officer  and  the 
recording  secretary,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Parker,  served  in  her  usual  capacity.  Reports  ol 
officers  and  secretaries  and  the  message  of  the  president  all  indicated  a  good  yeai 
and  progress  in  the  work  of  the  Council. 

Three  bishops,  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  and  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern,  from  our 
own  Southern  Methodist  Church,  and  Bishop  Francis  J.  McConnell,  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  were  guest  speakers,  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Watkins,  of 
Emory  University,  brought  the  messages  at  the  meditation  hour. 

Mrs.  H.  E.  Woolever,  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church;  Mrs.  W.  H.  C.  Goode,  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  same 
church;  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Shell,  president  annual  Missionary  Convention,  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  were  also  guests  of  the  Council  and  spoke  at  our  executive 
meeting  with  the  missionaries  and  deaconesses  at  the  Jefferson  Hotel  on  Wednes- 
day evening. 

Eight  candidates  were  consecrated  on  Sunday  night  by  Bishop  Kern.  Three 
were  commissioned  as  deaconesses  in  the  home  field  and  five  as  foreign  mission- 
aries. Miss  Ella  Leveritt,  for  forty  years  a  missionary  in  China,  received  the 
emeritus  relation. 

After  the  close  of  the  Council  session,  the  South  Carolina  Conference  gave 
a  trip  to  the  Magnolia  Gardens  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  more  than  150  women, 
who  remained  over  for  the  pilgrimage.  This  was  a  beautiful  courtesy  and  will 
ever  be  remembered  by  those  who  were  privileged  to  enjoy  it.

It  is  hoped  that  the  reports,  statistics  and  other  material 
collected  in  the  "Yearbook"  may  prove  of  real  help  to  all  auxiliaries^ 

As  a  member  of  the  official  group,  I  have  attended  four  zone  meetings  and 
spoken  on  different  phases  of  our  missionary  work,  and  the  Wilmington  district 
meeting. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  assist  a  Wilmington  auxiliary  to  organize 
a  missionary  society  at  Bolivia  in  the  spring.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  co-operative  work  between  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  has  taken  deeper  root  this  year  and  I  find  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  plan  and  a  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  in  the  church  schools 
to  undertake  this  phase  of  the  work.  To  disband  World  clubs  and  circles  and  to 
merge  the  work  with  the  work  of  the  church  school  was  a  drastic  change  and 
it  has  taken  sometime  to  get  this  plan  in  operation.  However,  the  local  secretaries 
of  Children's  Work  and  the  church  school  teachers  are  working  it  out  in  a  most 
admirable  manner.  Much  credit  for  this  condition  is  due  to  Mrs.  H.  M.  Wade, 
director  of  Children,  working  under  the  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. She  has  not  failed  to  promote  the  missionary  phase  of  religious  education 
wherever  she  has  carried  her  message  to  the  teachers  of  the  children. 

Our  work  this  year  has  been  featured  by  many  and  varied  activities.  The 
projects  undertaken  were  very  worthwhile  and  were  carried  out  in  the  finest  kind 
of  spirit.  Friendliness  and  good  will  toward  the  foreigner  and  those  of  other 
races  should  result  from  this  study. 

In  March,  Mexico  was  studied  and  the  work  done  acquainted  the  children 
with  the  manners,  customs,  games,  songs  of  our  neighbors  to  the  south  of  us  and 
tended  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  them.  Scrap  books  and  posters  were  made 
and  small  gifts  were  gathered  together  and  sent  to  these  little  friends.  One 
kindergarten  received  a  box  of  eighteen  pairs  of  scissors,  sent  by  one  of  our 
junior  groups. 

The  American  Negro  was  our  November  study  and  it  was  then  that  the  best 
work   was   done.   Pictures   of    outstanding   negroes   were   presented    to   the    negro 
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schools  and  Sunday  schools.  Boxes  of  gifts  were  sent  to  Bethlehem  Houses,  the 
one  in  Winston-Salem  being  remembered  many  times.  Church  school  literature 
was  saved  and  made  into  booklets  and  given  to  negro  hospitals  and  Sunday  schools. 
Scrap  books  with  pictures  of  distinguished  negroes,  together  with  stories  of  their 
work,  were  made  and  given  to  negro  institutions.  Songs  and  poems  bv  negroes 
were  collected  and  negro  songs  were  sung.  Toys  and  cakes  and  candy  were  given 
to  a  nursery  for  negro  children  whose  mothers  go  out  to  work  each  day. 

One  of  my  secretaries  writes:  "Interest  increases  with  the  studv  of  each 
Friendship  Unit.  Teachers  and  all  workers  look  forward  to  this  work  and  plan 
it  with  more  ease  and  eagerness.  They  carry  out  some  project  with  each  unit  and 
keep  their  books  to  build  a  library  for  future  use.  They  never  forget  the  fourth 
Sunday  offering." 

Rocky  Mount  district  again  receives  the  Chinese  banner  for  the  number  of 
reports  and  the  accuracy  and  regularity  of  reporting.  Carr  Church,  Durham, 
receives  the  Korean  banner  for  the  emphasis  placed  upon  the  work  as  expressed 
in  their  activities.  I  am  sorry  that  the  African  banner  cannot  be  awarded  this 
year.  Changes  were  made  in  the  report  blanks  this  year  which  made  it  impossible 
for  me  to  know  the  number  of  sessions  held.  Next  year  it  will  be  awarded  to 
the  district  that  reports  the  greatest  number  of  fourth  Sunday  offerings.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Study  is  not  an  end  in  itself  but  an  observa- 
tion of  the  stimulating  growth  of  the  work  and  its  encouraging  results.  It  is 
well  to  check  up  on  achievements,  thinking  not  in  terms  of  numbers  but  of  the 
quality  of  work  done,  the  enriched  lives,  changed  attitudes  and  conditions.  The 
value  of  our  study  program  is  far  reaching,  as  is  indicated  in  personal  messages 
from  auxiliary  Study  superintendents  telling  of  increased  missionary  interest,  a 
clearer  vision  of  world  needs  and  of  our  responsibility  as  Christians  to  make 
Christ  known  to  our  brothers  of  every  race  and  clan  around  the  world. 

Records  show  that  the  standard  of  study  work  is  being  raised  each  year. 
There  were  176  standard  classes  conducted  in  1936,  an  increase  over  any  previous 
year — 129  standard  mission  study  classes  and  47  standard  Bible  study  classes. 
In  addition  to  this  very  high  type  of  study  work,  many  good  information 
classes  were  reported  with  fine  results  including  circuit  classes,  one-day  classes 
and  monthly  classes  conducted  through  circles. 

There  was  a  total  of  641  classes  reported  last  year,  396  mission  study  and  272 
Bible  study  classes.  The  total  class  membership  was  9,169  busy,  interested  mission- 
ary women.  There  were  598  reports  received  from  our  396  auxiliaries  in  1936, 
showing  that  225  auxiliaries  conducted  one  or  more  study  classes. 

Much  valuable  missionary  information  is  gained  through  reading  circles  and 
missionary  libraries.  Reports  show  that  there  are  97  reading  circles  and  113 
missionary  libraries. 
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Twenty-four  auxiliaries  reached  the  Study  Efficiency  Aim.  This  means  that 
the  following-  "Conference  Study  Program"  was  carried  out: 

(a)  Two  standard  mission  study  classes,  using  approved  current  books. 

(b)  One  standard   Bible  study,  using-  approved   current  book  or  course. 

(c)  A  reading-  circle. 

(d)  A  missionary  library. 

(e)  Four    quarterly    reports    sent    the    conference    superintendent    of    Study 
promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  using  the  regular  report  blank. 

Thirty-eight  auxiliaries  are  receiving  "Study  Honorable  Mention"  certificates 
for  carrying  out  the  study  program  with  one  exception — the  study  classes  were 
not  standard  but  were  conducted  as  best  suited  the  group.  This  is  the  only  differ- 
ence between  these  two  conference  certificates  of  study. 

There  are  124  Council  certificates  of  Special  Recognition  to  be  issued  to  80 
auxiliaries  conducting  mission  study  classes  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  which  we  call  standard  or  Council  classes. 
Durham  district  receives  27  of  these  certificates;  Elizabeth  City,  15;  Fayetteville, 
19;  New  Bern,  15;  Raleigh,  30;  Rocky  Mount,  10;  Wilmington,  8.  Raleigh 
district  leads  in  this  highest  type  of  advanced  study.  This  is  an  increase  of  2  8 
certificates  and  an  increase  of  1 5  auxiliaries  receiving  them.  The  North  Arkansas 
Conference  also  received  124,  which  makes  us  tie  with  them  for  11th  place  in 
Council  standing  for  this  particular  honor.  The  text  books  used  were,  "Toward 
a  Christian  America"  by  Morse,  and  "A  Preface  to  Racial  Understanding"  by 
Johnson.  The  response  to  the  fall  study  on  the  American  Negro  was  unusually 
fine,  resulting  in  a  better  spirit  of  Christian  brotherhood.  Helpful  contacts  were 
made,  health  conditions  improved  and  other  community  and  class  activities  were 
enthusiastically  carried  out  with  the  co-operation  of  our  negro  friends. 

The  district  percentages  of  auxiliaries  doing  some  studying  (conducting  one 
or  more  classes)  are:  Durham,  67%,  standing  first  place;  Raleigh,  66%;  Fay- 
etteville, 61%;  Wilmington,  58%;  New  Bern,  55%;  Elizabeth  City,  46%; 
Rocky  Mount,  45%.  Help  raise  your  district  standing  by  promoting  mission  and 
Bible  study  in  new  or  weak  auxiliaries;  lend  them  your  books  and  materials 
and  help  them  with  their  classes. 

The  district  with  the  highest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  reporting  three  study 
classes  during  the  year,  two  mission  study  classes  and  one  Bible  study  class,  using 
current  books  approved  by  Council  is  awarded  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett  jubilee 
study  jewel.  Last  year  the  Raleigh  district  earned  this  beautiful  jewel,  which  is 
such  a  cherished  possession  of  our  conference  and,  because  of  its  symbols  and 
meaning,  stimulates  greater  interest  in  missionary  growth  and  development.  We 
also  cherish  it  because  of  the  love  of  our  conference  for  its  donor,  Mrs.  J.  Le- 
Grand  Everett,  who  was  our  faithful  and  efficient  conference  superintendent  of 
Study  for  many  years.  This  year  the  jewel  goes  to  the  Raleigh  district  again  for 
standing  first  in  these  percentages  which  are  as  follows:  Raleigh,  48%;  Durham, 
41%;  Fayetteville,  35%;  New  Bern,  33%;  Wilmington,  32%;  Rocky  Mount, 
27%;   Elizabeth  City,  22%. 

Carrying  out  the  third  quarterly  event  as  suggested  by  Council  and  our  con- 
ference, District  Study  Coaching  Days  were  held  in   each   district   in   September, 
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not  for  the  purpose  of  teaching-  the  text  book  but  to  make  an  intensive  study  of 
the  objectives  of  the  Study  program,  to  discuss  methods  and  materials  and  to 
stimulate  interest  in  the  fall  topic,  "The  American  Negro."  To  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman  goes  our  sincere  appreciation  for  contributing  so  much  to  each  of  these 
meetings,  representing  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  Her  messages 
on  "The  Way  of  Jesus  as  a  Basis  for  Race  Relationships"  were  most  helpful. 
We  are  also  grateful  to  Mr.  N.  C.  Newbold  for  speaking  at  four  of  the  meetings 
on  "Negro  Education  in  North  Carolina."  Mr.  Newbold,  who  is  an  authority 
in  this  field,  gave  us  valuable  assistance.  He  was  heard  by  large  groups  with 
much  interest.  I  appreciate  so  much  the  fine  work  of  district  and  zone  study 
leaders  in  putting  on  demonstration  study  classes.  Mrs.  Forrest  Hedden  of  the 
Durham  district,  Mrs.  Herman  Baum  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Deans  of  the  Raleigh 
district,  Mrs.  Ira  Gunn  of  the  Rocky  Mount  district,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Parker  and 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple  of  the  New  Bern  district,  Mrs.  Leon  M.  Hall  of  the  Fayette- 
ville  district,  and  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  and  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  of  the  Elizabeth 
City  district,  put  on  these  excellent  demonstration  classes  with  the  splendid  co- 
operation of  many  other  missionary  women  and  a  number  of  talented  and  highly 
trained  negroes.  These  programs  helped  us  appreciate  the  gifts  of  the  American 
negro  to  the  world.  I  am  grateful  to  each  district  secretary  and  to  every  person 
who  contributed  in  any  way  to  these  meetings. 

To  the  9,169  loyal  missionary  women  who  helped  promote  mission  and  Bible 
study  in  1936  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks.  I  would  like  to  call  you  each  by 
name.  Your  love  for  the  work,  your  prayers  and  continuous  study  of  world 
needs  and  conditions  have  made  this  fine  report  possible.  It  is  a  record  of  your 
achievements,  of  which  we  are  all  proud.  I  am  very  anxious  for  us  to  emphasize 
this  work  in  1937  more  than  we  ever  have  and  make  large  increases  in  every 
phase  of  it.  I  have  welcomed  each  opportunity  to  share  with  you  helps  I  received 
at  the  Lake  Junaluska  Leadership  School  and  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity as  I  have  promoted  "Study"  throughout  the  conference  in  numerous 
district,  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings.  Truly  this  is  a  great  work.  What  a  won- 
derful privilege  to  unite  our  efforts  with  Christians  everywhere  to  build  beautiful, 
straight  highways  for  the  King.  The  challenge  is  compelling.  We  must  march  on 
until  the  principles  of  Jesus  are  practiced  and  the  whole  world  is  one  great 
Christian  community.

Gilead,  N.  C. 

6.  Keep  for  ready  reference  your  program  leaflets,  letting  all  who  will 
read  them.  Make  of  them  a  year  booklet.  Have  it  in  your  library,  ready  for  use. 
If  you  do  not  now  have  the  ones  for  the  first  quarter,  write  to  me  and  I  will 
be  glad  to  supply  you  as  long  as  my  supply  lasts.  Since  we  are  now  in  our  second 
quarter,  it  will  be  easy  to  keep  together  the  ones  for  this  quarter.  Let  each  one 
of  them  be  a  messenger  for  God. 

As  I  write,  I  miss  greatly  the  inspiration  of  the  presence  of  the  fine  women 
of  the  conference  body.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLICITY 

There  has  been  so  much  change  in  the  department  of  Publicity  during  the 
year  that  we  fear  we  have  progressed  from  person  to  person  rather  than  developed 
in  the  work  from  what  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  what  we  should 
have  attained. 

Reports  indicate,  however,  that  more  attention  has  been  given  to  "The 
Bulletin"  and  other  material  prepared  for  use  in  the  auxiliary  than  heretofore. 
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Forty  auxiliaries  reported  sending  items  to  daily  and  weekly  papers. 
Only  eight  auxiliaries  sent  material  for  our  "Advocate"  page  during  the  first 
quarter.  This  is  proof  that  we  are  not  using  the  page  as  much  as  we  should. 

POSTERS 

We  have  been  gratified  at  the  splendid  interest  the  women  have  shown  in 
the  use  of  charts  and  posters,  some  of  which  have  been  displayed  at  this  conference. 
The  women  are  most  resourceful  in  their  use  of  this  means  of  visualizing 
missionary  facts,  of  advertising  mission  study  books  and  magnifying  different 
lines  of  our  work. 

Such  exhibits  are  stimulating  and  encourage  the  women  who  can  make  this 
contribution  to  the  work,  who  do  not  feel  that  they  can  take  other  places  of 
leadership. 

WORLD  OUTLOOK 

The  statement  comes  from  the  Nashville  office  that  World  Outlook  is  holding 
its  own  financially  and  enlarging  its  field  of  usefulness.  This  is  due  to  the  faith- 
fulness and  loyalty  of  World  Outlook  superintendents  throughout  the  conferences. 

Our  conference  failed  to  reach  its  goal  for  1936,  which  was  2,186.  Mrs. 
Chadwick's  report  shows  2,064. 

Superintendents  are  urged  to  help  bring  to  their  auxiliaries  a  realization  of 
the  importance  of  the  invaluable  use  of  this  magazine  as  source  material  for 
programs  and  other  missionary  activities,  and  strive  to  increase  its  circulation  in 
our  conference.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Our  objective,  the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  may  seem 
slow  of  attainment,  but  the  progress  made  thus  far  in  social  legislation  and 
increased  interest  in  Christian  Social  Relations  gives  promise  of  brighter  days 
ahead,  especially  so  in  the  light  of  progress  made  in  recent  vears  as  compared 
with  that  of  a  decade  ago. 

The  foundation  of  our  program  is  love  of  God  and  our  neighbors.  As  this 
love  expands  and  as  we  consecrate  our  lives  to  obedient  service  to  God,  the 
Kingdom  comes  in  our  hearts  and  spreads  through  us  to  those  with  whom  we 
associate. 

Reports  of  the  past  year  give  evidence  of  such  love  in  the  study  and  activities 
in  each  department  of  our  program  of  work. 

The  building  of  the  Conference  Committee  of  Christian  Social  Relations  is 
an  achievement  of  immense  satisfaction.  This  committee  met  in  Raleigh  soon 
after  the  session  of  Council  and  gave  detailed  consideration  to  the  recommenda- 
tions which  were  presented  at  conference.  Each  member  is  earnestly  concerned 
over  her   department  and   is   ready  to   help   the   auxiliaries   in   the   promotion   of 
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the  work.  They  are  available  for  zone  and  district  meetings  to  interpret  the 
program  to  groups  that  wish  to  study  this  phase  of  the  work.  When  this  subject 
is  stressed  at  a  meeting  it  is  important  to  have  auxiliary  superintendents  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  present. 

Twenty-four  auxiliaries  reported  that  they  reached  the  Standard  for  Efficiency 
in  Christian  Social  Relations  last  year.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding 
year  but  it  is  far  below  my  anticipation.  The  lack  of  special  study  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  literature  kept  many  auxiliaries  from  this  roll  of  honor. 

It  i"s  with  genuine  regret  that  I  am  giving  up  this  work  that  is  so  dear  to 
my  heart,  but  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  co-operation  that  has  been 
accorded  me  through  the  years  of  my  leadership  by  the  conference  executive 
committee,  the  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  the 
women  throughout  the  conference.  My  interest  in  the  work  will  continue  and 
my  prayers  will  be  for  its  advancement  always.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

We  women  of  Durham  district  feel  that  God  in  a  very  special  way  blessed 
us  during  1936;  evidence  of  His  love  was  seen  in  every  department  of  the  work. 
Two  new  societies  began  to  function  in  a  wonderful  way,  Stem  and  Hurdle  Mills. 
Two  others  failed  to  meet  during  the  year,  but  they  are  marking  time,  and  we 
shall  not  say  they  have  stopped. 

The  success  of  the  year's  work,  in  so  far  as  human  agency  was  concerned, 
was  due,  more  than  to  anyone  else,  to  the  zone  and  district  leaders.  They  realized 
their  responsibility  and  met  the  challenge  with  increased  activity  and  determina- 
tion. Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  Graham,  sponsored  Christian  Social  Relations;  Mrs.  S.  F. 
Nicks,  Cedar  Grove,  World  Outlook;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Kinsey,  Hillsboro,  Young 
Women's  Circles;  Mrs.  C.  M.  Huffman,  Burlington,  Spiritual  Life  Groups; 
Mrs.  W.  W.  Stedman,  Moncure,  Supplies;  and  Mrs.  F.  D.  Heddon,  Durham, 
Study. 

Zone  leaders  were:  Mrs.  T.  R.  Jenkins,  Mebane,  for  Alamance;  Mrs.  W. 
Taylor  Long,  Blanch,  for  Caswell;  Mrs.  J.  F.  Starnes,  Bynum,  for  Chatham; 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Dailey,  Durham,  for  Durham;  Mrs.  R.  E.  Warren,  Mebane,  for 
Orange;  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox,  Roxboro,  for  Person.  After  eight  years  Mrs. 
Dailey  resigned,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  J.  E.  Patrick,  Bahama.  Mrs.  Long 
has  been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Malcolm  Watlington,  Yanceyville;  Mrs.  Starnes  by 
Mrs.  J.  Lee  Harmon,  Moncure.  The  present  group  is  made  up  of  women  of 
consecration,  zeal,  and  ability,  and  they  plan   great  things  for   193  7. 

From  the  district  life  membership  fund  last  year  baby  life  memberships  were 
given:  Ann  Carolyn  King,  for  Alamance  zone;  Rachel  Ann  Kirby,  for  Person 
zone;  Margaret  Frank  Heath,  for  Chatham;  W.  Taylor  Long,  Jr.,  for  Caswell; 
and  Orange  and  Durham  babies  are  being  chosen  to  receive  memberships  for 
those  zones. 

Fifteen  societies  attained  the  efficiency  aim,  and  thus  hold  the  Korean  urn 
for  1937,  as  the  district  having  most  honor  roll  societies.  More  societies  held 
study  classes  than  ever  before;  many  started  Spiritual  Life  Groups;  renewed 
interest  was  seen  in  Baby  Specials.  Zone  and  district  meetings  were  attended  by 
large  delegations.  As  the  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Durham,  many  were  able 
to  attend  a  conference  for  their  first  time,  and  they  took  advantage  of  it,  staying 
for  all  of  it. 

Joint  zone  all-day  midsummer  meetings  for  three  successive  days,  with  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  as  guest  speakers,  resulted  in  gracious  increase 
of  information  and  inspiration  and  a  glorious  good  fellowship  that  meant  much 
to  everyone. 

The  three  specials  were  liberally  supported:  Mary  Freeman,  Alamance  woman, 
superintendent  of  Virginia  Johnson  Home,  Dallas,  Texas;  Ruby  Burnett,  Chatham 
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colored  girl,  studying  at  Paine  College,  to  be  a  home  missionary;  and  the  district 
life  membership  fund,  which  reached  $30.00. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  almost  100%;  due  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison,  the  district  was  given  almost  200  pounds  of  pecans  for  Week  of 
Prayer  offering;  these  were  sold  and  a  dollar  sent  to  each  of  36  societies  to  aid 
them  in  their  offerings.  The  splendid  program  meant  much  to  the  societies. 

The  pledge  for  the  year  was  $7,800;  this  was  paid  in  full,  with  $171  over, 
an  increase  of  $98  over  1935;  an  increase  in  local  work  was  also  seen,  $1,569 
over  1935.  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  increased  $82,  for  a  total  of  $549. 
The  membership  increase  was  15  3. 

We  feel  that  a  corresponding  spiritual  uplift  accompanied  these  substantial 
material  increases.  Our  women  seem  more  interested;  they  are  constantly  asking 
for  information  and  help  to  attain  various  goals.  They  seem  to  realize  as  nevei 
before  the  full  import  of  the  task,  and  they  are  undertaking  it  with  a  consecra- 
tion and  determination  that  are  most  inspiring. 

This  progress  is  evident  from  the  largest  to  the  smallest  group;  and  to  the 
obscure  women,  who  never  get  to  the  meetings,  but  who  are  watching  and  pray- 
ing and  holding  up  the  hands  of  the  leaders,  as  well  as  to  the  leaders,  is  due  the 
remarkable  record  and  progress  of    193  6.  May  God  richly  bless  them  all!

Bethany,  on  Bath  charge,  led  with  largest  increase  per  capita  in  offering. 
Ahoskie  came  second  and  Plymouth  third.  Colerain  gave  the  most  per  capita, 
and  Hertford  led  with  the  largest  amount  of  Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

One  adult  and  six  baby  life  memberships  were  given.  Gates  zone  helps  support 
a  Bible  woman  in  Korea. 

Our  local  work  has  not  been  neglected,  for  wherever  you  find  a  need,  you 
will  find  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies  working. 

Although  our  statistical  report  shows  fewer  100%  efficiency  aim  auxiliaries, 
we  see  a  steady  growth  along  all  phases  of  our  work,  for  the  women  in  Elizabeth 
City  district  are  interested  in  missions. 

As  many  of  you  know,  our  district  is  made  up  of  small  auxiliaries,  and  we 
feel  that  we  are  the  "little  ships"  that  are  following  Jesus,  but  each  small  auxili- 
ary, doing  their  best,  has  helped  to  make  this  record  for  193  6.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


The  women  of  the  district  again  did  fine  work  during  1936.  The  increases 
were  perhaps  not  so  noticeable  because  of  the  splendid  gains  made  in  all  depart- 
ments of  work  during  the  vears  preceding,  although  thev  were  made  in  many 
phases  of  the  work. 

We  did  not  send  to  the  conference  treasurer  quite  as  much  money  as  in  1935, 
due  to  the  fact  that  two  of  our  larger  auxiliaries  sent  in  money  from  closed 
banks,  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the  actual  giving  by  the  women.  Forty 
auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  an  increase  of  five,  with  an  offering  of 
$309.00.  We  appreciate  the  pecans  sent  by  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  which  helped  swell 
our-  offering. 

We  were  happv  to  have  seven  new  auxiliaries  join  forces  with  us.  They  were

Maple  Grove  on  the  Jones  charge,  Vandemere  and  Stonewall  on  the  Pamlico 
charge,  Rainbow  on  the  Hookerton  charge,  Harlowe  on  the  Straits-Harlowe 
charge,  Providence  on  the  Grimesland  charge,  and  Smyrna  on  the  Atlantic 
charge.  We  were  sorry  that  for  good  reasons  Maple  Grove  and  Smyrna  failed 
to  function  but  we  are  still  expecting  to  hear  from  them  again  soon.  This  leaves 
us  with  58  auxiliaries,  an  increase  of  5;  with  2,075  members,  an  increase  of  162. 
There  were  2  88  new  members  reported  during  the  year. 

Four  zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  and  four  in  the  fall.  All  were 
well  attended,  and  auxiliary  reports  were  fine  and  given  with  much  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  Our  district  meeting  was  held  June  3rd  in  Morehead  City  with  a 
large  attendance.  We  were  happy  to  have  as  our  guest  speakers,  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  and  our  Elizabeth  Sneeden.  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  our 
presiding  elder,  brought  a  most  helpful  message  at  the  noon  hour. 

Three  adult  and  five  baby  life  memberships  were  given  to  the  following: 
Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  by  the  women  of  the  district;  Mrs.  Lizzie  Chadwick,  by  the 
Beaufort  auxiliary,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Swain,  by  the  Greenville  auxiliary;  Addie  Carroll 
Thomas  and  Jeanette  Clair  Whitehurst,  by  the  Carteret  County  zone;  Fletcher 
Bizzell  Baker  by  Mamie  Webb  auxiliary,  Kinston;  Patsy  Jane  Brinson,  by  Cen- 
tenarv  auxiliarv,  New  Bern ;  and  Milton  Barrett  Barden,  by  the  district. 

There  were  571  World  Outlook  subscribers  reported,  30  auxiliaries  were 
active  in  Christian  Social  Relations,  15  studied  Stewardship,  20  promoting  Babv 
Specials,  doubling  the  number  of  last  year;  11  Young  Women's  Circles  with 
198  members,  a  large  number  reporting  the  young  women  working  with  them; 
24  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported.  Our  Study  Institute,  held  in  Kinston 
with  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Hillman  to  lead  our  discussions,  was  most  helpful  in 
many  ways.  We  appreciate  their  coming  to  us. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  things  accomplished  by  our  women  which  we 
are  happy  to  report  is  the  placing  a  study  of  Scientific  Temperance  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  our  State  through  efforts  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee 
of  St.  Paul  auxiliary,  Goldsboro,  led  by  Miss  Amy  Stevens. 

Another  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  was  held  for  the  district  in  New  Bern  in  the 
spring.  We  look  upon  these  davs  spent  together  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  for 
the  purpose  of  sharing  with  each  other  our  spiritual  experiences  and  a  study  of 
how  we  can  deepen  our  own  spiritual  life  as  found  in  God's  word,  as  the  most 
important  and  best  days  in  the  whole  year. 

We  are  most  happv  to  have  our  missionary  special,  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis, 
working  in  our  district  with  our  own  girls  and  boys  at  East  Carolina  Teachers' 
College  at  Greenville.  We  rejoice  that  we  have  a  part  in  making  possible  the 
fine  work  she  is  doing  with  them  and  are  looking  forward  to  seeing  the  results 
for  which  we  know  we  will  have  even  greater  cause  to  rejoice. 

I  feel  that  the  women  of  the  New  Bern  district,  through  their  prayers  and 
fine  loyalty  to  the  great  cause  of  missions,  have  caught  a  vision  of  the  world's 
great  need  of  Jesus  Christ  and  are  ready  to  say  with  the  Psalmist,  "I  will  go 
in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  God"  to  undertake  great  things  for  Him  during  1937.

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RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

It  is  impossible  to  write  a  complete  history  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Raleigh  district  for  the  past  year  as  there  is  no  way  of  measuring  the  growth 
in  vision  and  spiritual  life,  the  sacrificial  gifts  of  the  members,  or  tabulating 
their  efforts  in  making  the  work  a  success.  On  the  whole,  however,  we  have  made 
progress,  and  are  grateful  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  that  has  made  the 
record  of  1936  possible. 

During  the  past  year  264  new  members  were  reported  and  four  new  societies 
were  organized:  Edenton  Street  auxiliary,  Shocco,  Spring  Hill  and  Kipling. 
Three  Young  Women's  Circles  were  organized:  two  at  Edenton  Street  and  one 
at  Lillington,  this  giving  us  8  circles  with  183  young  women  actively  engaged 
in  missionary  work.  We  expect  to  stress  this  phase  of  our  work  this  year,  and 
to  continue  the  "Big  Sister"  plan  of  the  stronger  societies  helping  the  weaker 
ones  nearby.  Some  have  loaned  study  books  and  aided  in  study  or  monthly 
programs,  thus  building  up  a  closer  sisterhood  between  them. 

Our  members  have  co-operated  with  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in 
the  Children's  Work,  and  22  societies  are  actively  promoting  "Baby  Specials." 
Our  baby  life  members  for  the  year  are  William  Joseph  Massey,  III,  Betty  Rand, 
William  Francis  Gill  Dodd,  Marilyn  Ann  Bryan,  Edith  Catherine  Mclntyre  and 
James  Everett  Turlington.  The  adult  life  members  are  Mrs.  Rosa  Smith  Best, 
of  Dunn,  and  Mrs.  Sadie  Puckett  Spiers,  of  Smithfield. 

Six  zone  meetings  were  held :  three  in  the  spring  and  three  in  the  fall,  and 
the  district  meeting  was  held  at  Creedmoor,  May  8th,  with  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman 
as  our  guest  speaker.  These  meetings  were  well  attended  and  were  rich  in  fellow- 
ship and  spiritual  benefit.  Our  study  coaching  day  was  held  at  Central  Church 
in  September  with  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum  as  leaders.  A  very  inter- 
esting program  was  put  on  in  the  interest  of  better  racial  understanding,  and 
Dr.  Daniel,  president  of  Shaw  University,  Dr.  N.  C.  Newbold  of  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  several  girls  from  Four  Oaks  took  part.  This  meeting 
was  well  attended,  and  we  believe  the  leaders  carried  back  real  inspiration  to 
the  study  groups  in  the  various  societies. 

My  greatest  thrill  came  at  Durham  last  year  when  our  district  was  awarded 
the  study  jewel.  I  had  coveted  it  for  this  district  since  I  felt  that  the  winning  of 
it  meant  study,  a  broader  vision  and  deeper  interest  in  some  of  the  vital  problems 
of  the  missionary  society.  Words  could  not  express  my  surprise,  real  joy,  and 
deep  gratitude  in  winning  this  prize,  and  I  believe  the  work  put  forth  in  earning 
it  has  meant  a  real  blessing  to  our  women.  This  year  43  societies  had  some  form 
of  study — the  most  of  them  2  mission  and  1  Bible  study.  This  was  an  increase 
of    1 8  classes  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  244  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook,  37  societies  active  in 
Christian  Social  Relations,  19  presented  studies  in  Stewardship,  and  36  observed 
the  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of  $379.59.  We  had  7  societies  making 
the  efficiency  aim:  Garner,  Four  Oaks,  Fuquay  Springs,  Henderson — First  Church, 
Edenton  Street — Woman's,  Mary  Pescud  and  Louisburg.  This  was  an  increase  of 
4  over  the  previous  year.  Seventeen  societies  reported  Spiritual   Life  Groups,  an 
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increase  of  14.  Only  5  societies  reported  supplies  to  Mrs.  McKinne,  valued  at 
$66.00,  but  I  feel  sure  a  great  deal  was  contributed  that  was  not  included  on 
her  report. 

There  were  1,676  members  in  the  50  societies,  and  they  contributed  $4,815.68 
on  the  pledge,  which  gave  us  a  margin  of  $315.68  over-paid.  This  was  very 
gratifying  as  we  had  increased  our  pledge  to  $4,500,  and  was  the  third  consecu- 
tive year  that  we  had  over-paid.  In  addition,  $6,425.55  was  raised  for  local 
work,  making  a  grand  total  of  $11,307.43  for  all  purposes.  Some  societies  do 
not  report  local  work,  but  the  above  totals  are  sufficient  to  show  that  our  women 
have  taken  their  financial  obligations  seriously. 

Again,  we  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison  for  a  bag  of  pecans,  the 
sale  of  which  helped  to  increase  our  Week  of  Prayer  funds. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  could  not  have  been  accomplished  but  for  the 
loyalty  and  co-operation  of  our  women,  and  for  every  effort  put  forth,  we 
believe  there  has  come  enrichment  in  spirit  and  vision.  We  begin  the  new  year 
with  renewed  courage,  hoping  to  see  the  weak  points  strengthened,  our  vision 
broadened,  and  spiritual  life  deepened  through  the  continued  missionary  efforts  of

ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


The  year  1936  has  been  quite  an  unusual  one  for  the  Rocky  Mount  district. 
She  has  employed  three  secretaries  during  the  year.  However,  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  say  that,  in  spite  of  them  all,  the  women  have  not  lost  faith,  as  you 
would  naturally  expect,  but  have  held  on  in  a  fine  way.  To  substantiate  the 
foregoing  statement  let's  take  a  look  at  some  of  their  actual  achievements: 

The  smaller  auxiliaries  carried  their  part  of  the  load  just  as  the  larger  ones 
did.  Ridgeway  being  our  "Baby"  in  number  (with  an  enrollment  of  four),  like 
many  others,  did  all  that  seemed  to  be  within  her  power  to  promote  the  work 
of  the  district.  Several  more  should  have  been  added  to  the  honor  roll  but  for 
some  little  unavoidable  mistake,  which  might  be  traced  back  to  the  fact  of  too 
many  district  secretaries.  Rich  Square  had  a  membership  of  only  twenty-five  and 
added  to  her  giving  seven  baby  life  members.  Still  better,  Mary  Pierce  Johnson 
auxiliary  (Weldon)  gave  eight  adult  life  memberships.  Too  much  could  not  be 
said  in  behalf  of  such  "Freely  Givers."  Wilson  holds  the  honor  as  to  per  capita 
giving,  both  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  offerings  and  amount  sent  conference  treasurer. 
Surely  money  does  not  measure  our  missionary  work,  but  it  is  a  fair  test  of  our 
willingness  to  support  it,  and  without  it  we  could  not  boast  today  that  we  raised 
our  pledge — $6,400,  and  a  neat  little  sum  over.  While  Mrs.  Thompson  and  Mrs. 
Smithson  are  due  the  credit  of  the  work,  it  happens  to  be  my  privilege  to  report 
that  the  grand  total  for  the  year  1936  stands  $12,45  5.  In  behalf  of  these  former 
secretaries,  I  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  who  have  helped  in  this 
great  way  to  "Cause  His  Kingdom  to  Come  on  Earth." 

Now  may  I  solicit  your  continued  support?    Our  work  has  only  just  begun 
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Statistics  show  that  we  need  more  women,  both  young-  in  spirit  and  young-  In 
years,  to  help  in  this  "Battle  for  Christ."  The  deficiency  is  not  because  there  are 
no  women  but,  sad  to  say,  that  we  have  not  cultivated  them.  Could  we  not  have 
a  group  in  every  auxiliary  this  year?  The  job  is  mine;  it's  yours. 

Rocky  Mount — First  Church,  claims  the  largest  number  of  subscribers  to  the 
World  Outlook,  but  even  she  has  not  nearly  reached  her  desired  goal — one  in 
every  home.  I  hope  another  conference  will  find  us  with  no  less  than  2,21  + 
subscriptions.  We  need  to  have  every  member  grasping  these  wonderful  messages 
which  it  brings  to  us  each  month. 

To  have  a  well  organized,  active,  expanding  missionary  society  in  every 
church  of  the  Rocky  Mount  district  is  our  ultimate  goal  for  the  year  1937. 
Knowing  that  "With  Him  we  can  do  all  things."

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


As  we  review  the  work  of  the  Wilmington  District  for  the  year  1936,  we 
find  cause  for  both  joy  and  sorrow. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  that  we  report  the  measure  of  success  that  has  been 
ours.  All  of  our  women  are  most  faithful  and  many  are  giving  sacrificial  services 
in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  so  we  refuse  to 
be  discouraged  by  the  seemingly  weak  points.  We  are  forced  to  believe  that  any 
weakness  shown  in  this  report  is  due  to  incomplete  reporting  of  auxiliaries  rather 
than  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  good  women  to  do  the  work. 

Six  new  auxiliaries  were  added  to  our  roll  during  the  year:  Deem's  Chapel, 
Live  Oak  and  Buie  in  the  Lumberton  Zone;  Council,  Weyman  and  Carver's 
Creek-Bladen  Springs  in  the  Columbus  Zone;  Bethel  in  the  New  Hanover  Zone. 
Five  auxiliaries  failed  to  function  and  one  new  one  failed  to  report  on  time, 
so  we  closed  the  year  with  5  3  auxiliaries.  All  the  new  auxiliaries  did  splendid 
work. 

One  of  our  most  encouraging  increases  is  in  number  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
— from  7  to  22.  Membership,  baby  special  work  and  World  Outlook  subscriptions 
also  climbed.  We  increased  our  pledge  last  year  to  $+,300.  It  was  over-paid 
$67.00,  which  was  an  increase  of  $33.00  over  the  previous  year.  Our  district 
again  stands  first  in  baby  special  offering  with  $13+. 00,  an  increase  of  $38.00. 
Our  ten  Young  Women's  Circles  are  doing  good  work  and  shared  in  making 
these  increases. 

Our  plan  for  giving  life  memberships  by  the  zones  seems  well  established. 
The  following  names  were  added  last  year:  Mrs.  J.  G.  Butler,  by  Columbus 
zone;  Mrs.  Jesse  Fussell,  by  Duplin  zone;  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  by  Lumberton  zone; 
Mrs.  Annie  Ferguson,  by  New  Hanover  zone;  Mrs.  Nellie  Pearce  Taylor,  by 
Onslow- Jones  zone.  Children  were:  Bettie  Frances  Thompson,  William  Newkirk 
and  Frank  Blackman,  by  Union  zone,  and  Jewell  Elizabeth  White,  by  Columbus 
zone.  Auxiliaries  added:  Mrs.  Lillian  Clowe,  by  Grace;   Mrs.  Daisy  W.  Jenkins, 
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by  Lumberton — Woman's;  Mrs.  H.  E.  O'Keef,  by  Trinity;  Harvey  Davis,  by 
Richlands;  Ellen  Joan  Wocker,  by  Eliza  Fuller;  Maysie  Eugenia  Watkins,  by 
Grace;  Sadie  Elmira  Smith,  by  Windsor;  Frank  Belton  Joyner,  Jr.,  by  Faison 
charge;  Jane  Floyd,  Elbert  Huffin,  Dorothy  May  Floyd  and  Bettie  Jones,  by 
Fairmont.  The  same  number  of  adults,  but  five  more  children  than  last  year. 

The  leaders  in  per  capita  offering-  were:  Week  of  Prayer,  Fairmont,  $1.45; 
Faison,  $1.33.  Connectional  funds:  Fairmont,  $7.51;  Grace,  $6.43;  Richlands, 
$5.81;  Lumberton — Woman's,  $5.59;  Faison,  $5.40.  In  per  capita  increase  in 
connectional  funds  we  have:  Kenansville,  $1.3  3;  Grace,  $1.22;  Faison,  $1.20. 
Other  leaders  were:  Trinity  in  membership  gain;  Fairmont  in  increase  in  World 
Outlook  subscriptions;  Grace  in  baby  special  offering.  Achieving  efficiency  aim 
were:  Fairmont,  Lumberton-Woman's,  Richlands,  and  Grace.  Lumberton  zone 
won  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy." 

Reports  show  fewer  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer  in  1936  with  an 
accompanying  decrease  in  offering.  Mission,  Bible  and  Stewardship  study  and 
Christian  Social  Relations  work  also  show  a  loss. 

Our  study  coaching  day  was  held  at  Fifth  Avenue  in  September  with  Mrs. 
Boone  and  Mrs.  Hillman  as  leaders. 

Zone  meetings  were  held  regularly  with  helpful  programs.  The  leaders  are  a 
great  help  in  carrying  on  the  work.  Lumberton  zone  entertained  the  district  meet- 
ing, April  29,  in  Chestnut  Street  Church,  Lumberton.  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs. 
Walter  Patten,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  were  among  the  speak- 
ers. New  Hanover  zone  won  the  attendance  banner — their  48  members  present 
having  traveled  a  total  of  3,766  miles.  Among  these  was  a  pioneer  missionary 
woman,  Mrs.  Annie  Ferguson,  of  Southport,  who  was  made  a  life  member  that 
day.  The  district  awarded  Kenneth  Johnson,  of  Elizabethtown,  a  prize  for  one 
of  the  best  essays  in  the  Conference  Temperance  Education  contest. 

Altogether  it  was  a  good  year  and  your  secretary  is  very  grateful  to  all  who

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Reports  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  PROMOTION  AND  FINANCE 

I.  Concerning  District  Meetings. 
We  recommend : 

That  the  efficiency  aim  be  explained  and  interpreted  at  the  district  meetings 
as  a  most  efficient  means  for  cultivation  and  as  a  goal  that  can  be  achieved. 

II.  Concerning  New  Members  and  Organizations. 

1.  That  auxiliaries  begin  the  first  of  the  year  to  make  plans  for  securing 
new  members,  leading  up  to  the  special  feature  program  during  the  second  quarter, 
and  continuing  this  emphasis  through  the  third  quarter. 

2.  That  zone  leaders,  co-operating  with  the  district  secretary,  seek  to  organize 
new  societies  by  selecting  interested  women  in  unorganized  churches,  inviting 
them  to  zone  meetings,  giving  them  missionary  literature  and  using  them  as  key 
women  in  the  cultivation  of  the  women  of  their  churches. 

III.  Concerning  Young  Women. 

1.  That  continued  effort  be  made  to  enlist  young  women  as  members  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

2.  That  only  where  it  is  the  wisest  plan  should  they  be  organized  in  a 
separate  circle. 

3.  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  recommendation  of  last  year  that  some 
officers  of  the  auxiliary  be  selected  from  the  young  women's  group,  whenever 
possible,  and  that  they  be  given  tasks  worthy  of  their  ability  and  included  in  all 
activities  of  the  auxiliary. 

4.  That  material,  now  available,  be  more  widely  distributed  to  Young 
Women's  Circles  and  its  importance  stressed. 

5.  That  leaders  keep  in  mind  the  need  for  candidates  for  the  mission  field 
and  report  to  the  Conference  Candidate  Committee  the  names  of  consecrated 
young  women  who  are  well-trained  and  fitted  for  this  task. 

IV.  Concerning  Baby  Specials. 

1.  That  the  use  of  the  Florine  McEachern  gift  boxes  for  little  children  be 
emphasized  and  the  leaflet  be  widely  distributed  in  order  to  interest  parents  and 
friends  of  little  children  in  the  Baby  Welfare  Work,  at  home  and  abroad. 

2.  That  the  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  visit  the  parents  of  all  new 
babies,  suggesting  the  use  of  gift  boxes  and  also  baby  life  memberships. 

V.  Concerning  Study. 

1.  That  we  continue  to  promote  the  study  of  stewardship  as  one  of  the  Bible 
study  topics. 

2.  That  we  attempt  to  secure  the  use,  in  circles,  of  the  varied  missionary 
materials  available,  such  subjects  as  Peace,  the  Family  Brotherhood,  and  the 
packets  on  Christian  Social  Relations  being  recommended. 

VI.  Concerning  Finances. 

1.     That  in  view  of  the  decline  in  per  capita  giving,  we  urge  the  necessity 
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of  challenging  women  to  give  to  missions,  rather  than  merely  pledging  to  a 
budget. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  make  the  January  meeting  more  vital  in  stimulating  a 
desire  to  give  and  that  information  on  the  fields,  and  as  to  where  our  money 
goes,  be  given  through  the  year,  so  that  a  final  spiritual  and  missionary  emphasis, 
with  dedicated  offerings,  at  a  harvest  meeting  will  be  assured. 

3.  That  we  continue  efforts  to  supplement  our  missionary  funds  by  seeking 
honorary  life  memberships,  adult  and  children's  life  memberships  and  memorial 
funds. 

4.  That  our  conference  pledge  to  Council  be — for  adults,  $3  8,000;  for 
babies,   $500. 

VII.  Concerning  Supplies. 

1.  That  through  the  Supply  department,  we  co-operate  with  the  foreign 
specials  of  furnishing  the  missionaries'  new  home  at  Laura  Haygood  School, 
Soochow,  China,  and  the  Margaret  Williamson  Hospital,  Shanghai,  China;  send- 
ing donations  for  this  purpose  to  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  our  superintendent  of 
Supplies. 

VIII.  Concerning  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  as  a  Force  in  the  Church. 
Inasmuch  as  we  earnestly  desire  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  shall  be 

a  more  potent  and  permeating  force  in  creating  a  missionary  mind  and  deepening 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  local  church,  and  that  the  society  shall  be  fully  committed 
to  the  total  program  of  the  church, 

We  recommend : 

That  women  make  larger  use  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  for  a  more 
thorough  cultivation  and  co-operation  through  the  many  channels  provided  by 
General  Conference,  namely:  representatives  on  the  various  boards  and  committees 
of  the  church,  teachers  in  the  church  school,  the  co-operative  plan  for  missionary 
education  of  children,  missionary  programs  on  the  fourth  Sunday  and  participa- 
tion in  the  work  of  the  missionary  committee  of  the  church,  through  missions 
courses,   in  training  schools,  and  summer  conferences.

It  would  be  a 
great  blessing  to  the  girls  to  have  such  a  room  to  which  they  could  go 
when  off  duty,  where  they  could  relax  and  rest. 

2.  That  those  societies  particularly  interested  send  money  to  furnish  the 
missionaries'  new  home  at  Laura  Haygood  School.

6.  That  a  report  of  any  Supply  work  done  be  sent  to  the  conference  super- 
intendent of  Supplies,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  Weldon,  N.  C. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

1.  That  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  elected  in  every  auxiliary,  and 
that  where  there  is  no  missionary  society,  the  help  of  the  pastor  be  secured  to 
appoint  a  worker  in  the  Children's  Division  to  fill  out  the  report  blank  to  be 
sent  to  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society. 

2.  That  early  in  October  the  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  each  church  be  asked  to  consider  the  superintendent  of  the 
Children's  Division,  or  a  teacher  or  officer  of  the  primary  or  junior  department 
of  the  church  school  for  the  office  of  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  provided  she 
is  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

3.  (a)  That  in  addition  to  the  representative  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  on  the  Church  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  pastor  be  asked,  wher- 
ever practicable,  to  appoint  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  as  one  of  the 
members  at  large,  provided  she  is  not  already  a  member  of  the  board. 

(b)  That  the  representative  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  on  the  Church 
Board  of  Christian  Education  keep  this  board  well  informed  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  that  provision  may  be  made  for  the  regular  study  of  the  missionary  units 
in  the  church  school,  and  that  wherever  possible  this  material  be  ordered  with 
the  regular  church  school  literature.  ^ 

4.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  keep  the  missionary  society  in- 
formed as  to  what  is  happening  in  the  Children's  Division  throughout  the  entire 
year  as  well  as  during  the  time  when  missionary  units  are  in  progress. 

5.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  workers  in  the  Children's 
Division  make  a  special  effort  to  attend  mission  study  classes  in  the  auxiliary  and 
take  advantage  of  any  conference  or  regional  schools  and  assemblies  where  courses 
for  Christian  workers  are  offered. 

6.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  stress  the  importance  of  sending 
(itemized)  all  funds  raised  for  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise  to 
the  conference  treasurer  of  that  fund. 

7.  That,  wherever  possible,  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  work  use 
the  various  conference  publications  to  promote  the  use  of  missionary  units  in  the 
Children's  Division  of  the  church  school. 

8.  That  members  of  the  auxiliary  make  available  at  least  one  subscription 
to  the  World  Outlook  for  the  Children's  Division   in   the  local  church. 

9.  That  members  of  the  local  missionary  society  aid  the  church  school  in 
promoting  the  use  of  The  Elementary  Teacher  by  all  teachers  in  the  Children's 
Division,  especially  in  the  primary  and  junior  departments.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION  AND 
BIBLE  STUDY 

The  committee  recommends: 

1 .  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  work  of  the  Study  department, 
realizing  the  importance  of  this  foundation  work  of  increasing  our  missionary 
intelligence,  broadening  our  vision,  ,thus  guiding  us  into  an  appreciation  of  all 
personality. 

2.  That  we  continue  to  have  as  our  "Conference  Study  Efficiency  Aim"  the 
following  program  of  work: 

a.  Two  Council  (standard)  Mission  Study  classes  each  year,  using 
current  books  approved  by  Council. 

b.  One  Standard  Bible  Study  class  each  year,  selecting  courses  or  current 
books  approved  by  Council. 

c.  A  reading  circle. 

d.  A  missionary  library. 

e.  Four  full,  accurate  quarterly  reports,  using  Council's  latest  report 
form,  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

3.  That  we  continue  to  promote  the  study  of  Stewardship  as  one  of  the 
Bible  studies.  We  recommend  that  societies  take  one  of  the  studies  on  Stewardship 
as  an  optional  Bible  Study  as  frequently  as  they  find  it  needful  and  profitable. 

4.  That  societies  select  for  1937  and  1938  any  topic  on  the  approved  list 
which  they  have  not  yet  studied. 

5.  That  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  emphasize  such  studies  in  the 
Christian  Living  Series,  under  Bible  Study,  as  are  related  to  their  work. 

6.  That  conference,  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Study, 
when  possible,  attend  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University  in  June, 
the  one  week  school  held  at  Lake  Junaluska,  August  3-10,  or  the  Leadership 
School  at  Lake  Junaluska,  August  12-26. 

7.  That  superintendents  of  Study  continue  their  efforts  to  have  more  Missions 
and  Stewardship  courses  offered  in  training  schools. 

8.  That  District  Study  Coaching  Days  be  held  in  September,  if  the  district 
secretary  feels  that  this  will  be  profitable  in  projecting  the  Study  program.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS 


I.     GENERAL 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  subject  of  health  be  the  special  topic  for  193  7-3  8  in  each  of 
the  five  departments  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  to  be  carried  on  with  refer- 
ence to  community  life — urban,  rural,  industrial  and   domestic,   for  all  races. 

2.  That  each  auxiliary  superintendent  select  a  strong  committee  to  study 
and  promote  each  phase   of  the  departmental  program. 

3.  That  this  committee  seek  a  closer  co-operation  with  all  existing  agencies 
which  promote  a  better  community  life. 

'     II.     CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliaries  study  the  provisions  made  in  our  state  for  juvenile  courts 
and  co-operate   with  their  local  juvenile  court   officers. 

2.  That  we  endorse  and  actively  co-operate  in  the  efforts  of  the  National 
Safety  Council.

III.     INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

We  recommend: 

That  the  following  be  projected  as  an  outgrowth  of  friendly  co-operation 
with  the  finest  type  of  leadership  among  the  negroes  of  each  community: 

1 .  That  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Christian  Social  Relations  give  assist- 
ance in  every  way  possible   in   organizing  negro   Parent-Teacher  Associations. 

2.  That  they  also  give  assistance  in  conducting  vacation  church  schools  for 
negro   children,   furnishing   materials   when    necessary. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  be  urged  to  continue  their  assistance  to  negro  women  in 
attending  the  leadership  schools  in  which  the  Council  co-operates. 

IV.     JOINT  RESOLUTION 

The  Committee  on  Citizenship  and  Law  Observance  and  the  Committee  on 
Interracial  Co-operation  unite  in  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas  we  rejoice  that  the  number  of  lynchings  has  decreased  from  20,  in 
1935,  to  8  in  1936,  and,  whereas,  8  are  eight  too  many  in  a  land  which  we  call 
Christian,  we  urge  our  missionary  women  to  continue  their  campaign  for  eradi- 
cation of  lynching,  through  1937,  by  explaining  to  groups  the  meaning  of  the 
anti-lynching  pledge,  securing  signatures  of  both  men  and  women,  especially  of 
sheriffs  and  other  officers;  and  working  in  every  way  possible  to  create  a  public 
opinion  which  respects  the  rights  and  personalities  of  all. 

V.  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  read  "Sweden  the  Middle 
Way,"  by  Marquis  Williams  Childs. 

VI.  RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  continue  the  practice  of  mutual  co-operation  between  city  and 
rural  societies  and  that  the  larger  society  aid  the  smaller  in  forming  a  circulating 
library. 

2.  That  we  take  the  special  project  during  193  7-3  8  of  "Health"  and  that 
we  study  Guide  No.   2    in  the  Rural  Community  Series. 

3.  That  we  co-operate  with  existing  county  health  units,  and  in  counties 
without  this  service  that  we  use  our  influence  with  county  officials  to  secure  such 
units  as  needed. 
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4.  That  we  work   with   welfare   departments  in   ferreting  out   the  needs   of 
the   underprivileged  and,  where  advisable,  to  secure  national   and  state  aid. 

5.  That  our  church  women  help  educate  and  encourage  the  local  illiterate 
and  ignorant  women  concerning  the  available  government  aids. 

VII.     INTERNATIONAL   RELATIONS    AND    WORLD    PEACE 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  continue  to  press  the  sale  of  peace  bonds. 

2.  That    we    encourage    our    women    to    attend    the    International    Relations 
Institute  at  Duke  University  in  June. 

3.  That  education  for  peace  be  continued  by  studies  that  will  stimulate  the 
international  mind. 

a.  Co-operate  with  existing  peace  agencies,  or  groups  that  are  studying 
and  working  for  peace,  such  as  the  Local  Peace  Councils,  the  Wo- 
man's Clubs,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  others.

4.  That  the  goal  of  increase  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions  for  1937  be 
one  hundred  new  subscribers.

There  is  need  for  careful  cultivation  and  development  of  the  group  work. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  the  holding  of  one-day  meetings  for  the  leaders  in 
local  auxiliaries  in  cities,  zones,  and  districts,  which  will  have  a  program  pro- 
viding for  retreat  features  in  the  morning  and  a  methods  period  in  the  after- 
noon." 

We,  your  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  and  Message,  request: 

1st.  That  each  zone  leader  urge  the  presidents  of  auxiliaries  (in  which  there 
is  not  a  prayer  group),  to  appoint  a  leader  of  a  Spiritual  Life  Group,  and  send 
her  address  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  P.  O.  Box  1199,  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  Then 
send  to  Literature  Headquarters,  706  Church  St.,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  free 
leaflets  on  Spiritual  Life,  and  send  ten  cents  to  pay  for  a  booklet  of  helps.  It  is 
most  satisfactory  for  each  member  of  a  group  to  buy,  study,  and  pray  over  the 
booklet  of  suggestions. 

2nd.  (a)  Each  group  will  have  its  own  prayer  list  of  local  requests  and 
needs.  To  that  we  ask  you  to  make  your  special  at  this  time  our  "Bishops'  Crusade." 
Enter  into  it  with  vour  whole  heart  and  have  a  great  part  in  helping  to  make 
every  objective  a  living  reality.

If  there  is  an  understanding  and  the  group  is  reporting, 
there  will  be  no  need  to  duplicate.  This  will  help  to  keep  our  conference  records 
up  to  date.

REPORT  NO.  1— COMMITTEE  ON  RESEARCH  AND 
STUDY  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Your  Committee  on  Research  and  Study  of  Status  of  Women  submits  the 
following  report : 

This  is  a  report  compiled  from  the  report  of  chairman,  Mrs.  T.  I.  Charles, 
of  the  Committee  on  Research  and  Study  of  the  Status  of  Women  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society. 

Fifteen  chairmen  of  Status  Committees  sent  in  reports  to  Mrs.  Charles,  and 
the  following  tabulations  have  been  made: 

Thirteen  stated  that  Status  of  Women  was  presented  at  their  annual  meetings, 
and  reports  on  Status  of  Women  were  printed  in  the  annual  reports  of  ten  con- 
ferences. Status  of  Women  was  presented  at  5  5  of  the  85  district  and  106  of  the 
270  zone  meetings.  Articles  on  Status  of  Women  were  printed  in  seven  of  the 
church  papers.  The  presidents  of  nine  of  the  1 5  Conference  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies  presented  the  Woman's  Work  at  the  annual  conferences.  In  the  Florida 
Conference,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  invited 
to  sit  on  the  platform  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  on  anniversary 
night  at  the  annual  conference,  and  at  the  Layman's  Hour,  the  vice-president  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  presented  the  Woman's  Work. 

The  scope  of  this  Committee  on  Study  and  Research  of  the  Status  of  Women 
includes  women  in  industry,  government,  education,  the  home  and  the  church. 
During  the  years  of  1935  and  1936,  the  committee  has  made  a  study  of  compari- 
sons of  salaries  of  men  and  women  employed  in  these  various  fields  of  endeavor. 
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There  is  evidence  that  "community  habits  and  attitudes  are  still  a  force  operating 
against  the  advancement  of  women  no  matter  what  their  ability  and  training  for 
their  work." 

The  committee  is  gratified  that  the  topic  for  the  October,  1937,  auxiliary 
program  is  "The  Gospel  and  Women,"  and  that  Miss  Noreen  Dunn  will  prepare 
a  leaflet,  "Releasing  Women  Around  the  World,"  and  Mrs.  W.  J.  Piggott  will 
prepare  the  leaflet  on  "The  Status  of  Women   in  Our  Church." 

WOMEN  IN  THE  NEWS 

Members  of  the  committee  have  clipped  from  the  newspapers  and  magazines 
items  of  interest  about  "Women  in  the  News."  They  have  noted: 

That  women  who  have  held  important  government  positions  in  all  countries 
have  as  a  rule  made  excellent  records,  but  even  in  countries  which  are  presumed 
to  be  the  most  progressive,  the  number  of  women  in  government  office  is  surpris- 
ingly small.  These  are  among  important  conclusions  reached  from  an  informal 
inquiry  into  the  status  of  women  in  government  in  twenty-four  countries  which 
has  just  been  completed  by  the  International  Federation  of  Business  and  Profes- 
sional Women.  Six  women  are  in  the  present  parliament  in  Holland ;  nine  women 
in  the  British  parliament;  two  women  in  the  parliament  in  Canada;  one  woman 
in  the  senate  and  five  in  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States.  In 
Korea,  Switzerland,  and  France  they  do  not  vote,  although  three  women  have 
been  appointed  to  the  French  cabinet.  In  India,  although  theoretically  women 
have  the  right  of  suffrage,  thev  have  little  opportunity  to  exercise  it,  since  the 
vote  is  granted  on  the  basis  of  property  qualifications. 

That  there  was  one  woman,  Mrs.  Burton  W.  Musser,  member  of  the  United 
States  delegation  of  the  Inter-American  Conference  for  Peace  held  in  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentine,  in  December.  Mrs.  Musser  spoke  at  the  conference  and  when 
the  People's  Mandate  to  End  War  was  presented,  she  introduced  the  women 
who  spoke  for  it:  Mrs.  Miller,  delegate  from  Brazil,  and  Congresswoman  Caro- 
line O'Day,  of  New  York. 

That  for  the  first  time  the  United  States  has  honored  a  woman's  achievements 
in  social  and  economic  fields  by  issuing  on  August  2  6,  193  6,  a  special  three-cent 
stamp  designed  from  the  bust  of  Susan  B.  Anthony  that  is  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art.  The  stamp  was  issued  to  mark  the  sixteenth  anniversary  of 
the  ratification  of  the  Nineteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

That  the  Foreign  Missions  Council  of  North  America  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  discuss  the  position  of  women  in  the  church,  especially  as  to  administra- 
tive responsibilities. 

That  when  the  World's  Committee  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion meets  in  the  Orient  the  topic,  "The  Place  and  Contribution  of  Women,"  is 
to  receive  consideration  and  in  the  preliminary  studies  the  work  of  women  in 
the  church  is  already  being  included. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum  has  prepared  a  mimeographed  list  of  current  magazine 
articles  bearing  on  the  status  of  women  for  reference  and  use  in  preparing  pro- 
grams. 
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PUBLICITY 

This  year  the  committee  will  seek  through  publicity  to  cultivate  the  idea  of 
clergy  rights  for  women  in  our  church  on  the  same  basis  granted  to  men.  A 
leaflet  giving  the  opinions  of  a  large  number  of  Council  women,  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  on  ordination  of  women,  has  been  printed  and  will  be  distributed 
at  this  meeting. 

A  series  of  four  articles  on  "Objections  Answered"  were  prepared  by  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  and  have  appeared  this  year  in  the  Nashville  Advocate 
(March  5,  1937).  These  articles  are  intended  to  answer  any  of  the  objections 
given  by  those  opposed  to  ordination  of  women  in  our  church. 

WOMEN  PREACHERS 

One  of  the  major  emphases  of  this  committee  has  been  the  ordination  of 
women.  It  was  June  1,  1660,  that  Mary  Dyer,  a  Quaker,  was  hung  on  the  Boston 
Commons  for  the  crime  of  preaching  the  gospel.  The  Rev.  Annie  E.  Switzer,  a 
retired  Congregational  preacher,  writing  of  the  incident  in  the  Wotnan's  Pulpit 
said:  "Times  change.  I  have  preached  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  where  this 
was  done;   no  one  seemed  to  think  it  was  improper." 

That  God  does  use  women  evangelists  today  is  shown  by  the  marvelous 
success  of  General  Evangeline  Booth,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Salvation 
Army,  in  her  campaign  in  India.  Tfe  War  Cry  (Feb.  6,  1937)  states  that:  "The 
total  congregations  in  the  Southern  India  territory  have  numbered  107,780  in 
thirteen  days.  Mercy  Seat  scenes  baffle  description.  Spaces  reserved  for  penitents 
have  been  filled  and  cleared  many  times  over  in  all  meetings.  The  total  number  of 
seekers  in  South  India  has  reached  11,695.  The  General's  power  to  hold  the 
breathless  attention  of  mammoth  crowds  has  won  the  love,  admiration  and  devo- 
tion of  the  Indian  people." 

JESUS'  ATTITUDE  TOWARD  WOMEN 

The  influence  of  early  Christianity  upon  the  status  of  women,  as  evidenced 
in  the  gospels,  shows  the  high  regard  which  Jesus  had  for  the  personality  of 
women.  Luke's  record  is  permeated  with  human  sympathy  and  an  understanding 
interest  in  women  and  children.  The  teachings  of  Jesus  in  regard  to  adultery, 
marriage,  and  divorce  were  all  favorable  to  women.  Three  of  the  parables  are 
based  upon  incidents  in  the  lives  of  women:  the  importunate  widow,  the  lost  coin, 
and  the  wise  and  foolish  virgins. 

While  the  women  mentioned  in  the  New  Testament  are  few  in  number,  they 
occupy  a  place  of  tremendous  importance  in  the  progress  of  womanhood.  Probably 
neither  they  nor  their  contemporaries  had  any  conception  of  the  revolutionizing 
effect  of  the  gospel  messages  upon  the  lives  of  women.  Jesus  gives  no  specific 
instructions  concerning  women's  place  in  His  Kingdom.  Nor  is  there  a  single 
note  in  all  His  teaching  of  either  class  or  sex  distinction.  There  is  no  suggestion 
in  any  words  uttered  by  Christ  that  women  were  to  be  excluded  from  the  minis- 
try. Certain  principles  which  Jesus  enunciated  are:  (l)  The  supreme  worth  of  the 
individual;    (2)    his    direct    responsibility    to    God;    (3)    the    obligation    of    un- 
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selfish  service  laid  on  all  irrespective  of  sex;    (4)    human  brotherhood  and   (5) 
Divine  fatherhood. 

It  is  almost  impossible  now  to  realize  the  difficulties  of  the  first  one  hundred 
years  of  Christian  faith.  Between  the  crucifixion  and  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  in 
70  A.D.,  there  passed  40  years  of  amazing  achievement.  The  Christian  church 
was  established.  It  was  said  that  Christ's  followers  were  turning  the  world  upside 
down.  In  all  their  efforts  and  trials  they  were  befriended  and  supported  by 
women.  Prominent  among  them  were:  Mary  of  Jerusalem,  mother  of  Mark; 
Dorcas,  who  employed  her  talent  for  sewing  to  help  the  poor;  Lydia,  a  business 
woman  of  Philippi;  Priscilla,  who  had  Paul  for  a  lodger  and  co-worker  in 
tent-making,  became  a  great  teacher  of  the  gospel,  having  had  both  public  and 
private  instruction  from  Paul  himself;  Phoebe,  whom  Paul  called  "our  sister, 
a  servant  of  the  church"  and  commended  her  for  her  service  as  a  helper  to  many; 
Eunice  and  Lois,  who  had  the  honor  of  training  a  great  helper  (Timothy)  in 
establishing  the  Christian  church. 

THE  WORLD  NEEDS  THE  MINISTRY  OF  ORDAINED  WOMEN 

The  world  is  still  in  need  of  the  service  of  Christian  women.  There  is  a 
growing  consciousness  on  the  part  of  women  of  their  responsibility  to  the  program 
of  the  whole  church  and  a  desire  to  participate  in  the  formation  of  its  plans  and 
policies.  Many  women  feel  that  our  church  should  permit  women  to  be  ordained 
on  the  same  basis  granted  men.  Some  are  qualified  to  do  evangelistic  and  other 
types  of  ministerial  work  and  they  have  a  right  to  expect  their  church  to  put 
its  approval  on  their  labors. 

METHODIST  CHURCHES  AND   ORDINATION   OF  WOMEN 

One  of  the  important  questions  to  be  considered  at  the  General  Conference 
next  year  will  be  the  unification  of  the  great  Methodist  bodies.  Two  of  these 
three  churches,  the  Methodist  Protestant  and  Methodist  Episcopal,  ordain  women 
to  the  ministry.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  does  not,  as  women 
are  barred  from  the  ministry  by  an  Episcopal  decision  rendered  in  1896 — more 
than  forty  years  ago.  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  ordained  the  first  woman 
preacher  in  the  United  States.  In  1920  women  were  granted  license  in  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  and  in  1924  ordination  was  granted,  but  Conference 
membership  was  withheld.  Since  then  nothing  further  has  been  granted.  In  1932 
an  effort  was  made  for  admission  of  women  into  the  Annual  Conference,  but 
the  measure  was  not  passed. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  woman's  place  in  the  church  there  is  only  one 
matter  that  need  concern  us — "What  is  right?" 

Is  it  right  that  fully  one-half  of  our  church  membership  should  be  perman- 
ently excluded  from  the  Christian  ministry? 
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REPORT  NO.  2— COMMITTEE  ON  RESEARCH  AND 
STUDY  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  continue  to  use  the  "Study  on  the  Status  of  Women,"  prepared 
by  Mrs.  T.  I.  Charles,  in  district,  zone  and  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  That  the  chairman  of  the  Conference  Status  Committee  make  use  of 
Report  No.  1  of  the  Council  chairman  as  source  of  material  for  presentation 
of  the  study  of  Status  of  Women  in  the  annual  meeting. 

3.  That  the  material  suggested  in  the  list  of  current  magazine  articles  bear- 
ing on  Status  of  Women  be  secured  and  used  for  program  purposes.* 

4.  That  the  packet  of  leaflets  on  Status  of  Women  be  used  in  studying  and 
promoting  this  work.f 

5.  That  we  continue  to  ask  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  to  request  the  presiding  bishop  to  allow  time  on 
the  program  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  presentation  of  the  Woman's 
Work. 

6.  That  each  zone  appoint  one  member  as  a  member  of  this  Committee  on 
Research  and  Stujy  of  Status  of  Women  to  work  with  the  chairman  of  this 
committee.

3.  That  zone  leaders  appoint  a  Scarritt  representative  to  do  similar  work  at  zone 
meetings  so  that  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  will  reach  the  largest  possible  number. 

4.  That  every  auxiliary  appoint  a  Scarritt  Associate  representative  to  present  to 
various  groups  in  church  the  plan  for  endearing  Scarritt  College  to  the  entire  church. 

5.  That  the  auxiliary  representatives  arrange  to  present  the  plan  to  Young 
People's  Groups,  making  them  acquainted  with  great  work  done  by  Scarritt.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS  RECEIVING 
CERTIFICATES  FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  bv  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small 
group,  with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding 
daily  or  weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion 
group  and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch  so 
that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to  express 
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her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point  for 
discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the  current  press, 
missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures,  and  curios 
add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents  of 
the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

INTERPRETATIONS  OF  SOME  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CLASSES 
APPLYING  FOR  COUNCIL  RECOGNITION 

The  current  book  is  one  on  the  approved  list  for  this  year:  October  1,  1936- 
October   1,   1937. 

Seven  weeks  are  allowed  to  meet  emergencies,  such  as  a  monthly  meeting  or 
other  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  leader. 

One  teacher,  or  leader,  must  have  charge  of  the  class.  She  may  use  others  for 
participation  at  her  discretion,  but  unity  of  purpose  and  plans  depend  on  one 
person's  guidance. 

Each  member  of  the  enrolled  class  must  read  the  text  and  do  additional  work 
assigned  by  the  leader. 

Seventy-five  percent  attendance  means  an  average  of  6  out  of  8,  18  out  of 
24,  or  45  out  of  60,  etc.,  enrolled  members  of  a  class  present  at  each  session. 

Council  classes  shall  hold  the  four  or  six  sessions  all  together.  Extra  meetings 
may  be  held  in  groups  if  desired  as  outside  work. 

Interesting  outside  work  may  be  explained  on  extra  sheets.  This  will  often 
make  the  report  more  accurate,  and  clear  up  misunderstandings. 

Teachers  who  have  taught  in  Sunday  school  for  eighteen  or  twenty  years 
and  have  not  been  interested  in  attending  district  training  days  for  leaders  of 
study  groups  or  in  taking  one  or  more  mission  courses  in  training  schools  (if 
there  has  been  opportunity),  may  not  be  qualified  to  teach  a  mission  study  class 
applying  for  Council  recognition. 
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Mission  courses  taken  in  standard  training  schools  which  may  receive  Council 
recognition  are: 

1.  Missionary  Education  in  the  Local  Church. 

2.  Missionary  Education  of  Children. 

3.  The  World  Mission   of  the   Christian   Religion. 

4.  A  Survey  of  Methodist  Missions. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  the  members  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  must 
take  such  a  course  before  applying  for  Council  recognition. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several 
years  of  experience  in  study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the  class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks  than  if 
it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to  the 
conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  missionary 
education.

1.  Four  consecutive  reports  sent  conference  superintendent. 

2.  Study  of  Social   Service   Handbook  with    Committee   on    Christian   Social

4.  Reading  by  superintendent  and  committee  of  at  least  one  of  the  packets 
recommended  for  study  in  the  List  of  Packets  on  Christian  Social  Relations.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  membership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  formerly 
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designated  as  dues,  pledge,  retirement  and  relief,  and  conference  expense  fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials  which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  women, 
and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be  itemized  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be  included  in 
the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  must  he  in  addition  to  the  pledge 
made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other  obligations  already 
assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must  also  be  designated  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the  person  thus  honored 
from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership  in  the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  auxiliaries, 
Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Education  and  Promotion 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  conferences  and  credited 
to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
<when  the  pledge  is  made  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the  auxiliary. 
Such  monev  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires. 

For  annuities,  consult  the  treasurer  of  the  Council.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  SUPPLIES 


QUOTATION  FROM  THE  "COUNCIL  BULLETIN,"   1936 

"In  order  not  to  dissipate  our  missionary  funds  and  that  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  keep  within  the  law,  we  recommend  the  following  definite  interpre- 
tation of  the  bv-law  governing  Supplies: 

(l)  'Boxes  of  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  may  include  cash  and  supplies  sent  to  needy  ministers;  but  they 
must  be  recommended  by  their  presiding  elders.  The  law  does  not  include  dona- 
tions to  ministerial  students,  but  may  include  needy  widows  of  preachers. 
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(2)  'Boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  institutions  in  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council'  may  also  include  cash,  provided  this  is  to  be  spent  for 
supplies  needed  in  the  work  of  the  institutions;  but  (a)  not  for  building  enter- 
prises; (b)  not  to  pay  off  debts;  (c)  not  for  personal  gifts  to  missionaries,  deacon- 
esses, and  Scarritt  scholarship  students;  (d)  not  for  college  education  of  prospective 
candidates." 


PER  CAPITA  BASIS  FOR  EFFICIENCY  AIM,  ITEM  3 

The  auxiliary  per  capita  increase  shall  be  based  upon  all  money  sent  to  the 
conference  treasurer. 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  adult 
auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates, 
together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  and  the 
chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of 
the  conference. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to  confer- 
ence, which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all  funds. 
Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest  must  be 
paid. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

7.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

8.  That  scholarships  be  granted   under  the   following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at 
the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one 
year  to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected 
to  do  so. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference 

Societies 


CONSTITUTION 

1.  In  each  annual  conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  All  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees. 

(4)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  re- 
siding within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  which  includes  wo- 
man's work  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(7)  And  the  following  officers:  A  president,  a  vice-president,  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups ; 
a  secretary  of  Children's  Work;  and  superintendents  of  Study,  of  Literature  and 
Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting.  The 
election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  conference 
shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The  president 
and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  to  con- 
ference offices.  If  after  such  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  conference  bounds, 
such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  conference  office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  from  among  the  district 
secretaries  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign 
fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that 
time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 
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5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence 
and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  to  the 
conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  to  the  Organi- 
zation secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account  of 
each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  handle 
only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the  Council.  She 
shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the  conference  secre- 
tary. She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  shall  send 
itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  Janu- 
ary, to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting 
such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized 
statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups,  in  co-operation  with  district 
secretaries,  shall  through  the  auxiliary  presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young 
Women's  Groups  actively  cultivate  young  women  in  the  conference  for  member- 
ship in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She  shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of 
the  work  to  the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council. 

1  1 .  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  semi-annu- 
ally to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of 
Organization. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  secretary  in 
charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  literature 
throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion 
of  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and  Pro- 
motion secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic 
and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the  conference 
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into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superintendent 
of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes  and 
needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  to 
institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  secretary  in  charge  of  Organization. 

16.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  auxiliaries  and  use  every  avail- 
able means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts. 
They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district  conference  and  may  hold 
annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  zones  according  to 
their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The  district  secretaries  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  conference 
secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special  calls 
for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  auxiliary  societies,  funds  contributed 
to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons  are  a 
part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the  conference. 

19.  Provisions  for  a  conference  expense  fund  shall  be  made  by  each  confer- 
ence according  to  the  requirements.  No  part  of  directed  missionary  offerings  shall 
be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  specific 
objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual 
session. 

2 1 .  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

STANDING  RULES 

1.  The  Woman's  Department  in  each  church  paper  shall  be  edited  by  one 
woman  only.  She  shall  be  selected  by  the  president  and  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  patronizing  conference. 

2.  In  each  Conference  Society  a  committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  conference  secretary,  shall  be  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within  its 
boundary  and  co-operate  with  them  for  the  advancement  of  their  work. 

3.  A  campaign  for  Mission  Study  shall  be  urged  in  October  and  special  effort 
made  to  organize  classes  in  every  auxiliary. 

4.  A  yearbook  of  programs  for  auxiliaries  shall  be  prepared  annually  by  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Literature  and  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

5.  One  handbook  and  one  yearbook  shall  be  furnished  free  to  the  president  of 
each  auxiliary. 

6.  The  week  beginning  with  the  first  Sunday  in  November  shall  be  observed 
as  a  Week  of  Prayer. 

7.  The  following  schedule  of  quarterly  events  shall  be  observed  as  an  annual 
basis  of  cultivation :  (a)  First  Quarter — An  Officers'  Training  Day  in  District  or 
Zone   Groups,    (b)    Second   Quarter — A   Membership   and   Enlistment   Campaign. 
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(c)  Third  Quarter — A  Training-  Day  for  Mission  Study  Leadership,  (d)   Fourth 
Quarter — A  Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

8.  The  standard  of  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  be:  (a)  The 
sending-  of  four  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference  superintendent;  (b)  a  study  of 
the  handbook  for  Superintendents  and  Committees  of  Christian  Social  Relations; 
(c)  definite  service  performed;  (d)  regular  representation  from  the  committee  in 
a  Mission  Study  class;  (e)  the  study  of  one  of  the  special  packets  of  literature 
recommended  by  the  Bureau;  (f)  regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Adult 
Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions 
supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and 
social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty- four  years  of  age  and  over,  or  one  under  twenty-four 
years  of  age  who  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  adult  life  through  marriage 
or  vocation  may  become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and 
a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings,  covering  relief 
and  retirement  and  conference  expense  funds,  free  will  offerings,  and  Scarritt 
maintenance.  Scholarships  for  Scarritt  College  shall  be  raised  as  auxiliary  or  con- 
ference specials.  An  offering  shall  be  taken  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  special 
objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  offerings  to  be 
directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  individuals  for  the  support  of  special  work  approved 
by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  member  by  payment  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is 
an  honor  and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Church  Board 
of  Christian  Education  (1934  Discipline  1  421   (l)  ). 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  cor- 
responding secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a 
treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials,  of  Study,  of 
Literature  and  Publicity,  of  the  World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of 
Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 
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10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  At  the  November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  bienni- 
ally, the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held.  Officers  shall  be  installed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS 

1 .  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  actively 
advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a  church,  the 
president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  aux- 
iliary. She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  the  first  of  January,  April, 
July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference  secretary 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  also 
send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  correspond- 
ing auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called  meet- 
ings and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She 
shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to 
be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall 
be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  monthly 
and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  semi-annually 
to  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  parents  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  for  interest  in  and 
contributions  to  the  Kindergarten  and  Child  Welfare  Work  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary. 

(2)  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars,  and  their  names  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  for 
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five  dollars.  These  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  auxiliary  treasurer  with  her  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study  classes.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall 
present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items  to  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference  superin- 
tendents of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cir- 
culation of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  re- 
newals and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to  present 
the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting,  the  mis- 
sionary society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Publicity. 

11.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by  securing 
the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare  movements  of 
community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and  programs  committed 
to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in  con- 
structive relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes  and 
necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  to 
institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She 
shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Supplies. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  features 
of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may  have  in  the 
care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Local  Work.
